Curing the past year, Bradley 
University has considered 
housing options from motels to 
apartments in order to provide 
adequate living areas for students 
for the 1990-91 academic year. 

After numerous changes in 
various plans, ^ the campus has 
four additional residence halls on 
campus. 

Ken Goldin, business 
manager, said the University 
realized in late April that more 
housing was needed to 
accommodate the class. "The 
property for tiiC ml'd-residence 
halls were already acquired but 
that was not enough. We had to 
do more." 

This led the University to 
purchase the property at 710 W. 
Moss Ave. In addition to that, 
Bradley also secured two leases 
with the property at 1116 W. 
Moss Ave and at 308 S. Sterling. 

"Homeowners were very 
unhappy that we were stepping 
into their domain. They felt 
Moss Avenue was not for 
students," Goldin said. 

These sentiments voiced by 
area residents led to action by the 
city. Through efforts of 2nd 
District Councilman Gary 
Sandburg and Mayor Jim Maloof, 
as well as Bradley 
administration, they came to the 
conclusion that a temporary 
residence hall, which will be up 
for three years, would be the best 
solution. 

Bradley had only the month 
before school began to build 
Becker Hall, which was done by 
developer G. Raymond Becker 
for about $400,000 in the Garrett 
Center parking lot. Becker Hall 
eliminated about 70 parking 
spaces which were replaced with 
parking behind the mini¬ 
residence halls. 

Mike Murphy, director of 
housing, said about 2,400 
students are being housed, which 
includes about 100 students in 
Becker Hall and a combined total 
of about 100 in the mini¬ 
residence halls on the 1500 
block of Bradley Avenue.

Sudden 

The cause of death is still 
unknown in a case that has 
shocked and saddened the Bradley 
community. 

Kevin Grieme, a 20-year-old 
member of the Delta Tau Delta 
fraternity, collapsed at about 3 
p.m. Tuesday, while reading the 
newspaper in the Delt house. He 
was transported to Saint Francis 
Medical Center and pronounced 
dead at 4:08 p.m. 

The junior civil engineering 
major had complained of chest 
pains and was examined by his 
hometown doctor approximately 
three weeks ago. Herb Buzbee, 
Peoria County Coroner, said. On 
Monday Grieme became ill 
during diimer, but dismissed it as 
indigestion. 

His parents, David and 
Burmie, met with Ed King, 
executive director of housing, 
residential life and the student 
judicial, and the Delts after 
leaving the hospital that night. 

"We’ve lost somebody 
unexpectedly that has been very 
dear to his friends," King said. 

His fraternity brothers, 
several of whom win serve as 
pall bearers at the funeral, were 


stunned at the loss of their 
friend. "He wasn't fake, he didn't 
change to impress you. He was

always humble. I just can't 
imagine ever meeting a nicer 
guy," sophomore Craig 
M^ymiak, Grieme’s roommate, 
said. 


"I’ve known him just over a 
year and I only remember one 
time where he put someone 
down, and even that one time he 
apologized," Maksymiak said. 
He said he will strive to be the 
same type of person Grieme was. 

Jorge Morales, another 
fraternity brother, said Grieme 
was very active in philantropies. 
"Kevin was a very humble guy. 
He never wanted to be in the 
limelight." 

Grieme was known as the 
DeeJay for Delt parties. Morales 
said Grieme really enjoyed 
music. He was very out-going, 
though he sometimes appeared to 
be quiet. 

"I'm proud of the way the 
Delts have handled this," King 
said. 

An autopsy has been 
performed but tests are not 
completed. 

Services for Grieme will be at 
10 a.m. today at EUinger-Kunz 
and Davis Funeral Home, 437 N. 
6th St. in Springfield. 
Arrangements for a memorial 
service for Grieme at Bradley 
have yet to be announced. 


Parking 

problems 

continue

Finding a parking spot has 
been difficult in past years, but 
with the increase in students and 
faculty it has become practically 
impossible. 

Dave Baer, director of campus 
police, said Bradley understands 
parking can be difficult, but he 
did not perceive the situation to 
be a major problem. "There is a 
mindset that it [finding a.parking 
place] has to be convenient," 
Baer said. 

"There are going to be certain 
times of day when it is difficult 
to park and there will be some 
days there is not parking," he 
said. Bradley's parking situation 
is no worse and may even be 
better than most big 
universities. 

Bradley has added parking to 
compensate for the spaces lost 
due to construction of 
Campustown and Becker Hall. 
Baer said a campus this size has 
only so many lots available. 
There were approximately 1,477 
parking spaces on campus, but 
they are continuing to add 
several more spots. 

Becker Hall cost the 
University about 60 spaces in 
the Garrett Center parking lot 
that had 300 spots. There were 
also several spots behind the 
Student Apartment Complex that 
were lost because of the re¬ 
vamping of University Street. 
Baer said few students utilized 
these spaces. 

To replace parking spaces 
that were removed the University 
has arranged to add 
approximately 60 spaces to the 
Haussler parking lot, between 
the Alumni Center and the Sigma 
Chi fraternity house. An 
additional 77 parking spaces 
were added behind the three new 
mini-dorms and Comstock Hall. 

Approximately 1,200 student 
stickers and 1,400 faculty 
parking spots have been 
distributed. Baer said about half 
of the faculty stickers were 
duplicates for people who have 
several cars. 

After the first few weeks of 
school, Baer said the parking 
congestion will ease up

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Enrollment meets quota

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Although it seems as if there 
are more students at Bradley 
University than ever before, 
enrollment actually dropped 
slightly for the Fall 1990 
semester. 

The Office of enrollment 
Management approzimates the 
size of the freshman class at 
around 1090 students, with about 
37% of these from out of state. 
The number of transfer students 
is believed to be aroimd 400. The 
freshman class last year had 
1110 students. Dr. Gaisky said 
the total student body is around 
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Gary Bergman, director or 
enrollment management, said 
"There's no question that we 
could have enrolled a larger 
class. The Fall 1990 class could 
have easily been the largest class 
in Bradley's history." 

"We have over 1,000 more 
students today than we had in the 
fall of 1986. That's a lot of new 
students," Bergman said. "If we 
wanted to, this freshman class 
could have gone well over 1,100. 
I think we probably turned away 
50 to 100 students who would 
have liked to enroll." 

Not only did the university 
meet its quota for this year, but 


for the second year in a row it had 
to close enrollment after the goal 
for that year had been reached. 
Before the summer of 1988, 
enrollment had neyer had to be 
closed, rather enrollment was 
kept up on an open-ended basis 
throughout the summer. "We've 
finally been able to reach the 
number of students we want prior 
to the last minute." 

Bergman admits, however, 
that the university will not be 
able to take another freshman 
class of this magnitude again. 
"We cannot continue to take the 
numbers that we have taken. 
We've literally run out of space

Kuwait crisis hits home for BU students

While the Iraqi invasion of 
Kuwait may not be the foremost 
idea on the minds of all Bradley 
students, for a group of students, 
the situation has gone beyond 
the latest headline. 

Approximately 35 students 
attending BU come from Kuwait. 
Most of them have not heard 
from close relatives living inside 
that country since the beginning 
of August. Three students who 
were supposed to be returning 
this year, Jade Al-Ajmi, Ahmed 
Al-Shammari, and Hadi Al-Ajmi, 
were trapped inside Kuwait while 
visiting over the summer. 

For the students remaining 
here, life has become uncertain, 
at best "You never know what's 
going to happen tomorrow. If a 
war starts, they may pull all of us 
from here,” Fahad Al-Otaibi, 
president of the Islamic Student 
Society, said. 'We're going to be 
ready anyway.” 

Fahad at least knows the 
whereabouts of his parents and 
his immediate family, but many 
other relatives are trapped. 
Others have no idea at all about 
the whereabouts of their family. 

"We can't do anything. It 
hurts really bad. My parents are 
there,” Abdulrazzaq Al-Zayed 
said. 

The students have been 
coping by having support 
meetings nearly every day to 
trade wiy new information or just 
console and help one another. 

The only contact the students 
have is with the Kuwaiti 
embassy, which tries to keep 
each of the 2,000 Kuwaiti 
citizens in this country abreast 
of current events. Recently, four 
of the students from BU went to 
Washington D.C. to have a 
personal meeting with officers 
from the embassy. 

Originally, the embassy had 
been afraid that it would not have 
been able to finance the 
educations of Kuwaiti students. 
The embassy contacted Bradley 
in the first week of August 


asking it to support the students 
any way it could. 

Bradley prepared to help the 
students with financial aid and 
expenses, but in the third week 
of August the Kuwaiti embassy 
once again contacted the 
University to inform them that 
their funds had been unfrozen and 
that the Kuwaiti embassy would 
be able to support the students 
once again, though with reduced 
expense accounts. This has led to 
many students having to 
economize and change their 
standard of living. 


"What we know is that they 
(the Iraqis) are doing so very 
much," said al-Otaibi. "There are 
cases of rape. They are taking 
everything from the country. The 
things they don't take they bum 
or do something to it. there are a 
lot of deaths also.” 

Another student, Nayef Al- 
Qenaei, tells of Iraqi soldiers 
invading a hospital and raping 
nurses, some of whom died from 
the attacks, and of a soldier who 
took an Egyptian man's wife 
from him, while holding his 
children at gimpoint.

Still, the students are 
refraining from all out hatred 
against all Iraqis. "It's basically 
a one man show. It's Saddam 
Hussein. At the beginning of the 
invasion, 120 Iraqi soldiers 
refused to invade Kuwait. He 
(Hussein) assassinated them,” 
Al-Qenaei said. 

Most of the students said they 
think the Iraqi citizens will rise 
up against Hussein as soon as 
they know what is happening. 
Al-(5enaei said the Iraqi citizens 
had been told by Hussein that 
Kuwait and Saudi Arabia had been 
invaded by the United States and 
that Iraq was intervening to free 
the nations with a holy war. 

"What I think is, is that 
Kuwait is going to be free sooner 
or later. The goverrunent is 
going to go back and things will 
change," Al-Otaibi said. "Kuwait 
is going to be free soon. Very, 
very soon.”

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Delays plague Campustown completion

The good and the bad are Nov. 
25. 1990 and May 31, 1991. the 
completion dates for phases one 
-and two of the Campustown 
shopping center, according to 
the second amendment to the 
city's redevelopment agreement. 

The project has been divided 
into two phases at the request of 
the Joseph Company. Phase one 
will consist largely of the main 
building, which will house 
Thompson's Food Basket, 
Blockbuster Video and a Super X 
■ drugstore. Phase two of the 
project will include anything not 
specified in phase one, which is 
a retail strip of approximately 20 
stores. 

The Joseph Company is imder 
contractual obligation to have 
the project substantially 
completed by Nov. 25, after 
which they will be charged 
liquidated damages of $664 per 
day. City Development 
Specialist Tom Brimberry said. If 
phase one is completed by the 
November date, reduced damages 
of $200 per day will be charged 
until the project is complete. 

Property Manager for the 
Joseph Company, Heidi Herold, 
said the anchor building will be 
finished by the agreement date 
and the retail strip shortly 
thereafter. "We should be seeing 
some rapid construction very 
soon," Herold said. 

Delays ranging from the 
city's belated acquisition of some 
properties and foul weather to 
late delivery of materials have 
continually forced back the 


deadline for completion of the 
$6.2 million shopping center. 
The three-year-old Campustown 
jwoject was originally planned to 
revitalize the commercial area at 
Main and University streets and 
coordinate with Bradley to 
enhance their campus entrance 
Similar delays have plagued 
the adjacent S-curve. "It's been 
the weather more than anything 
else. The weather's been horrible 
to say the least," Gene Hewitt, 
city engineer said. Mike Fehr, 
project manager for P.J. Hoerr 
Inc., the contractor for the S- 
curve, said "utility lines that 
have to be moved or adjusted

before the road can be put in" 
have been a problem. 

The city's acquisition of the 
LaGondola property, a major 
delay in the project, was 
expedited by an offer from 
Bradley, Gary Anna, vice 
president for business affairs, 
said. *We had other parcels that 
were located on the right of way 
that the city has exchanged. In 
return, well receive part of what

was the LaGondola property and 
other portions," Anna said. 

The land acquired by Bradley 
in the exchange will be 
landscaped to "provide an 
appealing curb view," Anna said. 

Despite obvious traffic 
problems on Aug. 25-26, move- 
in days for the residence halls. 


Anna said the University has 
experienced little difficulty 
because of the closing of 
University Street. "The roadway 
should be passable by fall, not 
that it will be completed 
necessarily, but I certainly hope 
that it will not be closed all 
winter," Anna said. 


The deadline for the S-curve 
project, requiring only that the 
driving surface be complete, is 
Nov. 18. P.J. Hoerr Inc. has 
submitted a request for extension 
of that deadline, Hewitt said. The 
request has not yet been 
approved.

rooms or hallways. The only 
time they were permitted was at 
floor and hall parties, when a 
room was contracted out. They, 
have also forbidden resident 
advisers from using floor funds 
towards the purdiase of alcoholic 
beverages. 


During the summer the 
housing and residential life staff 
decided it was in the best interest 
of the University to prohibit any 
type 6f bulk alcohol in the 
residence halls. Bulk alcohol 
includes kegs, cooler balls, 
cooler boxes or any other device 
that contains a mass amoimt of 
alcohol. Ed King, executive 
director of housing, residential 
life and the student judicial 
system, said their (the 
administration's) reasons dealt 
with the question of liability. 


Both King and Wendle said 
they thought if the fraternities, 
sororities and residence halls 
were consistent in their policies 
it would help them to reach their 
ultimate goal, better alcohol 
education. "It seemed like a 
logical step in a sequence of 
liability and risk management," 
Wendle said. 

"We have taken a hard look at 
risk management for residence 


'This did not come from a 
reaction to a major problem," 
Tim Wendle, director of 
residential life, said. He said the 
decision was to help prevent any 
serious problems from arising. 
The problem with bulk alcohol is 
that it must be consumed or it 
will go to waste; cans could be 
used at a later date. 

"We are trying to be proactive 
and eliminate risks for students 
who sign party contracts, 
because they really don't realize 
what they are getting themselves 
into," Wendle said.

He said the no keg policy is 
not much of a change because 
kegs were never allowed in

halls, fraternities and sororities 
and there simply should be no 
funds used to purchase alcohol," 
King said. 'It would heighten the 
risk of problems." Both said it 
would not eliminate the liability 
completely. It will place more of 
the responsibility of drinking on 
the student. "There will be less 
pressure to drink large quantities 
of alcohol," King said. 


He said he thought 
prohibiting bulk alcohol would 
reduce alcohol consumption.

Peoria police are still looking 
for the person responsible for a 
car fire that destroyed a Bradley 
student's gas tank early on Aug. 
28. 

Dawn Ascher, a junior 
radio/tv major, was awakened by 
one of her roommates around 
4:30 a.m. to find her car on fire 
behind her residence at 1631 W. 
Bradley Ave. 

The Peoria Fire Department 
extinguished the blaze before 
any neighboring cars or 
residences caught on fire. 

Dave Baer, director of campus 
police, who also was involved in 
the case, attributed the cause to a 
small firecracker exploding in 
the tailpipe of the car. Fumes in 
the tailpipe were then ignited by 
the spark. 

No one was injured and Ascher 
said she only has to replace her 
gas tank. 

Earlier that morning, a group 


of individuals were sitting on the 
front porch of Ascher's residence 
when four males^ believed to be 
non-Bradley students, 
approached them. When the four 
males were asked to leave a 
second time, an "exchange of 
words" took place, Baer said. 

Soon afterword, a firecracker 
explosion was heard. Ascher's 
roommates thought nothing of it 
at -first, since firecrackers were 
heard in the neighborhood all 
evening long. 

Police are seeking to question 
the four males involved in the 
confrontation. 

Peoria Police Officer Martin 
Colloton, who handled the case, 
said this is an isolated incident. 
"It was just chance that it 
happened on Bradley's campus," 
he said. 

"All I could say at the time 
was, 'Why me?"' Ascher said. 

The police are still 
investigating the case. 


Summer tragedy results in death 


Twenty-year old Bradley 
student Dan McLaughlin died in a 
tragic death over the summer 
when he fell from a train trestle 
in Swarthmore, Pa. 

McLaughlin and a friend had 
left a party to climb the 80-foot- 
high trestle. He was near the top 
of the structure when he lost his 


grip and fell. 

McLaughlin had just 
completed his freshman year at 
Bradley. He was in the Academic 
Exploration Program. 

"He was a typical energetic 
fun-loving freshman," George 
Armstrong, communications 
teacher said. "Maybe he went to 


the beat of a different drummer, 
but many do. His death saddened 
me."

Many questions have arisen 
regarding the competency of the 
Communications division, due to 
the loss of several faculty 
members, the size and variety of 
classes and the quality of those 
faculty members that still 
remain. 

The professors who are still 
here like to think of this as a 
transitional year. Several 
professors were lost to other 
schools, to continue their 
education and sabbaticals. 

The beginning of the vast 
departure of communications 
faculty began with Dr. Joe 
Misiewicz, director of the 
communications division. 

Misiewicz, chairperson of the 
telecommunications department 
at Ball State University, in 
Muncie, Indiana, said there were 
two reasons behind his leaving 
Bradley. Ball State has a new $8 
million telecommunications 
building, which he said he found 
to be very appealing. 

He also said part of the reason 
for his departure was when he did 
not receive the deanship of the 
college of communications and 
Hne arts after James Ballowe 
resigned. 

Though he said several of the 
departures could not be helped, 
he did said he knew some of them 
were related to his leaving. 

Dr. John Ellerbach, who 
taught advertising and public 
relations at Bradley, left to teach 


at Franklin College, in Franklin, 
Ind. 

Ellerbach said Misiewicz 
departure did play a role in his 
decision to leave, though it was 
not the sole contributing factor. 
He said large factor contributing 
toward his decision to leave was 
the large demand placed on 
Advertising /PR professors. "I 
had 70 advises,” Ellerbach said. 
"Advertising and public relations 
are very marketable,” which 
makes it very appealing to many 
students, he said. 

Many students are attracted to 
advertising and PR, which often 
makes it difficult to 
accommodate all of their needs 
when referring to classes, several 
communications professors 
agreed. 

"We've tried to control it [the 
number of advertising/PR 
majors] and we have plans to 
limit the size of the program,” 
Kalman Goldberg, provost and 
vice president of academic 
affairs, said. 

Because of the large staff 
turnover this year the 
communications division has 
had to depend on part-time 
professors more then it would 
like. 

"Bradley's been very fortunate 
to get some excellent part- 
timers,” Ellerbach said. Though 
he said the time commitment 
they are able to give to the 
students and the class is 
somewhat limited. 

Dt. Neal Claussen, the acting 
director of the communications 


division, agreed that the 
department depends heavily on 
the help of part-time professors, 
but he said the situation they are 
in left them no other option. 

"I am confident we are 
maintaining our quality of 
teaching. We are very concerned 
with the people we hire. I hope 
we've hir^ the best we can find,” 
Claussen said. "The part-timers 
we hire are very committed 
professionals.” Claussen said he 
would like to try and move away 
from the trend of relying on part- 
timers, though he said their work 
is highly appreciated. 

"Bradley went through a real 
cycle,” Misiewicz said. He said 
there were a lot of part-time 


faculty members until about two 
years ago, when they added more 
full-time professors. 

Goldberg and Claussen agree 
that the part-time professors add 
to the faculty because they have a 
lot of professional experience. 

Another problem that the 
communications division is 
facing is the question if their 
faculty is qualified. Though there 
are 22 full-time professors and 
16 part-time professors there are 
some professors who have yet to 
receive their Masters or Phd. 

Dr. Jack Fought said, 
"Communications is kind of 
peculiar. There is more emphasis 
placed on professionalism then 


on education.” 

The division has hired several j 
new people to take the roles of ^ 

those that have left, be it 
permanent or not. Mark Butzow, 
who has extensive experience in 
broadcast journalism, as well as t 
his Bachelors and Masters 
degree,Donna Calvin, Kimberly - 
Roe who also have their 
Bachelors and Master's were all 
hired to full time positions. 

Several of the professors who 
did leave will also be returning, 
including Teresa Holder, Diane 
Pacetti and Ronald Koperski will 
all be returning with in the next ^ 
year or two.

Rush transition 
proves positive

Four hundred eighty students 
are now Greek, following a Fall 
1990 Rush characterized by 
changes. 

Central rush Chairman Shari 
kreger of Sigma Delta Tau said 
sororities were using a new quota 
method this year. Previously, 40 
women were admitted to each 
house a Bradley but Kreger said it 
was "at the agreement of all the 
sororities and the National 
Panhellenic Council” to limit the 
number to 33. 

Kreger said the number of 
women interested in joining the 
sororities is becoming too large 
to handle. This year, selections 
were made earlier in rounds to 
meet the lower quota. 

Kreger said, "It [lowering 
quota] was too bad because it hurt 
a lot of girls.” she said the goal 
of limiting pledge classes was to 


balance the enrollment in each 
sorority. Kreger said she hopes 
Bradley "can add more houses in 
a couple years.” 

Of the 474 women registered 
for Rush, 210 participated in 
calling out. Five houses reached 
quota, including Chi Omega, 
Gamma Phi Beta, Pi Beta Phi, 
Sigma Delta Tau, and Sigma 
Kappa. Alpha Chi Omega had 27 
pledges and Zeta Tau Alpha had 
21 pledges. 

Fraternity Ruch Chairman 
Sean O'Grady of sigma Nu was 
pleased the percentage of men 
pledging rose from last year. 
Seventy percent, or 270 of the 
383 registered for Rush, joined a 
fraternity this year. Eighty-nine 
percent of the registered 
freshmen pledged a house. 

O'Grady said the number of 
pledges increased because 
rushees visited four to five 
houses in the second round of

Collectors find 1960s alive and well on Main Street

Everything old is new again. 

"All the music is coming back 
now that I bought new (in the 
60's)" said 43-year-old Craig 
Moore, owner of Peoria Record 
Co., 711 W. Main. 

Sgt. Peppers and Jimi Hendrix 
decorate the window of the small 
pink building. Walking into the 


room, one is greeted by the 
aroma of aged cardboard and the 
instant blare of music from times 
past. 

"I’ve got more records now 
than you've ever seen in your 
life," says wide-eyed Moore. He 
wears a curly shag-style haircut 
and describes himself as an "old 
hippie." 

The records—thousands of 
them—line the shelves of the 
walls: one of which is covered 
with tacked-up 45's, and the 


others with various postered 
musicians from Pink Floyd, 
AC/DC and The Doors to 
Anthrax, Iron Maiden and Guns- 
N-Roses. The music collection 
continues all the way back to the 
end of the cramped room. 

The music falls under jazz, 
reggae, motion picture 
soundtracks, heavy metal and 
classic rock. The selection range 
is as wide as the customers' 
desires.

Also filling the store is 
various paraphernalia including a 
case of Elvis and Beatles original 
45’s. Hanging from the ceiling 
are KISS dolls and a KISS guitar, 
(part of Moore's personal 
collection), three of the four 
Beatles blow-up dolls (minus 
John Lennon) dated 1964, and an 
old Sears guitar made "in the 
60's, when everyone was 
learning to play the guitar, when 
everyone wanted to be a Beatle," 


said Mark Gossick, operations 
manager for Peoria Record Co. 

Moore opened Peoria Record 
Co. in 1984. He opened 
Hillbilly Heaven, a country 
record store across the street 
from Peoria Record Co., in June 
of this year. He also owns two 
other stores in Normal and 
Decatur. A Bloomington shop

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New minority director to take many roles

Ignorance, want of power, 
insecurity, and lack of exposure 
causes prejudice, Robin Kelly- 
Hamilton said. Kelly-Hamilton, 
Bradley's new director of 
Minority Student Services and a 
professional counselor for 
Bradley's Center for Wellness 
and Counseling, said she wants 
to make a difference at Bradley 
by organizing activities to help 
educate and expose students to 
the different areas of human 
relations. 

Kelly-Hamilton has acquired 
experience in human relations 
through her education and career 
experience. After graduating 
from Bradley in 1977 with an 
undergraduate degree in 
psychology, Kelly-Hamilton 
worked at Methodist Hospital 
different areas of social service 
while pursuing a masters degree 
in counseling and human 
developmental services. She 
received her degree in 1982 and 
left Methodist in 1984 to 
become the director of Crisis 
Nursery in Peoria. 

Kelly-Hamilton moved to 
New York in 1987, where she 
was the director of in house 
programs at a shelter for teens in 
crisis. She came back to Peoria 
this year and lives with her 
husband, 8-year old daughter 
Kelly, and 6-year old son Ryan. 

As a professional counselor, 
Kelly-Hamilton will work with 
individual clients and run a 
student group according to 
student interest. She will spend 
about half of her time at Bradley 
in the Center for Wellness and 
Counseling. 

Kelly-Hamilton will spend 
the other half of her time as the 
director for Minority Student 
Services. She said that she was 
impressed by "staff members, 
faculty, administration; that they 
really are interested in 
promoting wellness on campus; 
where people arc going to get 
along regardless of race, gender, 
religion, and things like that." 

Acting as the advisor to the

United Black Panhellenic 
Council and to the Black Student 
Alliance, as well as to other 
minority student groups, Kelly- 
Hamilton will also be 
responsible for managing the 
Garrett Center and acting as a 
liaison between minority student 
groups and the administration. 

Kelly-Hamilton said, "...I 
think that because there's no 
communication we don't have an 
understanding of what each other 
is all about." Kelly-Hamilton is 
planning many activities for the 
school year so that human 
relations on campus will 
improve. She hopes to organize 
activities with Inter Fraternity 
Council-Panhellenic Council and 
UBPC to "bridge gaps" between 
the two organizations. She will 
be a part of a new task force for 
human relations on campus. 

Kelly-Hamilton wants to 
expand the Garrett Center to 


minorities other than just 
blacks. She said that other 
minorities do use it already but 
not enough. 

Kelly-Hamilton said because 
making the transition from high 
school to a university can be 
difficult, especially for a black 
student who may have come from 
a mostly black high school, she 
is helping to organize a host 
program where a black freshman 
is placed with an upperclass 
student. The older student may 
familiarize the freshman with 
other students, call them to see 
how they are getting along, or 
invite them to campus events. 

Kelly-Hamilton said she 
would also like to organize a 
mentor program for junior and 
senior minority students. By 
talking to minority graduates, 
Kelly-Hamilton said that the 
upperclass students may find a 
focus for when they graduate. 


By organizing programs such 
as "AIDS and Minorities" and 
being involved in a program 
called "The Campus of 
Difference" to be held this 
semester, Kelly-Hamilton said 
she wants such exposure to give 
students a better understanding of 
minorities and human relations. 
She said, "I think once people 
start talking, that's when things 
get better; when they share 
common experiences." 

Kelly-Hamilton said she does 
not like the racial separation on 
campus. "If white students 
warned to come over here (to the 
Garrett Center) and study that's 
great." She also encourages 
minority students to take 
advantage of programs and 
services offered on campus. 

Kelly-Hamilton is replacing

burned down. Moore reopened 
across the street in 1988. It 
burned down again in March of 
1989, so he gave up on 
Bloomington. 

"Every place I went there were 
old record stores, and there 
wasn’t one in Peoria. I was 
annoyed, so I opened my own," 
said Moore, adding that he began 
collecting records "when my 
brothers and sisters started 
giving them to me in *57." 

Twenty-five years of Moore's 
life have been spent with 
numerous rock-n-roll bands, 
playing bass and singing. He 
was with the garage band Gonn 
in the '60's, the ILMO 
(abbreviations for Illinois and 
Missouri) Smokehouse in the 
’70's, and in the '80's with Ready 
Steady Go, a band still playing 
in the area, minus Moore. 

Most recently (’89) he put 
together a double album of his 
own titled Agonnagain. It 
consists of people he's played 
with throughout the years. 

Moore went to England in 
1988, where he met Jim McCarty 
and Top Topham, the original 
drummer and guitar player for the 
Yard Birds at an "old blues bar." 

'The Yardbirds were kind of 
heroes of ours back in the '60's. 
I got to be friends with them, and 
sat in and played with them.

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BU security baffled by Geisert robbery

All Bradley Student Security 
personnel are required to wear 
their Bradley Student Security 
jackets while on duty. The 
resident did not realize this and 
said that the perpetrator did not 
have a jacket on. 

No one has been apprehended 
in connection with these crimes. 
Campus police does have a vague 
description of a Student Security 
perpetrator but no suspects at 
this time. 

Director of Campus Police, 
Dave Baer, believes that the 
actions of those entering the 
rooms indicates that a current or 
former Bradley student or 
students is responsible. 
"(Whoever entered the rooms) 
has some knowledge of the dorm 
situation because they know 
about Student Security."

in the dorm, we also feel that 
classroom size can not get any 
larger." 

The new freshman class is 
also the most academically figted 
class to come to Bradley in a 
number of years. This year's 
class doubled the number of 
National Merit scholarship 
Recipients from last year, there 
is a possibility that this increase 
will put Bradley into the top 5% 
of colleges for merit scholarship 
recipients. 

"The Bradley image is such 
that it is attracting a better group 
of students," Dr. Alan Gaisky, 
director of student affairs, said. 

Gaisky said, however, that 
Bradley will not lower its 
admissions requirements to help 
draw in more students in the face 
of declining college enrollment. 
"You can't solve your admissions 
problems by ruining your 
image,"Gaisky said. 

The preparations for this 
year's class have been going on 
for eighteen months, to insure 
that Bradley would meet its quota 
of students. Out of private 
schools across the United States, 
eight percent did not meet their 
goals for freshman attendance. 
Bradley was one of the few that 
did. 

"When you get down to it, 
there are really not that many 
colleges across the United States 
that get as comprehensive as we 
are, as small as we are." Gaisky 
said. 

Preparations are also 
underway to in sure enrollment 
for next year. Already, there have 
been ninety conferences across 
the United States attempting to 
draw in the freshman class for the 
fall of 1991.

Baer believes that the motive 
for the crimes was to obtain 
money and valuables. 

"We could care less about the 
cash," said one resident whose 
wallet and watch were stolen. 
"They can have the cash. We just 
wish the people would retumt he 
wallet and the watch. The watch 
had sentimental value becasue it 
was a graduation gift, but now 
it's gone. Also, it's hard to get 
the driver's license replaced 
without I.D." 

Asked why students leave 
their doors unlocked, DeLoach 
said, "students think nothing 
wrong will happen to them when 
they are in Aeir rooms, that's 
not true. There are people that 
will steal on this campus." 

Baer advises students to lock 
their doors and not to leave 
messages on their doors telling 
their friends that the door is 
unlocked for them to come in. 


Baer also advises students to 
challenge and investigate 
anyone they see on their floor 
who, in their opinion, are not 
students. 

All reported room entries 
occurred in Geisert Hall leading 
campus police to believe that 
this was an isolated incident. 
'This is the only time I've ever 
experienced anything like this 
happening in Geisert," said 
DeLx>ach. 

Cash and valuables were 
reported taken from several 
Geisert Residence Hall rooms 
between three and seven early 
Sunday morning. 

Student reports indicate that 
between one and three people 
located and entered Geisert Hall 
rooms that had unlocked doors. 
Upon entering, the people took 
any loose valuables—cash, 
purses, watches-tat were visible. 

"They probably started on the 


tenth floor and worked their way 
down checking each door," said 
Andre DeLoach, Geisert Hall 
Director. "They went into the 
rooms that they could." 

One resident, who asked that 
his identity remain anonymous, 
had cash and his girlfriend's puse 
taken from his room while 
sleeping. His roommate's wallet 
was also stolen, "they left my 
wallet but took the cash sitting 
next to it," said the resident. The 
purse was later found in a Geisert 
study lounge with only the cash 
missing. 

"We went to sleep at 3 a.m. 
and awoke at 6 a.m. with our stuff 
missing. No one woke up during 
that time. My roommate and I 
came to the conclusion that we 
didn't lock the door when we 
came in (to go to sleep)," said 
the resident. 

On at least two occasions. 


those entering the unlocked 
rooms were met by the residents 
of the rooms. Those entering 
implied that they were Bradley 
Student Security and warned the 
residents that they should keep 
their doors locked because 
people were randomly breaking 
into rooms. 

Another resident, who also 
declined to be identified in-this 
article, reported seeing someone 
enter his room early Sunday 
morning and turn on the light. 
"We put our stuff in our drawers 
before we went to sleep," said the 
resident. "This guy turned our 
light on probably assuming that 
we wouldn't wake up because we 
were passed out from Calling 
Out. I asked him what he was 
doing, and he told me he was 
Bradley Security and that I should 
lock my door because things 
were being stolen from rooms."

somewhat because everything 
will be less hectic. 

Tim Wendle, director of 
residential life, said that on the 
average it tx)ok him 
approximately 10 minutes to 
park everyday and when he did 
find a spot it was only because 
someone else had pulled out 

Several students on campus 
also complained about the 
parking crunch. A junior 
advertising major, who lives off 
campus, said he has not even 
attempted to park on campus 
"because it takes more time to 
park the car then it does to walk 
to class." A junior political 
Science major said she did not 
bring her car back to school this 
year because it was so difficult to 


park l^t year and she knew the 
problem would be worse this 
year. 

Baer said campus police will 
strictly enforce the parking laws 
by ticketing any vehicle, student 
or faculty, that is parked in a 
restricted area. He said with less 
parking spaces there will be 
several more parking tickets 
written. A car may receive one 
ticket from an officer per shift. 
Gary Anna, vice-president of 
business affairs, said the money 
collected from parking tickets 
goes into Bradley's general 
budget, but the officers do not 
haVe a quota to meet for writing 
tickets.

Students call for tighter security

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Thefts and security have never 
been much of a problem on 
Bradley's campus, yet efforts are 
being made to put locks on the 
doors of every floor in each 
residence hall. 

The doors to get into a 
residence halls are locked at 8 
p.m. Sunday through Thursday 
and 10 p.m. on Fridays and 
Saturdays by the hall staffs. 
Doors are unlocked in the 
morning by the Bradley security 
officers. After the doors are 
locked, only students with a key 
to that residence hall can gain 
entrance. 

Jeff Tamowski, graduate hall 
director of University Hall, said 
"Bradley University is trying to 
be more preventative. They want 


to make the change first to try to 
anticipate the problems before 
the problems occur ." 

A few floor doors in the 
resident halls are not locked due 
to various reasons such as 
broken locks or missing cores. 

The Housing Department is 
planning on having a series of 
meetings with the Residence Hall 
Association to discuss plans for 
a different locking system used 
by other schools. 

University Hall has locks on 
every floor mainly because it is a 
woman's building. Kathy 
Carlson, sophomore, who lives 
in University Hall, said, "I would 
iq>preciate the lock on my floor 
being fixed so it could be locked 


24 hours a day. Also, I wouldn't 
mind having some type of a key 
system on the elevator and/or the 
outside doors being locked 24 
hours a day to cut down on 
vandalism and theft" 

Jim Patterson, freshman, and 
a recent campus theft victim said 
he expressed a concern on 
security, "I think Bradley should 
have a system of checking I.D.s 
when each student enters a dorm. 
Therefore, nobody suspicious 
looking would be allowed in a 
dorm and security would be 
enforced even more."

Gloria Jean Watkins believes 
that racism is a learned trait and 
she has decided to do something 
about it As the keynote speaker 
for the Women against Racism 
conference, which begins today 
at Bradley University, she plans 
to present her audience with ways 
to "unlearn racism." 

Watkins goes under the pen 
name, which was also her great¬ 
grandmother’s name. Bell 
Hooks. A black feminist writer 
who teaches English and 
women's studies at the Oberlin 
College in Ohio, wrote "Ain't I A 
Woman: Black Women and 
Feminism." She has authored 
"Feminist Theory from Margin 
to Center" and 'Talking Back." 

She will give her keynote 
address tonight at 7, in Neumiller 
Lecture Hall. Admission is free 
for Bradley students and faculty, 
and $3 for the general public. 

Despite the name of the 
conference, men, women and 
children are all invited to 
participate in the activities. The 
conference, which will continue

in Bradley Hall. Housing is 
available with local residents for 
out-of-town participants. 

Dr. Mary Smith Arnold, 
professor and counselor from 
Kent State University in Ohio, 
opens the conference on Saturday 
at 8:30 a.m. with the 
"Explanations of Workshops." 
Arnold is an active participant in 
the Iowa City Women Against 
Racism Alliance and the Iowa 
City series of Conferences. 

An original one-act play will 
be performed on Saturday at 1 
p.m. by Joan McCarthy and a 
Chicago drama group focusing 
on the conference theme of 
"unlearning racism." Children’s 
activities are also scheduled for 
Saturday. 

The scheduled workshops are 
aimed towards a personal 
exploration of experience. 
Watkins said people should 
examine their own lives to see 
the choices and decisions that 
promote a racist attitude. 

The major challenge of this 
through Saturday, will take place 


conference is to support the 
black community while 
criticizing those sexist attitudes 
within it. "We want to critique 
sexism but remain 
compassionate about the way 
(men of color) are oppressed by 
class and race (barriers), " 
Watkins said. 

Decisions made about a "good 
school" or a "good 
neighborhood" is detrimental to 
the idea of educational equality. 
The choices might be an 
unconscious attempt to avoid 
nonwhites, Watkins said. 
Instead, children should be 
allowed to experience a sense of 
diversity. More detailed and 
varied topics are discussed during 
the workshops and lectures. 

This is the second Women 
Against Racism Conference held 
in Peoria. About 200 
participants learned of the issues 
at hand during the April 1988 
conference. Multiracial groups, 
formed after the 1988 
conference, still meet to discuss 
political and personal issues.

Many college students today 
are worried about personal safety 
on university campuses. The 
Bradley University Student 
Escort Service provides students 
with a safe alternative to walking 
alone, yet few students have 
taken advantage of it. 

The escort service was started 
last year as a campus police 
program. The purpose of this 


program is not to make specialty 
runs to stores or restaurants, but 
to provide a walking escort for 
students traveling on campus.

Thurman back in school

Bradley basketball star Dion 
Thurman has been given a second 
chance as he is back on the 
Hilltop less than a year after 
being indicted on possession of 
cocaine charges. 

"Our role was simply to 
determine if Thurman was 
eligible,” Alan Gaisky, 
associate provost of student " 
affairs said. "And he clearly was 
eligible." 

Thurman has been placed on 
academic probation athletic 
director Ron Ferguson said, but if 
things go right he could be 
wearing a Braves' uniform after 
the first semester ends in the 1-74 
rivalry between Bradley and 
Illinois State. 

For Thurman to become 
eligible and be taken off of 
academic probation , he must 
have a 2.00 cumulative grade 
point average or a 2.25 semester 
grade point average. 

'^"It's one thing bringing him 
back to school, it’s another for 
him to become part of the team," 


Ferguson said. "The opportunity 
is there but he must meet all the 
requirements academically and do 
what all the other athletes do, 
such as attend study halls. 

"Legally he can practice with 
the team . The plans are to have 
him practice because it will help 
give him incentive." 

A native of Stockton, 
California, Thurman came to 
Bradley after playing at 
Southeastern Iowa Area 
Community College in 
Burlington. 

According to Ferguson, 
Bradley is Division I school 
where Thurman would be eligible 
and that is only in the second 
semester. 

Thurman played with the 
Braves during the 1988-89 
campaign and was named 
Missouri Valley Conference 
Newcomer of the Year after 
averaging 18.1 points, 7 
rebounds and 1.8 steals per 
game. 

In June of '89, Thurman was 
suspended from the basketball 
team by head coach Stan Albeck 


for failing to attend classes and 
other academic problems. 
Following his suspension, he 
was dismissed from Bradley. 


When arrested last September, 
Thurman was found with 4.4 
grams of crack. He was charged 
with possession of cocaine and 
resisting arrest. He also had 
$880 cash in his pocket. 

If he would have been 
convicted on the charge of intent 
to deliver, Thurman could have 
been in prison for up to three 
years, but he was indicted only 
on possession. 

According to Ferguson, the 
court and Thurman's attorney felt 
that coming back to Bradley 
would be the best thing for him 
to get back in the stream of life. 

"I think he is very 
appreciative to be back," 
Ferguson said. "I think he is 
embarrassed about the whole 
situation and he wants to stay in 
the background because he is 
sorry. I have noticed a change in 
him ... he’s grown up."

Residents want student input

♦ Officials from neighborhood 
groups in the Bradley area say 
they are looking for student 
representation for ongoing 
communications with the 
University after this summer's 
housing controversy on Moss 
Avenue. 

"(The Moss-Bradley 
Residential Association's) 
position is that the more student 
involvement there is, the better 
Bradley's relationship with the 
neighborhoods will be," 
Association President David 
Wentworth said. 

The University may hand over 
one of its two seats on the West 
Bluff Council to a Bradley 
student, who would represent the 
student body at the council's 
monthly meetings. 

"I think it's very vital for us 
to have someone on that cotmcil 
to bring back to students what 


the community is thinking," 
Calvin Butler, all-school 
president, said. 

Meanwhile, the council has 
stalled plans to hire a Bradley 
student to work with the city 
zoning department in studying 
residential zoning 

classifications in the area. That 
.work would help neighborhood 
groups identify and remedy 
housing and parking violations 
both on and off campus. 

Both plans result from the 
University's renewed 
participation in the West Bluffs 
Council, an organization 
comprised of University and 
neighborhood association 
representatives. 

Bradley has traditionally been 
expected to send one 
administrative representative and 
one student body representative 
to the monthly cotmcil meetings 
~ although last month's meeting 
marked the first in about three 
years that Bradley actively 
participated in the council. 


Gary Anna, vice president of 
business affairs, said he takes 
responsibility for that 
inactivity, calling it "a matter of 
agendas.” 

Anna and Ken Goldin, 
business manager, attended an 
Aug. 30 council meeting where 
members looked into hiring a 
student to help compile 
information that would be used to 
identify West Bluff properties 
that violate residential housing 
and parking codes. 

Jerry Jackson, West Bluff 
council president, said the 
work/study position would 
operate on a shared-cost basis 
between the council and the city. 

The council has since decided 
to hold off on any action until its 
Sept. 27 meeting where city 
zoning representatives could be 
present. 

Wayne Anthony, city director 
of planning and zoning, said the 
city and the cotmcil must explore

"Let's walk together hand in 
hand in the 1990's" was the 
message brought to a group of 
students, faculty and community 
persons Wednesday night by 
Michael Haney, Chairman of the 
Repatriation Committee, United 
Indian Nations of Oklahoma. 

Before a group of 70 people 
in the Garrett Cultural Center, 
Haney discussed the current 
situation of American Indians in 
regards to the reclamation of land 
and the attainment of equal 
rights. 

During the discussion he 
touched upon the debate over the 
Bradley Braves logo as well as 
the University of Illinois mascot 
and commented on the 
controversial Indian burial 
grounds at Dickson Mounds, Ill. 
Zeev Gorin, Chairman of the 
Department of Sociology, said 
Haney is the first native 
American speaker in his memory 
to lecture on campus. 

Earlier in the afternoon Haney 
met with President Martin 
Abegg, Vice-President for 
Academic Affairs Dr. Kalman 
Goldberg, and members of the 
Student Senate Bradley Logo 
Committee regarding the school 
logo and mascot. 

He congratulated the students 
and administration for taking 
the first step in abandoning a 
mascot that he considered 
offensive to American Indians. 
He urged the committee to discard 
the name Braves and choose 
something else instead, his 
rationale being that the use of 
the name Braves and its 
association with Indians "may 
get out of control." 


As an example he used the 
University of Illinois' Chief 
Illiniwek, who is seen on T- 
shirts, posters, toilet paper and 
numerous other paraphernalia. 
Included among his evidence was 
a poster promoting the annual 
Bradley-Illinois State University 
Blood Drive in which a caricature 
of a Bradley Brave Indian is 
shown riding a red Cardinal. 
According to Haney, these 
situations portray a negative 
image of Indians and promote 
racism. "It's unhealthy for the 
mind," he said. "You don't see 
the New Jersey Jews, Atlanta 
Negroes or the Chicago 
Caucasians. Why can't people 
pay tribute to the minutemen. 
World War I and 11 veterans and 
the Vietnam veterans?" 

Haney presented a resolution 
passed by the United Indian 
Nations in Oklahoma, 
consisting of a coalition of 26 
tribes, which asked businesses, 
organizations and educational 
institutions to abandon 
caricatures of American Indians 
that promote negative images 
and racism, saying such 
borrowing and 

commercialization of Indian 
culture is dehumanizing and 
degrading. 

"If you truly respect our 
people, develop a Native 
American Studies Program, 
actively recruit Native American 
students and promote cultural 
awareness. If you truly want to 
know about Indian people, if you 
truly want to respect Indian 
people, you should know about 
our contributions to the world," 
Haney said. 

In regard to Dickson Mounds, 
a history museum and the site of

Evidence of Bradley 
University's growing national 
reputation was released this week 
in Money Magazine's Best 
College Buys. 

The University was ranked 
84th out of the top 100 private 
schools in the nation as a best 
buy. The evaluation was based on 
factors such as tuition, class rank 
for freshmen, graduation, etc. 

"We think we offer a fine 
education for the tuition we 
charge. It's always nice when an 
independent organization sees 
that," Dr. Alan Gaisky, associate 
provost of student affairs, said. 

Only five private schools in 
Illinois were recognized in the 


top 100 list, which included 
Bradley, Illinois College, 
University of Chicago, 
MacMurray College and Quincy 
College. Out of Bradley's top 10 
private competitors, which 
include such institutions as 
Drake University and Valparaiso, 
only Marquette University made 
the list with a rank of 66. 

Gaisky said, "We're in good 
company compared to our 
competitor list. As Bradley 
increases its national reputation, 
reports such as this help." 

Illinois public schools listed 
in the top 100 public included 
University of Illinois at 
Champaign-Urbana and Eastern 
Illinois.

Say no to rape 
misconceptions 

They have a class together and have talked to each other off 
and on. He thinks she would be a good person to ask to his Mends' 
party. She likes him a lot and accepts his invitation. They hit it 
off pretty well and find out they have some things in common. 
Exchanging a few words and some drinks, the party soon ends and 
she asks him to walk her home. 

They arrive to an empty apartment. She invites him in 
thinking he is a pretty nice guy. But before she knows it, he is 
going a little bit too far and he thinks "no" really means "yes." He 
proceeds to have sex with her while she pleads no. Afterward both 
male and female are confused about what has just happened.... He 
thinks she wanted to and she thinks she provoked it. 

Date rape is one of the fastest growing crimes in this nation 
but it does not have to be tolerated. Yes is not the answer. (See the 
letter below entitled "Outrage.") The editor usually does not reply 
to letters but I felt this one needed to be commented on. 

Bill Hauck, wellness coordinator and professional counselor 
with the Center for Wellness and Counseling, said in his opinion, 
date rape is "an inappropriate sexual advance to another unwilling, 
or unknowing person. I think it's a horrendous dark deep secret of 
both males and females." 

According to Women Strength, a social service agency 
serving the Tri-County area, the primary victims of date rape are 15 
to 24-year-olds. The most frequent victims are college freshmen. 
Out of all types of rape, acquaintance rape (when the victim knows 
her attacker) accounts for more than 70 percent of this crime. 

Rape, especially date rape, can happen to anyone, no matter 
what race, age, etc. Women Strength reports that a woman is raped 
every six minutes in the United States. This statistic comes from 
the rai. 

There is tremendous concern over the safety of college 
campuses across the nation. Bradley is no exception. 

Earlier this week rumors were circulating around the campus 
that three or four date rapes have occurred since school began. "We 
have no knowledge of it and the city doesn't either. If this is the 
case, we want people to com,e forward," Dave Baer, director of 
campus police, said. 

"I think date rape is happening and it's going unreported. I 
think rape, overall, is happening and is going unreported (at 
Bradley)" he said. Women Strength says for every one rape 
reported 10 go unreported. 

Date rape is a very touchy subject because of all the factors 
involved. Some males hold the misconception that they have the 
right to have sex with someone because of the way the woman was 
dressed or that the man bought dinner and is owed a favor in return. 
On the other hand, some women believe they asked for it by 
leading the man on or that once they do say yes, they can't go back 
on their decision. These reasons of guilt and embarrassment are 
sometimes why the crime is not reported. 

This is a problem that needs to be explored with sensitivity 
and common sense. So to all those people who own those shirts 
that say "Prevent Date Rape" on the front and "Say Yes" printed on 
the back, realize this is a situation not to make light of, but one 
that needs to be understood through education and positive action. 
This is the only way it can be solved. Joking about it won't make 
it go away or ease the pain.

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Baker and Jobst 
receiving face lift

Both the College of 
Engineering and the College of 
Business are renovating and 
constructing facilities in order to 
create a modem and spacious 
environment more conducive to 
the education of the students. 

A study was performed in 
1983 to determine the needs for 
new and renovated complexes. 
Space in each of the colleges was 
divided according to the needs of 
I each department in each college. 
Input from the deans, department 
chairpeople, and faculty was used 
to determine these needs. This 
input was given to four 
architectural firms, each of which 
formulated plans for the new 
complexes. Williams Brothers 
Construction Company was 
given the job of renovating and 
constructing these facilities 
according to Bradley 
speciHcations. 

'This is the first time we have 
worked with Williams Brothers 
Construction, and from what 
we've seen, we're very pleased," 
Ron Doerzaph, facilities 
planning administrator, said. 

Jobst Hall, Baker Hall, and a 
connecting structure currently 
under construction will form the 
40,000 square foot Jobst 
Engineering Complex. 

The new 38,000 square foot 


Baker Business Complex will be 
comprised of an addition being 
constructed next to what is 
currently Lovelace Hall. The two 
buildings will be attached by a 
three story atrium with a 
skylight roof. 

According to Doerzaph, the 
construction on the Baker 
Business Complex is about two 
to three weeks beliind schedule. 
Wet weather kept construction 
crews from getting out of the 
hole dug for the lower level of 
the addition. 

"This is nothing that won't be 
made up," said Doerzaph. "They 
(the constructors) build buffers 
into their statement of the 
amount of time required (to 
complete the construction) to 
account for things like this." 

The construction is on 
schedule. 

The third floor, the east side 
of the second floor, and two 
thirds of the first floor of Jobst 
Hall arc completely renovated. 
Though the faculty are in 
temporary offices until the 
completion of the first floor, 
classrooms are being used. 

Later this semester, the Small 
Business Incubator, Technical 
Communications Center, and the 
Small Business Technology 
Center will be moved from Baker 
Hall to the third and fourth floors 
of Lovelace Hall. Upon

completion of the Baker 
Business Complex in the 
Summer of 1991, the College of 
Business will move to the 
Complex. Upon completion of 
the renovation of the fourth floor 
of Baker Hall, the Small 
Business Incubator, the 
Technical Communications 
Center, and the Small Business 
Technology Center will be 
moved back to Baker Hall. 
Complete renovation of Baker 
Hall should occur around the end 


of 1991. At that time, the 
Electrical Engineering 
department will occupy the 
building. 

During the summer of 1992, 
renovation of Jobst Hall will 
continue. First floor laboratory 
space and the west side of the 
second floor will be renovated at 
the same time. 

Classes scheduled to use the 
laboratories in the Fall 1992 
semester, will either be 
rescheduled for the Spring 1993 
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semester of delayed until later in 
the semester. 

"It's just not possible for us 
to complete the labs (over 
summer break)," said Doerzaph. 

The facility connecting Jobst 
and Baker Halls will be flnished 
around February 1991. That part 
of the facility will hold office 
and studio spaces for public radio 
and television as well as 
engineering facilities. 
Occupation of the floors in the 
connection will occur as they are 
completed. 

The engineering departments 
will be relocated in the Complex. 
The Civil and Construction 
Engineering department will 
move into the Jobst Engineering 
Complex with the Mechanical 
Engineering department will 
move to the facilities in Morgan 
Hall vacated by the Civil and 
Construction department. Parts 
of Morgan Hall are being 
renovated for the reception of the 
Industrial Department. 

"We're really excited about it 
(the new and renovated 
facilities)," said Dean of the 
College of Engineering Dr. John 
Francis. "(This facility) will be 
really great when it's done. Well 
be able to spread out in some 
nicer, more accessible 
facilities." 

The current Baker business 
building has no specialized 
facilities such as auditoriums and 
has limited computer access. The 
only specifle business facilities 
existing now are generic 
classrooms in Baker Hall. 

- The Baker Business Complex 
will house three auditoriums of 
varying sizes, the largest with an 
occupancy of 124 persons, 
conference facilities, a 
behavioral laboratory, two

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Locking doors 'key' to security

Entering residence halls has 
become harder this year as the 
University decided to keep 
outside doors locked more of the 
time. 

Mike Murphy, director of 
housing, said all residence hall 
doors not within sight of the hall 
office will be locked 24 hours a 
day with no entrance allowed for 
any student, including residents 
of that hall. 

"We want people entering the 
building, particularly at night, 
coming through the lobby where 
there is staff in the office, where 
there is security in the office," 
Murphy said. "We want to see 
who's coming through the 
door and whether they belong in 
the building." 

The heightened security 
follows a trend of increased 
security on campuses across the 
United States. "It used to be that 
only the urban schools really had 
to watch out for themselves. 
That's not what we're getting 
anymore. It’s urban and rural 
schools too. It's the United 
States in the 1990's," Murphy 
said. 


about that, but the idea is behind 
the best interest for everybody," 
Kaufman said. "The ultimate goal 
is to have the whole building 
locked." 

There are still times when the 
main lobby will not be watched 
to check who enters the hall, but 
there are currently no plans for a 
24 hour watch at the desk. "By 
no means is it a perfect system, 
but our most important goal 
right now is to see how we can 
lock the doors 24 hours a day," 
Kaufinan said. 

The Harper cafeteria prevents 
the hall from being locked at all 
times, as non-residents need 
access to it, but the other doors 
are locked almost around the 
clock.

Open doors or bang on the outer 
doors to have residents open the 
door for them to circumvent the 
new conditions. 

Harper One resident. Bob 
Weszely, a senior sociology 
major, said the problem is not 
too bad. "Usually when people 
want to come in, theyll wait till 
someone comes out so they can 
enter." 

"Propping doors is where a 
lot of problems occur," Kaufman 
said. Students caught propping 
open doors will be charged with a 
referral, which could lead to a 
fine or other charge. 

"If the University or a dorm 
establishes a policy and people 
violate it, I would want them sent 
to an arbitration board for 
punishment," Baer said. 

Bradley security does check 
all locked doors at night and will 
remove anything being used to 
prop open a door. The housing 
department urges students to 
refrain from propping open door 

and removing any props they 
see. • 


Most residence hall doors that 
aren't locked full time are open 
from 7 a.m. to 7 p.m. for all 
students and can be opened at 
other times by residents of that 
hall. 

Locking the outside doors is 
the only new procedure for 
security this year, Murphy said. 
There is a good possibility that 
before long each individual 
floor, stairway and elevator in 
every hall will require a key for 
entrance. 

A notable exception to this is 
Harper/Wyckoff Hall, which is 
trying to have all doors locked as 
close to 24 hours a day as 
possible, Scott Kaufman, 
Graduate Hall Director said. 

"We're in a transitional 
phase, some people are upset 


The Main St. door and the 
upper courtyard door will be 
locked full time, with access for 
key holders only. The Elmwood 
door will be open to all from 7 
a.m. to 4 p.m., with only key¬ 
bearing residents being able to 
enter during other times. The two 
side doors will be locked full 
time, and the cafeteria door will 
be open from 7 a.m. to 7 p.m. 

Some feel this isn't enough. 
"I would like^ to see all doors 
locked down on a 24 hour basis 
with only student keys working 
on certain doors," Dave Baer, 
director of security said. 

Other halls are prevented from 
switching to such a plan because 
of cafeterias or facilites on them 
to which all students need access. 

The program has not met with 
overwhelming support, as some 
students have begun to prop 


Students will not be punished 
for opening the door to allow 
friends to enter the builiding. 

"We need to do all we can 
reasonably do to do as much as 
we can with the facilities we have 
to provide as safe a facility as we 
can," Murphy said. 

There had been some 
confusion between the security 
and hall staffs about the new 
locking system which resulted in 
some of the side doors being 
open at times. A meeting 
between housing and security on 
Sept. 7 cleared things up and 
there should be no more 
problems, Murphy said. 

Students should have been 
informed about the policy 
changes at their floor meetings.

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End could be near for Bradley ROTC

’’You can’t argue with the 
Department of Defense," said 
junior advertising major and 
Senior Cadet Steve Nettleton in 
response to the decision to close 
Bradley's Reserve Officers 
Training Corps extension center. 

The U.S. Department of 
Defense cut 25 percent of their 
military spending after the 
events of the past 18 months in 
Eastern Europe. 

R.O.T.C. nationwide has a 
budget of $350,000,000. The 
operating budget allotted for 
Bradley's extension center is 
$144,300, officer in charge. 
Major Leonard Shearer, said. 

"With perestroika^ glasnost, 
and the Berlin Wall coming 
down, the threat of Eastern 
Europe no longer exists in the 


minds of the people, so 
Congress has cut military 
presence in Western Europe as a 
direct result," Shearer said. 

In the "1989 Statistical 
Abstract of the United States" the 
U.S. Department of Defense 
reported 98,000 cadets enrolled 
in all college programs in 1988. 
Bradley presently has enrolled 
67 cadets. 

Being relatively small in size 
played a role in the decision to 
cut Bradley, Shearer said. "We're 
sure the program wiU stay open 
until next Jime, and we're hoping 
the recommendation is made that 
it stay open until June of 1994 
so all of the enrolled cadets can 
graduate from our program," he 
said. 

The official annoimcement of 
Bradley's R.O.T.C. closing came 
just before Operation Desert 
Shield was enacted in Saudi

Arabia. Bradley was one of two 
scliools in Illinois on the closure 
list. Loyola University in 
Chicago was the other. 


If Bradley's program is 
allowed to remain until June of 

1994, only Cqjtain Tony Rojek 
will stay to teach all of the 
R.O.T.C. classes. If cross¬ 
enrollment with host institution 
I.S.U. is decided then Bradley 
students will be given the option 
to either travel to Bloomington 
for classes each week or quit the 
program with no financial 
penalty. 

Junior construction 
engineering major and Junior 
Cadet Kristy Peterson is a 
recipient of R.O.T.C.'s 
scholarship. She receives 
$7,000 for tuition, 
approximately $200 for books, 
and provisions for some student 
fees. 

Peterson said, "I really don’t 
want to travel to I.S.U., but if it 
comes down to that, I would 


rather do that than terminate my 
contract." 

Another cadet who will be 
affected by the budget cut is 
sophomore international studies 
major Doug Becker who also 
receives a scholarship. "I will go 
over there if we must to continue 
our program, but I'd prefer to stay 
at Bradley," Becker said. 

Once R.O.T.C. is gone, 
"Bradley basketball games won’t 
have the color guard any more, 
and there will be no more 
rapelling off Morgan Hall," said 
Nettleton. 

Final decisions about 
Bradley's status will not be made 
until more decisions about 
Operation Desert Shield are 
passed down from Washington, 
D.C. Shearer said that the 
building army manpower needed 
in 'the desert' may postpone 
Bradley's final closing date.

what records and permits are 
already on file at city hall before 
hiring a student to do the work. 

David Wentworth, president 
of the Moss-Bradley Residential 
Association, said he would 
appreciate student input in the 
zoning research. 

"However, it's certainly not 
their job to be investigators 
here," he said. "We are vitally 
concerned with the rampant 
violation of city ordinances in 
our neighborhood and we've 
waited long enough for Mr. 
Anthony to do something about 
it." 

Meanwhile, Wentworth and 
Jackson said the council would 
like to see a student take over 
one of Bradley's representative 
seats on the council. Jackson 
said he plans to contact the 
University's student government 
president to appoint such a 
person. 

Goldin said he had not heard 
of the request, and Anna could 
not be reached for comment. 

Butler said he has received a 
list of positions needing student 
appointees but does not know if 
the West Bluff Council seat is on 
the list. Should the request come 
through, the appointment could 
be made as early as Monday, 
Butler said. 

"I think this summer was a 
learning experience for Bradley, 
and that their action of taking 
students from those apartment 
buildings (on Moss Avenue) 
shows the University's 
commitment to the community.

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Little sisters' future questionable

Following a string of 
national legal and insurance 
problems, the Interfratemity 
Council is going to vote on a 
resolution to decide the fate of 
the "little sisters” at 7 p.m. this 
Sunday. 

Dave Mainella, IFC president, 
said he was shocked that the 
suggestion to ban little sisters 
came so soon in the year, but he 
said he was expecting the 
question to come up sooner or 
later. He said the little sister 
program has steadily declined in 
popularity for the past two years. 

Some fraternities at other 
universities were involved in 
court cases where the judge 
decided little sisters were legally 
part of the fraternity. This 
judgment meant little sisters 
could take part in any decisions 
the fraternity made or could hold 
an office in the fraternity. 

Craig Peterson of National 
Interfratemity Conference, said 
national IFC does not approve of 


little sisters and ”we [national 
IFC] do not feel they should 
exist.” 

He said there are two primary 
reasons behind dislike of little 
sister programs: liability and the 
threat to the single sex status oi 
fraternities and sororities. 

Though it varies from campus 
to campus, liability often 
increases with little sister 
programs. There have not been 
any serious incidents involving 
little sisters at Bradley. One 
fraternity member said linking 
is often a problem. He said 
during little sister rush many 
people get drunk and find 
themselves in undesirable 
situations. 

The Higher Education Act of 
1972 forbade organizations from 
prohibiting membership on the 
basis of sex. Peterson said 
fraternities and sororities were 
exempted from that law, but little 
sister programs are a threat to 
that in the future. 

Dave Lazzaro, Theta Chi vice- 
president, said his fraternity's 
national policy was the reason 


they dropped their program, but 
also said there was very little 
opposition from anyone in 
Bradley's chapter. Lazzaro said 
most members wanted the 
fraternity to remain a male 
organization, adding there were 
more than enough sororities to 
accommodate the women on 
campus. 

Another problem with the 
little sister program was the 
rising insurance costs involved, 
mostly from the larger amount of 
people at fraternity parties the 
little sisters represented and the 
increased possibility of date 
rape, Ed King, executive director 
of housing, residential life and 
the student judicial system and 
Greek adviser, said. 

Mainella agreed insurance 
cdsts of fraternities were rising 
and little sisters increased this 
problem. However, he also said 
he had never heard of a case of 
date rape on Bradley's campus 
involving little sisters. 

Despite arguments posed 
against little sister programs, 
many fraternities at Bradley 


continue to have them. Tim 
Willi, president of Sigma Nu, 
said little sisters were a big 
morale builder. The little sisters 
who came to sporting events and 
unofficially helped the house 
during rush by talking to 
prospective pledges did a great 
deal for Sigma Nu, Willi said. 
The little sisters can also offer a 
woman's perspective on things 
he added. 

Brian Dickes, the little sister 
coordinator at Sigma Alpha 
Epsilon, said the program was a 
great way to meet people and 
build close friendships. The little 
sisters also benefit from the 
program because big brothers 
can help their sisters with 
problems and give advice, 
Dickes said. 

Michael Sperling, president 
of Alpha Epsilon Pi, said legally 
the fraternity cannot have little 
sisters, but they have been 
discussing some type of 
sweetheart program. Sperling 
said much of AEPi's decision will 
be based on the IFC vote. He said 
little sisters have always been a

big part of AEPi and he said he 
thin^ it is a morale booster for 
the house. 

Sororities and Bradley's 
PanHellenic Council have 
differing opinions about little 
sisters. Katie Sullivan, president 
of PanHel, said she thought 
"they [little sisters] are 
overrated.” She also said PanHel 
will not support any little sister 
program that is degrading or 
demeaning to women. 

"Little sister programs at 
Bradley are primarily social and 
are strictly platonic," Sullivan 
said. 

Several of the national 
sororities on campus are 
displeased with little sister 
programs and would like to see 
them completely abolished. 

King said the little sister 
program at Bradley needs to be 
rethought quite a bit if it wasn't 
completely done away with. The 
term "little sister" is demeaning 
to the women who participate 
and the whole purpose of the 
program needs to be re-evaluated. 
King said. 


3 
computer classrooms, a computer 
lab with 50 personal computers, 
25 percent more classroom 
space, 40 faculty offices, an 
executive and professional 
development center, and an 
investment trading center. 

"This building (Baker Hall) 
has been outgrown for a while," 
Dr. A. Gale Sullenberger, dean of 
the college of business, said. 
"We are very crowded now. 
Sixteen of our graduate assistants 
share offices in one classroom. 
Five faculty members share 
offices in one classroom. This 
(the new Baker Business 
Complex) is badly needed space. 
This is going to be a very nice 
area." 

"Our number one concern with 
the new facilities was teaching, 
not cosmetics," said Doerzaph. 
Space, lighting, new ceilings, 
and new floors are the major 
improvements found in the 
renovated facilities. "We tried to 
put money where we felt we could 
best benefit the student." 

The original cost of the 
expansion was four million 
dollars. Yet, Doerzaph said 
unforeseen costs have occurred 
because of the nature of the 
renovation/remodeling work. 

"When we tear out a ceiling, 
for instance, we find things that 
call for extra work or a change in 
the design. We are trying to keep 
the extras at a minimum," 
Doerzaph said. 

"There were things that we 
didn't anticipate because they 
weren't in the plans. The plans 
are pretty old and there are some 
things that old plans don't tell 
you," Gene Morgan, Vice- 
President of Williams Brothers 
Construction in charge of the 
Jobst and Baker complexes, said. 

Current cost estimates 
indicate the project will cost 
over $7 million once complete. 
Part of this money will come 
from the $26 million Campaign 
for Bradley. 

"We know that Bradley's 
Engineering reputation is 
excellent. We will be able to 
expose students to a better 
climate and more modern 
equipment for learning," said 
Francis. "Our reputation will just 
get better." 

"(The Baker Business 
Complex) can only enhance (the 
business college). We will be 
able to recruit high quality 
students and faculty," 
Sullenberger said.

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Eastern Europe suffers critical changes 



Cold Hard Facts. Dr. Charles Gati discusses recent changes in Eastern Europe, Monday

The future of Eastern Europe is 
cloudy at best. They have many 
problems to overcome: the 
building of democratic 
institutions, the slow 
introduction of private industry 
and most importantly, the 
changing of the way that Eastern 
Europeans think, are but a few of 
the problems they face. Dr. 
Charles Gati told an audience of 
70, Monday night. 

Gati. who spoke on the future 
of the U.S.S.R. and Eastern 
Europe, is a consultant to the 
policy planning staff of the State 
Dept. He began by illustrating 
what the United States would 
look like if it were in the same 
set of conditions as the Soviet 
Union. The United States would 
face the collapse of the two party 
system, a failed economy, heavy 
rationing of food and fuel and 
possible withdrawal of states 
from the Union. All of the allies 
that the U.S. had in Europe would 
start turning towards communism 
and the now united Germany 
would become part of the Warsaw 
Pact. 

’’The withdrawal of Soviet 
troops from Afghanistan without 
victory ... the appearance of a 
Soviet ofHcial at the Pentagon 
with precise details of the Iraqi 
military and their weapons ... 
and the lowering of the Iron 
Curtain and the Berlin Wall are 
all remarkable events,” he said. 

Gati, who came to the U.S. 
from Hungary in 1956 at age 22, 
graduated from Indiana 
University with a Ph.D. in 


Political Science. 

He divided the problems 
plaguing Eastern Europe into two 
phases. Phase one is the 
destruction of communism. 
Phase two is the transition to a 
democratic type of government. 
This latter phase is proving to be 
difficult and is full of problems 
and disappointments. 

"Many people are a bit 
confused. How come something 
better has not happened faster? 
How come it is t^ing time and 
will take, let me tell you, a long 
time," Gati said. 'The answer is 
that building democracy is a very 
complicated process."

There are many different 
approaches, arguments and 
disappointments. One of the 
problems now beginning to 
surface is that of nationalism. 
The different peoples and 
republics that comprise the 
U.S.S.R. and many Eastern 
European nations are now 
declaring sovereignty. 

"The role of the Soviet Union 
in the future of Eastern Europe is 
a critical one," Gati said. As of 
January 1 of 1991, the U.S.S.R. 
has announced that it will sell oil 
and energy to the Eastern

Europeans only for dollars. 

"The result is an energy crisis 
in Eastern Central Europe, the 
likes of which have not been 
seen before," Gati said. 

From a business viewpoint, 
products sold in the U.S.S.R. by 
Eastern European countries will 
now face a much smaller market. 
Another problem is that the 
Eastern European countries 


cannot absorb the huge amount 
of American investments. 
Privatization of industry and 

business is going slowly. Many 
western companies and industries 
have raised large amounts of 
capital for investment but are 
faced with few places to invest 
their money. "Investment areas 
are not plentiful at all. It takes 
lime, it just takes time," Gati 


said. 

"It is difficult for those who 
have been repressed for so long 
to try to understand democracy 
and what it means to be free. 
There are many problems, yes, 
but if the governments of these 
nations are legitimate, then I 
believe that the people are 
willing to suffer for their 
country," he said.

When you think of a 
"hitching post," you probably 
think of a rustic bar in a small 
town in the foothills of 
Tennessee. However, given a 
new name, a new look, and a few 
fixings-up here and there, the 
"hitching post" might become 
acceptable to people in the 
mainstream. 

On Farmington Road in 
Peoria, the old "Rocky's 
Hitching Post” was bought out 
by 'Thumper's" owner Rob 
Stevens, and was remodeled into 
a place geared specifically 
towards the mainstream instead 


of the old clientele that the 
original "Rocky's" once served. 
"I wanted to create something a 
little different than the '(Lucky) 
Lady', " Rob Stevens, the new 
owner of Rocky's, said. "We 
expanded the dance floor, and we 
took out the old bar and put in a 
new one. Also, I doubt if you can 
beat this sound system." 

At first impression, the bar 
seems to be geared more towards 
the college student, but when 
asked if this was true, Stevens 
said, "No, I think it's a cross. 
There's a lot of twenty-five to 
thirty-year-olds." When I visited 
the place, however, I felt a 
college-like atmosphere in the 
design of the place, and also in 
the type of music that was 
played. 


The interior of the old 
"Rocky's Hitching Post" was 
designed to be like that of a 
rustic old bam and this seemed to 
be a turnoff to many people. 
Even though it used to do a 
steady stream of business, many 
people said the bar seemed to be 
missing something. Now, with 
the new design, all of the bases 
arc covered and you basically 
have everything that you need all 
under one roof. 

Well, I've sang the praises of 
the interior so much, I guess that 
I should tell you a little bit about 
it. When you first enter the 
place, you will undoubtedly take 
notice of the bar. It has neon 
running around it, and it is very 
large. Also, the bar seemed to 
contain every type of liquor 


imaginable. At the time that I 
visited, there were three 
employees tending bar, and with 
a large number of people there, 
service tended to be a bit on the 
slow side. However, I think that 
the simple fact that it was busy 
was the main reason that one of 
the bartenders didn't 
acknowledge us right away. 

"Rocky's" has a very good 
dance floor, though space is 
somewhat limited. The disc- 
jockey plays a wide variety of 
music ranging from M.C. 
Hanuner to Van Halen. One good 
thing is that he does take 
requests. You might want to be 
Store to get it in early because he 
does get a large number of 
requests. In any event, he'll do 
his best to get it on for you, and 


usually docs within fifteen 
minutes of your placing it. 

Service with a smile is very 
important, and it is very rare that 
you will End a place with a staff 
that takes care of the customer 
first. When we sat down at our 
table, our waitress was very 
polite and served us with a smile, 
despite the fact that she most 
likely was having a long 
evening, this, in my opinion, 
shows that this is indeed a place 
that cares for the customer. 
Stevens said, 'We try to give the 
best service — I don’t care if it is 
a senior at Bradley, or my own 
Dad. If they come in here and 
there's a problem, we will take 
care of them."

Now that the major 
campaigns to improve Bradley 
physically are either completed 
or underway, emphasis has 
shifted to Bradley's endowment. 

Les Smith, Ph.D., Bradley's 
new vice president of 
Development and Human 
Relations, hopes that by 1997, 
the year of Bradley's Centennial, 
the endowment fund used for 
scholarships will be doubled.

Mel Gibson overcame his fear 
of planes by learning to fly them 
for his latest box office effort, 
"Air America." He should have 
concentrated on keeping the 
movie in the air instead. 

Gibson, the perennial hunk 
with the opaque blue eyes, and 
Robert Downey, Jr., best known 
for his performances as the drug 
troubled young man in "Less 
Than Zero," play Gene Ryalk and 
Billy Corrington respectively, 
pilots during the Vietnam War. 

Gibson's character, Ryack, 


who lives in Laos with his 
family, and operates a gun 
running business on the side.is 
older, sarcastic and cynical, but 
has a heart of gold. 

Downey, who plays Billy 
Covington, an ex-pilot for a Los 
Angeles radio station, gets his 
license revoked by the Federal 
Aviation Adminstration and is 
recruited by the C.I.A. to fly 
planes in Laos. There, the U.S. 
government is "unaware" of the 
small city that they have built to 
run equipment, food, and an 
occasional drug nm or two. 

The best thing "Air" has 
going for it is the acting. Both 
Gibson and Downey give 
memorable performances, giving 



you the feeling they were trymg 
to do the best they could with the 
script they had. Downey himself 
has the larger of the two parts as 
the mixed up young man who 
does not know exactly where he 
wants to go with his life. Gibson 
was originally given Downey's 
part but declined, saying that at 
34 he was too old. 




Other kudos have to go to Ken 
Jenkins and David Marshall 
Grant, who gave up his recurring 
role as Russell in 
"thirtysomething" to film this. 
Grant was especially delightful 
as the person in charge of the 


pilots. 

Perhaps "Air's" problem rests 
with the fact that it went through 
two cast and three directorial 
changes before it was made. Sean 
Connery and Kevin Costner were 
originally to star and Roger 

Spottiswoode, who directed 
'Turner and Hooch," got handed 
the movie. 

Either way, the acting and 
scenery are the only two things 

"Air" has to even get it off the 
ground. Some of the shots are 
spectacular, with a plane flying 
into a Thai sunset. "Air" started 
out passing the "clock watching" 
test, but from the first hour on, it 
became a minute by minute effort 
as my friend and I struggled to 
keep from not going out to the 
concession stand or bathroom 
for the rest of it, as it ended 
predictably. 

There is an importani 


message that comes tlq^^ugh in 
this movie; making moral 
choices. This is shown through 
two different aspects in the 
movie.

by, then we have the opportunity 
to start talking about the need to 
get kids out of the system and 
into homes," McGhee said.

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Hooks combats racism

In order to unlearn racism, 
white people will need to 
decenter themselves, Dr. Gloria 
Jean Watkins told approximately 
400 people attending her lecture 
on ’’Race, Gender, and 
Representation” Friday night. 

Watkins, known by the pen 
name Bell Hooks for several 
books on the subject of black 
feminism, was the keynote 
speaker for the 1990 Women 
Against Racism Conference held 
SepL 7 and 8 at Bradley. 

Watkins said many white 
people want to retain their 
racism and do so, even if only 
imconsciously. ”I feel like most 
white people haven't unlearned 
their racism. Even white people 
who feel most dedicated to being 
on our side, still must be at the 
the center," Watkins said. 

Watkins said blacks and other 
minorities are often relegated to 
the position of help. "White 
women often do nol want to 
work. They ask black women to 
'help' them write books and 
solve problems about black 
people." She said such white 
female racism undermines the 
feminist movement. 

Unlearning racism requires 
confrontation and sacrifice, two 
things that many people are 


unwilling to do. The attitude tliat 
confrontation will only cause 
headaches is pervasive and not 
necessarily untrue. "We get 
conditioned because we all live 
in a culture where we are 
supposed to 'have a nice day' at 
all costs," Watkins said. But 
spending the time and effort to 
confront racism, even in minor 
instances could make a difference 
she said. 

Workshops held Saturday 
taught conference members to 
interrupt people in the process of 
making racist statements and 
point out to them what they are 
saying. Heather Salamini, acting 
director of women's studies, said. 

"Feminist solidarity cannot 
come about until fear of 
confrontation is eliminated," 
Watkins said. Confrontation, 
she said, does not mean an 
attack, it means being aware and 
* critical of racism. 

The sacrifice required to 
unlearn racism is a loss of power. 
White people cannot continue to 
see themselves as the center of 
everything. "Why did so many 
white people leave when black 
people said we don't want you to 
be the leaders of the movement?" 
Watkins said of the civil rights 
era. 

Dolores Klein, spokesperson 
for the Women Against Racism 
Conference, said unlearning 
racism is a lifelong process. "I 


was bom and raised in the 30s 
and 40s and I will always be 
unlearning the institutional 
racism that I was taught,’' she 
said. 

"We live in a xenophobic 
society," Watkins said, referring 
to many Americans' fear of 
differences. She said cultural 
differences should be emphasized 
and not appropriated by any and 
every culture. 

Conference members learned 
to talk about the .differences 
between the races and how they 
should be respected and accepted, 
Salamini said. "We were trying 
to build alliances between people 
who wanted to unlearn racism," 
she said. 

"The goal (of the conference) 
was to help people learn ways to 
interrupt and combat racism, and 
I diink a lot of people came away 
with some strategies for that," 

Janjt Lange, division of 
coiiiinuing education, said. 

Watkins, professor of 
English and women's studies at 
Oberlin College, is the author of 
several books on black feminism 
including: Feminist Theory from 
Margin to Center. Ain’t I a 
Woman and Race. Gender and 
Cultural Politics. 

The entire conference was 
attended by 201 people, Lange 
said.

Bradley’s men's and women's 
cross country teams started their 
season with a good first race at 
the Bradley University Open 
last Friday night.

Bradley's team 
finish was 4th, behind Illinois, 
Northeast Missouri and Loyola. 

Head Coach Craig Dahlquist 
had some positive comments 
about Friday's meet. "I am 
optimistic about what I have 
seen," he said. "We are showing 
signs of being a team that is 
much better than last year's. The 
guys had a great race when you 
consider we ran without Robin 
Crabb, who was our 4th man last 
year.

Schwegel returns for fourth campaign 
as Bradley's "Secretary of Defense"

"Don Schwegel is a natural 
leader. He naturally fills the role, 
physically and mentally," Jerry 
Crabtree, head soccer coach, 
said. "He is the ideal captain." 

Schwegel, the Braves' 
stopper, has been a co-captain 
since his sophomore year, and 
has started every game except the 
first eight of his freshman 
season. 

When Schwegel arrived at 
Bradley, the team was young and 
in its first season as a Division 
One club. "I was lucky to walk 
into a situation where a team 
needed somebody who put out a 
lot of effort, but may not have 
had the skills. That's the way I 
classify myself. I'm going to 
work as hard as I can and 
sometimes that will make up for 
the skills I don't have," 


Schwegel said. 

The desire to work hard has 
definitely paid off for Schwegel. 
"He hasn’t missed a minute of 
any game in the two years I've 
been associated with Bradley 
soccer," Crabtree said. "Don will 
not give up, and a good leader 
needs to exhibit that. Don leads 
by example." 

Schwegel has played a variety 
of positions including 
wingback, midfielder and 
stopper, but said he feels most 
comfortable at stopper. "I'd 
rather play defense. If nothing 
else, I'm better at running people 
over and taking the ball away 
from them, than I am at 
controlling the ball and giving it 
off to somebody else," Schwegel 
said. 

Schwegel is one of the few 
players remaining from the 1987 
squad that made the jump to 
Division One. 


"We were terrible (that year). 
It was ugly. We had guys 
showing up five minutes before 
games. It was like a high school 
atmosphere," Schwegel said. 

He recalls one time when the 
team had to literally drag a player 
out of bed one morning to have 
11 players for a road game. 

The team and Schwegel have 
improved a great deal since that 
inaugural season. In fact, 
Schwegel has become adept at 
certain facets of the game. "I>on 
is a very strong header and has an 
extremely strong shot. He has an 
excellent knowledge of the game 
and would make an exceptional 
coach someday," Crabtree said. 

Crabtree also said that 
Schwegel will be called upon this 
year to anchor the Braves' 
defense and be an important 
player for the team. "He will be a 
key player for us. We are a better 
team with E>on playing stopper." 


Schwegel said he sees his role 
on the team as keeping the 
enthusiasm on the squad high. 
"My role is to keep emotion and 
effort going throughout the 
game, throughout practice and 
throughout the whole season." 

This was evident last Monday 
when Crabtree was not able to be 
at practice because of a family 
emergency, and Schwegel filled 
in. "I had the utmost confidence 
in him to run practice," Crabtree 
said. 

Off the field, Schwegel carries 
a 3.0 grade point average in 
finance, sings in the Chorale and 
belongs to a fraternity, in which 
he held an executive position. 
Schwegel said he likes to be 
involved in different activities to 
keep himself well-rounded. 

"I would like my son to grow 
up to be like him. They don't 
come any better than Don," 
Crabtree said. "He's a class act" 
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Liddy, Leary face off

Dr. Timothy Leary and G. 
Gordon Liddy have two things in 
common: they each know a little 
bit about everything, and each 
knows the other one is wrong. 

Liddy and Leary presented 
"The State of the Mind vs. The 
Mind of the State” to 
approximately 600 people in the 
Student Center Ballroom Tuesday 
night. The debate, sponsored by 
the Activities Council, explored 
the responsibility of the 
individual to himself and to 
society, while touching on 
topics from the 60s to the 90s. 

Throughout the evening, the 
two men taunted and debased each 
other, but each expressed his true 
view of the other prior to the 
debate. Leary said Liddy was a 
great right wing fascist, and 
praised him for his unwavering 
Republican viewpoint. Liddy had 
similar praise for Leary;. ’Tim is 
the most entertaining of the 
persons holding the dangerous 
views he holds, and probably the 
most dangerous” because of his 
wit, Liddy said. 

Though the debate touched on 
a myriad of issues, a great deal of 
the talk dealt with drugs due to 
Leary's research into them, 
particularly LSD, as well as his 
subsequent arrests by Liddy. 

The two men met during a 


1967 drug raid. Leary, dismissed 
from a psychedelic research 
position at Harvard University in 
1963, established his own 
research center in Millbrook, 
N.Y. Liddy, best known for his 
role in the Watergate Scandal and 
subsequent imprisonment, was a 
district attorney in upstate New 
York at the time. 

Liddy said he and 12 deputies 
stormed Leary's headquarters late 
at night in order to capture Leary 
in his bedroom, where any drugs 
found could be considered Leary's 
possessions. "He glanced ^ound 
the room with those cute little x- 
ray eyes and saw by the fireplace 
a pot which contained some 
brown vegetable type material,” 
Leary said. "So he arrested me for 
possession of marijuana. It 
turned out to be peat moss, 
although I'm sure somewhere in 
this police state, it’s illegal to 
possess peat moss.” The case 
was thrown out of court. 

"Dr. Leary is not lying to 
you,” Liddy told the audience, 
"he just can't remember.” With 
the equipment he has, he does 
very well, he said. Leary granted 
the point to Liddy. "I’ve got 
moments of anuiesia because Ive 
soared higher, faster and further 
with my brain. If it shows a little 
wear, I can handle that,” he said. 

"His most dangerous idea is 
encouraging people to ingest 
drugs that impair the function of

the brain, even if only 
temporary,” Liddy said. "There's 
nothing to be gained by 
screwing around with your 
circuitry.” 

Leary agreed. "Don't mess 
with your mind at all,” He told 
the audience,” unless you know 
what you're doing.” Leary's 
motto: "Just say know. K-N-O- 
W. Know what you're doing and 
think for yourself.” 

The war on drugs is a bunch of 
lies. It's a hysterical lynch mob 
of the Reagan administration, 
Leary said. 

Leary said his goal is to 
empower the individual to think 
for himself and question 
authority. He credits Dr. Spock, 
who told parents to treat their 
children like individuals, for the 
move to individualism that lasts 
even today. "The movement of 
questioning authority, even 
during the Nixon administration, 
seemed to be operating. We 
impeached a president for the 
first time in our history, and we 
thank you for your part in that 
Gordo,” Leary said. 

Liddy, a firm ally of the 
government, spoke of two major 
problems affecting the U.S. 
government. When first created, 
our government had three 
separate branches, each of which 
did their job and put a check on 
the power of the other two. The

Bradley vigil supports Kuwait

Peace and brotherhood in the 
Middle East were the themes of 
the candlelight vigil held by 
Delta Sigma Theta sorority in 
Williams' Quad Wednesday 
. night. 

Delta Sigma Theta held the 
vigil to raise awareness on the 
campus about the situation in the 
Middle East. "When people come 
to college, they tend to become 
null and void to what's going on 
in the country,” Connie 
Johnson, second vice-president 
at Delta Sigma Theta, said. While 
many of the people who were 
involved in the vigil had friends 
or relatives in the military, it 
was simply a coincidence the 
vigil was held right before many 
people from Bradley and the 
Peoria community were to be 
shipped overseas, she said. 

Johnson said she thought the 
Middle East was "like the 
Vietnam of our generation ... and 
it’s scary.” She said the only way 
to resolve the crisis was through 
analyzing the situation and 


negotiating a peaceful 
settlement. ' 

Beverly Murray, vigil 
coordinator, said, ”We all know 
what's going on overseas .... our 
sorority isn’t taking a political 
position, we’re just concerned.” 

Calvin Butler, all school 
president, said, "I felt the vigil 
was really positive — Delta 
Sigma Theta was just promoting 
the whole idea of peace and 
loving each other.” He said he 
thought the vigil was good 
because it was nonpolitical. 
"More will be accomplished 
through unity and brotherhood” 
than through political union, he 
said. 

Dr. Alan Gaisky, associate 
provost for student affairs, 
agreed with this sentiment, he 
said everyone at the vigil wanted 
to "show our hopes for very 
quick and* peaceful solutions 
because a military solution would 
be difficult at best.” Gaisky also 
read several passages with 
international peace and 
brotherhood as their theme. 

Pip Lilly, director of the 
Bradley Gospel Choir, said he 


has friends in the Middle East and 
is worried about them. He also 
said, "God's got it all under 
control — He never makes a 
mistake.” He said he had heard 
about bad feelings between Arab 
and American students on campus 
and wanted them to realize "we 
are all a brotherhood; we are all 
in this thing together.” 

A Syrian student who 
voluntarily spoke at the end of 
the vigil said though the 
governments in the Middle East 
may be waging war, the people 
of the Middle East didn't 
necessarily agree with their 
governments. He said he had 
seen many wars in his country 
and he thought "war in the 
Middle East will not solve 
anything.” He said he wanted 
people to "consider peace before 
you consider the war.” 

Butler said the crisis in the 
Middle East was '’beginning to 
hit home. Many people are 
beginning to feel that through 
family and friends,” he said. 
Darryl Hawkins, a member of 
724th Transportation Co.

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Condom issue 
needs serious 
reconsideration 

The age-old issue of condoms on Bradley's campus is 
resurfacing once again. We may finally get them after years of 
debate. 

The Student Senate has recommended that condom vending 
machines be placed in the bathrooms of all the residence halls, as 
well as the Student Center bathrooms. 

The Student Senate will meet next week to decide on this 
issue and then will bring it forth to Dr. Alan Gaisky, associate 
provost for student affairs, for approval and then to the Board of 
Trustees. Calvin Butler, all-school president, said he expects a 
very positive reaction from the student body, as well as the Board. 

I commend the Student Senate for taking this step and 
support their proposal. Preventing pregnancies is not the only 
thing at stake, but the unfortunate reality of sexually transmitted 
diseases which often strike college students is even more 
important. I am glad to see the Senate taking the initiative to look 
out for the students. 

While there are pros and cons to this situation, it is obvious 
the benefits outweigh the negatives. A step like this would 
demonstrate that the University is concerned about its students' 
welfare; that they are going beyond classroom education and 
recognizing the fact that some Bradley students are sexually 
active. Expecting abstinence is not realistic. 

Almost two years ago the Health Center Advisory 
Committee, which consisted of five students, including myself, 
and school officials, decided that condoms were already accessible 
to students because of the proximity of stores. And thus the 
subject was closed. 

Contrary to popular belief, the reason condoms are not 
carried on campus is not because of Bradley's affiliation with St. 
Francis Medical Center (a Catholic-based hospital). 

I think it is time for that decision to be re-evaluated because 
things are not getting better in regard to STDs. STDs do not 
possess any bias and will strike anyone, even students of this 
campus. According to the U. S. Centers for Disease Control, a 
report said women age 25 or younger are high risk candidates for 
developing chlamydia, a leading cause for infertility. And then 
there is AIDS, gonorrhea, herpes, etc. It has been proven that 
condoms help prevent the transmission of these diseases. 

Butler said the University needs to take an active role. 
"Bradley University always preaches and talks of safe sex. They 
need to practice what they preach." 

I agree because in order for education to be truly effective, it 
needs to go one step farther in this case.

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Smithereens to 
blast Bradley

For the first time in more than 
five years, a concert sponsored 
by Bradley will be held in the 
Robertson Memorial Field 
House. 

Due to additional funding, the 
Student Budget Review Committe 
this week approved the 
Activities Council's request to 
bring the Smithereens to campus 
on Wednesday, Oct. 31. The 
group's most recent album is 
Smithereens 11, which features 
the hit song, "A Girl Like You." 

Passed last semester, an 
increase from $27 to $40 in the 
activities fees resulted in about 
$55,000 in available funding, 
called the Special Events Reserve 
Fund. 

This concert is going to be 
subsidized by Jay Goldberg 
Productions and will cost at least 
$15,000 for Bradley, Mike 
McGarvey, SABRC chairman, 
said. 

Derek Bennet, ACBU 
president, said they are hoping 
for a turnout of between 3,500 
and 4,000. The Field House can 
seat about 5,000. 'It's Halloween 
and people are always looking 
for something to do. It's 
something that will be real high 
energy. 

"We knew that we wanted to 
get involved with SERF funding 
last year. Jay Goldberg called in 
the past with concert ideas but we 


couldn't because of funding. 
That's why we didn't get Edie 
Brickell and the New Bohemians 
last year." 

More decisions will be made 
next week by SABRC. After that, 
the funding will basically "be up 
for grabs to be used anytime 
during the year," McGarvey said. 

ACBU also has applied to get 
filnunaker Spike Lee to come to 
campus to lecture. 

Peggy Sassorossi, director of 
student activities, said she is 
positive that concerts will start 
being held in the Field House 
again. 

"It think we're discovering 
that the Field House can provide 
a forum or a venue just like other 
facilities within 100 miles. Even 
though we've got the Civic 
Center, it's difficult to put 3,000 
people in a theater." 

Tickets will go on sale from 9 
a.m. to 8 p.m. on Thursday for 
students at the Field House and 
cost $5. One ticket may be 
purchased per ID and IDs must be 
presented at the concert. There 
will also be special hours from 9 
a.m. to 4 p.m. on Saturday, Sept. 
29. Tickets will be sold from 9 
a.m. to 4 p.m. Monday through 
Friday after that. 

Tickets for the general public 
will go on sale Saturday, Sept. 
29 and are $12.50. These tickets 
can be purchased at the Civic 
Center or Ticket Master outlets. 
The opening band, which has not 
been determined yet, will start at 
7:30 p.m.

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Horizons expanded for 

Students given helping hand

Bradley's Center for Wellness 
and Counseling has a variety of 
events planned for the school 
year. Although these activities 
include a wide range of topics, 
they share a common goal; to 
increase awareness of a positive 
lifestyle within the Bradley 
community. 

During the past years there 
has been a greater awareness of 
addiction in students and the 
steps involved in helping a 
student to recover. George 
Armstrong, a recovering 
alcoholic and certified counselor, 
said after talking with several 
students he saw a need for a 
support group on campus. He 
now runs two support groups for 
Bradley and Illinois Central 
College students. 

The first group, "students in 
recovery," meets Monday at 4:10 
p.m. in Bradley Hall 231. It is 
for students recovering from 
alcohol or drug addictions. "SIR 
docs not replace Alcoholics 
Anonymous or Narcotics 
Anonymous," Armstrong said, it 
is just an additional place for 
people to go for support. 

The other support group 
organized by Armstrong began 
for adult children of alcoholics. 
The group, which meets on 
Wednesday at 4:10 p.m. in the 
Wellness Center, has now 
expanded to include anyone who 
thinks they have come from a 
conflictual family. 

Armstrong said there has 
been "a good solid response" to 
the groups. There have been as 
many as 15 students at a 
meeting. He said the group is 
important because very few 
people don't know someone who 
is an alcoholic. He also said 
individual counseling is 
available, as the group setting is 
not good for everyone. 

Armstrong's work does not 
end with support groups. He has 


also been responsible for 
planning several speakers on 
campus. The series of speakers 
begins Thursday with Dr. 
Stephanie Covington. 

Covington's speech "The 
Upward Spiral" will deal with 
women, addiction and recovery. 
She will speak 8 p.m. Thursday 
in the Dingledine Center. 

It (women alcoholics) is 
being being talked about today, 
when 10 years ago it wasn't," 
Armstrong said, which is one of 
the reasons he selected her to 
speak. Covington, an 
international speaker 
specializing in programs on 
women, addiction, sexuality and 
dysfunctional families, will also 
be conducting a workshop on 
"Love, Intimacy and 
Relationships" next Friday in 
the Hartmann Center. Armstrong 
said he thinks this will be a 
popular workshop because love 
and relationships apply to 
everyone. 

Other speakers who will be 
coming to campus include Dr. 
Don Bartlett, who will be giving 
a presentation "Macaroni at 
Night," 8 p.m. Monday in the 
Fieldhouse. Armstrong said 
Bartlett's presentation, an 
autobiographical profile of the 
speaker's childhood, which was 
plagued with poverty, 
delinquency, child abuse and 
alcoholism, is dynamic. Bartlett 
tells how one person helped him 
overcome his disadvantages and 
survive. 

Another speaker is the 
Reverend Leo Booth, who will be 
speaking Oct. 23-24. Booth, 
who discovered he was an 
alcoholic after a car accident in 
1977, devotes his energies to 
helping others recognize the 
"giveness" of spirituality. He 
defines spirituality as "that 
which enables the development 
of creative and positive attitudes 
in all areas of life." 

Booth said he thinks 
spirituality is not an option for 
an addict, but it is an essential 


component in recovery. 

Dr. Sharon Shaw, who will be 
speaking Nov. 5 at Bradley, is 
the national consultant and the 
chief executive officer of the 
Center for Black Family Life in 
Nashville, Tenn. Shaw, who 
received her bachelor of science 
degree in sociology at Bradley, 
focuses on mental health, 
substance abuse and education 
issues. 

The Wellness Center has 
programs as well as speakers 
planned for the year. Dr. 
William Hauck, coordinator and a 
professional coimselor, said a 
"wellness celebration" from 2-8 
p.m. on Wednesday, Oct. 3 will 
be the "kick-off" for an entire 
year of wellness events he plans 
to coordinate. Hauck said the 
goal of the celebration is to 
increase awareness within the six 
dimensions: physical, 

intellectual, social, spiritual, 
vocational and emotional. 

The wellness celebration 
began last year under the 
supervision of Ann Jones. Hauck 
said he thought it was a program 
worth continuing. "We're 
reinforcing what Ann intended to 
do on campus by making easy 
access to organizations and 
experts in health areas," he said. 

There will be a variety of 
booths focusing on the different 
aspects of wellness open to the 
entire Bradley community. Some 
of the booths will include body 
composition screening, vision 
screening, blood pressure 
checks, alcohol and drug 
education, stress management, 
academic success programs and 
spiritual booths. 

There will also be cholesterol 
screening for students and 
faculty. Cost is $5 for faculty 
members, $2 for students. 
Faculty members should make an 
appointment. 

As an added incentive, door 
prizes including radios, stuffed 
animals, games and a mountain 
bike, will be given away every 
15 minutes.

PIC is a "library based peer 
counseling program staffed by 
upper class undergraduates" and 
designed to assist new students 
with library skills and resources.

succeed is the influence of 
successful students themselves," 
Turner said. 

PIC is designed as a long term 
program looking to expand each 
year. An office is being 
established in the library for the 
PIC students for the 1990-91 
school year. For two hours every 
evening, students will be 
"available for one on one 
assistance," Turner said.

first problem, Liddy said, is that 
the courts have usurped the 
legislature's function, creating 
laws by their rulings.

The Representatives elect 
themselves year after year, Liddy 
said. "We don’t have a House of 
Representatives anymore, we 
have a House of Lords.

The 
answer to our political problems 
is decentralization, he said. "The 
government can’t figure its way 
out of a paper bag, yet they want 
to tell us how to think ... 
Anyone that thinks the federal 
government is going to solve 
their problems is in for a shock," 
Leary said.

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Wall brings Vietnam to Peoria

It's human, they said. 

It's more than just a list of 
names. The wall is emotion that 
lays the groundwork to prevent 
America's participation in 
another Vietnam, the veterans 
said. 

The Moving Wall, a 
Plexiglass replica of the granite 
Vietnam Memorial in 
Washington D.C., came to 
Peoria's Glen Oak Park on 
Wednesday. The wall is dedicated 
to the 58,175 men and women 
killed or missing in action in 
Vietnam — and to the 2 million 
plus people who served in 
Vietnam. The Moving Wall has 
been to more than 200 cities in 
49 states. 




"To look at those 50,000 
names and think about the lives 
that were lost ..." Vietnam 
veteran Joe Hajny said. Hajny, 
44, served in Vietnam from 1968 
- 1969. 

'Think about all the writers, 
all the geniuses, all the futures 
that were lost," he said. "And 
think about the effect those 
futures could have had on our 
own." 

Hajny paused. "Its effect is 
profound. I've seen the wall 
several times, and you think 
you'll become immune to it. But 
every time you see it, you know 
you're not." 

He gestured to the 
photographs, the flowers and the 
flags that visitors to the wall 
have left in memory of their 
loved ones killed in the war. 
About 40 people were at the park 
now. Most were carefully 
moving their fingers along the 
rows of names on the wall, 
looking for one in particular. 

Some people were crying. 
Some were talking quietly 
amongst themselves. And some 
were doing nothing at all. 

"It's time for the truth to come 
out," Dennis Harter, 42, a 
Vietnam veteran said. "The war 
was not what you see in the 
movies. It's not John Wayne- 
ism, or Rambo-ism where one 
guy is the hero. 

In reality, it's not that at all. 
You go in the jungle as a team. 
You don't go it alone." 

THE SHEER NTJMBER of the 
names overwhelms the casual 
observer. It numbs the mind 
against any grief, or even 
sympathy for the men these 
names represent. 

But not for long. 

I Hrst scanned the names on 
the wdl for only a few minutes. I 
was more interested in talking to 


the people who were visiting the 
wall that day - the people with 
stories to tell about the names. 

The first man I approached 
told me he had been in Vietnam 
for two years ... and mumbled 
something about his company 
there before he burst into tears. 

Those 58,171 names on the 
Wall suddenly slapped me in the 
face. And I found myself crying 
for those names ... for those 
men's families and friends ... for 
this man in front of me who was 
crying for so much more. 

I talked to several veterans 
that day and each of them referred 
to the wall as a place for healing. 

"It promotes healing in the 
community, within the families

of Vietnam veterans," Hajny 
said. "And it promotes healing of 
the citizens you see here." 

"Vietnam wasn't like any 
other war because there never 
really was any close. It was an 
unpopular war, and veterans came 
home and found out they were 
targets of that unpopularity." 

Hajny told the story of one 
man's homecoming from 
Vietnam at a St. Louis airport. 
Not much of a homecoming, 
really. This soldier stepped off 
his plane to the ridicule of three 
anti-Vietnam demonstrators. It 
wasn't long before this guy 
punched out one of the 
tormentors. 

They told him 'You can't do 


that here. You can't just punch 
someone out like that,"' Hajny 
said. 

"But he was still in that kind 
of war mentality where you can 
do what you have to, to save 
yourself. And he told them, 1 can 
do whatever I want'" 

One almost wonders how the 
Wall can heal those kinds of 
memories. 

And thus, the post-Vietnam 
years began for that particular 
soldier ... and probably in some 
similar fashion and to some 
degree — for thousands of his 
colleagues labeled as hippies,

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Gay-lesbian group looks for acceptance

About 600 Bradley students 
are homosexual — if Bradley is 
representative of a statistical 
norm. 

Dr. Zeev Gorin, chairman of 
the Bradley University 
Sociology Department, and 
faculty advisor of Peoria Area 
Gay and Lesbian Alliance, said 
there is a statistical norm that 
states roughly 10 percent of any 
given society is homosexual in 
nature. With approximately 
6,000 students at Bradley that 
would indicate approximately 
600 gay and lesbian students on 
campus. 


In response to student 
requests, Bradley formed PAGLA 
in the fall of 1989 in order to 
deal with the issue of 
homosexuality. "It was founded a 
year ago. It was kind of well 
known among some students and 
faculty ... obviously there are 
gays and lesbians on campus," 
Gorin said. 

PAGLA was formed by former 
student Scott Edwards as a 
support for other gay and lesbian 
students and faculty on campus. 
Initially, the group had a good 
showing with approximately 20 
people at the first meeting. There 
were not just homosexuals 
present. Also present were 
people who sympathized with 
the plight of homosexuals in 
general. "They did get support 
from a number of students," 


Gorin said. "Bradley students are 
somewhat more open minded on 
this issue...perhaps because they 
are younger." 

In the May 1990 issue of The 
Education Digest, John D'Emilio 
writes, "Academics get to think 
critically. We should recognize 
when a group is being 
systematically mistreated." 
Homosexuals have been 
mistreated for many years. 
Whether out of ignorance, 
stupidity, or just fear, non¬ 
homosexuals tend to view those 
that are as perverts and child 
molesters of society. This fear of 
gays and lesbians is defined as 
"homophobia." 

Is homophobia racism? Gorin 
said both are types of 
discrimination. One is merely 
based on the color of the skin. 


while the other is based on 
sexual preference. He said there 
are more incidences of racism 
because it is easier for someone 
to hide their sexual orientation 
than it is for someone to hide the 
color of their skin. This is 
another reason PAGLA was 
formed, to prevent people from 
gaybashing because of their 
ignorance, or "homophobia." 

The modem "gay-liberation" 
movement started in 1969 with 
riots at the Stonewall Inn, a New, 
York gay bar that was raided by 
police. "Stonewall was our 
1789," gay advocate Tom 
Stoddard said, in an interview 
with Newsweek magazine earlier 
this year. 

Since then, the "gay- 
liberation" movement has 
gathered steam and has led to 


progressive reform in the area of 
gay rights, and the recognition 
that homosexuals are indeed 
prominent members of society. 
However, some gays and 
lesbians prefer to remain " in the 
closet," They prefer to hide their 
sexual orientations for fear of 
ridicule and possible harm from 
their peers. To counter these 
fears, PAGLA offers a support 
group that tells them, "we care," 
but more importantly, "it is 
okay." 

To do this, PAGLA must first 
increase its membership, which 
Gorin said has dropped somewhat 
over the last year. He said that 
there seems to be a renewed 
interest and is optimistic about 
the group's future. "There are

Skinhead

Racism and prejudice are growing 
issues in the country and on college 
campuses. Much publicity is being 
given to skinheads regarding racism, 
but this media attention has often 
been biased, incorrect and 
incomplete. 

In the late *40s and early '50s, ska, a 
relative of reggae, came to England. 
Most ska listeners were poor 
working class blacks. They suited 
wearing distinctive suits and shaving 
their heads. This trmd soon spread to 
the white working class and 
continued until the mid '70s when 
sicinheads died out. They reappeared 
in the 70s along with the punks. The 
dress had changed, with jeans and 
Doc Martin boots being favored. The 
skinheads soon spread to the United 
Sutes. 

Sometime* in the late '70s racist 
youth began adopting the skinhead 
dress and look. These racist 
skinheads quickly took hold in the 
United Sutes, but it was not until the 
mid '80s that large numbers of them 
appeared. 

T(^ay there are many skinhead 
organizations and several types of 
skins. One of the least well known is 
the White Pride Skinhead. These are 
people who are proud of their 
heriUge and the white culture. Diis is 
similar if not tl.e . ame as the sense of 
racial pride preacl. d by many black 
leaders. 

The Nazi skinheads arc the most well 
knovm. They are racist and often 
anti-Semitic. Many believe in a 
coming race war in which the white 
race will have to fight for survival. 
There are also many skinheads who 
are neither. They are close to the 
original skins, listening to ska 
music and being members of all 
races. 

TliC media coverage of skinheaJj has 
often left out the fact that many 
skinheads are not racists. ITiis 
stereotyping has continually bem 
the cause of misunderstanding 
between nonracists skins and people 
thinking they are confronting a 
racist. 

The prejudice that a skinhead is often 
the victim of is pure hypocrisy. 
Discriminating against a skinhead 
appearance alone, even if he is racist, 
is no less prejudiced than the most 
racist KKK members.

Rush violations punished

The Sigma Phi Epsilon 
Fraternity may not be allowed to 
rush next semester after three 
fraternities charged them with 
conunitting Rush violations. 

The Delta Upsilon, Sigma Chi 
and Sigma Nu fraternities 
charged Sig Ep with breaking 
silence (talking with rushees), 
hosting parties and inviting 
rushees and serving rushees 
alcohol. 

On Sept. 20 an informal 
hearing was held with Rich 
Ruzich, the Interfraternity 
Council court justice, Dave 
Mainella, IFC president, Ed 
King, the executive director of 
housing, residential life and the 
student judicial system and 
representatives of the three 
fraternities bringing forth 
charges. Penalties were 
negotiated for the violations at 
the hearing. 

The major penalties included 
no Rush in spring, no formal 
Rush in fall, though they may 
extend 12 informal bids, a limit 
of 15 bids for spring, ’92 and no 


member of Sig Ep is eligible for 
an IFC executive position for 
spring and fall, ’91. 

Ruzich said Dave Houck, 
president of Sig Ep, accepted the 
penalties agreed on at the 
hearing. Houck disagreed and 
said ”As far as we are concerned 
there has been no final decision 
reached.” 

”We are really not sure where 
we are in the process,” King said. 
He said Sig Ep will probably 
have the option of going to IFC 
court or to the student arbitration 
board. 

”As far as IFC is concerned a 
decision has been made and we 
are going to stand by that 
decision ... If Sigma Phi Epsilon 
docs not agree with the decision 
they have the option of going to 
the student arbitration board,” 
Mainella said. 

”We are going through a 
transition of setting down more 
specific penalties,” King said. 
He said fraternities need to know 
that dirty rushing will not be 
tolerated. 

”It was to their benefit to go 
through an informal hearing,” 
Douglas Sanford, president of 


Sigma Chi, said. ”I don't think it 
had a big effect on the house 
[Sigma Chi]. I think it had a 
general effect on the Greek 
system.” 

’This is not a scare tactic. It 
should have happened in the 
past,” Ruzich said. 

”Nothing that happened 
should have been unexpected,” 
Ruzich said. 

He said there were not any 
past precedents, which puts IFC 
in a bad position. 

King said he is of the opinion 
Sig Ep wants to go to another 
level in the court system, but he 
said he could not speak for them. 
Houck refused to comment on 
any actions Sig Ep would take. 

”It’s a shame because a lot of 
innocent guys arc going to get 
pimished for what some of the 
other guys did,” Ruzich said. 

Houck said Rush guidelines 
were distributed in the spring. 
These guidelines stated that the 
penalty for serving alcohol to 
rushees was two years probation 
and community service. Mainella 
said these guidelines were not 
approved by IFC and are not part

Parking permit 

poses probiem 

The construction around campus has resulted in an 
escalating parking problem that is bringing up some 
controversial issues among the various residential associations in 
the area. 

Off-campus parking is becoming a bigger problem. The 
construction of Campustown has eliminated a number of spots that 
off-campus students and students without Bradley parking stickers 
used before. This has forced them to find parking on other streets* 
in addition to the people who can't find a spot on campus. 

Local residential associations are concerned about this 
problem for obvious reasons and are exploring options to curb the 
off-campus parking students and faculty use. Included in these 
options are restricted parking during certain hours, alternate 
parking on one side of the street one day and the other side the 
next day and possibly parking permits. 

These parking permits would require that the person who 
lives at an off-campus residence must apply for in order to park by 
their residence. A person who does not have a permit could not 
park in that area. Whatever is decided, the city will have to 
approve it first. 

Peter Dusenberyy of the Bradley West Association said he 
thinks Bradley needs to develop a long-term parking plan. While I 
agree with Dusenberry on the fact that Bradley needs to make some 
long-term planning in regard to parking, such as a parking deck or 
an additional lot, the parking permits are not a good remedy. I 
think these will only cause more of a headache in regard to who 
can park where and when. 

Gary Anna, vice president for business affairs, said the 
University needs to see what kind of effects this would result in 
before any decisions could be made. 

Jerry Jackson of the West Bluff Council explained he lives 
near campus and he owns two cars with a one car garage in addition 
to a narrow driveway. "This is typical of most of the residences 
aroimd here. So, most people have to park curbside. 

"Of course, there is the response that these are public streets 
but we pay taxes on those properties — we feel we have the right of 
priority." 

Jackson said it is not only Bradley students, but faculty and 
staff, as well as construction workers. "This kind of distorts 
things. But it is hard when you see Bradley cars." 

But how would this affect students living in apartments and 
own five cars among them? Jackson said, "This will point out the 
students who live in chopped up homes around here that don't 
provide adequate parking." 

Permits are a bad solution. True, there is a parking problem, 
but this is not the way to try to combat it. Why should a student 
have to park farther away just because they don't have a permit, 
especially if it's their residence? 

What happens to the students, and faculty who arrive on 
campus at 9 a.m. to find no open spots after circling around three 
times? What about the students who don't have a Bradley parking 
permit because they can't afford one or refuse to buy one? 

I think it's unfair that we would have to park farther away 
when there are open spots on the 1000 block of Elmwood. If there 
are open spots during the day, they should be used rather than be 
vacant. We all lead busy lives and some of us don't have the time 
for a 10-minute walk. 

And what about the off-campus students who live in one 
house and have a combined total of five cars? It's not their fault 
there is no adequate parking provided for them. 

These residential associations need to sit down with the 
students and faculty to get their input before any action is taken. I 
think this is only fair since we arc affected by the parking 

situation also. Lynda L. Schmitz

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Forum brings insight

In the debate over abortion 
rights, few people ever really 
change their views from one side 
to the other, they just become a 
little less sure, Joanne Dempsey, 
moderator for the National Issues 
Forums, said. 

The NIF-Peoria opened 
discussion on the ’The Battle 
Over Abortion: Seeking common 
ground in a divided nation” to 
approximately 160 people 
Monday night in the Student 
Center Ballroom. 

NIF is a nationwide program 
of citizen discussions focusing 
on critical national public policy 
issues. Results of NIF 
discussions are sent to national 
state and local leaders. The NIF- 
Peoria is administrated through 
the Center for Economic 
Education at Bradley University. 

Little common ground was 
found during the two hour 
discussion. Kay Grilliot, federal 
lobbyist for the Illinois 
Federation for Right-To-Life, 
said abortion is an issue that 
should be regulated by 
governmental controls. ”We 
have to work for the kind of 
government and laws in our 
coimtry that we want,” she said. 

Joyce Harant, executive 
director of Planned Parenthood, 
advocated the pro-choice 
position. "Only an individual 
can judge their own life and 
circumstances. The government 
cannot and should not make 


these decisions when it comes to 
such a personal and private area 
of our Uves.” 

Pro-Life advocates argue 
human life begins at conception 
and is to be protected from the 
beginning. The Fourteenth 
Amendment's equal protection 
clause entitles the government to 
extend its jurisdiction to imbom 
children; Roc v Wade can be used 
to justify killing anyone who is 
considered not to be a ’’person in 
the whole sense” and easy access 
to abortion encourages sexual 
and moral irresponsibility. 

Pro-Choice advocates argue 
the unborn have; never been 
recognized legally as "persons iift 
the whole sense.” The right to 
abortion is necessary if women 
are to be in control of their own 
lives; the right of privacy is 
linked to the right to decide 
freely, without government 
intrusion, whether or not to bear 
a child, and if the right to 
abortion is taken away, women 
will be forced to resort to illegal 
and unsafe operations. 

A third position called 
Respecting Differences attempts 
to find the common ground 
between the other two positions. 
It argues both the fetus and the 
mother have rights that should 
be respected; abortions should be 
legal only during the first 
trimester of pregnancy and laws 
should be enacted to require a one 
week waiting period to encourage 
a carefully considered decision. 
This third position has few 
advocates. 

Audience members voiced

opinions and argued points with 
Grilliot and Harant on every 
point of each side of the issue. 
"Human life begins at 
conception. The genetic code of 
the embryo is uniquely human," 
Grilliot said. The 'breath of life,' 
one man argued, does not enter 
the body until the fetus leaves 
the uterus and takes its first 
breath. 

Some audience members said 
those advocating pro-life are not 
only trying to control the fetus' 


life but the lives of everyone 
involved with that pregnancy. 
Others responded by asking why 
nobody is willing to give up 
their rights for another; why 
potential parents are not willing 
to give up their rights for their 
children's right to life. 

Some found ways to combine 
their favorite national issues 
with the abortion question. "This 
earth will only hold and support 
so many lives, no matter what 
species. Let's consider that we do

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not have to bring into this world 
every fetus that is conceived,” 
said one pro-choice advocate, 
tying abortion to the issue of 
overpopulation. One pro-lifer 
equated his obligation as a Navy 
reservist to go when called to 
active duty with a woman's 
obligation to carry a fetus to 
birth when suddenly burdened 
with an unwanted pregnancy. 

Often audience members 
stated their positions 
vehemently. "No politician is 
going to tell me I can’t have an 
abortion. That's my choice,” a 
woman said. 

"There are worse things than 
death (for a fetus) and living a 
life of squalor and poverty with 
no choices is one of them,” one 
man said. 

Some quietly pointed out 
some long term disadvantages of 
abortion rights. 'There won't be 
enough people in the work force 
to support social security, and it 
won't be mine with my gray hair, 
it'll be yours.”

The follofwing story is true and 
the name has been changed to 
protect the victim's identity. 


One night last summer, Vicky 
was out enjoying herself at a 
local bar here in Peoria. The 
Bradley student met some other 
students and they hit it off very 
well. 

Sharing light conversation, 
laughs and a few drinks, the men 
offered to give Vicky a ride 
home. She accepted and the three 
of them spent some time 
together at her place. 

After awhile the men suggested 
that they should go back to their 
fraternity house. 

The night turned into 
something that forever changed 
Vicky’s life. She awoke later that 


morning full of confusion, 
embarrassment, betrayal and 
even denial. 

Vicky was the victim of 
acquaintance rape, a sexual 
assault crime that 95 percent of 
the victims do not report to 
officials according to statistics 
from Womens trength, a social 
service agency serving the Tri- 
County area. 

Fhe Illinois Coalition Against 
Sexual Assault says acquaintance 
rape is ’’forced sexual contact by 
someone who knows you.” TTiis 
can be anyone from a date to a 
delivery person. The risk of 
being raped by an acquaintance is 
four times greater than being 
raped by a stranger. 

Barbara Carraway-Kelch, 
associate director of residential 
life, said for an acquaintance 
rape, ’’there is some type of 
interaction. It could be the 
person you just met at a party. 
There is some initial trusting 
here that is formed.” 

Vicky says it took her a year 
of outside counseling and 


personal therapy because she 
didn’t know what her options 
were when it h^>pened. ”I blamed 
myself for a while. It took me a 
long time to realize it wasn't my 
fault.” 

Robin Kelly-Hamilton, a 
counselor with the Center for 
Wellness and Counseling, said 
one of the reasons for the high 
rate of acquaintance rape is 

people view it less seriously 
than rape in general. 

’’The stereotypes need to be 
broken down. You don’t owe sex 
to someone just because you 
went out with them or because

you went to bed with them 
before. Everyone has the right to 
say no.” 

Carraway-Kelch, who also is 
involved in Campus Awareness 
for Rape Education, said, ’’Most 
importantly, people need to 
know what their options are. We 
act as a clearing house providing 
information on medical, legal 
and counseling resources on 
campus.” 

Vicky said she believes the 
University needs to have a better 
approach to educating students. 
She suggests that a type of crisis 
hotline should be set up on 
campus for students addressing a 
variety of problems. ”It would be 
anonymous and it could be run by 
volunteers, such as students or 
counselors.” 

Bradley faculty tend to agree 
that rape is a problem on 
Bradley’s campus. Carraway- 
Kelch said, ”I think rape is a 
problem on Bradley’s campus — 
it is on every campus. Bradley is 
no different.” 

According to the 


October/November issue of Ms. 
magazine, one out of four women 
will be sexually assualted on a 
college campus. The attackers 
will be fellow students 80 
percent of the time and the place 
of attack will usually be a 
residence hall room or a 
fraternity house. 

More than a year later, Vicky 
says die has come a long way, ”I 
love myself again. If you put 
something like this 6 feet tmder, 
it’s still there. I finally dug up 
the grave and said hello after 
burying it for a year. 

”I think the rape will always 
be an internal wound. I just put a 
bandage on it — there is flesh 
around it to nurture it.” 

Vicky says she has come to 
grips with what has happened. ”I 
had to come to terms again with 
trusting myself. You can’t dwell 
on those things. I’m no stronger 
or different than before. 

’’I’m not afraid for myself 
anymore. Fm afraid for people on 
this campus. Even the smartest 
people can be ignorant.”

the most competitive and 
successful classes Bradley has 
ever had. The freshman class 
includes 37 National Merit 
Scholars. ”We are very pleased 
with our success in attracting 
students of such high academic 
standing,” Gaisky said. 

He said the success of the 
University’s recruitment program 
was the result of increased 
emphasis on good teaching by a 
high quality faculty, the campus 
size and the high percentage of 
students who live on campus. 
The new campus facilities and 
computer technology 
opportunities also drew interest 
from prospective students, 
Gaisky said. 

Aside from freshmen and 
transfer students, other 
enrollment figures indicate there 
is an increase in graduate 
students from 748 in 1989 to 
813 this year. This is an 8.7 
percent increase over the 
previous year. 

Other trends observed by 
Gaisky include the fact that more 
out-of-state students are coming 
to Bradley than ever before. ”We 
are very pleased with the 
continued growth and interest by 
students from the Southeast, 
Upper Midwest and the West 
Coast,” Gary Bergman, executive 
director of enrollment 
management said.

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Residence hall staff 
presents challenge

The resident hall staff offers 
many job opportunities to 
BratUey University students. 

About 105 students fiW four 
types of job positions. A student 
begins on the staff as an 
Assistant Resident Advisor. 
Housing Director, Tim Wendle 
said, "Assistant Resident 
Advisor is a learning position.” 

The A.R.A. trains with the 
Resident Advisor. They have the 
same authority as an R.A. 
without having all the 
responsibility. Wendle said the 
R.A. usually serve two semesters 
as an A.R.A. They may be 
promoted to R.A. based on 
recommendations of Hall 
Directors and availability of 
openings. 

The Resident Advisor is 
responsible for his floor. The 
R.A. is responsible for the 
training of his assistant. He has 
the opportunity to apply to be a 
Program Coordinator, an 
organization that helps plan all 
staff programs, staff recognition 
banquets, and organizes all staff 
training events. The members of 
the program meet once every two 
weeks with Wendle or Barbara 
Carraway-Kelch, assistant 
housing director. 

The performance of an R.A. 
may lead to promotion to 
assistant hall director. To 
become an A.H.D., a student 
must have experience in R.A. add 
A.R.A. positions. This position 
is determined by previous 
performance and interviews. An 


A.H.D. may also be an R.A. at 
the same time. They maintain 
organization in the residence 
hall. 

Graduate students who have 
been involved with the staff for 
three or four years become 
resident hall directors. The 
R.H.D.’s arc responsible for the 
entire hall. Jim Easterbrook, hall 
director of the Student Apartment 
Complcx-Bccker, said the hall 
director's responsibilities 
involve recruiting, selecting, 
and evaluating the RA., A.R.A., 
and security staff. The hall 
dir^tors program staff social 
activities. Easterbrook said they 
want it to be more than just a 
job. 

The increasing number of 
residence hall staff positions 
provide many job and leadership 
opporttmities. Wendle said that 
there are many qualified people, 
but they are limited on jobs. 

A Bradley student becomes 
involved on the staff by 
applying to the Housing 
Department. The student is 
required to have an overall 
semester G.P.A. of 2.5. The staff 
members are selected on a series 
of three interviews: 1- interview 
with Wendle or Carraway-Kelch; 
2- interview with two or three 
R.H.D.’s; 3- group interaction 
stage. The students are required a 
minimum of three 
recommendations from faculty, 
administration, or staff. The 
Housing Department looks for 
experienced leadership and good 
role models in their applicants. 

Lynne Metros, R.A. on ninth 
floor Geisert, said they are 
required to attend training 


sessions. The staff moved in 
their rooms a week earlier than 
the residents. During that week 
they attended workshops from 
nine in the morning to eleven at 
night. The entire staff would 
meet from nine to five daily. 
Wendle said the workshops 
covered peer counseling, 
substance abuse. Red Cross first 
aid, fire training and other 
various topics. The staff 
members regrouped in their 
resident hall from seven to 
eleven. 

The Housing Department 
constantly evaluates the staff 
members throughout the 
semester. The R.H.D. will point 
out the areas that need 
improvement. The Housing 
Department will take action if 
performance is imacceptable. 

Tim Chang, A.R.A. of 
University 2A, became a staff 
member because of the 
opportunities it offered him. 
Chang said. It would look good 
on my resume.” Chang, a 
psychology major, said being an 
A.R.A. is similar to coimseling. 
Chang said, ”I like helping 
people out when they have 
problems.” Chang said he finds 
it a challenge to gain his 
residents' respect. 

Being a member of the Hall 
Resident Staff has some 
advantages. Ed Belouski, 
A.R.A., of sixth floor Geisert, 
said the A.R.A.'s get free living 
on campus. The R.A.'s receive a 
free single room and board. The 
advantages are not only 
materialistic items. Metros 
comments, "It's a learning 
experience.”

•The majority of local sports stores said University of 
Illinois paraphernalia outsells Bradley University items. Mike 
Ulrich, owner of Mike Ulrich's Sporting Goods, said sales often 
follow a team's success, which is something Bradley has not seen 
in a while. MC Sporting Goods in Northwoods Mall, was one of 
the few stores that said they sell a lot of Illinois items, but the 
majority of the money is in Bradley items. 

•One of the final lawsuits against the former Skewer Inn was 
settled. This out-of-court settlement come almost seven years after 
the Northwoods Mall restaurant was responsible for the nation's 
third worst botulism outbreak. The tragedy, which was blamed on 
tainted onions, resulted in the deaths of several people and left 
many others with symptoms that they still experience. 

•Gas price in Peoria have soared although they are no higher 
than the statewide average gas price. The average price for regular 
unleaded self-serve gasoline has reached $1.38 a gallon. This is 
the highest average since April 1981, the last gas price surge. The 
average price reflects a ninc-cent increase over the past five 
weeks. Don Beachler, owner of Beachler's Amoco, said the Iraqi 
invasion of Kuwait was only partially responsible for the price 
hike. He said oil exporters in the Middle East decided in July to 
raise purchase prices. 

•Peoria-area Eagle Food Centers removed 16-ounce cans of 
green beans from shelves on Monday after receiving a recall 
notice from the canning company. Some of the beans under the 
Lady Lee label were apparently shipped raw. The code on the cans 
shipped raw is GWLYC 18100. Characteristics of cans that 
contain raw beans include swelling and squirting liquid when open. 
The green beans could be crisp, raw and have a sour taste. 

•The City Council chose the riverfront as the site for a new 
sports stadium in Peoria. In a 5-4 vote the council endorsed a 
resolution urging the Peoria Civic Center Authority to focus on 
land north of the Murray Baker Bridge. The city is seeking $4.8 
million in state funding. 

•The Peoria Park Board may be forced to increase golf and 
swimming fees and the Park Board's museum tax, James Breen, 
park district director said. The increase is to satisfy demands of the 
1991 budget which has been strained by fuel and minimum wage 
increases.

Doors 

*7 believe that we cannot live 
better than in seeking to become 
still better than we are." - 
Socrates. 

I was raped by two males in a 
fraternity house on this campus. 

The simplicity of this 
statement is made to be as such 
for this reason; rape does not 
need an introduction. My 
purpose in writing this article is 
just as simple; to aid in 
preventing such incidences from 
happening again. 

On a summer night last 
August, I met two friendly guys 
at a downtown bar here in Peoria. 
Our initial conversation was lax 
and saturated with the usual small 
talk of first encounters amongst 
college students. 

’’What is your major?” ”Are 
you in a fratemity/sorority?”, 
”Do you happen to know so-and- 
so?” and so forth. 

Our "getting to know each 
other,” included sharing some 
drinks, dances and laughs. I 
never thought that they'd end up 
forcefully sharing me with each 
other. 

The bar scene quickly grew 
mundane. All three of us left the 
bar and they said they would 
drive me home. Since I could not 
find my ride and their fraternity 
house was in the same vicinity as 
my residence, I accepted. 

We ended up playing pool at 
my house for an hour or so when 
one of them asked me if I had 


ever drank Tequila before. I 
answered no. When the other one 
reacted with such astonishment 
that I hadn't, I suddenly felt like a 
teenager that has never 
experienced something; left out 
and embarrassed. 

It was this embarrassment 
that led me to accept their 
invitation to go back to the 
house and do some shots. We 
drank some outside and then 
moved into one of the fraternity 
rooms. 

One of them then left and the 
other one started to kiss me. I 
acknowledged his kiss with the 
intention of not goinjj anv 
further because I did not' know 

this person. ^ > 

About five minutes later his 
friend was again present in the 
room and the game that they 
forced me to play was not at all 
like our casual game of pool. One 
of them held me down and let the 
other one penetrate, sometimes 
hitting me in various places to 
restrain me. They switched back 
and forth while saying things 
like," You wanted this, bitch, 
didn't you?”, "How can we not be 
every girls’ fanusy?" Sometime 
within the hour I passed out and 
woke up the next morning naked 
in an empty room. I was in shock 
but managed to dress myself and 
slowly walk home with my head 
buried in my chest I proceeded to 
the shower, nursed some wounds 
and then fell asleep again with 
the hope that I would wake later 
and realize this was all a dre^. 

As a result of my situation, I 
have chosen to address two major 
misunderstandings that center 
around rape. First are the 
misconceptions of who rapes, 
where rapes are supposed to take 
place and how the rape victim is 
approached. Most of us are apt to 
believe that a rapist has to be a 
big, hairy man, missing teeth 


and wearing tattered clothine. 
This is not always necessarily 
so. 

No one expects the "guy next 
door" to rape the "girl next 
door," but it happens. Nice guys 
rape and do not be fooled by guys 
in ties. 

We also picture rapes taking 
place in dark alleys or parks with 
fog where some stupid girl in a 
mini-skirt is walking home at 4 
a.m. Those situations do happen, 
but there are a great number of 
cases that happen in broad 
daylight, in public places and 
yes, on campus. Lastly, we are 
told, and most of us believe that 
you have to be attacked or 
approached with a deadly weapon 
to be raped. In my situation, and 
in many others, the rapist can be 
met and talked to on a casual 
level or may be a neighbor or a 
co-worker. 

Ihe second widely accepted 
misunderstanding is the issue of 
male dominance and why it is 
detrimental in preventing rape. 

Male dominance has always 
existed in our society; it is 
difficult to deny that What we do 
not understand is the extent to 
which this dominance has been 
internalized by society. It still 
remains deep within our moral 
structure, legal system and 
culture, occasionally boiling 
turbulently to the surface and 
engulfing yet another naive 
victim. 

What is imperative now is to 
undo this predicament. This is 
easier said than done. Male 
dominance is deeply intertwined 
in our social fabric, and 
untangling it will prove to be 
harder than any of us can 
imagine. 

A lot of compromises will 
have to be made; a lot of comfort 
which is the inevitable result of 


such dominance will have to be 
surrendered. 

One of these comforts that 
males will have to depart with is 
the comfort of treating women as 
sex objects. This is a difficult 
move, for it is basically asking 
the "guy in the locker room" to 
accord due respect to women. 

Rape is one of the by¬ 
products of this accepted 
philosophy. Treating a woman 
as a sexual object strips her of all 
her dignity, pride and self¬ 
esteem. If we continue to be 
blinded by the restrictiveness of 
this accepted misunderstanding 
that, "a man is in charge and the 
woman must comply under any 
circumstances," rape will only 
continue. 

I once read a famous 
sociologist by the name of 
Vance Packard who described our 
present moral atmosphere as a 
"sexual wilderness." When 
someone asked why he did not 
use the term, "sexual 
revolution," he replied that in a 
revolution people at least have 
some goals and know where they 
are going; whereas today, we are 
wandering in a wilderness, not 
knowing where we are going. 

In my opinion, this statement 
reflects the Bradley campus' 
apathy on this issue. This does 
not need to continue to be the 
case. 

After my experience, I did not 
know what my options were. 
There should be some educational 
material on hand and information 
readily available on what to do if 
you have been raped. Women 
should be aware that they have 
resources such as the Center 
Against Sexual Assault here in 
Peoria. Another good agency to 
get involved with is 

WomenStrength. 

As far as legal matters are 


concerned, women should know 
they need to report the rape 
incident right away and not to 
wash or dress wounds because 
this interferes with the weight of 
evidence against the rapist. 
Also, if they have already been 
raped, no matter what time it was 
in the past, they can put a 
statement into the local police 
that is strictly confidential. This 
is for the sole purpose of 
additional recourse if the person 
was ever again accused of rape. 
Here on campus you can put the 
same such report into the Office 
of Residential Life if it was a 
student or faculty member that 
raped you. 

I have chosen to bring 
something "private” out into the 
"public." This University is 
"private" but we are part of the 
"public" and need to address this 
issue accordingly. We cannot 
afford to ignore what goes on 
behind closed doors just because 
no one wants to talk about it. 
Men need to make a decision on 
whether they will succumb to 
disrespectful thinking toward 
women or turn the other way. 
Women who have not been raped 
need to take precautions. One out 
of 10 women will be raped in a 
lifetime. 

Realize that you can educate 
yourself and be aware of 
potential situations and steer 
clear of them. 

Lastly, women who have been 
raped, you have to make a 
difficult choice because it means 
exposing yourself again. There 
is help out there if you choose to 
accept it. You cannot forget the 
things that might have gone on 
behind your closed doors, even if 
you lock the doors, but you can 
find the key and heal the wounds 
both physical and emotional.

Bartlette overcomes handicap

A man whose whole 
childhood was filled with 
rejection came to Bradley to let 
several hundred freshmen know 
that they'll never walk alone. 

Don Bartlette, Ph.D., spoke 
of his life as a handicapped, 
poor, abused Indian with an 
alcoholic father to the group of 
students taking "The University 
Experience," a one hour class 
open only to first semester 
Bradley students. 

Listening intently to 
Bartlette's message, the 
freshmen and other audience < 
members at the Heldhouse on 
Monday night heard how 
Bartlette's father rejected him 
when Bartlette was bom in 1939, 
with his nose on the left side of 
his face, no upper lip and a hole 
in the top of his mouth. 

Bartlette said that his mother 
kept him although the doctor 
told her, "Send him away." 
Bartlette said that fear, prejudice 
and ignorance caused the village 
people in his North Dakota 


community to send him to 
another village. 

Bartlette was brought back to 
his parents. He said that his 
father did not want him in the 
community, so for nine years 
Bartlette's only friends were the 
rats at the dumping ground. 
Bartlette said he went to the 
dumping ground to find food 
because of "a pain that pulled in 
and made my stomach hurt, a 
pain now called malnutrition." 

Because of his handicap, 
Bartlette could not talk. But his 
mother sent him into the village 
for school where the children 
laughed at him, beat him up, and 
even spit on him. Because he 
could not talk one teacher puf 
him in a janitor's closet and 
another called him mentally 
retarded. 

"I wanted to talk. I wanted to 
be wanted. I wanted to learn. I 
wanted somebody to accept me," 
Bartlette said. But nobody helped 
the child whose father was 
drinking heavily and abusing 
both Bartlette and his mother. 

Bartlette said one night his 
parents had to bring him home 


from jail. His father made him 
take off all of his clothes, held 
Bartlette by his hair, and said, 
"They call him a freak. He'll 
never humiliate me again," as he 
hit him over and over with a belt. 
That night, when his father was 
sleeping, Bartlette said that he 
almost shot his father but his 
mother stopped him. 

One day a prominent, 
wealthy, white woman came into 
the 12-year-old's life and turned 
his world around, "...with her 
hand on my shoulder, 
encouraging me, believing in 
me, loving me, helping me, 
watching me...," Bartlette said 
that the woman taught him how 
to hold a fork, chew food, bathe, 
and talk. "She walked into my 
life. She took my hand," he said. 

A turning point in his life, 
after receiving help from "the 
white woman," was when he 
returned to his log cabin late one 
night and his mother had a bowl 
of macaroni waiting for him. He 
said he picked up his fork, took 
some macaroni and was able to

Olson wakes up Peoria with morning radio 

KZ-93 disc jockey follows "Letterman philosophy"

"Good Morning Peoria!” is 
shouted over the air of KZ-93 at 
5:30 a.m. 

'Cordless Phone Olympics'

Dr. Paul Sawyer, professor of 
English emeritus, laughs as he 
tells the Bradley students taking 
Words, Words.

"steatopygic" (excessive 
accumulation of fat on the 
buttocks). 

Although Sawyer is amused 
by certain words, he also said, 
"Words are the best medium to 
communicate."

Sawyer said about his radio 
shows, some of which are about 
the sources of names, 
oxymorons and names of stales.

Sawyer, who holds master's 
degrees in journalism and 
English and a doctorate in 
English, spoke about the words

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Holocaust survivors visit Bradley

Two survivors of Polish 
concentration camps visited 
Bradley's theater department on 
Tuesday to talk to the cast and 
production crew of the upcoming 
production "A Shayna Maidel." 

Dr. Jeffrey Huberman, director 
of the play, said Joe and Dora 
Kleiner were asked to speak to 
the students so the actors can 
"stage the play with the 


legitimacy it deserves." 

"A Shayna Maidel," which 
takes place in 1946, is about a 
girl named Lucia. She comes to 
America and finds her sister, one 
of the two other members of her 
family to survive the Holocaust 
The sisters were separated as 
young children. 

Although the Kleiners spoke 
about their Holocaust 
experiences, their main purpose 
was to teach the actors about 
Yiddish culture and accents. 

Joe Kleiner told the cast how 
he escaped on a train after he 
witnessed the capture of 2,000 
Jews. He was captured later but 


would not talk to the actors about 
the years he spent in Auschwitz. 
Kleiner did talk about his 
adjustment after his release and 
said he found his own 
brother 25 years after the war. 

Huberman said no one in the 
cast is Jewish. Rabbi Michael 
Arsers from Temple Anshai 
Emeth and several Holocaust 
survivors came to Bradley to 
teach the actors about Jewish life 
during and after the Holocaust. 

The cast and crew said the 
play is not about the Holocaust 
and is not just meant for Jewish 
people. Huberman said "A 
Shayna Maidel" is about a sinele 


family trying to reestablish 
themselves after a tragedy. 

Huberman said listening to 
the Kleiners and Dan Garber, 
another Holocaust survivor who 
talked to the cast, "fills you with 
the most complex emotions 
imaginable." 

Listening to actual survivors 
brings th^ tragedy to life in a 
way that facts and figures can't, 
Huberman said. 

”A Shayna Maidel" opens on 
Oct. 12 at the Hartmann Center. 
The play will run on Oct. 12 - 
Oct. 14 and from Oct. 18 - Oct. 
21 .

Gerald Smith, a 1975 Bradley 
graduate, is presently a computer 
science professor at BU. He is 
also a strong believer in the pro¬ 
life movement who has done a 
lot to promote his views on 
campus, in Peoria and across the 
country. 

Smith said he has always felt 
abortion was wrong from a 
religious stance. "Every human 
being is created in the image of 
God," he said. From this 
standpoint, every individual is 
"unique and unrepeatable." 
Therefore, abortion is the 
snuffing out of a distinct 
individual, which is morally 
wrong. 

Smith's active participation 
in the pro-life movement began 
in 1984. During a prayer meeting 
at Bradley, someone suggested 
the people take their prayers 
directly to die abortion clinics. 
Since that time. Smith has been 
involved in over 300 protests at 
abortion clinics. He has 
participated in many 
demonstrations, some of which 
he has helped organize. 

Another program Gerald 
Smith has participated in is 
Operation Rescue. This group, 
led by Pastor Randall Terry, 
began about two years ago in 
Peoria. The goal of this 
organization is to communicate 
its views through peaceful 
demonstrations in front of 
abortion clinics. All participants

remarked, 'Well, the fans are 
literally packed in like sardines, 
aren't they?'

sign a code of conduct, which 
calls for non-violent activity and 
a policy of non-harassment.

He 
has spent one week and seven 
weekends in jail. Even this 
hasn't dampened his enthusiasm 
for his cause. He said he found 
his time in jail "spiritually 
refreshing," and said he believes 
he helped some inmates to 
affirm Aeir own value.

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Flag burning ends in arrest

Matt Hale, Bradley student 
and leader of the American White 
Supremacist Party, was arrested 
along with another party member 
for burning an Israeli flag Simday 
in Pekin. 

Hale, a sophomore political 
science/music major of 217 
Randolph Ave. and Steven 
Thornhill, 17, of 3410 E. 
Washington Rd., both of E. 
Peoria were released on $50 bond 
after being charged with 
violating a Pekin city ordinance 
prohibiting public burnings. 

The burning was to protest 
American support of Israel and to 
show the group's concern about 
the Middle East situation. 


"We'd like our government to 
wise up a little bit," Hale said in 
Peoria before going to Pekin. 

Prior to the arrest in Pekin, 
Hale and six other supporters 
held a 45-minute rally in the 
afternoon at the comer of Main 
and Glenwood, across from Baker 
Hall, where they had originally 
planned to bum the flag. 

They chose not to bum the 
flag when Peoria patrolman Brett 
Bann reminded them of a Peoria 
city ordinance banning public 
burnings, punishable with a 
$500 fme. 

The group held signs during 
the rally reading "Stop aid to 
Israel" and shouted "White 
Power" at passing cars. The 
group also waved an Aiherican 
flag and a "Folkish" flag; the 
AWSP’s own flag. 


"We don't want to see white 
people shed blood for Israel," 
Hale said. "We're making a sign 
that there are white people who 
will stand up to Jews." 

The rally caught the attention 
of approximately 20 Bradley 
students, none of whom showed 
any support for the group. 

"We'd like them off our front 
yard," Beth Hakes, senior 
advertising major, said. 

"If these people claim to 
represent the white race, then I 
think I want to change colors," 
Brad Butler, junior finance 
major, said. 

Hale and Thornhill are set to 
appear Oct. 18 in Tazewell 
County Circuit Court. If 
convicted they could be charge 
with a fine of at least $40. 


Room computers aid students

This fall Bradley University's 
Residence Halls of the Future 
program is entering its fifth 
year.

As technology changes, some 
aspects of the RHOF project are 
changing as well. One 
significant change this year has 


been the implementation of a 
local area network and At&T 
6386SX/EL WGS computers in 
Harper Hall and the Mini-Dorm. 
"The decision to got to a 
networked environment was 
made, in part, to provide 
increased versatility and 
enhanced features to students in 
the project," Sandy Helms, 
Residence Halls of the Future 
Coordinator, said. 

The new computers are 
equipped with VGA color 
monitors and a high density 3.5" 
floppy drive.

Condom man covers BU

To most people, Sean O’Grady 
is just another Bradley student. 
Many people are here at BU on 
academic scholarships, many are 
very involved in activities, and 
many travelled a long way to 
attend BU. What makes people 
remember O'Grady’s name is the 
title he has been given by the 
Peoria Journal Star and WWCT 
radio, station. Sean O'Grady is 
"The Condom Man." 

O'Grady is a senior from New 
York. Among other things, he is 
a member of Sigma Nu fraternity, 
works at the Interfratemity 
Coimcil Office, was in charge of 
fraternity rush this year, and is a 
Student Aide. He is majoring in 
Public Relations, with a minor in 
Health. 

O'Grady's story got 
interesting last spring when he 
took Nursing 376, Advanced 
Concepts in Health. A 


requirement for the class was that 
students interview someone who 
worked at a health facility in the 
community. O'Grady chose to go 
to the Planned Parenthood 
Center, where he talked to Brenda 
Quatanani. 

Quatanani told O’Grady of her 
disappointment with Bradley 
University’s lack of response 
regarding pregnancy and disease 
prevention. They agreed that 
college students, "never realize 
that they're gambling every time 
they have sex without 
protection," O’Grady said. When 
he found out that the Illinois 
Health Department had given her 
150,000 condoms to distribute, 
he decided to make sure some of 
them got to Bradley students. 
O’Grady said he believes that if a 
condom, "keeps one person from 
getting AIDS or any other 
disease, it will be worth it." 
Quatanani gave him 16,000 
condoms to give out. 

This presented O’Grady with 
quite a challenge. Exactly how 


was he supposed to get rid of 
16,000 condoms? He gave 1.000 
to the Nursing Department, and 
passed out 3,000 during Greek 
Week. O’Grady hopes to hand out 
most of the remaining 12,000 
during a Sexuality and AIDS 
Awareness program which is in 
the works for October. 


Bradley decided last year not 
to distribute condoms because of 
the nearby businesses that sell 
them. This policy upsets O’Grady 
because, moral issues aside, 
condoms are, "the only 
recognized prevention for AIDS 
as well as other diseases, besides 
abstinence." He said he believes 
that the more accessible 
condoms are, the more likely 
students wiU be to use them, and 
thus save themselves from a lot 
of potential trouble. 

Any group or organization 
interested in distributing 
condoms may contact O’Grady at 
the IFC office. 


BU student arrested

The Interfraternity Council 
voted 7-4 to keep little sisters on 
Bradley’s campus Sunday. 

The vote was scheduled for the 
week before, but it tied 8-8 and 
Dave Mainella, IFC president, 
tabled the motion until the next 
meeting. ’’When the vote tied, I 
tabled the motion because I 
wanted the chance to get 
additional information and make 
sure if I did have to vote, I was 
making the correct decision,” he 
said. 

Mainella said he thought the 
only reason some fraternities 
voted for little sisters was 
because of the banning of kegs 
from fraternity parties. ’’This 
way, the fraternities aren’t losing 
everything at once,” he said. 
The little sisters are a good way 


for many fraternities to get 
people to come to their parties. 
Little sisters always come to the 
parties, and they will often bring 
their friends along, he said. ”It’s 
good PR for the frats.” 

Mainella said the little sisters 
will probably die out on 
Bradley’s campus as soon as the 
fraternities become adjusted to 
the new BYOB policy. 

Four fraternities changed their 
vote; Delta Upsilon, Pi Kappa 
Alpha and Sigma Phi Epsilon 
voted for little sisters and Phi 
Gamma Delta voted against 
them. 

Neil Ninmann, president of 
Pike, said he changed his vote 
after talking to Mainella. ”At 
first, I figured if we don’t have 
them, why should everyone else 


have them too,” he said. After 
talking to Mainella, he realized 
many other fraternities would 
suffer because of the banning of 
kegs. 

Ninmann said little sisters 
don’t affect the Pikes because 
they no longer have them, but he 
decided to leave their fate up to 
the other fraternities. He said he 
thinks the little sister program 

will be abolished eventually but 
it would be better to do it 
gradually at a time when there is 
less opposition to the idea. 

Norm Sidler, president of 
Delta Upsilon, said he thought 
the IFC should not make the 
policy on little sisters. He said 
each individual fraternity should 
be able to decide their own 
policy.

chew, his father became 
interested in him and Bartlette 
then tried to talk to him. He was 
only able to make a sound, but 
that moment made his father 
decide to support him. 

With the white woman’s help 
and his father and the community 
rallying behind him, Bartlette 
was sent away to a hospital 
where doctors were able to 
perform reconstructive surgery, 
making Bartlette appear nearly 
’’normal.” He also received six 
years of formal speech therapy, 
he said. 

Bartlette then went on to 
graduate as valedictorian of his 
high school class. He received 
his bachelor and master degrees 
in social work and his doctorate 
in education. 

But Bartlette’s life turned 
around as his past caught up with 
him. At college Bartlette became 


an alcoholic l^e lus father. ”As I 
tried to nm from the memories of 
my childhood, from the hurt, 
from the hate, from the 
alcoholism, from the poverty, 
from the child abuse; I continu^ 
drinking through the 
university,” he said. 

He married and had children. 
Like his father, Bartlette abused 
his wife and children. One day 
his wife made Bartlette talk about 
his past, until then something he 
never told her about, and that is 
when his healing process began, 
he said. 

With the help of his wife and 
God, ”I learned how to forgive all 
of the people who hurt me,” 
Bartlette said. He was able to 
forgive and love his father for 
nine years until his death. 

He and his wife, who live in 
Canton, Ohio, have eight 
children. ”We*re a healthy 
family,” Bartlette said.

Tickets for the 1990-1991 
Bradley Braves Basketball 
season go on sale early in 
November. 

Groups of students in any 
numbers can apply for blocks of 
season tickets in the lower bowl 
of Carver Arena by filling out an 
application for the season ticket 
lottery that will occur Nov. 1. 
Applications for the season* 
ticket lottery are available Oct. 
15 and should be returned to the 
Robertson Memorial Fieldhouse 
ticket office by Oct. 30. A 
representative from each block 
should attend an informational 
meeting about the season ticket 
lottery on Oct. 24. 

Students do not have to 
participate in the lottery to 
receive season tickets. 
Remaining lower bowl tickets 
can be purchased as student 
season tickets through Nov. 9. 

This years seasoii ticket 
package costs $30 for 10 home 
games. Games included in the 
package are: Lithuania - Nov. 18, 
Chicago State University - Dec. 
4, University of Missouri, 
Columbia - Dec. 12, Wichita 
State University - Jan. 26, 
Southwest Missouri State 
University - Jan. 31, Drake 
University - Feb. 4, DePaul 
University - Feb. 9, Illinois 
State University - Feb. 21, and 
Tulsa University - Feb. 23. 

Season ticket packages can be 
picked up at the Robertson 
Memorial Fieldhouse ticket 
office starting Nov. 12. 

All upper bowl and any 
remaining lower bowl tickets can 
be purchased as individual 
student tickets for any home 
game. Individual student tickets 
can be purchased only at the 
Robertson Memorial Fieldhouse 


ticket office before 5 pjn. on the 
day of the basketball game. 
Tickets for games occurring on 
the weekend must be purchased at 
the ticket office before 5 p.m. on 
the Friday before the game. 
Student tickets can not be 
purchased at Carver Arena. 
Individual upper bowl student 
tickets cost $1 while individual 
lower bowl student tickets cost 
$4. Individual tickets go on sale 
Nov.12. 


The amount and location of 
student seating is the same as 
last year. "We (the student 
senate) can't really go to the 
administration (and request more 
tickets and better seating 
locations) until we start selling 
the tickets that we have," Kara 
Kizior, Student Senate vice- 
president, said. 

Only 225 student season 
ticket packages were sold last 
year. Though this number was an 
increase from the year before.

Soccer team ends losing streak with win

The Bradley soccer team ended 
it losing streak of five games 
Wednesday as it defeated Loyola 
of Chicago 4-3. 

The Braves' second win of the 
season followed a 9-0 loss to the 
University of Wisconsin- 
Milwaukee. 

The Braves struggled against 
Milwaukee, a top 20 caliber 
team, as it gave up six goals in 
the second half. The Braves 
played played well in the first 
half, but fell apart in the second. 

"They were just incredible. 
They took us out of o\ir game, as 
they dominated every inch of the 
field," forward David Bushey said 
of Milwaukee's shelling of the 
Braves. 

The Braves showed no signs 
of shellshock against Loyola, as 
they scored in the opening 
minutes of the game. Bushey 
started the scoring parade as he 
kicked a goal after Scott Siegel's 
indirect kick was deflected by^ 
Loyola's keeper. 

"That goal boosted our 


intensity and pushed us to score 
more goals," midfielder Steve 
Brobst said. 

That is exactly what happened 
as Mike Hobin and Brobst each 
added a goal in the first half. 
Hobin's strike was assisted by 
Greg Cors, who had been moved 
to midfield for the game. Hobin 
trapped Cor's pass in front of the 
penalty box, danced past the 
charging keeper and kicked the 
ball into an empty net. 

Brobst's score was aided by 
forward Pat Dutton, who passed 
the ball in front of the goal to 
the wide open Brobst. Brobst 
then kicked the ball while it was 
still in the air past the goalie in 
the 43rd minute of the game. 

The Braves outplayed and 
outhustled Loyola in the first 
half as it outshot the Ramblers 
12-5 and led 3-1 at the half. 

"We played with a great deal 
more intensity and were more 
aggressive offensively," Head 
Coach Jerry Crabtree said. 

The second half was a 


different story as the Braves 
lagged a bit "We came out slow 
and flat. They came out on fire 
looking tb score, and we just 
watch^ thfem," Bushey said. 

Loyola scored early in the 
second half to narrow the score 
to 3-2. The Braves countered at 
the 72 minute mark when Scott 
Siegel scored his second goal of 
the season. The Braves then shut 
down the Ramblers and only 
gave up one more goal in the 
remainder of the half. The Braves 
now stand 2-6 overall and 1-3 at 
home. 

It was was a tough game. We 
could have given in, but we 
didn't.

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Safe sex debated at BU 

_Condom machines possible

The Student Senate voted on 
Monday, Sept. 24 to make a 
recommendation to promote safe 
sex on Bradley’s campus. 

The Senate requested the 
installation of condom machines 
in the residence halls and Student 
Center bathrooms, and 
informational programs and 
literature about safe sex. It also 
wants the Health Center to 
distribute contraceptives on 
request. The Student Senate says 
it has offered the 
recommendation in response to 
the rising epidemic of AIDS, 
sexually transmitted diseases, 
and unplanned pregnancies. 

Dr. Alan Gaisky, associate 
provost for student affairs, said 
the Student Senate 
recommendation will carry a lot 
of weight when going through 
the channels for approval. He 
firmly believes that ’’safe sex" is 
a real student issue and needs to 
be addressed. He said that the 
primary concern of University 
officials will be whether or not 
this is something a University 
should do. 

Proposals to distribute 


condoms have been rejected over 
the past two years by the Health 
and Wellness Advisory 
committee, because it did not feel 
it was the role of the University 
to do so. Ray Zarvell, director of 
the Center for Educational 
Development, said the 
committee, which is made up of 
six students, turned down the 
resolutions primarily because 
they did not feel the University 
should be so involved in the 
private lives of its students. 

Other reasons the proposal 
was rejected include the easy 
access to contraceptives at local 
stores, parental complaints, and 
the lack of sex education. Zarvell 
said the committee's 

decisions were in no way affected 
by the Health Center's affiliation 
with St. Francis or the old- 
fashioned idea that easily 
accessible contraceptives would 
promote promiscuity. 

The Health and Wellness 
Advisory Committee will be 
meeting on Oct. 10 to reconsider 
the issue of condom distribution. 
Zarvell said the committee's 
decision may have a lot of 
impact on what happens to the

recommendation. In any case, 
the Student Senate 
recommendation will have to be 
reviewed by several people, 
including the Board of Trustees 
and the President, before it can 
be approved. 

Zarvell said if the 
recommendation is carried out, 
the Center for Wellness and 
Counseling will most definitely 
provide programs for general 
information about safe sex. 
These will include more 
information about AIDS and 
sexually transmitted diseases. 
The Center will also include 
awareness programs in their 
"Wellness Celebration." 

Zarvell said programs in "safe 
sex", AIDS and STD prevention 
are a necessary supplement to the 
installation of condom 
machines. He said the 
educational aspects will provide 
safer sex through growing 
awareness, while condoms only 
provide safe sex. E>r. Gaisky said 
it is naive to think students will 
abstain from sexual activity, and 
they should be more aware of 
their options.

Permits to park debated

The Uplands Residential 
Association, which contains 
Glenwood, Elmwood, and 
Maplewood streets, is 
considering a plan that would 
make parking permits mandatory 
to park on those streets during 
certain hours of the day. 

A petition is being circulated 
to residents to te^t their reaction 
to the plan, Michael Savoie, 
president of URA, said. 

Savoie said at some times of 
the day, those three streets have 
been restricted to almost one¬ 
way only traffic. 'We have a lot 
of people who flat out don't care 
where they park, blocking fire 
hydrants, dleys, and getting too 
close to street comers," he said. 

Savoie said the problem has 
gotten so bad at times residents 
will drive their children to 
school in the morning, only to 
have to park two or three blocks 
away when they return home. 

Most of the problem is caused 
by Bradley student and faculty 
parking on the streets, Savoie 
said. The parts of Glenwood, 


Elmwood, and Maplewood 
closest to Bradley are the parts 
most severely congested, he 
said. 

Residents would be limited to 
parking between 10 p.m. and 10 
a.m., and residents would only 
have an allotted number of 
spaces in front of their home. It 
has yet to be detemiihed how the 
policy will be enforced. 

Students living in off-campus 
housing with more than the 
allotted number of cars among 
the residents should have no 
problems, as zoning laws require 
there be as many parking spaces 
behind the house as there are 
cars, Savoie said. He added there 
are some zoning violations 
among student residences which 
might cause problems. 

Savoie said he hopes the 
organization will be able to pick 
up the cost for the plan so 
residents will not be 
inconvenienced. "We're trying to 
accommodate as much as we 
can," he said. 

The association is not 
considering any plans to ban

A week of awareness at BU

For the first time since its 
implementation six years ago, 
Bradley will be participating in 
National Collegiate Alcohol 
Awareness Week on a large scale. 
Activities on Bradley's campus 
will coincide with similar student 
efforts nationwide during 
NCAAW, Oct. 14 - 20. The 
events planned for NCAAW are 
intended for the whole campus. 

Organizing NCAAW on 
campus is one way the 
Interfratemity Council and other 
campus organizations are trying 
to help students adjust to 
Bradley’s new alcohol policies, 
David Mainella, president of 
IFC, said. These student events 
during NCAAW stress education 
and the individual's ultimate 
responsibility in making well- 
informed, responsible decisions. 

Mainella said IFC wanted to 
become involved in NCAAW to 
make students aware of alcohol 
misuse. "Students are realizing 
they don't need alcohol to have 
fun. This goes a step further 
because it doesn't just give you 


the reason why, but it shows you 
how to have fun without 
alcohol," Mainella said. 

Ed King, executive director of 
housing, residential life, student 
judicial systems, and advisor to 
IFC, said University students and 
administrators are starting to 
confront individuals who misuse 
alcohol. King has received seven 
alcohol "misuse" referrals this 
year. He said students and 
administrators have been lax in 
the past about confronting 
misusers. 

George Armstrong, substance 
abuse counselor and faculty 
member, said he has been pleased 
in the past with referrals from the 
dorms although he has not 
received a referral from a sorority 
or fraternity. 

"Certainly we have a 
(alcohol) problem here but it is 
not a crisis," King said. He said 
he is amazed at the new policy’s 
effectiveness. "Students are 
drinking but they're being more 
controlled about it," he said. 

With BYOB, organizations 
on campus have to learn to work 
together in order to have quality 
programming, Mainella said. "Of 


all the schools that have 
switched over to BYOB, I believe 
that we've handled it the best. 
We're doing the right things to 
make it work," Mainella said. 

Providing an alternative 
beverage at parties is a new 
University rule, Armstrong said. 
Pepsi will be implemented as the 
alternative beverage at Bradley 
during NCAAW. 

Armstrong said other 
activities planned by various 
organizations will be announced 
through posters and campus 
radio. 

Mainella said the Association 
of Residence Halls and Student 
Senate are helping IFC organize 
their activities for the week. 
"Between our three 
organizations, I really think we 
can reach a good amount of 
students for the first time," 
Mainella said. 

Mainella is positive that 
students will practice alcohol 
awareness after NCAAW is over. 
"Alcohol Awareness Week is 
starting a year round emphasis 
on alcohol education and

Campustown is on the rise

Campustown, the 
University-oriented mall east of 
Bradley is beginning to 
evidence itself but is still 
behind the most recent work 
schedule. 

The construction of the 
foundation, which resulted in 
the destruction of several 
homes and businesses, has 
been completed. The Joseph 
Co., Campustown's developer, 
has been running behind 
schedule since the beginning of 
planning. 

The flrst store scheduled to 
open, on Feb. 1, will be 
Thompson's Food Basket, Gary 
Mathews, vice president and 
general manager of commercial 
division at the Joseph Co., 
said. 

Thompson's will be housed 
in the main building, which is 
set to be completed by Nov. 
25. This is the first phase of 
the construction work, which 
is split into two phases. The 
second phase is scheduled to be 
completed May 31. 

Blockbuster Video and 
Super X drugstore will also be 
housed in the main building. 

Other Campustown stores 
will include Radio Shack, a 
Bradley bookstore, a yogurt 
store, card and gift shops, a 
mailing/UPS center and a hair 
salon. There are also several 
stores that have not yet been 
announced. 

"We're excited to see the 
project moving along and 
seeing buildings 'being 


formed," Gary Anna, vice 
president of business affairs at 
Bradley, said. 

The Campustown project was 
originated to revitalize the 
commercial area at Main and 
UnivCTsity and coordinate with 
Bradley to enhance the campus 
entrance. , 

Bradley has planned to 
design and build an enhanced 
University entrance across from 
the main entrance of the 
shopping center, Anna said. He 
also said there will be a 
"Bradley University" sign near 
the Student Apartment 
Complex. 

Delays have also plagued 
the S-curve project, which is 
adjacent to Campustown. Bad 
weather and problems in 
removing and adjusting utility 
lines have been a problem, 
Mike Fehr, project manager for 
PJ. Hoerr Inc., the contractor 
for the S-curve, said. 

Anna said the University 
has experienced little difficulty 
because off the construction. 
The deadline for the S-curve 
project is Nov. 18. This 
deadline only requires that the 
surface be completed. P.J. 
Hoerr Inc. has requested an 
extension for that deadline. 


There have been several 
reasons behind the delays of 
Campustown. Difficulty in the 
acquisition of properties, bad 
weather and late delivery of 
materials have forced back the 
deadline for the completion of 
the $6.2 million project.

Crane criticizes government policy

The College Republicans 
brought U.S. Representative Phil 
Crane, a former Bradley 
professor, to Bradley on Sept. 29 
to speak on the budget problems 
in Washington and to help 
motivate Bradley students to get 
involved in politics. 

Crane said he is appalled at 
the legacy of a trillion dollar 
deBcit the government is leaving 
the leaders of the future. He said 
college students have the power 
to do something now about the 
deficit they will eventually 
inherit and they should take the 
the opportunity to vote to 


change governmental spending 
habits. 

He stressed the importance of 
groups such as the College 
Republicans. He said the College 
Republicans could do a great deal 
to motivate people to vote, 
including setting a positive 
example for their peer group and 
by going door to door and 
"pricking the conscience of 
apathetic adults," who don’t 
think their vote is important. 

Crane said only 18 percent of 
the electorate votes. If the rest of 
the people would vote, the 
government would be solidly 
Republican since the majority of 
Americans are conservatives, he 
said. 


The Democrats were 
responsible for the rising deficit. 
Crane said. Since the House of 
Representatives controls all 
government spending and the 
House is run by Democrats, the 
Democrats can control the 
internal and external affairs of 
this country, he said. 

The House went into a special 
session at 1 p.m. on Simday to 
create a budget for the fiscal year. 
Crane said the reason the budget 
hadn't been finished in June, 
when it was supposed to be done, 
was because of the "forked 
tongue hypocrites" called 
Democrats.

The Center for Wellness and 
Counseling, combined with help 
of student aides and a Student 
Task Force, promoted the 
Wellness Celebration from 2-8 
p.m. on Wednesday, Oct. 3 in the 
Student Center Ballroom.

classrooms." He said "student 
radicals never left the 
classroom," now they are the 
professors and administrators. 
"Students of the '80s are the same 
as students of the '60s; they are 
going into professorships," 
Almasi said. 

Almasi gave examples of 
some Marxist professors only 
teaching one point of view and 
expressing their biased beliefs. 
Almasi said he has no contempt 
for Marxist professors as long as 
they are fair. 


Concerning conservative 
professors, no complaints have 
surfaced yet, he said. The 
National Association for 
Scholars is working to "give the 
conservative professors more of 
a basis in the community," 
Almasi said. 

Almasi spoke on the two 
most recent problems on campus 
— "racism and speech codes on 
campus." All of the racism 
problems have been there; it is 
now that people are instituting 
programs, Almasi said. Severe 


speech codes have been 
instituted on some campuses. 
These codes limit what one can 
say to the extent of 
"misappropriated directed 
laughter," Almasi said. 

Almasi also touched on black 
vs. white supremacy, gay and 
lesbian groups, and the 
controversy over the Bradley 
mascot. When students become 
more involved and more 
accountable, profitable solutions 
can be established, Almasi said.

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Psychic opens 'book of life' to students

Greta Alexander is blessed 
with special abilities that 
intensify her normal senses 
Alexander, a para¬ 
psychologist from Delevan, Ill., 
spoke Wednesday at the Student 
Center Marty Theater about the 
stages of life and palm analysis. 
She has been a consultant and 
lecturer for over 20 years, and 
has used her abilities for 
everything from locating 
missing people to solving arson 
investigations. 

She has also successfully 
helped over 500 police 
departments and investigative 
agencies all over the nation. 

Alexander truly believes in 
the book of life. This book tells 
one "to understand how and why 
we have come to learn lessons 
and how to understand them since 
we all have to learn the lessons 
of life," she said. 

"It’s the most exciting thing I 
have ever done, along with it 
being the most beautiful 
experience of my life," 
Alexander said about looking at 
her book of life. 

She has faith that anything a 
mind can conceive, a body can 
achieve — and that every action 
has a reaction, she said. 

Para-psychology deals with 
the things that people cannot 
touch, hold, sense, feel or put 
their arms around, Alexander 
said. It consists of the 
subconscious — where a person’s 
mind knows only what he wants 
it to know — and the conscious 
mind that knows everything, she 
said. 

Alexander's para-normal 
career began when she was struck 
by lightning while pregnant 
with her fifth child. After she 
gave birth to her daughter, she 
started reading hands. Her life 
has flourished ever since, she 
said. 

Alexander said she has never 
read a book on palm reading, but 
her talents have come to her 
naturally. Her grandson is 
following in her footsteps, she 
said.

medical illnesses with 87 percent 
accuracy, she said. 

And although a palm print 
takes 27 hours to complete, palm 
analysis will soon save 
thousands of dollars and will 
save many surgeries, Alexander 
said. 

She works with Dr. Leon 
Curry of Metter, Ga., in research 
projects linking hand analysis 
and palmistry with preventative 
medicine. The two are working 
on a book with professors from 
the University of North Carolina 
and will be presenting the book 
for the first time in April at the 
University School of Medicine 
in Moscow. 

During discussion on palm 
analysis, Alexander told the 
audience the hand one writes with 
is the hand one lives in. 

Furthermore, if one clasps his 
hands and sees his left thumb on 
top, it means that person listens 
to his guiding force and 
innermost self, Alexander said. 
A right thumb on top means that 
person considers everything a 
bunch of baloney, and believes 
only what is based on fact or 
reason, she said. 

Alexander also said a firm 
handshake indicates a person 
who wants to get things rolling 
and get out in the world. 
Meanwhile, a soft handshake 
indicates a good worker, she 
said. And individuals who keep 
shaking hands and are reluctant 
to let go are saying that they 
need to be around people, she 
said. 

Kathy Carlson, a sophomore 
who attended Wednesday's 
lecture, said Alexander’s name 
alone makes her think of the 
words "sincere", "loving" and 
"all-knowing." 

"She gave us advice that can 
apply to all of our lives to help 
us become the very best we can 
be," Carlson said. "It is people 
like her that make me realize I 
have more importance in the 
world and should be thankful for 
all of those who have come into 
my life.

"Last year when I worked on 
Hedda Gabler, it was so 
refreshing working with students 
and the way they approached it," 
Sumption said. Students don't 
have the same jaded notions of 
the theater business she has seen 
from professionals she has 
worked with, she said. 

Working with students is also 
part of getting back to her basic 
reasons for working in theater. 


Sumption said. 

"I'm at a point in my career 
where I want to get back to the 
basic principles and look at why 
I do this," she said. 

"It's something I felt I wanted 
to do partly because professional 
theater is in a state of flux right 
now," Sumption said, referring 
to economic pressure and public

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Freshman entrepreneur: 'Eat cheese or die!'

Matt Montgomery loves 
cheese. "Cheese”, as 
Montgomery is often called, has 
been helping make 16,000 
pounds of cheese nearly every 
day for the past six years. 


When the Bradley freshman 
came to school this fall he wasn’t 
ready to break away from his 
family’s cheese business, so he 
decided to market it at Bradley. 
"I’m doing it for the experience 
and also for my family's 
benefit," Montgomery, a 
business major, said. 


cheese, although he is not 
allowed to solicit it on campus. 

Within three weeks 
Montgomery has sold 130 
pounds of cheese at Bradley. He 
started by selling it to his 
friends, but now Montgomery 
said that the word has spread and 
he’s receiving phone calls for the 
cheese. 

Montgomery said students are 
buying the cheese because,"It's a 
great snack. It's better than 
eating cookies and stuff all the 
time." They might be buying it, 
not only because it’s "an 
excellent source of protein, as 
well as calcium, " but also 
because of the taste. 


Montgomery’s grandfather, a 
second generation Danish 
cheesemaker, started the Arthur 
Cheese Company in 1971 when 
he bought and renovated an old 
cheese factory in Arthur, ,111. 
Montgomery worked for his 
family, packaging and 
manufacturing the cheese, full¬ 
time during the summers and for 
about 15 hours a week during the 
school years. 


In 1987 the Arthur Cheese 
Company won . 1st place for the 
Grand Champion Swiss Cheese at 
the U.S. Cheesemakers 
competition in Green Bay, Wis. 
Montgomery said that their 
Colby cheese was rated third best 
in the world in 1987. 


"I thought that there might be 
a market for it (cheese) on the 
campus. I thought I’d try and sell 
it," Montgomery said as he 
described how he started his 
"business" at Bradley. He went to 
the Student Activities Office and 
received permission to sell his 


Montgomery said he was 
watching Family Feud a couple of 
months ago and he learned one of 
the five most numerous items in 
college refrigerators is cheese. 

If anyone looked into Kevin 
Ray’s fridge, they'd believe the 
Family Feud statement. Ray, a 
junior computer science major, 
has already bought 10 pounds of 
cheese from Montgomery. 

"Not too many students are as 
smart as he (Montgomery) is. It’s 
convenient to students and it's 


great that he's helping out his 
family," Ray said. He said he was 
in Montgomery’s room and saw a 
brochure about the cheese, so he 
ordered some. "The price is 
comparable or better to what you 
get in the store and he offers a 
better variety," Ray said. 

Montgomery said he’s selling 
the cheese for about 20 to 30 
percent cheaper than it is sold in 
the grocery stores. He is selling 
it at an average of $3 a pound. 
"What I’m doing now isn't 
making much money. It’s not 
really past spending money," 
Montgomery said. 

He said he orders the cheese 
from his family, goes home to 
get it so he doesn’t have to pay 
for shipping and resells it. "It's 
kind of nice to promote the 
family's products, " Montgomery 
said. 

For now Montgomery is 
content at selling the 20 types of 
cheese at Bradley, but in a couple 
of years he plans to branch out 
into Peoria. "I want a few 
business classes under my belt 
before I go into Peoria, 
Montgomery explained why he 
is waiting. He said Kroger 
already sells the cheese and he 
will target businesses like delis 
and grocery stores when he 
branches off campus. 

Montgomery isn’t sure if hell 
stay in the family business after 
he graduates but for now, as a 
bumper sticker in his room reads, 
he’ll "Eat Cheese or Die!"

The new Rq)lacements release 
All Shook Down has its feet 
firmly planted in the past as well 
as the future. 

This raw album uses a bluesy 
acoustic sound rather than the 
punk anger of earlier 
Replacements records. The 
subject matter and power of the 
songs remain the same. Chief 
songwriter- Paul Westerburg has 
drawn from multiple influences 
to create a masterful work of rock 
and roll. 


On previous Replacements 
albums such as Let It Be and Tim 
the sound was loud, angry, and 
urgent. The anger and urgency 
have not been lost on All Shook 
Down, but it is their most 
subdued record.

The emotion is^ pulled forth 
by acoustic guitar$ and bhietf'^' 
riffs. On the song ‘’’All Shook 
Down,” the guitar playing is so 
clean and undistorted that the 


pain drips from the strings. 
Personal dissatisfaction and 
hopelessness, always a favorite 
theme of Westerburg's, are well 
represented by the songs ”Bent 
Out of Shape” and "Someone 
Take the Wheel." 

Westerburg's style is to 
champion the underdog. The 
songs have an anthem quality 
that calls for the disgruntled 
masses to rise up and take what is 
theirs. This idea is best 
expressed in the song "Happy 
Town." 

The music on All Shook 
Down is exciting and fresh. The 
quality of the musicianship has 
improved immensly since their 
first album Sorry Ma Forgot To 
Take Out the Trash. 

The band is tight, but not too 
much so. They still retain that 
garage band magic. There is no 
heavy production that plagued 
the previous release. Don't Tell A 


Soul, 

All Shook Down has a live 
feel like most of today's college 
guitar bands. The Replacements 
are heavily influenced by '60s 
pop music. The record combines 
Rolling Stones blues rock and 
the Byrds' folk. 

Westerburg does a good deal 
of soul searching on this album. 
The Replacements have been 
notorious for living the "rock 
and roll" life. Their reputation is 
such that they could be too drunk 
to play some nights, and then 
brilliant another night. 

Westerburg confronts this on 
the song "Attitude". The song 
rationalizes and confronts his 
alcohol use. The line "Every time 
I open that botde of wine I open 
a can of worms every time” 
shows a growing mistrust of his 
own destructive quality. 

On "Sadly Beautiful" he talks 
of his child. One senses 


Westerburg is coming to terms 
with his age and 
responsibilities. 

The Replacements came from 
a rich musical scene of 
Miimeapolis. Husker Du, Soul 
Asylum, and Trip Shakespeare all 
come from the punk/guitar rock 
scene of Minneapolis. The 
Replacements are perhaps the 
best known band to emerge from 
that scene. 

This responsibility took its 
toll on their last album Don't 
Tell a Soul. A good album, but 
longtime fans considered it a 
sellout. 

Don't Tell a Soul was their 
best commercial release and 
brought the band new fans. With 
All Shook Down they will keep 
their new fans and regain tlieir 
old ones. 

Without losing their raw 
edge. The Replacements changed 
and molded their sound. 


International program 
prospers at Bradley

Some 360 Bradley students 
are continuing their educations a 
continent or two away from 
home. 

And whether as beginning 
freshmen or graduate students, 
most of these international 
students are learning about a lot 
more than just their intended 
majors. They are learning about 
a new way of life and American 
culture. 

Adapting to that culture and 
American behavior comes most 
frequently through interacting 
with American students, 
computer science graduate 
student Chung-Li Pai said. Pai is 
president of the Chinese 
Students' Association. 

Meanwhile, one Malaysian 
girl who asked to remain 
anonymous said, "It can be 
frightening to not know anyone 
and feel like you stick out. That 
is when the loneliness is 
indescribable." 

Dr. William Walker, 
international student services 
director, said his office can help 
many international students 
adapt to Bradley by putting them 
in touch with other international 
students on campus. The office 
also matches many foreign 
students with "host families" 
through the Peoria Area Friends 


of International Students. 

The office also helps foreign 
students deal with situations they 
are often unfamiliar with, such as 
using the bank and looking for 
housing. The office advises 
students through one-on-one 
services or special programs 
such as a one-day orientation for 
new students in August. 

The international program 
available through Walker's office 
is required by the U.S. Justice 
Department primarily to oversee 
and enforce American 
immigration laws. 

The office also serves to 
"promote cross-cultural 
communication between all 
University constituencies as well 
as the community, and to create 
mechanisms for that process," 
Walker said. 

"The international program 
provides an interesting cross- 
cultural learning experience for 
all involved," he said. 

Most international students 
attending Bradley are graduate 
students. Walker said. 

Why do these students choose 
to attend Bradley when there are 
so many other exotic locales 
throughout the coimtry? 

"We would like to think it's 
because of Bradley's academic 
reputation, but I'm sure there are 
a wide variety of reasons for the 
students having chosen

for the Humanities paying for 
controversial art. 

"(Professional theater is) also 
producing a lot of work that I 
don't think is very important," 
she said. Sumption said she only 
works with plays that say 
something meaningful about 
contemporary life. "It's 
important to me that plays speak 
in some kind of profound way to 
the world we live in," she said. 

Sumption's introduction to 
the working world of theater 
came when she was in third 
grade, in a production of 'The 
Wizard of Oz." She kept up with 
acting in high school "for the 
reasons a lot of people do it," 
she said. '1 was shy and it was a 
way to meet people." 

Sumption turned her emphasis 
from acting to directing at the 
University of Montana where she 
received a bachelor's degree in 
acting and directing in 1979. But 
it was at the University of Seattle 
where she received her master's 
degree Sumption realized how 
much a good director can 
influence a production, she said. 

"It was one of those real 
turning points," she said. "I 
realized theater directors can take 
a play and invest in it their own 
personal vision — in fact, it 
demands that." 

Since then. Sumption's 
primary career focus has been 
directing, although she has also 
worked as a literary manager and 
has seen nine of her articles 
published in various magazines. 
She has also written four plays — 
but never thinks of herself as a

playwright, she said. 

"I don't think of myself as a 
playwright because I think of a 
playwright as someone who 
really needs to do it, who has 
that creative drive to sit down at 
the computer and write plays," 
she said. "I have more of a 
director's vision." 

Of the many productions 
Sumption has worked on during 
her career so far, her most 
memorable experience took 
place at a "funky little Qiicago 
theater" called Stage Left, she 
said. 


Sumption directed a play at 
the theater called "Masterpieces" 
by Sarah Daniels, about

pornography and sexist attitudes 
toward women in American 
society, she said. 

"The strategy of the play was 
to present these ideas in a way 
that the audience had to respond 
to it," she said. 
"We had one experience right 
after the play where the audience 
almost erupted in a fight." 

The play changed her life and 
the lives of everyone involved 
with the project. Sumption said. 

"That's what theater is for; to 
encourage people to think and to 
talk to one another, and to get 
these kinds of disagreements 
aired," she said. 

Meanwhile, teaching four 
theater classes and supervising 
the division's lab theater at 
Bradley this semester keeps 
Sumption busy, while 'she 
anticipates directing what she 
calls the year's biggest 
production next spring. 

That production is William 
Shakespeare's Twelfth Night . 
Sumption said she particularly 
enjoys doing Shakespeare 
because he wrote about the art of 
living together as human beings. 

"He explored the full range of 
human emotions and attempted 
to find some balance there," she 
said. "His message over and over 
again was that extremes are 
dangerous — that polarized 
societies are dangerous."

Peoria 
Update 


Condensed from the t^eoria Journal Star 


•The U.S. Army Reserve's 
419th Transportation Battalion 
of Peoria could be deployed by 
the end of the month. The tinit, 
which oversees transportation 
companies, was placed on alert 
Friday. If deployed the unit will 
be sent to Fort Sheridan for 
training. The alert is part of the 
military build up following Iraq's 
invasion of Kuwait on Aug. 2. 
The last time this unit was 
activated was in 1949. 


•The city officials have voted 
against a downtown site for a 
new stadium and has decided to 
build the stadium at Meinen 
Field. Architects designing the 
facility said the project cold be 
completed for the start of the 
Peoria Chiefs 1992 season. The 
stadium has a 5,700 capacity, 
while the new stadium will seat 
7,500. The projected budget for 
the new stadium will be covered 
by a $4.8 million state grant. 


•Residents throughout the 
Peoria area and preparing for a 
predicted December earthquake, 
which is expected to hit Peoria. 
The concern stems from 
predictions made last spring by 
a New Mexico climatologist, 
Iben Brown who predicted that a 
major earthquake would occur 
Dec. 3 Along Missouri's New 
Madrid fault Damage to Peoria 
depends on the size of the quake. 
Experts said Peoria will only 
suffer non-structural damage. 
Other experts said areas with 
unstable riverbed soil, such as 
Peoria, will suffer more severe 
damage. Various companies, 
schools and hospitals are 
planning earthquake drills and 
practice disasters.

recognition of student 
responsibility for their decisions 
regarding the use or non-use of 
alcohol." 

Calvin Butler, all-school 
president, said the Senate will 
promote and participate in 
NCAAW. "I commend IFC 
greatly for all of their work," he 
said. 

Butler said he is impressed 
with the positive transition 
students are making to the new 
alcohol policies implemented on 
campus. "IFC has taken what was 
negative in the students' minds 
and turned it into something 
positive for Bradley." 

"The goal of Alcohol 
Awareness Week is not to say 
that students shouldn't drink. But 
if they are going to be drinking, 
they should drink responsibly," 
Armstrong said. 

Armstrong is interested in 
starting a designated driver 
program in Peoria. He said 
NCAAW is a good time for 
students to go the restaurants and 
bars and ask for their support in 
the program. 

Speakers will come to Bradley 
this semester to talk to students 
about alcohol misuse. Armstrong 
said his intent as a substance 
abuse counselor and as a worker 
in the Wellness Center is to 
make alcohol awareness a year 
round concern for Bradley 
students. 


On Sunday, Oct. 14 Bradley 
will kick off NCAAW with a 
faculty dinner at River Station. 
Inter fraternity Council members 
will explain how the risk 
reduction and alcohol awareness 
programs adopted last semester 
are working. 

At 3 p.m. on Monday, Oct. 
15, a nonalcoholic tailgate party 
will be held in Bradley Park. The 
party will coincide with an 
intramural softball game. 

There will be a banner contest 
on Tuesday, Oct. 16, with 
judging at 5 p.m. The contest is 
open to any campus 
organization. Participants must 
include the Anheuser-Busch logo 
"Know When to Say When" in 
their poster. 

At 8 and 9 p.m., Wednesday, 
Oct. 17, Anheuser-Busch is 
sponsoring and running three 
workshops called "Your Alcohol 
IQ," "The Buddy System," and 
"I'm Driving" in Bradley Hall. 
Mainella said the workshops are 


designed to show students what 
alcohol can do to them. 

Also on Wednesday 
Armstrong will speak to Heitz 
residents on alcohol awareness. 

There will be a candlelight 
vigil at 7 p.m. on Thursday, 
Oct.l8 in the quad for all students 
who have died in alcohol related 
incidents. Students will walk 
from the quad to town and back. 
"Start your weekend walking the 
hill rather than riding 
Farmington Hill," Armstrong 
said. Throughout the day, in 
cooperation with the theater 
department, students with their 
faces painted will hand out cards 
to other students. The cards will 
be an invitation to the vigil. 

There will be a nonalcoholic 
mixer and "mocktail" contest 
from 5-8 p.m. on Friday, Oct. 
19. Later that night the Peoria 
Police Department will bring a 
breathalizer to campus so that 
students can see what their 
alcohol le v el is after drinkin g.

Bradley Greeks strive 

Greeks hope to su ryi ve 9Os 


for improvement 

"Excellence"awardecl

Dr. Will Keim told Greek 
students across the nation 
Sunday the Greek system has 
gotten itself into a perfect 
position to be crucified. Whether 
or not they are, he said, is up to 
them. 

Ten of the nations leading 
experts on Greek life participated 
in a live teleconference Sunday 
night entitled, "The Power of 
Caring; Greek Life Will Survive 
the ’90s," including Ed King, 
executive director of housing, 
residential life, student judicial 
systems and IFC & Panhellenic 
Council of Bradley University. 
The panel spoke on many 
subjects that concern Greeks; 
values, education, character, 
alcohol and drug abuse, response 
ability, community building, 
hazing, multiculturalism, date 
rape, leadership, a Greek agenda 
for the ’90s and more. 

•’When something stupid 
happens, we make the front page 
... The world is not tolerating 
substance abuse, alcohol abuse 
and date rape anymore," Keim 
said. Greeks today have to 
demythologize the "Animal 
House" image, he said. 

"Why are we secret?" asked 
King. "We’re secret because if we 
weren’t secret and people found 
out what we’re about, they might 
expect us to live by it," he said. 
Greeks must live by their goals, 
Keim said. "When you don’t 
deliver in the 1990s, odds are the 
universities are going to say 
adios*' 


All Greek organizations claim 
to stand for high social values. 
"What an opportunity we have 
because we believe in leadership 
and brotherhood and sisterhood 
and community service, 
scholarship and responsible 
social life," Keim said. 

”We can choose to be leaders. 
We don't have to reflect the 
racism, hate and sexism in our 
society," Keim said. "What if the 
Greek community became the 
one place where people are 
accepted for who they are?" 

Brotherhood and sisterhood 
are things that should be shared 
by all Greeks, not individual 
chapters or organizations. "If the 
DUs can’t get along with the 
Theta Chis, then I guess peace^ 
with Iraq is out of the question, 

Keim said. 

Another concern of the panel 
was the hazing of pledges by 
active members of a fraternity or 
sorority. "Join our fraternity, 
we’ll kick the spit out of you," 
mimicked Jonathan Brant, 

executive vice president. 

National Inter fraternity 

Conference. Jean Scott, past 

national president of Pi Beta Phi 
and member of the commission 
on values and ethics, added 
although some fraternities are 
widely known to haze pledges 
physically, some sororities have 
been mentally or emotionally 
hazing their own pledges. 

Keim said he expects more of 
today’s Greeks. "You know 
what’s right don’t you?" 

Date rape was a major concern 
to many panel members. 

Keim brought the idea close 
to home for the young Greek 


audience. "Guys, treat the women 
you date like you hope to God 
some guy somewhere is treating 
your sister," he said. 

Building community was 
another of Keim's goals for the 
Greek system. "Be sensitive to 
ethnic groups, special student 
interest groups, and sexism as 
you program. Good programs 
build everyone up," he said. 

Scholarship was one of the 
first reasons Greek organizations 
were formed. Greeks on every 
campus should try to achieve 
levels of academics consistently 
and significantly higher than 
non-affiliated students, Beth 
Saul, assistant director of Greek 
life. University of Southern 
California, said. "We must teach 
members to reflect the ideals of 
the original Greek letter 
organization. Phi Beta Kappa, 
who are known for greater faculty 
interaction, who respect study 
hours, and who offer tutorials for 
every student in every major, she 
said. 

We can choose to be socially 
responsible, Keim said. ’ If you 
have problems when you drink, 
then you have a drinking 
problem," he said. 

"You are all SOCIAL 
fraternities. According to 
Webster, social means the 
advancement of human society,^ 
not having a keg in the room, 
Mary Peterson, Greek adviser. 
University of Iowa, said. 

"We will choose to see the 
writing on the wall. Do you 
know what the writing says? The 
writing says, ’Reform or be 
banished,’" Keim said.

The Interfratemity Council is 
one step closer to perfecting 
Bradley's Greek system since 
implementing the Fraternity 
Award of Excellence Program. 

Bradley is only one of seven 
IFC’s in the country to adopt this 
program. It is to serve as an 
incentive and standards guideline 
for the fraternities. The purpose 
is to objectively assess a 
fraternity's performance on an 
annual basis and to encourage 
fraternities to set goals. 

The FAE is unique because it 
recognizes all the fraternities 
that meet the criteria, not just the 
best chapter. "The FAE 
motivates chapters to strive for 
excellence in all areas of 
operation -- philanthropy, 
academics, internal structure, 
David Mainella, IFC president, 
said. 

The program was adopted on 
March 26 by the fraternity 
presidents and IFC executive 
board. IFC will organize the 
program with the involvement of 
selected University officials. 

The award is based on 11 
different areas: scholarship, 
alumni relations, IFC 
participation, community 
service, pledge programs, 
recruitment, chapter and 
fmancial management, athletics. 
University relations and social 
responsibility. Fraternities will 
be evaluated on these topics 
between August and December. 
The award will be presented in 
March. After this year, the 


evaluation period will be January 
to December. 

"It is one of the most 
important steps that we, as an 
IFC, have taken in the past year. 

It provides regulation for the 
fraternity by the fraternities," 
Mainella said. "The FAE program 
is one of the best aspects of 
INTERCHANGE (a resource 
network linking more than 350 
IFC’s, which Bradley joined in 
January)." 

It is a program of fraternity 
self-regulation. "It s students 
governing students," Mainella 
said. He said it allows chapters to 
see and understand where 
improvements need to be made. 

"It allows student leaders to 
increase the quality of their 
chapters and the Greek system as 
a whole." 

"We developed our standards 
by reviewing FAE standards that 
James Madison University set 
and incorporating our own 
ideas," Mainella said. 

The FAE is an effort to save 
chapters who are not performing 
at a level IFC deems acceptable 
from actions that may result in 
disciplinary actions or possibly 
charter removal. 

"The standards are basic. 
Every fraternity should have no 
problem meeting them. Those 
that meet criteria will be 
awarded," Mainella said. "Those 
that fall below criteria will work 
with IFC to identify areas of 
concern and develop plans to 
improve in those areas.”

Student Senate has taken an aggressive stand on promoting 
safe sex on Bradley’s campus. In Moday's meeting, Student Senate 
voted 30 in favor, 1 opposed and 1 abstaining to submit a 
recommendation to the proper administration that certain action 
be taken to promote safe sex. Among those actions recommended 
will be condom machines in the residence hall bathrooms as well 
as the Student Center bathrooms. Also in those recommendations 
will be that the University provide information throughout the 
campus promoting safe sex or abstinence, that the Health Center 
provide literature on sexually transmitted diseases as well as 
distribute contraceptives and that funds be allocated for lectures 
and other programs informing students on the importance of 
practicing safe sex.

SERF fund to bring Ditka

The Smithereens are not the 
only act that Special Events 
Reserve Fund money can buy. 

Two new activities have been 
planned that will make use of the 
SERF funds provided by the 
Student Activities Budget Review 
Committee, Peggy Sassorossi, 
director of student activities, 
said. 

One activity is planned, but is 
not yet definite. Sassorossi said 
the event cannot be announced 
until it is firmly planned. 

The other activity is a lecture 
by Mike Ditka, head coach of the 
Chicago Bears football team, 
scheduled for after spring break 
and sponsored by the College 
Republicans. 

”It will be a good motivator 
for students right after spring 
break,” Diane Hardy, president of 
the College Republicans said. 
”It’s hard for students to get 
started.” 

Hardy said Ditka represents 
many of the ideals of the College 
Republicans and is one of the 
most conservative Republicans 


in the state, but the speech will 
not be political. 

’’We’ve told him not to be 
partisan. We’re expecting a big 
crowd and they’re not here to hear 
why Ronald Reagan is a great 
person — they want to hear about 
Bears football. 

’’The College Republicans 
want to show we’re not only 
interested in politics. We like 
having fun,” Hardy said. 

Hardy said she was impressed 
with the running of the SERF 
funds and said the College 
Republicans got a lot of help 
from SABRC members. ’’I’m 
impressed with how Mike 
McGarvey (chairman of the 
SABRC) is running it. We never 
thought we’d be able to get 
someone of (Ditka’s) stature.” 

The SERF fund was started 
this year to provide more on 
campus entertainment and 
activities for students by raising 
the student activity fee from $27 
to $40. 

’’(The program) has brought a 
degree of excitement to campus — 
a feeling that students can 
participate in campus activities 
and that they can feel that the 
University is meeting their 


needs,” Sassorossi said. 

The program started off with 
about $54,000 this year. After 
costs for these three activities 
have been budgeted, there should 
be roughly $24,000 left, 
Sassorossi said. An exact figure 
cannot be determined until the 
Student Activities Office is 
certain of the enrollment for this 
year, she said. 

Whatever is left from this 
year’s fund will roll over and be 
lumped with the next year’s 
money, McGarvey said. 

The Smithereens concert, 
with Carrie Nation opening for 
them, is the other SERF 
sponsored activity and has 
already sold approximately 900 
student tickets and 400 non¬ 
student tickets, Sassorossi said. 

”I don’t know if anyone can 
remember the last time we sold 
1,000 tickets for anything, so I 
guess we’re doing pretty good,” 
McGarvey said. 

Tickets for the event can still 
be purchased from 9 a.m. to 4 
p.m. Monday through Friday. 
Prices are $5 for students. The 
general public can purchase 
tickets for $12.50 at (tie Civic 
Center or Ticket Master outlets.

curbside parking or to institute 
parking on alternating sides of 
the street, as that would hurt 
those already affected by the 
parking crunch even more, 
Savoie said. 

The other two residential 
association areas that border 
Bradley, the Bradley West 
Neighborhood Association and 
the Moss-Bradley Residential 
Association, are not planning 
any action yet. 


Peter Dusenberry, president of 
the Bradley West Neighborhood 
Association, said a city engineer 
had given a presentation to the 
members of the West Bluff 
Council, which consists of all 
three organizations, on parking 
densities in the area. 

’’All options have pretty 
serious consequences for 
commuters and people living in 
the neighborhoods. I don't have 
any feeling on which way we’ll 


go,” Dusenberry said. 

’’There’s a lot of talk and 
complaining, but it doesn’t add 
up to anything yet. Nobody 
knows what the opening of 
Campustown will do to the 
situation. 

”Our neighborhood would like 
it if Bradley would take care of its 
own parking,” he said. 

‘Savoie said the parking 
situation is worse in his 
association’s area than in the 


other two, which spurred the 
Uplands Association to take 
action first. 

Geoffrey Pomerantz, a 
sophomore political science 
major, has been sent as a student 
representative to the West Bluff 
Council to set up communication 
between the University and the 
neighborhoods on issues such as 
parking and zoning violations.

Bradley University was 
ranked eleventh in U.S. News and 
World Report’s special report on 
"America’s Best Colleges," 
released in the Oct. 15th issue. 
Last year, Bradley received the 
fifth position overall. 

Dr. Alan Gaisky announced 
that he was "real pleased to be 
ranked again." 

After being divided into four 
geographical sections, 561 
regional colleges and 
imiversities differing in size were 
compared according to statistical 
data and academic reputations. 
Bradley University holds the 
No.11 position in the Midwest 
among the top 60 regional 
colleges and universities. 

U.S. News and World Report 
said, "1,374 four-year schools 
(were) included in the study 
(with) a record of 60.1 percent of 
4.131 college presidents, deans, 
and admissions directors 
completing the survey 
questionnaire." 

Gaisky said it was an "inner 
motivation," to complete the 
survey and hopefully receive a 
greater reward at the end by 
seeing his school ranked among 
the best.

It’s high time for action, 
organizers and participants of 
next week’s Race against Racism 
say. 

"I think more people are aware 
of racism on campus than last 
year," event chairman Keith 
Kroeger said. "Now since most 
of the students have accepted 
that, we’re more interested in 
what we can do about racism." 

However, temporary interest 
in the Race Against Racism will 
not be enough to solve Bradley’s 
lack of cultural understanding, 
Cindy Spector, president of the 
Multi-Cultural Awareness 
Coalition, said. 

"I like the Race because it 
reminds people that racism 
exists on campus," Spector said. 

"But racism is a lifetime 
battle," she said. "Showing up 
for three panel discussions and a 
race doesn’t solve anything. 
You’re taught racism your whole 
life, and you have to unlearn it 
through a long and hard process. 

"I like the concept of the race. 


News and World Report has 
evaluated colleges and 
universities extensively, 
refining and improving their 
surveys and questionnaires over 
the years. Bradley University has 
been involved in this study for 
three out of the four years and 
actually ranked two out of those 
three years, Gaisky said. 

Since the survey changes to a 
certain degree each year, 
Bradley’s results for this year are 
only somewhat comparable to 
those of last year, Gaisky said. 
When Bradley ranked fifth, the 
academic quality, a subdivision 
of one of the categories decided 
on by peers, was first. This year, 
Bradley's academic quality 
followed in second. 

Gaisky said, "it is most 
important to be ranked and to 
have the name in there." 
Gaisky’s goal is "to remain in 
the rankings every year" and to 
improve where possible 
otherwise. 

To begin the ranking process, 
1,374 colleges and universities 
were divided into four broad 
categories "using the accepted 
standard guidelines established 
by the Carnegie Foundation for 
the Advancement of Teaching," 
from U.S. News and World

Kroeger said this year’s event, 
which has been in the works 
since March, will focus more on 
action against racism instead of 
simply giving attention to the 
problem. 

At least 38 campus groups arc 
co-sponsoring the activities 


promoted 

with Delta Tau Delta, which 
organized the race again this 
year, Kroeger said. 

Student Activities Director 
Peggy Sassarossi said she thinks 
students are looking for the Race 
Against Racism to provide a 
more active agenda against 
discrimination than it did last 
year. "They’re looking at the 
discussions to measure where 
changes have occurred and to 
help them develop an agenda for 
change," she said. 

The Race Against Racism 
kicks off with the five-kilometer 
run/waUc at 9 a.m. Saturday in 
front of Olin Hidl. Participants 
may register Friday in the 
Student Center Atrium or before 
8:30 a.m. Saturday at Olin. The 
race fee is $9, which includes a 
race number and a T-shirt being 
sold for $7, Kroeger said. 

The T-shirt sales and race fees 
will cover most of the event's 
expenses. Meanwhile, the 
Student Activities Budget Review 
Committee has subsidized

Neighborhood concerns over 
off-campus noise may lead to 
tougher law enforcement for 
Bradley students. 

Jim Murphy, Peoria Police 
Department legal adviser, said 
the noise problem is not 
necessarily becoming worse, but 
is recurring in a few locations. 
"People are getting frustrated." 

Typical police procedure 
includes a first call to a residence 
with a warning to keep the noise 
down. Murphy said the police 
will sometimes check back at a 
party after the fijst call, but not 
always. 

If the problem persists, the 
police will come back and write 
tickets or make arrests. He said 
the police get calls about loud 
parties all the time.’’We will 
tighten up if things don’t 
improve." 

A noise ordinance violation 


a $500 maximum set by a judge. 
This fee does not include court 
costs. Arrests are usually for 
under-age drinking. 

"Some people think they get 
one free bite on the apple, but 
that is not the purpose of 
enforcement." 

Murphy said the problems are 
scattered and include fraternity 
houses on Fredonia, as well as 
residences on Barker and 
Bourland and other streets. He 
said the police department gets 
calls on loud parties frequently, 
but it does not always involve 
Bradley students. 

"We’re not blaming all of this 
on the student population at 
Bradley but we are giving fair 
warning that things may be 
getting tighter." 

Matt Schwingel, an off- 
campus finance major at 1006 N. 
Glenwood, said they have not 
had any complaints or visits

Instinct 

Dear Editor: 

As the white grandmother of a 
mulatto child. I find Matt Hale’s 
claim that my granddaughter Bryanna 
and her father are genetically inferior 
to be supremely asinine. However. I 
dp agree that many blacks are also 
racists, and I see black racism as 
being just as ugly. mean, and 
destructive as white racism. 

When my daughter Jody first suited 
dating blacks. I thought. ’’Oh God! 
What will other people think? How 
will other people treat Jody, her 
husband, and their children if she 
were ever to marry a black person?” I 
knew both whites and blacks were 
prejudiced. Minus the marriage 
certificate, it has happened, and here 
I sit getting blasted from both sides 
of the color line. Ive had enough. 
My love for my family and my 
protective instincts now push me to 
speak up. 

The fear on the part of black women 
that white girls are ’’stealing” their 
men when there is a shortage of 
eligible black males (due to the drug 
epidemic with its consequences of 
accidental death, suicide, 
murdered, insanity, brain damage, 
and imprisonment...) does not justify 
black racism any more than the fear 
on the part of whites who are now 
competing with blacks for scarce 
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jobs justifies white racism. 

Black racist comments I have heard 
include: "White girls (and thus. Jody) 
who date blacks guys only do so out 
of rebellion.” "Black males who date 
white girls (and thus, Tony) are only 
using white girls to feed their egos, 
for status, to get even with whiles...” 

"It is difficult for blacks to love their 
enemies,” thus stereotyping all 
whites as their enemies. "Maybe you 
accept Tony because he talks white,” 
the underlying assumption being that 
Tony is probably just one of those 
nasty whites in black skin. 

1) I do not sec my daughter as having 
dated Tony out of rebellion. She tmly 
loves him. and the two have much in 
common. 2) Whether or not Tony 
"used” Jody is for him to answer. I am 
quite sure, however* that these racist 
accusations that prejudge him could 
make him feel like he had only "used” 
her, even if it’s a bald-faced lie. 3) It 
is unfair for a black person to project 
his anger about white racism onto 
non-racist whites. I am not an enemy 
of black people, and I resent being 
stereotype, prejudged, and snubbed 
as if I were. And if we don’t stay out 
there letting our lights shine — even 
among our enemies — how can we 
expect racism to end? "Getting to 
know you” is a major force for 
disarming racial madness. 4) It is not 
okay for a black racist to expect 
whites to give up their racism when 
that black person has not worked 
through the same character defect in 
himself. 5) In Ms own terminology 
Tony talks "country” and "loves Ms 
people.” To accuse him of betraying 
Ms race for finding companionship 
with Jody is obscene. No wonder he 
is so relieved that Ms daughter looks 
sp black> At least that helps get 
black raciits off his back since he 
has, after all, contributed towards the 
creation of another person of color. 

As for Matt’s assumption that Tony 
is biologically inferior. I see raw 
talent, abilities, thoughtfulness, and 
open-mindedness in Tony that would 
run circles around Matt Hale in 
creatively contributing towards the 
betterment of human life. 

I promote the acceptance of . 
interracial relationsMps where they 
occur. Jody and Tony as a couple is a 
reality. If the social pressures to "not 
mix” succeeded in destroying their 
relationsMp, the two would not be 
the only ones to suffer. Bryanna 
would be raised without the love, 
attention, discipline, and protection 
of her father. No thanks! As a black 
student says. "When two people fall 
in love, it is nobody’s business but 
their own.” 

Those of us who value human life 
have the opportunity to grasp Dr. 


King’s dream that we will be judged. 

at least among ourselves, not by the 
color of our skin but by the content 
of our character. Let it be! What is 
required is that we stop giving other 
people control over our thoughts, 
feelings, and behavior, and instead 
courageously act in accordance with 
our convictions. From seeking to do 
so I am finding that we must be tough 
enough to let the ignorant racists 
hale us. I am also learning that the 
Matt H»les of the world (be they 
black or wMte) are not only hurting 
others, they are enslaving 
themselves to self-destructive 
Madness. The freedom I feel for 
having chosen to love human life in 
whatever odor it comes is awesome.

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US intervention in the Persian Guif discussed

Support from the United 
Nations, Middle East security and 
prevention of monopoly control 
of the world's primary source of 
oil are the main reasons for U.S. 
intervention in the Persian Gulf. 

Eqbal Ahmad, professor of 
International Relations and 
Middle Eastern Studies at 
Hampshire College, is a leading 
opponent of American 
intervention in the Middle East. 
He spoke Tuesday night in 
Neumiller Lecture Hall on the 
Gulf crisis. 

"The Middle East is the 
strategic area of our times. This 
is where the future of free world 
international relations will be 
decided," he said. 

To understand the situation he 
said the public must know the 
forces behind Saddam Hussein's 
ambition and the politics of oil 
that led Iraq to invade Kuwait. In 
addition to this, knowing the 
reasons for the widely dispersed 
distrust of Americans by the 
Arabs will help form a 
foundation of how the crisis 
originated. 

"The goals of the United 
States are ambiguous and I 
believe the [United Nations 
Security] council is divided," 
Ahmad said, "I hope the United 
States has decided to oppose 
aggression and support the 
United Nations charter." 

Many Arabs believe the 
United States has wanted to 
intervene in the Middle East 
since the early 1970s, with the 
expansion of military bases and 
modernization of the Navy. 

This coupled with the fact the 
United States has not taken a 
consistent stand against the 
violation of United Nations 


policies has fueled the distrust of 
America in the gulf. He offered as 
proof the U.S. veto of all 
economic sanctions against 
Israel's occupation of four Arab 
countries while condemning the 
Iraqi occupation of Kuwait. 

In contrast to President 
Bush's objectives, Ahmad claims 
the United States is more 
concerned about oil than the Iraqi 
occupation of Kuwait. 

"American leverage over oil 
would mean continued control 
over Europe and Japan, continued 
control over the third world and 
control of wor|d politics," 
Ahmad said. 

Ahmad said he believes a full 
scale confrontation will bd 
avoided. He said the costs of the 
war are too ’high, with 10-15 
thousand U.S. casualties and as 
many as 100,000 Arab 
casualties. Because of a 
demoralized army, a bankrupt 
economy and lack of Arabian 
support from those coimtries that 
did not join unilateral 
movement, Hussein cannot hold 
out long. 

Problems will occur due to the 
large military buildup in the 
Middle East, with 210,000 men 
from the United States 
representing the largest group. 
Ahmad said, "the U.S. is veiy 
impatient and President Bush 
may feel compelled to settle the 
matter fast." 

What needs to be done by the 
United States is to "de- 
, Americanize" the gulf conflict 
and create an allied command of 
the Middle East as well as take a 
consistent stand on the 
occupation and acquisition . of 
land by force, Ahmad said. But 
above all, to avoid war, the 
United States must be patient.

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ACLU forum opposes parental notification laws

The American Civil Liberties 
Union, Concerned Citizens for 
Choice, and the Progressive 
Student Alliance sponsored a 
forum protesting parental 
notification laws Tuesday in 
Neumill'er Lecture Hall. 

The forum was to inform 
people of the consequences of 
parental notification laws. The 
organizers believe that recent 
Supreme Court decisions in favor 
of these laws will soon affect 
Illinois. 

At the present time, Illinois 
teens can get an abortion without 
telling their parents. Illinois 
does have a two parent parental 
notification law, which requires a 
girl under 18 to inform both 
parents or get a judicial bypass 
prior to an abortion. 

The federal court found this 
law unconstitutional in 1986. 


The law is currently under 
injunction, but Attorney General 
Neil Hartigan recently asked the 
federal court to reconsider the 
constitutionality of the parental 
notification law. 

The ACLU believes people 
need more information about this 
issue, and have been conducting 
forums, like the one at Bradley, 
throughout the state. Laura 
Tucker of the Illinois ACLU said 
most people do not understand 
the issue. Jennifer Keiser, 
chairperson of the Women's 
Committee for the Peoria ACLU 
said, "Even pro-choice people 
may think these law^ axe all 
right, but they aren't." - 

The threat parental 
notification laws poses to young 
girls lives is the most important 
argument the ACLU has. 

During the forum, the group 
spotlighted a movie called 


"Abortion Denied" by the 
Feminist Majority in 
Washington D.C. The n>ovie 
featured the story of Becky Bell, 
a 17-year-old from Indiana who 
died from an illegal abortion. 
Bell did not want to disappoint 
her parents by telling them, as 
the law required, and did not 
believe she could get a judicial 
waiver. 

According to the movie, one 
woman in the world dies every 
three minutes from an illegal 
abortion. Tucker said, "The 
problem is that if a young 
woman believes she will forever 
ruin her relationship with her 
jv, parents, she will do whatever she 
can not to involve them." 

The ACLU asserts that illegal 
abortions are not the only health 
threat the law poses. The movie 
documented that adolescents are 
twice as likely to die in

childbirth as women in their 20s, 
and girls under 15 are 10 times 
more likely to die. 

Another health threat 
associated with the law is the 
length of time it can take to get a 
judicial bypass. Rob Schofield, a 
lawyer for the Illinois ACLU, 
said in Ohio it can take up to 22 
days for a bypass. This often 
makes the abortion riskier, 
because it can take place in the 
second trimester. 

Along with the health threat, 
the ACLU believes parental 
notification laws violate equal 
protection under the law. Keiser 
said forcing minors to tell their 
parents or to go through the 
courts puts them at a 
disadvantage compared to older 
women. 


Schofield said getting a 
judicial bypass can be difficult; a 
girl has to prove she is mature 
enough to have an abortion and 
give a good reason for not 
telling her parents. Schofield 
said he thinks it is ironic a girl 
does not have to prove she's 
mature enough to be a mother. 


Parental notification laws are 
also considered a violation of the 
right to privacy by the ACLU. 
Tucker said they understand 
parental involvement in a 
teenager's life is important, but 
the government should not make 
that decision. Schofield agreed, 
"Keep the government out of our 
lives!"

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Grants awarded to innovate winterim schedule

The Teaching Excellence 
Committee awarded grants to 
three instructors to teach 
innovative classes during the 
winter interim. 

Dr. Michael Gerhard of the 
communications department, Mr. 
James Ludwig of the theater 
department and Dr. Arlyn Rubash 
of the business department all 
received these grants. 

Gerhard received the grant for 
a course entitled Electronic 
Database Searching for 
Communication Professionals. It 
is a one time course offered to 
give students ’’hands on” 
experience in database 
searching. 

Gerhard said he believes this 
kind of class will make students 
more marketable when looking 
for jobs because of the 
experience of using state of the 
art technology. 

Databases are electronic 
libraries that can put mass 
amounts of information at one’s 
fingertips, he said. The 
communication field is using 
this resource more and more each 
day. 

The class will give 
instruction and practice in 
searching Compact Disc Read 
Only Memory databases, 
commercial on-line databases, 
and governmental and quasi¬ 
public databases, Gerhard said. 
He added that the grant will be 
used to pay for the high cost of 
the databases. This way the 
student will only have to pay for 
the tuition of the course. 

Ludwig also created a new and 
interesting class for students to 
take over winter interim. His 
class is an introduction to theater 
which fills the fine arts general 
education requirement. The class 
will be taught at Bradley, but the 
students see three or four plays in 
Chicago instead of in Peoria. 

Ludwig said the class studies 
all of the elements of theater and 
goes to these plays to see the 
elements in action. Since 
Chicago is so close and has so 
many good theaters the class 
should take advantage of this 


resource. The plays that the class 
will see have not been decided 
yet, Ludwig said. 

He said the grant will be used 
to cut down on the cost of the 
class. 

Rubash is using the grant for 
the second year in a row for a 
financial markets and 
institutions class. The 
traditional text is taught 
accelerated on campus, but as an 
added bonus the class travels to 
New York City. They visit places 
such as the American Stock 
Exchange, Merrill-Lynch, the 
Federal Reserve, and Chase 
Manhattan Bank, Rubash said. 

The class bridges the gap 
between the textbook and the 
real world Rubash said. ’The 
students are surprised to see that 
the very things they do in class 
occur in the business settings.” 

He said the grant makes the 
trip a little less expensive. 

The instructors had to apply 
for the grant through the 
Teaching Excellence Committee 
which chose these three classes 
on the basis of their innovative 
and creative qualities and because 
they are taught during the winter 
or summer interim. 

There are nine members on 
the committee. Six members 
vote and are members because 
they won Putnam and Burlington 
Northern Teaching Awards. They 
also review applications for 
grants to be used during the 
regular semester as well. 

The committee is made up of 
Neal Claussen, director of 
communications, Tim Conley, 
professor of English and foreign 
languages, Doan Modianos, 
professor of business 
administration, Charles Stoner, 
professor of business 
administration, Dave Vroman, 
acting director of music, and Lori 
Russell, human development 
chairperson as the voting 
members. 

Non-voting members are 
Harold Rosenberg, professor of 
psychology, Joel Hartman, 
associate provost of information 
technology and resources, and 
Les Smith, vice president for 
development and University 
affairs.

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'Mississippi Burning' case distorted

Joseph Sullivan, the 
agent most noted for his work on 
the Mississippi Burning case, 
which inspired the movie of the 
same title, lectured at 
Student Center on Monday. 

In his opening statement 
Sullivan said the movie distorted 
the facts of the case, "In the 
movie, the agents violated more 
civil rights than the KKK people 
did." 

He then recounted a brief 
history of black people in 
Mississippi. Sullivan said, " the 
blacks were not treated as badly 
as was portrayed in the movie." 
He said "24,000 out of 400,000 
blacks were able to vote in 
Mississippi — less than one 
percent of the entire black 
population in Mississippi." 
Blacks were "passive, rural, 
small farmers, and uneducated," 
collectively, they did not mount 
a struggle for voting rights, 
Sullivan said. 

In 1963 the U.S. Justice 
Department consulted with civil 
rights groups in Mississippi to 
start a "summer program," 
Sullivan said. This program 
included educating blacks so they 
could vote. The program would 
be operated by students from 


northern colleges. 

Three students, Michael 
Henry Schwamer, James Chaney, 
the sole black student, and 
Andrew Goodman, went to 
Mississippi to help with the 
summer program. What they were 
imaware of was that the program 
stirred up Ku Klux Klan activity 
in Mississippi. Sullivan said 
"most of the people who joined 
the KKK at this point really had 
no reason for doing so. They 
were as poor and uneducated as 
the blacks were." 

Among those in the hierarchy 
of the Nishoba County KKK was 
Samuel Bowers, whom Sullivan 
described as being "a dopal 
entrepreneur who owned his own 
juke box repair and rental 
center." Bowers was also a 
preacher who said the mingling 
of the races was against the laws 
of God. Also in the KKK were the 
sheriff, deputies, and white 
preachers in Nishoba County. 

Sullivan said the trouble 
began on June 16, 1964. The 
KKK groups in Lauderdale and 
Nishoba counties were having a 
joint meeting while a black 
church was having a prayer 
meeting. The KKK had an 
informant who said a white man 
(Schwamer) was there trying to 
get the blacks involved in the 


summer program. Upon learning 
this, the KKK went to the church, 
released the parishioners, and 
burned the church down. 

On June 21, "the three boys 
[civil rights workers] were 
arrested for speeding, denied bail 
and a telephone call, and were 
released at 10:30 p.m.," Sullivan 
said. They were supposed to be 
going to Merridian, Mississippi, 
but the KKK and the Nishoba 
County police planned to have 
them arrested again and to turn 
them over to the KKK. 

This plan failed when a deputy 
would not arrest them for doing 
nothing, so the KKK men chased 
them and captured them. The 
murders took place in this 
manner: the two white students 
were shot, and then a deputy 
complained about not shooting 
anybody, so he was given the 
black student to kill. After 
killing him, the deputy said, "At 
least I got to kill a nigger!" The 
bodies were taken to a dam site 
and buried, where they remained 
for more than two months while 
the investigation continued. 

Information was scarce 
immediately following the 
killings, but when the people 
saw how detrimental the 
publicity was for the state, some 
brave people stepped forth with 
details. A bartender from 


southern Mississippi, who was 
not involved in the killings, 
gave enough information to 
indict many of the killers. Also, 
some of the lesser clansmen 
came forward to help indict the 
guilty. 

Sullivan said 18 indictments 
resulted from these confessions, 
but the Nishoba County Court 
threw out the cases. The FBI 
pursued the cases, taking them to 
the Circuit Court of Appeals and 
ultimately to the Supreme Court. 
In the process, five cases were 
dropped and 13 men were 
convicted on civil rights 
violations. The sentences ranged 

from one year to 10 years in 
prison, with Bowers being 
sentenced to 10 years. 


Sullivan concluded by saying 
the people of Mississippi felt "a 
general feeling of relief that this 
kind of justice had been 
achieved." Before these men 
went to trial, no one ever 
believed they would be 
convicted, even for murder. The 
Mississippi Burning case also 
brought the downfall of the KKK 
in Mississippi, and the events of 
this case changed Mississippi 
forever, Sullivan said.

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AIDS epidemic is worldwide

Only one out of every four 
AIDS cases is reported in the 
United States, health educator, 
Arlene Davis said. 

The Minorities Student 
Services sponsored her to speak 
on the topic of AIDS and 
Minorities at 7:30 p.m. 
Wednesday in the Garrett Cultural 
Center.Davis was employed at 
the Peoria Health Center as a 
health educator, specializing in 
AIDS. She worked on the 
projects and problems that are 
related to AIDS in the Peoria 
area. 

Davis said the clinics in 
Illinois and other state run 
clinics offer free anonymous 
testing of the AIDS virus. The

U.S. News and World Report 
then subdivided and categorized 
the schools according to the 
dollar amount of campus 
research, region, the offered 
degrees, selectivity, and size; 
producing 14 groupings of 
schools. 

To determine a school's 
overall rank, U.S. News and 
World Report combined the 
scores for academic reputations 
with the data provided largely by 
schools themselves. 

U.S. News and World Report 
said the "statistics measured the 
selectivity of the student body; 
the degree to which it financially 
supports a high quality, full-time 
faculty; its overall financial 
resources, and the level of 
student satisfaction as measured 
by a school's ability to graduate 
the students it admits as 
freshmen." 


Peoria Health Center tests for the 
virus four mornings a week. 
Appointments are made by 
telephone. 

The AIDS virus may stay in a 
dormant stage for 10 years. 

About 10 percent of infected 
victims carry the virus but never 
show the symptoms. These few 
people have immune systems 
that can fight off the virus. 

"At least 140 countries have 
reported cases of AIDS," Davis 
said. "There is a lot of 
underreporting that is going on." 
The majority of cases in Illinois 
used to come from Chicago, but 
last year one out of four reported 
cases came from a small rural 
area. Davis said, "It's begiiming 
to go to other places." 

"In different parts of the 
world, transmission has behaved 
differently," Davis said. In 

Each of these five key 
attributes were given a 
percentage amount: 25 percent 
each for studem body, faculty and 
reputation, 20 percent for 
financial resources, and five 
percent for student satisfaction. 
The weighted numbers were then 
individually totalled for each 
school and compared with other 
totals within its category. 

U.S. News and World Report 
said, "because the scores are 
based upon ranks, the lowest 
total translates into the top 
ranking (and) finally, after a 
series of standard statistical 
calculations, the lowest score 
was converted into a percentile 
of 100. The totals for all the 
others were then taken as a 
percentage of the top score." 

Gaisky said, "this is as 
legitimate as any other survey 
and that there is no other 'Survey 
like this. Even though Bradley 
University participates in other 
surveys, there is nothing of this 


Central, Southern, and Eastern 
Africa, most of the transmission 
has occurred in heterosexual 
contacts. 

Africa is having problems 
with the AIDS virus because of a 
low health budget. It does not 
require the screening of blood 
donations. Many children are 
affected through this procedure. 
"Children suffering from malaria, 
in certain parts of Africa, are 
treated with blood transfusion," 
Davis said. This leads them to 
have a greater chance of being a 
victim of the virus. 

More than 150,000 
Americans have been diagnosed 
with the AIDS virus. Researchers 
predict by the year 2000 there 
will be 1,000,000 AIDS cases 
reported.

magnitude," Gaisky said. 

U.S. News and World Report

U.S. News and World Report

Bradley University was also 
ranked 84lh out of the top 200 
America's Best College Buys in 
Money Guide magazine, Gsilsky 
said. This is the fist year for

from the police since the 
beginning of the semester. 

"We are keeping the stereo at 
a good level and cleaning up 
outside after parties," he said. 

He said he can understand the 
residents' concerns. "We are 
respecting our ^neighbors now. 
They have a valid point." 

He said their parties earlier in 
the semester resulted in the 
police coming to visit. "They 
never had to come back though. 
We always turned the stereo down 
when they asked." 

He said he and his roommates 
would like to know when the 
neighbors have complaints. 
"We're trying to help. We don't 
want to have problems with our 
neighbors." 

In ^addition to complaints to 
the police department, city hall 
has received its share. 
Councilman Gary Sandberg of 
the 2nd district, which 
encompasses Bradley, said he is 
not sure if the problem is getting 
worse since this is only his 
second year as councilman. 
"There is. a heightened 
sensitivity of the homeowners. 
People are concerned about late- 
night partying." 

He said he has received about 
six complaints, most of them 
multiple complaints about 
similar places. 

He said the residents are 
facing a lot of frustration because 
they do not know who to call 
with their concerns. "Should it 
be Bradley, should it be the 
police department?" 

He said interaction and 
communication is needed 
between the two groups in order 
for progress to begin. He said 
Bradley representation at the last 
West Bluff Coimcil meeting is a 
good start. 

Jerry Jackson of the West 
Bluff Council said not all of the 
noise is Bradley-related. He said 
he is not affected too much by 
the noise because of the locale of

his house. 

"The kids don't think about 
how loud conversations carry 
though, which is kind of 
insensitive. They are kind of 
into themselves and forget about 
others." 

I^ana Steward, who purchased 
a home at 1010 N. Institute said 
things seemed quiet when they 
moved in early August. "We 
didn't think it would this bad. I 
feel rather stupid now. It's 
embarrassing because we wonder 
if we are going to get our money 
back when we go to sell." 

The Stewards live next to the 
Pi Beta Phi sorority at 1004 N. 
Institute, but don't have 
problems with the house itself, 
but rather the people that go by 
it. 

Steward also said there are 
noise problems with 
neighboring houses. She said 
she wishes the University would 
take more control over the off- 
campus students. 

Dr. Alan Gaisky, associate 
provost for student affairs, said, 
"We have no control over it 
since they live off-campus. It's a 
difficult issue to resolve." 

Steward also said she realizes 
all the problems are not Bradley- 
related. Nevertheless she said she 
wants to be a fair neighbor, but 
everyone has a tolerance level. "I 
have my limits. I call the police 
sporadically. If it's 3:30 in the 
morning and I'm not sleeping I'll 
call. I call the police department 
when I need help." 

Stacey Burns, Pi Phi 
president, said they even have to 
call the police themselves to 
complain about noise. "We don't 
make any noise. It is people who 
are walking from campus to their 

off-campus abutments." . 

Gaisky saia the University 

has not received any complaints 
this year as of yet, but every year 

thev receive some. 

He said overall noise is not a 

real problem considering that 
more than 1,000 students live 
off-campus.

The Soup Dragons new release 
LoveGod is a hybrid of.’60s 
psychedelia and today’s hip-hop, 
a creative blending of crunching 
guitars, funky rhythms and a 
danceable, dark but sometimes 
hollow record.

The Soup Dragons employ a 
very urban sound to LoveGod, 
and the use of sampling is 
evident on every song. The 
rhythm section is a very crisp 
attempt to produce a funk/reggae

beat. 

They obviously try to fuse the 
hip-hop when Junior Ried, 
formally of Black Uhuru, Joes a 
reggae/rap in the middle of ’’I’m 
Free.” The fusion works well here 


but on other songs such as 
’’SweatMeat” the sound is stalled 
by heavy rhythms and singer 
Sean Dickson’s indecision 
whether to rap or sing. 

The majority of songs on 
LoveGod have to do with a 
love/hate relationship with a 
woman. Songs as ’’SweatMeat,” 
’’Love You to Death” and ’’Beauty 
Freak” convey this message. The 
album is full of sadomasochist 
imagery such as ”only to be 
kissing when I should be 
killing” and ’’you hit me with the 
chain you drive the pain.” 

The message gets repetitive 
and there seems to be a lack of 
lyrical depth in most of the 
songs.

The Soup Dragons continue to 
strengthen and mold the English 
dance-psyqhedelic sound. Their

At 
times the urban sound works to 
perfection and at others it falls 
short. 

The. Soup Dragons have put 
out an album that will make us 
want to hear more.

He 
offered suggestions to make the 
pieces different, including 
techniques that might help make 
the notes clearer or improve the 
phrasing to make the piece more 
effective. 

Henry said he decided to 
perform at Bradley because of the 
large number of people who are 
interested in playing guitars on 
college campuses. More than 
half of the people at Henry's 
concert were college students. 
The concert allowed students to 
recognize there is more to 
playing a guitar than just rock 
and roll. 

Honors Henry has received 
through his music career include 
first prize in the Society of 
American Musicians Classical 
Guitar Competition in 1980. He 
performed for Andres Segovia in 
a series of master classes at the 
University of Southern 
California in 1981 and he often 
performs on National Public 
Radio. Henry was also the guest 
artist with the Milwaukee 
Symphony Orchestra.

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In the Feb. 16 issue of the 
Scout, Mr. Littlejohn referred 
sympathetically to one of Mr. 
Hale’s objectives, ”He wants 
white people to be proud of 
themselves, not imlike ’black is 
beautiful'. (By the way, beauty is 
in the eye of the beholder.)" 

In the Sept. 21 issue Mr. 
Mosher wrote, "One of the least 
well known is White Pride 
Skinhead. These are people who 
are proud of their heritage and the 
white culture. This is similar if 
not the same as the sense of 
racial pride preached by many 
black leaders." 

Mr. Hale, stated once again, 
as he has repeatedly done before, 
in the Oct. 5 issue, "In fact, 
blacks are encouraged to have 
pride, but whenever a white 
person demonstrates pride in his 
race, he is labeled with the word 
racist..." 

I believe the above mentioned 
individuals have mistaken 
appearances for substance and 
meaning. What formally seems 
the same, in fact is very different 
and asymmetrical. The slogan 
"black is beautiful" and similar 
calls for black pride which were 
often heard during the 1960s and 
'70s (as well as during previous 
periods of intensified struggle 
for black liberation) served as a 
tool in the battle against 
cultural/psychological 
domination. 

A crucial mechanism in the 
arsenal of white supremacy over 
the people of color has consisted 
of various versions of racist 
ideology. Academic curricula, 
paintings, songs, cartoons, 
poems, textbooks, scientific 
articles, plays, and newspa{>ers 
have been saturated with 
negative, degrading notions and 
images of African Americans and 


other people of color, and with 
the message "white is right." 

This ideology has served its 
main function by rationalizing 
and justifying economic, social, 
and political oppression and 
domination. It not only reflected 
and reinforced what was in the 
minds and hearts of the majority 
of the whites, but, most 
tragically, was internalized by a 
segment of the people it helped 
to oppress. 

This explains the persisting 
phenomenon of the preference of 
a significant proportion of 
African American children for 
white rather than black dolls. 
The desire of a certain proportion 
of African Americans to be white 
has been observed and 
documented as a significant 
social phenomenon, while the 
dynamic in the opposite 
direction has not been noted. 

The call "black is beautiful" 
has served to counteract the 
dominant culture's message that 
white is beautiful and black is 
ugly. The effort here has been to 
restore a sense of dignity and self 
worth to an oppressed people; it 
has been part and parcel of the 
struggle for equality. 

By equating this call with the 
white supremacists' call for 
"white pride," one is making a 
grave misinterpretation. People 
of European origins in the United 
States have not had a sense of 
inferiority due to the color of 
their skin; rather, they have 
acquired a sense of superiority. 
Given the history of above 400 
years of economic, political, 
social, and cultural domination 
over people of color, how could 
it have been otherwise? 

The call for "white pride" 
voiced openly by self-declared 
white supremacists today (as well 


as their virulent opposition to 
affirmative action) and supported 
less vocally by a wide segment 
of the white population reflects 
the unwillingness of the 
dominant group to accept the 
people of color as equals. It 
represents resentment towards 
the limited gains achieved by the 
people of color in their struggle 
for liberation during the period 
of civil rights movement. 

The resurgence of racism in 
the 1980s and 1990s is similar 
in its roots and dynamics to the 
intensifrcation of racism as a 
response to the gains achieved 
during the Reconstruction period 
at the end of the 19th century. 

As then, we witness now 
mobilization of vocal and 
violent hate groups, erosion of 
achievements in the legal 
sphere, a rise in prejudice, and a 
general increase in racial 
tensions. As then, we now notice 

a fallacious interpretation of 
very limited gains (with the gap 
hardly narrowed) as an indication 
of "them" taking over and 
imposing supremacy over "us." 

A similar phenomenon is 
unfolding in the "Republic" of 
South Africa — we hear shrill 
voices, especially of the 
Afrikaaners, expressing the fear 
of being "taken over." What all 
these have in common is the 
unwillingness to give up the 
power and privilege, the 
reluctance to give up the 
competitive edge, the head start 
acquired by brute force and then 
transmitted, by various means, 
from generation to generation 
for hundreds of years. 

By the way, although it is a 
catchy aphorism, it is not really 
true that "beauty is in the eye of 
the beholder," as Mr. Littlejohn

would have us believe. Standards 
of beauty are to a large extent 
determined by the socio-cultural 
system. As I have intimated 
above, "white is beautiful" and 
"black is ugly" has had less to do 
with the eye of the beholder than 
with the pocket and gun of the 
powerful. 

The unreasonableness and 
cruelty of the argument of 
equivalency can be brought home 
by a simple exercise. Let us 
assume that an organization 
"equivalent" to the Bradley 
Minority Coalition (remember 
the last semester?), which we 
could call The Bradley Majority 
Coalition," is formed. 

Now, in the true spirit of 
"equivalency" and 'Taimess," the 
latter organizes a rally and comes 
up with its demands. These 
demands would be, of course, the 
exact opposite of the ones 
proposed by the Minority 
Coalition. 

Thus, the following list of 
demands would be submitted to 
the BU administration: 1) 
Bradley University should invest 
in companies doing business in 
South Africa; 2) A new category 
of courses focusing on the 
history, experiences, and 
achievements of people of 
European origins should be 
required of all students; 3) 
Bradley should take rigorous 
actions to enhance the 
proportion of faculty and 
administrators of European 
origins; 4) Bradley needs to 
intensify recruitment of students 
of European origins; 5) The 
University should sponsor a 
"White Awareness Day" (to 
celebrate George Washington or 


perhaps Abraham Lincoln); 6) 
The Student Center should be 
renovated. 

See the point? In case you 
don't, allow me to make it 
explicit. These demands do not 
need to be made — they have beat 
implemented a long time ago, 
without any pressure or special 
effort; they were realized through 
the normal, institutionalized 
operation of a racist society. 

Consequently, when the call 
for white power is made, it is not 
a call to correct inequities; 
rather, it is a call to preserve 
white domination. The fallacy of 
equivalency is rooted in disregard 
for the reality of racial/ethnic 
stratification.

•The U.S. Army Reserve's 724th Transportation Co. from Peoria is 
expected to leave for Saudi Arabia this weekend.

•In front of 15 visitors American Indian activists climbed into the 
Dickson Mounds Museum and covered approximately 10 skeletons 
with blankets at about 1:30 p.m., Sunday. This was part of a daily 
protest by native Americans of the 237 skeletons in the excavated 
mound. No permanent damage was done, although some loose bones 
were dislodged. The blankets were not removed until the museum closed 
for the day. The museum has considered increasing security, 
particularly at the burial site. 


•Approximately 1200 people took part in a "life chain" protesting 
abortion Monday in downtown Peoria. The human chain, holding signs 
reading "Abortion Kills Children" and "Jesus Forgives and Heals," ran 
around the Peoria County Courthouse and then up Main Street. Many of 
the people who participated in the chain arrived on buses lettered Grace 
Presbyterian Church. 

The event, which lasted from about 6-7 p.m., attracted a small counter 
group opposite the courthouse. Members of the chain described the 
event as a spiritual rather than a political event.

They drove this 
point home by placing a wrecked 
car on their lawn to depict people 
involved in drunk driving 
accidents. 

Anheuser-Busch sponsored 
three workshops entitled "Your 
Alcohol IQ," "The Buddy 
System," and "I'm Driving" 
Wednesday evening. 

"Your Alcohol IQ" educated 
students about alcohol use by 
explaining the truths and myths^ 
of alcohol. "The Buddy System" 
reminded students of their 
responsibility to keep their 


friends from driving under the 
influence. 

Last night, students held a 
candlelight vigil in Williams 
Quad to remember all the students 
who have died as a result of 
alcohol. Students walked for 45 
minutes from the quad to 
downtown and back to 
commemorate these students. 

This is the first year Bradley 
has participated in NCAAW and 
Sanders said it has been a 
success. "(This week) has 
increased alcohol awareness on 
this campus." 

Programs encouraging 
alcohol awareness will not end 
after ihis* week. A live 
telecpnfefence, "Substance 
Abuse and Depressive Illness on 
Campus: Dual Diagnosis," is 
from 5:30 - 7 p.m., Tuesday, in 
Neumiller Lecture Hall. It is 
designed to discuss and answer 
questions concerning the 
problem on campus as well as 
throughout the population. The 
teleconference is presented by 
the National Alliance for the 
Mentally Ill. 

Following the teleconference 
Rev. Leo Booth will speak in the 
Student Center Ballroom. With 
his lecture, "Say Yes To Life," 
Booth wants people to think 
about what they want from life 
and what they are prepared to do 


for what they want. 

He will also speak at 9 - 
10:15 a.m. on "Recovery From 
An Eating Disorder," where he 
emphasizes control and the 
avoidance of feelings are the real 
issues with eating disorders, on 
Wednesday in the Hartmann 
Center. He said food is not the 
issue. 

Then, from 10:30 a.m. - noon 
he will speak on "Addiction: 
Effect Upon the Family." He 
describes the addicted family as 
being one where most or all 
family members have addictions 
or compulsions. 

Booth is an internationally 
known spiritual educator, lecturer 
and author. He has written 
several books on the subject of 
addiction. 

Besides the speakers, Bradley 
has also arranged to sell Pepsi 
products as an alternative to 
alcohol at University fimctions. 
The Pepsi products will be on 
sale from 3-5 p.m., every Friday 
and Saturday afternoon in 
Wyckoff 107.

textbooks, and the media. 

Don’t be duped by the great Caucasian 
coverup. Africans, Arabs, Latinos, 
Jews, and Asians have all contributed 
significantly to western civilization 
and culture, especially Americans. 

As students, we are also to blame for 
our ignorance. You are responsible 
for what you know about life and the 
world around you. We need to go 
beyond what is crammed into our 
heads via the classroom and discover 
what is neglected in CIV 100. 

Did you realize that the first 
university was not founded by 


Westerners but by Africans in 
Timbuktu? 

Did you know the "Father of 
Chicago" was Jean Baptiste Pointe 
DuSable, a free Black man. DuSable 
at one time even owned 800 acres of 
land in Peoria. 

How many people know that a black 
man named Estaban was the first non¬ 
native American to discover what are 
now the states of New Mexico and 
Arizona? 

Thomas Edison is credited for the 
invention of the electric light but few 
people mention Lewis Howard 
Latimer. Latimer was the black man 


that perfected the carbon filament 
that made Edison's bulb work. 

Dr. Charles Richard Drew, another 
black man, founded and implemented 
the idea of blood banks. He was the 
first director of the American Red 
Cross and a great surgeon. IronicaUy, 
he died following an automobile 
accident because a white hospital did 
not allow him the blood transfusions 
he needed to save his life. 

America has a fascination for 
cowboys, but history books neglect 
that the first Cowboys were Mexican, 
not Caucasian. 

Jesus Christ, the basis of 


Christianity, was a Jew, not a 
Caucasian. Judging from the region 
he was bom and his ancestral 
background, it is safe to say he was 
dark-skirmed and did not resemble the 
fair skiimed and European-featured 
image that is often portrayed. 

The list of achievements and 
accomplishments by people of color 
to western culture could not be 
written in one lifetime. 

I challenge you to discover more 
about people of color and their 
contributions and exploits. There are 
many books available in bookstores 
and libraries on the subject. Some 


books I suggest are A Salute to Black 

Sgicniisis_ and _Iny.gmors; A. 

Bibliography of Books By and About 

Mexicans: and What Color Was Jesus 
by William Mosely.

Soccer team improves record

The Bradley soccer team 
improved its record to 4-10 last 
week by winning two games and 
playing its best games of the 
season. 

’The team has come together 
these last four games and is 
really playing like I expected 
them to. This is not the same 
team that started the season,” 
Head Coach Jerry Crabtree said. 
The Braves are 2-2 in the last 
four games. 

Bradley defeated Memphis 
State 2-0 and lost to Vanderbilt 
4-0 two weekends ago on the 
road. The Braves returned home 
to defeat Aurora 1-0 last 
Wednesday and lost at Northeast 
Missouri State 2-1 in double 
overtime on Saturday. 

By beating Memphis State, 
the Braves were able to 
accomplish something it has 
struggled with all year - winning 
on the road. 

"Memphis State was a well 
played game on our part. We 
came out and pressured them and 
played excellent defense,” 
Crabtree said. 

Forwards John Barfield and 
Scott Siegel provided the goals 
for the Braves and freshman 
goalkeeper Scott Fusco recorded 
his first shutout. 


The following day the Braves 
traveled to play the Vanderbilt 
Commodores, losing 4-0. The 
game was reminiscent of the 
Drake game; the team was a little 
road weary and played 
sluggishly. 

”We were still pretty much 
asleep at the beginning of the 
game. But I think we just took 
them a little too lightly,” 
Crabtree said. 

"I think we just overlooked 
them. They came out and played 
well and we panicked,” defender 
Don Schwegel said. "We 
outplayed and outshot them in 
the second half, but we couldn't 
score." 

The team returned home to 
face Aurora last Wednesday. This 
contest was played in light rain 
and conditions that were less 
than favorable. 

"The field conditions were not 
good at all. There was a couple of 
inches of standing water on the 
field,” midfielder Brian Remedi 
said. "It was a messy game, but 
both teams played well 
considering the conditions." 

The Braves scored at the 15 
minute mark with freshman Scott 
Siegel’s fourth goal of the 
season. Greg Cors and Jeff Van 
Fleet were both credited with the 
assist. Siegel’s score proved to 
be the game winner as Aurora 
failed to score and Fusco notched 
his second shutout. 


The Braves traveled to 
Kirksville to face Northeast 
Missouri State, the No. 3 ranked 
team in Division U. The Braves 
were not intimidated, playing 
with a great deal of intensity and 
emotion. "We came out and 
played good high pressure and 
had great scoring opportunities. 
Our intensity level was very 
high." Crabtree said. 

The first half was played 
fairly evenly, neither team being 
able to score. The second half 
patterned the first, as each team 
matched the other's performance 
and the game ended in a 0-0 knot. 

”We went into overtime 
confident we could win. We knew 
they were a good team and that 
we were playing evenly with 
them, so we went out playing to 
win," Schwegel said. 

The Braves did just that and 
went up 1-0 on Schwegel's goal 
at the 97 minute mark. 

In the second overtime the 
Braves began to tire and 
Northeast took control of the 
game. Northeast scored at the 
106 minute mark to tie the score. 
Seven minutes later Northeast 
scored again to make the score 2- 
1. The Braves were unable to 
reuliate and suffered its 10th 
loss of the season.

Former Bradley sorority 
Sigma Iota Gamma has given 
way to national fraternity Zeta 
Tau Alpha — and its 67 new 
pledges look forward to 
officially chartering Bradley's 
CTA chapter sometime next 
spring. 

"SIG is basically out of the 
picture," Julie Aper, president of 
Bradley's ZTA colony, said. "We 
had a verbal agreement last 
spring that when we found a 
national, SIG would dissolve." 

"You see girls walking around 
in their SIG letters but that's a 
part of the past, like wearing 
your high-school jersey or 
something." 

SIG grew to about 60 
members by the time the group 
decided to go national with TTTA 
last spring. 

Julie Charron, CTA national 
traveling leadership consultant, 
said the Bradley ZTA colony will 
continue recruiting pledges in an 
ongoing effort to meet a quota of 
100 new members. 

"All pledges coming in up to 
the colony's installation will be 
considered charter members." 


Charron said. 

The ZTA colony's roots at 
Bradley go back to 1988 when 
13 women founded SIG with the 
intention of surviving under a 
national affiliate. 

A number of SIGs decided not 
to go ZTA, Mary Derbas, vice 
president, said. "We lost about 
20 girls. There were financial 
reasons, and some girls >yere 
seniors and didn't really- hav& the 
time (for pledgeship)." 

About 40 SIGs pledged ZTA in 
August, and another 20 members 
pledged during formal rush, 
Derbas said. Eleven more women 
pledged ZTA during informal or 
"extension" rush last week, she 
said. 

"And most people on campus 
don't know we're all pledges," 
Derbas said. 

Aper said every ZTA pledge - 
whether a former SIG or a ZTA 
pledge — is undergoing 
pledgeship with the help of 
national ZTA representatives 
who visit the house at least every 
three weeks. 

"It's neat," Aper said. "It's 
quite an experience because 
you re dealing with girls who

Race raises questions

The second annual Race 
Against Racism has come and 
gone - and has left some people 
wondering how Bradley 
University will fight racial 
discrimination in the next year. 

About 75 people participated 
in a five-kilometer run/walk race 
on Saturday to kick off the four- 
day event. Panel discussions on 
Sunday, Monday and Tuesday 
nights drew administrators, 
faculty, staff and students 
together to air concerns about 
racism at Bradley. 

"I think the turnout was pretty 
good," event organizer Keith 
Kroeger said. He said student 
attendance at this year's 
discussions was about the same 
as last year. 

"But apathy, again, on this 
campus really killed us as far as 
getting more opinions there," 
Kroeger said. 

Students change? 

Panelists and audience 
members at Monday's discussion 
disagreed on whether Bradley 
students have become more 
receptive to fighting racial 
tension in the last year. 

Meanwhile, self-avowed 
white supremacist Matt Hale 
attended the discussion and later 
stirred argument over racial 
equality. 

Panelist Calvin Butler, all¬ 
school president, told the 
audience of about 30 that he sees 


a new "air of friendliness" on 
campus regarding racial 
relations. 

But panelist Michael Sanders 
said students have put the 
priority of racial equality on a 
backbumer. Sanders spoke as 
student representative for the 
National Association for the 
Advancement of Colored People. 

"Just by the attendance here, I 
would say attitudes haven't 
changed as much as my fellow 
panelists think," Sanders said. 

Panelist Cindy Spector, 
president of the Multicultural 
Awareness Coalition, agreed 
with Sanders. 

"Racism is popping up on 
university campuses all over the 
nation," Spector said. "I see 
people protesting and wearing 
armbands, and I look at Bradley 
and wonder why students can't 
have the same enthusiasm for the 
cause." 

But within the hour, the 
discussion switched gears as Hale 
asked the panel if they believed 
in economic equality among 
races. 

Hale argued minority 
civilizations have been 
historically inferior to white 
culture and asked for proof that 
the various races are equal. His 
question was met with laughter 
^m the audience. 

Butler told Hale: "This is a 
forum to figure out what we can 
do here at Bradley University (to 
combat racism). I don't want to 
spend the rest of my time 
debating with you. 

"You are a minority here at 


Bradley as far as your beliefs - 
that has been established," 
Butler said. 

Administrators say... 

About 70 people showed up 
on Monday to hear panelists talk 
about what Bradley's 
administration is doing to fight 
racial discrimination on campus. 

"I think that everything that 
you see in the news is not 
everything that is going on, not 
everything that is being worked 
on, not all the problems that are 
being reported," Clarence 
Brown, director of personnel, 
said. 

Dr. Kalman Goldberg, 
provost and vice president for 
academic affairs, said 
administrators arc fighting 
institutional racism in a number 
of ways. These include 
implementing a human relations 
task force, incorporating 
discussion of racial issues into 
freshman level classes and 
following affirmative action 
hiring procedures. 

Most questions to the panel 
focused on the lack of women and 
minorities in faculty and 
administrative positions at 
Bradley. 

Goldberg told the audience the 
University doesn't have the 
money to hire all the women and 
minority faculty it needs. That 
pool of candidates runs scarce, 
and most of them prefer to work 
at other universities that can hire 
them for more money, he said.

Substance free BU debated

Students may be included in a 
new campuswide policy banning 
controlled substances, originally 
meant to prevent employees 
from drinking on University 
property. 

The policy reads: "... Bradley 
University prohibits the 
unlawful manufacture, 
distribution, possession, or use 
of controlled substances and 
intoxicants, and also prohibits 
any employee or other individual 
while visiting or using its 
facilities from being under the 
influence of any controlled 
substance or intoxicant." 

This policy was drafted to 
comply with the federal Drug 
Free Workplace Act of 1988 
which demands all universities 
have a policy regarding 
controlled substances, including 
alcohol. Without this policy, the 
University cannot receive grants 


and aid from the U.S. 
government. 

Clarence Brown, director of 
personnel, wrote the 
recommendation with Dr. 
Michael Lane, a member of the 
contractual agreements 
committee, which deals with 
University employer-employee 
relations. 

Brown said the policy was 
originally designed for Bradley 
faculty, but the University 
Senate decided at their September 
meeting to include Bradley 
students xmder the policy. 

However, due to questions 
arising over wording in the 
policy, the University Senate 
decided to pass the 
recommendation, pending review 
by the University attorney, 
before approving enforcement of 
it. Dr. Doan Modianos, 
University Senate chairperson, 
said. 

"It's an interim policy," 
Modianos said. "One of the 
questions (the attorney must 


answer) is who is covered by this 
— does this apply to students?" 

Diane Hardy, off campus 
student senator, said, "They're 
definitely going to have to get 
more specific. A lot of students 
think it's on and it iSn't. No one 
has come forward to articulate the 
policy at all. You'd think they 
would come forward with such a 
controversial issue instead of 
passing it behind our back," 

Meg Diffenderffer, Heitz Hall 
senator, said, "They keep telling 
us 'we'll let you know' and not 
telling us what we want to know. 
I've had a lot of constituents 
asking me what will happen if 
they’re found drunk." 

Dr. Alan Gaisky, associate 
provost for student affairs, said 
the policy should not deal with 
students. 

"At the present time, the only 
set of rules and regulations that 
concerns our students is in the 
Student Handbook and that is

Racism fought 
by education 

Racism has been a hot topic on Bradley’s carnpus. as well as other 
colleges and universities across the nation, for quite some time now. 

As a matter of fact, I really don’t think it ever left, but rather there are 
a handful of concerned people that are trying to make all of us aware of 
a problem that is not getting any better. This week the second annual 
Race Against Racism was held on campus and focused on action that 
can be in the future on this campus. 

Three panel discussions were held early in the week and had 
disappointing turnouts when compared to Bradley’s enrollment of 
6,000. I attended the last panel on Tuesday night with about 100 other 
students. 

It was disheartening to listen to Dr. Barbara Penelton, ombudsman 
for the University, say that in her 21 years here, the feelings of 
isolation that minorities go through at Bradley have not changed. 

It is really pathetic that there was more interaction between different 
cultures and races at my high school in Chicago. I can’t believe at the 
college level, this situation has actually regressed. 

Bradley is not alone m this problem though. It is affecting colleges 
all over the nation. 

According to the Oct. 17 issue of The Chronicle of Higher Education, 
students at Yale’s law school held a boycott of classes about two weeks 
ago. The students spent the day participating in a rally and workshops. 
The event was the result of a hate letter sent to black law students last 
month. 

Unfortunately, there are no defmitive solutions, but after listenmg 
to the panel, it is obvious education is a definite key in combatting 
this problem. There are always going to be racists on all sides, but 
education may help lower this number. 

People are usually afraid of things they know nothing or very little 
about. Ignorance is usually the foundation of racists' thoughts, such as 
a person believing they are superior just because they are of a different 
race when it has been proved that people are the same no matter what 

race they are. . 

While I do not believe in the opinions that white su^emacist Matt 
Hale expresses in his letters to the editor, it is his right under the 
freedom of speech. But also, his letters should be a lesson to ^1 of us. 
In order to fight racism, one has to know what racists think. His letters 
are a perfect example of this. 

The University itself is making a very small step forward in 
educating students about this issue. The EHS 120 class, ’’The 
University Experience," is offered to freshmen as a type of extension 
of orientation. This semester the 35 sections are supposed to spend 
some time exploring the topic of racism and sexism. While this is only 
a dent, it is still a step in a positive direction. 

Nevertheless, I agree with others on this campus that this is not 
enough. The University really needs to expand on this idea so all 

students will be exposed to.other races and relations. 

Many other schools are incorporating their own programs that 
revolve around awareness. The March 28 issue of The Chromcle of 
Higher Education reports that Pennsylvania State University will 
require students to take a number of courses on race, gender, religion, 

etc. starting next year. ^ i. j 

The State University of New York College at Cortland has had a 
"Prejudice and Discrimination" requirement for two years now and the 
University of Miimesota has required most of its college of liberal arts 
students to fulfill two courses dealing with race and ethnicity since 
1986 . 

These are just some of the schools that are realizmg the importance 
of this topic and how today’s college students desperately need to be 

exposed to it Hopefully, Bradley in its pursuit to become a top school 
nationally will follow the lead of these other institutions.

Dear Editor: 

Dr. Gorin said in the Oct 19 issue 
of the Scout, "People of European 
origins in the United States have not 
had a sense of inferiority due to the 
color of their skin; rather, they have 
had a sense oi superiority." 

This is not true because white 
people have been bombarded with the 
idea white is bad because of past 
discrimination against non-whites. 
It’s loo bad if this offends people, but 
I am not going to be held responsible 
for the actions of people who are 
most probably dead now. I also do 
not see why I should suffer for those 
actions under affirmative action. 

Dr. Gorin said the media in general 
is saturated with "degrading notions 
and images of African Americans and 
other people of color, and with the 
message 'while is right.*" This may 
have been true in the past, but now it 
seems to be the opposite. For 
example MTV has a large amount of 
programming that features black 
artists or kinds of music that is 
predominantly performed by and in 
the past listened to by blacks, such 
as rap and reggae.

Iti his article Dr. Gorin seemed to 
be saying to me having pride in your 
race is no different then being a 
racist, unless of course you’re black. 
Why is this? Because blacks were 
once institutionally discriminated 
against? This idea makes about as 
much sense as trying to swim across 
the Illinois River in December.

Wicked 

Dear Editor: 

If black people are simple white 
people with dark skins, then it would 
be stupid and wicked bigotry to 
discriminate against them. If there is 
no other difference between whites 
and blacks besides skin color, if 
there is no difference of mind or 
character, then everything the 
liberals and race-mixers preach would 
be true. Just as it would be insane and 
wicked to hale and discriminate 
against people with red hair, so it 
would be insanity and wickedness to 
discriminate against a man bom with 
a dark skin ~ if the daik skin is the 
only difference. 

There would be no excuse for not 
admitting Negroes to full equality 
with whiles at once, including the 
complete right to intermarry with our 
people, if they were equal. But if 
there are differences of mind and 
character between Negro and white, 
in addition to skin color, and if the 
Negro has a lower intelligence and 
major character defects as a race, then 
it is the height of wickedness and 
insanity to push for equality and 
integration of whiles and blacks. 
Perhaps the most revealing and 
unanswerable study of racial 
differences between whites and 
blacks was made in Virginia by a Dr. 
Ferguson. Most studies seeking the 
answer to racial differences between 
blacks and whites are useless because 
they toully ignore the white blood 
in many of the "blacks" they test. 
Ferguson toeJe ^ school children of 
Virginia, tested them all for 

intelligence, and then checked their 
racial backgrounds. 

He divided them up into five racial 
groups. The first group was pure 
black. The second group consist^ of 
those having one white grandparent. 
The third group had two while 
grandparents, and the fourth group 
had three while grandparents. The 
fifth group was pure whites. 

The pure blacks tested at least 40 
percent below the pure whites. The 
blacks with one while grandparent 
did slightly better than the pure 
blacks; with two white grandparents, 
still belter; with three while 
grandparents — almost as good as the 
whites themselves. All of these 
blacks lived as and considered 
themselves "Negroes." Their 
environments and "advantages" or 
disadvantages were exactly the same. 
Yet ability was exactly proportional 
to the amount of white blood!

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WRBU radio gains territory

WRBU can forseeably 
quadruple their listenership with 
a planned extension in the 
station's listening area and new 
programming, Tom Richmond, 
communication counselor 
representative for WRBU, said. 

The listening area for WRBU 
has been extended from this side 
of the Illinois River to Interstate 
74 to include a substantial part of 
Peoria. This will allow the Greek 
houses and those faculty 
members who live in the area to 
listen to the Bradley station. 

The latest survey, taken in 
1989, indicated 750 students 
listened to WRBU per week. 

The radio station has also 
initiated the official WRBU 
programming guide. Wired, to be 
distributed monthly. The 
program guide offers music 
related news and their actual 
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Broadcasters. Four half hour 
shows will be distributed weekly 
to WRBU. These programs are 

produced by college radio 
stations, Styninger said. 

WRBU is also trying to host a 
campus event and is in the 

process of promoting concerts at 
Bradley, Styninger said. 

The establishment of WRBU 
came after two years of planning 
and a Student Activities Budget 
Review Committee grant in 
1987. WRBU - Student Radio at 
Bradley University officially 
began broadcasting Wednesday, 
Oct. 7, 1987. 

The last WRBU campus radio 
station evolved into WCBU, the 
Peoria Public Radio Station. 
Bradley was able to recover an 
operating turntable and console 
for the new radio station before 
the transformation. 

Radio hookup must be done 
through the cable system to 
receive WRBU frequency. The 
hookup will also provide 
listeners with stations from the 
Chicago and Los Angeles areas, 
Styninger said. 


program set up with times, 
D.J.'s, and the type of music each 
plays.

Freeze Frame, a student 
television show operated jointly 
by Bradley and UA Cable, will 
offer campus news throughout 
the Peoria area.. 

The Bradley Broadcasters, 
previously Alpha Epsilon Rho, 
began the show to help students 
gain the practical experience 
necessary to get a good job in 
the future, Marijke O'Conner, 
president of the Broadcasters 
said. 

"It's a mock environment," 
O'Conner said. "People are 
learning hands-on experience 
right away." 

The 35 active members of the 
Bradley Broadcasters and the 
three advisers, Mark Butzow, 
Paul Gullifor and Dan Kerns, are 
responsible for the writing, 
directing and producing of the bi¬ 
monthly show. 

The second show is scheduled 
to air 8 p.m. Sunday on channel 
5 or 32. The same show also 
aired 9:30 p.m. last Wednesday 
on the same channels. 

O'Conner, a senior news 
major, said the ultimate goal of 
the group is to produce a weekly 
show, though she will probably 
graduate before that happens. 

"Our quality might not be 
where we want it to be, but the 
potential is there," O'Conner 
said. 

The group, which decided to 
separate themselves from the 
national broadcasting 
organization AERho for 
financial reasons, said it hopes 
the administration will realize it 
is serious about producing a 
quality show and help fund them. 

The first show the group 


produced was the all-school 
Senate debate this spring. 
O'Conner said everything went 
so well for the debate the 
Broadcasters decided there was a 
need for a show on a permanent 
basis. They would like to 
televise the all-school debate 
again this year. 

The students decide on the 
order of the stories as well as 
which stories will run or not. 
O'Conner said the timeliness of 
the story helps to decide what 
will air. 

For students to be permitted 
to use the equipment at UA cable 
they have to be certified by the 
company. Only about 10 
members are certified, though 
they would like to get everyone 
certified. 

Some of the editing work is 
done in Bradley Hall 219. 
Students then go to the cable 
station and finish putting it 
together. 

"We’re trying to get as ^nany 
people involved in each show as 
we can," Milly Carabello, vice 
president of the Broadcasters, 
said. 

She said because they want 
students to experience the 
different aspect of putting 
together a television show they 
are rotating the positions each 
show so everyone gains a wide 
variety of knowledge. 

Butzow, a TV 10 alumnus (a 
daily student run show from 
Illinois State University) said he 
focuses on the news aspects of 
the show. He said he wants 
students to apply what they have 
learned in the classroom to actual 
broadcasting situations. 

"I think those of them that 
have been involved already have 
had their eyes opened to the 
chaotic nature of the business," 


Butzow said. He said students 
cannot get that type of education 
in the classroom. 

Kristin Thomas, senior 
broadcast news major, produced 
the second show of die season. 
She said prior to working on the 
show she wanted to go into 
anchoring, now after her 
experiences with the show she 
has decided she would rather go 
into production as a career. 

"If I could do production every 
time, I would do it," Thomas 
said. 

O'Conner said the group is 
working on getting the rights to^ 
use the song "Freeze Frame" sung 
by the J. Geils Band as the theme 
for the show. 

O'Conner said she and other 
seniors did not need the 
experience of the show, but were 
mainly helping for the benefit of 
the freshman. She said the 
seniors are here mainly to serve 
as an example, a resource and an 
educational tool for the younger 
students 

"We are working on a hands- 
on learning environment that 
will give them their first start in 
the business," O'Conner said.

college. 

The panel specified neither 
gender nor race makes a 
signiHcant difference in being 
dual diagnosed. However, the 
expression of depression is 
culturally different. Women are 
more likely to be depressed than 
men, and Goodwin said, "The 
person coming from an educated 
background more often has only 
psychological effects from 
depression, while the person 
from the uneducated background 
has physical effects from 
depression.” 

The panel then discussed 
Seasonal Affective Disorder, 
which means behavior patterns 
change with the seasonal 
changes. ”Drinking patterns 
vary from season to season 
among a significant portion of 
the student body,” Goodwin said.

have already gone through a 
pledgeship with SIG, and then 
there are girls who just pledged 
ZTA last weekend.” 

Because everyone is 
undergoing pledgeship at the 
same time, the transition to CTA 
has sometimes been hectic, 
Derbas said. 

”It's been hard having to set 
up everything, even the simplest 
things like putting committees 
together,” she said. "And it's 
been hard for some of us to learn 
about ZTA and then teach tho 
newer pledges at the same time.” 

Aper said SIG members chose 
ZTA as a national primarily 
because the two organizations 
carried similar values, beliefs and 
goals. "And on the 
organizational end, our structures 
were very much the same,” she 
said. "Overall, I think the 
transition from SIG to TIT A went 
very well." 

Bradley's ZTA colony must 
fulfill national requirements 
before it can be installed as an 
official chapter, Derbas said. She 
said those requirements include 
meeting certain financial 
obligations and maintaining 
standard GPA requirements. 

Aper said ZITA national also 
requires the colony to involve at 
least 85 percent of its members 
in extracurricular activities and 
pass all pledge tests. 

"Probably one of the 
strongest criteria we have to 
meet is the standards program 
they have,” Aper said. The 
program requires chapter 
presentations on topics 
including alcoholism, crisis 
management and sexual assault 
she said. 

Aper said she thinks the 
national ZTA fraternity will 
install the Kappa Epsilon 
chapter at Bradley sometime in 
February or March. "But it's 
really up to national, and they 
keep pretty quiet about things 
like that," she said. 

Derbas, Charron and Aper said 
the ZTA colony has received 
outstanding support from the rest 
of Bradley's Greek system. 

"During informal rush, there 
were girls from Pi Phi helping us 
in the kitchen so we could all go 
out and rush,” Derbas said. "And 
we just had our Founder's Day on 
Monday, and we got flowers from 
a lot of fraternities and 
sororities.” 

Katie Sullivan, Panhellenic 
Council president, said she is 
"definitely glad” ZTA is joining 
Bradley's Greek system. 


States, Department of Health and 
Human Services, Dr. Anthony 
Lehman, of the University of 
Maryland, and Dr. Ellen Frank, 
of the University of Pittsburgh. 

The dual diagnosis cycle often 
begins with a mood disorder -- 
depression — and that person 
turns to substances to get relief 
from depression. Goodwin said, 
"students are two and a half times 
more likely to start the substance 
abuse cycle with a depression 
disorder.'* 

Lehman pointed out that 
alcohol abuse can be a secondary 
factor to depression, and that 
"depression can be triggered by 
outside forces.” ^ , 

In dealing with a dual 
diagnosed person, the first goal 
of treatment is sobriety. Once 
the person is sober, treating the 
depression is much easier. In 
treating the depression disorder, 
more restrictive prescriptions 
must be given; the most 
successful anti-depressant drug is 


Prozac, which can also reduces 
the desire for alcohol. 

Goodwin also said he is not 
aware of one particular center 
that can treat both disorders 
successfully. One center may 
have an excellent substance 
abuse program, while another 
may have a good psychiatric 
program; however none can treat 
dual diagnosis simultaneously. 

"Family history can 
determine if the person is 
susceptible to substance abuse," 
Lehman said. If a baby was given 
birth by an alcoholic mother and 
then gets adopted, that person 
^ will still have alcoholic 
tendencies later in life, Goodwin 
said. 

What family members and 
friends must first do is recognize 
the problem. Then they must 
take an active role in the support 
network, which is extremely 
vital to the success of the 
treatment. 

What they must not do is fall

into the trap of "enabling," 
which is bailing out the abuser or 
providing a way to avoid getting 
treatment. For example, if the 
student has a substance abuse 
problem and is not going to 
class and a friend gives this 
student the notes for that class, 
this is an enabling situation. Dr. 
Goodwin said. 

College administrators can 
help by writing more concrete 
policies governing the use of 
alcohol and ensuring these 
policies are followed. 'Too often 
these college administrators are 
playing 'catch up' with the 
problem of alcohol abuse on 
their campuses," Goodwin said. 

Goodwin also said the 
"housing office and the academic 
departments should work in 
accordance to enforce these 
stricter rules." For example, if 
someone is caught several times 
in the act of substance abuse, not 
only should he be thrown out of 
the dorm but also expelled from 


Lower grades, poor family 
relations and disheveled 
appearance are all indicators of 
dual diagnosis, suffering from 
both depression and substance 
abuse, a national teleconference 
revealed Tuesday in Neumiller 
Lecture Hall. 

Five percent of all college 
students drink on a daily basis, 
and 43 percent of those binge 
drink. Seventeen percent of 
college students use marijuana 
regularly. Depression is twice as 
common in women as men. 
Fifteen percent of college 
students have Seasonal Affective 
Disorder. 

These are only some of the 
statistics revealed at the 
teleconference. The 

teleconference was sponsored by 
the National Alliance for the 
Mentally Ill, with a panel of 
experts consisting of Dr. 
Frederick Goodwin, head of the 
Alcohol Abuse and Mental 
Health Administration, United

After considering various 
options, the Bradley chapter of 
Tau Kappa Epsilon fraternity has 
decided to reorganize.

"The big steps are basically 
completed — there is a new house 
attitude." He said everything 
should be going in the right 
direction in about a year. 

This reorganization includes a 
program that does not involve 
the traditional pledging period. 
Griffin said instead this lets the 
person know right away what is 
going on with the fraternity. "It 
gets the new member active 
sooner." 

He said he believes this 
system is better than the 
traditional pledging in. "I 
believe it is the way of the future. 
It eliminates the hazing that 
comes with pledging." 

The TKEs will have a two 
week orientation where its 
membership quality board will 
interview potential members 
during this time. Shaff said this 
system will eliminate wasted 


time. After the two weeks, the 
new members will go active. 

He said this new system 
eliminates a lot of the trivia that 
pledges are generally required to 
learn. "When you're a freshman, 
you have other worries — but you 
still learn the basics like who the 
founder was and other things." 

The house is looking for 
about eight new members this 
semester and another 10 men 
next semester. 

Their long-term goals include 
a membership of 60 to 80 men iri 
about four years. "We don't want 
to become a big house though. 
We like to know one another and 
to call each other by name. We 
want to be a medium-sized 
powerhouse," Shaff said. 

Griffin said overall they are 
receiving positive feedback from 
the Greek system in regard to 
what they are trying to do. 

IFC president Dave Mainella, 
said, "As president. I’m excited 
to see this happening. It shows 
that a chapter can improve and 
make the Greek system stronger. 
The TKEs' morale has improved." 

Shaff said,"We will be 
successful if people give us a fair 
chance." 

Ed King, executive director of 
housing, residential life and 
student judicial system and Greek 
adviser, said he hopes the 
fraternity's reorganization will 
achieve what it is looking for. 
"They seem to be well organized 
and some men are showing 
interest." 

Some of the external changes 
include new lighting, rewiring, 
carpeting, furniture and 
landscaping at the house. The 
TKEs are holding an informative 
meeting at 9 p.m. on Tuesday in 
the Geisert Cafeteria.

what we will go by," Gaisky 
said. "This (the policy) was 
essentially done for our 
employees. This statement 
should be limited to employees." 

Ed King, executive director of 
housing and the student judicial 
system, said he sees no reason 
why there should be a change in 
policy towards students. 

"We've seen much better 
behavior and less consumption 
(by students) with the dismissing 
of kegs," he said. 

The Student Handbook policy 
regarding students and alcohol 
reads: "The consumption of 
alcoholic beverages will not be 
permitted by any students 
regardless of age in any public 
areas of the University." 

The handbook also explains 
the penalties under Illinois state 
law for illegal use of alcohol. 

"This is an umbrella policy 
that covers the whole 
University. This covers specific 
things for employees. The 
Student Handbook covers 
specific things for students/' 
Brown said. 

Another question arising over 


the policy in the University 
Senate meeting was the topic of 
enforcement, Modianos said. 

The recommendation reads: 
"Employees or other individuals 
violating this policy may be 
subject to arrest by appropriate 
legal officials. Employees may 
be required to complete, by 
certification, an approved drug or 
substance abuse program, or be 
subject to University discipline, 

up to and including immediate 


dismissal." 

Gaisky said this policy would 
not be comprehensive enough to 
cover students, as policies 
concerning students are never 
mentioned. 

The issue was to be discussed 
at the October meeting of the 
University Senate last Thursday, 
which was cancelled. It has not 
been aimounced if the meeting 
will be rescheduled or if the topic 
will wait until the November

Booth urges students to life

It is simple enough to say no 
to drugs, but an addiction cannot 
be broken imtil the addict says 
yes to life, the Reverend Leo 
Booth told more than 300 people 
Tuesday night in the Student 
Center Ballroom. 

Booth, an internationally 
known spiritual educator, 
lecturer, and author on the 
subject of addiction, gave a 
speech entitled ”Say Yes To Life” 
Tuesday night and spoke on the 
subjects of eating disorders and 
the effects of addiction on the 
family Wednesday morning. 

The lectures were sponsored 
by ACBU, White Oaks New Leaf 
for Women and the Junior League 
of Peoria Women to Women 
Project. 

Booth, a recovering alcoholic 
for almost 14 years, said the 
same process that helped him 
control his alcohol addiction can 
help people with eating 
disorders, drug dependency or 
any other obsessive behavior. 
The essential ingredient in that 


process is saying yes to life. 

Saying yes to life means ^ 
learning to be a positive, 
creative person. Addicts are the 
opposite. Booth said. They are 
negative and destructive to 
themselves and their families. 

Booth said the lecture was not 
about religion, but spirituality, 
which is simply another way of 
saying positive and creative life, 
he said. In fact, he attacked the 
church for religious abuse. 'Tm a 
recovering Catholic,” Booth 
said. 

Though the audience laughed. 
Booth was serious about 
religious abuse. "Let's not forget 
that the KKK thinks^it js 
Christian group,” he saich And as 
for the Bible, "No book in the 
history of man has been 
responsible for the deaths of 
more people." 

Religion is about 
denominations, he said. Most 
people are of the same religion 
as their parents. If a person was 
brought up not to doubt, ask 


questions or think, that indicates 
religious abuse. 

Booth pointed out religious 
abuse affects most people when 
he asked how many people in the 
audience really felt comfortable 
about sex. Religion teaches us 
sex is dirty, menstruation is the 
curse of Eve, and masturbation 
leads to blindness. Booth said. 

"Ever notice that all of the 
people who told you that wore 
spectacles," he added. 

"Spirituality is the essence of 
what being a human being is all 
about," Booth said. Citing some 
prominent spiritual men.

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•The office of Bradley trustee and U.S. Rep. Robert Michel has barred 
the Journal Star's Washington correspondent, Ted Hearn, because it was 
outraged at a story appearing on the front page of the paper. Michel’s 
spokesperson, Missi Tessier, said the office thought the article Hearn 
wrote was unfair. The article was about the validity of Michel's use of a 
government-run gas pump for official business. The article, derived 
from a story in the Washington Times, said a government operated gas 
pump provides gas at taxpayers' expense to Congress. 

•Members of the 724th Transportation Company, including 100 from 
Peoria and others from Davenport, Iowa, were deployed Tuesday 
afternoon to Saudi Arabia to support Operation Desert Shield. The 
transportation company, which operates 60 medium-size tanker trucks, 
has been training at Fort Sheridan since Sept. 22. The unit may be 
deployed for up to 180 days. 

Members of the 419th Transportation Battalion, also from Peoria, 
remain at Fort Sheridan awaiting word on a departure date for Saudi 
Arabia. They have been training for two weeks. 

•The Duryea Trust Fund has one week to collect $35,000 to buy the 
Motor Trap, a 92-year-old car. The group has until Wednesday to 
complete payment on the $125,000 car, owned by Englishman Scott 
Bailey. If the group raises the money the car, built in Peoria by Charles 
and Frank Duryea, would go on permanent display in Peoria. It will 
remain on display for at least another week on the main level of the 
Peoria Public Library. There was a two week hiatus in the group’s 
fundraising effort because of a question regarding the authenticity of 
the car. 

•Iben Browning, the climatologist who predicted the earthquake along 
the New Madrid fault on or about Dec. 3, said he does not like the 
publicity his prediction has caused. Scientists claim Browning's 
prediction is not based on sound evidence. He said he has turned down 
more than 1,000 interviews. The New Madrid fault area extends from 
Marked Tree, Ark,, through New Madrid, Mo., to Cairo, Ill. Peoria is 
expected to feel the effects of the quake. 

•Lee Smith, supervising attorney for the U.S. Attorney's Peoria and 
Rock Island offices, has announced his resignation to join a private 
firm in December.

”We've got to attract them 
because it*s a cordial place to 
work," Goldberg said. 

Brown said community appeal 
is another variable in bringing 
more women and minorities to 
Bradley. Candidates often prefer 
to work in cities such as St. 
Louis and Chicago instead of 
Peoria, he said. 

"There's a lot more involved 
than just saying 'let's make 
Bradley hunky-dory for 
everyone,"' he said. 

What now? 

Administrators on Tuesday's 
panel spent most of the time 
fielding questions about their 


actions against campus racism 
for an audience of about 100 
people. 

Dr Alan Gaisky, associate 
provost for student affairs, said 
the administration's human 
relations task force has opened 
conununications with its student, 
faculty and administrative 
membCTS that is "very open, very 
frank and, I think at this point, 
very crucial." 

Dr. Zeev Gorin, chair of the 
sociology department, 
questioned the task force's utility 
in applying remedies to 
Bradley’s racial issues. "Are we 
dealing with constitutional 
changes in curriculum?" Gorin 


said. Are we dealing with 
divestment in South Africa?" 

Gorin said students must 
continue prodding administrators 
for specific answers to such 
questions. 

Later, Sanders told the 
audience: "The same thing 
happened at last year's Race 
Against Racism. Everybody 
came up here and yelled at the 
administration to get things off 
their chest. Then, two weeks 
later it was gone. 

"We're yelling now and we 
think we can push Dr. Gaisky and 
Ray (Zarvell) against the wall, 
but what are we going to do in 
two weeks?"

They howl. They snarl. They 
gnash their teeth and carry big 
weapons. 

And furthermore, these Bradley 
students do it for charity. 

It's all in a night's work as a 
monster at the Jaycees' Haunted 
House at Expo Gardens in Peoria. 
The Jaycees have traditionally 
recruited Bradley students — as 
well as groups from local high 
schools and businesses — to 
volunteer as monsters, tour 
guides and make-up assistants at 
the haunted house. 

"We bill ourselves Jlic . 
largest and scariest house ixi'Z 
central Illinois," Jeanne Skewes, 
vice president of the Peoria 
Jaycees* chapter, said. 
"Nobody's argued with us yet" 

Skewes, a graduate student at 
Bradley, has helped bring 
Bradley volunteers — usually 
members of fraternities and 
sororities — to the haunted house 
for three years. The house . 
demands at least 20 monsters and 
another 20 volunteers for other 
jobs every night, Skewes said. 

Junior Shawn Jenkins, a 
member of Pi Kappa Phi, has 
volunteered as a monster for the 
last three years. He and some 25 
other Pi Kapps worked 
Wednesday at the house. 

"It's just a good time and we 
have a lot of fun," Jenkins said. 

Senior Melissa Cahn worked at 
the Jaycees' house for the first 


time last year and joined the 
Jaycees soon afterwards. She 
oversees make-up design at the 
haunted house and serves as the 
Jaycees' public relations 
director. 

The monsters at the haunted 
house look especially disgusting 
this year due to Cahn's use of 
liquid latex with their make-up, 
Cahn said. 

"This is the first year we've 
used it," Cahn said. "It's literally 
liquid rubber skin. We can make 
cuts, lacerations and all sorts of 
gross things with it — imder the 
lights it looks REALLY gross." 

Cahn adds to the effects by 
using a syringe to apply fake 
blood to the monsters' latex 
faces. 

Since latex and fake blood 
don't appeal to all volunteer 
monsters, they always have their 
option of wearing a mask insteaa 
of make-up, Cahn said. 

"But most people prefer the 
make-up," she said. "The masks 
are often hot, and they can make 
it difficult to breathe and hard to 
see." 

The haimted house is based on 
the story of its owner's murder, 
Cahn said. "The murderer is loose 
in the house and because the 
owner was killed, the house is 
taken over by ghouls and spirits 
and monsters." 

The first six of the house's 13 
rooms follow that theme with a 
bedroom, bathroom, dining 
room and parlor, Cahn said. 
"Then it gets a little nutso, with 
stuff like Jason and a cemetary," 


she said. 

Cahn said the special effects 
often frighten adults as much as 
children who visit the house. 
She told a story about one man 
who went through it with a group 
of children: 

"We figured the little kids 
would be scared and freaking out. 

I mean, the kids were scared, but 
their dad apparently laid down on 
the floor and wouldn't move. He 
wouldn't leave because he was so 
scared. 

But nobody's physical in our 
house — that's the one thing we 
insist on," Cahn said. "No one 
can grab any of the victims." 

Cahn said that teenagers, 
especially girls, arc the most fun 
visitors to the house. "Guys get 
kind of rough," she said. "Every 
once in a while someone will try 
to overpower one of the 
monsters and wc have to ask him 
to leave." 

Jenkins and Cahn both said 
most of the people going 
through the haunted house seem 
to be high school students. 

"The girls are always 
screaming, and then they come 
in with the guys — of course, 
they have to act like nothing 
bothers them," Jenkins said. 
"Every once in a while, we'll 
surprise them and scare them. 

"But sometimes wc have adults 
with their little kids and you take 
it a little easier on them," he 
said.

Enter Carter Hayes, (played 
brilliantly by Michael Keatbn) 
who at first appears to Patti and 
Drake as the ideal tenant. Hayes 


is intelligent, affluent, 
articulate, carries large amounts 
of cash, drives a Porsche that can 
be unlocked by remote control, 
and furnishes excellent 
references upon Drake's request. 

And with that the terror 
begins. Not since the 1987 hit 
"Fatal Attraction” has there been 
such a plot filled with more 
twists. 

Drake is instantly leery of 
him and has good reason to be. 
Almost inunediately Hayes fails 
to pay rent, disappears, changes 
the locks, moves a creepy friend 
in with him and begins 
hammering all night. 

The nice Japanese couple in 
the other apartment are forced to 
move out after Hayes releases 
cockroaches in the house. Faced 
with impending financial ruin, 
Patti and Drake try to hold off a 
foreclosure and rid themselves of 
Hayes, who has been 
disappearing off and on. 


After an eviction order has 
been posted, the young couple 
dig their heels in, trying -to keep 
the house. However, the stress 
causes Patti to miscarry her 
baby. 

This gives a sampling of how 
evil Hayes is. 

Keaton's performance makes 
up for the somewhat lackluster 
plotline by providing an 
intriguing character. He is so 
delightfully evil that you are 
drawn to and repulsed by him at 
the same time. With the use of 
lighting to create shadows 
around him, my friend and I found 
ourselves grabbing each other's 
arms whenever he appeared.

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Old solicitation policy receives new enforcement

Many campus organizations 
may have unintentionally 
violated a University ruling that 
prohibits door-to-door 
solicitation at Bradley. 

The ruling, from the Bradley 
Student Handbook reads ”No 
person-to-person distribution of 
handouts in public places is 
allowed. Door-to-door handouts 
and solicitation are also 
prohibited.” 

"We have not let anybody go 
door-to-door for a couple of basic 
reasons," Mike Murphy, director 
of housing, said. 

"Williams (and other 
residence halls) arc perfect 
targets for solicitors and the 
residents didn’t want people 
going door-to-door." 

The rule has been in the 
student handbook since at least 
1982, Peggy Sassorossi, director 
of student activites, said, yet few 
organizations are aware of the 
ruling. 

"It has always been a policy, 
but the enforcement was 
inconsistent among the housing 
units," Sassorossi said. 

Previously, some staff had

allowed solicitation in the 
residence halls during non-quiet 
hours, but an agreement has been 
made to enforce the policy 24 
hours a day, Sassorossi said. "I 
would say the residence hall staff 
is much more conscientious this 
year about stopping 
solicitation." 

Lisa Johnson, president of 
Ganuna Phi Beta sorority, had 
never been informed of the 
policy. "(Murphy) probably 
needs to get the word out — how 
many people actually sit down 
and read the handbook?" 

Johnson said she is not 
certain of how the policy will 
affect the income of Gamma Phi 
Beta, considering how much of 
the revenue for the organization 
was made by ^ dooT-to-door 
solicitati^. "Obviously it is 
going to affect sales, but being 
able to set up tables will still 
allow us to make some money." 

Other campus organizations 
may have to find new ways to go 
about activities given the new 
enforcement. 

Diane Hardy, president of the 
College Republicans said the 


policy has frustrated her 
organization’s efforts to register 
voters on campus. This was the 
first year her group had ever 
heard of the policy. 

"It was really frustrating this 
year. It really upset me. Just the 
fact that we couldn’t go through 
and register people. We had a 
table and got good responses 
there, but we could have done so 
much better if we could have 
gone room to room," Hardy said. 

Murphy said his office had 
not approved any solicitation in 
the approximately 20 years since 
he had been at Bradley. 
"Solicitation has not been a 
problem for us," he said. Any 
sales done on such a basis were 
"not on a basis I would approve." 

There may be possible 
exceptions to the rule, Murphy 
said. It had been considered to 
allow door-to-door collections 
for Ray Chin, a student who died 
of cancer last year. Other similar 
cases may warrant similar 
deliberations, Murphy said. 

Posting information, table 
setup and mailing by student 
organizations for fund-raising 


purpose is still allowed, provided 
groups get clearance from the 
Student Affairs Office first, 
Sassorossi said. "The first point 
of contact for fund-raisers should 
be through the Student Activities 
Office." 

If organi 2 ^tional members are 
found soliciting door-to-door on 
campus by hall staff, general 
proc^ure is for a hall director or 


assistant hall director to be 
informed. Usually the student’s 
ID number is taken and he is 
asked to leave the hall. Repeated 
violations may result in a 
censure. 

Off-campus organizations arc 
asked to leave immediately and 
repeated violations may result in 
arrests for ttespassing.

The Southern Illinois- 
Edwardsville Cougars ruined the 
Braves’ debut on the new Becker 
Soccer field by defeating Bradley 
5-2 on Wednesday. 

The Cougars, the fifth-ranked 
team in the Midwest, pounced on 
the Braves early and never 
trailed, as they scored three goals 
in the first half. 

This was the first game that 
was played on the new Becker 
Field complex. Previous home 
games were played on the 
adjacent practice field. 

The Cougars scored their first 
goal at the two-minute mark on 
Jim Mischbach’s unassisted 
strike. The goal was scored after 
several of the Braves’ defenders 
failed to clear the ball out of the 
goal area. 

SIU scored again at the 24- 
minute mark on Scott Marty’s 
goal off a throw-in. Marty was 
unmarked as the ball trickled 
through the Braves’ defense. 

”We didn’t mark as tightly as 
we should have,” Bradley 
midfielder Greg Cors- said of 
SIU’s first two goals. 

The Bradley team did have its 
opportunities to score in the first 
half. Brian Remedi had a 
resounding shot deflected by the 
Cougars’ keeper and at the 31- 
minute mark, Jeff Van Fleet 
scored on a cross by Mike 
Hobin. 

The Cougars coimtered with 
Chris Garofalo’s score at the 42- 
minute mark to make the score 3- 
1 at the half. 

The Cougars struck first* in 
the second half on Steve 
Housmann’s goal at the 74- 
minute mark. 

The Braves* Dave Busshey 
countered by scoring 
immediately after the kickoff. 
John Barfield was credited with 
the assist. 

The Braves had a chance to 
pull within one goal as they were 
awarded a penalty kick late in the 
second half. This possibility was 
ruined as Scott Siegel’s attempt 
was high and wide to the right of 
the goal. 

This proved to be a turning 
point of the game as the Braves 
allowed the Cougars to score 
moments later, making the score 
5-2. Instead of being down 4-3, 
the Braves found themselves 
facing a three-goal deficit from 
which they never recovered. 

After the game. Head Coach 
Jerry Crabtree would not 
comment on the Braves’ loss. 

The Braves dropped to 4-13, 
and 2-6 at home. SIU is now 9-8. 

Last weekend the Braves 
traveled to the Redskin Soccer 
Invitational at Miami University 
of Ohio. TTie Braves lost to 
Wright State 1-0 in the first 
game. 

"(Wright State) was one of our 
better matches,” Crabtree said.

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Abegg resigns, 
shocks Bradley

After a 20-year tenure as 
president. Dr. Martin G. Abegg 
announced his retirement at 
Friday's meeting of the Bradley 
University Board and Associate 
Board of Trustees. 

Abegg said he would continue 
as president of the University for 
approximately one year or until a 
new president is appointed. He 
also announced the plans of 
Provost and Vice President for 
Academic Affairs Kalman 
Goldberg to return to teaching.

Goldberg will continue as 
provost for a year after the new 
president is appointed to give 
the administration a degree of 
continuity through the changes, 
he said. 

The annoimcement comes at a 
time when Bradley is 
experiencing great prosperity in 
many areas. "We are financially 
sound, academically strong, and 
by early next year we will have a 
new strategic plan ready for 
approval by the University 
Senate and board of trustees," 
Abegg said. 

In addition, enrollment is up 
and the board of trustees and 
administration are where Abegg 
said he wanted them to be. "It 
seemed to me, at this time, the 
position (president) would be as 
attractive to other interested 
people as it has ever been in the 
history of the institution," he 
said. 

The position was not so 
attractively offered to him in 
1970, Abegg said. "There were a 
number of serious challenges at 
the time and it took a period of 
time to get them worked out." 

The challenges included a 
significant enrollment decline, 
campus unrest caused by the 
Vietnam conflict, deferred 
maintenance of some buildings

Robertson Memorial Field 
House hosted the Smithereens 
Halloween night, the first big 
name band to play at Bradley in 
more than five years. 

A student-dominated audience 
of 1,702 people turned out to 
watch two bands, Carrie Nation 
and the Smithereens. There were 
approximately 1,500 tickets 
still available as the concert 
began. 

Susan Lucas, graduate 
assistant in the Student 
Activities Office, said she was 
pleased with the student turnout, 
though she expected more of 
general public to attend. 

"I think that if we have 
another program like this, 
students and the public will 
become more involved," Kathy 
Taylor, mainstage coordinator 
for the Activity Council of 


Bradley University, said. 

"Because it [the concert] was 
at the field house rather than the 
Civic Center, it appeared to be a 
more University focused 
activity.” She said ACBU was 
happy the concert was identified 
as a Bradley program, but she 
would like the city to become 
more involved in the future. 

There were no serious 
problems at the concert, Lucas 
said. There were just some minor 
problems that would be adjusted 
for the future events. 

Both Lucas and Taylor said 
they think there will be more 
events in the future, though they 
may not necessarily be concerts. 
There is a possibility of ACBU 
trying to bring a big-name 
comedienne to Bradley next 
semester. Taylor said they are 
looking at a comedienne because 
they want to have a variety of 
programs. 


Mike McGarvey, chairman of 
the Student Activities Budget 
Review Committee, said the 
event, which was subsidized by 
Jay Goldberg Productions, cost 
Bradley between $12,000 and 
$15,000. 

The concert was funded out of 
the Special Events Reserve Fund. 
This $55,0(X) fund was a result of 
an increase in the student 
activities fee from $27 to $40. 

The Smithereens were selected 
over groups such as REO 
Speedwagon, because Taylor said 
they thought there would be a 
bigger interest in the 
Smithereens. 

Pat DeNivio, lead 
vocalist/guitarist, said "We're 
fortunate that we can work while 
the work is there." He said there 
are several bands that cannot 
find a place to perform, so he 
said as long as there is a market 
for his music he will play.

Local elections do 
make a difference 


With the general state election only a few days away, it is 
important to remember what the poww of being able to vote really 
means. This is a right and privilege guaranteed by the 26th 
Amendment of the U.S. Constitution to citizens 18 years of older. 
It is something that is taken for granted too often. 

According to the State Board of Elections, the March primary in 
this state resulted in a voter turnout of 33 percent or almost two 
million ballots cast. There were more than six miUion voters 
registered at this time. 

This statistic of 33 percent eliminates the principle of majority 
rules. Instead this democracy is one where the minority rules 
society because of the few people who take the time out for 
political participation. 

While the race for governor may not seem as important as a 
presidential one, it is of comparable stature if not more. LxKal and 
state politics have more of an affect on our routine day-to-day lives 
than at the national level. 

For example, it is the local government here that will decide if 
off-campus students and neighborhood residents will have to apply 
for parking permits in order to park their vehicles on surrounding 
streets. President George Bush will not make this decision. 

On the whole, voter turnout is terrible for the nation. But out of 
the 90 million ttot voted in the presidential election in 1988, only 
10 percent were fipom age group of 18 to 24 year-olds accwding to a 
survey conducted by ABC News and the Washington Post. 

Excuses that "one vote doesn’t count" or "I don't know how to 
vote" are invalid. Petrie, especially educated students, need to take 
the initiative and find out about the voting process, as well as who 
is representing us in legislatures and city councils. 

We need to stop being lazy by expecting everything to be handed 
to us. This is how people are taken advantage of. 

It would be very sad to wake up one day and find out all voting 
privileges in America had been revoked and that our leaders would 
be selected only by those with the most money or influence. 

No matter what race, sex or socioeconomic status we are, we all 
are entitled to vote if we take advantage of it. 

Whether you vote here or through absentee at home, keep in 
mind that your vote does count when combined with the others. 
And for those of you that are not voting for whatever reason, don't 
complain when a politician passes a law you don't like.

Dear Editor: 

Regarding the racism topic in the 
letters colunm of last week, Fd like to 
comment on a few statements by 
both Mr. Hale and Mr. Mosher. 

First, to Mr. Hale: the study you 
quote sounds flawed in two serious 
ways. First, if the African Americans 
in the study scored ”proportional[ly] 
to the amount of white blood*", and 
none of them are "pure whites**, how 
is it that collectively (not 
concerning oneself with how much 
**white blood** they have) they score 
as well as the whites in other studies? 
By your argument, any ""black blood** 
would be a hindrance, and so there 
should still be some corresponding 
lack in the scores of African 
Americans even if they aren't soiled 
by ancestry. I can't say Fve ever 
heard of significant serious research 
that showed such a lack, and I would 
be highly surprised if such were 
shown and verified. 

The second flaw is related. Certainly 
it is possible (unfortunately even 
likely) that they did score lower. 
However, jumping to the conclusion 
that it was strictly because of an 
inherent brain lack in African 
Americans based solely on this one 
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Study shows severe bias on your pan. 
Scores generally reflect an 
individual's abilities. Individuals* 
abilities are not solely determined by 
race, if indeed they are significantly 
influenced by race at alL 
They are primarily determined by 
education and training. It might be 
noted that due to racism, most 
African Americans are denied "equal 
access" to education; not necessarily 
out of conscious intent, but because 
of biases built into the system by 
centuries of oppression. It takes 
money to fund good education, and it 
seems that the money is concentrated 
in the upper economic classes. It*s no 
coincidence that those classes are 
predominantly white. 

Mr. Mosher seems to be suffering 
from a couple of misunderstandings 
as well. He seems to think that he is 
being held responsible for past 
racism, and that he is suffering under 
affirmative action. 

I don't think any but the most radical 
would actually claim that Mr. 
Mosher, as a white male, is 
responsible for the actions of past 
racists. However, it should be 
pointed out that simply by virtue of 
birth, he has inherited a long list of 
advantages that the average African 
American docs not necessarily enjoy. 
He has advantages: like being able to 
find a house where he'd like to live, 
that he can afford, without having to 
worry about neighbors accusing him 
of "lowering property values," like 
finding members of his race widely 
represented in the media; not simply 
represented, but represented in many 
roles, like being sure his voice will 
■ be heard in a group, even if he's the 
V only mentber of his race in that 
groiip, arid cqpversely, being able to 
' be casual about listening to memben 
of other races in groups where they 
are outnumbered, like being able to 
use whatever method of payment he 
chooses (check, credit, or cash) with 
out having his skin color work 
against the appearance of financial 
reliability. 

These items are by no means an 
exhaustive list of things that ho will 
probably never have to concern 
himself with because he is white, but 
a significant number of African 
Americans have to concern 
themselves with every day. Attempts 
(like Affirmative Action) to make 
these advantages universal among 
people of all races are not trying to 
make Mr. Mosher "suffer because of 
the sins of the past;" rather, they are 
attempting to rectify the very real 
problem of racism in the present

When alone, a black woman and a 
white woman can become close 
friends. When at least one other 
black person enters the scene, 
however, the black woman will too 
often ignore her white friend. 

Why? Because the black woman can 
be accused by black racists of 
"betraying her race" just for making 
friends with whites, even when the 
whites are non-racists. Thus, because 
the black woman gives into black 
racist pressures to "not mix," the 
friendship that works so well to 
disarm radsm is suddenly shattered 
by the black woman's betrayal. By 
giving into black racist pressures, 
the black woman sets herself up as a 
person who cannot be trusted. 

When I was a senior in high school, I 
and another while friend were invited 
to "the black graduation party." I felt 
both honored and angry. I begged the 
blacks to come to the school 
graduation party, but they refused. 
There were so many beautiful black 
people in the high school I attended, 
and many of us whites wanted to 
socialize with them. It was the blacks 
who chose segregation, not us. 

I have despised racism from the time I 
was a child. The church in which I 
was reared had a "Sunday School 
Drive." Whomever brought the most 
newcomers to Sunday School 
received a Bible. One person brought 
a family of blacks, and many of the 
whites in that church went bonkers. 
"They (blacks) have their own 
churches. Let them go there!" they 
snarled. "What if Melvin had come to 
church with me today?" I thought. 
Even though I was a little kid, I knew 
those pig-headed racists were 
verbally assaulting not only that 
black family whom they didn't even 
know, but all blacks including my 
black friend, Melvin, and that they 
were doing so after they had been 
teaching me to sing and mean, "Jesus 
loves the little children — all the 
children of the world. Red and 
yellow, black and white — they are 
precious in His sight ..." week after 
week. 

To this day. I find it especially 
revolting when holier-than-thou 
Christians, so-named because they 
feign being "followers of Christ," 
would and do shun me for my not

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Young leaders training in IFC

The Leadership Conference, 
which took place Saturday, Oct. 
27, was part of the Interfratemity 
Council’s effort to develop 
freshmen and sophomores into 
the leaders of tomorrow, Dave 
Mainella, IFC president, said. 

Mainella said the freshmen 
and sophomores were important 
because they were the people 
with the time and initiative to 
get involved in their fraternities 
and make a difference. 

”Next semester there will be 
more sophomore officers than 
any other year I can remember, 
maybe even freshmen,” he said. 
It is important for the IFC's 
future to prepare these people so 
they can do their jobs well and 
make the Greek system stronger, 
Mainella added. 

Right now, 65 percent of the 
people involved in IFC are 
sophomores, and that was done 
on purpose. Mainella said he 
sees the IFC as a training ground, 
preparing those sophomores for 
becoming chapter officers.

Jeff Cufaude, the Greek affairs 
coordinator at Iowa State 
University, said in his keynote 
speech, fraternities mtist also try 
to diversify their membership to 
include different ethnic and 
cultural groups and must work 
with each other to ^trengthbn the 
Greek system as a Whole. 

”I think [the Leadership 
Conference] is excellent ... By 
mobilizing the resources in the 
different chapters, I think we can 
have higher quality programs and 
higher quality solutions [to 
problems lacing the Greek 
system],” he said. 

’’Just to wear the letters of an 
organization on your shirt or hat 
and just to hang around and say 
’I’m a member of whatever the 
organization is, does not make 
you a success as a person and 
doesn’t mean you are really 
contributing effectively,” Steve 
Gerber, executive director of 
Delta Upsilon fraternity, said. 

”There are lots of ways for 
people to participate without 
becoming an officer. That’s 
where the strength of an 
organization is; membership.” 

Cufaude, in his lecture on

"Leadership and Personal 
Initiative” , said one of the most 
mportant factors in encouraging 
initiative is being open to new 
suggestions and listening to 
everyone’s ideas. He said if no 
one listens to someone's ideas, 
that person will stop trying to 
contribute and become an 
apathetic member. This lessens 
the overall quality of the group's 
work. 

Cufaude also said each 
member must have the courage to 
stand up for new ideas, especially 
if no one else will. "One student 
can stand up in front of a tank in 
Tianenmen Square, and you tell 
me you can’t stand up in chapter 
and say, 'We're not going to have 
kegs on Friday?”' 

Mainella said the new BYOB 
policy is a good example of how 
leadership can affect the 
direction a fratemify takes. He 
said "lazy fraternities” that 
simply stop having parties will 
suffer in terms of membership 
and influence on campus.

Senate Race 

In national elections, polls 
indicate Senator Paul Simon (D) 
is leading U.S. State 
Representative Lynn Martin (R) 
by a substantial margin. 

Simon has served on the 
Illinois House and Senate and as 
Lieutenant Governor. He was in 
the U.S. House of 
Representatives for 10 years and 
has been in the U.S. Senate for 
the last six years, serving on the 
Judiciary, Budget, Labor and 
Human Resources and Foreign 
Relations committees. 

Martin has been in the 
Illinois State House of 
Representatives and Senate. She 
has served in the U.S. House of 
Representatives since 1981, 
where she was on the House 
Budget, Armed Services and 
Rules committees. She also is on 
the Bipartisan Congressional 
Task Force on Ethics Reform. 

Simon is known as the 
"education senator” and his 
stance against adult illiteracy. He 
also has been associated with 
affordable health care, a balanced 
federal budget, working family 
rights and a cleaner 
environment. 

Martin is known for her 
stances of budget reform, tax 
simplification and a balanced 
budget. She also advocates civil 
rights legislation, child care 
assistance, nursing home and 
welfare reform, rural 
development and consumer 
protection. She recently took the 
stance that U.S. Congress terms 
should be limited, which Simon 
attacked as an advertising 
campaign. 


In voting habits. Doth 
senators have consistently voted 
for environmental cleanup, until 
the recent clean air. act which 
Simon voted against 

On defense, Martin has 
consistently voted for more of a 
buildup, while Simon has tried to 
cut back. 

Simon had more than 
800,000 votes in the March 
Primary as opp>osed to Martin's 
582,995. 

Governor's Race 
The race for governor is much 
closer in the state of Illinois 
with neither Republican Jim 
Edgar or Democrat Neil Hartigan 
showing any signiricant leads in 
the polls and neither candidate 
attempting to break new ground 
on campaign issues during the 
last week of the campaign. 

Edgar is the secretary of the 
state and advocates committing 
Illinois to education and meeting 
the national education goals set 
forth by George Bush, 
toughening the Illinois criminal 
justice system, putting brakes on 
property taxes and clamping lids 
on state taxes, though he does 
not rule out the possibility of 
using them as a last resort. 

Hartigan is attorney general 
and has taken the stance of 
promising absolutely no new 
taxes, and instituting many 
policies on school reform, 
including drug free schools, more 
discipline, early childhood 
education and increased higher 
education. 

Edgar had more than 480,000 
votes in the March Primary, 
while Hartigan had more 
800,000 votes. Edgar was one of 
three candidates for the 
Republican slot while Hartigan 
was the only Democratic 
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candidate. 

U.S. Representative 

The race for the Peoria district 
U.S. House of Representatives is 
being run uncontested by 
incumbent Republican Robert 
Michel. 

Michel has been a 
representative since 1956, 
serving as Chairman of the 
National Republican 
Congressional Committee in 
1972 and as Republican Whip in 
1974. He has been Republican 
leader in the House since 1980. 

Michel has not been very 
visible in the campaign this 
year, largely due to the country's 
budget problems which have 
confined him to J^fgshington 


D.C. Michel has been an 
advocate of economic 
development and family values 
during his stay in office.

comptroller and treasurer have 
yet to take form, as for the most 
part, these candidates are widely 
unknown.'None are incumbents, 
which leads to a lack of 
commitment to candidates. A 
high percentage of voters is 
imdecided in all of these races. 

The contests are between 
Republican Bob Kustra and 
Democrat Jim Burns for 


Lieutenant Governor, Democrat 
Jerome Cosentino and 
Republican George Ryan for 
secretary of state. Democrat 
Roland Burris and Republican 
Jim Ryan for attorney general. 
Republican Susan Suter and 
Democrat Dawn Clark Netsch for 
comptroller and Democrat 
Patrick Quinn and Republican 
Gregory Baise for treasurer.

Students shun the right tovote

While the number of 
registered voters on Bradley's 
campus has increased since the 
March primary, only three 
percent of on-campus students 
are registered to vote in Peoria. 

The Peoria Election 
Commission reports that there 
are 76 registered voters in 
precinct 23, which encompasses 
the 2,350 students living on 
campus. There were 46 registered 
voters for the March primary. 

"We think college voter 
turnout is low because most 
students tend to vote absentee. 
Sometimes this is better because 
most them move back to their 
towns when they graduate," 
Janette Mitzelfelt, Election 
Commission assistant executive 


director, said. 

But others disagree and cite 
other reasons for low voter 
turnout among young people. 

"I would be surprised if the 
number of absentee voting was 
very large because many states 
make absentee voting difficult," 
Dr. William Hall, political 
chairperson, said. "Many 
students feel that they have no 
stake in the commipiity since 
many of them attend schools far 
away from home." 

He said other aspects include 
students believing their votes 
really do not make a difference 
and that they do not have 
particularly strong attachments 
to political activity. 

Richard Yager, a freshman art 
major, said he is a registered 
voter in his hometown of 
Wonder Lake, but did not get an 
absentee ballot. "1 had no 


information on how to go about 
getting one. I heard it is a real 
hassle." 

Marketing major Cheryl 
Harris, is voting absentee ballot 
in her hometown of Springfield. 
"I think I should vote because I 
have strong views about issues 
and there is no other way to 
voice my opinion except to vote 
for those people that support my 
opinions." 

Mitzelfelt said it is hard to 
estimate the number of students 
who vote absentee because there 
are no records kept on it 

She said the election 
commission is hoping that some 
of the new voters in precinct 23 
will get out and vote though. The 
commission is expecting a 50 
percent turnout of the 53,900 
registered voters in Peoria. "This

Update 


•The U.S. Army Reserve’s 419th Transportation Battalion, based in 
Peoria, arrived in Saudi Arabia on Wednesday, just after midnight 
Peoria time. It took the 48-member battalion 28 hours to arrive at their 
destination. 

They will join about 200,000 American troops and approximately 
100,000 multinational troops as part of Operation Desert Shield. They 
will be stationed in eastern Saudi Arabia and will serve as a 
management unit directing supplies to desert areas. This is a reaction to 
Iraq's Aug. 2 invasion of Kuwait 

•Pornography opponents began a week of events Saturday by 
protesting on the steps of the Peoria County Courthouse. The rally was 
organized to begin "Pomography Awareness Week,” which is 
nationally organized by the American Family Association. 

Supporters of anti-pomography efforts will wear white rib^ns on*- 
their clothing all week to represent righteousness and purity: There 
were also several dozen cars with white ribbons tied to their antennas, 
that drove through Peoria before reaching the court house, Saturday. 


•A fire at a vacant warehouse on the Near South Side caused 
approximately $10,000 damage Sunday afternoon. Fire Battalion Chief 
Jerry Broadfield said the origin of the fire was suspicious, but 
unknown. 

The fire consumed the wood building and caused it to fall 10 minutes 
after they arrived, although no one was injured. It took firefighters four 
hours to completely extinguish the fire. 

The fire was said to have been burning for about an hour before the 
fire station was notified. 

•A $4 million project will help Peoria to become the first city to 
have a fleet of ethanol-powered mass transit buses. 

The bus engines operate on 100 percent ethanol fuel made from com, 
most of which is grown in Illinois. Both Bradley and Illinois Central 
College will assist in the testing procedure by collecting and analyzing 
data, which will then be forwarded to other transit districts around the 
nation. 

The buses should be on the streets of Peoria by November 1991. 


•Anthony Cornish, a 25-year-old Peoria man, is suing the city, 
former police superintendent Allen Andrews and 11 officers in federal 
court. He said his civil rights were violated after he was wrongly 
arrested. 

He was taken into custody by police 10 days after a gas station 
attendant was beaten. He was arrested and held for several days without 
bond, before being released without charges when police concluded he 
was not involved. 


Grube speaks against abuse

Sponsored by the Council of 
Women's Awareness, Mary Carla 
Grube, domestic violence 
program director at tri-county 
WomenStrength spoke on dating 
and domestic violence at 7 p.m. 
on Monday, Oct. 29 in the 
Student Center Marty Theater. 

WomenStrength, a not-for- 
profit social service, provides a 
24-hour hotline, counseling, 
safe temporary housing, 
advocacy, education for more 
than 19,000 elementary children 
a year and has several speakers 
and programs to educate the 
public. 

Grube said domestic violence 
happens in every part of our 
society. It does not always have 
to happen in a marital 
relationship. It can occur in a 
lesbian, homosexual, or 
girlfriend/boyfriend situation. 
Violence does not always have to 
be physical abuse, but can also 
be emotional and/or mental. In 
the United States, the single 
largest injury to women is 
domestic violence. 

Ninety-seven percent of the 
victims that are abused are 
female. Seventy-six percent of 
the abused are white, 16 percent 
are black and six percent are 
Hispanic. Three-fourths of the 
abused victims were married, 
Grube said. 

More than half of the victims 
reported said the abuse occurred 
at least once a week. Abuse 
usually begins with a push or a 
shove. It can go to the extreme 
of using a gun or knife or being 
beaten unconscious. 

Intense studies have been 
done in prisons to find out some 
characteristics of the abuser. 
Some of those characteristics 
include having been abused 


themselves, witnessing abuse as 
a child and the use of alcohol or 
certain types of medication, 
Grube said. 

The Domestic Violence Act 
was developed on July 1, 1986. 
To this day, there are still 12 
states that have not passed this 
act, Grube said. 

This law provides protection 
orders, sometimes called 
restraining orders, strictly for 
domestic violence situations. 
Each month, Peoria issues 
approximately 120 protection 
or^rs. The biggest flaw in this 
act is unless a child is involved 
in a boyfriend/girlfriend 
relationship, an order of 
protection can not be issued, 
Grube said. 

When an order of protection 
is issued, it goes before a judge. 
A judge, 99.9 percent of the 
time, orders the abuser to stay at 
least 50 feet away, Grube said. 

On Bradley's campus, a 
student who is being harassed or 
intimidated can go to the 
Residential Life Office to have 
somebody banned from a floor or 
a building. The offenders can be 
prosecuted by Bradley Security, 
Grube said. 

Domestic Battery was 
instituted on July 1. This eased 
what abusers can be arrested for. 
More prosecution will be 
happening with lesser charges 
by taking the cases out of the 
federal courts and putting them in 
civil courts, Grube said. 

Grube said police officers hate 
domestic violence. Forty percent 
of police are killed in domestic 
violence situations. 

An FBI survey reported that 
40 percent of homicides are 
committed at the hands of their 
spouse or lover, Grube said. 
Eighty percent of violent 
relationships can be correlated to 
alcohol use. 


Similarly, substance abuse as 
compared to alcohol can be 
related to violence by 60 
percent. Other statistics include 
that one half of the female 
population will be abused at 
some time, Grube said. 

So far there have been 1.8 
billion battered women reported. 
One woman will be raped every 
six minutes and one woman is 
battered every fifteen seconds, 
Grube said. One out of every four 
battered women are first battered 
during pregnancy. This is due to 
the male feeling of becoming 
isolated. One out of five women 
who visit the emergency room do 
so because of battery. 

Nearly half of all abused 
children have mothers that are 
being or have been abused. In 
seven out of eight cases the 
mother will return to the 
relationship. This is due to the 
fact they arc not beaten every 
minute. Most of the time the 
abuser says he just lost his 
temper, Grube said. 

Grube said, another reason 
women do not leave the 
relationship is they are totally 
dependent on the abuser to 
support their children. If no 
attempt is made to get out of the 
violent relationship, 40 percent 
of the abused will die. More than 
half of the victims arc between 
the ages of 21 and 35. It is six 
times more likely to see the 
father beat the mother. Eighty 
percent of men who are abusers 
were abused as children. 

Grube said women are 
assaulted more than men because 
"it's a basic principle. We have 
been perceived as property and 
men Imow that. The men often 
say 1 own you, you do what I 
say'. Women are generally 
weaker and we're not socialized 
to be aggressive the same way 
men are.”

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Groups clash over condom issue

Two groups of student 
protesters went head to head 
Friday afternoon behind Swords 
Hall, fighting for the attention 
of students and faculty over the 
issue of condom machines on 
campus. 

The Progressive Student 
Alliance rally, advocating the 
installation of condom machines 
on campus, was met by an 
approximately equal number of 
protesters fighting to keep the 
machines out of the University. 
The abstinence advocates, 
represented by various groups, 
registered their protest with the 
University under the name Jesus 
Alive on Campus. 

PSA supports the Student 
Senate proposal under 
consideration by the 
administration to install condom 
machines in the residence hall 
bathrooms. ’’We're not going to 
make anyone use a condom. We 
just want people who want them 
to have easy access to them," 
David Berry, junior political 
science major, said. 

"There is sex on campus. 
We’re not going to hide from that 
fact," freshman AEP Laura 
Hickenlooper said. 

"You’re not going to stop sex 
by not having [condom 
machines]," Susan Tankersley, 
freshman English major, said. 

PSA demonstrators said the 
fact nearby drugstores sell 
condoms is no reason not to 
install the machines. "Walgreens 
shuts down at 10, drives don’t," 


Tankersley said. "And if they are 
available at the drugstores, 
what’s the difference if we have 
them on campus?" 

Several PSA members said 
they would be more inclined to 
use a condom if it was available 
in a residence hall bathroom than 
if they were forced to travel the 
greater distance to a drugstore. 

The counter-protestors said 
they oppose any University 
policy encouraging pre-marital 
sex and/or a casual attitude 
toward sex. 

"Condoms promote sex," 
junior psychology major Mike 
Sanders said. "We believe self- 
control is the best birth 
control." 

Although he acknowledged 
sexual activity does occur on 
campus, Sanders said it was a 
choice each individual must make 
and those who choose pre¬ 
marital sex deserve any 
punishment (i.e. ... AIDS, 

pregnancy, etc...) they receive. 

"Condoms give the illusion 
of safety, " computer science 
instructor Gerald Smith said. The 
90 percent effective rate 
associated with condoms, when 
extended over a period of years, 
is sharply reduced, he said. 
Eventually, "if you use a 
condom, you’re going to die." 

The PSA rally was interrupted 
when Peggy Sassorossi, director 
of student activities, 
accompanied by Bradley 
Security, informed the students 
the rally had not been registered 
with the University and asked 


them to disband. PSA continued 
to protest and Sassorossi took 
names and ID numbers from 
everyone involved. 

"As if the right to peaceably 
assemble ends when you step on 
private property," Kevin 
Marzahl, sophomore English 
major, said. 

Sassorossi said an assistant 
had noticed the illegally posted 
PSA fliers announcing the rally 
and brought them to her 
attention. A report will be filed 
with the Student Judicial System. 
Charges will concern the 
unregistered rally and possibly 
the unapproved fliers as well, she 
said. 

The counter protest continued 
unharassed. JAC had officially 
registered its protest with the 
University, Sassorossi said. 

The Student Senate resolution 
has been imder consideration by 
Dr. Alan Gaisky, associate 
provost for student affairs. 
Gaisky said he is consulting the 
proper groups, including a 
student advisory committee, his 
executive directors, the Council 
of Deans, the Health and 
Wellness Advisory Committee, 
the student advisory committee 
of the board of trustees, the 
Parent's Board and other 
universities which already have 
the machines. 

When all groups have been 
heard from, Gaisky said he will 
make a recommendation to the 
president, which will most likely 
not be made before the end of the 
semester.

We are in Iraq because we want 
to rule the world. I am sick of the 
media focusing on the goodbye 
kisses, the yellow ribbons, the 
letters from Saudi Arabia, etc. 
Take off your media blinders 
people and look at some hard, 
cold facts. 

George Bush, in reply to 
some student protesters, said we 
have 210,000 troops in the 
Middle East for the sake of 
democracy. Saudi Arabia and 
Kuwait are sheikdoms ruled by 
tyrannical kings. The Emir of 
Kuwait is essentially a king 
since he now rules by decree and 
has suspended parliament. 

Our country's existence is 
based on freedom from the 
tyrannical King of England. The 
founding fathers (and mothers) 
must be turning in their graves. 
In Saudi Arabia, women have no 
practical rights. If Saddam 
Hussein threatens democracy, 
why did we give support for his 
invasion and war against Iran by 
giving him dollars and nuclear 
weapons technology?

Saddam wants to make 
money. To do that, he needs to 
sell oil, not bathe in it. Sure, he 
will increase the price, but only 
so much, because other countries 
will increase production, initiate 
conservation m<^asures, and an 
effort in alternatives in heating 
and transportation (e.g. public 
transportation) will ensue. 
Obscenely high prices will 
surely stimulate the pumping of 
marginal wells in the West. 

Does Saddam want to expand 
into Saudi Arabia? Does he want 
to expand limitlessly? To my 
analysis, he does not. There is 
no motive. 

With Kuwait there has always 
been regional conflict. Kuwait 
and Iraq originally made up the 
Ottoman province of Basra. 
Britain made it a colony and in 
1961 granted Kuwait 


independence, ignoring 
legitimate Iraqi objections 
claiming a historical right to the 
territory. 

In the last year, Kuwait has 
refused Iraq's and other OPEC 
nations' requests to reduce oil 
output, thereby forcing oil prices 
down and killing Iraq's war- 
ridden economy (eight year war 
with Iran). 

Iraq might have the best 
trained and most well-equipped 
army in the Middle East, but 
many of its troops are still lined 
up along the Iranian border. 
Peace would have been made with 
Iran before, instead of aifter the 
invasion of Kuwait, to free up 
those troops for an invasion of 
Saudi Arabia. 

Peacemaking with Iran now is 
clearly in defense to the threat of 
American invasion. Why did he 
not invade the Saudi's the four 
days before the first American 
troops arrived? 

Stepping foot in Saudi Arabia 
would have resulted in a 
mobilization of Arab forces 
which would overwhelm Iraq's 
army. (In These Times, p.l4, 
8/29/90). Unfortunately, the 


mainstream media chooses to 
ignore both historical and recent 
facts like these. 

The U.S. refers to Saddam as a 
"Hitler." In the meantime, we 
hire death squads aimed to kill 
"subversives" to our puppet 
military dictatorship in El 
Salvador. We organize the 
assassinations of prominent 
activists and leaders of other 
countries though mafia and CIA 
hitmen. 

Our CIA gave lists of 
communists and "subversives" to 
the Indonesian government so 
they could be executed (500,000 
to 1 million were executed). We 
support the Khmer Rouge who 
systematically executed 2 to 3 
million of their own people 
when ruling Cambodia. 

We participate militarily and 
paramilitarily in one war every 
14 months in the third world. 
(Prof. Ahmad lecture 10/17/90) 
Who looks like Hitler now? This 
name calling is a tactic to 
organize support.

"Many Cultures: One 
Campus," the theme of the arts 
fest, is open to every student on 
campus, ^ nok just minority 
students,r£ Cindy Spector, 


sophomore Multi-Cultural 
Awareness Coalition chairperson 
said. "I extend a specific 
invitation to people who are not 
a minority on campus because 
they will benefit the most," she 
said.

Kelly-Hamilton said the fest 
is a step towards appreciating 
differences and exposing oneself 
to different cultures.

and financial difficulties as a 
result of the enrollment decline, 
he said. 

Although a surprise to many 
faculty and administrators, 
Abegg said he had discussed his 
retirement plans with board 
chairman Odell Powers about four 
months prior to Friday's 
announcement. 

"It would be very easy for 
Gerry to rest on his laurels for a 
couple or three years and enjoy 
the euphoria of everything that 
he has created," Powers said. 

"He sees more. What some of 
us see maybe only in small parts, 
he sees broader than we do ... the 
real possibilities for a Bradley 
greater than it is today. And that 
it will necessitate that there be 
another leader, who can sustain 
that leadership through a period 
that Gerry doesn't feel sure he 
would be here, " he said. 

Abegg said he too, like 
Goldberg, would like to return to 
teaching, though he did not 
know when or where. "My 
immediate plans are to take some 
time off and do some things that 
I've set aside or haven't haa time 
to do as president.” His plans 
include traveling the , United 
States and finishing a home in 
Wisconsin he has worked on for 
about 10 years. 

The board has hired the 


consulting firm, Academic 
Search and Consulting, a non¬ 
profit organization in 
Washington, D.C., to establish 
criteria for the selection of a new 
president Powers said he hoped a 
new president could be appointed 
by Jime so Abegg could begin 
his retirement. 

Abegg said it is important to 
him that everyone affected by the 
change in presidency have a 
chance to participate in the new 
president's selection. Members 
of the consulting firm will visit 
the campus Nov. 15 and 16 and 
ask faculty, staff, administrators, 
students and residents what they 
would like to see in a new 
president. The members will 
meet with the search committee 
on Dec. 7 to discuss what they 
find. 

The consulting firm will work 
with a search committee, chaired 
by Powers, which will include 
tluree members of the board of 
trustees: Robert Viets, Dr. 
Benjamin Alexander and Ellen 
Foster; an administrative 
representative, Goldberg; a 
student representative. Student 
Body President Calvin Butler; a 
community representative, 
former Caterpillar president 
George Schaefer; an alumni 
representative, Paul Herzog; and 
three faculty members to be 


elected by the Faculty Senate? 

"I would hope that whoever 
the new president is, that the 
person would move the 
University to a new level of 
quality and respectability," 
Abegg said. In particular, he said 
he would like the new president 
to see the endowment is built up 
to at least $75 million in the 
next ten years. 

Highlights of Abegg's tenure 
at Bradley, cited by Powers, 
include enrollment at a 22-year 
high of 6,068 including 37 
National Merit Scholars; 
increasing the endowment from 
$5 million to more than $24 
million; the construction or 
renovation of 17 buildings; and 
the $32 million Campaign for 
Bradley. 

Abegg began at Bradley as an 
engineering instructor in 1947 
and served as chairman of the 
Civil Engineering Department 
for three years before being 
named dean of the college in 
1963. He was appointed acting 
president in 1970 and became 
president the following year. 

He has a master's degree in 
civil engineering from the 
University of Colorado and a 
doctorate in civil engineering 
from Rensselaer Polytechnic 
Institute.

Spectacular job of combining 
rock 'n* roll and pop music to 
form their own unique style 
which seemed to please the 
audience. 

They thrilled their fans by 
playing an hour-and-a-half mix 
of hits from their three albums: 
"Especially For You," "Green 
Thoughts" and their newest 
"Smithereens 11." 

The crowd roared as smoke, 
blue and white lights and 
illuminated jack o' lanterns 
covered the stage, and the 
Smithereens sprung into their 
first song "Blues Before and 
After," from their latest album. 
The audience remained relatively 
calm until the third song, when 
fans crowded the stage, dancing 


and singing for the rest of the 
show. 

Another crowd-pleaser was 
"Cigarette", during which 
DiNizio lit cigarettes in the field 
house, where smoking is 
prohibited. He then distributed 
the cigarettes to the audience. 

The band's liveliness was 
reflected in their music. They 
brought their music to life and 
created audience participation in 
several songs, including "House 
We Used To Live In." The band 
also extended several other 
songs including "Only a 
Memory." 

The band did a good job of 
using the crowd's proximity and 
reduced the music's voliune from 
that of a regular concert, so as 
not to overpower the audience.

The lighting technician did a 
spectacular job of matching the 
lights to the mood of the songs. 

During an extended version of

flashes of red lighting 
throughout. A large rose was 
projected on the backdrop for the 
auchence's entertainment. 

Changing the pace of the 
concert, Babjak played an 
acoustic version of "Blue 
Period," similar to their 
performance on the MTV show 
"Unplugged." 


The band made the most of the 
small amount of stage space 
offered.

Up and run over to Constance 
(until 5:30) and then pick up and 
go back over to Dingeldine and 
finish the rest of symphonic 

band until 6 p.m. 

"Then I have to rush home and 
have dirmer—the cafeteria closes 
at 6:30," Nelson said. 

The French horn player from 
St. Louis is a member of two 
symphonic bands, the BU 
Basketball Band and a brass 
quintet. She is the freshman 
representative for both 
symphonic bands, and practices 
playing her horn about two hours 
each day. 

Herring, a senior from Aurora, 
plays trombone for the same 
brass quintet as Nelson. He is 
also a member of three other 
bands: one symphonic band, the 
Basketball Band and the Jazz 
Ensemble. 

"I'm used to it because I've 
been playing my horn for the 
past 12 years," Herring said. "So 
It's almost like a part of me. It'd 
be tough not to play." 

Herring's only free days are 
Fridays through Sundays — 
symphonic band practice is 
Monday, Wednesday and 
Thursday; jazz is Monday and 
Wednesday nights; basketball 
band is Tuesday; and the quintet 
is Thursday. 

Herring admitted the hectic 
pace sometimes tires him out, "I 
feel better on Monday after three 
days of rest," he said. 

Herring was also in four bands 


during high school. He said it is 
not too much for him. 

"I don't seem to think so, but 
my parents do," he said, 
laughing. "I know how to budget 
my time. I do homework before 
band, or plan time afterwards. 
I've never run into any 
problems." 

Nelson looks at her time in 
band as more of a release than a 
struggle. 

"I practice a lot, so when I go 
there it's fun more than a 
struggle," she said. "Nursing and 
a minor in music — they don't go 
hand in hand. But it's something 
to vent my frustrations on. If I 
didn't play music I'd go nuts."

Traveling down Willow 
Knolls Road, I felt the vibrations 
from a quarter-mile away. 

I tried to think of what it 
could be — I remembered that 
central Illinois won't see an 
earthquake until next month. 

And actually, the vibrations 
were coming from the bass line 
of loud music at Stage 2. 

Do Bradley students really 
visit the place where "teeny- 
boppers" and New Kids on the 
Block fans supposedly spend 
their all of their off-school 
hours? 

I visited Stage 2 on a 
Thursday, the dance club's newly- 
publicized "College Night" ~ and 
if the night I was there is any 
indication, the answer to the 
above question is a resounding 
'NO". 

"Stage" has the reputation 
among Peoria teens as being THE 
PLACE to hang out. "It's just the 
thing to do," one local high- 
school senior said. 

But perhaps it's a fear of 
being seen hanging around high 
school kids, or maybe a simple 
abhorrence of listening to New 
Kids on the Block — at any rate, 
something is definitely keeping 
college students from going to 
Stage 2. 

Teresa Johnson, a freshman at 
Illinois Central College, told me 
the number of Bradley students 
you will see at Stage 2 depends 
on which night you go out there. 

As far as atmosphere, I don't 
think Stage 2 actually has one.

I counted a total 40 people the 
night I visited.

The disc jockey seemed only

According to one frequent 
Stage 2 patron (my sister), they 
play alternative and progressive 
music on Saturday nights "when 
Stage is really jumping." 

The problem with this is that 
any Bradley student usually does

But in spite of it all, the floor 
show alone is well-worth a visit 
to Stage 2.

"I love playing my horn. I'd 
like to play even when I 
graduate," he said. '1 can't decide 
between classical, jazz or 
quintet. I just play music to 
listen to myself, listen to the 
group play." 

A passion for various types of 
music keeps Herring in four 
bands rather than just one. 

"Jazz is probably my favorite 
because I (play) my own music," 
Herring said. "It sounds really 
good ... tight. It takes extra 
effort individually to make it 
sound good. You got fast stuff, 
ragtime, dixieland ... 

"Basketball Band is fun 
because I get to play progressive 
music ~ fast stuff." he said.

Paul Heisig, political science 
instructor, said a recent poll done 


by Peter D. Hunt Research 
Associates, Inc. found of the 
more than 1,000 15 to 24-year- 
olds surveyed, 57 percent had 
little or no interest in what 
happened in the government. 
The survey published by the 
International City Managers 
Association also found 72 
percent agreed that young people 
seem less involved in political 
activity as compared to the past.

Having spent most of 
her previous summers as a 
lifeguard, this meant a big time 
sacrifice: no sun, so surf, no tan. 
But she said she enjoyed herself, 
and feels better prepared to begin 
the job hunt. 

Her thoughts on the value of 
an internship to personal growth 
and career search are valuable to 
the spirit of this column.

For many college students, 
there is no day more nerve- 
wracking then when you finally 
walk into the dean's office to 
sign your name on that little 
sheet of paper that officially 
declares your major. From this 
point onward, there is no turning 
back. Your career path is set in 
stone, right? For the next couple 
of years, you will defend or 
amend this decision each time 
your conscience gets restless. 
Right? And as graduation nears, a 
collective prayer is offered up by 
college students everywhere, 
imploring that they be spared 
having to ask themselves that 
miserable question: "What on 
earth made me think like this?" 

This anxiety was just too 
much for me to bear. There had to 
be some way to ease the tension. 


There had to be a way to "test 

drive" a career before I earned my 
degree. No doubt about it, an 
internship gave me the 
confidence I needed to battle 
these anxieties. As a summer 
actuarial intern at the home 
office of a Chicago-based 
insurance company, I have 
discovered five valuable assets of 
an internship: 

1) Human Resources; 

2) A Sense of Corporate 
Culture; 

3) "Light Bulb" Experiences; 

The best resources to take 

advantage of at any company are 
its human resources. One of the 
best ways I've found to learn 
chief actuary of a pricing unit. I 
have sharpened my analytical 
skills and formed more concrete 
views of many of the models I 
studied at school. I know I'll 
-have plenty more to say in my 
Business Management class this 
fall. 

I call a different light bulb 
experience grasping job theory. 
To reap full benefits of an 
internship, one must understand 
what the job means and how it 
relates to the company as a 
whole: learning not just how to 
perform a task, but whv you're 
doing it. At a time when the 
insurance industry is absorbing 
heavy criticism, actuaries have 
been challenged to define and 
defend their most basic 
principles. 

This reaches the core of job 
theory, and I have had the 
opportunity as an intern to 
examine it. Calculative measures 
are of no value unless you 
understand the analytical 
thinking that developed them. 

The final asset pertains to 
experimenution and growth. A 
temporary position is a 
wondei;ful time to experiment, 
stretch yourself, accept a 
challenge, be innovative and 
market yourself. For most of an 
internship one is like a sponge, 
soaking up all the input 
possible. However, this* input 
should generate speculation and 
eventually output. 

I felt a wonderful boost in my 
self-esteem when ' I took a 
personal risk and shared an 
insight, answered a question or 


presented an idea. I felt I had 
accomplished something and my 
contributions and ideas mattered. 
Do riot hide behind the mask of 
'.'intern" or you'll be remembered 
as just that. 

Having held past summer jobs 
as a lifeguard, this internship 
presented a new way of life for 
me. 1 am more marketable with 
the actuarial techniques and more 
importantly, I am more confident 
and focused in my career 
objectives. Though I have 
learned many valuable lessons, 
the experience cannot be fully 
explained in a resume. The new 
perspective and enthusiasm I 
about what's going on in the 
workplace is through one-on-one 
interaction with knowledgeable 
and experienced employees. 
Discovering their education and 
professional paths and their "If I 
could do it all over again, I 
would..." comments can help 
with career decisions. Finding a 
mentor within the company can 
be a benefit that far outlasts an 
internship. 

I feel a part of a learning and 
sharing environment, and I've 
realized that when a career is 
involved, there are no dumb or 
too frequently asked questions. 

An internship will also give 
one a flavor of the corporate 
culture. Every employer has a 
philosophy or work ethic that 
weaves itself into daily activity. 
This concept is unique, to each 
company and is quite different 
from the culture students are 
exposed to in school. 

By observing co-workers, a 
student can decide which aspects 
of the company he likes and 
dislikes,.and how well he thinks 
he may fit. Open 
communications, dedication to 
the employee and to overall 
quality and a spirit of innovation 
and pride are just a sample of the 
sort of things I'm looking for 
and have found here. 

The third asset of an 
internship is encountering what I 
call a "light bulb experience". A 
light bulb experience is that 
wonderful "a-ha" feeling 
occurring when one has the 
opportunity to apply knowledge 
gained in one discipline to a 
seemingly unrelated discipline.

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First amendment rights caught in the crossfire

Free speech is under attack on 
college campuses, and even its 
traditionally staunchest 
defenders have joined in the 
assault 

Student journalists and free 
speech advocates are concerned 
about a proliferation of college 
speech codes so widespread that, 
according to Time magazine, 
"Nowhere is the First 
Amendment more imperiled than 
on college campuses." 

As is often the case with 
censorship, these codes have 
been adopted with the best 
intentions: Campus racism is on 
the rise and something has to be 
done about it. So, token 
measures are taken which 
exacerbate racial tensions and 
ignore the First Amendment. 

Speech codes drafted in 
response to this issue are 


dividing the American Civil 
Liberties Unioni which has 
always tended toward an 
"absolute" position of free 
speech. 

While the Wisconsin and 
Michigan ACLU affiliates have 
sued their respective state 
universities over the codes, the 
northern and southern California 
affiliates adopted a resolution in 
July favoring narrowly drawn 
policies which prohibit 
harassing speech. 

John Powell, national legal 
director of the ACLU, said, "My 
concern is less with the strength 
of the First Amendment than 
with the wave of racial 
harassment that has swept the 
country. The campus is not under 
the threat of being silenced." 

Defending their resolution, 
the California affiliates cite the 
legal need to balance the First 
Amendment against "conduct 
that interferes with the 
Fourteenth Amendment right of 
students to an equal education." 

They argue the resolution

only advocates a ban on speech 
which is clearly harassing and 
"hostile, even offensive speech 
in classroom debates and public 
discourse is something students 
must endure or challenge with 
speech of their own." 

Free speech proponents such 
as writer Nat Hentoff are not 
buying. Pointing out that cases 
brought under the codes will be 
heard by untrained college 
judicial panels, not civil 
libertarians or ACLU attorneys. 
Hentoff decries the inevitably 
vague nature of speech codes. 

"Most colleges whose *due 
process* hearing I've covered are 
unshakably fond of the British 
Star Chamber model of the 17th 
century," he said. "Just the 
places to deal with these broad 
and vague restrictions on 
speech." 

Rules which limit speech are 
only as good as those who 
enforce them. Eleanor Holmes 
Norton, President Carter's chair 
of the Federal Equal Employment 
Opportunity Commission, said, 
"It is technically impossible to 
write an anti-speech code that 
cannot be twisted against speech 
nobody means to bar. It has been 
tried and tried and tried." 

Indeed, speech codes have 
been defended by voices far less 
moderated than those of the 
ACLU's California affiliates. At 
Stanford University, law 
professors provided the 
philosophical rationale for a new

ABA Journal, the publication 
of the American Bar Association, 
quotes Stanford law professor 
Mari Matsude, who argues 
traditional views of free speech 
act as a self-serving cover for 
continued domination by 
majority elites. 

In Orwellian fashion, 
advocates of the code argue that 
speech limitations would 
actually increase free speech and 
"vigorous debate." 

Discriminatory speech, they 
said, is meant to silence the 
victim. 

Such arguments are not only 
clearly opposed to First 
Amendment principles, they also 
threaten to undercut the 
achievement of equal rights. 
Civil rights activists have 
always relied on speech as their 
principal weapon. In the long 
run, any compromise of 
principles of free speech works 
to the detriment of minorities. 

In addition to infringing on 
free speech, these codes may 
actually fuel racism. As the 
recent incident with the music 
group 2 Live Crew dramatically 
demonstrates, attempts to censor 
offensive views makes martyrs 
out of the censored. Did the 
censoring of the album "As 
Nasty as They Wanna Be" silence 
the misogynist lyrics of 2 Live 
Crew? Definitely not. It 
showered the band in publicity. 


thereby propelling them to the 
top of the charts. 

Alan Keyes, former assistant 
secretary of state, points out the 
codes themselves arise out of a 
racist and condescending 
reasoning. In a debate with the 
professor who wrote the code 
adopted by Stanford University 
this spring, Keyes argued against 
the "patronizing paternalistic 
assumptions" upon which the 
code is founded. He expressed 
surprise that "someone would 
actually think that I wUl actually 
sit in a chair and be told that 
white folks have the moral 
character to shrug off insults and 
I do not." 

Racism is a problem which 
must be addressed with more than 
misguided measures like limiting 
offensive speech. Not only are 
such measures open to abuse, 
they also drive racism 
underground where it thrives. 

An academic environment 
characterized by an unfettered 
pursuit of truth and knowledge 
should be the ideal forum to 
expose and defeat the ignorance 
that fuels racism. 

The ACLU’s John Powell said, 
"The primary problem is that we 
haven't begun to seriously 
discuss racial issues." He is 
absolutely right. But the speech- 
restricting policies he seems to 
advocate will only have a 
chilling effect on the needed 
discussion.

separating from people of color. 
Those hypocrites haven’t even begun 
to practice, "Judge not according to 
the appearance, but judge righteous 
judgement, " yet (John 7:24). 

On the other side of this ridiculous 
color line, any black person who 
would accuse whites of not 
understanding the horrors of racism 
needs to ask himself if he knows 
what "empathy" is, and if he has any 
of it himself. 

I am fed ilp with the terminology 
blades demand that whites use when 
we refer to people of color. Not so 
veiy long ago "colored" and "Negro" 
were considered appropriate. Today, 
however, white use of those terms is 
considered insulting. We can call 
blacks "people of color," but not 
"colored people" even though one of 
their primary organizations, the 
NAACP, can. 

A black woman can call a black 
woman, "girl," and she can call a 
white woman, "girl." A white 
woman, however, can only call 
another white woman, "girl." If she 
calls a black woman "girl," she wiU 
be accused of insulting blacks. 

What makes these phony accusations 
all the more profoundly pathetic and 
harmful is the reality that a non- 
radst white woman who rubs elbows 
with blacks is going to hear black 
female conversations dominated 
with, "girl," when they are referring 
to one another. The non-radst white 
woman is very likely to pick up and 
use the same expression since that is 
apparently the way black women 
prefer to be addressed. 

Then what? Will the white non-radst 
be scorned for using the same 
terminology blacks use when 
referring to themselves? Around here, 
the answer is, "Yes." 

At the tail end of Peoria's race riots in 
the early to mid 70s, black males, 
led by Richard Pryor's routines, 
began calling one another "nigger" 
when joking around or when they 
were angry with one another. M) 
sons, who were gradeschoolen at th 
time, hung around Manual High 
School football practices and heard 
the expression used over and over by 
black athletes. 

At a stop light on the way to a 
football game with my car windows 
wide open, my youngest son yelled, 
"Look at those niggers over there!" I 
looked over and right next to us was a 
car filled with blacks. 

My son meant no harm. He was 
laughing because they were doing 
something fuimy, but I was horrified. 
"They’re going to think I'm 
prejudiced. They're going to think I 


taught my kids to use that language," 

I thought As much as I love Richard 
Pryor, I sure was angry with him that 
day. 

Today, Fve had enough. I am tired of 
walking around on eggs over 
ridiculous, hypocritical semantics. If 
you black people want whites to stop 
using the words "nigger" and "girl" 
when we’re referring to you, then 
stop using that terminology when 
you’re referring to yourselves. 

I am in favor of affirmative action 
because our nation has amends to 
make. This is one time when the sins 
of the fathers fell on us, and through 
no fault of our own, we are left with 
the responsibility of rectifying the 
situation. 

Affirmative action is not a 
punishment. The more people who 
go to work , the more money spent 
on goods and services, the more jobs 
created, the fewer peof^e on welfare, 
and the less expense to Ahierican v 
taxpayers. Nevertheless, ^ .was 
disappointed when so much of the 
burden for resolving racism on 
campus during Bradley’s "Race 
Against Racism" was placed on the 
administration to hire minorities. 

Even if there were appropriate 
representation of minorities and 
women among Bradley's faculty, 
racism would still exist here 
probably to the same degree as exists 
now. 

What I see around here are too many 
blacks expecting other people to fix 
it for them while they themselves sit 
back, segregate, and cry about white 
racism. Black people cannot have 
separate but equal. What goes around 
comes around. 

Most of the races and ethnic groups 
who are victimized by discrimination 
(blacks. Jews, Roman Catholics...) 
also discriminate against people 
outside their group. It is the risk- 
takers who refuse to give in to racist 
pressures who will find freedom, and 
whether Bell Hooks likes it or not, I 
will listen to and enjoy black music 
to my heart’s content. 

I am a white woman who wants 
racism to come to a screeching halt. 
How interesting that the people on 
this campus who are the most angry 
with me are black. One found it a 
contradiction in terms to call a black 
person a "racist." as if that were 
impossible. Really? 

Well, lest we forget, the leading 
cause of death among blacks in South 
Africa is their being murdered by 
other blacks in tribal warfare. And 
lest we forget, it was often blacks 
who captured and sold other black 
Africans into slavery. 

To this day the leading cause of death 
among young black American males 


is their being murdered — typically 
by other young black males. There 
are also two sect-shuns of 
Christianity in Ireland (Protestant 
vs. Catholic) whose sect-shuns are 
slaughtering one another in their 
own brand of tribal warfare. On any 
given recent March 17, a person 
could be murdered for wearing green 
or orange. 

When we give in to racists’ demands 
that we segregate we senselessly hurt 
one another and deny ourselves the 
freedom to be who we are. Racism 
will go on and on if somebody 
doesn’t take the first steps by 
choosing to ignore racist pressures. 
May each of us who cares say, "Let it 
be me.**

play) without radio airplay, and the 
increasing ratings of afternoon 
videos on Black Entertainment 
Television opened their eyes to a 
suble source of music and a market 
share they had overlooked for the 
past eight and half years. Don't 
forget that MTV programmers fought 
tooth and nail against playing 
Michael Jackson’s "Beat it" video 
which was hardly a record Urgeted 
toward a black audience. 

As for his assertion that Public 
Enemy preaches racism disguised as 
racial pride, I encourage him to listen 
to their l 3 rric 8 , because it is obvious 
that he hasn’t. None of their lyrics 
preach racism as the media would 
have you believe. 

This condemnation without exposure 
is the type of discrimination that 
happens when blacks are frustrated 
about black problems, and conclude 
that present and widespread racism is 
to blame for many (not all) of them. 
Finally I must agree with Mr. Mosher 
on the point that there is nothing 
wrong with pride in oneself. I ask 
him and others to understand a phrase 
like "black is beautiful" is not just a 
recognition of black beauty. It is 
also used as a defense against so 
many things in Western culture that 
tell us that black (brown, grey, dark) 
is ugly. 

Nothing in this society would be 
taken seriously if it claimed white 
was ugly. 

Pride in the ethnicity you are a part of 
is natural and healthy, so no one 
complains when pet^le express pride 
in their Irish, German, or Italian 
heritage. Since American blacks 
cannot trace their African heritage 
back to specific countries, the only 
recognition they have is used ... 
black. Phrases like" white pride" are 
used by Matt "nearly a columnist for 
the Scout" Hale and other race haters 
in order to gain a wider audience, 
cause confusion, and create 
similarities between them and other 
whites. By arguing for their ideas 
(like this one) many fall right into 


their traps. 

While some may feel the article by 
the aforementioned pseudo-columnist 
about amounts of white blood and its 
relationship with intellectual power 
does not deserve a response, I think 
the wake of questions it leaves 
behind do. The tests he referred to 
showed their own inherent cultural 
biases. The study also assumes that it 
used full blooded Africans (blacks) in 
the United States. This claim is 
nearly impossible to prove.

Will swimmers stayafloat?

Last year, Bradley's swim 
team had a winning record (7-5) - 
- a feat not accomplished by 
most other athletic teams at 
Bradley. Due to cuts in 
scholarship and alloc.ated monies 
by the Athletics Department, 
however, the future success of the 
swim team is imcertain. 

Vem Eroh, third-year coach of 
the swim team, said the team may 
not exist if he leaves his post. 
Because other sports have higher 
priority than swimming and 
because of the cutbacks in money 
and scholarships, swimming as a 
competitive sport may be phased 
out completely. 

Ron Ferguson, Bradley's 
Athletics Director, said, "... as 
long as we have a qualified coach 
to coach the team, Bradley will 
continue to have a swim team ... 
everyone in the Athletics 
Department has only a one-year 
contract, myself included." 

Eroh said his long-term plans 
are to coach the swim team fof at 
least another five years. Eroh 
also said he would like to see a 
women's swim team started at 
Bradley, but Ferguson said it is 
not possible due to money 
shortages. 

The operating budget for the 
swimming program, as allocated 


by the Athletics Department, is 
about $8,000. Because Bradley's 
administration and the Athletics 
Department wanted to bring 
soccer up to Division I level, 
swimming, track, and tennis had 
to be phased down to help pay 
for it. 

Scholarships were also 
reduced, since Bradley is limited 
. in,nhe number of scholarships 
Ohcy jcan grant to the Athletics 
department as a whole. For 
example,, the swim team has 
three tuition-paid scholarships 
available for this year, but none 
for next year. 

Since the budget is limited, 
updating inadequate facilities and 
equipment is virtually 
impossible. Eroh said the timing 
system is very inefficient. He 
said he would like to see an 
electronic timing system 
installed at the Haussler 
swimming pool, but there is not 
enough.money available to fund 
these improvements. 

This year's team has 18 
members, eight of which are 
seniors. Each swimmer has 
specific events that he 
specializes in, and, as the season 
continues, the swimmers will 
pair up so that two of them will 
swim in each of the events. 

Senior members include: 
Chris Brennan, Andy Dean, Tim 


Delaney, Jay Hines, Jeff Jones, 
Keith Kroeger, Scott Nieman, 
and Paul Duchild. Underclassmen 
are sophomores, Eron Butler 
(former YMCA Champion from 
Chicago) and Jason Kurek, and 
freshmen, James Bennett, Niel 
Clayton (high school All 
American swimmer from 
Cincinnati), Eric Gunderson, 
Peter Jones, James King, Greg 
Leofanti, James McDonald, and 
Adam Spector. 

At this point in the season, 
the routine for the swimmers 
consists of two daily practices 
Monday-Friday as well as an 
evening practice session on 
Sundays. Both practices are not 
mandatory; however, a majority 
of the swimmers attend the 
evening practice. 

The first swim meet is today 
at Valparasio, Indiana, but the 
season does not get into full 
swing until after Christmas 
break. 

The team is going to Ft. 
Lauderdale, Florida to attend the 
John F. Kennedy Invitational 
from Dec. 27 to Jan. 5. 
Following this invitational, 
they will come back to campus 
and go through rigorous practice 
sessions twice daily.

If one had to describe the Bradley 
soccer team's season, words like 
missed opportunities, bad luck and 
bad breaks would aU come to mind. 

This past weekend, all of the 
above mentioned words played a 
part in the Brave’s two losses. The 
Braves lost t6 DePaul 1-0 on 
Saturday and to Illinois State 4-2 
on Sunday to drop their record to 4- 
15. 

Against the DePaul Blue 
Demons, the Braves had their 
chances, but could not score. “We 
played a terrific ballgame. We 
played with poise and didn’t get 
rattled. They (just) got the break,” 
Bradley Head Soccer Coach Jerry 
Crabtree said. 

That break came at the 70 minute 
mark when forward Scott Siegel’s 
penalty kick was stopped by 
DePaul’s goal keeper Marcell 
Bartucci. 

DePaul received another break 
nine minutes later when it was 
credited for the only goal of the 
game.

ball was deflected by two Bradley 
defenders and boimced past keeper 
Scott Fusco. 

Bradley made a good run late in 
the game, but Jeff Geile’s shot was 
deflected over the goal and DePaul 
held on to win its fourth game of 
the season. 

“It seems like anything bad that 
can happen, does. We have the 
worst luck. We can never get a 
break,” Bradley midfielder Jeff Van 
Fleet said after the Braves loss to 
DePaul. 

Crabtree said his team played 
well defensively, but did not have 
the finishing touch offensively. 

The following day, the Braves 
faced 20th ranked Illinois State 
Redbirds. 

The Redbirds struck first and 
early against the Braves, as Brad 
Shuck scored at the 3:30 mark. 
Minutes later All-American 
candidate Klaus Filbry extended 
ISU’s lead by scoring on a shot in 
front of the goal. 

“They weren’t really strong 
goals. We did a poor job marking 
early on,” Crabtree said of ISU’s 
two early goals. 


Bradley countered at the eight 
minute mark on Jeff Van Fleet’s 
header to make the score 2-1. Dave 
Bushey and John Barfield were 
credited with the assist. From there 
on the Braves luck went bad as they 
could not get a break. 

The Braves had apparently tied 
the score on a header by Dave 
Bushey, but Bushey was called for a 
foul and the goal was disallowed.

neck until the last minute. 

Incumbent Paul Simon (D-IU.) 
won the only race in the state 
won by a decisive margin. He 
beat Illinois Republican Rep. 
Lynn Martin for an Ulinois U.S. 
Senate seat by 65 to 35 percent.

Armstrong honored for excellence

Professor George Armstrong 
received a plaque and $500 at an 
awards ceremony last Saturday in 
Chicago for outstanding 
teaching in higher education. 

Armstrong was the third 
winner of the annual Donald H. 
Ecroyd Award given from the 
national Speech Communication 
Association. A recovering 
alcoholic and former drug abuser, 
Armstrong said, "I am very 
honored and pleased to be 
recognized by my peers for my 
teaching. I also realize that this 
award would never have happened 
if I had not gone to treatment for 
my alcoholism and my addiction 
to valium.” 

Armstrong said he hopes the 
award gives the message a person 
can "learn to live again" and 
treatment does work. 

"When I first started teaching, 

I had a goal to make a difference 
in at least one person's life a 
year. Today, I do not set a 
number. For a goal, however, I 
am aware that this award 
indicates that I am touching 
people's lives in a positive way. 
A teacher, an educator, a 
counselor can't ask for anything 
more," Armstrong said. 

As an educator, Armstrong's 


philosophy for his classes is 
"Maybe I don't agree with what is 
being said, but I am going to try 
to understand why it is being 
said." 

His goals for his classes are 
to create a safe environment for 
the expression of. ideas, and 
hopefully each student will leave 
the class a more creative and 
positive human being. 

Armstrong said Dr. Joe 
Misiewicz, former director of 
communications, obtained 
letters of support from alumni 
and other students, along with 
evaluations from classes 
Armstrong had taught and 
nominated him for the award. 
Melissa L. Beall, Ecroyd Award 
Committee Chair wrote 
Armstrong to notify him he won 
the award. 

’The committee was looking 
for a teacher whose evaluations 
and letters of support were 
comparable to Don's (Ecroyd) 
commitment to teaching. Your 
material was exemplary. There 
were several very fine nominees 
this year, so you can feel 
especially good to be selected 
from among a talented group," 
Beall wrote. 

Greg Dougherty, junior 
speech/education major, said 
Armstrong deserves the award 
because of his uniqueness and 
style of teaching. Dougherty 


took Interpersonal 

Communication with Armstrong 
and said a lot of interaction 
occurs between Armstrong and 
his students. "He tries to break 
down barriers in the classroom to 
lead to a positive and creative 
atmosphere," Dougherty said. 

One way Armstrong attempts 
to break down communication 
barriers is by playing a tape 
during class with the lyrics, "I 
love myself the way I am and I'm 
going to be the best me I can," 

While listening to the tape, 
Dougherty said, Armstrong has 
the class sit in a circle, hold 
hands and make eye contact with 
the other students. After the song 
is over the students rate 
themselves on a scale of one to 
100 on how they see themselves 
as positive and creative human 
beings, Dougherty said. 

Dougherty said Armstrong is 
effective as a teacher by "being 
honest and sincere." "He breaks 
down the barriers by 
approaching and taking risks 
with the students," Dougherty 
said. "I think George is a great 
man and he deserves the award for 
all of his efforts," he said. 

Armstrong said he came to 
Bradley in 1962 when the 
University motto was "Bradley 
University: where the individual

If the crisis in the Persian 
Gulf escalates, the costs will be 
catastrophic both in terms of 
human life and of tlie world’s 
economy. Chuck Quilty, a 
sp)eaker at Tuesday's Teach In on 
the Persian Gulf, said. 

The Teach In, sponsored by 
Bradley Students for the Non- 
Violent Resolution of the Middle 
East Crisis and the Peoria Area 
Peace Network, took place at 
7:30 p.m. in the Student Center 
Marty Theater. Along with 
Quilty who was part of a 
delegation that went to Iraq to 
discuss a peaceful resolution, 
Ray Parrish, Vietnam veteran, 
and Arlene Bailey, mother of a 
soldier in Saudi Arabia, spoke. 

Both Parrish and Quilty said 
although Iraq's attack on Kuwait 
was unprovoked, the United 
States has no right to be in the 
Persian Gulf. 

Parrish said Bush is not 
trying to promote democracy, he 
is trying to preserve the United 
States' economic way of life. The 
Emir of Kuwait was not a 
democratic leader and neitlier is 
the leader of Saudi Arabia. 

He said, "Why go to war and 
waste a lot of lives to replace one 
dictator with another?" 

Quilty said the name calling 
and posturing going on between 
Bush and Hussein is creating an 


"embargo on dialogue" 
preventing a peaceful resolution 
to the situatioij. He said it was 
important to see the Iraqis as 
people, not monsters, and realize 
they want peace just as much as 
the American people do. 

Parrish said the United States 
would be ready for a war with Iraq 
in about two y/eeks, and Bush 
would probably start a war as 
soon as the United States was 
ready. He said the tides on Iraqi 
shores would be ideal for landing 
troops in two weeks, and many 
Vietnam veterans who had been 
involuntarily reactivated and 
sent off to specialist training 
camps would be reaiy to use 
their new skills in two Weefe. 

Parrish also said the Americto 
military v/as not equipped for a 
desert war. ITie tanks used in 
Saudi Arabia were not airtight 
and allowed poison gas to reach 
the people inside the tank. He 
added none of the equipment 
American soldiers were using 
could prevent the poison gas 
from killing them. 

Parrish said the toll war takes 
on the people fighting is another 
reason the Persian Gulf crisis 
should be resolved by peaceful 
means. "It's hard to go into 
battle. It's hard to come out of 
battle and retain your sanity." 

Scott Wegner, a senior 
business major and naval officer, 
who is stationed at Glenview, 


the Persian Gulf situation. 

said he personally did not 
believe in a war in the Persian 
Gulf, but would fight because he 
felt he had to support his fellow 
soldiers in Saudi Arabia. 

Another reservist, Craig 
Winfield, senior electrical 
. engineering technology major, 
of the Illinois National Guard, 
said his company could not even 
perform maneuvers in Illinois,

so they would be a mess in Saudi 
Arabia. He added there were many 
things he was willing to fight 
for, but he did not believe in this 
cause and would not fight for it. 

Parrish encouraged any 
soldier who did not believe in the 
reasons for the United States' 
involvement in the Persian Gulf 
to try and convince other 
soldiers to simply refuse to 


fight. He said if enough soldiers 
refused to go, the government 
would not be able to fight a war. 

Quilty said civilians have an 
obligation to exercise their right 
to vote if they want to change 
the government's policies. He 
said people must also remain 
informed and speak out against 
anything they felt the 
government was doing wrong.

Cultures merge 
for understanding

They ate egg rolls and Italian 
pastries. Some were wearing 
African and Native American 
jewelry. Others bought 
international fragrances from 
France and Tanzania. 

Visitors to Bradley’s first 
Multi-Cultural Arts Fest also 
found a bevy of books, T-shirts 
and posters depicting other 
Latin-American, European and 
African cultures. Local band Bu 
Khara Bu and the Bradley 
University Gospel Choir 
performed to round out the 
international atmosphere at the 
Garrett Center on Sunday. 

Minority Student Services 
Director Robin Kelly-Hamilton, 
whose office organized the event 
with the Student Advisory 
Committee, said she estimated 
more than 150 people attended 
the event. 

That turnout was better than 
she expected, although she would 
have liked to see more parents 
there, Kelly-Hamilton said. 

"I think more publicity would 
have helped — it could have been 
more pumped up as part of 
Parents' Weekend," Kelly- 
Hamilton said. 

Cindy Spector, president of 
the Multicultural Awareness 
Coalition, agreed the turnout was 
good. "There was still a 
disproportionate number of 
black students there, but there 
were a lot of white students and 
parents there, too," Spector said. 

The coalition, the Latino 
Student Association and the 
Indian Forum of Bradley 


University were among 11 
vendors and organizations 
manning booths at the Arts Fest. 
Other Bradley students, faculty 
members and representatives 
from outside organizations also 
brought international artifacts, 
food and products, Kelly- 
Hamilton said. 

Dr. Catherine Ricciardelli, 
professor of sociology, brought 
Native American artifacts 
including a wood-carved Mohawk 
"curing" mask and an Amazon 
tribal costume to display at the 
Arts Fest. "My impression (of 
the event) was very favorable," 
Ricciardelli said. 

Kelly-Hamilton said part of 
the event’s pilose was to 
promote the Garrett Center as a 
multicultural center. "It was 
something high on my agenda — 
to get the Garrett Center utilized 
in a way to get different groups 
to use it," she said. 

Kelly-Hamilton said she 
wants to see the Arts Fest happen 
during Parents’ Weekend again 
next fall, although organizers 
may try to switch the day from 
Sunday to Saturday because many 
parents leave Bradley on Sunday 
morning. 

She hopes to garner 
participation from more 
organizations representing 
ethnic groups next year, she 
said. 

Spector said, "We’d like to 
make it more diverse and get as 
many different groups 
represented as possible. 

International posters and 
cookbooks are still available for 
sale at the Garrett Center, Kelly- 
Hamilton said. 


BU alumni is '90 Robison lecturer

Page One Editor for the 
Montreal Gazette and 1970 
Bradley graduate Marvin Zivitz, 
chosen as a 1990 Robison 
Lecturer, will be on campus from 
Nov. 12 to 15 to speak to 
students about the media. 

Zivitz was editor of the Scout 
in 1969 and ’70. He received the 
Outstanding Journalism Graduate 
award in 1970. 

Zivitz moved to Canada 20 
years ago in protest of the 
Vietnam conflict. George 
Armstrong, assistant professor 
of communications, said he knew 
Zivitz as a student and describes 
him as "bright, intelligent and 
articulate." 

"He was not afraid to stand up 
for what he believed in and that 
was reflected in the Scout and his 
personal life," Armstrong said. 
Zivitz was not afraid to take a 
position different from the norm 
"yet he had an open mind," he 
added. 


Many students during the 
Vietnam conflict talked about 
moving to Canada in protest, 
Armstrong said. But he said 
Zivitz was one of the very few 
students he knows who actually 
followed through with the 
protest. Armstrong said Zivitz 
knew moving to Canada might 
mean never getting to see his 
family and loved ones again and 
respects him for "doing what he 
felt he had to do." 

Dr. Neal Claussen, acting 
director of communications, said 
this is the first time an alumnus 
has been chosen as a Robison 
lecturer. He said the director of 
communidatiohs chooses the 
lecturer faculty input At the 
time Zmtf was chosen. Dr. Joe 
Misiewicz was the director ot 
communications. 

Zivitz has worked as a senior 
editor with The Canadian Press, 
Canada’s national news agency, 
and at the Saint John Evening 
Times-Globe; Saskatoon Star- 
Phoenix; Edmonton Journal; and 
the Montreal Gazette. 

Mary Leslie Robison, who 


died in 1986, provided the 
endowment for the Robison 
Memorial Lectureship in 
Communication at Bradley in 
order to "repay a debt to her 
profession." Robison was an 

assistant professor of English at 
Bradley from 1957 to 1968. 
During most of that time she 
served on the University’s 
publications board and as adviser 
to the student newspaper and 
yearbook. 

The Robison Lectureship is 
designed to bring distinguished 
working news professionals and 
educators to Bradley to present 
their views of print and broadcast 
journalism through their 
experiences and contributions to 
the field. These people are 
invited to teach, give public 
lectures, and conduct seminars at 
Bradley for student and media 
professionals. 

Zivitz will give a public 
lecture about the financial 
problems of the media at 4:10 
p.m. on Nov. 12 in Neumiller 
Lecture Hall. 


Parking permits provoke confiict

The Uplands Residential 
Association is taking the next 
step in its plan to institute 
parking permits within its 
boundaries, to the dismay of 
other neighborhood groups who 
say Uplands’ permits will force 
Bradley’s parking problem into 
their areas. 

Geoff Pomerantz, student 
representative to the West Bluff 
Council, said petitions would be 
circulated in the Uplands to see if 
interest in the permits is high 


enough to warrant drafting a 
proposal for the city. 

Jerry Jackson, president of 
the West Bluff Council and 
member of Uplands, said Uplands 
would issue up to three permits 
per house for a one-time service 
fee of $10. The permits would 
restrict parking 24 hours a day. 
No guest passes would be issued 
and non-residents would not be 
allowed to purchase permits, 
Jackson said. Additional permits 
could be obtained for a fee, he 
added. 

David Wentworth, president 
of the Moss-Bradley 
Association, said he would like 


to see a plan the University and 
the three neighborhood 
associations came up with 
together. Moss-Bradley has not 
specifically considered permits, 
like the Uplands, Wentworth 
said. 

Jackson said because there is 
no parking on one side of Moss 
Avenue, Moss-Bradley, unlike 
Uplands, can afford to wait for 
meetings with the University to 
produce results. "(Juite frankly, if 
the neighboring associations 
don’t act in concert they could 
well end up with somebody else’s 
problem," Jackson said.

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Creight on picked to be "King of the Vaiiey"

The pre-season polls are in 
and to no one's surprise, the 
Creighton Blue Jays are picked 
to win the Missouri Valley 
Conference. Here’s how the 
Valley coaches see the race 
shaping up. 

1) CREIGHTON - The 
"Dynamic Duo" of seniors Bob 
Harstad and Chad Gallagher is the 
main reason the Bluejays are 
picked to win the conference for 
the second consecutive year. 

But former Bradley assistant 
and Bluejay Head Coach Tony 
Barone has to hope his team can 
go one step up from last year's 
finish, when Creighton finished 
tied for second with a 21-12 
record overall and a 9-5 mark in 
the conference. 

Harstad earned player of the 
year honors in the MVC last year 
as he averaged 22 points and 8.8 
rebounds per game. Gallagher 
was close behind with 17.7 ppg 
and 8.1 rpg figures to lead the 
Bluejays to their second 
consecutive 20-win season. 

"They have been extremely 
consistent over their three years 
and in order for us to win the 
championship this year, their 
consistency has to be 
continued," Barone said. 

BEUEVE rr OR NOT - In 32 
years of MVC action, the 
Bluejays have never had a player 
lead the league in scoring but 
have appeared in the NCAA 
tournament more times (8) than 
any current MVC school. 

2) SOUTHERN ILLINOIS - 
Whereas Creighton is looking 
for a third consecutive 20-win 
season, the Salukis are not 
looking to finish as the runner- 
up in the MVC tourney for a third 
consecutive year. 


With a 26-8 mark last year. 
Southern Illinois was shocked to 
learn it had not made the NCAA 
Tournament but did little to 
prove the selection committee 
wrong with a 73-60 home loss to 
Wisconsin-Green Bay in the first 
round of the NTT. 

Coach Rich Herrin has to like 
his team's chances as he returns 
all-conference guard Sterling 
Mahan (15.4 ppg, 4.2 assists per 
game), honorable mention 
selection Rick Shiolev (12 ooe 
and 7.6 rpg) and MVC 
outstanding freshman award- 
winner Ashraf Amaya (7.4 ppg 
and 6.3 rpg). 

Coach Herrin's teams have 
steadily improved in each of his 
five years, but improving on last 
year's record of wins will be 
tough to accomplish. 

BELIEVE IT OR NOT - The 
Salukis won the first MVC 
Tournament with a 82-69 victory 
over West Texas State in 1977. 

3) TULSA - The Golden 
Hurricanes return five of their top 
six scorers from a team that 
finished 17-13 and tied for 
second in the conference. 

Tulsa returns three honorable 
mention all-conference players 
in seniors Wade Jenkins, Reggie 
Shields and Michael Scott. 

The six-foot Shields could be 
the Golden Hurricanes main 
weapon as he scored 10.7 ppg, 
led the league with a 4.9 apg 
average and was named newcomer 
of the year. 

The main scorer for Tulsa also 
returns as six-foot-one guard 
Marcell Gordon brings his 12.8 
ppg average to the floor to give 
the Golden Hurricanes one of the 
top backcourts in the conference. 

BELIEVE rr OR NOT - From 
1982-'87, the Golden Hurricanes 
alternated between being MVC 
Tournament champion and 


runner-up. 

4) SOUTHWEST MISSOURI 
STATE — The newest member of 
the MVC comes from the Mid- 
Continent Conference, where the 
Bears won the last four league 
titles. 

Coach Charlie Spoonhour has 
led the Bears to five consecutive 
20-win seasons on their way to 
four consecutive NCAA 
appearances. 

The team's leading scorer, 
senior Darryl Reid, will be 
counted on again this year after 
averaging 19.9 ppg last year. 

BEUEVE rr OR NOT - Coach 
Spoonhour's career college 
winning percentage is .765 
Tulsa's J.D. Barnett is the next 
closest at .625 of all MVC 

5) ILLINOIS STATE - The 
defending Pepsi MVC 
Tournament champions will be 
facing a tough challenge to try 
and become the first Valley team 
to repeat as tourney champs. 

The Redbirds lost five seniors 
from last year's 18-13 squad, 
including the team's top three 
scorers. 

"Losing five seniors will 
have a major impact on our 
team," Coach Bob Bender said. 
'To be successful this year, we 
must have a number of players 
step up and fill the void, and 
together, with their collective 
strengths, lead our ball club." 

Sophomore Richard Thomas 
is the highest returning scorer 
for the Redbirds with a 8.6 ppg 
average as well as dishing out 
3.5 apg. 

BEUEVE rr OR NOT - The 
Redbirds (who have been in the 
Valley 10 years) have the 
highest winning percentage of 
conference games of all current 
MVC members at .623. 

6) INDIANA STATE - With 


the return of the team's top five 
scorers, the Sycamores hope to 
break their string of four 
consecutive 20-loss seasons and 
last place in MVC finishes. 

The Sycamores look to last 
year's leading scorer Eddie (yes, 
Larry's brother) Bird (14.6 ppg 
and 3.5 rpg) to help propel them 
to their first upper half finish in 
the MVC since 1978-'79 when 
Larry led them to runner-up in the 
NCAA Tournament. 

BELIEVE IT OR NOT - 
Despite winning only two 
conference games, the 
Sycamores gave up the fewest 
points in MVC action. They held 
their.opponents to 65.3 ppg. 

7) BRADLEY - "I think it’s a 
big joke," sophomore Tom 
Wilson said in reference to the 

Braves' predicted finish. "I think 
we are very underestimated. 

"I don't think they realize 
what we have, we are looking at a 
shot to go to the NCAA or NTT." 

Expectations are higher on 
the campus than from the 
coaches, especially with the 
return of the conference's leading 
scorer, Curtis Stuckey (23.7 
ppg)- 

Also returning are last year's 
front court of Xanthus Houston 
(10.7 ppg and 6.4 rpg). Andy 
Bastock (9.9 ppg and 5.7 rpg) 
and point guard Charles White, 
who became the first freshman in 
BU history to register 100 
points, rebounds and assists in a 
single season. 

Key additions of James Bailey 
(media choice for newcomer of 
the year), Sean Smith and Wilson 
could put the Braves back in the 
hunt. 

BEUEVE rr OR NOT - The 
Braves have had 14 players play 
in the NBA (most of any MVC 
school) and four of the top 10 


all-time MVC leading scorers. 

8) DRAKE - The Bulldogs 
return no one averaging more 
than eight points per game from 
last year's 13-18 squad. 

The key player will be Chris 
Jones, a six-foot-five forward 
who was Wisconsin's "Mr. 
Basketball" in 1988-'89 before 
sitting out last year as an 
academic redshirt. 

First year Coach Rudy 
Washington looks to bring a 
more up-tempo game compared 
to last year's team which finished 
sixth in team scoring for MVC 
games. 

BELIEVE IT OR NOT - With 
78 years under its belt, Drake has 
been in the league 22 years 
longer than any other school. 
The Bulldogs have the most wins 
of any active MVC team with 
828. 

9) WICHITA STATE - The 
Shockers round up the MVC after 
finishing last year with the 
school's first losing season (10- 
19) since 1977-'78. 

Wichita State will look to 
second team, all-conference 
forward John Cooper as the main 
scoring machine. 

Last year. Cooper averaged 
18.7 ppg (third highest in the 
MVC) and 7.6 rpg as well as 
showing a nice touch from the 
free throw line with a league 
leading 82.7 percent. 

"I expect his average to stay 
the same, or maybe go up 
slightly, because I believe we 
have better players returning this 
year along with the new 
players," Coach Mike Cohen 
said. 

BELIEVE IT OR NOT - NBA 
star Xavier McDaniel led the 
nation in scoring (27.2) and 
rebounding (14.8) his senior 
year to lead the Shockers to a 
MVC tournament championship.

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Many new faces added to Braves' roster

At' the end of the 1989 
basketball season, only eight 
scholarship players remained on 
ihe Bradley basketball team. Of 
those eight, one player 
transferred after the academic 
year and another had used up all 
four years of his eligibility. The 
Bradley Braves were left with a 
mere six scholarship players. 

Thank goodness for the 
recruiting skills of'the Bradley 
coaching staff. Through their 
efforts, Bradley was successful in 
signing five new players (one 
fell victim to Proposition 48 and 
is ineligible for the 1990-'91 
season), in addition to 
welcoming three invited walk- 
ons. 

Mark Bailey, Kwame Brown, 
James Hamilton, Sean Smith and 
Maurice Stovall are the newest 
members of the Braves' 
basketball team. (Stovall is the 
Prop. 48 casualty) 

All four eligible players will 
be asked to respond to Bradley's 
needs immediately this season. 

Bailey, a six-foot-11, 190 
pound center from Christian 
Brothers College High School in 
Chesterfield, Mo., has improved 
his basketball skills since day 
one at Bradley. 


"Mark has probably been the 
most pleasant surprise during the 
pre-season," said Head 
Basketball Coach Stan Albeck. 
"He had been termed a 'project,' 
but he is further advanced at this 
point than we had anticipated." 

Bailey averaged 14.9 points 
and 7.3 rebounds per game his 
senior year. He shot 55 percent 
from the field and was a 54 
percent free throw shooter. He 
said he feels his role on this 
year's squad will be to score 
inside when given the 
opportunity and to use his height 
advantage to grab rebounds. 

"I would like to see us win the 
conference and prove everyone 
wrong." (Most pre-season polls 
have Bradley picked to place 
between fifth.and seventh) "If we 
play hard in practice and keep a 
positive attitude, I think we will 
surprise a lot of people.1' 

Having played only three 
years of* high school basketball, 
Kwame Brown is a tremendous 
athlete with unlimited basketball 
potential. 

"Kwame's biggest challenge 
is to transform himself from a 
great athlete to a good basketball 
player. You can get by in high 
school by just being a good 
athlete, but that's not true at the 
college basketball level," said 
Assistant Basketball Coach 


Marty Gillespie. 

A six-foot-seven, 220 pound 
forward from Houston, Texas, 
Brown will provide inside depth 
with rebounding skills, as well 
as efficiently run the floor. 

James Hamilton comes to 
Bradley from Grand Blanc, 
Mich., as the most heralded 
freshman since Albeck has been 
at Bradley (this is his fifth 
season). 

Hamilton averaged 30.9 and 
17.3 rebounds per game during 
his senior season and earned All- 
Big 9 conference honors both 
his junior and senior year of high 
school. He helped his team to a 
three-year record of 51-8 while 
gaining All-State (Class A; 
unanimous selection) honors. 

Hamilton, who stands six- 
foot-seven and weighs 200 
pounds, chose Bradley over such 
schools as Minnesota, Southern 
California, University of Oregon 
and San Jose State. 

He said he feels his overall 
determination to win will benefit 
the Braves, as well as his ability 
to come through in clutch 
situations.

best suits Smith's style of 
basketball. 

Falling one point shy of the

It was kind of like a scene 
from a Western movie. The hero 
leaves home, and when he 
returns, trouble has already taken 
over. 

With pistols in hand, he 
shoots down the enemies to 
bring peace to the town. 

Okay, maybe peace didn’t 
need to be restored. But the return 
of Curtis Stuckey marked a 
definite improvement from 
earlier season woes, which leads 
to greater promise in his first full 


season on the Hilltop. 

After becoming eligible in 
the midst of an eight-game 
losing streak, Stuckey went on 
to lead the team and Missouri 
Valley Conference with his 23.7 
points per game average. 

Now he returns for his first 
full season, which could give 
Coach Stan Albeck the ’ MVC 
scoring champion for the fifth 
time in his five years at BU. 

’’Fm not concerned with being 
the leading scorer,” Stuckey said. 
"I just want to win and as long as 
we get in a tournament (NCAA or 
NTT), ril be happy. 


'T'll make sacrifices and 
whatever Coach wants me to do, I 
will, the best I can.” 

”I think Curtis is at the top 
with all the rest of the best MVC 
players,” Albeck said. ”1 don't 
think there is any question about 
that.” 

Stuckey was not given the 
chances at Draike he had at 
Bradley and because of it, the 
Bulldogs struggled. 

He shot the same .443 
percentage from the floor his 
freshman year at Drake compared 
to last year at Bradley. But he 
took almost 200 shots less at

Entering his fifth year as head 
coach of the Braves, Stan 
Albeck's fast-tempo style of play 
has produced many of the games' 
highest scoring machines. 

In his first year on the 
Hilltop, Hersey Hawkins lit up 
the scoreboard to the tune of 
27.2 points per game. The 
following year, Hawkins led the 
nation with his 36.3 average. 

Anthony Manuel (21.1) was 
next, followed by Curtis 
Stuckey's 23.7 ppg output last 
ydar. All told, Albeck's tempo 
has produced four MVC scoring 
champions in his four years at 
BU with Stuckey's chances very 
good for number five this year. 

In his second year at Bradley, 
Albeck received coach-of-the- 
year awards from the MVC, the 
Illinois Basketball Coaches 
Association and Kodak. 

The former Bradley graduate 
(1955) had plenty of other 
scoring machines under him in 
his seven coaching years in the 
NBA. 

The "Ice Man” George Gervin 


was Albeck's first big scorer as 
he led the San Antonio Spurs to 
records of 52-30, 48-34, 53-29 
while coaching them. 

After traveling to New Jersey 
for a one year coaching stint, it 
was time to travel to Chicago and 
help propel "Air Jordan.” 

Michael Jordan was injured 
for almost 75 percent of the 
season, and the Bulls struggled 
to finish with a 30-52 record. 

Joining Albeck in the NBA 
and now at Bradley as assistant 
coach is Morris "Mo” McHone. 

As a college assistant coach, 
McHone spent eight years at 
Florida State where he helped the 
Seminoles recruit Darryl 
Dawkins and reach the NCAA 
championship game, where they 
lost to UCLA. 

A couple of years later, he 
teamed up with Albeck in 
Cleveland (Albeck's first NBA 
head coaching job) and 
accompanied him to San 
Antonio. After Albeck left for 
New Jersey, McHone took charge 
of the Spurs for 31 games. 


Marty Gillespie has also been 
by Albeck's side for the four 
years at Bradley. A graduate of 
Iowa State (1979), Gillespie was 
a two-sport athlete, lettering in 
basketball and baseball. 

He was an assistant coach at 
Tulsa, Minnesota and Drake as 
well as head coaching the 
Worthington Community 
College Blue Jays to three 
consecutive Minnesota 
Community College Conference 
titles. 

The third and newest assistant 
coach is Peorian Tony Wysinger. 
A graduate of Central High 
School (1984). Wysinger is in 
his second year of coaching as a 
part-time assistant. 

Wysinger, like Charles 
White, led his team to a second- 
place finish in the state high 
school basketball 

championships in 1983. 

He then took 1-74 to the 
University of Illinois where he 
was an honorable mention All- 
Big 10 selection in his junior 
and senior years.

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Drake which resulted in a 9.2 ppg 
average compared to last year's 
numbers. 

After playing in only seven 
games his sophomore year at 
Bradley, he decided it was time to 
come home. 

"It felt good to play last year 
because I felt like I wasn't being 
wasted,” Stuckey said. "At Drake, 
I felt like I was a wasted talent, 
and so I came here and proved I 
could play.” 

"I think he will go down in 
Bradley history as a very good 
player,” Albeck said.

Creighton is not the only 
team in the Missouri Valley 
Conference to have a "dynamic 
duo” at their front line. 

Andy Bastock and Xanthus 
Houston, the Braves' front line, 
plan to use leadership, 
experience and hard work to help 
the team reach the top of -the 
Valley. 

"X and I hope to be one'of the 
premier front lines in the 
conference this year,” Bastock 
said. 

Bastock, a junior from 
Lorain, Ohio, has been a team 
and conference leader since he 
began to play for Bradley.

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'Tom wasn’t able to practice 
last year (NCAA academic 
guidelines) and so he is going 
through a phase of feeling his 
way through. But he has 
excellent potential and should 
help us out from a rebounding 
and defensive standpoint." 

Rebounding-wise, Wilson 
averaged 9.1 rebounds in 
conference play to lead the Mid- 
State 10 and won high jump 
competitions in track and field at 
Manual. 

Manual has always had a great 
rivalry, similar to the Bradley- 
niinois State one, with another 


basketball powerhouse, the 
Peoria Central Lions. 

The Lions finished 32-1 two 
years ago after losing in triple¬ 
overtime in the championship 
game of the Illinois state 
playoffs. One of the team leaders 
is now leading the Braves' 
attack, Charles White. 

White became the first 
freshman in BU history to record 
100 points, rebounds and assists 
in a single season last year and is 
expected to be a major 
contributor this year.

(.607), which also led the 
Valley. The Braves were 9-4 
when Bastock scored in double 
figures and 2-16 when he did not. 

Houston obtained career 
highs in points (20 in win over 
Georgia Southern) and rebounds 
(15 in win at Loyola-Chicago) 
last season, as well as being 
second on the team in blocked 
shots (22) and third in steals 
(32). He did run into foul trouble 
though and his 121 personals 
and 12 disqualifications were the 
most in Bradley history. 

Basketball is not the only 
reason Bastock, a 
mathematics/education major, 
and Houston, a history/education 
major, are at Bradley. Grades are 
important to both players. 

Bastock has a 3.0 GPA and 
was named to the All-MVC 
Academic Team last year. 
Houston was salutatorian of his 
high school class. 

At the end of last season there 
were rumors Bastock was 
interested in leaving Bradley. "I 
just felt like I'd have been better 
at a school closer to home," 
Bastock said. "But I didn't want 
to start in a new program" and he 
said they were not going to 
release him from Bradley. 

"It [basketball] cuts into 
studying a lot more than people 
realize," Bastock said, which is 
why he said he was glad most of 
the traveling is done during 
winter break. 

Both players would like to see 
a basketball career in their future. 
"I'm not one of those players 
who looks strictly to the NBA," 
Houston said. "But I’m going to 
do all I can to make this vision [a 
pro-basketball career] come true, 

but if I don’t, I will still go out in 
the world and make a living." 

"I wouldn't mind playing 
overseas for a couple of years and 
then going into teaching," 
Bastock said.

was invaluable," Albeck said. 
"He seems to have come into the 
school year with a lot more 
confidence about how to play the 
game within his own abilities. 

"He aspires to be the MVC 
defensive player of the year and I 
think that is a very good goal for 
him." 

Despite being six-foot-one. 
White is not afraid to go 
underneath with the big boys as 
he averaged 7.1 rebounds his 
senior year at Central and 3.6 
last year. 

He scored a career-high 16 
points against Long Beach State 


last year and was the Braves' 
team leader in assists averaging 
3.9 per contest 

Another key for the Braves 
will depend on the return of 
Peoria area (Bartonville) native 
Scott Behrends. 

The six-foot-nine forward was 
lost for the last two months of 
the season after suffering a stress 
fracture in late January and is 
still suffering the consequences. 

"It's getting better every day, 
but I can still see the difference," 
Behrends said. "During practice, 
everyone else is in better shape 
than I am, so I'm a step slower." 


Before the injury, Behrends 
was giving Andy Bastock, 
Xanthus Houston or graduate 
Luke Jackson a breather while 
contributing 3.3 points and 2.2 
rebounds in just over 15 minutes 
per contest. 

"The biggest difference when 
he' was lost was our lack of 
depth," Albeck said. "This year, 
we have better players and we 
won't be afraid to use anybody 
because they can fill in and give 
us the talent on the floor." 

With the help of some 
Peorians, the Braves are destined 
to be back in the saddle again.

Seniors to guide 

the Lady Braves

The Lady Braves basketball 
team turned a lot of doubters into 
believers last season. Among 
these new found followers were, 
the Gateway Conference coaches. 

Last year, Bradley was picked 
in a preseason coaches' poll to 
finish eighth in the conference. 
However, the Lady Braves made 
these coaches eat their 
clipboards as they finished in 
fourth place. 

The team finished 16-12 
i aver alt and 12-6 in the 

conference. This was quite an 
improvement from the previous 
season when the Lady Braves 
struggled to a 12-15 record 
overall and 6-12 in the 

conference. 

"(Last year) my goal wasn't so 
much wins, but to get our act 
together," Lady Braves Head 
Coach Lisa Boyer said. "We 
really turned it around." 

This about face not only 

enabled the team to finish in the 
first division of the conference, 
but landed Boyer Gateway 

Conference Coach of the Year 
honors. 

"Getting that was nice, but 
that was not the highlight of the 
season. The highlight was them 
coming together and doing the 
things they needed to do," Boyer 
said. 

"I think it's feasible that we're 
going to be one of the top teams 
in the conference. We want to be 
in contention for the Gateway 
Championship," she said. 

The Lady Braves should have 
no problem contending for the 
league title, considering they 
lost only one starter and return 
an experienced lineup of three 


seniors and five juniors. This 
core of returning players is led 
by seniors Val Wancket and 
Sheila Jenkins. 

Wancket, co-captain and a six 
foot guard, can score from the 
outside, as well as from the post. 
Last season, she was named to 
the 10 player All-Gateway 
Conference Team after she 
averaged 11.6 points and 7.6 
rebounds a game. She also had a 
team high of 69 steals. 

Sheila Jenkins, a six-foot 
forward, "is probably the fastest 
forward in the conference," and 
one of the best athletes on the, 

team, Boyer said. Last season, 
she averaged 10.6 points a game 
and led the team in rebounds (7.9 
rpg) and field goal percentages 
(.515). 

Other top players include: 
junior center Eileen Ycrkes (10.7 
ppg, 6.4 rpg) and junior point 
guard Andrea McAllister (9.1 ppg 
and 115 assists). 

The Lady Braves also have the 
luxury of having a strong bench. 

"Our depth is very good. 
There is no one on the team that 
could not start," Assistant Head 
Coach, Cindy Stein said. "The 
bench will be the key to our 
season." 

This bench will be very 
important to Bradley, as it plans 
on running an up-tempo, fast 
break style of game. 

"We run it up and down the 
floor. We stress the fast break," 
Boyer said. 'We've been working 
on presses and traps, trying to 
get other teams out of their 
tempo and offense." 

The Lady Braves feature two 
newcomers this season with

Grogg. Boyer said Grogg and 
Moody could step in and 
contribute this season. 

HEAD COACH LISA BOYER 
is in her fifth year at Bradley. 
She came to Bradley in 1986 
after serving as an assistant 
coach # at Virginia Tech 
University. She also coached at 
Miami of Ohio, East Carolina 
and Davidson College.

Head Coach Lisa Boyer said 
each player had made a good 
adjustment to their new 
positions and each are vital to 
her team's success. 

"Had Andrea not had the 
season she had, we wouldn't have 
had the season we had," Boyer 
said of the '89-'90 campaign. 
"She handled it well and she just 
got better." 

Wancket, on the other hand, 
asked Boyer if she could be 
moved to guard her freshman 
season and Boyer agreed to let 
her try it.

What 
makes this accomplishment 
impressive is that she did it 
playing guard. 

Last season, Wancket 
averaged 11.6 points and 7.6 
rebounds a game and lead the 
team with 69 steals.

This season, Wancket said 
she would like to become a 
complete all-aroimd player.

aspects of today's environoment 
... but relating those to what 
happened in ancient times.”

Tim Irwin, 7-year-old son of 
Bradley electrical and computer 
engineering instructor James 
Irwin, wants to dig up dinosaur 
bones when he gets older. 

Irwin and an estimated 170 
other children learned about 
dinosaurs through art and science 
projects and lectures at the 11th 
annual Dinosaur Days last Friday 
and Saturday in Bradley Hall. 
Dinosaur Days is sponsored by 
the Sun Foundation, a non-profit 
organization, in cooperation 
with Bradley's Department of 
Geological Sciences and the 
Intellectural and Cultural 
Activities Committee. 

Pat Leggi, chief preparator of 
paleontology for the Museum of 
the Rockies in Montana, 
discussed on Friday the new 
Tyrannosaurus Rex find in 
Montana and the exhibits and 
research at the Museum of the 


Rockies. Leggi works with Dr. 
Jack Horner and the 
archaeological team that 
unearthed "Egg Mountain" and 
nests of dinosaur eggs. 

Linda Irwin, wife of James 
Irwin, brought Tim to Dinosaur 
Days "to enrich his excitement 
in dinosaurs." Tim and his 5- 
year-old sister Christina made 
dinosaur T-shirts, cast fossils, 
colored on murals and watched 
dinosaur slides from 8:30 a.m. to 
3:30 p.m. Saturday. 

"I liked making a T-shirt 
because my mommy helped me," 
Christina, a kindergarten student 
at Whittier Elementary School, 
said. Tim, a first-grade student at 
Whittier, said he* liked working 
with the fossils the best. 

Bob Ericksen, co-director at 
the Sun Foundation, said the 
activities -- such as drawing in a 
cave and building a giant 
dinosaur by noted sculpture 
Prestor Jackson — are designed to 
"inform kids about certain

Older BU students find 
similar interests, bonds

Different needs, time 
conflicts and just finding 
someone with the same interests 
are some of the reasons Bradley's 
non-traditional students formed a 
support group this semester. 

Non-traditional students are 
usually more than 25 years old 
and have returned to coUege after 
delays in their educations. 

Judy Guzman, 49, a senior 
accounting major, started at BU 
January 1987. She will receive 
her bachelor's degree in May 
1991 — graduating with her 22- 
year-old son Mark. 

"We always talked about 
doing it," Guzman said. "My 
daughter was 16 (when I started at 
B.U.), so she could take care of 
herself. It was just time to do it 
then." 

Like Guzman, 36-year-old 
Brenda Miller, a junior 
marketing major, has felt 
frustration in being the only 
older student in many of her 
classes and sometimes finds it 
difficult talking to other 
students. 

"In a lot of my classes. I'm 
the only non-traditional student 
there," Miller said. "Our lives are 
a lot different. We have families 
and homes to support." 

Miller started at BU this fall. 
Before she came to Bradley, she 
worked part-time and attended 
Illinois Central College. She 
delayed going to college until 
her two children were in high 
school. 

After finding problems in her 
transition to BU, Miller went to 
Greg Killoran, executive director 
of cocurricular development, in 


search of a support group for 
non-traditional students. Finding 
out that none existed. Miller 
started the group and is its 
chairman. 

"Mainly, we want to find out 
what everyone else's problems 
are, and try to see what Bradley 
can do to make our lives more 
tolerable," Miller said. 

Killoran, who oversees 
services for non-traditional and 
off-campus students, said those 
services for these students arc the 
same as those for traditional 
students but not everyone is 
aware of them. 

Jim Roush, junior mechanical 
engineering major and treasurer 
for the non-traditional students 
group, said parking is another 
big difficulty faced by any 
student living off campus. He 
suggested that arrangements be 
made for on-campus students to 
park elsewhere, since off-campus 
students have to drive to campus 
every day. 

Roush said another way the 
needs of off-campus students 
have been overlooked involves 
the removal of a telephone in the 
library for local calls. The phone 
has been taken out since the 
telephone company began 
charging five cents per call, 
Roush said. 

Roush, 24, has attended 
Bradley for one and a half years. 
He has a wife and a 2-year-old 
son, and had attended ICC "off 
and on" since 1983. 

The biggest problem Roush 
faces is paying for school. 
Roush said he already receives 
full financial aid and the 
maximum amount of loans he can 
take out each year.

BU lab theater tackles Issues

Modem women and political 
dissidents will take the spotlight 
at the Hartmann Center this 
weekend, where two one-act 
plays will be directed by theater 
students in an advanced directing 
laboratory class at Bradley^ 

Class instructor Christine 
Sumption said the plays students 
chose to direct are plays dealing 
with subjects they had strong 
social and political feelings 
about. 

'These directors are people 
who have really learned to take 
their own views and put them op 
the stage," Sumption said. "IV^ 
different than just doing a play." 

Senior radio-video-photo 
major Melissa Moore will direct 
Personality by Gina Wendkos 
and Ellen Ratner, a production 
described as a biting look at what 
it means to be a woman in 
modem society. 

Also, junior AEP Chris Baer 
will direct Largo Desolato, a one- 
act play based on the original by 
Vaclav Havel, president of 
Czechoslovakia. 

Havel, a Czech playwright, 
was imprisoned as a political 
dissident in Czechoslovakia 
during the 1970s and 1980s. In a 
mass government uprising in 
December 1989, Havel was 
unanimously elected president of 


the new free nation. 

Havel’s Largo Desolato tells 
the story of a dissident writer 
who gets in trouble with his 
government and hides out in his 
apartment, Baer said. 

"His so-called friends tell him 
to go out and write again, but 
he's too scared of the 
repercussions," Baer said. "He 
gets worse and worse until he 
finally breaks down." 

Baer said he chose to direct 
Largo Desolato because he likes 
Havel's style and use of 
repetition in the play. 

. "L think there's a lot of truth 
in the^play," Baer said. "The play 
deals with censorship, and what 
happens when people put all 
their hope in one cause and in 
one man to lead them." 

Government censorship is 
already happening in the 
Western world with 
controversies over censorship of 
the arts, the National Endowment 
for the Humanities and Muslim 
author Salman Rushdie, Baer 
said. 

"The play is originally set in 
Czechoslovakia, but this version 
is set in the United States in the 
very near future," Baer said. 

When asked how he felt about 
directing the play, Baer laughed 
and said he was nervous. "But I 
have good people working with 


me, so I'm not worried." 

"You rehearse with the actors 
and you do all you can 
beforehand," he said. "But on 
opening night, you no longer 
have any control over it. You 
just have to sit and watch. It's 
really nerve-racking." 

Meanwhile, Personalities 
examines a contemporary 
woman's struggle to find her 
identity amidst a barrage of 
contradictory media images and 
her mother's expectations. 
Sumption said. 

"Her mother is a very 
overbearing woman, with a very 
1950s-class sense of a woman's 
role," she said. 

"Then the media besieges her 
with beautiful women that say 'if 
you could only be more like me — 
if you had straight teeth and 
perfect skin and beautiful hair — 
then you would be accepted," 
Sumption said. 

Personalities will be 
performed with almost a stand-up 
comedy flair. Sumption said. 
The central character often talks 
to the audience, making it the 
other main character in the play, 
she said. 

Largo Desolato and 
Personalities will be performed 
back-to-back 8 p.m. Saturday and 
Sunday. Tickets are $1 for 
students and the public.

Bradley's University Senate 
unanimously approved a new 
version of the Policy for a Drug 
Free Workplace Thursday which 
separates student and University 
employee guidelines for 
intoxicants and controlled 
substances. 

The new policy reads: 
"Bradley University prohibits 
the unlawful manufacture, 
distribution, possession, or use 
of intoxicants or controlled 
substances by any employee 
while on University property or 
as part of any University- 
sponsored activity. 
Employees violating this policy 
may be subject to arrest by 
appropriate legal officials." 

Previously, the policy had 
included "any employee or other 
individual," which could have 
been construed to include 
students under the policy. 

As it now stands, this policy 
will apply to employees only.

Student rulings are covered in the 
Student Handbook. "This policy 
does not supercede the 
handbook, rather it co-exists 
with the Student Handbook 
Policy," Dr. Doan Modianos, 
assistant dean of business and 
University Senate chairperson, 
said. 

"I want to make clear there is 
a separate policy for students in 
the Student Handbook," Dr. 
Kalman Goldberg, provost and 
vice president for academic 
affairs, said. 

The new policy prohibits any 
University employee from using 
intoxicants or controlled 
substances on University 
property while working. This 
policy would apply to student 
employees while working and 
also any contractors hired 
directly by the University. 

This policy only covers 
individuals directly hired by the 
University. Guests visiting the 
University are not required to 
comply with the ruling. "Federal

Journalist explains 

Tianenman square

Suppression of the Chinese 
spirit resulted from the June 4, 
1989 Tianenman Square 
Massacre Liu Baifang said when 
she spoke in the Student Center 
ballroom Monday night. 

"The [Chinese] people were 
unselfish, they were doing 
things out of patriotism and of 
course for love of their country," 
Baifang said. 

Baifang, NBC media 
consultant in China, spoke of 
her experiences to give students 
an inside -look on what happened 
in China one week prior to the 
massacre. Born in Beijing, 
China, she emigrated to the 
United States and graduated from 
Berkeley University with a 
degree in industrial psychology. 

"What happened in China last 
year was no accident," Baifang 
said. Over the 40 years of 
communist rule, everyone tasted 
the brutality of the Chinese 
dictatorship, she said. 

This penetration of 
communist rule is the cause for 
the widespread student movement 
last spring. 

In Beijing, the people did all 


they could to aid the students in 
their protest. Women set up tea 
stands in the square, workers 
bought yogurt and drinks for the 
student marchers and journalists 
petitioned the government to let 
them report truthfully on the 
movement. 

Middle-aged intellectuals 
donated one-fourth of their 
salaries to the students. "Tve 
never seen so many- people 
wholeheartedly plunged ' .]nto 
anything," she said. 

When Baifang asked a man 
why he was giving, almost a 
fourth of his salary to aid the 
movement he said, "Those kids 
living in the square are baking in 
the sun and they are sacrificing 
for their country ... I'm just 
doing what I can." 

The transformation of the 
people's attitudes was very 
noticeable, Baifang said. 
"People those days were just so 
happy; it was as if this dark had 
lifted from their lives." 

After May 22, when martial 
law was instituted by Deng Xiao 
Ping, the generosity toward the 
students increased. Baifang said 
that was because the Chinese

Minority studies a possibility

S tudent Senate 

overwhelmingly approved a 
suggested curriculum change by 
the Bradley Multicultural 
Awareness Coalition Monday, 
which would require all students 
to take a multicultural social 
forces class. 

The resolution regarding the 
proposal reads: "As a Student 
Senate, we support the efforts of 
the Bradley Multicultural 
Awareness Coalition, to 
establish as a general education 
requirement courses on Race, 
Ethnicity, Religion and Gender 
in the U.S.A." 

The vote simply shows the 
senate's approval of the proposal 
and carries no actual power. The 
proposal has to be approved by 
the Curriculum and Regulations 
Committee before it can be 
implemented as part of Bradley's 
curriculum, Kara Kizior, all¬ 
school vice president, said. 

The proposal would split the 
current Social Forces and 
Institutions general education 
requirement into two groups of 
classes, Cindy Spector, MAC 
president, said before the senate 
on Monday. 

The groups would fall under 
multicultural social forces (Black 


Studies, Women's Studies, etc.) 
and general social forces courses 
(Economics, History, etc.), 
Spector said. Students would 
have to take three hours from 
each category. The change would 
not require students to take any 
extra hours to graduate, she said. 

Students now have to take six 
hours of Social Forces and 
Institutions, though the classes 
are not grouped any particular 
way and students can take 
whichever courses they choose. 

Debate over the issue focused 
on whether students would group 
into ^courses applying to their 
own * ethnicity, if the change 
would require more hours for 
graduation, and whether or not it 
was necessary to make the new 
curriculum mandatory. 

Geoff Pomerantz, Greek 
representative, cast one of only 
two votes against the proposal, 
saying he felt a class focusing 
entirely on racism, instead of a 
curriculum change, would be a 
better solution to the problem. 

"I don't feel that the 
[Multicultural Awareness 
Coalition] has done its 
homework," Pomerantz said, 
speaking for his constituents 

"I was very disappointed. It's 
not that I am not for this, I just 
don't see this as good legislation 
when it can be an easy A, and 
even if it's not, you can still take 


one of the already offered courses 
like sociology or psychology. 

"This is like sticking a Band- 
aid on a wound that needs 
stitches. The racism class is a 
better idea. Fd much rather see a 
class encompassing all of these 
things. There's a lot of people 
who won't want to take Black 
Studies or Women's Studies and 
will find a way aroimd it. I don't 
see this resolution helping to 
solve the problem." Pomerantz 
said. 

"I think we're underestimating 
the student body on their desire 
to learn," Dwayne Pierre-Anton, 
off-campus senator, said. 

"All of us. We are not 
sensitive to issues that don't 
affect us. We've got to get out of 
our comfort zone ... all of us. 

Originally, MAC had 
proposed a new course, Pip Lilly, 
MAC spokesperson, said, 
because it was more feasible to 
use courses that already existed 
with professors working at 
Bradley. 

"We thought it would be 
easier," Lilly said. "It's so easy • 
to do - and all that's being done 
is trying to shoot it down," he 
said at the senate meeting 
Monday. 

"We're happy the student 
senate supports us and the 
constituents said to vote in 
favor," Lilly said.

American education 
needs reevaluation 

A critical report that is required by Congress was released this 
wedc that attacked education in America. 

The report, "Tyrannical Machines; A Report on Educational 
Practice Gone Wrong and Our Best Hopes for Setting "niem Right" 
states that there are problems with the methods of training teachers, 
among other things such as testing students and selecting 
textbooks. 

"Tyrannical Machines" comes from a phrase from philosopher 
William James in 1903, which was used to describe practices that 
become unproductive, yet remain impossible to eliminate. 

According to aii article this week in The Chronicle of Higher 
Education, the purpose of the report is to offer some strategies for 
improvement. The document is bas^ on information from 
publications, surveys and personal interviews. 

While others call the report harsh, it has a validity. The report 
charges that thwe arc gaps in general education and that jMOspective 
teacho^ arc less effective because they were able to earn bachelor's 
degrees without studying history, science or mathematics. 

Maybe this is why as a third grader, my parents could not 
understand as I tried to explain to them that I had learned about 
Yosemite National Park that day. The re^on was because I w^ 
pronouncing Yosemite. wrong and I insisted that the teacher s 
pronunciation was correct and that my parents were wrong. 

According to the report, students can graduate without studying 
American or English literature from 45 percent of the nation’s 
highCT institutions. As for history, 38 percent of the institutions do 
not require it for graduation. At 41 percent of the higher 
institutions, it is possible to graduate without studying 
mathematics. 

The report comes to the conclusion that the drop in humanities 
majmrs from one out of six 20 years ago to one out ofl6 in 1990 is 
because of students coming to college poorly prepared in these 
fields. Why pursue a major in something you nothing about? 

Unfortunately, when I compare my high school eduction to that 
of others, I feel cheated in some ways. Often the Chicago Public 
School System is criticized for its poor education. I am sorry to 
say I have to agree. 

As a product of inner-city education, 1 went to a high school that 
was not in my "district." Because of this I had to "major four 
years in a field I had no intention of pursuing. 1 had to take at least 
three courses every year that pertained to the performing arts. 

I wish I would have taken four years of math, science, history 
and a language rather than drama, chorus and an instrument. 

While these are informative courses that taught tne a lot, Aey 
did-i't come in handy when it came to college admissions test time. 
These courses aren’t helping me with my communications degree 
eithw. 

Overall, I am satisfied with the education that I have received 
hoc at Bradley. I got a good mbc of general education classes, but a 
few more wouldn’t have hurt. 

So why didn’t I take them? While it wasn’t a lack of initiative, 
very often the course was offered only once a year or it simply 
would not fit in my schedule. _ , 

So while the University is not lacking in all its courses, it is 
l yifing in flexibility for those students who want to explore more, 
while others need to explore more.

Mbst people think it is 
perfectly fine for a person (if 
over 21) to drink a glass of wine 
if they want to. However, if that 
person is a surgeon preparing to 
perform heart surgery, none 
believe it is acceptable. 

This is the fact Kathy 
Waggoner used to open her 
lecture at Neumiller Lecture Hall 
on Monday. Waggoner is the 
director of education for Delta 
Gamma Sorority. The lecture was 
held for Bradley residence hall 
personnel as well as fraternity 
and sorority activities 
chairpersons. 

To illustrate the success of 
fraternity and sorority alumni, 
Waggoner pointed out all but two 
U.S. Presidents since 1825 
belonged to fraternities, as well 
as 63 percent of Cabinet 
members since 1900, 76 percent 
of senators and 43 U.S. 
corporation owners. 

More positive statistics were 
$10 million has been donated to 
charities by fraternities and 
sororities in the past decade, and 
one million hours of community 
service has been performed by 
fraternities and sororities in the 
same time period. 

The negative statistics, 
however, tend to overshadow the 
positive ones. More than 40 
pledges have been killed in 
hazing accidents, and 46 gang 
rap>es have been committed in the 
past 10 years. At Rutgers 
University, for example, a 


pledge overdosed on alcohol in 
1988. 

Waggoner visited Rutgers 
later that same year, and a man 
there asked if ’’all Greek groups 
have high values,” and if every 
member "takes oaths to vow to 
uphold these values.” Waggoner 
responded that they do. This man 
then asked her why this 
happened to the young pledge. 
Waggoner responded, ”I don’t 
know.” 

Waggoner asked the audience 
to close their eyes and visualize 
themselves at an »^a\umni. or ' 
fratemity/sorority r^^ion. ^ She V 
asked us, "What will" you be 
remembered for at Bradley;^'' 
community service and the 
grades you got, or will you be 
remembered for how many shots 
you could drink and how many 
classes you missed due to 
alcohol?” 

Waggoner pointed out we 
need to deal with the topic of 
alcohol because "the survival of 
the Greek system (depends on it), 
it’s the law, and it’s a matter of 
caring for each other.” The Greek 
group refusing to have non¬ 
alcoholic parties will not survive 
as long as another Greek group is 
flexible enough to have non¬ 
alcoholic parties. 

In the audience participation 
segment, Waggoner revealed the 
audience’s drinking habits. Many 
responded a small party and a 
moderately quiet restaurant/bar 
were the most desirable places 
for drinking. 

The reasons audience 
members had for drinking were: 
to feel comfortable, to be 
accepted, to relax, to lose

The Citizens for a Free Kuwait 
are selling T-shirts in the Student 
Center to help Bradley students 
understand what is happening in 
the Middle East, Ali Dashti, 
chairman of the Citizens for a 
Free Kuwait, said. 

The Citizens are passing out 
flyers describing human rights 
abuses taking place in Kuwait. A 
Los Angeles Times article said 
Iraqi soldiers are using hospitals 
as barracks, throwing old and 
sick people out into the streets 
to die. An Amnesty 
International press release said 
people in Kuwait have been 
executed for possessing a picture 
of the Emir of Kuwait. 

Dashti said Hussein violated 
international law by invading a 
smaller country, and should be 
punished by the United Nations. 
He said even thot/gh Ktjiwait did 
violate the Organization of Oil 
Exporting Countries’ 
regulations, they have learned 
their lesson, and the United 
Nations should not allow 
Hussein to annex Kuwait. 

Dashti said he does not 
believe the economic sanctions 
against Iraq will force Hussein to 
give in. He said the United States 
should go to war with Iraq to free 
Kuwait instead of negotiating for 
peace because negotiating would 
lend credibility to Hussein's 
actions. 

Dashti said he does not want 
Americans to die for Kuwait’s 
freedom, but since the Kuwaiti 
citizens are imable to organize an 
effective resistance from within, 
a multi-national invasion of 
Kuwait is the only alternative to 
stop Hussein. 


In response to the question of 
the morality of the United States 
defending a country without a 
democratic government, Dashti 
said the definition of a 
democracy depends on what kind 


of culture you come from. He said 
though a royal family rules 
Kuwait, the Kuwaiti constitution 
allows for free speech and 
freedom of assembly, which to 
him is a democratic nation.

requirements do not mandate we 
take that course," Gary Anna, 
vice president of business 
affairs, said. 

Originally, this policy had 
been drafted to comply with the 
federal Drug Free Workplace Act 
of 1988, without which the 
University could not have 
received any federal aid. The act 
is required of all universities 
nationwide, and demands all 
universities have policies 
regarding controlled substances, 
including alcohol. 


The policy was originally 
drafted in April 1990 to deal with 


faculty only by Clarence Brown, 
director of personnel, and Dr. 
Michael Lane, a member of the 
contractual agreements 
committee, which deals with 
University employer-employee 
relations. Brown said. 

The University Senate decided 
in their September meeting to 
apply the recommendation to 
students, but questions about the 
wording of the document led It to 
be reviewed by the University 
attorney before finally being 
passed, Modianos said. 


There were no interpretations 
causing legal problems, Anna 
said. 

The rules concerning student 


consumption of intoxicants can 
be found in the Student 
Handbook, which reads: "The 
consumption of alcoholic 
beverages will not be permitted 
by any student regardless of age 
in any public areas of the 
University." 

The handbook also outlines 
penalties for illegal alcohol 
consumption under Illinois law. 

The use of controlled 
substances is outlawed both on 
University property and in the 
state of Illinois. 

The policy was originally to 
have been discussed at the 
October meeting of the 
University Senate, but that 
meeting was cancelled by the 
administration.

•Doctors at the Saint Francis and Methodist medical centers ^e 
lobbying for the construction of a physician's office building which 
would span Interstate 74 and connect both hospitals. Estimated cost for 
the project is between $15 million and $20 million, though neither 
institution has decided to finance the project yet. 

The project was conceptualized to ease the overcrowding of office 
space in fields such as neurosurgery, cardiovascular surgery, ^d 
nephrology for both hospitals and to serve as a symbol of Peoria s 
growth as a downstate medical referral center, Robert E. Weierman, 
president and chief executive officer of Methodist, said. The plan would 
also help to serve more patients. 

•The public will get a chance to air their opinions on a proposed 
grant to fund a new baseball stadium and expand the Civic Center 
exhibit hall on Tuesday at the Civic Center. 

The grant would be for $4.8 million, $2.8 million of which would go 
towards the $4 million expansion of the Civic Center. The remainder 
would go towards bdilding a new stadium where Meinen Field now 
stands. 


•Former Kewanee Mayor Emerit Lindbeck lost his position as a 
trusty at the Henry County Jail after being caught trying to smuggle 
contraband into the facility. 

Lindbeck, 56, was serving a six-month sentence for vote fraud and 
perjury which began in mid-October. 

•U.S. Sen. Paul Simon (D-Ill.) and U.S. Rep. Bob Michel (R-Peoria) 
joined with numerous other congressmen to call the plans for a special 
session of Congress to debate the administration's Persian Gulf 
strategy pemature. 

Senators feared the meeting might bring the situation closer to war 
when Iraq and the general public could see President Bush's latest 
actions in Congress.

realized "they're not doing this 
for fun, they're doing this for the 
country."

In the aftermath of the 
massacre, the Chinese people did 
not "want any more turbulence in 
their lives," she said. The 
Communist party continues to 
play upon this fear. Eastern 
European hardship in rebelling 


against communist rule is 
pleasing the Chinese 
government, she said. 

Now after the massacre, China 
and its people on the surface are 
what the government considers, 
"back to normal." "There is an 
unseemly peaceful facade," 
Baifang said. 

Baifang said she hopes this 
new generation of students in 
China will continue to think for 
themselves and use their 
individualism for the benefit of 
the Chinese people as a whole.

inhibitions, to escape one's 
troubles, because it's fun, and 
because it tastes good. The latter 
surprised Waggoner, who said, 
"in 90 percent of the places 
where she lectures, the audience 
never mentions tasting good is a 
reason for drinking."

Lecturers share stories of war, world 


Distinguished artist 
captures world on film

Universal themes of everyday 
life are portrayed in the artistic 
photography of David Alan 
Harvey, whose work will be 
* exhibited at the Heuser Art 
Center gallery until Dec. 22. 

"I decided what I really wanted 
to do was capture the really 
insignificant moments of 
ordinary people doing ordinary 
things, not movie stars or earth 
shattering events. I wanted to 
phptograph everyday life,” 
Harvey said. 

Harvey spoke to an 
overflowing Meyer Jacobs 
Theater at 7 p.m. Nov. 13 as part 
of the Bunn Lecture series. A 
reception opening the exhibit 
followed. 

American folk artists are 
Harvey's present project. The 
series will appear in National 
Geographic next year. 

Recent photo essays 
published in National 
Geographic include a 45-page 
series on Vietnam, "Hard Road to 
Peace,” November 1989; a 27- 
page article on the dismantling 
of the Berlin Wall, "Berlin's Ode 
to Joy,” April 1990; a piece on 
Chile, "Acts of Faith,” July 


1987; and North Carolina's Outer 
Banks, "Awash in Change,” 
October 1987. 

The slide show of his work 
included "French Teen-agers,” 
"Peoples of the Arctic” and 
"Daydreamers,” which Harvey 
describes as a self-exploration 
project. 

Vietnam was Harvey's 
favorite work. Scenes go from a 
blinded Vietnamese soldier who 
was hit in the face by shrapnel, 
to light-hearted candid. 

"I'm constantly working on 
journalistic scenes, but I also 
walk around trying to shoot 
serendipitous street scenes,” he 
said. 

"I avoided Vietnam by going 
to school. I was always 
fascinated by Vietnam, and 
bothered. 

"There are no safety rules in 
Vietnam," Harvey said, showing 
a shot of kids running into 
fireworks. 'It was crazy for them 
and crazy for me too, but I 
thought it'd make an interesting 
photo.” 

The point-and-shoot 
technique is what Harvey works 
by, rarely using any equipment 
except his 35mm camera and 
lens. 

One photo displays dozens of 
tiny red boxes containing the

bodies of American MIAs, taken 
in Vietnam in 1989. Harvey was 
asked not to publish it 

"It's not much of a picture, but 
I don't think anyone got it but 
me,” he said. 

Three to four hundred rolls of 


slide film are used for each 
assignment, or two to three per 
day, Harvey said. He used to do 
only black and white, but now 
uses color. 

Harvey began his career at 
National Geographic with a 


project on blacks in Virginia at 
age 29, five years after being 
rejected by National Geographic 
for work lhat was too "puffy”. He 
stayed on staff at NG for five to

Journalist, alumnus returns to BU

When he left Bradley 20 years 
ago, Marvin Zivitz knew he 
might never be allowed to return. 

Zivitz, editor of the Scout in 
1969 and '70, moved to Canada 
before graduation ceremonies in 
protest of the Vietnam conflict. 
He came back to Bradley this 
week as a Robison Lecturer to 
talk to students about the media 
■and his experiences at Bradley. 

' ’ "^Zivitz said he came to Bradley 
•in 1966 to study education. He 
was not interested in the 
education class he was taking and 
became involved with WRBU, he 
said. 

He said he went from the 
closed circuit station to the Scout 
because "I probably felt my 
interests and my skills were 
greater with the written word 
than with the spoken word.” 

When he became editor of the 
Scout during his senior year, 
Zivitz made changes that upset 
some students. "I think the Scout 
had been little more than a 
bulletin board in the previous 
years.” He said the Scout gave 
too much representation to 
Greeks. 


"I tried to give fair 
representation to all groups on 
campus," Zivitz said. He said 
before he was editor a full page of 
the paper was devoted to a listing 
of Greeks who got pinned and 
engaged. 

Student unrest on campus was 
high while he was editor because 
of conflicts in the United States, 
including the Vietnam conflict 
and civil rights movement. "The 
Scout covered student unrest 
pretty carefully,” he said. 

He said he had planned to go 
into Volunteers In Service to 
America after he graduated 
because he felt he owed service to 
his country. However, Nixon 
changed a law so VISTA would no 
longer receive the deferments to 
the draft they were previously 
awarded. 

He opposed the Vietnam 
conflict because "The U.S. had 
no business being there.” When 
he found out he had a relatively 
low number in the draft lottery, 
Zivitz said he decided to go to 
Canada. 

Although Zivitz did not make 
it a secret he was going to 
Canada, he left after his last 
Hnal, before graduation, because 
he already had a job in Canada. 
He said he was later indicted by a 
grand jury for two counts of 


violating the selective service. 

Zivitz said he would consider 
working in the United States (In 
1977 President Carter granted 
amnesty to "draft dodgers” 
making it legal for Zivitz to 
return to the U.S.) but would not 
give up his Canadian 
citizenship. 

"I figure Canada gave me a 
place to go when I needed it and I 
feel a certain loyalty to Canada,” 
he said. 

He said coming to the United 
States is not likely because of 
his family. His two sons, Jordan, 
15, and Noah, 9, would have to 
leave their schools. His wife 
Bemie wants to stay in Canada, 
Zivitz said. 

Since moving to Canada, 
Zivitz has worked as a senior 
editor with the Canadian Press, 
Canada's national news agency, 
and at the Saint John Evening 
Times-Globe; Saskatoon Star- 
Phoenix; Edmonton Journal; and 
is currently Page One Editor of 
the Montreal Gazette. 

Zivitz said a good journalist 
needs a broad liberal arts 
background, journalism courses, 
a wide range of interest, and

Hospitality 
Corps and the staff of overnight 
hosts. The interns are 
responsible for hiring and 
training all tour guides and hosts 
and coordinating all prospective 
student overnight visits. 

The interns are also primary 
organizers of other major visit 
weekends such as Out-of-State 
Weekend, Spring Weekend and 
Minority Weekend. 


Joanne Bannon Gray, 
associate director of admissions, 
said the interns are a vital link 
between the student staff and the 
nrofessional staff. 

"The interns need to have 
strong communication skills, 
and be well-organized and 
dependable," Gray said. "Most 
importantly, they need to be 
enthusiastic about Bradley." 

Potts said he saw the program 
as another way to get involved 
on campus.

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Earthquake talk shakes up Midwest 

Emergency safety stressed Scientist predicts 


Editor*s Note: The following 
information was taken from a 
handout on earthquake safety 
suggestions prepared by the 
University. 

With Peoria being threatened 
by a possible earthquake, there 
are certain procedures everyone 
should know. 

Prior to the earthquake, one 
should have a battery powered 
radio and flashlight, with extra 
batteries for both. Bottled 
drinking water is also good to 
have available. Extra medicine 
and emergency literature as well 
as tennis shoes should be on 
hand. 

It is important to put large 
and heavy objects on lower 
shelves prior to the earthquake. 
Stabilizing heavy furniture, large 
bookcases and anything hanging 
on the wall will also prove to be 
important during the quake. 

During the earthquake it < is 
important to remember several 
things: 

• If one is indoors, stay there 
and try and get in a strong 
doorway or imder a table or desk. 
One should stay away from 
windows and watch for falling 
objects. 

• If one is outdoors, move to 
an open area away from 
buildings, power poles and 
anything else that may fall. 

• If one is in an automobile, 
stop and remain in the car, but 
try to avoid stopping near trees 
and poles and on or under 
overpasses. 


• If one is in the residence 
halls, get tinder a desk until the 
shaking stops and wait for 
instructions from a residence 
adviser. 

• If one is in a building other 
than the residence halls, get 
under a sturdy object and avoid 
anything that may fall. 

During an earthquake, it is 
common for power to fail, fire 
and burglar alarms to sound and 
sprinklers to go off. \ 

After the earthquake,' it is 
important to put on shoes to 
avoid broken glass. Check for 
any injuries that may have been 
sustained and if able, check on 
any neighbors. 

It is very important not to 
smoke, light any type of flames 
or even turn on the lights 
because the earthquake may have 


caused a gas leak. 

Use the telephone only in 
emergencies. Turn on a battery- 
operated radio and listen for 
important information. 

People should not evacuate 
any budding unless ordered to do 
so by a resident adviser or 
someone else in charge. If it is 
necessary to evacuate the 
building, do not use the elevator. 

When exiting the building, it 
is important to take emergency 
supplies with you. 

Prior to, during and after an 
earthquake, it is vital to remain 
calm and assist whomever may 
need help. 

Many scientists have disputed 
, the claim there will be an 
earthquake Dec. 3, but knowledge 
of earthquake procedures is 
always important.

The Midwest is bracing itself 
for an earthquake ... one that may 
never happen, scientists say. 

The preparations for the 
potential tremor are being 
spurred by the prediction of 
climatologist and inventor Iben 
Browning, who claims an 
earthquake could hit as early as 
Dec. 3. 

Browning's predictions are 
based on planetary alignment 
predictions. He says heavenly 
bodies will line up in a rare 
convergence on Dec. 3, creating 
strong gravitational pulls which 
he believes could trigger an 
earthquake in either the Midwest, 
Japan or California. 

Many scientists have already 



According to Memphis Slate University, there 
is a 90% chance of an earthquake reading 
over 6 on the Richter scale along the New 
Madrid fault in the next 50 years, with a 50-5 
chance of one in the next 15 year^ 


stepped forward to dispute the 
widespread alarm in the Midwest 
being caused by the earthquake 
predictions. Dr. Henry Helenek, 
geology professor, said. 

Most scientists do not put 
much weight in Browning's 
planetary alignment theory. 
Even Browning said too much 
excitement is being caused over 
his prediction. 

"I can't put much weight in it 
[the prediction]. If Browning had 
not said a word, none of this 
would be happening," Helenek 
said. 

Though the Midwest is not 
known for earthquakes, more 
than 200 earthquakes having 
been registered within Illinois 
since 1800. The most recent 
earthquake was less than a month 
ago, emanating from the New 
Madrid fault (the same fault that 
is a possibility for the December 
quake) registering 4.6 on the 
Richter scale. 

The biggest tremor ever 
registered on the North American 
continent was on the New Madrid 
fault, running through Missouri 
and into the southern tip of 
Illinois, from 1811 to 1812, 
which registered between 8 and 
8.6 on the Richter scale. 

An Earthquake Preparedness 
Task Force Report released by 
Governor James Thompson said 
there is a 40 to 60 percent chance 
of an earthquake of 6 on the 
Richter scale in the area within 
the next 10 years.

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Earthquake preparation in planning stage

With Dr. Iben Browning's 
prediction of a possible 
earthquake on Dec. 3, the 
University is making plans to 
prepare for the possibility and to 
be ready for the future. 

Browning is a climatological 
consultant from New Mexico. He 
predicts that there is an 87 
percent chance that the New 
Madrid fault, the Howard fault in 
California or a fault near Tokyo 
will suffer major damage between 
Dec. 1 to 5. 

The New Madrid fault is 
located in southeast Missouri and 
probably would not effect 
Bradley. 

Nevertheless, the University 
has formed an Earthquake 
Disaster Task Force that is 
composed of key resource offices ^ 
on campus such as 
telecommunications, housing, 
facilities, food services, etc. 

Lee Dillie, assistant director 
of facilities management, said 
the prediction coming true is 
uncertain. "It is better to be 
prepared now than later though." 

If the earthquake does occur, 
the Universit); does not expect 
tremendous damage, perhaps 
some broken glass and fallen 
objects. The task force is in its^ 
final stages of preparing an 
Earthquake. Emergency 
Preparedness Plan. Mark Struss, 
director of facilities 
management, said it should be 
simple enough to implement. 

Overall he said it depends on 
the situation, and the plans will 
initiated as needed. Struss said an 
emergency operations center will 
be set up to make decisions as 
what to do after the earthquake

The University anticipates 
that the campus will go about its 
normal business just like any 
other day on Dec. 3. 

Tim Wendle, residential life 
director, said they are still in the 
process of revising plans for the 
residence halls but the resident 
advisers will have flashlights 
and first-aid kits will be placed in 
the offices of buildings. 

Each residence hall is doing 
its own planning which ranges 
from speakers to floor meetings 
to hand-outs for the students. 

Ed King, executive director of 
housing, residential life and 
student judicial system and greek 
adviser, said nothing has been 
planned in the Greek houses yet 
but will that it will be a top 
priority when Thanksgiving 
Break ends. He said, "It is 
necessary to take precautionary 
measures." 

Dave Baer, director of campus 
police, said some quick decisions 
would have to be made by the 
officers on duty at the time.

said this includes evacuating 
buildings if needed, checking for 
damage in structures, among 
other things. 

' "Not knowing if it will 
happen, we are prepared. I think 
we are in pretty good shape." . 

Food services has purchased 
charcoal, canned goods and pills 
to disinfect contaminated water. 
Bob Byczynski, food services 
director, said they have enough 
to last about two to three days for 
the campus. "We will try to take 
care of the students the best we 
can. We should be able to handle 
any food service request, 
hopefully it won't be needed." 

Tony Barron, 

telecommunications manager, 
said their plans are preliminary 
at this point but they are 
exploring a number of 
possibilities. He said their main 
concerns are a back-up site and 
the use of cellular phones for 
critical areas such as security.

Mike Murphy, director of 
housing, said he is a bit 
skeptical of the prediction since 
the earthquake also may hit two 
other places and he does not 
know much about Browning. 
"We are in an earthquake belt 
though people usually think of 
California. I think Bradley is 
smart to make these plans." 

Even if the earthquake does 
not happen or does not effect 
Peoria, Struss said this is a "good 
excuse" to develop a university¬ 
wide disaster plan in case one 
ever happens. 

"We are not giving any 
credence to the prediction. We 
are instituting a plan in a case an 
earthquake were ever to occur." 


Struss said. 

Gary Anna, vice president for 
business affairs, said it is 
important for the University to 
have a this type of plan. "It is 
something we should have had a 
long time ago. This plan is not 
just, tailored to a specific 
situation but will serve if needed 
in the future. If there is any 
credibility to the prediction, we 
want to be prepared." 

He said the University 
encourages students to have 
insurance but it should be a 
personal choice only they should 
consider.

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South Ill inois boasts long history of quakes

Though tensions are 
mounting in preparation for a 
possible earthquake along the 
New Madrid Fault Line around 
Dec. 3, this would not be the first 
earthquake ever to hit the Illinois 
region. 

Since records began being 
taken, more than 200 earthquakes 
have either occured within 
Illinois or in neighboring states, 
according to the Earthquake 
History of the United States 
manual, distributed by the U.S. 
government. 

Generally, the non- 
mountainous interior areas of 
most continents are not very 
earthquake prone, but the Central 
United States breaks this rule 
with several fault lines occuring 
in the Illinois area alone, the 
manual said. 

In addition to the New Madrid 
fault, which runs through 
Arkansas and Missouri and into 
the southern tip of Illinois, there 
is the Shoneytown fault which 
runs east-west through Southern 
Illinois, the Wabash River fault, 
which runs along the river of the 
same name, and a fault which 
runs along the Mississippi up to 
St. Louis, Dr. Henry Helenek, 
geology professor, said. 

Over the last two centuries. 



most of the earthquakes in 
Illinois have occured in Southern 
Illinois, with many of them 
centering around Cairo, Ill, the 
manual said. 

Three of the greatest 
earthquakes in known history 
occurred in the Upper 
Mississippi region over the 
winter of 1811-1812, the manual 
said. No other earthquake on the 
North American continent has 
equaled the extent or severity of 
these quakes. Major damage was 
only avoided due to sparse 
settlement of the land at the 
time. 

Topographic changes 
occurred over an area of 30,000 
to 50,000 miles, with the total 
area shaken at least 2 million 
square miles. 

The first quake happened a 
little after 2 a.m. on Dec. 16, 
1811. Residents were wakened 
by the cracking of timbers in 
their homes and furniture being 
thrown about inside the houses. 
Aftershocks continued 
throughout the entire night. 

The next morning, another 
shock hit, which sent the earth 
rolling in waves and caused 
landslides throughout the area. 
Large areas of land were either 
lifted up or covered in water 


emerging from fissures. 

Waves on the Mississippi 
river overturned boats, while 
entire sand bars caved away and 
islands disappeared. 

Aftershocks, continued at a 
relatively high rate through the 
17th, and began to slow down 
towards Jan. 23, when another 
shock occurred. This was 

The1811-1812 
earthquake, felt from 
Ontario to New 
Orieans, was the most 
destructive quake ever 
on the North American 
_ continent _ 

followed by two weeks of quiet 
imtil Feb. 7, when the third and 
final quake hit. The last shock of 
the February quake surpassed and 
of the previous tremors in 
intensity. 

For several days after the final 
quake, the earth was in constant

movement. There is a definite 
record at Louisville, Ky. which 
reports the aftershocks lasted for 
two years after the February 
quake. 

Throughout the quakes, 
relatively few lives were lost. 
Only one person died at the 
epicenter of the earthquake due to 
falling buildings. Several people 
died in the Mississippi river, due 
to overturning of their boats. 

Log cabins managed to 
survive the quakes due to their 
structure^ though many chimneys 
were toppled 

Damages were heavy enough 
at the town of New Madrid to 
force the abandoment of the 
town. There is little doubt the 
soil of New Madrid was so 
broken that cultivation was no 
longer possible. 

Cities as far away as 
Cincinnati experienced damages 
from the earthquake. Tennessee, 
Georgia, Kentucky, South 
Carolina and Pennsylvania also 
reported having felt the quake. 
Caving of rivers happened as far 
away as Vicksburg, Va. About 
one million square miles of land 
were shaken, classifying it as the 
biggest earthquake on this 
continent. 


There were also reports of 
darkening of the sky during the 
earthquake series, which is 
attributed to rising clouds of^dust 
and sulphur gas rising from 
crevices. Sandstorms were also 
very common. 

One of the unusual aspects of 
the earthquake was several earth 
sounds heard during the tremors. 
Hissing and whistling sounds are 
associated with escape of water 
and gas, but several cannon 
sounds are unaccounted for. 

The Mississippi river 
received considerable damage due 
to earth swells which changed 
the topography of the river bed, 
forcing changes in chartered 
routes to navigate the river. 
Submerged trees also caused 
danger to navigation. 

In 1968, the biggest 
earthquake since 1895 happened 
in South-Central Illinois, with 
reports of the earthquake being 
registered in 23 states. Tremors 
were felt as far away as Boston, 
Mass, and Ontario, Canada. 
Considerable damage occured to 
buildings in the epicenter area. 

Scientists have yet to explain 
why the Midwest is so volatile as 
compared to other regions, the 
manual said.

Her parents want to send her to a 
special school where they 
believe her socializing problems 
will be cured.

Dinky thinks Roxy is her 
ticket out of town and into 


acceptance, believing she is the 
long lost child Roxy gave up 
before she left for the bright 
lights of Hollywood. 

Others in the town are 
struggling to make peace with 
the Roxy they once knew, 
including her ex-husband 
Denton, played with conviction 
by Jeff Daniels. He struggles to 
keep the wife he now has, while 
trying to put to rest the wife of 
the past. 

The townspeople are so 
obsessed with Roxy, they think 
their lives are solely based on 
the contact they had with Roxy 
years ago, not realizing their 
lives had substance on their own. 
The movie borders on a 
surrealistic aj>proach and should 


perhaps be called "The Fable of 
Roxy Carmichael." 

"Roxy" focuses on 
individualism and the fight to be 
accepted on your own terms, 
without conforming to those 
around you. The one person that 
accepts Dinky is the high school 
counselor, played by Laila 
Robins, who befriends the 
teenager, unbrushed hair and all, 
telling her that life is not always 
as bad as it seems. 

Director Jim Abrahams and 
writer Karen Lcigji Hopkins have 
woven a delightful tale that with 
the help of Ryder, is sure to be 
one of this holiday season's 
most popular movies. The two 
have let Ryder shine through in 


her own peculiar but loveable 
way as Dinky, allowing Ryder to 
make the character her own. 

The only weak spot is 
Dinky’s parents were not very 
empathetic towards teenagers, as 
many typical teenage movies 
are, with maybe the exception of 
Dinky’s father, who understood 
her need for individualism, but 
did not quite know how to help 
her. 

"Roxy" should be a nice 
spring-board for Ryder, as her 
next movie, "Edward 
Scisssorhands," under the guide 
of Batman director Tim Burton, 
promises to show us another 
facet of this multi-talented 
actress.

preferably should have some 
experience in the field. Other 
qualifications include political 
science, history and general 
science courses, knowledge of 
current events and a willingness 
to stand up for one’s beliefs. 

"Suppose you get a stale 
donut in the cafeteria," Zivitz 
said. Some people would throw it 
away, others would dip it in 
coffee to make it softer aiia a few 
would take it back and politely 
ask for a fresh one. "I’d hire the 
person who took the donut 
back," Zivitz said. 

He said the Canadian press 
differs from the United States 
press, "By and large, Chadian 
media pays more attention to 
foreign stories than the United 
States does, in which they are 
not involved. 

"Canada secs itself as more of 
a cultural mosaic while the 
United States sees itself as the 
great melting pot," Zivitz said. 
He said Canadians, wanting to 
keep their cultural identity, stay 
involved with foreign news. 

Zivitz said journalists are 
"tarred and feathered as 
sensationalists" when they are 
just reminding people it is an 
imperfect world. He said 
journalists are protecting tlie 
public's interest and these people 
"are angry at the messenger 
instead of the message." 


Cajun comedy swamps BU theater

Tootsie rolls and candy canes 
are not your typical Cajun fare, 
but that is exactly what BU 
theater will dish out at this 
weekend’s opening of "Hansel 
and Gretel vs. the Swamp 
Witch." 

Set in the swamplands of the 
Louisiana Bayou, the one-hour 
musical pits Gretel Lou and 
Hansel Joe Kettle against the 
bawdy Swamp Witch in a campy 
version of the traditional fairy 
tale. 

The play’s slapstick humor is 
geared toward a young audience, 
but its dialogue also throws out 
subtle sarcasm aimed at an older' 
crowd. Expect the absurd, from 
alligators that "vogue" to 
parents who turn into giant 
Twinkees. 




This version strays from the 
traditional tale by portraying 
Hansel, Gretel and their parents 
as a poor Southern swampgrass- 
eating family living in a tin- 
roofed, wood shack in the Bayou. 


When a social worker tries to 
take Hansel and Gretel away from 
home, the children leave home to 
search for a treasure chest lost in 
the swamp, to help pull the 
family out of poverty. 

The children get lost in the 
swamp and are captured by the 
Swamp Witch who — ever- 
faithful to witch tradition — 
plans to eat them. 

Meanwhile, Hansel and Gretel 
befriend the Witch’s henchmen, 
or hench-alligators in this case, 
and the play's conclusion is not 
far from that of the usual fairy 
tale. 

"Swamp Witch" is primarily a 
children’s musical, and most of 
its comedy is obviously directed 
at entertaining a young audience. 
While some of the songs flow 
well enough with the acting, 
most of the music seems 
juxtaposed into the play. 

The actors' singing voices 
vary too much from their drawled 
speaking voices in most cases. 
(Who expects an alligator to 
sing so melodically?) The results 
are disconcerting. Most of the 
second half of the play goes 
music-less, proving the 
production could have gone just 

as well without it. 

Stephen Pearce and Adrianne 
Alvarez respectively give Hansel 


and Gretel a convincing bright¬ 
eyed innocence. "Swamp Witch" 
director Melissa Both chose well 
in casting Pearce and Alvarez for 
these roles — their physical on¬ 
stage appearances and 
mannerisms could fool anyone 
into thinking they were no more 
than 14 years old. 

Meanwhile, Ma Kettle rivals 
the Swamp Witch as the play's 
funniest character. Michelle 
Steffen as the boisterous Ma has 
her crass act down to a tee, with a 
toothless grin and exaggerated 
grimaces that would humble any 
good hillbilly. 

Adam Lewis plays the laid- 
back Pa Kettle, a self-made 
inventor whose proudest 
accomplishment to date is a bow 
tie with light attachments. 
Although this is not so much a 
complaint with Lewis as with the 
play's costume coordinator, 
Lewis’s lab coat and polyester 
pants look out of context with 
the rest of the characters. 

Ma and Pa's most comical 
scene is one of the play’s best, 
when they find a goodbye note 
from Hansel and Gretel, who 
have left home to find the 
treasure in the swamp. Pa tries to 
console a hysterical Ma, 
culminating with a song and the 
Swamp Witch’s debut. 


Brad Straka is the Swamp 
Witch, the wonderfully gaudy 
crony who lives in the swamp 
and thrives on children as a diet 
staple. This garish and 
obnoxious character is probably 
played best in drag, and Straka 
does a hysterical send-up of the 
gypsy-like witch. 

Patricia Hess and Kenneth 
Volpp are Mort and Lester, the 
alligators delegated to carrying 
out the Witch’s dirty work of 
capturing children — while 
simultaneously looking for the 
treasure lost in the swamp. 

Mort and Lester are the 
"Laurel and Hardy", the "Mutt and 
Jeff" of this production. Their 
bumbling, slapstick comedy is 
typical for a children's play; 
unfortunately, their roles are 
overplayed and their gags tiredly 
fall flat by the end of the 
production. 

While children will probably 
love the alligators’ cartoon-like 
humor, older members of the 
audience will likely find it 
annoying. How many times can 
one watch these two predictably 
back up into each other and run 
howling in the other direction?

six years. 

NG owns the copyrights of 
staff work. Harvey said this 
bothered him. He advised 
students not to take a staff job 
before exploring other 
possibilities. 

"Even if National Geographic 
gave you the job right off, you 
shouldn't take it. You'll start to 
do things the way they want you 
to." he said. 

Students should major in areas 
other than photography, Harvey, 
who major^ in English, said. 

He said fine art photography 
and journalistic photography are 
two different worlds, and he liked 
both. He received his Master's 
degree in English at the 
University of Missouri. 

"You need to look at the 
world. How can you say anything 
if you don't have anything to 
say, and how can you have 
anything to say if you don’t 
educate yourself?" he said. 

Although he said he would 
like to do tighter subjects in the 
future, rather than broad ones 
such as entire countries, he does 
not plan far ahead.

The Persian Gulf crisis 


BU students sent to Gulf 


Often college students do not 
think it is important to keep up 
with world news, but it became 
necessary for three Bradley 
students who were recently sent 
to Saudi Arabia as part of 
Operation Desert Shield. 

Darryl Hawkins, Anthony 
Michel Gorski and Douglas 
Brown are now in Saudi Arabia 
with 380,000 other American 
troops. They were activated in 
late September when their 
specific battalions were placed 
on active duty. 

Hawkins and Michel are 
members of the Army Reserve’s 
724th transportation battalion 
and Brown is a member of the 
Army Reserve’s 419th battalion. 

Hawkins and Michel have 
contacted friends since arriving 
in the Persian Gulf, but Brown 
has not.

Hawkins’ girlfriend. Dawn 
Levy, said she received one 
letter, but it did not say much 
about what is going on there. 

"I don’t think it’s clear why 
we are over there. I still think the 
main reason we are there is 
because of oil and money,” Levy 
said. ’’And if there is a need to be 
there college students should be 
the last to go.” 

Levy said Hawkins, 20, 
joined the reserves his senior 
year in high school. She said he 
was not surprised to be sent there 
and was even expecting it. 

Linda Brown, Douglas’ 
mother, said he also expected to 
be sent to the Persian Gulf. "I 
don’t want to see anyone to die, 
including my son,” Brown said. 
”I have mixed feelings as to 
whether they should be there but 
I think it is important to support

Gorski, 27, contacted friends 
the first week he was in Saudi 
Arabia, mainly to tell them he 
was all right. They have not 
heard anything since the first 
letter. 

Brown said there are support 
groups for the family and friends 
of soldiers in the Gulf. She also 
said Peoria has been very 
helpful. There are many stores 
that are shipping to the Persian 
Gulf during Christmas and the 
phone company has provided a 
fax service as well. 

Nothing has been finalized as 
to their standing with the 
University, Brenda Peterburs, 
assistant registrar, said. 

"When this all came about we 
set procedures because this has 
all come so suddenly, but 
nothing is definite. I would 
assume that there wouldn’t be a 
problem with them getting in.” 

Their housing is being held as 
long as they have not withdrawn 
from school. 

Only Hawkins lived on 
campus and Mike Murphy, 
director of housing, said 
although there is someone living 
in his room right now, that is 
conditional upon his return.

Professors say war is probable 


With the United States 
becoming more involved in the 
Persian Gulf crisis every day 
there are several Bradley 
professors who think the next 
step on Bush’s agenda is for the 
United States to go to war. 

All the indications are that we 
can go to war,” Dr. Mohamed 
Diakite, an international studies 
professor at Bradley, said. 
"However, the other side is that 
it is unlikely the United States 
will want war.” 

He said the issue of war has a 
lot to do with the European 
economy and the possibility that 
in the year 1992 the European 
economic community will begin 
to function as one unit. He said 
the decision about war has to do 
with Japan’s economic system as 
well. 

• TTw United States has to have 
a Strategy to secure the situation 
Europe and Japan rely on the 


Middle East for oil and that could 
affect the world’s economic 
system. 

Since Europe and Japan are a 
catalyst in the U.S. deficit, what 
the United States decides to do in 
the Persian Gulf will play a key 
role. 

Diakite said the best strategy 
the United States can take is to 
create friendliness with the key 
Arab players, so they will be 
able to have a monopoly on the 
state and the craft 

If there were to be an attack 
on the United States he said he 
was sure that there would be a 
war. 

Dr. William Hall, chairman of 
Bradley’s Political Science 
department, also said he hoped 
the United States did not go to 
war, although he said he thinks 
in the Persian Gulf, because 
all of the elements for a long war 


are present. 

”We have a series of different 
things floating around,” Hall 
said. He said there are concerns 
over fundamentals, such as the 
oil supply and nations charging 
into other nations which add to 
the idea that war is near. 

Another factor he said he 
thought played a key role was 
that no one knows "what makes 
Hussein tick.” He said no one can 
really tell what he is up to or 
what his next plan of action may 
be. 

The main and most obvious 
factor that Hall said he thought 
pointed toward war was the large 
number of troops that President 
Bush is assembling in the 
Persian Gulf. 

’’Anytime you line up as many 
troops as we [the United States] 
have the opportunity for disaster 
is certainly there,” Hall said. 


Bradley students say 'yes' to intervention, but 'no' to war 


The United States had the 
responsibility to send troops to 
the Persian Gulf to protect the 
Kuwaiti interests, but it is time 
to take action or leave because 
war is in the near future, 
according to many Bradley 
students who were polled earlier 
this week. 

"I think it was good for us to 
bring our soldiers over there, but 
now I am doubting if we should 
pullout of there or not,” Rob 
Bradson, sophomore computer 
science major,said. 

Kristen Andersen, junior 
biology/pre-medicine major, 
also thought the United States 


should place troops in the Middle 
East, but she thought the other 
world powers need to be there as 
well. 

"You can’t just turn away and 
pretend it doesn't happen,” 
Andersen said. 'We look at other 
people and think they deserve 
the same inalienable rights as us 
[U. S. citizens], which is why we 
probably got involved.” 

Andersen was just one of 
many students who compared the 
actions of Saddam Hussein to 
those of Adolf Hitler. 

Not all of the students agreed 
that the United States should 
have intervened in the situation. 


Kristine Thompson, sophomore 
accounting major, and Tangerly 
Chapman, sophomore 
biology/pre-medicine major, do 
not think the United States 
should have taken action in the 
Persian Gulf. 

"I think it is to much of a 
risk,” Thompson said. "They are 
sending too many people over 
there and some of them 'are very 
inexperienced.” 

Chapman said she did not 
think the United States should 
have troops there because no 
action is being taken and she 
said she does not think it 
involves the United Stales in any 


way. 

"We aren't doing anything,” 
Chapman said. ”We are taking 
people out of their homes to sit 
in the desert.” 

It really doesn't hav'e much to 
do with us, the only reason we 
are there is because of the oil.” 

Chapman was not the only 
student who thought the oil was 
the primary reason the United 
States decided to intervene. 

Several students agreed that 
the only reason the United States 
is interested in the situation is 
because they need the oil and fear 
that the prices are going to 
increase even more than it has 


since Iraq’s Aug. 2 invasion of 
Kuwait 

"If the man reason we are 
involved is because of oil I think 
that's pretty shallow,” Bredson 
said. 

"It is obviously not a 
situation were we can go in and 
clean things up quickly,” Kirk 
Bergstrom, sophomore civil 
engineering major, said. "It is 
going to take a long time.”

Thurman's status questionable

The idea of Dion Thurman 
helping to lead the Bradley 
Braves basketball team through 
the 1990-91 season seems to be 
only a dream once again. 

Thurman, who averaged 18.1 
points and seven rebounds during 
his single season with Bradley in 
1988-89 and captured the 
league’s Newcomer-of-the-Year 
award, was dismissed from 
school for academic reasons 
during the summer of 1989. 

He was arrested in September 


1989 and charged witn 
possession of cocaine. As part of 
a plea bargain, Thurman was 
placed on 18 months probation 
and was reinstated at Bradley 
with the opportunity to play on 
the basketball team if he fulfilled 
certain requirements. 

Thurman was placed on 
academic probation, and was 
instructed to attend his classes 
on a regular basis. If he obtained 
a 2.0 or better grade point 
average at the end of the semester 
and attended his classes 
regularly, he would be eligible to 
play for the Braves after final 
exams on Dec. 19. 


The Bradley coaching staff 
said Thurman is not attending his 
classes* and, as of late, has not 
been seen around the Bradley 
campus. 

”I haven’t seen Dion in over 
three and one-half weeks,” Head 
Basketball Coach Stan Albeck 
said. "The court supervision is 
strict and . the University 
restrictions placed on Dion are 
even more stringent. Until he 
fulfills his obligations 
academically, he certainly 
cannot get back on the 
basketbdl court.” 

Thurman could not be reached 
by phone for any comment.

On behalf of Bradley 
President Dr. Martin Abegg, 
Athletic Director Ron Ferguson, 
Head Coach Stan Albec, and the 
Bradley student body, welcome 
to Carver Arena — home of the 
Missouri Valley Bradley 
Braves,” is the way Herzog 
begins each game. 

Herzog is responsible not 
only for announcing the starting 
line-ups, fouls and points scored 
but is also responsible for any 
promoting done during the game. 

”I just supply information 
about what is happening that any 
spectator would like to know,” 
Herzog said. 

’’Basketball is a fairly easily 
explainable game. I’m just trying 
to increase their enjoyment of 


the game.” 

He said the game is much 
more difficult now than when he 
began announcing because the 
commercial part has taken over 
the informative aspect. Now 
there are more commercials, 
promotions and events that occur 
during the pre-game events and 
half time, which take up most of 
his time. 

'Herzog, an account executive 
at Massacltusetts Mutual Life 
Insurance Co., does not get paid 
for announcing.

He began announcing during 
high school. ”I wasn’t good 
enough to be a player, and I like 
to talk and I like sports,” he-said. 

The 36-year-old Bradley 
graduate also announced 
freshman and junior-varsity 
games while he was in college. 
During the regular games he sat 
with Frank Bussone, who used to 
announce tl\e games. 

After Bussone left, Dave 
Snell, a senior at Bradley, took 
over the position for a year 
before Herzog was selected by 
Joe Delfonso, sports 
information director. 

During his years of 


announcing, Herzog said he has 
many memories. 

The game he said he 
remembers best was in January 
1977, during his first season. 
The Braves had a 28 to 0 lead 
against‘New Mexico State. 

”It was an indescribable 
sensation to see the lead mount, 
but just as bizarre and incredibly 
frustrating to lose the game, 
117-109,” Herzog said. 

Hersey Hawkins is also his 
favorite player. ”He was so 
special in how the fans 
responded to how he played that 
it was an increasing spiral of 
enthusiasm.” 

There have been several

Suspected arson 

shuts TKE doors

A suspected arson fire Tuesday 
morning at the Tau Kappa 
Epsilon fraternity house caused 
an estimated $10,000 damage 
and closed the house for the 
remainder of the semester. 

The fire, which started on the 
first floor of the house on 1301 
W. Fredonia, at about 2 a.m., was 
the second suspected arson 
attempt on the TKE house within 
the past two weeks. 

It began in the lower mattress 
of a set of bunk beds that had 
been used during the 
Thanksgiving break. 

’They list this fire as 
suspicious because of the type of 
fire it was. Something would 
have almost definitely been 
needed to start it," Gary Walker, 
chief of operations for the Peoria 
fire department, said. 

The fire, which engulfed the 
entire first floor of the three- 


story building, was extinguished 
in about 10 minutes. Firefighters 
remained at the scene for several 
hours to ensure the fire did not 
rekindle. 

All of the residents exited the 
building safely, but firefighters 
conducted an extensive search of 
the building. 

Fred Sepp, Peoria arson 
investigator, said no one 
admitted being on or near the 
beds at the time of the fire. "I am 
now going under the assumption 
that someone gained entry into 
the building, which all the 
residents said to be locked at the 
time. 

"We are in a situation where 
both times the last people to 
enter the house claimed to lock 
the door," Sepp said. "I have a 
feeling there is someone out 
there with a key." 

Sepp said there is no direct 
evidence linking anyone to the 
fires at this time, but they do

ROTC to be extended 
indefinitely at Bradley

The threat of Bradley’s U.S. Army Reserve Officers Training Corp 
closing as soon as next year was alleviated last week with an indefmite 
extension. 

Capt Tony Rojek, ROTC instructor, said ROTC was notified by the 
Army it would be able to continue the program until further notice. 
"This extension will enable us to continue our four-year scholarship 
program. 

When asked if this extension had anything to do with the Persian 
Gulf crisis, he said, "I can’t say if this has anything to do with those 
events happening there." 

Instead, he said the Army is interested in the quality ol Bradley 
graduates. 

Earlier this year, the Department of Defense cut 25 percent of 
military spending because of the events in Europe, such as the 
unification of Germany. 

Nationwide, the ROTC program has a budget of $350 million. 
Bradley’s ROTC’s operating budget is more than $144,000. 

Bradley’s pirogram was going to be cut because of its small size. 

When announced in the summer that Bradley’s ROTC would be 
terminated, it was originally going to continue operating until June 
1991 with the possibility of staying open until June 1994 so all the 
cadets would be able to graduate from the program. 

Rojek said the ROTC cadets, numbering about 60, were ecstatic when 
they found out the news. 

ROTC participant Ray Mulholland said he thinks it is good the Army 
granted the extension. "The interest is there. There is a record number 
of scholarship participants this year." 

Rojek said Bradley’s ROTC program is fairly comparable to those of 
other colleges and universities, but Bradley’s - program is more 
understanding and more flexible with students’ schedules. 

The Army ROTC program has been on campus since 1977. Prior to 
that there was an Air Force ROTC on campus, which was terminated 
because of low enrollment. _ 


Quake provokes protection plan

A possible earthquaKe 
predicted for Monday has Bradley 
preparing emergency precautions 
along with the rest of the 
Midwest, even though numerous 
scientists have disputed the 
possibility of a quake. 

In response to the possible 
Monday tremor, predicted by 
climatologist Iben Browning on 
the basis of weather patterns and 
planetary alignments to occur in 
either Japan, California or the 
Midwest, the University has set 
up the first ever emergency plan 
which coordinates activities 
between more than one campus 
service organization, Mark 
Struss, director of facilities 
management, said. 

"It (the plan) is something 
Dave Baer in security and I have 
been thinking about doing. This 
(the earthquake prediction) sort 
of gave us an opportunity," 
Struss said. "We have a workable 
plan right now." 

The Bradley University 
Earthquake Emergency 
Preparedness Plan coordinates 
the activities of Bradley security, 
telecommunications, food 
service, residential life, the 
Health Center and the field house 
in the event of an earthquake 
affecting Bradley. 

Though this pl^ was set up 


specifically for an earthquake 
situation, Struss said the plan 
would be modified in the future to 
suit other possible emergencies. 
"We’ll take this plan and 
massage it to meet different sorts 
of situations." 

The plan is still in the draft 
stage, and is awaiting the input 
of the telecommunications 
department before it can be 
completed. Struss said. 
Originally, it had been hoped the 
plan could have been released in 
time for the predicted earthquake. 

The plan's stated purpose is: 
"To provide a basis and 
organization for the 
coordination of disaster 
operations in the event of an 
earthquake emergency through 
the establishment of an 
Earthquake Disaster Task Force 
made up of key administrators 
representing the resource areas." 

The plan is scheduled to go 
into activation in the event of 
tremors registering 5.0 in the 
Peoria area — enough to cause 
broken window glass and objects 
falling from shelves, though 
scientists believe Peoria is far 
enough away from the predicted 
epicenter to avoid serious 
damage. 

"We’re not looking at walls 
coming tumbling down," Struss 
said. 

Earthquakes are not rare in the 
Midwest area, with the most 


devastating earthquake of the 
North American continent 
originating from the New Madrid 
Fault, the forecasted zone for the 
Monday quake. 

"There's nothing abnormal 
about having an earthquake here 
... you just don't get the 
destructive ones like in San 
Francisco," Dr. Robert Helenek, 
geology professor, said. 

Studies do show the 
possibility of a 40 to 60 percent 
chance of an earthquake 
measuring 6.0 on the Richter 
scale at the New Madrid Fault line 
within the next 10 years. 

Even if the earthquake did hit 
the New Madrid area next week at 
8.0 on the scale. Helenek said he 
did not think any substantial 
damage would occur to Peoria. He 
said he would expect the extent 
of the damage to be broken glass 
and named Holmes Hall as the 
only building which might be in 
danger of collapse because it is 
such a tall free-standing 
structure. 

Struss said all other buildings 
are secure enough to be able to 
stand a tremor from such a far 
distance. 

In the event of an earthquake 
that could cause damages to the 
University, numerous people 
would move into action 
according to the plan. 

First, an emergency center

Coming back from Thanksgiving Break, the campus is full of 
conversations about many important subjects: term papers, finals, 
the holiday season, etc.

A few weeks ago a Bradley professor asked me 
what the overall reaction was on campus. I had to tell them there 
really was none.

Or is something like the reinstatement of the draft necessary 
to get students interested? 

I am not accusing the entire campus of being apathetic, because 
it is apparent that some individuals and groups are being active. 

Organizations such as the Delta Sigma Theta sorority held a 
candlelight vigil in support of the troops in Saudi Arabia, the 
Progressive Sludent Alliance demonstrated against U.S. 
intervention in the Persian Gulf with the Peoria Peace Network 
while the Citizens for a Free Kuwait set up a table in the Student 
Center and accepted donations for their cause. 

I commend these students for taking the time and responsibility 
to concern themselves with what is going on many miles away 
from here. 

Since August, the situation has turned into something that will 
have many long-term effects that will impact on all of us one way 
or another. Many people say this is similar to Vietnam. Whether 
or not this is true will only be determined in a matter of time. 

With the deployment of more than 400,000 U.S. troops to the 
Middle East, I think most of us know someone who has been sent 
there or will be soon. This involves more than just a dispute over 
oil, but human lives. 

Federal Reserve Chairman Alan Greenspan announced earlier this 
week that the U.S. economy does not look good because of rising 
oil prices and the growing fear of a war. Many economists are 
predicting that we are headed toward a recession, while others say 
we are already there. 

1 am not saying that we should all take a stand for or against this 
crisis, but people need to follow the daily events happening over 
there. I was shocked to meet a woman last week who did not know 
anything that was going on over there. There is a lot of confusion, 
but ignorance is not an excuse for apathy. 

Let's not create another Vietnam and avoid the events that 
followed when the troops finally returned home. 


Not only is the last issue of the Scout for this semester next 
week, but it also is the last issue for a very special staff member.

Earthquake 

Dear Editor: 

Since The Scout has joined in the 
chorus alerting us to the dangers of 
the New Madrid fault, and the 
earthquake prediction of Dec. 3, it 
seems worth mentioning that the 
fault has been in existence a long 
time, and has produced little but 
minor quakes since 1811. As a matter 
of fact, my parents have lived on the 
fault since 1960, and there have been 
only two minor quakes in that time. 
One was the recent event, and the 
other occurred in the early sixties and 
rattled the hanging lamps in the First 
Baptist Church during a service. 

Even if there is a major quake along 


the fault, I have doubts that it would 
have much of an effect in the Peoria 
area, at a distance of nearly 300 
miles, and with the solid limestone 
bluffs that support much of the real 
estate around here. On the other hand, 
I am not a geologist or an earthquake 
expert, and there is always the 
possibility that a major quake will 
occur in the next thirty years, as 
experts have suggested. 

In the meantime, so much has been 
written about the danger of quakes 
and about the 1811 cataclysm, that it 
might be of some value to mention 
its appearance in a major American 
work of literature. The 1811 quake 
serves as background in Robert Penn 
Warren’s dramatic poem. Brother to 
Dragons, where it is used as a 
comment by nature or ’’the gods” on a 
brutal and apparently unmotivated 
murder in frontier Kentucky of a 
black slave by Thomas Jefferson's 


nephews, Lilburn Lewis and his 
brother. Warren, America’s first poet 
laureate, and probably Kentucky’s 
best writer, uses this historical event 
to indict the white supremacist social 
system of the Old South, and to 
inquire into the mystery of evil 
which apparently no social system 
seems able to eradicate. 

I don’t suppose these comments will 
start a run on Warren's poems or 
novels at the CuUom-Davis Library. 

But it seems a pity that we always 
seem excited about the hoopla and 
sensationalism attending earthquakes 
and other media events, yet spend so 
little time discussing them, or their 
implications in a thoughtful way. 
Reading more about the 1811 
caustrophe might drag us away from 
the television and help us learn a 
little regional history.

Donations aid iocai

The slow construction of the 
$6.2 million Campustown 
shopping center is costing the 
Joseph Co. $20,000 a month, 
but ^th the city and the builder 
are confident the anchor stores 
will open by the announced 
March 1 date. 

The company's failure to 
complete construction of the 
anchor building, intended to 
house a Thompson’s Food 
Basket, Super X drugstore and 
Blockbuster Video, by the Nov. 
25 deadline has begun to cost the 
builder $664 a day. 'They're 
making a great deal of progress, 
but obviously they are not 
substantially complete," Quentin 
Davis, assistant city manager, 
said. 

Davis said he was meeting 
with a lawyer Monday to discuss 
the lowered damages of $200 per 
day, which were to be charged if 
the builder had met the November 
deadline. The second phase of the 
project, a retail strip of 
approximately 20 stores, is 
scheduled to be finished by May 
31. 

Gary Matthews, vice 
president and general manager of 
the commercial division for the 
Joseph Co., said there really 
have been no major delays in 
recent months. "We were even 
working Saturdays. What we've 
done in a very short time ... is 
very good," Matthews said. 

The weather, which had been a 
factor in delaying the project 
during the summer, has 
cooperated in the fall, allowing 
good progress to be made on site 
improvements such as pavement 
and utility lines, Matthews said. 
But with the onset of winter, it 
may become a factor again. Work 
will be concentrated on the 
anchor building this winter, he 
said. 

Matthews said the Joseph Co. 
had expected to pay some of the 


damages, but at this point it does 
not know how much they will 
develop. "It's not just the 
damages we're worried about. We 
have some leases too, and they're 
a lot more important," Matthews 
said. Failure to finish the 
building soon could result in lost 
tenants. "We have no intention 
of losing a tenant," he sa^d. 

The related S-curve project is 
approximately half finished. 
Gene Hewitt, city engineer, said. 
Fortunately, the road was opened 
to traffic on Nov. 19, .^ne day 
after the Nov. 18 deadline^ 

Hewitt said the S-curve would 
most likely not be finished until 
June when the asphalt plants, 
which have begun to shut down 
for the season, reopen. Other 
work to complete on ^e roadway 
includes: traffic lighting, 

landscaping and stripping of the 
surface. 

Contractor P.J. Hoerr will 
continue to work this season to 
finish what it can, but definitely 
will not finish in 1990, Dave 
Cadwalader, project manager, 
said. 

The University's plans for an 
improved entranceway will also 
likely be delayed until spring, 
Gary Arma, vice president for 
business affairs, said. 

The new entrance way will 
include a limestone wall with 
Bradley University markings 
located at the entrance to St. 
James street, Anna said. The wall 
would be illuminated at night. 

Other plans include a great 
deal of landscaping along the S- 
curve and the campus itself, 
making the area much more 
attractive, Anna said. 

The portion of University 
street between St. James and 
Main street which leads to the 
Geisert parking lot is presently 
in bad condition. "Plans are 
being developed to improve that 
access and reconfigure that 
parking lot. It will not be left as 
it is," Anna said.

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Abegg ponders past and future of BU

Since 1947, Bradley has 
undergone many changes, and 
University President E>r. Martin 
Abegg has seen them all. 

Abegg said the students at 
Bradley have gone from married 
World War II veterans who 
wanted an education allowing 
them to "contribute to society” 
to people who went to college 
simply to avoid the draft in the 
’60s. 

Today, Abegg said students 
come from a very different 
society than when he first came 
to Bradley. He said they are 
"more knowledgeable, more 
concerned and more affluent." 
Abegg said there are also more 
foreign students and minorities 
attending Bradley now. 

He said modern students 
expect the University to provide 
them with services such as 
stronger security, better health 
care and psychological services 
the University never would have 
dreamed of providing for its 
students 10 years ago. 

Abegg said while modem 
students face a greater challenge 
because they must deal with more 
information than before, the new 
technologies students can utilize 
give them an advantage. 

Starting as a professor of 
engineering, Abegg became the 


chairman of the civil 
engineering department in 1963 
and president of the University 
in 1970. 

With his upcoming 
retirement, Abegg said he wants 
to do things his responsibilities 
as president never allowed him to 
do. He said he plans to travel and 
finish working on a home he has 
in Door County, Wis. 

Abegg said he was 
considering several different 
options after retirement. 


campaign's goal. This money 
helped the University finish such 
projects as the Dingeldine Music 
Center, Heuser Art Center, the 
Student Center, the Cullom-

Baker project. 

Abegg said the capital 
campaign and the $4 million 
raised for capital equipment made 
it possible for the University to

including going back to school 
and becoming certified to teach 
elementary school. 

He said he had been offered a 
job in Bradley's engineering 
department but did not think he 
would take it. He said he would 
probably stay in teaching. He 
added he had not made any 
specific plans. 

Abegg said he felt his biggest 
accomplishments as president 
were building up funds to allow 
Bradley to grow and improve. He 
said tlie capital campaign from 
last year raised $32.5 million; 
$6.5 million more than the 


otherwise would not have had. 

The $8 million endowment 
fund the University raised 
attracted many exceptional 
students and faculty members, 
Abegg said. He said this was 
good because, "The higher the 
quality of students and faculty at 
a school, the higher the quality 
of the school.” 

Abegg said the new president 
would have to develop his image 
on the campus and in the 
community and lay the 
groundwork for another capital 
campaign with a considerably 
Jarger goal than the last one. He

said it was important to involve 
the community in Bradley's 
affairs because the city 
contributes to Bradley by 
supporting activities such as 
athletic, theatrical and musical 
events. 

Abegg said the new president 
should be able to "accept the 
mission of Bradley, as defined by 
its students and faculty, support 
and enjoy the shared governance 
atmosphere at Bradley and 
continue efforts to address 
affirmative action." 

Abegg said he has told the 
presidential search committee he 
would remain at Bradley until 
they appoilfl someone, so there 
is no pressure to choose a new 
president immediately.

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Mace sold for campus safety

Concerned about campus 
safety, the Sigma Alpha 
Epsilon fraternity, is selling 
mace to students. 

Bob Ayres of SAE said the 
fraternity got the idea from an 
alum who was concerned about 
safety on Bradley's campus. 
"The main reason we are 
selling it is to protect people 
on campus." 

Some people are concerned 
that the mace may instill a 
false sense of hope in students 
though and will result in them 
walking alone on and off 
campus. 

"Women having mace can 
lead people into thinking that 
they are safe. People assume 
that little can happen when 
they carry it and a false sense 
of safety can develop," Barbara 
Carraway-Kelch, associate 
director of residential life, said. 

Mary Derbas, who lives off 


campus in the Zeta Tau Alpha 
sorority house at 1514 W. 
Fredonia, purchased the mace 
for her roommate because she 
works late at night. 
"Unfortunately, I think people 
will have a false sense and that 
it is a concern. But it is good 
to have some type of defense." 

Dave Baer, director of 
campus police, said, he doesn't 
believe Ae number of students 
walking alone will inprease 
though just because they have 
a can of mace. "I hope’it 
doesn't bolster a false sense of 
security and that somebody 
thinks they can go anywhere 
because they have it" 

He said he is not aware of 
any students having to use 
mace at all at Bradley but 
knows that some students 
already carry it 

Ed King, executive (hrector 
of housing, residential life and 


student judicial system and 
greek adviser, said, "I can 

understand that people will feel 
safer with it but it can give a 
false sense of security. I would 
hope they would not look at it 
that way. People should not go 
unescorted just because they 
have it." 

The fraternity also is selling 
the mace as part of a fundraiser. 
The black canisters from Sabre 
in St. Louis say a "tear gas 
chemical defense weapon," and 
iost $5 each. Ayres said they 
i^e making about a $1 off of 
each one of the 700 they sell. 
Ayres said the mace usually 
costs $15 elsewhere. 

Sales have been sluggish so 
far but he expects things to 
pick up. The fraternity should 
be setting up tables in the 
residence halls in the next few 
weeks. SAE sold the mace this 
week in the Student Center.

•A tornado hit just south of Pekin on Tuesday causing $1.5 million 
damage. It destroyed Wadell Airport's buildings, all 35 planes and its 
helicopter, but no one was injured. 

The tornado touched down at 3:10 p.m. at the airport and then headed 
northeast toward Morton, but caused no more damage, according to the 
National Weather Service. This was the second tornado to hit the 
airport. Wreckage from the tornado was strewn for a quarter of a mile 
and the Central Illinois Light Co. shut off the electricity to the airport 
because of fears about fires. 

Dennis Tunis, the owner of Tunis Aviation, a four-plane company that 
rents planes, said he did not think there would be an airport there again. 
The owner of the airport was on vacation in Florida and could not be 
reached. 

•The Illinois Gaming Board tabled a decision, Tuesday, on whether 
Peoria or East Peoria will win a bid for a riverboat gambling license. 
This gives Peoria Boatworks owner D. James Jumer 30 days to merge 
with the East Peoria firm or find a third party to buy a majority of the 
Boatworks. 

The board had been leaning toward the East Peoria application, but 
decided to delay its decision for a month after the meeting. 

•More than four inches of rain fell in Central Illinois Tuesday, making 
this month the second-wettest November on record here and this year 
the third-wettest. Peoria needs less than two inches of rain to make 
1990 the wettest year ever recorded. The year's precipitation total in 
Central Illinois is 18.8 inches above normal 

•The Peoria Park Board has halted repairs on Meinen Field until it is 
known whether the state has approved a $4.8 million grant for the 
renovations.

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Veggie diet 
could mean 
health risks

Vegetarians may believe they 
are eating more morally and 
healthily, but osteoporotic 
disease and pernicious anemia 
may be in their future according 
to M. Reza Shayesteh, Ph.D., 
R.D., L.D. 

While Shayesteh, assistant 
professor of nutrition and 
director of Bradley Dietetics 
Program, does not recommend 
vegetarianism, he said some 
types are better than others. 

A strict vegetarian is one who 
eats only plant originated foods. 
A lacto-vegetarian is one who 
consumes plants and milk. 
Lacto-ovo-vegetarianism is the 
practice of eating plants, milk 
and eggs, Shayesteh said. He said 
people who consume only 
certain meats are referred to as 
liberal-vegetarians. 

’’You should not be a strict 
vegetarian because it is 
practically impossible to eat a 
well-balanced diet.” Shayesteh 
said. Calcium, iron, B12 and B6 
deficiency are major concerns of 
strict vegetarians he said. 

Shayesteh recommends that 
55 percent of daily calories come 
from complex carbohydrates 
(pasta, rice, corn, potatoes, 
beans and peas). Fifteen percent 
of daily calories should be 
protein, "preferably poultry." 
Good sources are chicken without 
skin, fish and very lean red meat 
he said. A maximum of 30 
percent should come from fat, 
mainly vegetable oils. 

"Every food provides certain 
nutrients. I advise moderation, 
variation, and balance." 
Shayesteh said. No one food can 
provide every nutrient a person 
needs he said. 

"What you find in broccoli 
you cannot find in meat. What 
you find in meat you cannot find 
in parsley." He said milk is a 
poor source of iron, but meat is 
an excellent source of iron, zinc, 
and magnesium. However, meat 
is not pracncal for many other 
nutrients. 

Although Shayesteh said 
lacto-ovo-vegetarianism is much 
better than strict vegetarianism, 
he recommends talking to a 
nutritionist if a person is 
eliminating certain foods from 
their diet. 

"It is very difficult without 
knowledge to meet dietary 
guidelines," he said. A dietician 
can create a diet with other food 
to make up for what a vegetarian 
lacks. 

Vegetarians are not the only

Students forgo meat for different reasons

They’re doing it for their 
health, for animal rights or 
because they just do not like it. 
Some Bradley students have cut 
meat out of their diets even 
though they say there are not 
many alternative meals on 
campus. 

When Karla Gunter, a senior 
fine arts major from Granger, 
Ind., did research about factory 
farming of animals . for a 
psychology project her freshman 
year, she decided to cut meat from 
her diet. 

"I couldn't handle the' stuff I 
read," she said. Although she 
said she had a hard time eating 
meat as a child, when she learned 
during her project how animals 


are treated Gunter decided to stand 
up for animal rights. 

Gunter said living in the 
dorms was hard because of the 
cafeteria food. She ate many fried

foods, bread and mashed 
potatoes. "It was terrible," she 
said. 

Now that she's living in an 


apartment Gunter said she eats a 
lot of rice, beans, cheese and 
peanut butter. She said she would 
like to eliminate milk, eggs and 
cheese from her diet because she 
believes the animals suffer. But, 
as a college student, she said she 
needs these foods for protein. 

While she did not notice a 
major change in how she felt 
physically after eliminating 
meat from her diet, Gunter said, 
"I feel better emotionally 
knowing I'm not eating 
animals." 

Melissa Both, a senior theater 
major from Mt. Prospect, Ill., 
feels better physically and 
emotionally since she eliminated 
meat from her diet about a year 
and a half ago. 

She said she became a 
vegetarian because it is wrong to 
harm animals. "Once I became 


one. I became so healthy there 
was no reason to stop." 

She found eating in the 
cafeterias hard also. "It was 
horrible. I had a choice between 
brown lettuce and cereal," she 
said. "Even the vegetable 
lasagna has tuna in it," Both 
said. 

She said she has lost weight 
since becoming a vegetarian, but 
it is not a medical problem. "I 
feel a lot more in tune with my 
body. I can do a lot more," she 
said. 

While Gunter and Both are 
vegetarians for animal rights, 
Teresa Bruno, a senior 
communications major from 
Camarillo. Calif., does not eat 
red meat for health reasons. 

"There’s no real moral reason 
why I don't eat red meat or pork,"

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Firefighting "soots" students' scheduies

Two Bradley seniors leave foi 
class every morning wondering 
whether they'll end up taking 
lecture notes or pulling people 
out of wrecked cars and treating 
heart attack victims. 

They aren't surprised anymore 
when their pagers go off in the 
middle of class, calling them to 
the scene of a fire or an accident 

Steve Calcaterra and Rick 
Grossman have given up as many 
as 25 hours a week as volunteers 
at the West Peoria Fire 
Department since October, and 
are the only two Bradley students 
on the force. 

Thirty-nine volunteers 
comprise the entire department, 
which answers to about 400 
emergency calls a year. "I think 
we make maybe up to 80 percent 
of the calls they get,” Grossman 
said. He and Calcaterra both said 
they answer three to four calls a 
week. 

Unlike Peoria, which pays for 
a full-time firefighting force. 
West Peoria and most other 
neighborhood communities 
depend on volunteers to carry out 
its work, Calcaterra said. 

Most of the volunteers' work 
involves giving first aid and 
otherwise treating victims of 
strokes, heart attacks, shock and 
trauma at the scene of an accident 
— in addition to the occasional 
fire. 

Grossman said, "The (other, 
volunteers) told me the more you 
do it, you're never going to stop. 

"It gets in your blood. The 
more you go on calls, the more 
you ask yourself 'how much more 
can I know?’" 

Calcaterra first volunteered as 
a firefighter in December 1989 
with his hometown district in 


Crete, Ill. after taking an 
emergency medical technician 
training class that summer, he 
said. "I wanted to put my skills 
to practical use,” Calcaterra said. 

Grossman found his start in 
the business three years ago 
when he took biology and 
nursing courses at Triton College 
before transferring to Bradley. "I 
found I could handle working 
with cadavers and that kind of 
thing, and I got good grades in 
the classes,” he said. 

After transferring to Bradley, 
Grossman saw a lot of paramedic 
and volunteer squads in central 
Illinois and decided to take EMT 
training, he said. He started an 
EMT class at St. Francis Medical 
Center this fall and will finish 
the work in February. 

Grossman and Calcaterra 
hooked up with the West Peoria 
volunteers about a month and a 
half ago through BU 
communications instructor Dan 
Kerns, who has volunteered with 
West Peoria for four years. 

"We're the first ones they've 
.taken from Bradley,” Calacaterra, 
said. 

The volunteers attend regular 
drills on Wednesdays and 
Sundays to practice their 
training. 

Other than the drills, the 
department responsibilities 
follow Calcaterra, Grossman and 
Kerns wherever they go, via a 
pager which beeps each time 
they are needed with the fire 
department. 

Calcaterra said he usually 
takes his pager wherever he goes 
unless he is far away from the 
area. "And if it’s something 
that's not a major emergency, I * 
usually won't leave class unless 
it's a house fire or something 
major - I go when it's bad," he 
said.

"Unless it's somctliing really 
serious happening, I won't miss 
a class twice in a row ... it also 
depends on what class it is,” he 
joked. 

Kerns said when his pager 
goes off in class, he usually 
finishes teaching before 
responding to the call. 

"I do respond occasionally if 
I'm in the office grading papers 
and I don't expect anyone to 
come in," Kerns added. 

On another note, Calcaterra 
remembers his most nerve- 
racking experience as a

volunteer. 

Calcaterra said he came home 
one night and got a call five 
minutes later for a car accident 
less than two blocks away from 
his house. He was the first 
person to arrive at the site, where 
a blazer had overturned -- 
throwing one person out and 
trapping three others inside. 

"It was very scary for me 
because I was the only one there, 
even for a few seconds because 
everything flashed before my 
eyes and you think 'what the hell 
do you do?',” Calcaterra said. 

"First you have to make sure 
everyone's breathing and when 
there's a vehicle accident, you 
don't want to get in the vehicle 
because you don't know what can 
happen,” he said. 

Kerns said volunteers don't 


really think about the horror of 
any accident while they're 
working. "You don't think about 
it —basically what you think 
about is 1 have to do this',” he 
said. 

Grossman said his first 
experience fighting a fire was a 
nerve-racking one. because "your 
tools are there to help you, 
you’ve got people there to help 
you, but you've grown up being 
told when there's a fire to get out, 
not go back in.” 

Grossman plans to continue 
his firefighting work in West 
Peoria for at least a year after he 
graduates in December. 
Meanwhile, Calcaterra will 
graduate in May and hopes to 
continue his work by staying on 
with a department the rest of his 
life, he said.

The Cure may never be Known 
as a band to give in to the 
mediocrity of pop music — but 
their recently-released "Mixed 
Up” suggests they've been at 
least influenced by the popular 
trend toward dance and extended 
remixes. 

"Mixed Up" features mixes of 
11 of the Cure's past hits 
(inasmuch they may be called 
hits) and the new single "Never 
Enough". Seven of these mixes 
were produced this year; the 
earliest releases are from the 
Cure's "Kiss Me, Kiss Me, Kiss 
Me" and produced in 1987. 

Where these tracks succeed, 
they're as good if not more 
cleverly handled than the 
originals. But the few that fail, 
do so miserably. 

The band's most successful 
rehash on "Mixed Up" is "A 
Forest" — an example of 
synthesization successfully 
adding strong percussion and 
melody to a song that was 
previously somewhat 
monotonous. 

Like wise,"The Walk" is 
another case of a song gone 
better under mixing. It's faster, 
crisper— and lead singer Robert 
Smith's voice sounds cleaner 
than in the original song. 

Most of the other mixes 
(primarily from the Cure's last 


‘two albums "Kiss Me" and 
"Disintegration") are merely 
extended versions of the 
orginals. There's no real harm 
done here with tracks such as 
"Lullaby", "Pictures of You" and 
"Fascination Street" which vary 
minimally from the originals by 
way of sound. 

Meanwhile, the funky "Hot, 
Hot, Hot" and the obnoxiously 
fun "Why Can't I Be You?" 
introduce some bass rifts and 
tripping brass that give added 
frenzy to the music. ^ 




But the Cure produced an 
unintentional nightmare with its 
"Shiver Mix" of "Inbetween 
Days", originally one of the 
group's most infectious and 
memorable songs to date. The 
mix is contrived and easily 
forgettable as the one song on 
"Mixed Up" that should have 
been left alone. 

While the original 
"Inbetween" came dangerously 
close enough to sounding like a 
bona-fide pop single, llie mix is 
a tired attempt at synthesized 
dance music. 

And while Smith may not be 
the most inspiring singer 
around, he usually musters 
enough energy to pass off his. 
characteristic wailing as some 


very intriguing vocals. This is 
entirely lacking on "Inbetween" 

— Smith's voice is flat and bland, 
and only serves to detract even 
more from the song's original 
effervescence. 

"The Caterpillar" is another 
example of poor mixing on the 
album. The first "Caterpillar" 
was tolerable as an original 
single, but the new "Flicker 
Mix" falls a step below that level 
to further strip the song of most 
of its background 
instrumentation -- save for 
percussion and minimal 
keyboards. 

The result is boring; one 
wonders why the Cure didn't opt 
to forgo this song for something 
fun like "Lovecats" or "Just Like 
Heaven", two of their most 
outstanding songs to date. 

The album's featured new 
release "Never Enough" comes as 
a refreshing change of pace after 
"Caterpillar" and "Inbetween". 
"Never Enough" passes off a 
rougher musical edge with some 
rugged-sounding guitars, far 
more than any other song on the 
album and indeed, most of the 
Cure's past work. 

Smith has said the Cure 
concocted "Mixed Up" to satisfy 
fans looking for a coherent 
collection of their mixes released 
at various times sparming the 
Cure's career. One can also 
contend the Cure found "Mixed 
Up" a convenient vehicle for 
capitalizing on its past success 
and current vogue with select 
audiences without coming up 
with an album of all-new 
material. 


Lewis Carroll visits 

campus (sort ofl

The life works of Lewis 
Carroll, author of "Alice in 
Wonderland, will be portrayed in 
Steven Spivey’s one-man show 
"An Evening with the Dodo," 
tonight at 9:30 *in the 

Hartman Lab Theatre. 

"There are so many aspects of 
Carroll -- English, 
mathematician, poet, logician, 
photographer. Reverend - who 
can you not touch with this 
show?" said Spivey, 23, a speech 
communications senior from 
California. 

Spivey wrote and compiled 
his show using Carroll's 
published journal entries for 
dialogue. He will wear classic 
Carroll attire of coat, tophat, and 
gold watch. The show will open 
with the music of Bach, Carroll’s 
favorite composer. 

The ghost of Carroll will be 
portrayed as Spivey walks 
through his life. Carroll, whose 
real name is Charles Lutwig 
Doggson, is known most for 
' "Alice in Wonderland" and 
"Through the Looking Glass," 
but he also had many other 
fascinating aspects of his life, 
said Spivey. 

"He was a mathematician and 
a logician, and he loved making 


games for little kids, making 
them happy," he said. 

Carroll first told his famous 
tale to a real 7-year-old Alice and 
her sisters. She cried when he 
quit telling it and begged Carroll 
to write it down, according to 
Spivey. It was published two 
years later in 1864. 

Photography was also part of 
Carroll's work. Spivey said 
Carroll’s photography work is 
often considered pornographic 
because it portrays nude children, 
which was then thought a form of 
beauty. Spivey said Carroll never 
married because he had a 
studentship at Christ Church as a 
lecturer, which required him not 
to be married. 

Spivey said he will not try to 
overcome people's negative 
conceptions of Canoll. 

"(I'm not trying) to make- a 
statement in my show but simply 
provide (the information). They 
(the audience) will pull out what 
they want. They’re gonna see 
what they wanna see." 

The show is part ot Spivey's 
senior seminar for independent 
study in speech and acting. 
Spivey has received over 30 
awards in his two years as a 
member of the BU speech team in 
interpretation of literature and 
duet acting. He appeared in the 
Bradley performance "Little 
Foxes" as Leo.

she said. About five years ago 
Bruno eliminated the two meats 
from her diet because she was not 
really interested in them and 
because of the publicity about 
the negatives of red meat and 
pork. 

When she lived in a dorm she 
told the women working in the 
cafeteria she needed an 
alternative. "It was a pain. I was 
paying that money and only ate 
from the salad bar twice a day." 

Bruno said she only eats 
chicken when she goes out and 
eats a lot of cheese and beans. "I 
don't feel that I’m lacking in 
energy," she said. "I'm not a 
health nut," she said. "I'm sure 
I'm missing nutrients but I am 
conscious about my health." 

About two years ago Tracy 
Schwartz, a freshman theater 


major from Arlington Heights, 
stopped eating meat because she 
does not like its taste. 

She said she usually eats in 
Geisert and is "pretty much 
unable to find something to eat." 
She said she eats a lot of salad, 
soup, cereal, vegetables and 
cheese. 

While she doesn't have a 
problem sticking to her decision 
to be a vegetarian, Schwartz said, 
"Sometimes I feel more sluggish 
because I don't supplement the 
meat with protein." 

Schwartz, Bruno, .Gunter and 
Both do not have much trouble 
sticking to their diets. Whether 
they have eliminated meat for 
moral or health reasons, student 
vegetarians say their hardest 
problem is not giving into 
cravings but balancing their 
diets.

ones who need to watch what 
they eat, Shayesteh said. Nearly 
40 percent of adults in the United 
States are overweight he said. 

"We tend to select high 
calorie, low nutrient food items 
when we should be eating low 
calorie, high nutrient items," he 
said. Shayesteh said the 
guidelines for everyone's diet 
should include: 

1) getting to one’s ideal body 
weight 

2) controlling daily energy 
intake: do not consume more 
than what is needed 

3) increase exercise and 
physical activity 

4) increase intake of fiber 
with fruits and vegetables 

5) decrease salt intake 


6) decrease simple sugars. 

7) increase content of 
complex carbohydrates 

8) reduce intake of fat: stay 
away from deep fat fried foods 

9) reduce intake of cholesterol 

Student will pay the price 15 

to 20 years from now for what 
they eat today Shayesteh said. 
Students have complained to him 
about the cafeteria food. He said 
simple changes, such as serving 
potatoes instead of french fries, 
need to be implemented. 

"I think the cafeterias should 
meet the dietary guidelines for 
Americans," he said. Students 
need to ask the administration to 
have the food company change 
what they are serving.

’’Welcome to the Bradley 
University registration system.” 
These words are music to one’s 
ears after several hours of busy 
signals. Then if you are lucky 
enough to get through to the 
system, the class you want to 
register for is filled. As difficult 
as it is to add the classes you 
want, dropping classes is not 
quite as frustrating. It is as easy 
as dialing ”D.” But, should it be 
that easy? 

Tuesday was the deadline for 
dropping classes. No figures for 
the number of classes dropped are 
in yet, but I can only assume that 
the numbers are somewhat 
similar to past years. 

During fall semester of 1989, 
5,784 classes were dropped. 
Granted, this includes students 
who dropped out of school and 
changes that were made during 
early registration, but that only 


accounts for a minimal number of 
the drops. 

That averages out to every 
Bradley student dropping at least 
one class. I realize that most 
students do drop a class 
sometimes, but it is the people 
who chose to drop courses 
semester after semester that find 
themselves in trouble. 

Most students do not realize 
that they are only permitted to 
drop a maximum of of four hours 
if they have any intention of 
graduating in four years. This is 
going on the basis that students 
take 16 credit hours per semest^ 
and only includes a small amount 
of majors that require the 
minimum 124 credit hours to 
graduate. 

Every time a full-time student 
decides to drop a class it costs 
them approximately $800 
according to the student fees 
office. The average class meets 
about 40 times during the 
semester, which averages the 
cost of each class to 


approximately $20. Just think, 
this is what it costs a student 
everytime they do not show up at 
class. 

The majority of college 
students do skip a class now and 
then and yes, they even drop 
classes, but very rarely do they 
consider the monetary harm as 
well as the loss of education. 

Besides what it costs to just 
drop the class, think of how 
much a student spends on books. 
By the time the chop dates comes 
around you are lucky if you even 
get half of its worth. 

I talked with several students 
over the course of the week and 
every one I have talked with has 
dropped at least one class since 
coming to Bradley, including 
myself. They all agreed that 
although they were not happy 
about dropping the class, it was a 
very simple process and after it 
was done they were very relieved.

One student even said it was a 
spur of the moment thing. He had 
done poorly on a test and it just 
seemed like the thing to do at the 
time. 

I often wonder if as many 
students would find themselves 
dropping classes if it were not as 
simple as making that phone 
call. 

While the University should 
allow phone drops to continue 
during early registration, after 
that, students should have to get 
a drop slip signed by the 
professor. 

Often students think they are 
doing worse in a class then they 
actually are and they end up 
dropping a class for no reason. 
This would force the student to 
contact the professor before 
deciding to drop and possibly 
working out an alternative. 

So, next time before you dial 
"D” for drop, make sure you 
think about it first.

evacuated

Several Harper residence hall 
staff members confused the odors 
of tar with a possible gas leak 
Nov. 19. 

The Fire Department and 
Central Illinois Light Company 
were called and CILCO proceeded 
to bring in a gas sniffer. No gas 
leak was found. The fire 
department and CILCO 
determined the fumes came from 
laying the new pavement on the 
intersection of Main Street. 

The smell was strongest in 
the lobby, but by the time the 
fire department had left, the 
smell had mostly vanished. The 
fire alarm was pulled in Harper 
just in case there was a gas leak. 

Scott Kaufmann, Harper 
Graduate Hall Director, said, ”We 
were lucky it was nothing major. 
We took precautionary measures 
that were necessary in the case 
that there was a gas leak.” He 
said he did not feel it was 
necessary to evacuate Wyckoff, 
which was not affected at all.

would be set up in MacMillan 
Hall, or the Heitz Hall basement 
if damages to MacMillan were 
too bad, staffed by directors of 
all campus organizations 
involved in emergency efforts. 
This would become the 
University disaster 

communications center. 

Residence hall staff members 
are then to assess their floors for 


injured residents and any 
damages to their buildings. All 
staff members have been 
equipped with a flashlight and all 
hdl offices have been given a 
’’substantial” first aid kit. 

Reports would then go to hall 
directors or a senior staff member 
who will wear a blue security 
jacket for identification, who 
would place calls to the 
emergency center with building 


status reports. 

Harper Hall has already 
distributed a leaflet to residents 
to inform them of actions to be 
taken in such an emergency. 
’’Basically, it's just a 
precautionary thing. We want to 
keep residents as informed and 
calm as possible. We want to be 
prepared if it happens,” Scott 
Kaufman, Harper Graduate Hall 
Director, said. 


In non-residence buildings, 
college deans would take the job 
of calling in status reports. 

If buildings are damaged to 
the point where they cannot be 
inhabited, students will be 
evacuated by stairwells to the 
field house, where facilities will 
be set up. Supplies, such as 
blankets, will be brought over 
from the Williams Trunk Room. 

The field house would be set 


up as a combination cafeteria, 
first aid center and dormitory, 
depending on how badly damaged 
buildings are. 

Betty Hasselbacher, head of 
the Health Center, said she 
doubts there would be many 
injuries from Bradley. ’’We'll 
probably be on the receiving end 
of people from more affected 
areas,” she said. 

Robert Byczynski, director of 
food services, said the 
University is set for the worst 
case scenario. "We’ve got 
enough food for two to three 
days. We have alternate heaters, 
charcoal and lighter, canned 
juices and water purification 
tablets for the worst case,” he 
said. 

Dave Baer, director of 
security, said campus police 
would be sent out to help in any 
way possible as soon as they 
could, depending on how many 
officers were on call at the time. 
’’You have to be prepared to deal 

with each issue as it comes,” he 
said. 

Security officers’ tasks would 
be to assess damage, set up relief 
posts, direct traffic, assist in 
first aid and determine which 
buildings are unsound. 

University engineers would 
also be dispatched to shut off 
boilers and gas lines in case of 
ruptures. 

Communications off campus 
would become a problem. ”We 
can expect in the case of an 
earthquake, phone lines would be 
jammed ... our operators would 
be swamped,” Tony Barron, 
telecommunications manager, 
said. 

The switchboard, usually 
manned by two people, would be 
manned by a full compliment as 
soon as possible after an 
emergency, though priority 
would be given to emergency 
calls, though parents could still 
try to call their children directly 
in their rooms, Barron said. 

Students are requested in the 
plan not to use their phones in 
case of an emergency to keep 
lines free for emergency calls. 
Parents can call the University in 
the event of an emergency with 
questions at 676-7611.

1 
have suspects. Bradley will be 
working with the Peoria police 
on an investigation of the 
situation. Dave Baer, director of 
security, said Officer Dewayne 
Merritt will be representing 
Bradley in the investigation. 

"We are very concerned about 
the security breach which has 
occurred, ” Ed King, director of 
housing, residential life and the 
student judicial system and Greek 

adviser, said. He said now they 
are sure everyone involved in the 
fire is safe they want to ensure 
this does not happen again. 

The house is owned by the 
TKE housing corporation, 
although the land it is on 
belongs to the University. Last 
year the University joined into a 
joint-relationship with the 
housing corp and spent about 
$20,000 on remodeling the 
house. The University did this in 
exchange for using the third 
floor for non-TKE residents. 

There is still some question as 
to whether the University's 
insurance or TKE's insurance will 
cover the remodeling expenses. 
King said the University will 


probably help pay for the repairs 
regardless of the decision. 

So far they have only been 
able to determine the entire first 
floor will need to be completely 
remodeled. 

The 22 TKE residents have the 
option of staying in other 
residence halls for the remainder 
of the semester free of charge. 

"About half of the guys took 
us [the University] up on the 
offer after the first night," Mike 
Murphy, director of housing, 
said. "The rest are staying with 
friends for a while, but we expect 
to hear from them soon as well." 

Mike Conners, chapter 
adviser, said the residents have 
not had the opportunity to get in 
their rooms for an extended 
amount of time to see if there was 
any smoke or water damage to 
any personal property. They 
have only been able to collect 
the belongings they needed for a 
couple of days.

The first fire, on Nov. 18, 
also began in the early morning 
hours. Ashes were taken from the 
fire place and put on the couch. 
The couch ignited, but was 
carried out of the house by two 
TKE residents and extinguished 
on the front lawn. 

"We are not going to take any 
of this lightly," Sepp said. 
"We're going to really rake this 
over the coals and find some 
answers. We want to get this 
stopped before someone gets 
hurt.” 

Bill Rhodes, manager of 
volunteer services at TKE's 
national, said this does not affect 
TKE's standing as a fraternity. 

"What we do is put them into 
a crisis category, which means 
we will suspend all of their 
account activity so they can re¬ 
organize," William Slade, 
McNutt regional president of 
TKE, said. He said it also entitles 
the chapter to assistance so they 
can get back on their feet.

Fire brings concern 


Recycling programs proposed

With the Tuesday morning 
fire at Tau Kappa Epsilon 
fraternity house, fire safety has 
become a major concern on 
campus. 

Lee Dille, assistant to the 
facilities management director, 
said, "When the alarm goes off, 
evacuate the building. Most of 
the time it is a prank, however, 
don't ignore it. Get out as fast as 
possible." 

Mike Murphy, director of 
housing, said, "In the fall, Heitz, 
University Hall, and 
Harper/Wyckoff had problems 
with the malfunctioning of 
smoke detectors. Students were 
not pulling the alarms like some 
thought, but rather the smoke 
detectors were not working 
correctly." 

Smoke detectors have 
malfunctioned in previous years 
and that should be expected, 
Murphy said. "We're not getting 
reports from hall directors about 
fire alarms, yet we are apparently 
taking steps to correct the 
matter." 

Bradley University has the 
BU Fire Alarm Response Policy, 
in which the fire department 
requests it be called for every 
alarm, regardless of whether it 
was an actual fire or not.

The policy states once the 
alarm is received oy the 
University switchboard and the 
smoke or fire is visible, the 
operators will first ask if the 
caller has notified the fire 
department. If he has not, then 
the operators will notify the fire 
department and will also dispatch 
campus police to the scene and 
inform work control and 
operating engineers. 

If no smoke or fire is visible 
and the caller is fully aware the 
alarm went off accidentally, 
through repair or testing, then 
the fire department should not be 
called. If the fire department had 
already been called, the call 
should be cancelled. . 

When work control teccdves ' 
the alarm call it would also’ball 
the fire department, notify the 
opeiiting engineer and the work 
control's duly supervisor. 

Bradley University has 
always had an unwritten policy 
until this past summer when 
Dille put it into an outline format 
to avoid confusion. 

Dille said the vandalism of 
fire hoses, alarms, extinguishers 
and other safety items is 
dangerous. "Students should 
know how important the 
equipment is. If anybody notices 
anything or sees anything 
suspicious they should not 
hesitate to call 3384," Dille said.

A proposal for a campus wide 
recycling program that would 
help Bradley save the 
environment and money is in the 
works. 

Many residence halls, 
fraternities and sororities collect 
cans and glass for recycling. The 
Student Senate and Facilities 
Management Director Mark 
Struss are trying to develop 
recycling programs to unify the 
groups and make recycling a 
campus effort. 

The Student Senate's program 
^ will focus on recycling aluminum 
\/cans. Student Senator John 
' Anker is drafting the proposal 
- for the program. 

Anker said he plans to divide 
the campus into separate can¬ 
collecting units. He said a unit 
could be a floor in a residence 
hall, a fraternity or sorority, or 
any organization on campus that 
wants to be involved. Once a 
week, cans will be collected from 
each unit and taken to be 
recycled. Each unit will then 
receive the money for the cans it 
donated. 

Anker said he wants to 
operate the collecting system in 


a similar manner to the Bradley 
Escort Service. He said he would 
like to make collecting cans 
from the units a paid position 
and hire students to do the job. 
Anker said he also intends to 
have a student coordinator to 
oversee the student employees. 
The coordinator would be in 
charge of expanding the program 
to include other materids later 
on. 

Anker said he plans to take 
the collected cans to I. Erlichman 
Recycling Center. He hopes to 
negotiate with the company to 
get a tier-payment rate. This 
means that the more cans Bradley 
recycles the more money Bradley 
will get. At this time, I. 
Erlichman pays 40 cents for a 
pound of aluminum. 

Anker has yet to make an 
official proposal. He said the 
main problem is finding funds to 
pay the student collectors. Still, 
he said he wants to get the 
program started as soon as 
possible. 

S truss has been working with 
Student Senate on its proposal. 
However, he has also been 
working on a proposal of his 


own. 

Struss has been collecting 
information about recycling 
programs for some time. Struss 
said he thinks recycling paper 
should be a primary goal for 
Bradley and wants to use his 
resources to develop such a 
program. 

To develop a paper recycling 
program, Struss said he needs to 
sample Bradley's waste stream 
with regard to paper. By doing 
that, he said he will be able to 
determine what percentage and 
what grades of paper Bradley 
uses. 

Struss said he intends to do 
business with I. Erlichman 
Recycling Center also. I. 
Erlichman's pays different 
amounts of money for different 
grades of paper. 

Struss said if he knows what 
grades of paper Bradley uses, as 
well as how much is paid for each 
grade, he can determine how 
much Bradley can recover in 
paper costs through recycling. 
He said he plans to use this 
information to formulate a 
strong proposal to put before the 
administration.

This year's basketball season 
started the same way last year's 
ended; with a loss. 

The Braves dropped their 
eighth consecutive game -- 
dating back to last season — with 
a 93-70 loss Saturday at Georgia 
Southern. 

It was all Curtis Stuckey for 
Bradley (0-1) as last year's 
leading scorer in the Missouri 
Valley Conference took his first 
step to retaining his title with a 
32 point effort.

Missing from the Braves 
arsenal was their front line. The 
threesome of James Bailey, Andy 
Bastock and Xanthus Houston 
combined for only nine points 
compared to 52 by the Eagles' 
front line. 

The Braves' front line made 
two of 14 shots and grabbed 11 
reboimds compared to 20 of 35 
shooting and 22 rebounds by 
Georgia Southern's. 

The Braves are in sunny 
California tonight for the first 
round of the Annual Disneyland- 
Freedom Bowl Classic hosted by 
University of Califomia-Irvine. 

The Braves play at 8 p.m. 
(CST) against high scoring 
Loyola Marymount, which 
averaged 126 points in its three 
games.

Swimmers sink at Northern Illinois 
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Bradley's crime 
second in state

A survey conducted by USA 
Today of national colleges and 
universities ranks Bradley 
second on the list for highest 
crime rate among higher 
institutions in Illinois. 

Bradley reported 44 crimes 
per 1,000 students while 
Northwestern in Evanston came 
in first with 70, with the 
majority of crimes committed 
being burglary and larceny-thefts 
at both schools. The national 
average is 26 per 1,000, 
according to USA Today. 

All community colleges and 
colleges and universities that 
receive federal funding, including 
Bradley University, will be 
required to release crime figures 
starting in October of 1992. 

"The survey is worthwhile, 
but it is comparing apples with 
oranges. This campus is 
probably safer than any other 
campus in Illinois," Dr. Alan 


Gaisky, associate provost for 
student affairs, said. 

He said he thinks schools are. 
not being honest with the data 
they are reporting. "The data are 
misleading. I just have a problem 
with the reporting mechanism." 

Ed King, executive director of 
housing, residential life, student 
judicial and Greek adviser, said, 
"The problem I see here is that 
security officers from some 
schools — in order to justify their 
existence — report everything. 

"Others are from schools that 
don't report anything. It seems 
to me that we should be asking 
for an explanation at how these 
figures were arrived at" 

Dave Baer, director of campus 
police, said the figures'can be 
misleading because schools 
compile their information 
differently from others. He said 
Bradley reports incidents that 
occur on and off campus, as well 
as incidents that involve 
students and non-students. "I

Fraternities face IFC court

Two fraternities will find 
themselves in the Interfratemity 
Council court after charges have 
been waged against them for fall 
rush violations. 

Sigma Phi Epsilon fraternity 
has appealed a Nov. 15 decision 
from an IFC appeals board while 
Tau Epsilon Phi will have an 
informal hearing with several 
IFC officers. 

Sig Ep, who pleaded guilty to 
'the charges they broke silence 
(talked to rushees) and hosted 
parties and served alcohol to 
invited rushees, appealed a 
hearing that brought ^em to the 
IFC appeals board. Delta 
Upsilon, Sigma Chi and Sigma 
Nu fraternities brought forth the 
charges. 

The board was compiled of 
seven fraternity presidents who 
reviewed the charges and asked 
questions of the fraternity. 

Rich Ruzich, IFC court 
justice, said Sig Ep admitted to 
the charges during the hearing. 

"The decision from the 
appeals board was more than 
generous,” Dave Mainella, 
outgoing IFC president, said. 
"The penalties were a fair 
representation of what the 
fraternity system believe is 
appropriate for this type of 
offense." 

The board decided the 


fraternity cannot rush in spring, 
must limit fall rush bids to 10, is 
on sports probation until fall, is 
fmed $500, has to donate three 
community service hours per 
man, is not be eligible for the 
fraternity award of excellence and 
has two years of rush probation. 

Dave Hauck, immediate past 
president of Sig Ep, said, "We 
feel if they are going to have 
penalties they should be set out 
clearly prior to an incident," 
which he did not think occurred. 
He said rush guidelines were 
distributed in the sprmg by Sean 
O'Grady, rush chahrmaA, but 
those were not the guidelines the 
appeals board followed. 

Mainella said there has been 
talk that this is a personal thing 
against Sig Ep. 

"Something that I think has 
been lost in this whple process 
is that this case is not three 
fraternities against one," 
Mainella said. "It is an example 
of the whole system saying they 
have had enough (of dirty rush) 
and are serious about ending it" 

Hauck said he thought 
Mainella was more involved then 
he should have been. 

"It's hard to be objective 
where they [fraternities] are 
dealing with each other," Hauck 
said. He said he thought an 
outside entity should have been 
called in for the trial. 

Since Sig Ep appealed the 


case, it will be heard by Mainella 
and two faculty advisers. 

"I hope that the faculty that is 
chosen for the appeals 
committee realizes how 
important this decision is," 
Mainella said. "To be effective, 
IFC needs to regulate itself. Our 
judicial process allows for a jury 
by peers ... cases involving 
students should be ruled on by 
students." 

Ed King, the executive 
director of housing, residential 
life and the student judicial 
system, declined to serve on the 
committee. 

"I simply make 
recommendations," King said. "I 
will not make a ruling in this 
case at all. I will only advise." 

"There is no question in my 
mind that this is one of the most 
important cases in recent years," 
Mainella said. "As they stand 
now, the penalties will send a 
message to the fraternities that 
dirty rush will not be tolerated." 

Wayne Johnson, the 
immediate past president of TEP, 
said he is not worried about the 
hearing. "We really didn't do it 
[dirty rush]," he said. He also 
said he understands that this is 
the first year they are using the 
constitution, which is why he 
thinks the hearing has been 
postponed so long. 

They are set to meet sometime 
within the next few weeks. 


Student arrested 


in arson

A Bradley freshman was 
charged with two counts of arson 
for setting fires in the Tau Kappa 
Epsilon fraternity house, closing 
it until next fall. 

The fire destroyed the entire 
first floor of the three-story 
building and forced the 22 
residents to find alternative 
housing. 

Lennell Brantley, 19, was 
living at the TKE house, 1301 
W. Fredonia. He was an invited 
guest at a TKE party after the fire, 
where he apparently became 
intoxicated and admitted to 
setting the Nov. ’27 fire to 
several TK Es, Fred Sepp, Peoria 
arson investigator, said. 

The students escorted 
Brantley to the TKE house 
because he wanted to see the 
damage that had been done. 
Campus police were then 
notified. 

He was arrested after being 
questioned at the Peoria police 
department. 

Campus police said Brantley 
appeared to be going through 
some emotional stress and this 
could have been his way to call 
for help. 


attempts 

Brantley was not a member of 
the fraternity. He lived on the 
third floor, which the University 
arranged to use because of the 
housing shortage this fall. 

Mike Conners, TKE adviser, 
said the chapter has mixed 
feelings as to the arrest. He said 
they are relieved the police have 
arrested someone, but they are 
sorry it had to be Brantley. 

"He was someone who we 
considered a friend," Conners 
said. He said he could not think 
of any reason that would have 
instigated either incident. 

Conners said the decision to 
keep the house closed until next 
fall was made by the University 
and TKE national. He said the 
University is still trying to 
select a contractor to renovate 
the house. 

A University hearing will be 
held to determine if Brantley is 
guilty, Ed King, executive 
director of housing, residential 
life and the student judicial 
system, said. 

King said as soon as Brantley 
is able to return to campus the 
charges will be presented to him 
and a hearing to determine his 
status with the University will be 
held.

AIDS virus hits home 

I remember the first time I heard about AIDS (Acquired 
Immunodeficiency Syndrome) on a news show. It was a very 
confusing and scary disease that seemed to replace the herpes scare 
that had preceded it. But I was a child at the time and I wasn't very 
worried aboy t it. 

Then for awhile things about this disease quieted down in the 
media and then it came back full blast in the late '80s. But it was 
portrayed as a disease that only the homosexual community and 
needle-sharers needed to worry about. 

How wrong we were. 

The other day I was fortunate to be exposed to a very sobering 
experience. A man with AIDS came to speak to my NUR 233 
class, otherwise known as "Sexually Transmitted Diseases." 

As he addressed the class, a thousand thoughts entered my mind, 
such as why there is such a terrible thing in this world. As he 
spoke of his life and what he was going through, the reality of the 
virus became more real and apparent because there was a face 
behind the numerous facts and figures that we have been bombarded 
with over the years. 

A real person with real feelings just like all of us — a man that 
goes through the same emotions and feelings that we do. 

"People are going to screw themselves to death," he said. He said 
that seven people have died in the past six weeks because of AIDS 
in Peoria. This is something that really hits home. 

Nevertheless, his lecture was inspiring as well as depressing. 
While this man knows that he is dying, he is fighting to live. I 
admire his willingness and courage to come forth with his story. I 
imagine it must be extremely difficult to go in front of a group of 
strangers and say I am dying from AIDS. 

He also offered some refreshing news; the Peoria community is 
becoming more accepting of people infected with AIDS and they 
want to learn more about it. 

This is a good sign because this virus is not going away very 
soon. Our lecturer said, "Things are going to get worse, a lot 
worse, before they get better." 

We, as college students, should also want to learn more about 
AIDS. It doesn't matter if you are sexually active or not because it 
can infect anyone. This is especially important to college students 
because we believe we are immortal and invincible. 

This is not the case and people should not have the misfortune of 
learning the hard way. 

This man's story made me think about AIDS very hard for the 
first time in my life because it can happen to anyone. While I have 
always known this it became more real as he spoke to the class. 

It can happen to heterosexuals, as well as homosexuals, to 
children, as well as adults. It is a disease that knows no limits 
when it comes to race, sex, creed, etc. 

So, the more the statistics grow, the more we need to educate 
ourselves. It is terrible to think this will probably turn into a 
disease like cancer ~ where a majority of people either have a friend 
or family member with it. 

This is a time that requires a lot of understanding and patience, 
not a time to make moral judgments. The more we understand 
AIDS, the better our chances are to fight it off because a cure is a 
long way off.

Several students have stolen 
between $400 to in excess of 
$1,500 in soda and money from 
University vending machines by 
circumventing the machine’s 
dollar biU feeders. 

George Goodwin, a vending 
manager at Canteen Division of 
Transworld Holding, which also 
owns Denny's and Spartan 
Restaurants and services the 
Bradley vending machines, said 
the company first noticed the 
missing merchandise five weeks 
ago. 

Robert Byezynski, director of 
Food Services, said, "It started at 
Harper and spread from there. 
That doesn't mean the people 
who lived in Harper did it, but it 
started there." 

"The problem was the only 
way we knew was through the 
reports of honest people. It's 
like in the morning when I wake 
up and see a foot of snow. I didn't 


see it happen, but I know it did," 
Goodwin said. 

Ken Goldin, business 
manager, estimated the loss from 
the machine theft at $400 while 
Goodwin placed the figure in 
excess of $1,500. 

The University has 
approximately 50 soda machines 
spread across the residence halls 
and the academic buildings, 
Byezynski said. The current price 
of soda from the machines is 50 
cents. 

The machines are owned and 
maintained by Canteen, with all 
profits after maintenance costs 
going to Bradley. Canteen gets a 
percentage of these profits. , 

"Basically, the way we Ipolc 
at it is that people have found a* 
way to get free stuff. We view 
this as larceny. We paid for that 
product, and if we caught anyone, 
we would charge them with 
larceny," Goodwin said. 

"I understand why kids do it. 
It's kind of fun and a game ... 
(but) ... It's defrauding Bradley 
University. It would be subject to 


disciplinary^ction. You are 
taking money from an illegal 
source," Ken Goldin, business 
manager, said. 

Dave Baer, director of campus 
security, said no reports about 
the incidents were filed with his 
department, but he was aware 
there were problems with money 
being taken from the machines. 

When the losses were noticed, 
the machines dollar bill feeders 
were initially turned off, but 
since then, the feeders have been 
upgraded so they can no longer 
be gotten around. 

"We kind of narrowed it down 
by a process of elimination that 
it was the dollar evaluator that 
waifr being beaten. We've 
up^aded the equipment to keep 
thiS'from reoccuring," Goodwin 
said. "There is no way to get 
around them now." 

He does not rule out the 
possibility students may find 
another way of robbing the 
machines."Anybody can beat 
any system if ^ey keep with it," 
he said. "

Magic dollar aids thefts 


Students who claim they have 
stolen soda and candy from 
campus machines say they do so 
with "magic dollars." 

"I always tried to figure out 
how to break into those things," 
one student, who wished to be 
unidentified, said. 

"It's always a challenge — 
trying to break in and not get 
caught," his friend added. 

These two say they are. only 
two of the students who have 
found ways to get around vending 
machines, not only getting a 
drink or candy for free but also 
getting change without actually 
having spent any money.

The two said they started 
looting vending machines 
regularly for a month after they 
learned to create "magic" dollars 
from a friend. They said the bills 
are not difficult to make. The 
"magic" bills are real dollars, but 
students using them keep their 
bills while still getting soda and 
change back. 

The two students said they 
alone had stolen approximately 
$150 between the two of them. 
"Half of that is in merchandise," 
one said. Most of the money 
goes toward laundry, Avanti's, 
video games and other purchases, 
the student said. They said there 
is no organization between them 


and other students on the thefts. 

"Yeah, [it is] more of a let's 
go get a soda kind of deal," one 
said. "Except we'd get two or 
three," the other added. 

They said greed and thirst 
were the two primary reasons for 
the thefts. "We didn't need the 
money," one said. 

"I don't feel sorry for what I 
did because of how much money 
Pepsi and Coke make off 
students," one student said. 

‘ The two students do not think 
they will continue to try and 
steal sodas now that the dollar 
evaluators have been- replaced. 
"We’re being cautious. We 
haven't tried lately and we don't 
think we're going to try."

believe many schools just record 
on-campus reports that involve 
students.” 

He said next year the 
University is going to keep two 
books for on and off campus in 
order to separate the two. 

”We're not hiding anything. 
We should be fair with students, 
fair with faculty and fair with 
parents.” 

Bradley reported 226 total 
crimes for 1989. This included 
eight violent crimes that were 
aggravated assaults. There were 
26 non-aggravated assaults 
committed that included verbal 
abuse. Burglary/larccny-thefts 
numbered 216 and there was 41 
incidents involving 
drinking/drug violations. There 
were 70 cases of vandalism. 

The report was compiled from 
a survey sent to security 
departments at schools. It states, 
"Not all schools define crimes 
the same way: Some combine all 
assaults; others classify by 
severity.” 

The five University of Florida 
students that were murdered this 
year in Gainesville were not 
included in the statistics 
provided by the school because 
they lived off-campus. 

”I think it is stupid that the 
Peoria area was added. I know 
that there is crime here but there 
is crime at all colleges, but there 
is no way that Bradley is second 
in the state,” Kyle Johnston, 
sophomore business 
management major, said. 

Johnston said he believes the 
report is portraying the 
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News 


University unfairly. 

"I don’t know if this is a 
misrepresentation [of Bradley or 
not,” King said. "You can do 
most anything with figures that 
you want to.” 

The survey included 494 
higher institutions that are four- 
year schools with at least 3,000 
students and have on-campus 
residences. 

The highest violent crime rate 
is in the South, which is one for 
every 1,282 students. The 
Midwest ranked the lowest at one 


per 1,639. 

April Hromish, senior 
marketing major, said she still 
feels the same about her safety 
on campus, but thinks the report 
will cause more parental concern. 

Gaisky said the University 
has not received any calls from 
concerned parents about the 
report. 

King said plans are being 
made by all areas dealing with 
security as to what additional 
steps need to be taken to increase 
it.

The Persian Gulf crisis was 
the topic of a panel discussion 
sponsored by the International 
Affairs Organization and College 
Republicans in the Garrett 
Cultural Center on Wednesday 
night. 

The panel was made up ot 
three Arab students attending 
Bradley: Nayej Al-Qendei. Ali 
Dasha, and Jamil Fayad. 

First the audience was shown 
a videotape clipped together 
from footage taken by Kuwaiti 
resistance members, with details 
on the invasion of Kuwait by Iraq 
on Aug. 2. 

The tape depicted how a 
popular resistance banded 
together to resist Iraq, even 
though the numbers of Iraqi 
soldiers increased daily. 

The tape showed how people 
in the resistance or even 
suspected of being in the 
resistance would mysteriously 
disappear, never to be seen 


again. Those active in the 
resistance said on the tape, ’’The 
best way to die is as a martyr for 
your country." 

In one particular situation on 
the tape, a man thought to be in 
the resistance was said to have 
been taken hostage. Iraqi 
soldiers wanted information from 
him, and he resisted. The soldiers 
tortured him by tearing off his 
nails, drilling into his hands, 
and gouging out one of his eyes. 
When he would not succumb to 
this torture, the soldiers killed 
him in front of his family. 

In another instance on the 
tape, soldiers were sai^ to search 
houses for arms and Ainericans. 
The tape said they found an 
American hiding in one house, 
so they took the entire 
household out in front and killed 
them. They then took the 
American hostage. 

Dasha, the first speaker, 
emphasized three points about 
the crisis. The first he cited was 
the atrocities committed by 
Hussein, including using 
chemical weapons on his own 


people. 

The second topic was the 
negotiations with Hussein. He 
said if Hussein wanted to 
negotiate, he could have done it 
before attacking. He said 

Kuwaitis do not believe there is 
any thing to negotiate about. He 
said Hussein should get out of 
Kuwait, and then negotiations 
could take place. 

The third topic was sanctions. 
He said the sanctions are not 
hurting Iraq; they are hurting 
Kuwait. He said many Kuwaitis 
have not eaten meat or chicken 
for the last two months; they 
\ have eaten only rice and bread. 

Dasha also said the Jan. 15 
deadline for Iraq exiting Kuwait 
is good, but he said military 
strength should be shown so 
Hussein will get out of Kuwait. 

Al-Qendei asked, "Are the 
Americans there for oil or for 
humanitarian purposes?" He said 
he thought the United States' 
motivation is not oil but helping 
Kuwait.

"It’s always a major concern 
when you have arson that you 
find the individual responsible," 
King said. 

The second fire Brantley 
allegedly set caused $10,000 
damage. It began in the lower 
mattress of a set of temporary 
bunk beds set up on the first 
floor. 

The week before, the fire 
department was called to a fire at 
the house when ashes from the 
fire place were put on a sofa. The 
sofa ignited but was carried from 
the building and was 
extinguished on the front lawn. 
No one was injured in either fire. 

Campus police said there was 
no record of Brantley being in 
any trouble on campus prior to 


this incident. 

Detective Ken Body, who is 
responsible for the 
investigation, said it is unusual 
for Bradley to have as many 
arson attempts as have occurred 
this semester. 

Brantley’s bond has been set 
at $10,000 but at press time he 
was still in a Peoria jail. It is 
considered a Class Two felony 
and can hold a sentence of 
anywhere from intensified 
probation to six years in a 
penitentiary. 

Body, who said the 
investigation is over until 
Brantley goes to court, said a 
judge could easily amend the 
sentence to what he thinks is 
appropriate.

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Fraternities caii to 
bring back bands

In an effort to stop students 
from traveling to bars, fraternity 
presidents have proposed 
Bradley lift its ban on live 
bands. 

Since the new "bring your 
own beer" policy was 
implemented this semester, 
many fraternity presidents think 
Bradley lacks a nightlife for 
students. 

"There is not a house that is 
going to be against it," Michael 
Sperling, president of Alpha 
Epsilon Pi and the originator of 
the proposal, said. "With the 
new BYOB policy the social 
aspect of campus has suffered." 

He said if students had 
something to do on campus they 
would not fmd it necessary to go 
to the bars as much and 
consequently reduce the 
possibilities of drunk driving. 

The policy, which will be 
presented to Ed King, the 
executive director of housing, 
residential life and the student 
judicial system and Greek 
adviser, proposes bands be 
allowed on campus for a trial 
period of one semester if they 
follow specified stipulations. 

Some of the stipulations 
include advance notice to King's 
office, following the 

In ter fraternity Council's risk- 
reduction policy and bands may 


only perform indoors until 1 
a.m. 

There is a paragraph in the 
Bradley Student Handbook under 
noise policy prohibiting bands. 

"The only steps they can take 
is to go beyond me," King said. 
He said this is their only hope of 
implementing the policy, 
"Because I won't approve it," 

"We have tried on more than 
five different occasions to make 
it work," King said. The policy 
has been implemented for the 
last 15 years, but a change has 
not been attempted in more than 
five years. 

"They [live bands] simply 
refuse to turn down their 
amplification things," King 
said. 

As part of the stipulations to 
allow bands, IFC monitors would 
issue warnings if the band was 
playing too loud, and after the 

third warning the band would 
have to shut down immediately. 

King said they have tried 
everything to muffle the sound, 
but nothing will work. 

"I have had to serve as a PR 
person in a totally no-win 
situation every time the 
fraternities have attempted to 
have bands," King said. 

He said crowds are also an 
important factor when dealing 
with bands. He suggested they 
use the Student Center or the 
Robertson Field house foyer, 
which have both been used in the 
past for live bands.

The 
name Lovelace will be given to 
some other area of the campus, 
said Doerzaph. 

Doerzaph said space is now 
tight for the engineering 
departments, and electrical 
engineering is the most logical 
to move since its labs are more 
mobile than those of civil, 
industrial and mechanical. 

"They just need more space 
for the different curriculums 
being offered. The lab spaces 


they have now are just so tight. 
We're going to make things 
bigger, and introduce more 
research areas we haven't been 
able to do," he said. 

Dean of Engineering John 
Francis now has an office in the 
library. He will be moved to 
Jobst, and other offices there 
will be made bigger. 

Enrollment in engineering 
has decreased slightly since last 
year, with about 939 
undergraduates and 141 
graduates. The BU engineering 
department has a very good 

reputation, and the renovation 
will make it even more 
appealing, Francis said. 

"We'll modernize the labs, 
provide a nicer environment, 
more specialized facilities," such 
as one-room learning labs with 
tiered seating which allows 
students to experience lecture and 
lab, he said.

People spend the first four 
days of the festival going to 
temples and praying, Dave said.

"It is a day to visit relatives and 
friends to wish them New Year's 
greetings," he said. 

New Year’s Day is also spent 
with family and friends, Dave 
said. The family is a big part of 
the celebration. He said two days 
after the new year begins, the 
people celebrate the Day of 
Brothers and Sisters. "Sisters 
invite brothers over for dinner 
and conversation," Dave said. 

Gift-giving is done within the 
immediate family and is 
generally centered around the 
children, Dave said.

Maurice Joseph has a 
Christmas wish. It is a simple 
one and it is shared by many. It 
is the same thing he has wished 
for the past six years and he may 
be wishing for five more. All it 
would require is a dose of holiday 
spirit and a small effort on 
everyone's part to make 
Christmas a little bit brighter. 

Joseph, vice president of the 
Joseph Co., is the chairman of 
the East Peoria Festival of 
Lights; a city-wide celebration of 
the season which lasts from Nov. 
24 to Jan. 1. His wish: to have at 
least one string of lights on 
every house in the city. 

The festival, now in its sixth 
year, has become a tradition for 
many of the residents, much to 
Joseph's delight. A drive through 
the city is all it takes to realize 
Joseph's wish is almost a reality. 
A string of Christmas lights 
hangs from every traffic light 
and in every tree that lines the 
road. The downtown is crowded 
with Christmas characters, from 
Frosty the Snowman to a toy 
soldier named Folepi (the 
festival's mascot), and an 18- 
foot lighted Santa who brightens 
the nights in Sunnyland, just at 
the outskirts of East Peoria. 

The festival is comprised of 
various sights and activities. 
Sweet Creations, at Fondulac 
park, pits East Peoria's most 
creative bakers in a contest of 
candyland constructions. 
Folepi's Enchanted Forest at 


Central Junior High School is a 
Christmas memory lane with 
frequent visits by Santa Claus 
himself. Lighting contests, 
Christmas on the Farm and many 
other attractions make the 
festival a full evening's 
entertainment. 

The greatest attraction, which 
thousands of people travel to 
see, is the Festival of Lights 
Parade "with floats and light 
displays that are the equivalent, 
if not greater than what you 
might see at Disney World," 
Joseph said. This year's parade 
was held on Nov. 24, but the 
floats are still a spectacular sight 
every night in Fondulac Park. 

The floats include: 
Cinderella's carriage, by the 
Joseph Co., Snoopy, by State 
Farm Insurance, the Red Baron, 
by Engine Medics and the 
Batmobile, by McDonald's and 
Illinois Central College, among 
others. 

"We retire some and build 
some new ones each year," 
Joseph said. Among this year's 
new attractions are a Stage 
Coach, by Proctor First Care and 
a Hook and Ladder Fire Engine, 
by Sharp Income Tax Service. 

It takes 500 volunteers more 
than 27,000 man hours to build 
floats and decorate the city, 
Joseph said, and the festival is 
still growing. 

Jim Coutts, director of the 
Fondulac Park District, said he 
can see a noticeable increase in 
the number of people attending 
the parade and particularly in the 
number of people who drive 
through the city to see the parade 


floats. Secretary of the 
Beautification Commission 
Berta Dinkins said the 
commission has created more 
contests because of all the 
increased interest in recent years. 

Joseph estimates more than 
100,000 people saw the parade 
in person this year. The parade 
was also televised and 
videotaped, and the local cable 
station will air the parade several 
more times before the Festival 
ends, he said. For the Festival’s 
sponsors, who range from 
Hardee's to CILCO, that is a lot 
of exposure, Joseph said. 

Six years ago, the festival 
was unheard of and had little 
support among the residents. The 
commission then created 
neighborhood teams to knock on 
doors and ask people to decorate 
their homes for the festival. 
They also purchased thousands of 
strings of Christmas lights and 
sold them at cost to the 
residents, which sparked a much 
wider effort, Joseph said. "If 
they're not lit up, they're in the 
dark," he said. 

There were three reasons to 
create the festival, Joseph said; 
1) lift community spirits, 2) 
create volunteerism, and 3) create 
tourism. He said he feels the 
commission has accomplished 
all three goals. 

Janet Kidd, an East Peoria 
resident and first time volunteer, 
was selling glow sticks to help 
purchase new playground 
equipment for her daughter's

Meanwhile, many other 
Bradley students celebrate the 
Jewish festival of Hannukah. The 
first day of Hanukkah this year is 
Dec. 12. 

Sophomore Dani Kohler said 
once Hannukah begins, it is 
customary to light the menorah, 
the special Jewish candelabra. 
There are eight candles for the 
eight days of the festival. A 
ninth candle called the shamas is 
used to light the other candles. 

Kohler said her family usually 
spends the first night of the 
festival exchanging gifts and 
having a special dinner. The 
dinner coj^sists of brisket and 
potato pancakes, called latkes. 

Sophomore Ian Meyeroff said 
the first night is definitely a 
family night. Meyeroff said his 
relatives also spend the eighth 
night of the festival together. 

Kohler and Meyeroff both 
said as children, the dreidel was 
an important Hannukah game. A 
dreidel is a top with Hebrew 
letters on each of its four sides. 
Meyeroff said the letters mean 
"take two," "one in the middle," 
"two in the middle" and 
"neutral." These instructions 
refer to gelt, which is usually 
gold-foiled chocolate coins. 

Kohler and Meyeroff said the 
story behind the dreidel goes 
back a long way. 

The two said Jews would go to 
the forest to read their Hebrew. 
When the Roman soldiers came 
by, they would hide their books 
inside the hollow dreidel and 
pretend they were just playing 


with a top. Then they would not 
be caught reading the Jewish 
teachings and face persecution . 

bophomore Michelle 
Goldfine said she thought 
Hanlikkah is not as important as 
Rosh Hashanah or Yom Kippur. 
However, she said Hannukah is a 
good time for families to get 
together and celebrate with one 
another. 

Meanwhile, Ivelisse Atiles, a 
sophomore from Puerto Rico, 
said the holidays have become 
very Americanized in Puerto 
Rico. The people put up trees and 
the children believe in Santa 
Claus, Atiles said. A lot of the 
American commercialism has 
trickled down, she said. 

Christmas Eve diimer is a big 
celebration, she said. "We have 
roast pork, which is very 
popular, and rice." Pasteles, 
which are made from plantains 
and beef, are also very popular 
during the holidays, she said. 

Three Kings' Day, Jan. 6, is 
widely celebrated in Puerto Rico, 
Atiles said. It symbolizes the day 
the Three Wise Men visited the 
baby Jesus. Children put grass in 
shoeboxes under their beds, she 
said. The grass is for the camel of 
the Three Wise Men. When the 
child wakes up, the Wise Men 
have replaced the grass with 
gifts, Atiles said. 

Christmas caroling is done in 
an interesting way in Puerto 
Rico, Atiles said. People take 
instruments like cowbells or 
tambourines and go from house 
to house singing. People invite 
the singers in for food and 
conversation.

It seems that every day ends 
with a miracle here, and whatever 
God may be, I thank God for this 
day. To stay any longer would 
have been useless.

I had never known a 
people so eager to laugh, so 
devoted to family, so dedicated to 
each other and the only word that 
came to mind was harmony. 

’’Dances With Wolves,” 
Kevin Costner’s directorial 
debut, is the epic film about a 
man who not only discovers the 
frontier but his home and love 
among the Sioux. 

Lieutenant John Dunbar 
(Costner) chooses to ride to an 
Army post on the Western 
frontier after being rewarded for 
his heroism on a Civil War 
battlefield. He ends up at a 
deserted post on the Dakota 
prairie, along with a wolf and his 
horse until he is discovered by 


his neighbors, the Sioux. 

The Sioux will not accept 
Dunbar although he, a medicine 
man. helps an injured Sioux, 
Stands With A Fist (Mary 
McDonnell), and takes her back 
to her tribe. Eventually the 
lieutenant and the Sioux 
overcome their mutual distrust 
and Dunbar is accepted into their 
band. 

As Dunbar proves his 
strength and humanity, he not 
only becomes friends with the 
Sioux but he falls in love with 




Stands With A Fist, a woman 
who knows English from her 
childhood family. 

Stands With A Fist translates 
for Dunbar and tribal leaders until 
the •lieutenant Icams the Lakota 
language. Dunbar discovers the 
band is his true place on earth 
and eventually chooses to defend 
his new family above all else. 

Dunbar helps defend the Sioux 
against hostile enemies. 


provides the Indiais witli guns 
for a full-scale buffalo hunt and 
tells stories and smokes pipes 
with his new friends. 

'7 had never really known 
who John Dunbar was. Perhaps 
because the name itself had no 
meaning. But as I heard my Sioux 
name being called over and over, 
I knew for the first time who I 
really was,*' Dunbar writes in his 
journal. 

’’Dances With Wolves,” 
written by Michael Blake and co¬ 
produced by Jim Wilson along 
with Costner, is much more than 
an epic about friendship, 
survival and love. This 
captivating film is an often 
ignored history lesson told 
through powerful dialogue and 
emotional scenery. Blake’s 
portrayal of a commonly 
misrepresented culture illustrates 
the price of our country’s 
expansion. 

After the tnree-hour film ends, 
spectators leave tlic theater with 
a sense of the dignity, humor, 
respect and awe of a culture often 
thought of as brutal. 


Costner's directing of 
"Dances With Wolves” is as 
masterful as if this were his 
hundredth film instead of his 
first. As Dunbar, Costner draws 
the audience into his character, 
making them feel as if they are 
on the frontier with him. 

McDonnell is so realistic in 
her portrayal of a grieving Sioux 
the audience forgets they are in a 
theater. 

The Native Americans, 
consisting of Sioux and other 
tribes, portray the culture as it 
was in the ISOOs. One forgets 
most of these actors have grown 
up without much of their 
ancestors’ culture influencing 
their lives. 

He (Kicking Bird, played by 
Graham Greene) always wants to 
know how many more white 
people are coming. I tell him it 
is impossible for me to say. 
When he persists, I tell him that 
the white people will most likely 
pass through this country and 
nothing more. 

But I am speaking to him in 
half truths. One day there will be 
too many, but I cannot bring 
myself to tell him that.

shouted 20 years ago. 

There seems to be a trend on 
campus which reflects the 
fashion of the 1960s. WJjjen 
asked if he believed this trend 
showed a resurgence of the 1960s 
attitudes or just a fad, Kane said, 
"If all of these things are coming 
back, I hope the idea of one 
person making a difference - one 
person making a stand — will 
remain.” 

As stated in the Village Voice 
of New York on March 6, 1969: 
"Hair is an astonishing amount 
of aesthetic, emotional, spiritual 
and social experimentation; 
experimentation both bold and 
tentative, a combination which 
characterized inquiry at its most 
serious. 

And at its most serious, 
hippie life is a joyful, musical 
comedy with a sad, if not tragic, 
ending.” 

Some of the songs the show 
has given birth to include 
’’Aquarius,” "Good Morning Star 
Shine,” "The Flesh Failures (Let 
the Sun Shine In)" and the title 
song "Hair," to name a few. 

The musical Hair is a moving 
experience, whether viewed as a 
reminder of yesterday or a 
philosophy of today.

•The Federal Aviation Administration is moving toward final 
consideration which could start jet airplane service between Peoria and 
Chicago sometime next summer. 

The plan, submitted by American Airlines, asks the FAA to consider 
new regulations allowing the airline to introduce jets for use on its 
Midwest commuter routes connecting with O'Hare International 
Airport. The proposal has entered its final stage and if approved could 
take affect within 30 days of its approval. 

•U.S. Rep. Robert Michel, House minority leader, said House 
Republicans will face political disaster if they do not come together 
during the next two years.

Bradley's swim team 
competed against Eastern 
Illinois and the University of 
Evansville at the Eastern Illinois 
Invitational on Friday and 
Saturday. The final score of the 
invitational was Evansville 759. 
Bradley 630 and Eastern 444. 

The final score is not 
indicative of how close the meet 
actually was. "If one of our 
replay teams had not been 
disqualified (by a false start), and 
if we had a diver, the scores 


would have been at least 50 
points closer," Head Coach Vem 
Eroh said. 

After the first event, which 
was the 200-yard freestyle relay, 
Bradley was ahead 54 to 44 over 
both Evansville and Eastern. The 
second was the 500-yard 
freestyle, and Bradley swimmers 
placed second, seventh, eighth, 
and 10th for a total of 20 points. 

The third men's event was the 
200-yard individual medley, and 
Bradley's Keith Kroeger placed 
first with a time of two minutes, 
7.59 seconds. This was an 
improvement of more than two

seconds from his seed time. This 
put Bradley into a tie with 
Evansville at 126 points. 

The 50-yard freestyle was the 
next event. Bradley's six entries 
were reduced to five when Eric 
Gunderson was disqualified for a 
false start. Of the remaining 
swimmers, Jeff James place first 
(22.50). and Jay Hines placed 
second (22.79). 

Bradley placed first and 
second in this event. "Our lack of 
depth hurts us," Eroh said. The 
score for the event was 49-31, 
putting Evansville ahead to stay, 
175-157. 

The final men's event for 
Friday was the 400-yard medley 
relay. The Bradley A team of Neil 
Clayton. James, Andy Dean, and 
Hines placed second with a time 
of 3:46.68. which was an 
improvement of more than 1.5 
seconds from his seed time. 
Bradley’s B team of Kroeger. Tim 
Delaney, Eron Butler, and Chris 
Brennan placed fifth. The score 
at the end of Friday's events was 


Evansville 229, Bradley 203, 
and Eastern 134. 

Saturday's morning session 
began with the 200-yard medley 
relay. Bradley's A team won the 
event with a time of 1:43.19. 
Bradley's B team of Kroeger. 
Jason Kurek, Butler, and Jamie 
King placed fifth with a time of 
1:49.73. Bradley won this event, 
making the score 277-255, in 
favor of Evansville. Next was the 
400-yard individual medley, in 
which Bradley's Kroeger and Paul 
Duchild placed second and third, 
respectively. The 100-yard 
butterfly followed, in which 
Butler placed second (57.21) and 
Dean placed third (57.39). The 
score at this point was 351-305. 

In the 200-yard freestyle, 
Brennan placed second 
(1:49.89), and Scott Nieman 
placed third (1:50.28). 
Following was the 100-yard 
breaststroke, which James won 
with a time of 1:03.15. Other 
Bradley swimmers placed sixth, 
seventh, and ninth, scoring 36 


points to Evansville’s 34. The 
total score was 432-380. 

In the 100-yard backstroke, 
Bradley swimmers placed third 
and fourth. Clayton and Butler 
finished the event with times of 
1:01.27 and 1:06.62, 
respectively. 

In the final event, the 800- 
yard freestyle relay, Bradley’s A 
team of Brennan, Dean, Kroeger, 
and Nieman placed first with a 
time of 7:29.17. Bradley's B 
team of Duchild, King, James, 
and Clayton finished fourth with 
a time of 8:00.98. At the end of 
the morning session, the scores 
were Evansville 514, Bradley

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Bradley wins home opener 

101-76 against Chicago St.

It was a career night for many 
Braves Tuesday as they defeated 
Chicago State 101-76 in the 
ninth home opener at Carver 
Arena. 

Curtis Stuckey tied his career- 
high with 39 points and grabbed 

10 rebounds and Xanthus 
Houston scored a career-high 24 
points to help even the Braves 
record at 2-2. 

Bradley led 46-35 at half, but 
watched the Cougars score the 
first nine points of the second 
half and close within two on a 
drive by Rod Parker. Parker led 
Chicago State with 25 points and 
Reggie Bursey added 19. 

The Braves went on a 20-13 
spurt (led by Stuckey’s 10) to 
take a commanding 66-57 lead 
with just over 10 minutes 
remaining. The Cougars could 
not get closer than six and the 
Braves finished the scoring with 

11 points for the margin of 
victory. 

Freshman James Hamilton 
continued his impressive play by 
recording career-highs (in a brief 
collegiate career) of 14 points 


and 15 rebounds, including 10 of 
each after intermission. 

The 6-foot-7 forward from 
Michigan is averaging 12 points 
and 8.8 rebounds *a game while 
scoring in double figures in aiX 
four contests. ’V- 

Despite scoring just four 
points, Charles White grabbed 
10 rebounds to help Bradley 
outrebound the Cougars 56-39. 

With his 39-point effort, 
Stuckey leads the Missouri 
Valley Conference averaging 
33.3 points per game. Houston 
is next for Bradley at 13.8 ppg 
(17.7 in his last three games). 

The week started off well (and 
warmer) for the Braves as they 
played the Lions of Loyola 
Marymount in the Disneyland 
Freedom Bowl Classic. 

The Braves got off to a slow 
start and trailed by as many as 12 
in the first half. But with the 
Lions leading 36-28, Bradley 
went on a 15-point run in three 
minutes to take a seven-point 
advantage. 

The lead changed hands eight 
times after intermission and the 
score was tied with 12 seconds 
remaining at 97 when the Braves 


called timeout. 

The in-bounds pass was 
tipped away and once Houston 
got the Ball, he threw to Andy 
Bastock, who nailed a 10-footer 
with five seconds remaining for 
the win. 

"This is definitely the high- 
point of my career," Bastock told 
the Journal Star after the game. 
"It's a definite boost for us 
knowing we can play against a 
good team." 

The win sent the Braves into 
the championship against the 
hosts from California-Irvine, 
who beat Idaho State. 

Bradley led by nine points 
with just under four minutes 
remaining in the first half, but 
the Anteaters went on a 13-4 
spurt in the next six minutes to 
tie the game. 

Stuckey again led the Braves 
with a game-high of 29 points 
including a layup which pulled 
Bradley within four points with 
2:36 remaining. UC-Irvine 
responded with a 12-4 spurt in 
the next 1:37 to give the 
Anteaters a 12-point lead on 
their way to a 94-85 win.

Lady Braves split two in Windy City

The Lady Braves basketball 
team dropped its record to 2-2 
last week as it split two games in 
Chicago. 

The Lady Braves traveled to 
Loyola of Chicago last 
Wednesday where they defeated 
the Lady Ramblers 67-51. 

"We did not play well in the 
first half." Head Coach Lisa 
Boyer said. "We certainly got it 
together in the second half and 
took control of the game." 

In the first half, the Lady 
Braves trailed by as many as six 
points, but went ahead for good 
on Eileen Yerkes' jumper at the 
halftime buzzer. 

In the second half, the Lady 
Braves led by as many as 15 
points. 

"(The second half) was more 
team oriented. We were able to 
get the ball inside, which helped 
us do better," Forward Valerie 
Wancket said. 

Bradley shot 21-of-60 (.350) 
for the game, but was able to 
hold Loyola to 19-of-63 (.302) 
shooting. 

Wancket scored a team high 
16 points and pulled down 11 
rebounds, while Heidi Nelson 
added 14 points and 16 rebounds 
to the victory. 

The Lady Braves then traveled 


to DePaul on Saturday, where 
they were defeated 80-60 by the 
Blue Demons. 

"We knew they were going to 
be tough. In the first half we did 
not play well. We put ourselves 
in a hole by halftime," Boyer 
said. 

DePaul's relentless defensive 
pressure enabled it to run off a 
string of 10 unanswered points 
in the first half and take a 43-21 
lead into intermission. 

"They played man-to-man 
pressure over the whole court," 
Boyer said. "We shot 50 percent 
in the second half after we settled 
down, but we let them take us out 
of our game." 

In the second half Bradley 
outscored DePaul 39-37 and held 
them to a .241 shooting 
percentage. 

"That was the most physical 
game I ever played in ... I 
thought our guards played well. 
But we rushed our offense once 
we got the ball over half court 
and that hurt us," Wancket said. 

Wancket once again led the 
Lady Braves in scoring with 16 
and Andrea McAllister scored a 
season high of 15 points and 
dished out eight assists. 

"There isn’t a team in the 
(Gateway) conference better than 
DePaul University ... We 
probably have one of the hardest 
non-conference schedules of all 


the teams in our conference," 
Boyer said. 

DePaul is the first club to 
outrebound (41-33) Bradley this 
season. 

Boyer said the flu bug has 
bothered her team recently as 
five players have been bitten by 
the virus at one time this season. 
Boyer also said the Lady Braves 
have not been able to put 
together a complete game. 

"We have a hard time playing 
a whole game well.

Campus 
split on

With the war entering its third 
week, its effects on Bradley's 
campus are anything but certain. 
Some students wear yellow 
ribbons to show support, while 
others display buttons that read 
"Stop the War." 

A group of about 20, mostly 
Bradley students, have gathered 
to rally for peace in front of the 
Armed Forces Recruiting Station 
at 427 W. Main. Some hold 
signs that say "No More Body 
Bags" and "If Kuwait’s Major 
Export Was Broccoli, Would We 
Be There?" Others offer the peace 
sign to motorists. 

Bill Schocke, a sophomore 
communications major, is there. 
"I have a friend over there on the 
front line who used to play 'army' 
in my backyard." He says he has 
been against the situation since 
its beginning in August, but 
believes the troops should not be 
pulled out right now. 

Political science major, Dave 
Berry, tells the assembled crowd 
that he has two friends and a 
cousin in the Gulf. "And I'm not 
too confident that they are 
coming back." 

Cars pass by. Some honk 
with approval, while others 
make obscene gestures. But most 
ignore the activities. 

No more than 24 hours later, 
more than 3,000 people gather 
downtown in front of the 
courthouse to show their support 
for the troops. The scene is full 
of American flags and bright 
yellow ribbons. 

Two international students 
from Malaysia walk amongst the 
crowd. 

Freshman Syed Pahlavi says 
he came because he was "just 
curious." 

"It is very patriotic. I think it 
is a good cause to fight for." 

Graduate student Shah Redza 
says, "I think it's an important 
issue to be enlightened about." 

While back on campus. Dr. 
Zeev Gorin, sociology chairman, 
says he believes the campus is 
aware of what is going on, but 
thinks the students and others are 
really ignorant of the issues. "I

Draft raises questions, concerns

As the war in the Gulf 
continues, there is much concern 
as to whether Congress will fmd 


it necessary to reinstate the draft, 
especially since recruiting has 
not increased since the war

began. 

Several military personnel did 
not think coljege-age adults 
should be concerned because the 
military thinks the probability 
of a draft is minimal. 

The armed forces reported the 
reserve and active duty units 
deployed in the Persian Gulf are 
adequately handling Operation 
Desert Storm. 

Captain James Comerford of 
the Selective Service said there is 
no plan to reinstate the draft at 
this time. 

If Congress and President 
Bush reinstate the draft, another 
Selective Service official said it 
could be mobilized in three days 
and would produce 100,000 
inductees nationwide. 

There are 14 million men 
between the ages of 18-25 
registered for the draft. 
Approximately 27,000 of them 
are in the Peoria area. According 
to current laws, women are not 
required to register for the draft, 
so unless the law is altered they 
carmot be drafted during a war. 

Comerford said if a military 
draft is resumed it would begin 
with men turning 20 that year. 
The next group to be drafted 
would be those men turning 21, 
and it would continue through 
those turning 25. After that,

National suspends fraternity's status

After several months of 
attempting to re-organft^, 
Bradley's Tau Kappa Epsilon - 
fraternity was closed by their 
nationals earlier this month. 

Mike Conners, TKE adviser, 
said he made a recommendation 
to nationals that the chapter be 
shut down after a second arson 
fire made the fraternity house 
unlivable. 

"The re-organization was 
working until the second fire," 
Conners said. "Most of the guys 
were scattered throughout Peoria 
and they couldn’t keep up with 
what was happening at the 
University." 

He said the small size of the 
TKE chapter (15), lack of alunuii 
support and the arson problems 
made it impossible for them to 
compete in Bradley's rush 
program, all of which 


contributed to his decision. 

"They were trying to rebuild 
in their own way," Ed King, 
Greek advisier, said. "But, 
because of circumstances beyond 
their control, it didn’t happen. 
When people moved out of the 
TKE house (after the fire) it took 
a lot of the direction from their 
rebuilding plans," 

Conners said the fraternity 
members put so much effort into 
improving the house and trying 
correct problems they had been 
experiencing, that when the fire 
occurred it broke their spirits. He 
said fraternity members were 
disappointed, but they were not 
surprised with the decision to 
suspend the fraternity. 

Bradley's TKE members will 
take on alumni status and will 
have to interview with nationals 
if they want to re-activate when 
the chapter re-colonizes. 

At this point, TKE national is 
planning to re-colonize a 
Bradley chapter in the fall. 


Representatives from nationals 
as well as from TKE chapters at 
other universities will conduct 
TKE's fall rush. King said it has 
not been decided if this will 
coincide with the other 
fraternities’ rush. 

Charles Trabold, TKE director 
of chapter services, said rush will 
not be conducted out of the, 
fraternity house and Bradley TKE 
alumni will not take part in rush. 

"In order to give it a fresh 
start you need to set a new scene 
and bring in new leadership," 
Trabold said. 

Conners said he thinks 
waiting until fall to recolonize is 
enough time. He said he thinks 
the Bradley community has been 
very understanding during all of 
TKE's difficulties and is aware of 
the chapter's potential. 

Conners said he thinks TKE 
has improved its reputation 
during the past few years, and he 
is eager to see what happens in 
the fall. 


The TKE house, 1301 W. 
Fredonia, is owned by TKE 
national, but the land the house 
sits on is owned by the 
University. 

"If we (the University) need 
the house we will use it as a 
residence hall," King said. "It is 
hard to tell at this time, but there 
is a good chance we will need it" 

Bradley's Interfraternity 
Council has 15 remaining 
fraternities. TKE was the second 
fraternity to be closed within the 
past two years. The Lambda Chi 
Alpha fraternity was shut down 
by their nationds during the fall 
semester, 1989. 

IFC president, R.C. San Jose, 
said there have been several 
inquires about the possibilities 
of beginning another fraternity 
on campus. He said at this point 
in time he does not encourage it. 
But he said he is always open to 
new possibilities. 
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Gulf War should 
not be forgotten 

Semester break for me was one of tremendous growth for various 
reasons including upcoming graduation, job searching, etc. 

But obviously the impact of the war is what hit me the most. During 
the weekend of Jan. 12.1 sat and watched with my mother as Congress 
came to its final resolution. 

On the evening of Jan. 16, Dan Rather came on and announced that 
it had happened. A chill overcame me even though I knew it was going 
to eventually happen. But it was still a shock to hear that an attack had 
actually begun. 

The events that have been happening in the past two weeks are just 
mind-boggling. The situation in the Persian Gulf is one that needs to 
be approached with imderstanding. not blind guidance. 

Since the war has become a reality, we, as a nation need to support 
the troops — whether one is for or against the situation. By doing this, 
it does not mean that you have to support President Bush and his 
decision or that you have to go on a big patriotic ego trip. 

The men and women that are more than 6,000 miles from here joined 
the various branches of the military to serve their countries. They 
deserve our utmost respect and should not be forgotten about now or 
when they finally do come home. Unfortunately, the peace rallies will 
not bring them back any sooner. 

Being bombarded with a constant media display, words such as Scuds 
and Patriots are quickly becoming household terms. In some ways the 
continual coverage has really lessened the impact of the situation and 
takes away from its seriousness. 

This is not a mini-series, which was the impression I got with the 
big musical intros and vivid scenery that first week. I will be the first 
to say we cannot rely on the media alone for our information. 

As students seeking higher education, we need to read up on these 
countries, attend panel discussions and talk amongst ourselves because 
there are a lot of misconceptions floating around. 

In some ways it was refreshing to come back to campus and hear 
students having inteUigent discussions about what was happening with 
Operation Desert Storm. 

But like every important issue on this campus, most of the 
conversations quickly died and changed into the typical exchange of 
words about jobs and parties.

The Persian Gulf War has 
brought troops from all over the 
world into the Middle East, and 
some Kuwaiti students attending 
Bradley may soon join them. 

Only four Kuwaiti students, 
Jadee Bineid, Nief Al-Keinie, 
Badr Al-Rashidid and Ahmad Al- 
Shamarri, still remain at Bradley, 
and they plan to leave for the 
Gulf as soon as they are called 
upon by their government, Al- 
Shammari said. 

"I don't care about (finishing) 
this semester. When they (the 
Kuwaiti government) call I will 
go," Al-Shammari said. 

Al-Shammari said the Kuwaiti 


armed forces do not have the 
capabilities to train and employ 
all of their citizens at the same 
time for the war effort, so 
individuals will be rotated in and 
out as needed. 

Some students who have 
already travelled to the Gulf are 
rumored to be aiding allied 
troops as translators, Greg 
Killoran, executive director of 
co-curricular development and 
acting director of the 
international student service, 
said. Al-Shammari said some 
Bradley Kuwaitis are also 
actually enrolled in the armed 
forces . 

Killoran said there were 
between ten and twenty v Kuwaiti 


students attending Bradley last 
semester. Al-Shammari puts the 
number lower, with only thirteen 
Kuwaitis attending last year. At 
least three of those students were 
not able to return to Bradley last 
semester after being caught in 
Kuwait during the invasion, 
though Al-Shammari managed to 
escape and return to Bradley. 

The remaining students are 
coping as best as they can. Al- 
Shammari said they have become 
closer than they ever were before 
Kuwait was invaded and support 
from other students has increased 
morale. "The American and Arab 
support is enough to back us up 
spiritually. This helps a lot."

Four thousand dollars was the 
cost of Ahmad Al-Shammari's 
ticket to freedom out of Kuwait. 

Al-Shammari, a sophomore 
mechanical engineering major, 
was one of three Kuwaiti students 
from Bradley and one of hundreds 
of other Kuwaitis trapped in 
Kuwait after the invasion by Iraq 
in August. 

Now, all three students have 
managed to escape Kuwait, Al- 
Shammari said, but only he 
returned to Bradley while waiting 
for the Kuwaiti government to 
call him to action in the 
•liberation of his country. The 
other two remain in Saudi Arabia. 

Al-Shammari, 22, fled Kuwait 
after living in the occupied 
country for three and a half 
months. He drove across the 
desert with two other friends and 
only managed to get across the 
border to Saudi Arabia after 
bribing an Iraqi soldier with 
$4,000. 

He said he had no idea if the 
bribe would work when he tried it 
and would have gone to jail if it 
had not. 

He said one of the first 
American soldiers he met in 
Saudi Arabia promised him his 
country back for Christmas. 

Al-Shammari had to leave 
friends and family in Kuwait, 
including his wife, because of the 
dangers of crossing the unpaved 
desert in an automobile. 

Though he has not been in 
touch with anybody from Kuwait 
in two months, he said he is 
confident they are fine. "I think 
they are healthy. Their spirits are 
high. They are waiting for the 


.said. 

"Some things that happen 
there are over your imagination. 
They are like a nightmare. They 
are treating us like animals," he 
said. 

One of his own relatives had 
been imprisoned and castrated he 
said, and another relative 
working in a hospital had to 
stand by and watch as Iraqi 
troops transferred all medical 
supplies, including incubators, 
out of the Kuwaiti hospital for 
Iraqi use. 

He said his father was told he 
would be killed if he interfered 
with Iraqi troops robbing a 
neighbor's home. 

He said he observed Iraqi 
troops spraying bullets into a 
crowd of Kuwaiti citizens 
protesting the Iraqi occupation 
of their country. The same, 
protest was shown on video in 
the Student Center last semester 
during the Kuwaiti students' 
campaign to raise awareness of 
the Kuwaiti invasion. • 

Al-Shammari was involved 
with distributing food to 
Kuwaitis. The food they used 
came from street vendors and 
kiosks the Iraqis had overlooked 
when they robbed stores in 
Kuwait, he said. 

"We will have to rebuild 
totally. Everything was 
destroyed by the Iraqis," Al- 
Shammari said. Troops have 
even been seen stealing traffic 
lights to be taken to Iraq, he 
said. 

He said there is nothing the 
allies can destroy with the 
bombing that the Iraqis have not 
already destroyed.

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Students leave Bradley 

to serve in Gulf War

Some Bradley students have 
interrupted their education and 
packed their bags to go serve in 
Operation Desert Storm. 

Kevin Geisler, a 23-year-old 
sophomore, was called to duty last 
week and left for infantry refresher 
school at Fort Benning in Georgia 
yesterday. 

Geisler, who has spent three 
years with the 82nd Airborne and 
served in Panama, was an inactive 
reserve. He said he was probably 
called to duty, even though he was 
inactive, because his specialty is 
infantry. 

Although he does not know 
where he will serve, Geisler said 
believes he will be sent to Saudi 
Arabia. 

Geisler, a finance major, is 
worried about his wife, Tami, but 
knows she can take care of 
herself. “She’s not too happy 
about it, but she understands,” he 
said. 

The Sigma Nu, said he supports 
President Bush because “you can’t 
let people like Saddam Hussein 
get away with what he’s doing. 

“The protestors are too naive to 
realize Hussein could have a 
nuclear bomb in a few years if we 
don’t take him out now,” Geisler 
said. He said sanctions would not 
have worked if given more time, 
because he thinks Iraq was getting 
supplies from Iran. 

He said he will finish his 
education at Bradley when he is 
done serving but has been 
thinking about what could happen 
to him if sent to Saudi Arabia. 

‘T’d rather die for a cause than 
die needlessly by a drunk driver,” 
is how Geisler prefers to think of 


the possibility of being killed in 
combat. 

Darryl Hawkins left Bradley 
in September with the Army 
Reserve’s 724th transportation 
battalion, now stationed in Saudi 
Arabia. His mother, Angree 
Hawkins, said Darryl is tired and 
“he wants to come home.” 

Darryl, a sophomore from 
Chicago, thought the sanctions 
could have worked eventually but 
supports President Bush’s 
decision to attack Iraq, Angree 

said. . „ ^ • 

Darryl’s job m Saudi Arabia is 

to drive his captain wherever he 
needs to go, Angree said. 

Although she doesn’t want him 
there, Angree said she is “behind 
him 100 percent.” Angree said 
she is coping with the situation 
pretty well, considering Darryl is 
her only child. 

“I just pray and try to hang in 
there,” she said. 

She said Darryl called about two 
weeks ago and seemed to be in as 
good of spirits as can be expected, 
although he is getting very little 
sleep. 

Angree has seen Darryl on 
television, even on a Bob Hope 
special. “It really is strange 
seeing him on TV but it makes my 
day,” she said. 

Although Darryl plans to come 
back to Bradley to fmish school 
when he comes home, he has 
already decided what he wants to 
do first. 

“The first thing he wants to do 
is take a good shower, then sleep. 
Then he wants to go to the top of 
the Sears Tower, look over the 
city and scream,” Angree said. 

A Bradley graduate student, 
Douglas Brown, is a member 
of the Army Reserve’s 419th 
battalion. 


He is in Saudi Arabia getting 
resources such as water, food and 
medical supplies to soldiers, his 
father, James E. Brown, said. 

James said Douglas must have 
been relieved when the war started 
because of the anticipation. 

He knows a little of what his 
son is feeling because James is on 
stand-by as a Reserve with the 
Coast Guard. He said he could get 
called at any time but would 
probably get sent to Texas. 

Douglas, 25, gets about three or 
four hours of sleep a day his father 
said. 

James believes Douglas agrees 
with the war because he stands 
behind President Bush and the 
United States. 

Douglas is close to his whole 
family, including his mother, an 
older brother and younger sister. 
They are all worried and deeply 
concerned about Douglas, James 
said. 

James and his wife, Linda, are 
addicted to television. Linda told 
James having a son in Saudi 
Arabia is like having a sick child 
in the next room. “You are always 
thinking about the child and 
wanting to check on him,” James 
said. 

Although he wants support for 
the troops, James said war 
protesters do not bother him. 
“It’s a free country,” he said. 

Anthony Michel Gorski, 
27, was activated in late 
September. He is serving in Saudi 
Arabia with the Army Reserve's 
724th transportation battalion. 
Contact with Gorski's friends and 
family has not been successful. 

The Registrar’s Office said it 
does not know how many students 
have left Bradley to serve in Saudi 
Arabia.

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Bradley's ROTC overcomes temporary setbacks

Even during a time of war, the 
military is finding it necessary 
to make Hnancial cutbacks and 
Bradley’s ROTC has been 
affected. 

The U.S. Department of 
Defense originally decided to 
discontinue the ROTC program at 
Bradley just prior to the 
mobilization of Operation Desert 
Shield. This decision was 
reversed in late November, but it 
was decided to cross enroll 
Bradley and Illinois State 
University’s program, though 
both would operate out of their 
respective schools. Bradley also 
designs and supervises its own 
program. 

Despite the decision to 
maintain the program, three out 
of four full time staff positions 
will be eliminated by fall. 

’’Unfortunately, there are 
necessary cutbacks in the 
military,” Captain Anthony 
Rojek, the one staff member that 


will remain at Bradley, said. 
’’Across the nation they [the 
Department of Defense] have 
made 750 cuts in personnel.” 

Rojek said they will begin to 
scale down the department in 
March, but he said he did not 
think this will effect the quality 
of the program. 

”I think it is going to be a 
challenge, but work has all ready 
begun, so I can handle all of the 
requirements,” Rojek, who will 
have to teach several more 
classes than he is, said. He also 
said someone from ISU could 
come down a few days a week if 
there are too many classes for 
him to handle. 

”I think the cadets arq gping 
to benefit by this change because 
they will only have one pefspit 
to deal with,” Rojek said. ”They 
will now only have one main 
focus.” 

Christopher Goodrich, a 
three-year advanced designee 
scholarship recipient, said he is 
concerned with how the staff 
cutbacks will affect the program. 

”I think it is going to hurt our

program because we won’t have 
the full staff there to help us 
out,” Goodrich said. ’’But I still 
think it will be pretty good 
because of Captain Rojek.” 

Douglas Becker, also on a 
three-year scholarship, said he 
thought the possible cutbacks 
could be beneficial to the 
program. 

”It is going to make everyone 
work a lot harder,” Becker said. 
’’Because we will be doing more 
for ourselves.” 

Rojek said he does not see 
these cutbacks causing the 
problems which originally led to

the closing of Bradley’s facility. 

’’The major problem we had 
prior to about a year and a half 
ago was not enough visibility on 
campus,” Rojek said. He said the 
campus was not aware of the 
positive aspects of ROTC. 

Becker said one of the reasons 
he decided to join ROTC was 
because of possible job 
opportunities after graduation. 

One of the aspects Rojek said 
played a factor in the decision to 
keep Bradley’s program open was 
a 200 percent increase in 
enrollment during the past two 
years. He said this increase had a 
lot to do with the fact ROTC was 
told they could offer four-year 
scholarships to students in every 
discipline. Originally, they were 
only permitted to offer 
scholarships in nursing. 

There are several other types 
of scholarships offered, which 
Rojek said he thinks 
complements the other benefits 
ROTC has to offer. 

Goodrich said he has 
benefitted most by learning 
about military history. 


governmental laws and he 
emphasized the leadership skills 
he thinks ROTC has helped him 
develop. 

The large number of students 
Bradley commissioned to be 
officers played a large roll in the 
decision to keep the facility 
open, Rojek said. He said 
Bradley’s average for 
commissioning officers is six 
per year. They have 50 cadets 
this year and 30 of them are in a 
program to become officers. 

He said even though Bradley 
has not been host to the riots and 
protests other campuses across 
Illinois and the nation have 
experienced, he said he did not 
think it was because Bradley 
students are apathetic. 

’’Students are concerned for 
other students who have gone [to 
the Persian Gulf]. But life goes 
on and they realize that,” Rojek 
said. 

Rojek said he thinks Bradley 
is primarily a conservative 
school and he thinks most of the 
students support the war effort 
and the troops.

A bomb has hit Bradley's 
campus. 

War in the Middle East has 
ignited an explosion of local 
activities providing discussion 
of emotions surrounding the war, 
informing the public on crisis 
issues and supporting the Allied 
troops. 

TTie Committee for a Non- 
Violent Resolution to the Crisis 
in the Gulf is holding a rally at 
11:45 this morning in front of 
Bradley Hall, 

Susan Tankersley, president, 
said the purpose of this half hour 
rally is to survey students' 
feelings about the war. 

"I think more should be done 
to inform the students about 
peaceful solutions ... we have 
four or five classes on war, but 
none on peace." Sociology 
professor Dr. Leonardo Salamini, 
physics professor Dr. John P. 
Kenny and student Kristi Plahn, 
will speak during the rally. 

Religious groups also have 
joined the activities. Hillel 
President Rich Maxwell said he 
will host an open discussion 
about the crisis in the Middle 
East at seven tonight at the 
Hillel House at 1410 W. 
Fredonia. 

The Rev. Gordon Pillon, 
Newman Center Director, 
conducts a prayer hour from 
11:15 a.m. to 12:15 p.m. before 


daily mass at 1116 W. College. 

"Anyone is welcome to stop 
by for five minutes or the entire 
hour to pray for peace and the 
protection of the armed forces 
overseas," Pillon said. Sacrifice 
commitment cards will be given 
out at the 5 p.m. Newman Mass 
Feb. 9. 

Education on the issue also 
brings the Bradley campus 
together. 

On Wednesday evening, 
Bradley's Task Force to Improve 
Human Relations presented its 
first program in a series 
discussing the situation in the 
Persian Gulf. History professor 
Dr Lester Brune educated his 
audience on the historical ;view 
of the crisis. 

Though empirical knowledge 
of the Persian Gulf history is 
important, the Center for 
Wellness and Counseling 
anticipates a great war-related 
need for emotional support. 

Earlier Wednesday evening, 
counselors from the Center for 
Wellness and Counseling hosted 
a Gulf War Support Group.

debate arena.'’ 

Bradley’s Public Relations 
Student Society of America 
chapter sold American flags 
decorated with yellow bows last 
week in support of the American 
troops in the Middle East. 
Regina Turasky, P.R.S.S.A. 
secretary, said the group will be 
selling yellow bows as pins next 
week. "Wearing the bows shows 
hope and support for the troops," 
Turasky said. 

Some residence hall staff 
members have motivated their 
floors in the troop support effort 
by hanging American flags on 
their residents' windows and 
; doors. 

Some groups on campus are 
supporting the troops personally 
by writing letters to individual 
troops and sending banners to 
whole divisions. Alpha Phi 
Omega and University Hall 
Council have established such 
letter-writing and banner 
campaigns. 

Chris Krei, Alpha Phi Omega 
service vice-president, said, "We 
started writing letters last 
semester and the troops have 
become our pen pals now." 
University Hall Council 
President Kathy Carlson said, "I 
think it’s important that we show 
all the support we can; after all, 
we’re fortunate enough to be safe 
at home while they’re fighting 
over there in the desert."

• A 22-year-old man was arrested and booked for attempted murder 
after allegedly firing a pistol toward a bartender outside of Thumpers, 
800 N. Knoxville. 

Matthew Willis, who was formally charged with two misdemeanors, 
also had a warrant for his arrest in Florida for violating his probation 
in that state.

Thumpers broke a window in the bar and several people came out of the 
bar.

One Iraqi soldier told him his 
orders were to destroy any 
palaces they saw in Kuwait, but 
the Iraqi soldier thought all the 
Kuwaiti homes were palaces. Al- 
Shammari said they are not used 
to the high technology or 
lifestyle of the Kuwaitis. 

He said he is confident 
Saddam Hussein will be defeated. 


He said he believes Hussein is 
using the war to distract the Iraqi 
people from the country's poor 
economy. He does not believe 
the people want to fight this war, 
but rather are being forced to by 
Hussein. 

Still, whether they want to 
fight or not, Al-Shammari said 
he does not believe relations 
with Iraq will ever be 


comfortable again, whether 
Hussein is in power or not. 

"Nobody wants a war, but this 
man must be stopped. I don't 
think Americans understand the 
situation well. They don't 
understand Saddam Hussein. He's 
a terrorist. He's a dictator. Human 
rights are being violated. If he's 
in Kuwait one more year, he'll 
destroy everything."

would not single out Bradley 
only. The educational institutes 
and the mass media are not doing 
their jobs. I am more critical of 
the faculty, rather than the 
students. I blame myself — the 
faculty. I would like to see more 
activity to educate — we need 
grass-roots efforts.” 

Pakistani student Syed 
Husain, who is from Saudi 
Arabia, says he is concerned that 
many American students do not 
know what the issues are really 
about and are supporting policies 
blindly. 

The sociology major says 
months ago fellow students 
would ask him if they had cars in 
the Middle East and if they were a 
civilized culture. "And now they 
say they are in support of freeing 
Kuwait, not knowing anything 
about it. This has come about 
from all the (media) hoopla." 


Political science chairman Dr. 
William Hall says there are three 
groups of students on campus — 
those that support the troops, 
but not necessarily the President, 
those that are opposed to the 
situation and the largest group 
that is not "gung-ho or anti¬ 
war." 

"Some are probably watching 
with some curiosity, while 
others probably just don't care. I 
don’t sense the quantity of 
dissent like other campuses. 
Bradley is not the Berkley of the 
'90s ... but I think we're very 
mainstream for campuses across 
the nation." 

Alden Foster is one of those 
students who is not leaning all 
the way in one direction. "I'm all 
for peace, but if peace doesn't 
work out, we have to do what we 
have to do," the sophomore 
graphic arts major said •

Tankersley said the group 
senses a lot of pro-war attitudes 
on campus though. 


Dave Baer, director of 
security, said he does not 
expect any problems at today’s 
rally. "In my opinion, the men 
and women on this campus - 
no matter what of the three 
positions they have taken — 
have been mature with one 
another. I expect this to 
continue as other events will 
start taking place on campus.”

He is wearing a Hard Rock

Personally, the Persian Gulf 
War means different things to 
people. Husain says, "I think it 
is really sad. I was raised in Saudi 
Arabia. ... The end is going to be 
devastating. I just hope you 
Americans get used to having 
your troops away from home." 

Gorin says it is "an obvious 
tragedy." "It really seems like a 
small World War HI because there 
are so many allies involved." 

Bradley's Jewish community 
also has its concerns. 
Sophomore Rich Maxwell, Hillel 
president, says his feelings are 
mixed because details are hazy. "I 
am a kind of anti-war and anti¬ 
violence type of person, but now 
we are there. I don't know if I 


agree with why we are doing 
things though." 

He says many of Bradley's 
Jewish students are very 
concerned about the events 
going on in Israel because many 
have friends and relatives there. 
"I think it's a shame because they 
weren't even involved in this." 

Dr. Alan Gaisky, associate 
provost for student affairs and 
Hillel adviser, says, "I think it’s 
a difBcult situation. I don't think 
many people, including myself 
are in favor of war ... but in my 
mind I can support the action 
that has been tiken from what I 
know." 

Even though Foster is 
uncertain about his brother's 
whereabouts, he is confident 
about the outcome. 'We're going 
to win. It's going to take awhile 
and it's going to cost a lot of 
lives."

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Campustown: still on Bradley's horizon

While the Campustown 
project isn’t expected to be 
completed until at least a month 
after its March 1 deadline, the 
city is pleased with the way the 
Joseph Co. is handling the 
project, Tom Brimberry, city 
development specialist, said . 

"The Joseph Co. has been 
very eager to complete the 
project in a quality manner," 
Brimberry said. He also said the 
company has been working 
Saturdays, Sundays and overtime 
in an attempt to get the project 
done on time. 

Brimberry said the Joseph 
Co. will continue to pay $664 a 
day to the city until Phase 1 of 
Campustown is "substantially 
completed." He said that meant 
until the main buildings were 
ready for the stores renting space 
to move in. 

After Phase 1 is done the 
damages will be reduced to $200 
per day , Brimberry said. The 
damages will go to pay the 
interest on the loan the city took 
out to buy the Campustown site. 

Brimberry added the Joseph 


Co. isn't responsible for paying 
for delays such as bad weather. 

There will be some stores 
moving in during March, but 
most will be moving during 
April and May, said David 
Joseph, president of the Joseph 
Co. 

Joseph said he figured the 
company will have to pay one or 
two months worth of damages, 
but he has had no complaints 
from stores scheduled to move 
into Campustown. 

Tom Thompson, president of 
Thompson's Food Basket, said 
he isn't bothered by the delays 
and is happy his store is going 
to open April 1. H^ said he 
thinks the Joseph Co. is doing a 
good job on the project. • 

Gary Anna, vice-president for 
business affairs at Bradley, said 
he is excited about the 
improvement Campustown will 
bring to Bradley. When the 
stores open, students and 
neighbors will appreciate the 
convenience of having the stores 
nearby instead of having to go 
out of their way, he said. 

Anna said the Joseph Co. has 
been "very responsible" in the 
way it is handling the project.

1 
those turning 19 would be 
drafted, and the last would be 
those turning 18. 

As during the Vietnam 
conflict, the selections would be 
chosen in a lottery style format. 
Transparent drums would be filled 
with numbers, deciding which 
men would be drafted. 

Selective service officials 
said their agency practices using 
their drums at least once a year 
and they would be able to hold a 
lottery within hours of a decision 
to reinstate the draft. These 
lotteries would be open to the 
public and would be held in an 
auditorium. 

The president of the United 
States has not had the authority 
to draft men since July 1, 1973. 

Local draft boards determine 
who can be excluded from the 


draft. Since 1971 there have been 
no college deferments. Lew 
Brodsky, assistant director of 
public affairs of the Selective 
Service, said the only student 
related deferments still existing 
are for students studying for the 
ministry in an accredited school 
of theology. He said full time 
students are entitled to a 
postponement until the end of 
the current semester. If a student 
is in his final year of school, he 
can probably get a full year 
postponement. 

Captain Anthony Rojek, a 
member of Bradley's ROTC staff, 
said several Bradley students 
have inquired about the 
possibilities of a draft. But he 
said they are not able to 
comment on the probabilities of 
a draft situation. 

"They [troops deployed in the 


Persian Gulf] have been called up 
and are being utilized properly," 
Rojek said. "The reserve plan as 
the concept is and has been 
massaged through the years is 
working so far, thus eliminating 
the need for a draft." 

Because so many military 
departments are convinced there 
will not be a draft, there is some 
concern over the number of 
recruits each section of the 
service is getting. 

All areas of the service said 
recruiting has stayed 
approximately the same since 
Operation Desert Shield began 
last fall. The Army recruiting 
station reported a slight decrease 
in recruiting. But, Cathy Crump, 
Army recruiting’s chief of 
advertising and public affairs, 
said this may not necessarily be 
related to the war.

"You don’t know when you'll 
have a big patriotic surge and 
you always have people who are 
afraid of a war," Crump said. "It 
usually all balances out in the 
end." 

She also said there is a 
smaller pool of students to 
recruit and during a time of war 
there is greater competition 
between the services. Crump said 
the U.S. has not had to deal with 
this type of situation before 


Sergeant David Hoyle of the 
Marines said there have been 
more inquiries, but since the 
Marines maintain a high standard 
for their recruits there has not 
been an increase in enlistment. 

Sergeant John Walker of the 
Air Force said there has been a 
slight downward trend in 
recruiting in the Peoria area since 
the war began. But, like the 
Army, he said he could not be 
sure of the direct cause. 


because during the Vietnam 
Conflict there was a draft. 

The Army does not break 
down the recruiting of the 
individual districts, so she was 
not sure of the number of recruits 
from Peoria. 


Chief Cynthia Jackson, 
public affairs officer for the 
Naval recruiting office in 
Chicago, said the Navy's 
numbers have not changed at this 
point because they have made no 
effort to change them. She said a 
draft would not affect the Navy 
because it is volunteer.

Physical therapy program a go

Recycling is often seen as a 
bother, especially for college 
students. Not many students feel 
they have the space to sacrifice a 
comer in their room for a stack 
of paper or a pile of aluminum 
cans. 

However, we don't have the 
room to let these items pile up in 
our landfills either. Landfills are 
rapidly closing because they are 
reaching capacity or are leaking 
dangerously. 

"Ten years ago, about 600 
landfills operated in Illinois. 
There are pnly 132 left today." 
These figures come from the 
Illinois Department of Energy 
and Natural Resources, Office of 
Solid Waste and Renewable 
Resources. 

"With old landfills closing 
and opposition to incinerating 
growing, communities are being 
forced to consider other options 
for solid waste disposal. One 
effective option is recycling," 
said Chaz Miller in an article for 
Public Management, March 
1990. Miller is Director of 
Recyling at the Glass Packaging 
Institute and chairman of the 
board of directors of the National 
Recycling Coalition. 

There are many recyclable 
items. Several of these are likely 
to be generated daily in our 
households and dorm rooms. 
Recyclable items include paper, 
metal, glass, plastics, and other 
less-obvious materials, such as 
motor oil, organic waste, and 
clothing. 

There are two recycling 
centers listed in Peoria-IBS Inc., 
and I. Erlichman Co., Inc. IBS 
Inc. is located at 2424 W. 
Clarke; the phone number is 
637-4422. I. Erlichman Co., Inc. 
is located at 3213 SW 
Washington; the phone number 
is 637-4491. 

I. Erlichman Co., Inc. 
bookkeeper Cristy Moore said 
the company accepts all grades 
of metal (aluminum, brass, 
copper, lead, etc.), glass, 
plastic, and some paper. Items 
must be brought to the center. 

Moore said the prices paid out 
fluctuate with the market. The 
price for aluminum cans is now 
40 cents per pound, she said. The 
price for scrap aluminum, such as 

foil, siding, and food containers, 
is between 20-35 cents per 
poimd. 

Beverage containers, 
separated by color, are the only 
type of glass I. Erlichman 
accepts. Moore said one-half 
cent per pound will be paid for 
glass. Plastic two-litre bottles, 
milk jugs, soap bottles, and 
some industrial plastics will be 
accepted but no money will be 
paid out for these items. 


Moore said I.sfrlichman Cb., 
Inc. is "no longer^* accepting 
newspapers, magazines, or cereal 
boxes because there is no market 
right now. There is nowhere to 
sell it. We must store it and we 
have no room. We are storing a 
lot." 

Corrugated papers, such as 
boxes, and ledger paper, such as 
computer printouts, are still 
being accepted and paid for. I. 
Erlichman said "all material must 
be free of contaminates, food, 
caps and lids, dirt and moisture 
and sorted by grade." 

The Illinois Department of 
Energy and Natural Resources 
, "Improper disposal of used 
motor oil results in serious 
surface water and groundwater 
contamination." The department 
suggests saving used motor oil 
from an oil change in a leakproof 
container because it can be sold 
as re-refined oil or as industrial 
fuel oil. 

Not every service station will 
accept used motor oil. Peoria 
stations that do accept oil are 
Alexander's Willow Knolls 
Marathon, 7305 N. University, 
and Beachler's Service Center and 
Car Wash, 3623 N. University. 

The department also suggests 
composting grass clippings, 
leaves and waste from pruning to 
produce soil conditioner for 
lawns, trees and gardens. Clean 
and dry clothing can be given to 
thrift shops or textile recyclers. 

Until the recycling centers 
start accepting newspapers 
again, there aren't many options 
open to the recycler. Tracy 
Gamer, who works in Public 
Information for the Illinois 
Department of Energy and 
Resources, suggested storing the 
papers. She said the market 
should open in the next few years 

as plants expand and add more 
facilities to meet demand. 

Gamer said newspapers are 
recycled into animal bedding, 
cellulose insulation, fiberboard, 
paper bags and other 
newspapers. Gamer suggested 
encouraging local grocery stores 
and other companies that use or 
make these products to buy 
newspapers and recycle them,, in 
an effort to expand the market. 

Garner joked instead of 
throwing papers away, people 
could use them for papier-mache 
or to wash windows and clean 
ovens. 

Creative uses for old papers 
might be in order. We may start 
seeing more and more gifts 
wrapped in the entire newspaper, 
not just the comics. 

Remember, recycling only 
pays if you expend less energy 
and money than it takes to 
actually recycle the material. 
Make infrequent trips if you drive 
to the recycling centers, 
combine your efforts with others 
or put your cans in the boxes 
found in the library, dormitories 
and other buildings around 
campus..

In the year 2000, there will be 
a demand for at least 12,600 
physical therapists. Last fall, 
Bradley admitted its first 
freshman class to the newly 
developed physical therapy 
program.

Bleichner are the leaders in the 
development of the physical 
therapy curriculum. Mays, who 
received her doctorate from the 
University of Nebraska, taught at 
different universities for 19 years 
before coming to Bradley last 
summer. 

"I came to Bradley because I 
wanted to begin a new physical 
therapy program where there was 
a need and available resources." 
Mays says. She said physical 
therapy is a rapidly growing field 


and many medical centers in 
central Illinois are supporting 
Bradley's program. 

"Bradley's program has 
support from the community as 
well as from the administration. 
This support is very much 
appreciated," Mays said. 

Physical therapy, a major in 
the College of Education and 
Health Sciences, requires 
students to take about 17 credit 
hours a semester and spend

I forgot about what I saw until I 
heard that thousands of barrels of 
oil were being pumped into the 
Persian Gulf. One of the most 
heart-breaking scenes I have 
watched during Operation Desert 
Storm was of a bird, covered with 
oil, struggling to get out of the 
water. 

Some have wondered why the 
bird caused such an emotional 
response when worse things are 
happening to our own troops. I 
suppose watching the dying bird 
affected me about as much as 
seeing injured civilians because 
many of the birds and aquatic life 
near the oil slick will die. While 
there is debate that useless human 
causalities will result, you can 
hardly argue that the birds are 
dying for a good cause. 

I sat looking at the bird 
thinking how helpless it was and 
how helpless I was. Then I 
remembered the woman in the 
store. 

The little woman in the grocery 
store was doing her part to combat 
what President Bush called 
“environmental terrorism.*’ 


Refusing to use plastic bags in a 
grocery store may be hard to 
compare to a huge oil slick but 
“environmental terrorism’’ is 
closer to us than the Persian Gulf. 

The woman may be balancing 
out the person who threw a bag 
out of their car window in front of 
me on a highway. As a plastic cup 
and Styrofoam hamburger carton 
flew to the side of the road, I 
wondered why the person couldn’t 
wait to throw the bag out until 
they got home. 

The little things you can do, 
like saving your cans to recycle, 
may not be able to balance 
horrendous environmental terrors 
but it can help. We have to do 

what we can. As John F. Kennedy 
said in a speech in 1963, “The 
supreme reality of our time is . . . 
the vulnerability of our planet.’’ 

Even though none of us are 
“environmental terrorists’’ to the 
extent that Saddam Hussein (or 
whomever was responsible for the 
oil disaster) is, we need to be 
aware of what we are doing to our 
environment and how to help in 
little ways, such as the woman in 
the grocery store.

Neighborhood House runs a 
latchkey program which includes 
after-school activities for the 
children. 


Most of the programs are run 
by a few staff members and many 
volunteers. Sieks said volunteers 
are always appreciated and a great 
help to Neighborhood House. 

Neighborhood House also has 
many clubs children in the area 
can join. The clubs meet after 
school several days a week and 
cover such areas as basketball, 
wrestling and tumbling. They 
arx also mainly run by 
volunteers, and Neighborhood 
House is always looking for 
those who have special abilities 
to teach children. 

Neighborhood House also 
offers a summer camp for area 
children. The camp encompasses 
children from all over the Peoria 
area. Most of the participants 
come from low-income families. 

A special Drama and Dance 
camp was held last year. Sieks 
said the camp, "Really makes a 
difference." He said it gives the 
children a chance to discover new 
talents and creativity. 

Neighborhood House 
provides services to senior 
citizens as well as children. Their 
Meals with Love program 
provides a nutritious lunch to 
senior citizens who cannot go 
out themselves. 


Volunteers drive the lunches 
to the homes and visit with the 
participants. Many look forward 
to these visits and are brought 
gifts on special occasions such 

as holidays, birthdays, or if a 
volunteer feels the person may 
need a special "lift," 

The House also runs a thrift 
shop to raise money for their 
various community programs. 
All items are donated to the 
shop. This year, they are 
looking for sports equipment so 
they may set up a "sports comer" 
in the shop. This way, people 
who would not otherwise be able 
to afford it can buy inexpensive 
sports equipment. 

Volunteers are what make 
Neighborhood House unique. 
They seem to enjoy their work 
and genuinely care about the 
people they help. From the day 
care center to the senior citizen's 
bingo clubs. Neighborhood 
House presents an uplifting 
atmosphere. The Executive 
Director, Bob Sieks, put it best 
when he said, "Neighborhood 
House works because people get 
involved."

Editor's Choice -- a passionate Hamlet

As a drama student in high 
school. I had studied so much 
Shakespeare I was reciting his 
monologues and sonnets in my 
sleep. It wasn't until I got older 
that I came to appreciate his 
timeless tales that teach us 
lessons about human nature. 
Shakespearean theater is very 
hard to do and is even more 
difficult on film. But Italian 
director Franco Zeffirelli has 
come up with an impressive 
cinematic effort in "Hamlet," 
which is one of the best 
adaptations of Shakespeare’s 
works I have seen in a long time. 

The tragic tale of deceit and 
revenge shows us a young man 
upset by his father's sudden death 
and his mother’s swift marriage 
to Hamlet’s uncle. Confronted by 
the ghost of his father, Hamlet 
discovers his father was murdered 
by his uncle. Enraged and 
confused, Hamlet knows 


something must be done to. 
avenge this wrongdoing. 

While there were some 
changes made for the screen 
adaptation, the play does not 
lose its impact. Zeffirelli 
achieves this by maintaining 
most of the original wording 
from Shakespeare’s work and by 
making the most of a good cast. 

Even though it was not in 
Shakespeare’s play, the opening 
scene of Hamlet's father’s funeral 
displays the grieving family in a 
dramatic way through, dark 
lighting. 




A film that is full of riveting 
performances, one of the best 
scenes is between Hamlet and the 
Ghost where the truth of his 
father's death is revealed. Mel 
Gibson’s facial expressions are 
excellent as he is overcome with 
disbelief and fear at the sight of 
this vision. 

Gibson does a fantastic job of 


portraying a man confused by his 
desires and thoughts. 

He is full of passion, which 
was a pleasant surprise for me 
since he is more popularly 
known for his "Mad Max" and 
"Lethal Weapon" movies. He 
gives the role a vibrant touch 
while dealing with this dilemma 
of inner conflict. One second he 
is the grieving son. the next he 
is an angry avenger. 

While Glenn Close’s 
performance of the queen, 
Gertrude, is good, it does not live 
up to what would be expected of 
this serious actress. She does not 
seem to be totally sure of the 
character and this is evident in

"It was the language in 
several poems that caused the 
problem in the past, not the 
imagery," she said. Kleinfield 
said someone once approached 
her and said Broadside should be 
less of a suicide note and sex 
manual. She said there are people 
who think staff is given 
preferential treatment, which is 
not true. 

"Our role is to be a 
community of artists and 
writers," Kleinfield said. 

"We do not have guidelines as 
to what we print.

Bradley is also looking at a 
service called Front-Page Fax. 
This program , also offered by 
SCOLA, delivers the front pages 
of foreign newspapers, along 
with the English 
translations,vocabulary lists, 
and quiz questions in time for use 
along with the news programs. 

SCOLA can be seen on 
channel 6 in the residence halls, 
academic buildings, and Student 
Center. A carrel with TV and 
headphones will also be set up in 
the library later this semester for 
students to use.

Parking remains a problem

The University and the local 
neighborhood associations have 
been unable to find a solution to 
the limited parking on and off 
campus and a quick resolution is 
not likely. 

Gary Anna, vice-president of 
business affairs, said the 
university will continue to work 
with the surrounding 
neighborhoods to find a 
solution. He said, 'T am 
enthusiastic about the meetings 
we’ve had so far, but we have no 
solutions toward resolving the 
problems yet." 

Anna said the goal is a 
solution that will improve 
parking problems in all of the 
surrounding residential areas. 

David Wentworth, president 
of the Moss-Bradley Residential 
Association, said he thinks 
steps towards improvement have 
already been taken by opening 
the lines of communication 
between the neighborhoods and 
.the University. 


Wentworth said parking is a 
severe problem in his 
neighborhood He said traffic 
counts have been done, and a 
significant difference was foimd 
between the times Bradley is in 
session and out of session. 

Wentworth said his 
organization wants to find a way 
to curb the increase, but will not 
create restrictions that will cause 
problems for other people. He 
said, "We want to solve the 
problem in a way that is mutually 
beneficial to all involved." 

Michael Savoie, president of 
the Uplands Residential 
Association said his association 
is considering parking permits 
to reduce the parking problem. 
Savoie submitted a petition to 
the residents in his area and 
found that 60 to 70 percent were 
in favor of parking permits. 
These permits would allow 
parking on Glenwood, Elmwood, 
and Maplewood at only certain 
hours of the day. 

Savoie said the UR A is not 
targeting Bradley students. He 
said Bradley employees and 
construction workers are also 


filling the neighborhood streets, 
and everyone would need to have 
a permit. 

Savoie said he had no idea 
when or if the plan will be 
implemented. He said the other 
associations and the University 
are trying to form a uniform 
solution for all the problem 
areas. 

Peter Dusenberry, president of 
the Bradley West Neighborhood 
Association, also said the 
parking problem is slow in 
being resolved. He said, "There 
has been a lot of talk, but no 
action or decisions have been 
made." Dusenberry declined to 
speculate on why progress has 
been so slow. 

Students at Bradley who have 
had difficulty finding a parking 
space have their own opinion of 
the situation. 

Jim Trepanier, a junior 
mechanical engineering major, 
said he wasn't surprised the 
University isn’t taking steps to 
create more parking, and doubts 
that it will in the future. 


Search for president goes on

In a progress report issued 
Jan. 25, Odell Powers, chairman 
of the presidential search 
committee, said the search for 
President Martin Abegg’s 
successor is continuing on 
schedule. 

Powers said the committee 
has been in the process of 
generating candidates for the last 
month. It has advertised in 
national publications, such as 
The Chronicle of Higher 
Education, and has contacted 


"educational, foundation, 
business and association 
leaders," to encourage them to 
nominate a qualified candidate for 
the position. 

At their last meeting, Jan. 18, 
the committee was trained to 
evaluate the credentials of the 
applicants. Powers said. This 
marks the beginning of the next 
phase of the search; the 
reviewing of the candidates, he 
said. 

The committee will meet next 
on Feb. 21, when it will pick 


approximately 15 candidates. 
Powers said. The committee will 
then meet again on March 12 to 
compare the candidates' 
references and choose the 
applicants it wishes to interview 
in person in April, he said. 

Powers said the top three 
applicants will be brought to 
Bradley in early April where 
people from the University and 
the community will be able to 
meet and talk with them. 

Powers said he will encourage 
people to offer their opinions of 
the candidates.

Doris Oberle, a Registered 
nurse with the Red Cross, said 
over the years the Red Cross has 
been pleased with the 
participation of the Omega Psi 
Phi fraternity and looks forward 
to future participation. 

After the blood drive, 
Burnside said he wished to thank 
all of those people who donated 
their time and effort in order to 
make this blood drive successful.

In an attempt to make the 
campus more aware of events 
occurring in the Persian Gulf, the 
Bradley Task Force to Improve 
Human Relations began a weekly 
series on Wednesday night. 

"The Persian Gulf: A 
Historical Perspective" was 
addressed by Dr. Lester Brune, 
history professor. "Most 
Americans are not knowledgable 
when it comes to foreign 
policies," he said. 

"Sources of conflict have 
been building up for years ... and 
can be traced back to World War I 
when the Turkish allied with the 
Germans," Brune said. 

"When Germany lost, Turkey 
lost, and that's when Britain and 
France divided up the Middle East 
[Syria, Iran, Kuwait, Israel, 
Egypt and Jordan]." 

Brune said America didn't 
come into the picture until after 
World War n when the forces of 
change were against Britain and 
France. 

Brune, an Ogelsby Professor 
of American Heritage, said, 
"Forces of change may be 
reformed, but when frustrated, 
they may be revolutionary. 

"Getting rid of Saddam 
Hussein will not end forces of 
change, but we must continue to 
find resolutions." 

He said security 
arrangements, social and 
economic security should be 
among the issues addressed.

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Junk courses hurt American education

’’You can't trade in falsehoods 
forever. A regime of deception, 
even when noble in intent, 
progressively destroys moral 
capital and leads to the dead end 
of universal cynicism." 

With this guardedly 
optimistic theme, Stephen H. 
Balch, President of the National 
Association of Scholars, opened 
its Second General Convention, 
June 8-10, 1990, to examine the 
current sickly state of learning in 
American colleges and 
universities and the prospects for 
improvement. His optimism had 
to be guarded, because the 
ailments are many and strongly 
entrenched. 

A shlient symptom of the 
illness of our institutions for 
"higher learning" is the 
proliferation of junk courses. 
Lynne V. Cheney, Chairman of 
the National Endowment for the 
Humanities, listed some of them. 
Long Island University offers 
College 101 — How to Take 


Notes. The University of 
Delaware has a course in death 
related issues in which a 
computer simulation of the 
student’s own death "puts you in 
touch with your own feelings." 
At Boston University, a course 
on "Tarot-Card Reading, 
Dowsing, Divining, and Tea-Leaf 
Reading" is described by a 
student as "one of those classic 
courses where you learn 
something about yourself." 

Dr. Cheney spoke of courses 
in pop culture — analyses of TV 
soap operas and situation 
comedies — disguised as serious 
courses by the device of sifting 
through the TV programs for 
racial stereotyping, sexism, or \ 
other hidden ideological plots. \ 

Why do colleges waste 
students' time on TV stuff, about 
which they already know more 
than enough, when they are 
already uneducated in history, 
science, mathematics, English, 
and foreign languages? Partly 
because junk courses, being 
entertaining, fill classroom 
seats. Partly because they are the 
only kind of course that 
unqualified students can endure. 
Parity because there are teachers 
who would just as soon not 
preserve knowledge of the 
foundations of Western 
Civilization, which they would

love to destroy. 

Dr. Cheney illustrated the 
results of the kind of education 
received at even the most 
prestigious colleges with an 
incident which occurred at a 
Harvard graduation exercise. 
Students in their caps and gowns 
were asked to explain why the 
seasons change. With self- 
assurance and great ignorance, 
they offered their explanations — 
all of them wrong. 

On hearing Cheney relate this 
story at a conference, one 
Princeton graduate said she knew 
the answer, but, first though, 
would the questioner remind her: 
Does the sun go around the earth 
or is it the other way around? 

It is/Hhe political virus in 
universities which may be the 
most deadly of all their ailments. 
Politicization of a university 
means that decisions are based, 
not on the advancement of 
learning, but on what is "p.c.," 
politically correct — a popular 
campus code of Marxist origin. 

Faculty and administrators 
say with pride they would not 
hire a conservative, said 
Professor Alan C. Kors of the 
University of Pennsylvania. 
They are not embarrassed to 
show their ideological bigotry 
because they are confident they 
are "p.c." 



Being "p.c". covers all sins. 
When Yale historian Donal 
Kagan was named Dean of Yale 
College, the Yale Daily News 
expressed alarm at the prospect 
of a white male conservative as 
dean. 

If the newspaper had 
expressed alarm at a black female 
progressive as dean, the editors 
might have been sentenced to a 
sensitivity training program or 
possibly expelled. But fear of a 
white male conservative is "p.c." 

If self-censorships fails, the 
thought police on campus are 
ready with its weapons. Certain 
research and lecture topics — 
genetics, causes of 
homosexuality, relative abilities 
of men and women — can lead to 
demonstrations or the filing of 
charges. 

Stephan Themstrom, Harvard 
University professor, mentioned 
the difficulties created for him 
when, anonymously, four 
students charged him with "racial 
insensitivity" for using 
"ethnocentric" terms. He was 
never told how he had offended 
these students. 

Witch hunts on campus have 
been intensified by harassment 
policies adopted by many 
universities. Under those 
policies, faculty and students can 
be punished for statements

considered insulting or harassing 
to protected racial and sexual 
groups. 

The University of Michigan's 
policy prohibits "stigmatizing 
or victimizing" individuals or 
groups on the basis of race, 
ethnicity, religion, sex, sexual 
orientation, creed, national 
origin, ancestry, age, marital 
status, handicap, or Vietnam-era 
veteran status. 

A graduate student in 
biopsychology in Michigan 
brought suit because he would 
not be permitted to discuss in 
class the hypothesis that men as 
a group do better than women in 
certain mental tasks like 
engineering. The student won, 
but the witch-hunters will no 
doubt try again. 

Unprotected groups, in 
contrast, are fair targets for 
insults. Professors have felt free 
to call conservative students 
"Neanderthals." Feminist 
professors have felt free to call 
non-feminist females "Barbie 
dolls." 

The NAS scholars agree the 
issue facing America's colleges 
is not left versus right, or other 
differences of political 
philosophy, but how to restore 
academic integrity in which all 
scholars have a vital interest.

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Swimmers take second in dual meet

The visit Bradley's swim team 
paid to Fort Lauderdale over 
break seems to be paying off as 
they head into the toughest part 
of their season. 

After their return to Bradley 
on Jan. 2, Bradley hosted a meet 
against Eastern Illinois 
University on Jan. 19. The fmal 
score was Bradley 105, Eastern 
100 . 

However, this score fails to 
reveal the fact that a Bradley 
victory was never in doubt. 
Through the first seven events, 
the score was 101-42 Bradley. 
Bradley swimmers placed first in 


every event to that point. In the 
remaining four events, Bradley 
swimmers swam only exhibition 
races, which accounts for the 
closeness of the final score. 

The Eastern meet also marked 
the debut of Bradley's new diver, 
Chris Dallas. Chris joined the 
team about two weeks before 
break. He scored a total of eight 
points for Bradley in the one- 
meter and three-meter diving 
events. 

The next meet was a dual meet 
against Eureka College and the 
Illinois Institute of Technology 
on Jan. 22. Since this was a 
three- team meet, it was scored 
Bradley 65, nT48 and Bradley 
96, Eureka 8. Bradley swinmiers 
captured first place in seven pf 
the 11 swimming events. Dallas- 


scored two points, one each in 
the one meter and three meter 
diving. 

Bradley hosted a dual meet on 
Jan. 25 with Loyola and the 
University of Illinois-Circle. 
The scores were U of I-Circle 62, 
Bradley 48 and Bradley 48, 
Loyola 30. Bradley swimmers 
took first place in five events. 
The score would have been much 
closer had Bradley not suffered 
losses in events where they were 
merely touched out at the end, 
which occurred in several events 
that U of I-Circle won. 

Bradley hosted the University 
of Missouri at St. Louis on 
Thursday night. 

Bradley travels to Western 
Iljfnois on Friday and then to 
Indianapolis on Saturday.

Braves earn needed win over Salukis

The Bradley Braves (6-13, 4- 
5) are three games out of first and 
in sixth place overall in the 
Missouri Valley Conference with 
a 89-87 victory over Southern 
Illinois Salukis (10-9, 4-4) 
Thursday night at Carver Arena. 

In first half action, the 
Braves and the Salukis battled 
back and forth. The lead changed 
hands eight times. 

With 9:01 left, a Hamilton 
drive tied the score at 19. Then 
Southern went on a 7-0 run. The 
Braves battled back with 8 
straight points of their own to 
make the score 27-26. 

The half went on to end with 
a 6 foot hook shot by Charles 
White and a 6 foot jump shot by 
Curtis Stuckey to give Bradley a 
two point lead 35-33. 

Bradley took charge in the 
second half leading by as many 
as 13 points with a drive by 
Stuckey at the 3:44 mark. 

Stuckey led all scores with 31 
points, including two three- 
point field goals. 

His scoring came on 13-23 
shooting from the field while 
only hitting 3-8 from the free 
throw line. 

Xanthus Houston also added 
18 points (six for six from tlie 
line) and led the team with 12 
rebounds. 

Charles White managed IT 
points and a game with eight 
assists to aid in the win. 

The Braves defensively held 
the Salukis to only 39 percent 
from the field. 

High scorers for Southern 
were Rick Shipley with 24 and 
Sterling Mahan with 17. 

Through a combined effort tlie 
Braves managed to hold off a late 
surge by Southern to earn tlieir 
sixth victory of the season. 

A season-high crowd of 7,580 
watched Bradley earn a much 
needed win over Missouri Valley 
Conference foe Wichita State 
Shockers (10-9, 3-3) 70-15

The Bradley Braves hockey 
team began the second half of 
their season on a high note last 
weekend by defeating the 
University of Chicago 5-3 and 
the Milwaukee School of 


Senior guard Curtis Stuckey 
led all scoring with 19 points. 

Stuckey scored his 1,000th 
point as a Brave on a free throw 
at the two minute, 30 second 
mark of the first half. It took 
Stuckey only 40 games to 
accomplish this feat, the 
quickest in Braves history. 

”1 felt like I really 
accomplished something. I only 
wished I went to Bradley from the 
start, " said Stuckey. 

A lay up by Bradley center 
Xanthus Houston at 1:11 and a 
15 foot jump shot by Wichita’s 
forward Rick Conn at the 47 
second mark ended the first half 
with the Braves over the 
Shockers 32-17. 

The second half was 
dominated by Bradley, as 
Wichita never came closer than 
15 points. 

TTie Braves’ biggest lead of 22 
points came with 7:33 left when 
Bradley's Andy Bastock hit a 15 
foot jump shot. 

Defense was one key to 
Bradley’s win. They shut down 
Wichita’s field goal shooting to 
Just 28 percent, the lowest 
shooting percentage by a team at 
Carver Arena. 

Another factor was starting 
guard Robert George, who was 
benched for the first half of the 
game and was limited to only 10 
points. 

’’Defensively it was the best 
effort all year. The win indicates 
that the players are listening to 
the philosophies we are trying to 
impart," said Bradley Coach Stan 
Albeck. 

The Braves held Shockers’ 
starters Paul Guffrovich to four of 
20 from the field, Michael 
Wiggins to one point, and K.C 
Hunt scoreless. 

Bench play by Bradley was a 
definite strength for the team. 
Andy Bastock put in 11 points, 
Adam Carl eight, and James 
Bailey seven. 

Houston, who has been on 
fire the past five games, stayed 
hot as he scored 11 points and 13 
rebounds. Carl grabbed eight 
rebounds, with seven for both 
Stuckey and James Hamilton. 


Engineering 12-7. 

The win over MSOE pushed 
the Braves over the .500 mark 
and into third place with a 3-2-1 
record. More importantly, the 
Braves have now won three 
games in a row. Coach George 
Mizerany said this is the first 
time in five years that a Braves 
team has had such a streak 


"The past three weeks have 
been the best ever for Xanthus 
since he’s been at Bradley," said 
Albeck. "He’s been a consistent, 
strong rebounder, has taken high 
percentage shots, and has 
become adepted to passing the 
basketball." 

After defeating a team with a 
wiiming record for the first time 
this season, the Braves tried to 
win two games in a row, a feat 
they have not accomplished in 
24 straight games. 

Bradley came up short as it 
lost a heartbreaker 62-60 to the 
Southwest Missouri State Bears 
(15-7, 7-2). The Bears are in first 
place in the MVC. 

Sparked in the first half by 
Carl who ended up with three 
assists, two steals, and a career 
high 10 points, the Braves cut a 
nine point deficit to two points 
at halftime. 

In second half action, 
Bradley’s biggest lead of three 
points came at 2:27 when Carl 
sunk a 15 foot jump shot. 

The Braves missed an 
opportunity to extend it’s lead as 
Houston missed a slam dunk 
which led to a fast break lay up 
by Arnold Bernard and started the 
Bears on an 8-0 run. 

Bradley did have its chance to 
win. Down only 60-57 with 20 
seconds left Stuckey got open 
and fired a three point attempt 
that hit the rim. 

In the next 18 seconds the 
Braves kept the ball, and James 
Bailey, Adam Carl and Mark 
Dietrich all took open threes and 
missed. 

"It was a close game where we 
did have chances but just couldn't 
pull the trigger," said Albeck. 

The game ended with Carl 
fouling Ryan Thorton who made 
two free throws, changing the 
score to 62-57 with 2 seconds 
left. 

At the buzzer, Dietrich finally 
put down the elusive three point 
basket to make the final score 
62-60. 

Stuckey with 21 points, 
followed by Houston’s 12 and 
Carl’s 10, led the Braves for the 
19th consecutive game. He has a 


Mizerany said he is pleased 
with the way the team has 
performed, although they have 
had trouble stringing together 
"good" periods consistently. 

"We have had trouble with our 
offense. We need to disperse our 
offense over the lines. Also, 
have to keep up good defensive 
play." Mizerany said, "Our

Lady Braves Head Coach Lisa 
Boyer cannot be all that 
disappointed with her team's 
performance in the first half of 
the Gateway Conference slate. 

"To be out of first place by 
two games with nine games left, 
I think that is not bad," Boyer 
said. 

The Lady Braves (10-8, 6-3) 
arc currently in fourth place in 
the Gateway after losing to 
Illinois State last Wednesday and 
defeating Indiana State on 


Saturday. Southern Illinois and 
Southwest Missouri State are tied 
for first in the conference at 7-1 
and Illinois State (7-2) is 
presently in third place. 

"Obviously we would like to 
have only one loss, but with two 
of those top teams coming to us, 
that has to be a positive for us," 
Boyer said, alluding to future 
home games against Southwest 
Missouri State and Illinois State. 

Going into last Wednesday’s 
game against Illinois State, both 
teams were tied for third place in 
the Gateway. The Redbirds were 
able to come out on top 71-65, 
but the Lady Braves gained what 


Boyer described as "almost a 
moral victory.” 

"I thought we played very 
well. I thought it was a game of 
breaks. They got two key 
offensive rebounds and we came 
up on the short end," Boyer said. 

Those key rebounds came 
during a 9-0 run by ISU at the 3 
minute 47 second mark of the 
second half. Bradley was leading 
62-61 at this point but was held 
scoreless until the 13 second 
mark, when Val Wancket 
converted a three point play to 
make the final score 71-65. 

Andrea McAllister led the 
Lady Braves with her game-high 


25 points and seven three 
pointers. Wancket added 17 
points and 10 rebounds. 

Despite the loss Boyer said 
she was pleased at how her team 
played. "I almost think it was a 
moral victory because we have 
not played well at ISU since the 
first year I was here," Boyer said. 

With this "moral victory" in 
mind, the Lady Braves traveled to 
Terre Haute to face the Indiana 
State Sycamores ( 8-10, 3-6) last 
Saturday. 

Bradley needed two overtimes 
to defeat the pesky Sycamores 
79-78. The Lady Braves 
overcame a six point deficit with 


4:48 to play as Sheila Jenkins 
banked in an eight-footer with 
one second left to send the game 
into overtime. 

"They (Bradley) did keep their 
composure. They did what we 
needed to get done. We had some 
clutch baskets and some great 
defense when we needed it, and 
we were able to pull out the win," 
Boyer said. 

Wancket led the Lady Braves 
with 20 points, 14 rebounds and 
seven assists. Sheila Jenkins 
added 16 points off the bench and 
Eileen Yerkes chipped in 14 
points and 11 rebounds.

BU plans

'91 class

Although there is a two to 
three percent drop in the number 
of applications for Fall '91 
compared with last year at this 
time, it will not affect the 
academic strength of next year's 
class. 

Gary Bergman, executive 
director of admissions, said the 
fact the number of applications 
is about the same as last year is 
positive because Bradley wants 
to accept a smaller freshman 
class for next year. 

Since 1985, the number of 
students accepted at Bradley has 
been steadily increasing, and in 
the past two years, admissions 
has decided to cut back on the 
size of the freshman class, 
Bergman said. 

The University will accept 
1,050 freshmen next year, 30 
less than last year's class. The 
housing problems, combined 
with the desire to keep class size 
as small as possible were big 
factors in this decision, said 
Bergman. 

"The feeling was Bradley has 
reached its maximum capacity," 
he said.

While the war continues in 

the Gulf, the Bradley University 
community has been expressing 
its feelings over the past week in 
organized events. 

Last night, "A Student 
Speakout" about the war brought 
in about 35 people. It was 
sponsored by the Committee for 
a Non-Violent Resolution of the 
Crisis in the Persian Gulf, 
Progressive Student Alliance and 
Students Against Nuclear Arms. 

Committee member Chris 
Lawrence said the purpose of the 
event was to let people talk 
about the situation in a civil 
environment. The discussion was 
moderated by Dr. Mohamed 
Najmi, sociology professor. 

The evening centered on 
questions of politics, 
economics, diplomacy and the 
future in the Middle East. 
Audience members expressed 
mixed views on the United 
States' role in the situation. 

Senior Kristie Plahn said on a 
more personal level that she was 
disturbed by all the blind 
following of political leaders 
that is going on in the nation. 
"People just get behind the 
president all the way and support 
him." 

Earlier that day in front of 
Bradley Hall, student David 
Fieldman organized what he 


"The last rally (held 2-1) 
brought out a lot of emotions," 
Fieldman said. "It made me feel 
as if we should go out and 
support the troops." 

Fieldman's fraternity. Phi 
Kappa Tau sponsored the rally, 
which was attended by less than 


50 people. He accredited this to 
difficulties with publicity. 

"We don't want to turn this 
[rally] into a pro-war, anti-war 
issue," he said. Fieldman stood at 
the microphone and said, "The 
choices have been made ... It is 
no longer a matter of if this war 


is right or wrong." 

He also stressed the need for 
people in the United States to 
pull together. "Or actions will 
speak louder than words." 

There was no verbal 
opposition to anything said by

A civil lawsuit has been filed 
against Bradley University for the 
sum of $5 million by a former CIA 
recruiter who claims complaints 
about him led to his termination 
with the agency. 

David L. Whitehead, a former 
recruiter with Chicago's CIA office, 
claims that complaints made about 
his recruiting techniques were a 
contributing factor for his departure 
from the CIA. He has charged the 
University, Dr. Charles Bukowski, 
international studies professor, and 
students, who were not named, with 
discrimination. 

The civil division of the United 
States District Court of 
Washington D.C. confirmed the 
complaint was filed with their 
office, along with a motion to 
proceed with informa pauperis (a 
waiver for the filing fee if the 
person can prove they cannot 


afford to pay it), and an order for 
the case to be transferred to 
Illinois, which has not been done 
yet. The case has been requested to 
come to Illinois so the defendants 
do not have to fly out there.. 

The civil cover sheet that was 
filed with this office lists the cause 
of action as "defamation of 
character, mental pain and 
suffering, emotional damages, 
slander and injury to reputation." 

Whitehead first came to Bradley 
in 1988 to recruit for the CIA. He 
said because of conflicts within his 
office he had to do a lot of his 
recruiting work on weekends and in 
the evenings and because of this he 
believes students complained. 

Bukowski said last year he 
passed the complaints of about 
three to four students to the 
personnel office in Washington 
D.C. At the time he would not 
explain the nature of the 
complaints. 

Whitehead had threatened to 
bring forth a lawsuit last March. He

claimed that complaints filed by 
Bukowski were libelous and racist 
in regard to his recruiting 
techniques. 

According to Whitehead, after 
the complaints were matde, his work 
environment at the CIA became 
worse. He said the complaints from 
Bradley only,inade things worse. 

Whitehead was employed with 
the CIA for seven years before 
resicning in March of last year. 

In a phone interview with 
Whitehead, he said, "He 
(Bukowski) ruined my life and my 


career. It's a mess 

Bukowski said on Wednesday he 
not heard anything about the 
lawsuit as of yet. "Nobody has been 
in contact with me. I feel badly for 
the way things turned out for him, 
but I quite don't understand my role 
in it." 

He said he never met Whitehead 
and does not understand what he is 
talking about it. Whitehead said 
even though Bukowski did not meet 
him, he knew he was black and used 
that against him. Bukowski said 
this was not the case. 

Whitehead said he was originally 
going to sue Bradley for . $5 million 
but said this is no longer feasible 
and will come up with a lower 
amount. He said he is not sure how 
much he will ask for but said it will 
be at least six figures. 

He said he hopes Bradley is 
willing to settle out of court. "I 
don't get a kick out of suing 
educators or students. These are 
people that I respect. If this does 
get to the jury stage, I think I will 


prevail. I know I am a professional 
and I will prove iC' 

Gary Anna, vice president for 
business affairs, said for legal 
reasons the University cannot 
discuss the situation at this time. 

The Center for Career 
Development said the CIA still 
recruits on Bradley's campus and 
will be here at the Minority Fair on 
Feb. 19. 

In a separate case, Whitehead 
claims that he is going to sue the 
CIA either for reinstatement and/or 
compensation. According to CIA 
spokesman Mark Mansfield, they 
have not been served for a legal 
proceeding yet and have no 
comment at this time. 

Whitehead said he is writing 
book about his career with the CL\ 
and mentions his problems with 
Bradley in it. He said he has not 
secured a publisher as of yet, but 
has had a lot of offers.

No new housing planned

Bradley University 
administrators say they've heard 
of no immediate plans to 
construct new campus housing 
despite acknowledging several 
structures now housing 
University students eventually 
must be demolished. 

University-owned apartments 
along the 1200 block of College 
Avenue, known as the Underhill 
apartments, are in generally poor 
condition and should eventually 
be tom down, according to Gary 
Anna, vice president for business 
affairs. 

Meanwhile, the University 
must compensate for some 100 
beds when Becker Hall's term as a 
campus residence hall expires by 
1994. The temporary structure 
was built in the Garrett Center 
parking lot last July, with the 
stipulation it would only be used 
to house students for three years 
while the University came up 
with long-term solutions to its 
housing crunch. 

"We're committed to 
replacing Becker Hall sometime 
in the future," said Anna, who 
represents the University on a 
committee developing a long- 
range plan for Bradley's 
institutional expansion. 


"However, we have no plans to 
build another dorm at this tune, 
nor another structure such as 
Becker Hall." 

Director of Housing Michael 
Murphy supported Anna's 
statement. Murphy furthermore 
denied rumors the University is 
looking at its Glen wood Street 
property between the Alumni 
Center and the Sigma Chi house 
as the possible site of a new 
residence hall. 

Any need for additional 
housing cannot be accurately ^ 
determined until Feb. ..^18, when 
the University finds ^out how 
many students sign up- '.for: 
campus housing next fall, 
Murphy said. 

Added to the number of 
returning students living on- 
campus will be a freshmen class 
also requiring University 
housing in fall 1991. Anna said 
preliminary projections put that 
freshman class at around 1,050 
smdents. He said the figures do 
not represent the kind of 
enrollment surge requiring 
construction of a new residence 
haU . 

Both Murphy and Anna 
contended the University's 
present housing space is 


adequate. Also figured into the 
University's formula for 
determining its 1991-92 housing 
needs is the Tau Kappa Epsilon 
house at 1301 W. Bradley, which 
will house about 35 students, 
Anna said. 

While the Underhill structures 
are not considered University 
housing, Anna said the 
University also looks at the 
number of Bradley students 
living there when determining 
its housing needs for the coming 
year. Most of the renters in the 
,, 20 plus Underhill apartment 
' - units are Bradley students living 
two to three people per unit. 

When asked when the 
buildings might be demolished, 
Anna would not pin down a 
possible timetable. 

"I think I'm justified in 
saying that (the apartments) do 
meet city fire and inspection 
codes, but as far as the living 
experiences that students 
generally look to have m an 
apartment — those structures 
wouldn't provide them," Anna 
said. "As far as I'm concerned, 
the sooner they come down, the 
better."

Speaker lectures 
on Gulf religions

Wednesday evening. Dr. 
Thomas Pucelik, professor of 
religious studies, spoke to about 
50 faculty and students about the 
religions of the Persian Gulf 
region. 

This engagement was the 
second in a series of 
presentations sponsored by the 
Bradley Task Force to Improve 
Human Relations. 

Pucelik first focused on 
identity — what it means to be 
Jewish, Christian or Islamic. He 
said the identity of these people 
focuses on its culture, politics, 
and religion. 

Language, food, dress, music 
and ethnic origin comprise the 
culture of the people. "You want 
to be careful," said Pucelik. "As 
we talk of that ancestry (the 
ethnic origin of Judaism, 
Christianity and Islam), we 
begin to focus on the Middle 
East." 

Pucelik said the focus falls on 
the Semitic people whose 
origins date back to the biblical 
figure Abraham. Christians, Jews 
and Muslims arc all descendants 
of those Semitic people. 

Identity of a people also 
comes from the politics of the 
people, said Pucelik. Each 
people (Jewish, Christian and 
Islamic) have had a different view 
of the question of nationality — 
or who owns the land. 
"According to Judaism, the land 
has been promised as a 
covenant," said Pucelik, "and 
according to Islam, the whole 
land is the house of Islam." 

Finally, religion forms the 
identity of a people. Pucelik said 


people have a different creed or 
set of beliefs, a different code or 
society and a different cult or 
sacred shared worship 
experience. "Each Creed is 
debated, interpreted and argued 
by all three (peoples)," said 
Pucelik. 

Pucelik then focused on the 
question of modernity and the 
challenge that it presents to 
these religions. 

Modernity, an Enlightenment 
movement started in the 16th 
century, stated that humans have 
a mind and capacity to understand 
by reason and science. "The 
question that results," said 
Pucelik, "is what happens if you 
follow (modernity). Look around 
we have incredible 
technology, incredible 
communications and incredible 
wealth. There is no comparison 
between now and then." 

He said another side of the 
Enlightenment brought out civil 
rights. Civil rights involve 
democracy, freedom, tolerance 
and the separation of church and 
state. 

"What is the reaction to these 
movements — to the new freedom 
and human rights?" asked 
Pucelik. He said Judaism and 
Christianity have both faced it 
and been divided by it. One 
division chooses to accept the 
movement, while the other 
division chooses to react in a 
very guarded way. 

•’Judaism and Christianity 
faced this problem years ap and 
came to terms with it," said 
Pucelik. "Islam is now

event in Bush’s presidency, 
though it may not be the only 
one. "There is no other real one 
on the horizon right now." 

He said the long range 
significance will happen after 
the war when plans for the 
Middle East will have to be 
made. 

Economically, the costs 
will range in degree according 
to Dr. Jannett K. Highfill, 
economics professor. She said 
it will depend on the length of 
the war. "I would say if the war 
ends quite soon, there might be

some effect on federal 
government expenditures." 

She said if it goes on for 
awhile it would have similar 
results of that after World War 
II and the Vietnam War. "We 
would unlikely be able to 
afford a war and social 
programs." 

Dr. Zeev Gorin, sociology 
chairman is less decisive on the 
outcome. "Nobody can predict 
where it (the war) will lead. 
The plans in Washington are

Bradley Administration, 
faculty and students are taking an 
active part to ensure Black 
History Month is celebrated on 
campus.

Activist comes to Bradley

Farmer will be speaking at 7:30 
p.m. Wednesday in the Student 
Center Ballroom. 

Farmer is a prominent civil 
rights leader, and was the leader 
of the first sit-in in a restaurant 
in Chicago in 1942. He also 
organized the Congress of Racial 
Equality, which advocates a 
program of non-violent protest. 
In 1961, he spent 40 days in a 
Mississippi jail because of his 
involvement in a freedom ride. 

Farmer is widely 
acknowledged as one of the ’’Big 
Four in Civil Rights” for his 
work in promoting civil rights 
and social reform. He shares this 
title with Martin Luther King, 
Jr., Roy Wilkind and Whitney 
Young. 

”I think he's a very 
interesting man who’s had a very 
interesting history, and the issue 
of civil rights is pertinent at all 
times, whether it’s the ’60s or the 


chairperson for the Activities 
Council and sophomore history 
major, said. 

By serving as the Assistant 
Secretary of Health, Education 
and Welfare, President of the 
Council on Minority Planning 
and Strategy, and Executive 
Director of the Coalition of 
American Public Employees, 
Farmer has remained active as a 
civil rights and social welfare 
worker. 

He also is a member of several 
other «ivil rights and social 
reform organizations, has 
written an autobiography called 
T.av Bear the Heart , lectures 
extensively and serves as a 
political and social analyst.

This year, the Center for 
Wellness and Counseling is 
starting several stress 
counseling groups on Bradley's 
campus. 

Dorothy Murray, a counselor 
at the center, said the idea was a 
joint effort by all the counselors. 
The groups' objective is to help 
the faculty, staff and students 
learn to cope with stress. 

Murray said she believes the 
work done in the groups will be 
much the same as that done in 
individual counseling sessions 
and her own presentations for 
classes and residence halls. 

The focus of these meetings 
will be the warning signs of 
stress and the ways it can affect 
people. The groups also will 
look at different ways of dealing 
with stress. 

For many of Bradley's 
students, a major stressor of the 
past few months has been the 


crisis in the Persian Gulf. Murray 
said although she feels stress 
doesn't necessarily increase with 
time — every generation has its 
own problems — she believes the 
past six months have added a 
good deal of stress to people's 
lives. 

Another point Murray said 
she is trying to emphasize is the 
idea of stress as a positive factor. 
At certain times and in certain 
situations, stress can be a 
motivator; people should have a 
certain balance. They should be 
excited but not overly excited. 

Stress meetings for the 
faculty and staff are from 12 p.!]^. 
to 1 p.m. on the first and ^ira 
Wednesdays of every' ttionth. 
Student meetings are from 1 pjn. 
to 2 p.m. on every second and 
fourth Wednesdays starting Feb.

The Special Events Reserve 
Fund was designed to bring big 
name entertainers and speakers 
to Bradley's campus. 

The Student Activities Budget 
Review Committee set up the 
SERF fund so campus 
organizations could have extra 
funding for lectures or concerts 
that would otherwise be outside 
their budgets. 

Director of Student Activities 
and advisor to SABRC Peggy 
Sassorossi said SERF also 
prevents the general activity 
fund from being dried up by one 
major concert or lecture. 

The money for SERF came 
from part of the $14 increase in 
student activities fees, said 
senior Mike McGarvey, 
chairman of SABRC. McGarvey 
said the increase generated about > 
$55,000 for the SERF fund. "So 
far about half [the money] has 
been committed to programs," 
McGarvey added. 

Sassorossi and McGarvey said 
last fall's Smithereens concert 
and a lecture by Chicago Bears 
coach Mike Ditka next month are 
the only programs that have 
materialized from the SERF fund. 
McGarvey said another lecture 
and a comedian are possible 
programs being negotiated. 

with SERF money we 
planned to have two or three 
programs this year. We're right 
on schedule," said McGarvey. 

ACBU president Derek 
Bennett said SERF has been 
beneficial because "Bradley has 


never really had many big name 
concerts before the Smithereens. 
ACBU worked with a promoter 
on the Smithereens so we would 
not be responsible for all the . 
losses if the show bombed," said 
Bennett. 

The promoter. Jay Goldberg 
of Peoria in conjimction with the 
Chicago based firm JAM 
Productions, provided some 
funding for the Smithereens, said 
Bennett. He added the concert 
lost only about $167 which was 
"great for the first time." 

Bennett said the losses were 
due to unforeseen expenses, not 
lack of attendance. "In fact we 
exceeded our attendance goal by 
about 300^people," he said. 

Sassorossi would like to see 
more SERF sponsored programs, 
but a major problem has been 
lack of a place for an event. 
Because SERF programs are 
expensive, Sassorossi said they 
need to draw as many ticket- 
holders as possible. 

"The fieldhouse is the only 
place to hold events of this size, 
but with [high school] 
basketball schedules, it is hard to 
get the fieldhouse,'% Sassorossi 
said. High schools have many 
basketball tournaments in the 
fieldhouse during the spring 
season. They reserve the facility 
way in advance, said Sassorossi. 
She said spring is also a popular 
time for bands and lecturers to 
tour. 

Sassorossi added, "For the 
most part, lecturers who are 
popular now will be popular next 
year, but with music groups it is 
harder because they could be back 


to waiting tables." 

Student organizations have 
only certain dates they can use 
the fieldhouse, and entertainers 
have only certain dates they can 
perform, said Bennett. 

Sassorossi and Bennett both 
agreed scheduling of events is 
the only major problem 
connoted with SERF. Sassorossi 
said the Black Student Alliance 
was granted funding for a 
comedian from the popular 
television series "In Living 
Colour," but due to scheduling 
conflicts the event fell through. 

No one really knows what to 
do about the scheduling problem, 
said Sassorossi, because the high 
schools contract the fieldhouse a 
year or two in advance. 

McGarvey said he would like 
to see more organizations apply 
for SERF money, which has been 
another minor problem. He said 
there is still money left if 
organizations wish to petition 
for it. Program requests "must 
have minimum total cost of 
$15,000," he said. If there is any 
money left, McGarvey added it 
will be saved for next year. 

The College Republicans, 
sponsors of next month's Ditka 
lecture, are excited about what 
SERF can bring to Bradley, said 
sophomore accounting major 
John Stahl. 

Stahl, who is in charge of the 
lecture, said SERF money 
covered the promotional costs, 
Ditka's speaking fee, and his 
travel and hotel expenses. 

Stahl added, "The SERF fund 
is a wonderful way to bring big 
name lectures to campus."

the speakers. Prior to and after

He later 
said it was Ed King, executive 
director of housing, residential 
life and the student judicial 
system, who imposed these 
restrictions. It was said that 
anything anti-war or anti-Bush 
could not be stated at the rally.

The number of people who 
have been admitted to Bradley is 
also greater than it was at this 
time last year, Alan Gaisky, 
associate provost of student 
affairs, said. 

"I feel confident given ihc 
applications-admissions pull we 
will make our goal of 1,050 (for 
next year's class)," he said. 

Bergman said the number of 
applications is "a little off from 
the Northeastern states, which 
include states such as New York, 
Connecticut and Maryland. 

The academic credentials of 
the applicants are equal to or 
slightly stronger than this year's 
class, said Bergman. He said the 
average ACT score of the 
applicants is 25, and last year's 
average was 24. He also said 
there are 33 National Merit Semi¬ 
finalists who have applied to 
Bradley so far, five more than at 
this time last year. 

The University also has a 
retention rate of 89.6 percent. 
Figures were not available on 
how many of the remaining 10.4 
percent were transfers. 

This year's freshman class 
placed Bradley ins the top 25 
percent of private schools 
nationally. Bergman said this 
was especially good because 
many mid-sized universities are 
struggling; fewer high school 
seniors graduating into an 
increasingly competitive 
market. 


King denied the allegations 

and said he really had no part in 
the planning of the rally. He said 
he thinks there was some 
misunderstanding between the 
p)eople coordinating the rally and 
those speaking at it. 

More than 150 people turned 
out for the Committee for a Non- 
Violent Resolution to the Crisis 
in the Persian Gulf peace rally 
last Friday. Committee members 
held signs in front of Bradley, 
while others made speeches to a 
rowdy audience. 

Some audience members 
disrupted the rally by singing the 
"Star Spangled Banner" and 
yelling comments to the 
speakers. Other students waved 


flags in support of the troops and 

chanted. 

Also speaking at the rally 
were Dr. John P Kenny, physics 
professor, and Dr. Heather 
Salamini, sociology professor. 

"Twenty-two years ago, I 
walked out of my class and 
grabbed a sign and demonstrated 
against the war. I am doing that 
again here today. I am afraid that 
I will have to do it again in 22 
years," Kenny said. 

Susan Tankersley. committee 
president, said she was happy 
with the attendance, but was 
discouraged by the conduct of 
some of the counter-protesters.

junior Rebecca Zucker, said. "I 

support peace as much as 
everyone else, but I believe they 
[protestors] have to support our 
troops." 

Zucker said she thinks 
Bradley is a very conservative 
campus. "It took too long to get 

this [rally] organized. If the 
campus as a whole were going to 
^pport peace, they would have 
done so the first day." 

"I think you have to support 
the troops because they are 
fighting for our freedom," 
sophomore Cheryl Harris, said. 
Protesting the war is not going 
to make it go away. If we don't 
support the troops, they are 
going to come back the way the 


Vietnam veterans did," Harris 

said. 

Kristin Carlson, junior who 
supported the peace side of the 
rally, said, "I think there have 
been, some good points made. I'm 
just upset that people won’t let 
others speak. I'd like to see an 
open debate where both sides 
could conduct themselves." 

She said, "It definitely seems 
to be a conservative campus. I 
knew it was, but I didn't expect 
them [conservatives] to be so 
vocal and rude.

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B.U. Security carries a lion and a teddy bear

Last semester, Bradley 
security gained another squad car 
Last December, the squad cars 
gained two extra passengers — a 
lion and teddy bear. 

Bradley security, as well as 
m^y Illinois Police and Fire 
Departments, keep stuffed 
animals in the squad cars to 
comfort children during a 
traumatic incident. Security 
keeps two animals in each car: a 
lion, donated by the West Peoria 
Lions Club, and a teddy bear, 
donated by the Telephone 
Pioneers of America. 

Director of Security Dave Baer 
said the purpose of giving away 
the stuffed animals is to "lessen a 
traumatic situation to the 
children involved." 

Bradley security is not 
generally involved in off-campus 
incidents, but at times, security 
has arrived before Peoria police 
at accidents or fires involving 
children. In those situations, 
security needed to comfort the 
children, and now they have the 
stuffed animals. 

None of the animals have 
been given away yet. Baer said, 
"I hope we never have to (give 
one away) because that means 
small children were involved in a 
traumatic situation." 

Bradley became part of this 
statewide program after hearing 
about its success at a meeting of 
the Peoria County Association of 
Chiefs of Police. Baer said, 


"We're trying to be a good 
neighbor and we want to help. 
We appreciate the .fa 9 t that we 
can participate." ^ 

The Peoria County ^S^heriffs'" 
Department was the first 
department in the Peoria area to 
carry stuffed animals in squad 
cars. 

They received donations of 
teddy ^ars from the Telephone 
Pioneers of America, a group of 
retired telephone company 
employees. Lieutenant Dave 
Briggs said the department has 
given out about 75 teddy bears 
since they began the program 
four years ago. 

Briggs said the stuffed 
animals have been an excellent 
way to comfort the children. "I 
had my doubts," he said, "but if 

used in the right way, the teddy 
bears are very successful." 

The West Peoria Rescue Squad 
keeps the teddy bears in 
ambulances to help calm 
children. Assistant Chief Ed 
Madden said, "It works. It really 
helps with the child." The rescue 
squad has had the teddy bears for 
a year but have only given away 
a few. 

Jean Dohm of the West Peoria 
Lions Club is in charge of 
donating the lions to the police 
and fire departments. So far, 36 
lions have been given to the 
Peoria County Sheriffs 
Department, and the West Peoria 
Rescue squad will soon receive 
lions. 

Dohm said the donation is a 
"good way to keep

communication between (the 
Lions Club) and the coimty, plus 
it really helps the kids." 

Other towns in the area using 
stuffed animals are Chillicothe, 
Elmwood, Glasford, Norwood, 
Peoria Heights and Peoria Park. 


Garrett exhibit honors blacks

Romeo B. Garrett, professor 
emeritus of sociology at Bradley, 
asked a colleague what the proper 
term to identify an Afro- 
American is.

Another political success is 
shown through the photograph 
of Mayor Coleman Young from 
Detroit.

The first and 
only Black Bomber Group in the 
U.S. Air Force WW2," a caption 
under a photo of a young man 
reads. The exhibit shows the 
achievements of blacks in the 
armed forces.

Matthew Henson, a black 
explorer, was the first person to 
reach the North Pole. He is 
considered a co-discoverer of the 
North Pole according to the 
exhibit. 

Other photos illustrate the 
accomplishments of black 
religious leaders including 
Barbara C. Harris, the first 
female Episcopal Bishop. 
Photos of actors Sidney Poitier 
and Bill Cosby share the second 
floor display with Louis 
Armstrong, Duke Ellington and 
other successful black musicians.

Hartmann quilt 
tells a story

September 15 of last 
semester, the Hartmann Center 
was full of new and returning 
theatre students. They were 
getting ready to put on the 
traditional "New Faces" show, 
which initiates the freshman to 
the Bradley Theatre Department. 

There were also some old 
faces present, in the form of a 
quilt hanging on the wall. The 
quilt commemorates ten years of 
theater productions in the 
Hartmann Center. 

In 1979 the Center featured its 
first play, "Man of La Mancha." 
The theatre has put on many 
more plays in the years since 
then. Now, for every year since 
then, there is at least one quilt 
square from each show during 
that time. 

The idea for the quilt was first 
suggested by Molly Sloter, a 
music instructor at Bradley. It 
was the spring semester of 1988, 
and she had just finished 
directing the play "Quilters." "It 
was a reminder of how -quilts can 
tell a story," she said. 

At a meeting of the Behind 
the Scenes Society, which 
supports Bradley theater, ideas 
for celebrating the first ten years 
in the Hartmann Center were 
discussed. Sloter's idea was to use 
costume scraps to make a quilt 
which would represent the shows- 


Joanne Dowell , a Peoria 
resident and self-professed 
theater lover, volunteered her 
help. She offered to be in charge 
of the project at the next 
meeting. Dowell describes the 
quilt as a testimony to her love 
of theater. 

For the next year and one 
summer, Dowell worked on the 
quilt. Dorothy Johnson, costume 
maker for the theater, donated the 
costume scraps in bags marked 
with the names of the plays. 
Dowell recruited many helpers 
along the way, including her best 
friend Cynthia Glover. Then Sue 
McNamara, a quilt designer and 
maker, and Kay Lee, a 
seamstress, offered their help. 

The design of the quilt 
changed several times, as the 
work progressed and they decided 
what they wanted it to look like. 

The finished product is a 
sampler quilt, consisting of 
thirty different squares with a 
unifying border. In the center is a 
diamond-shaped medallion 
depicting the Hartmann Center. 
The quilt hangs just inside the 
lobby doors of the center. On a 
table nearby is a legend, 
indicating the show, year, and 
quilt pattern of each square. 

The quilt was made as a tribute 
to 700 students who presented 
510 performances of 58 plays to 
120,000 theater goers between 
1979 and 1989.

from the hands of demonstrators (one 
of these inexcusable acts is 
immortalized in a picture in the 
2/2/91 issue of the Journal Sur. p. 
A2; it shows Mr. Pal Walsh, a 
student, in the middle of his efforu to 
rip away a sign from Dr. John P. 
Kenny, a professor). We are already 
starting to witness the dehumanizing 
effects of war. 

How right was Dr. M. L. .King, Jr. 
when he warned the nation that the 
bombs dropped on Indochina will 
also hit the U.S.A.I 

I believe the line has been crossed. 
The administration and Bradley 
community as a whole need to adopt 
tangible and decisive measures to 
indicate such behavior will not be 
tolerated. 

We need to act quickly to prevent 
the recurrence, and, I am afraid, 
potential escalation, of violence. I 
am confident we are capable of 
arguing, disagreeing and even 
disliking each other without 
resorting to physical violence. 

Since one of the dimensions 
underlying the conflict referred to 
above revolves around the meaning 
of patriotism, allow me to provide 


some food for thought; quoting from 
the letter by Mr. J.D. Wheeler 
(Journal Star 2/2/91), "Anyone who 
thinks that 'reasonable and loyal 
Americans' should ostracize those 
who protest this or any other armed 
conflict has forgoaen what this great 
nation stands for. The right to 
dissent and protest is precisely what 
makes us different from the Iraq of 
Saddam Hussein. Those who support 
the war should realize that if there is a 
cause worth fighting for, that surely 
must be it" 

I hope the painful experiences 
referred to above will not dampen 
freedom of speech on this cvnpus 
We need to ensure students and 
faculty are not intimidated from 
developing, expressing and debating 
a variety of positions regarding the 
war. 

I agree with President Bush that 
this tragic period represents a turning 
point in post Cold War history. 
Consequently, file debate abc^t the 
war is not merely^ a|x>ut a riiilitary 
conflict; rather, at’^llrc cbre .of the 
debate are competing visions of the 
nature of the emerging world order. It 
is precisely because the stakes are so 
high that we should not merely 


encourage debate, but take it as our 
civic duly to participate in shaping 
its contours and outcomes.

Economics made Pooh-ey Digest

Students in Free Enterprise 
has started a new program to 
teach fourth graders about 
"Winnie-the-Pooh, Economic 
Mysteries and You.” 

The program, which teaches 
Harrison school students basic 
economic principles, started Jan. 
28 and continues for eight 
weeks. It is limited to 20 fourth 
graders who must have 
permission from their parents 
and the teacher. 

There are five members of 
SIFE. which started three years 
ago. These five students and 
other helpers attend Harrison 
School every Monday from 3:30- 
5 p.m. All SIFE members are 
economics majors or minors, 
however the completion of only 


one economic course is a 
requirement. 

Some of the activities that 
SIFE has planned for the fourth 
graders include: films with 
Winnie-The-Pooh, an all day 
field trip to the Museum of 
Science and Industry in Chicago 
and trips to a bank and a local 
McDonalds.

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Brennan leads swimmers to win against UMSL

Bradley's swim team 
improved its record to 7-4 this 
week as it defeated the University 
of Missouri-St. Louis 120-104 
on Jan. 31. However, BU suffered 
a defeat against Western Illinois 
University, 150-80, the 
following night. 

Against UMSL, BU swimmers 
captured first place in eight of 
the first nine swimming events. 
At that point, the score was 102- 
76 Bradley. In the final two 
events, the 200 yard breaststroke 
and the 400 yard freestyle relay 
events. BU swimmers swam 
exhibition races, which account 
for UMSL's comeback. 


Chris Brennan continued his 
dominance in the freestyle 
distance events as he won the 
1,000 yard freestyle in a time of 
10 minutes, 30.48 seconds. 
Brennan also won the 500 yard 
freestyle in 4:48.68. 

Brennan said these times were 
not his best due to a tremendous 
fatigue factor experienced by 
himself and the team. He said he 
"expects his times to drop 
drastically," and his best time for 
the 500 freestyle is 4:52 this 
year. He expects this to improve 
to about 4:37. 

In the meet against Western 
Illinois, BU placed first in only 
one event; however, many 
swimmers were entered in events 
they would normally not swim 


in. The reason for this, Tim 
Delaney said, was "Coach Eroh 
wanted to get the freshmen more 
experience in the tougher events 
while giving the seniors more 
rest." 

Delaney also said "All the 
meets since break have been used 
as training. Having three meets 
on three consecutive days was a 
test to prepare for the last meet 
of the season." 

Paul Duschild. gave a 
significant performance. In the 
1,000 yard freestyle, Duchild 
placed second with a time of 
10:38.22, an improvement of 
over 1:04 from the UMSL meet. 
Duchild also finished second in 
the 200 yard breaststroke with a 
time of 2:28.13. 


Duchild said he will remain a 
distance swimmer, although he 
does not specialize in any 
particular event. Duchild also 

said his performance will 
improve greatly due to rest and 
reduction of practice time. He 
said, "The team is very tired, 
especially since we had three 
meets last weekend." 

Bradley traveled to 
Indianapolis on Saturday to 
compete in the Vincennes 
University Invitational. 
However, due to a tremendous 
mix-up, Bradley could only 
compete on an exhibition basis. 

The mix-up occurred because 
officials jn charge of the 
invitational thought Bradley had 
a women's teaip. Each of the 


other seven schools competing 
brought both men's and women's 
teams. 

When officials found Bradley 
had no women's team, they 
declared BU swimmers could 
swim only in the events in which 
lanes were available. Thus, 
Bradley competed but could score 
no points. 

Bradley travels to Eureka 
College to compete in the Eureka 
Invitational this weekend. Coach 
Vem Eroh said he expects little 
improvement this weekend as a 
result of tapering (reduction in 
practice time and intensity), but 
the performance of the entire 
team will improve a great deal for 
the last meet in Indianapolis 
later this month.

New NCAA rules call for more reform in college athletics

Three weeks ago, the 
President's Commission put a 
reform package through at the 
NCAA convention in Nashville, 
Tenn. that many coaches and 
athletic directors think will be 
unfair. 

The rules that seem to be the 
most controversial are the rules 
that have to do with the cuts in 
the amounts of scholarships, 
coaching staffs, and practice 
time._ 


The rules that were put into 
effect are as follows: 

1. Mandatory in-season 
practice and competition time 
will be limited to a maximum of 
20 hours per week and four hours 
per day, with athletes guaranteed 
one day off a week. 

2. Coaching staffs will be cut 
by at least one position in many 
sports. 

3. Scholarships in all 
Division I sports will be reduced 
by at least 10 percent. 

4. Division I athletes who 
enter their fourth year in school 
will have to have completed at 


least 50 percent of their degree 
requirements to remain eligible. 

5. Athletic dorms or dorm 
wings earmarked for athletes will 
be phased out by 1996. 

6. Training table meals will 
be reduced to one by 1996. 

In addition to these rules , 
restrictions were placed on the 
number of coaches who can 
recruit high school students. 
Also, the number of paid visits a 
high school student can make to 
a university will be restricted. 

When asked abou.t these new 
rule changes, Bradley women's 
basketball coach Lisa Boyer 


said, "I don't think that the rule 
limiting practice time is fair in 
some circumstances." For 
example, during the month of 
January, students are not in 
school and do not have pressures 
from school. Boyer said, "This 
cuts down on the amount of time 
that is needed for lifting weights 
and watching game films." 

Bradley swimming coach 
Vem Eroh said the rule cutting 
practice time helps athletes and 
prevents them from being 
controlled by the coach. 

Boyer said she was in favor of 
the rule that will cut down on 


recruiting because Bradley's staff 
doesn't have the number of 
coaches bigger schools have. 
She said bigger schools can 
afford to have more coaches to 
recruit and Bradley just can't do 
that. 

Boyer added she was 
definitely in favor of the rule that 
athletes must have 50 percent of 
their degree requirements going 
into their fourth year. 

"That's the reason why the 
athletes are here in the first 
place," Boyer said. "It's too bad 
that something that obvious has 
to be put into a rule."

WSU ends Braves streak

Bradley's season-best 
winning streak was ended at two 
Wednesday night, when they 
were defeated 78-68 by Wichita 
State. 

The Braves, who dropped to a 
5-6 record in the Missouri Valley 
Conference, committed 23 
turnovers and missed seven 
layups but were still only three 
points down with six minutes, 
20 seconds left in the game. 

A win would have pushed the 
now fifth place Braves into third 
place. 

Curtis Stuckey, who averaged 
27.4 points per game, scored 
only nine, tying his career low. 
Going into ihe game he was the 
eighth leading scorer in the 
nation. 

This was only the second time 
Stuckey has not scored in double 
figures since transferring from 
Drake. The first time was against 
Loyola-Chicago, last season. 

One of the few Bradley 
players who got off to a good 
start was Xanthus Houston. 
Houston scored five points 
within the first one and a half 
minutes, but the Shockers went 


on an 18-2 run with 11:34 left in 


the half. 

Bradley walk-on, Adam Carl, 
scored 10 with a team-high five 
assists. It was the fourth 
consecutive game that Carl 
scored in double figures. 

Andy Bastock, who averages 
about six points a game, scored 
16 points, which was still not 
enough to hold off the Shockers 
leading scorer, guard Paul 
Guffrovich. 

Guffrovich scored a career 
high 30 points. Two weeks when 
the team played at Bradley he 
made four of 20 field goals and 
fmished with just eight points. 

Shockers backcourt out scored 
Stuckey, Charles White and Carl, 
54-21, before the crowd of 
6,571. 

Bradley vs. Drake 

Drake added to their six-game 
losing streak, as the Braves 
posted an 85-74 victory, which 
had pushed their conference 
record to .500. 

This was the first time in 25 
games the Braves recorded two 
consecutive victories. 

"We get just a little bit 
stronger as each game goes by," 
Coach Stan Albeck said. "We 
handled the pressure well. Much 
better than we did at Drake."

Bradley swimmer "flys" to his best year yet

Senior Andy Dean has been 
swimming as long as he can 
remember. He became interested 
in the sport because both of his 
brothers also swam and he got 
involved in competitions at the 
YMCA. 

He attended Evanston 
Township High School in 
Evanston, Ill. .where he was 
recruited by Bradley. He received 
a small scholarship to swim 
distance freestyle. 

"Even if I didn't receive the 
scholarship I would swim 
because of the good 
experiences," said Dean. "It kept 
me busy and healthy mentally 
and physically. 

He ended up swimming 100 
and 200 meter butterfly, because 
Bradley recruited another 
distance freestyler who received a 
full scholarship. 

"When I first started 
swimming butterfly in my first 
year, I died in the last lengths, 
because I didn’t develop all of the 
strength that are needed in the 
shoulders," said Dean. 

He didn't give up and

improved greatly over the years 
to reduce his 200 meter butterfly 
time by five seconds to two 
minutes, four seconds; his 
personal best last year. He did it 
again during the last meet 

Head swimming Coach Vem 
Eroh has coached Dean for three 


years. 

"This has been his best year. 
The hardest thing to do is to get 
him to believe what he can do, 
but this year I got to work with 
him during the interim one on 
one and he has gotten a lot of 
confidence. He can break his 
personal record and swim under 
the two minute mark." 

This year Dean hopes to 
reduce his time even more to 
imder two minutes. 


Other events he swims are the 
100 meter butterfly, 100 and 200 
meter freestyle, the 400 meter 
freestyle relay, and the 200 and 
400 meter butterfly leg of the 
medley relay. 

Dean trains for the season all 
year round. During the summer he 
tries to swim three times a week 
with the high school swimmers. 
At the beginning of the school 
year, weights are used a lot. He 
regularly practices, and then 
during winter interim the team 
travels to Florida for their 
toughest workout. After the first 
week back, the intensity of the 
sessions tapers off. 

"At Florida we worked to 
death and our shoulders were 
shot. We were so tired we 


couldn’t go out," said Dean. 

All of this practicing doesn’t 
interfere with his studies that 
much; only his sleep. With 
practices starting at 7:00 a.m. 
and classes missed because of 
away meets, he does have to plan 
his homework and tests ahead of 


time. 

Out of the pool. Dean is an 
advertising major with a minor 
in art and graphic design and is 
interviewing for jobs through 
Bradley. He is the Secretary of 
the American Advertising 
Federation Club and works as a 
monitor in the computer lab. 

"I will definitely miss 
swimming, but I am looking 
forward to going my own way," 
said Dean. 


scored more points, 20, by the 
end of the first half then he ever 
had against his former 
teammates. 

Carl added to the Braves 
success with a career high, 12 
points and six assists, and 
Houston attempted and made the 
first three point shot of his 
career, while racking up 15 
points. 

Houston's shot gave Bradley a 
seven point lead with 2:50 left in 
the game. 

Carl, who shot 10 free 
throws, scored eight of Bradley's 
last 10 points before the crowd 
of 6,620. 

"Charles White was a key 
factor from a defensive 
standpoint," Albeck said. 

With his fourth assist of the 
game. White joined the ranks of 
Jim Les and Hersey Hawkins to 
become only the third player in 
Bradley history to record "triple- 
triples" (100 points, rebounds 
and assists in the same seasons), 
in consecutive seasons. 

White had 182 points, 109 
rebounds and 101 assists. He is 
also the first Bradley player to 
accomplish this in his first two 
seasons. 

The Braves next game is 
against DePaul at 7:05 p.m., 
tomorrow at Carver Arena.

Battle of bands awaits decision

An initial decision to 
prohibit live bands in fraternity 
houses may be overruled on 
Sunday. 

Dr. Alan Gaisky, associate 
provost of student affairs, said he 
will announce a decision at the 
Interfratemity Council meeting. 

"I have looked into the matter 
from a variety of perspectives,” 
Gaisky said. He said he has 
spoken with Greeks, non- 
Greeks, faculty and 
administration. 

He said he thinks there are 
many benefits to bringing live 
bands to campus, though he said 
there were still other factors that 
needed to be reviewed. 

”In the short run, this will 
help bring a social life back to 
campus,” Gaisky said. ”I think 
students are entitled to have a 
social life on campus.” 

The proposal to bring back 
bands on a trial basis was 
originated by Michael Sperling, 
president of Alpha Epsilon Pi, 
and was approved by every 
fraternity president. It was 
presented to Ed King, executive 
director of housing, residential 
life and the student judicial 
system, who said he was initially 
against the idea because of 


problems that had occurred in the 
past. 

”I recognize this is part of a 
learning experience,” King said. 
He later said "It is not fair for me 
to say, because of what happened 
in the past that we are not going 
to do this.” 

He said noise and crowd 
control were his initial concerns. 

”A band is a curiosity that 
people want to hear and see,” 
King said. ”I am worried about 
people creating problems if they 
are not let in the party.” 

King said the University has 
unsuccessfully tried to bring 
bands to campus on several 
occasions, but he said the final 
decision is not his, but Gaisky's. 

Gaisky said he still needs to 
speak with the neighborhood 
associations about the effect 
bringing bands to campus will 
have on the neighborhood. 

"I have a very good feeling 
that this is going to pass on a 
trial basis,” R.C. San Jose, IFC 
president, said. 

San Jose said the 
administration questioned IFC's 
need to have bands in fraternity 
houses, rather then in a central 
location, such as the Field House 
or the Student Center. He said the 
atmosphere in a fraternity house 
is better for parties. 

He also said he thought if 
people are more aware that it is 


sponsored by a fraternity and not 
the University, it would improve 
attendance. 

In a survey of Bradley's top 
10 competitors and top 10 
private competitors, Bradley is 
the only University the a Greek 
system that does not allow live 
bands. 

Gaisky said if bands are 
approved he will set very strict 
guidelines to eliminate as many 
problems as possible, but he 
thinks Bradley students are 
mature and responsible enough 
to follow the set guidelines. 

"Dr. Gaisky is working with 
suggestions of restrictions for 
the way IFC will handle bands,” 
San Jose said. "If and when this 
is passed IFC will be very strict 
with the policies.” 

Since Bradley changed to a 
"bring your own beer” policy at 
parties Gaisky and San Jose said 
there has been a decrease in 
campus nightlife and an increase 
in students traveling to off- 
campus parties and the bars. 

"Having bands on campus 
will increase the interest to stay 
on campus for entertainment,” 
San Jose said. "We are not using 
live bands as an attraction for 
people to come and drink. I'm 
hoping that this might cut down 
on the alcohol.” 

San Jose said bands would be 
regulated by IFC.

Cases of meningitis-related 
infections at the University of 
Illinois at Champaign-Urbana 
have Bradley officials concerned 
about students here. 

Two U of I students died of a 
meningitis-related infection 
earlier this week. The deaths were 
the result of meningococcemia, 
which is a blood infection caused 
by the same bacteria that causes 
meningitis. 

Dr. Henry Gross of the Health 
Center said neisseria meningitis 
is a virulent bacterium that causes 
meningitis and 

meningococcemia. Meningitis 
infects die covering of the brain 
and spinal cord, while 
meningococcemia poisons the 
bloodstream. 

It can be fatal if not detected in 
time. Death can occur 48 to 72 
hours later. 

"The overall general 
community doesn't have much to 
worry about though,” Gross said. 

The University is concerned 
about people who were at the U of 
I or Mardi Gras in New Orleans 
(where some U of I students 
attended) last week and those that 
think they may have been in 
contact with anyone who may 
have the bacteria. These people 
need to go to the Health Center or 
a hospital emergency room to be 
checked. 

Gross said it is an agggressive 
bacteria with a short incubation 
period of three to four days. It can 
be transferred by nasal secretions 
and in close living conditions, 
such as in the residence halls. 

"We don't expect a problem, but 
we want to be ready.” He said it is 
a troublesome disease because of 
its flu-like symptoms. "The 


bottom line is that we don’t have 
to worry, but we need to be 
careful.” 

The flu-like symptoms include 
headache, fever, severe vomiting, 
dizziness and a rash. Medication 
and hospitalization, if necessary, 
are given to one who has had an 
exposure. The Health Center 
would like people with these 
symptoms to also come in. 

Rifampin is the antibiotic 
being used at U of I as a 
precaution. The Health Center said 
if necessary, they will dispense 
preventive medication. 

Ray Zarvell, executive director 
of educational development, said 
he thinks it is in the students' best 
interest not to go to U of I this 
weekend. 

Gross said when a week goes by 
without any new cases, it will 
then be safe to go there. 

Betty Hasselbacher, Health 
Center nursing director, said as of 
Thursday afternoon, they had 
talked to about 60 students about 
the situation. "Most of them just 
wanted information. Fortunately, 
nobody that's been down there (U 
of I) has come down with 
anything. There is a lot of 
concern though — and for good 
reason,” she said. 

The Health Center said it is not 
aware of any of these cases in the 
past at Bradley, but it has been in 
the Peoria community before. 

According to the Chicago 
Tribune, the students who died 
were sophomores that did not 
know one another. Brian 
McDonnell of Darien died on 
Monday and Gregory Mank of 
Belleville died on Saturday in the 
Carle Foundation Hospital.

Middle-class suffers 
expenses of education 

As the March 1 deadline for filing for 1991-92 financial aid draws 
near, I am thankful that I never have to do that again since I am 
graduating in May. I recall years of nagging at my parents to get 
their taxes done early so I could get my forms in just barely on 
time and then waiting in the summer to find out what my financial 
aid package would or would not consist of. 

After reading President Bush’s 1992 budget proposal, 1 feel sorry 
for those who are still dependent on that aid. According to this 
week's issue of The Chronicle of Higher Education, 600,000 
middle-income students will lose their eligibility for Pell Grants, 
while the neediest students will receive more money. 

Under Bush's plan, the Pell Grant would be increased to $3,700 
for the 1992-93 school year. The Chronicle reports this plan would 
increase grants for families with incomes below $20,000, while 
reducing or eliminating grants to those who make more than that. 

Where does this leave those that are in the middle that are 
dependent on that aid? 

Work-study? 

Think again. 

This budget plan predicts that 75,000 fewer students would 
receive this aid in 1992-93. While this budget may bring in 
students who would have not had the chance for higher education in 
the past, what about the current ones that won't be able to continue 
in two years because their families do not have the financial means 
to support their children? 

Middle-class does not mean rich. The majority of this nation is 
middle-class -- the typical two-income family that struggles one 
time or another to make ends meet. Higher education for them 
should not be out of reach to this group either. 

The Chronicle reports that the middle-income students that are 
dropped from the Pell Grant and work-study programs would still 
be eligible for student loans and could borrow more than in the 
past. 

The Stafford Loan program would go up $875 to $3,500 a year 
for freshmen and sophomores, while other undergraduates would 
get an increase from $1,000 to $5,000. 

Gee, how nice, we can all still be in debt a little bit longer after 
graduation at inevitably higher interest rates. 

I remember when I found out last year that I would not be 
getting a Pell Grant this year. Luckily, Bradley was able to still 
put together a good financial package for me. But will the 
University be able to continue to do this for others in the future, 
especially with tuition increasing every year? 

While the University is pledged to attract a high caliber of 
students, they will not be able to continue this if the funding is 
not there. Some type of balance needs to be arrived at. 

Bush said he wants to be the "education president." Where is that 
equal opportunity for all of us to achieve this goal?

University approached 
with additiohai parking

Concerned about the parking 
situation on Bradley's campus, the 
Newman Center has made a 
proposal to the University for the 
use of the property at 1203 W. 
Bradley Ave. for parking spaces. 

This building is the former 
Newman Center and now is a 
dormitory for females, which 
houses about 17 Bradley women. 
The Newman Center, now located 
at 1116 W. College, is 
considering to tear the Bradley 
Avenue property down. 

"At this time for the benefit of 
the Newman Center, it is 
financially impossible to 
continue to run it as a dormitory," 
the Rev. Gordon Pillon, Newman 
director, said. 

Pillon said they are interested in 
offering this deal in conjunction 
with the interests of Bradley and 
St. Mark’s Church in mind for the 


good of the community. St. 
Mark’s, 1113 W. Bradley Ave., 
had expressed interest in the 
property owned by the Catholic 
Diocese of Peoria in the past. 

All other property on the 1200 
block of Bradley Avenue is owned 
by the University. 

"We have approached Bradley 
because of the parking situation, 
while leaving the option open to 
St. Mark’s to make use of it when 
needed in the future, for a hall or 
such," Pillon said. 

"At this time we have discussed 
this (plan) with Bradley, but no 
definitive decision has been 
reached yet." He said everything 
is tentative but they are still are 
negotiating even though there has 
been no response from Bradley. 

Gary Anna, vice president for 
business affairs, said the 
University had no comment on 
that piece of property at this time. 
"We are exploring a number of 


opportunities and are looking at a 
master plan with the 
neighborhood groups. We have 
looked at the property in the past 
and hope it will be available to us 
in the future if needed." 

He said housing and parking arc 
top concerns of the University at 
this time, including the 
replacement of Becker Hall and 
the University-owned apartments 
on Underhill and College. Becker 
Hall was built as a temporary 
residence hall. 

Pillon said the former directoi, 
the Rev. Jim Meyers, had 
considered closing the building 
and finding a better way of using 
it as early as of last year. 

According to the city assessor's 
office, the assessed value of the 
land and property in 1989 was 
$64,490 - a market value of more 
than $190,000.

SABRC position 
changes hands

February 4 was a day of great 
change for Bradley's Student 
Senate and the Student Activities 
Budget Review Committee. 

SABRC proposed an 
amendment that would change 
the responsibilities of the all 
school treasurer. The shift will 
have the treasurer sitting as a full 
voting member of SABRC. Now 
the treasurer sits as chairman of 
the committee and does not 
receive a vote. 

Following the April 
elections, the new amendment 
will give a vote and more direct 
, involvement in SABRC to the 
Student Senate. A chairperson 
and vice-chairperson of SABRC 
will be elected from within the 
committee by a simple majority 
vote. The duties of the 
chairperson, such as running the 
SABRC meetings, will remain 
the same. 

The motion, passed 
unanimously, contained two 
articles. The first part of the 
proposal involved the 
membership of the Student 
Senate. This stated that one 
person cannot hold the office of 
all-school treasurer and SABRC 
chairperson concurrently. The 
second part of the proposal 
included the officers of the 
organization. The treasurer is to 


sit as a voting member on 
SABRC. 

The justifications given for 
the amendment by SABRC 
include giving Senate a more 
direct influence in SABRC 
decision making. The 
amendment encourages Senate 
members to run for treasurer. 
Finally, the amendment protects 
SABRC against the danger of 
having a chairperson with no 
SABRC experience. 

Mike McGarvey, all school 
treasurer and SABRC chairman, 
said he is strongly in favor of the 
change. He said, "The two 
positions are very different. It 
takes a long time to understand 
the board policy of the SABRC." 

McGarvey said, "Since the 
chairperson will be elected from 
within, the new proposal will 
ensure that this person will most 
likely have had some experience 
working on SABRC." 

Another advantage to the 
change is more students will run 
for all school treasurer. A 
candidate will not need SABRC 
experience, so there will be more 
representation of the student 
body. 

Calvin Butler, all school 
president said, "This is an 
excellent change. The works of 
the SABRC will be more efficient 
and effective. It will also give 
the senate more influence." 

Butler also said the training

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Search for dean nears completion

The number of candidates for a 
new dean of the College of 
communications and Fine Arts 
has been narrowed to four. A new 
dean will be recommended to the 
provost. Dr. Kalman Goldberg, 
by March 8. 

Seventy candidates submitted 
application packages to the 
committee, which has been 
reviewing and reducing the 
number of candidates since early 
last semester. Eight candidates 
were flown into the O'Hare 
Hilton last month and further 
interviewed. The committee then 
selected four candidates for final 
consideration. 

The candidates are: Dr. Gene 
J. Pollart, an associate dean of 
fine arts and faculty at the 
University of Rhode Island; Dr. 
Judith K. Zivanovic, an 
associate dean of arts and 
sciences at Kansas State 
University; Dr. David A. 
McCants, an associate vice 


chancellor for academic affairs at 
Indiana University-Purdue 
University at Fort Wayne; and 
Dr. Dan Millar, a professor and 
chairperson of the department of 
communications at Indiana State 
University at Terre Haute. These 
candidates will visit Bradley this 
month for final interviews. 

Dr. E. Neal Claussen, 
chairperson of the search 
committee and acting director of 
the communications department, 
said the four candidates are 
"qualified and can do the job. 
They are very fine candidates." 

TTie need for a new dean arose 
last year when Dean Jim^JBallowe 
decided to return to teaching. Dr. 
Donald Koller^ was aslced by 
Goldberg to become acting dean 
while a search committee 
selected a new dean. 

The search committee 
interviews candidates and 
recommends possibilities to 
the provost, who must agree with 
the choice and make the 
selection. Claussen said, "Last 
year ... we had one finalist drop 
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^Depending on break dates and length of stay. 


out of the selection voluntarily. 
This left us with only one viable 
candidate which was not accepted 
by the provost." 

Claussen said he feels that a 
new dean will be selected during 
this search. "The committee has 
kept the provost alerted 
throughout the process. 
Feedback from him indicates that 
these candidates (the final four) 
are acceptable to him," he said. 

The search process is 
conducted according to the 
affirmative action guidelines set 
up by Bradley. The provost 
selected a conunittee including 
faculty members from the college 
of fine arts and communicatioiir, 
a dean outside of the college, a 
faculty member outside of the 
college and a student 
representative. 

Senior communications major 
Ross Perrotte was appointed to 
represent the students in the 
selection process. Perrotte said 
he feels he has a lot of input into 
the selection of the new dean, 
and occasionally students ask 


him for feedback about a 
candidate. "I ask questions (of 
the candidates) from a student's 
point of view. I look at a 
candidate's personality and his 
reaction to students." 

Students interested in the 
selection process can meet the 
candidates at a specific meeting 
time during a candidate's campus 
visit. Zivanovic visits the 
campus Feb. 18 and will meet 
with students at 4 p.m. in the 
Alumni Dining Room. Dr. Millar 
visits the campus Feb. 28 and 
will meet with students at 4 p.m. 
in the Alumni Dining Room. 
About 30 students met with Dr. 
Pollart during his visit to campus 
this past Monday. 

During a candidate's visit to 
campus, he or she meets with 
representatives from every 
division in the college, with 
various faculty and 
administrative people and with 

students. "(The candidate) will 
meet with all the people that he 
or she wo aid eventually work 
with, " said Koller.

"Leadership in the 102nd 
Congress" will be the focus of a 
lecture given by Congressman 
William Gray (D-Penn). The 
lecture will be from 2-3 p.m. 
Feb. 18 in the Student Center 
Marty Theater. 

Gray is the first black 
congressman to have the 
position of majority whip in the 
U.S. House of Representatives. 


He is being brought to campus 
by Bradley in conjunction with 
the Dirksen Congressional 
Center of Pekin. 

Dr. Robert Fuller, director of 
the honors program, is in charge 
of bringing the lecture to Bradley 
as part of the University's annual 
Dirksen Leadership Series. 

Fuller said Gray will be 
introduced by Bradley graduate 
Congressman Robert Michel (R- 
111), the House minority leader. 
Michel and Gray will both 


Birth control is available to 
college students today in many 
different forms, said Planned 
Parenthood of Peoria health 
educator and counselor Debbie 
Fiala, who spoke in the Marty 
Theater Wednesday. 

Fiala, a Bradley alum with a 
degree in psychology, gave the 
presentation to about 25 students 
as part of Zeta Phi Beta's Finer 
Womanhood Week. 

Norplant, the newest birth 
control method introduced to the 
United States, is a prescribed 
system of six capsules implanted 
in the underarm of a woman. The 
Federal Drug Administration just 
approved this method in 
December 1990 and it should be 
available sometime in February, 
said Fiala. 

Hormones released by the 
tiny capsules inserted in small 
slits in the skin work in much 
the same way the Pill does. Fiala 
said one great advantage that 
boosts its 99 percent 
effectiveness is that the woman 
doesn't need to remember to take 
the Pill daily. 

"It's effectiveness drops to 92 
percent for women over 150 
pounds," said Fiala. Due to 
limited information on the 
subject, she was unsure why there 
is a weight limit. Other 
disadvantages include irregular 
and missed periods and the sight 


of the slits in the arm. 

'They're (F.D.A. officials) 
saying it's the most effective 
temporary method of birth 
control available in the U.S. 
market right now," said Fiala. 

Should a woman decide to 
have children, said Fiala, the 
Norplant capsules can be 
removed from her arm and she 
will be fertile within 24 hours. 

Fiala said conferences will be 
going on nationwide in February 
and March to determine if doctors 
will insert Norplant in their 
offices or in the hospital, what 
the price of Norplant will be and 
which pharmaceutical company 
will manufacture the product. 

Other prescribed methods of 
birth control discussed by Fiala 
include the Pill, diaphragm, 
intrauterine device, voluntary 
infertilization and fertility 
awareness methods. 

Fiala also talked about the 
proper use of over-the-counter 
methods such as condoms, 
spermicides and contraceptive 
sponges. Of the three, the 
condom is most effective in 
preventing pregnancy and 
sexually transmitted diseases. 

"The condom has gained its 
popularity back again because of 
its ability to protect a person 
against sexually transmitted 
diseases and A.I.D.S.," said

answer questions following 
Gray's lecture. Fuller said. 

"The focus of the lecture will 
be on domestic and budgetary 
bills that will come up before the 
present Congress," said Fuller. 
He said he hopes questions from 
the audience will concentrate on 
domestic affairs rather than the 
war in the Gulf because there are 
many forums for that issue. 

"Preference (for asking 
questions) will be given to those 
who come with written questions 


so as to expedite matters more 
quickly," Fuller said. 

Gray has served as chairman 
of the House Budget Committee. 
He has been active in speaking 
on U.S. policy in Africa. Gray 
has sponsored bills on anti¬ 
apartheid and emergency food aid 
to Ethiopia. He actively supports 
minority and women business 
owners. 

The lecture is free to the 
public. 


Fiala. "Aside from abstinence, 
it's really the only method that 
protects men and women against 
sexually transmitted diseases." 

Effectiveness rates ^re judged 
by studying the pregnancy rates 
of 100 couples in a year, said 
Fiala. Not every couple m the 
study will use the method during 
intercourse every time, so the 
study is subject to human error. 
"These rates can be more 
effective if the methods are used 
properly every time during 
intercourse," said Fiala. 

All of the methods discussed, 
except for Norplant, are 
available at Planned Parenthood 
at 705 NE Jefferson, said Fiala. 

Zeta Phi Beta sponsored the 
Planned Parenthood seminar as a 
service to the campus said 
Charlotte Taylor, president of 
the sorority. "I think it (the 
seminar) went well," Taylor said. 
"Attendance increased from last 
year when we only had about 10 
people there." 

Finer Womanhood Week is a 
way to celebrate one of the ideals 
of Zeta Phi Beta’s national 
sorority.

Part-time adult students in the 
Peoria area wanting to obtain 
their bachelor's degree now have 
the cost advantage similar to 
public universities right in the 
city. 

In the past, part-time students 
in the area had to travel to public 
universities or pay private 
university costs if they wanted to 
obtain a bachelor's degree. 

The Bradley-Illinois Central 
College Special Degree 
Completion Program allows 
Peoria area residents to take 
junior and senior level courses at 
Bradley for about the same cost 
as attending a public university, 
said Robert Weintein, associate 
provost and dean of graduate 
school. 

Partially funded by a Higher 
Education Cooperation Grant 
from the Illinois Board of Higher 
Education, the Degree 
Completion Program was 
established for residents whose 
occupations or family 


responsibilities restricted them 
from traveling to public 
universities. 

In 1989, Bradley and ICC 
developed a proposal for IBHE to 
match support for degree- 
completion of regional part-time 
place-bound students. Funding 
for the pilot degree completion 
program for the fall semester of 
1990 was approved in July 1990. 

To qualify for the program, 
“ students must live in the ICC 
district, must have completed at 
least 60 transferable semester 
hours, may not have enrolled 
full-time as an upper division 
student at a four-year college in 
the last year and may not t^e 
more than eight heujs eacli 
semester. 

Based on Bradley tuition for a 
15 hour course load at $283 per 
hour, the State Grant supplies 
$120 (42 percent), Bradley 
contributes $102 (36 percent) 
and the student pays $61 (22 
percent). 

Although the program is 
cheaper than establishing a state 
university in the area, Weinstein 
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Peoria’s Most Complete One-Stop Service Center

said the program has been 
criticized. He said opposition to 
the program is "based upon a 
concern that state resources are 
being used at a private 
university." 

While some public education 
advocates oppose the diversion 
of public funds for private 
education, Theodore Gross, 
president of Roosevejl 
University, as quoted in the 
Chicago Tribune, said, "This 
innovative plan, which provides 
tuition differential grants to 
students enrolled at Bradley, a 
private university, will save 
taxpayers millions of dollars 
that would have been necessary 
to build a state campus in 
Peoria." 

For Carolyn Jahn of Morton, 
the degree completion program 
is allowing her the opportunity 
to finish school after leaving 
college 22 years ago. 

Jahn accumulated 90 credits at 
a college in Pennsylvania before 
she left school in 1969. She said 
Bradley will probably accept 79 
of those credits. 


As a mother of two teenagers 
and a full-time worker at Morton 
Community Bank, Jahn said, "I 
wouldn't be gqing to school 
without the program." 

She started classes at Bradley 
in the fall as an 
advertising/public relations 
major. She is taking one class at 
Bradley and one at ICC this 
semester. 

Tori Marshall, special degree 
completions admissions 
coordinator, said the 138 degree 
completion students may enroll 
in accounting, advertising, 
public relations, manufacturing 
engineering technology, 
elementary education or the 
individualized major program in 
the Liberal Arts and Sciences 
college. , 

Although figuring out what 
times to schedule courses is a 
challenge for the program, the 
pilot "has been successful so 
far," Weinstein said. 

Bradley will find out this 
summer if the program has been 
reapproved for the next year 
Weinstein said.

A Bradley student was arrested 
for charges of battery on Sunday 
for allegedly hitting another 
student on Saturday night. 

According to the police report, 
Dayna Brown, a resident adviser 
in Harper Hall, said she was 
informed by another resident on 
the floor that there were two males 
on the floor causing a disturbance. 

The report said one of the males 
was in the women's restroom and 
would not leave when Brown 
asked him to. Brown said her 
request for identification was 
refused and the male, who was 
later indentified as Terrence D. 
Wright, started to swing at her but 
stopped. 

She said when they did leave, 
she escorted them down the 
stairwell. 

The report said as they reached 
the first floor, Wright allegedly 
swung at Brown and punched her 
in the left temple area, knocking 
her to the ground. She was taken 
to St. Francis Medical Center and 
was discharged that night. 

Dave Baer, director of campus 
police, said this type of situation 
does not happen often on 
Bradley's campus. "Whether or 
not it gets reported is another 
story." 

Ed King, executive director for 
housing, residential life and 
student judicial system, said the 
charges have been referred and a 
hearing will be held by the 
Arbitration Board. "Both parties 
involved will have a chance to be 
heard."

community members about the 
history of black civil rights. 

This program, sponsored by 
the Activities Council of Bradley 
University, brought a famed civil 
rights activist who is also a 
lector, historian and professor to 
Bradley's campus. In the ’60s 
Farmer was known as the founder 
of the Congress of Racial 
Equality. He is the sole surviving 
member of the "Big Four" 
activist leaders of the '60s; the 
other three were Martin Luther 
King Jr.. Roy Wilkins and 
Whitney Young. 

After an introduction by 
Calvin Butler, student body 
president. Farmer began his talk 
by saying racism is both the 
American tragedy and challenge. 
He said he feels the '50s and '60s 
were the "nation's finest hour" 
because it was a time when 
people still cared for one another 
and were willing to help each 
other out. 

Farmer said one example ot 
this was the Freedom Summer of 
* 1964. Volunteers from across the 
United States offered to go to 
Mississippi to teach the poor 
blacks how to vote. It was durmg 
this time that three students, 
Henry Shwemer, James Chaney, 
and Andy Goodman, were 
murdered. This story eventually 
became the subject of the movie

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Cafeterias cook up new plan and entrees

When Nancce Custer came to 
Bradley in September 1989 the 
last thing she thought she'd be 
doing was taking classes. 

"I never thought in my 
wildest dreams I’d be going to 
Bradley," said Custer, 37, a 
psychology major. 

Custer, a Peoria native, is the 
housekeeper for Windom Hall. 
She is also responsible for the 
third floor and the first floor 
men's washroom of St. James 
Hall. She works from 7:30 a.m. 
until 4 p.m. weekdays. 

After one year of 
employment, Custer was able to 
take Bradley classes at a reduced 
rate. Custer said she pays $5 per 
semester hour for tuition and is 
limited to six hours a semester. 
She said she receives a 10 
percent discount on her books, 
new or used. 

All employees can take 
classes not held during working 
hours, said Pat Dempsey, director 
of custodial services. Dempsey 
said she didn't think anyone else 
in custodial services was taking 
classes now. 

Custer said she didn’t know 
about the benefits before she 
sought employment. "If so, I 
would have gone sooner," she 
said. "Even if I wasn't going for a 
degree, I would have taken 
classes. I have to be here 
anyway." 


Custer graduated in 1985 from 
Illinois Central College with an 
associate degree in psychology. 
She has completed two courses at 
Bradley and is now taking two 
more on Monday, Tuesday and 
Thursday evenings. 

Graduation is down the road a 
bit. "I bet I'll graduate in five 
years. It might take longer if 
they don’t change the 
curriculum," said Custer. 

Custer said her biggest gripe 
is "not being able to get into 
different classes." She said there 
aren't a lot of classes offered in 
the evening. "The University 
needs to focus on a more 
selective curriculum in evening 
and Saturday classes. A lot more 
people would go if they would 
expand their curriculum." 

Custer could take classes 
during the day and work second 
shift. But second shift means 
working in administrative 
buildings. "I don’t want to go to 
second shift. I like being with 
the students. The pay's good, but 
if you kids weren't here, I don't 
think I'd like the job as much." 

"You do get close," Custer 
said of the residents. "This is 
your home away from home. I see 
you in your robes and towels. 
You ne^ someone who will be 
supporting and take a couple of 
minutes to give some TLC." 

Custer said she receives her 
support from her custodial 
friends and the residents. "The 
students are supportive. They 


know when I have an exam. They 
recommend teachers." 

"They (the residents) think 
I'm a little on the nutty side," 
said Custer. That isn’t Ae only 
thing they think. 

"Nancee is a very warm, 
friendly person. Coming up the 
stairs, she’s always cheerful, 
wondering how you are. She’s 
genuinely concerned if you have 
a problem. I talk to her every 
day. She’s very caring. You can 
tell she really wants to get to 
know everyone. She wants to be 
a friend to people," said Rochelle 
Arjmand, 24, a social services 
major with a concentration in 
psychology. 

"She’s a very energetic 
person, very happy, very 
friendly. She integrates well with 
the students. She’s the only 
housekeeper I know that puts 
candy in the bathroom (for the 
holidays). She does a really good 
job," said Steve Rothschild, 21, 
a business management major. 

As Custer works on her 
bachelor’s degree, she plans for 
the future. "I want to go on for 
my master's. I think I'll be a 
student forever." Eventually 
Custer wants to work with kids, 
teenagers and the handicapped. 

In the meantime, she’ll 
concentrate on more immediate 
goals. "I wish I could accomplish 
more in a day. I'd like to give 
each student individual 
attention."

Some nights it’s turkey, 
others it's Mexican, but every 
night the students are 
complaining about what they 
have on their plate from the 
cafeteria. 

"You're always going to have 
someone saying the food is bad. 
It’s not bad. It's just not the way 
they are used to it," Robert 
Byczynski, director of food 
services, said in defense of the 
cafeteria system. 

The Bradley student cafeteria 
system includes four cafeterias 
located in Geisert, Williams, 
Harper, and University Halls. 
Each is overseen by a manager 
who reports to Byczynski. 

Byczynski is an employee of 
Canteen Vending Corporation, 
which provides all the food for 
the University. Canteen has 
complete control over the food 
service, Byczynski said. 

Between the four cafeterias, 
approximately 2,000 students 
are fed each day. The cost for 
food is approximately $1 
million a year. 

Students can select a 20 mean 
plan ($800), a 15 meal plan 
($725) or a 10 meal plan ($650). 
A 5 meal plan will be offered 
next semester for $580. Proceeds 


go to the school and then 
Canteen charges Bradley, 
Byczynski said 

Meals cost an average of $7 a 
day for three all-you-can-eat 
meals per student. "I can't feed 
you for $7 a day," he said. 
Therefore, leftover punches on 
meal tickets are not refunded to 
students. The cost is averaged in 
to pay for the meals. 

"I could never do this if 
people ate all their meals. It's 
based on a percentage. If I could 
only get this across to the 
students — you don't pay for 
every meal. You say you miss a 
meal, we know that. It’s based on 
an average and it’s really not 
figured in the cost," he said. 

Byczynski said all meats and 
vegetables in the cafeteria are 
grade A. He does all the ordering 
from local companies who know 
Bradley's food specifications, he 
said. 

"Certain items are very 
popular so we have fresh chicken 
every week. We'll have fresh 

roast beef every week. We have 
fish at least twice a week because 
we're getting more and more 
requests for non-red meat items," 
he said. Frequency depends on 
how popular the item is, he said. 

Waste is controlled in the

Preschoolers may not be 
traditional Bradley teachers but 
students involved with the Child 
Study Center are learning from 
these children while they teach. 

Child Study Center was started 
about 15 years ago by Dr. Claire 
Etaugh. associate dean of Liberal 
Ars, and Doris Wilson, who has 
since retired, said Becky Fay, 
home economics instructor. Fay 
has taught at the Child Study 
Center for five years. 

Fay said the six or seven 
assistant teachers (Psychology 
380 students) are psychology 
majors or double majors. Each 
assistant teacher is assigned to 
watch over two children, whose 
ages range from 1 1/2 to 2 1/2. 
The children arrive at 8:50 a.m. 
and leave at 11:30 a.m. on 
Tuesdays and Thursdays. 

On Mondays, Wednesdays and 
Fridays, the Child Study Center 
is used by the education students 
for the same purpose. The ages of 
those 15 children range from 2 
1/2 to 3 1/2. At this age the 
children are more independent 
and don’t need a teacher assigned 
speciftcally to them. Many are 
children of Bradley professors, 
Bradley staff members or Bradley 
students. A few are from the 
community, Fay said . 

On Tuesdays and Thursdays, 
all children arrive by 9:00 a.m. 
They start the day with free play. 
Next, children participate in a 


large motor exercise such as 
jumping on a trampoline. 
Children also participate in 
special activities, such as 
painting, coloring or learning a 
song. The children end the day 
by working on puzzles or 
playing with Legos. If time 
allows, a story is usually read, a 
psychology student said.

The primary purpose of 
Psychology 380 is to test the 
children’s skills and their 
connotative developments, June 
Ha, a sophomore psychology 
major, said. This helps the 
assistant teachers know what 
areas they heed to work with the 
children in. Conferences with 
parents are also planned to 
discuss the children’s 
development, she said. Ha said 
she wants to become a counselor 
in developmental child 

psychology because of increased 
interaction with the children. 

”I have gotten to know lots of 
people. I've been able to have 
direct contact with the kids and 
to experience things with the 
kids and not necessarily just 
reading a book,” she said.

Chicago returns to roots, 
horns back on'Twenty 1'

The horns have come back 
strong to Chicago. 

After a noticeable 
downplaying of trumpets, 
trombones and saxes on 
"Chicago 17," "18" and "19," 
the band seems to have returned 
to its jazz/rock roots with its 
latest album — "Twenty 1." 

The 12-song offering 
contains some of the standard 
adult contemporary fare younger 
Chicago fans have come to 
expect from the group. The 
already released "Chasin’ the 
Wind," written by "Look Away" 
songwriter Diane Warren, has 
already cracked the Billboard 
magazine pop music charts, but 
is not as polished as other love 
ballads on the L.P. 

Among the stronger songs on 
"Twenty 1," bassist Jason Scheff 
displays his vocal talent and 
timing in "What Does it Take" 
and "If It Were You." Scheff, who 
debuted on "Chicago 18" as a 
replacement for Peter Cetera, is 
just the beginning of a slowly 
developing youth movement 
within the over 20-year-old 
band. 

With "Twenty 1," Chicago 
added guitarist DaWayne Bailey, 
a studio musician, on the group's 
last effort. Unfortunately, the 


band's longtime drummer and co¬ 
founder, Danny Seraphine, 
appears to have left Chicago. 
Studio drummers John Keane and 
Tris Imboden fill in adequately, 
and could be prime candidates for 
Seraphine's job. 




Keyboardist Robert Lamm 
("Saturday in the Park," "25 or 6 
to 4," "Does Anyone Really 
Know What Time It Is?") hits 
new heights on his two vocal 
tracks. Longtime Chicago fans 
should especially enjoy Lamm's 
vocal strength, along with a 
traditional Chicago horn style 
on "One From the Heart." 

But what sets "Twenty 1" 
apart from previous Chicago 
albums is its diversity. The rock 
tracks on this album are as 
skillfully produced as the 
ballads. 

Trombonist James Pankow, 
along with Scheff, contribute 
"God Save the Queen," a song 
which utilizes all the varied 
talent of the seven-member band, 

and focuses on a deteriorating 
environment. The best way to 
describe this track is to suggest 
an image of rocker Billy Squier 
belting out lyrics to a frenetic 


horn section. Hard to imagine, I 
realize. But that's what it sounds 
like. Trust me.

This is 
my career. I very much enjoy my 
job. I love it." 

Collins also said she thinks 
she has the best special on 
campus. "I think the biggest hit 
on campus is our White Castles. 
I'm coming up with something 
big this time," she said.

"We're there for the students, 
and we're always open to 
suggestions," Wyatt said. He 
said complaints abut the food 
should be brought up in hall 
council or to floor staff 
members. 

All cafeteria crews cook their 
own food from scratch according 
to the set menu. Managers may 
serve leftovers or a third item of 
their choice for variety, 
Byezynski said. Inventory 
turnovers are twice a week; 
nothing stays in the cafeterias for 
more than two or three days he 
said. 

Topper said she thinks the 
students are quite comfortable in 
her cafeteria. She cooks for 700 
to 800 students a day and 
employs 20 regular employees. 
Thirty students are employed as 
dishwashers and foodline 
workers. 

She said her cafeteria is the 
busiest one on campus because 
the west side is open twelve 
hours a day and serves only 
hamburgers and cheeseburgers 
during lunch. "We just put in a 
few more extra hours," she said. 
"I think we have students who 
could eat hamburgers three times

Replacing these items will be 
reubens, wild rice, beef stew, 
turkey stir fry, onion rings, 
grilled cheese and 
hamburgers/cheeseburgers in all 
cafeterias. Biscuits and gravy for 
breakfast are still being worked 
on. Four new specials will also 
be introduced: the sub sandwich 
special, breakfast at dinner, 
pasta night and make your own 
omelet (possibly as part of the

cafeteria as much as possible. 
Barb Collins, manager of Harper 
cafeteria, said she only prepares 
as much food as needed. Extra 
food not prepared is stored and 
used at a later date. "The waste is 
by the students," she said. 

Lois Topper, manager of 
Williams cafeteria, said the 
amount of food thrown away by 
students depends on what is 
served each meal. "I thmk their 
eyes are just bigger than their 
stomachs," she said. 

Byezynski said he also goes 
through 300 dozen pieces of 
silverware and 100-150 dozen 
glasses a year as students remove 
or destroy them. 

"We have some students who 
like to make designs out of 
silverware," Topper said. She 
said she thinks students take 
them before they move off 
campus as a cheaper alternative. 

The menus served in the 
cafeterias are reviewed by the 
Association of Residence Halls 
Food Service Committee. Four 
students, headed by Mark Wyatt, 
junior economics major, review 
all the food in the cafeterias, set 


up the frequency of the menus, 
hear requests from fellow 
students and make 
recommendations for changes in 
the school's rnenu. The menus are 
set up four weeks in advance. 

"If enough students are 
interested, we check with Bob 
and ask if we can get a change," 
Wyatt said. "Bob, if he can do 
it,will." 

Besides working on students' 
problems and requests coming 
from direct contact with them or 
through hall council meetings, 
the committee also makes some 
changes based on information 
from yearly food questionnaires 
and an annual taste test. 

All students are invited to the 
taste test, and the committee can 
make recommendations on which 
foods should be introduced based 
on their own taste and other 
student input. 

Changes starting this Sunday, 
at the request of the committee, 
include the end of enchiladas, 
country squire patties, maverick 
beef patties, grilled pizza 
patties, beef nuggets and the 
breaded chicken fried steak. 
Baked halibut was recommended 
for

Mississippi Burning. 

Farmer said the film events 
were fiction and did not tell the 
real story. He then told the 
events that followed June 21, 
1964 from his point of view.* 

Farmer also said, contrary to 
the movie’s view, the FBI refused 
to get involved until a few weeks 
after Farmer first reported the 
crime. He said their involvement 
only came after eyewitnesses 
reported seeing the mob beat 
Chaney to death and drag off all 
three young men. 

Farmer’s next topic was the 
beginning of the activist 
movement. He said although 
many believe its start was the 
Montgomery bus boycott that 
was not the case. Most of the 
black leaders took their ideas of 
passive resistance from Gandhi 
and his independence fight in 


India. 

He said they studied these 
tactics as early as the 1920s. 
CORE started in Chicago in 1942 
with a sit-in at a coffee shop. 
Although there was no major 
publicity at the time, this set the 
stage for the surge of resistance 
in the ’60s, Farmer said. 

Another story Farmer related 
was of the time he was almost 
lynched in Lousiana. At the time 
when King led the march on 
Washington and gave his ”I have 
a dream" speech. Farmer was in 
jail in Plaquemines Parish for 
leading marches. He said upon 
his release, a lynch mob of state 
troopers terrorized the black 
community while searching for 
him. He said he was unable to 
make anyk calls outside of the 
state, so \ he. , was basically 
trapped. 

At one point, troopers threw 


tear gas into the building where 
he was hiding. Farmer said. 
Everyone but Farmer ran out. 
Farmer said the three hours he 
spent in the gas-filled room is 
the reason he is now blind. But, 
he said, "...going out meant to 
die — and that wasn't acceptable 
to me." 

He said he finally escaped to 
New Orleans in the back of a 


hearse. Although he held a press 
conference and told the entire 
story, it was never covered, 
Farmer said. 

The last part of Farmer’s 
speech dealt with today’s racism. 
He said in spite of great strides 
taken to eliminate the actions of 
segregation,, the idea of white 
superiority still exists. He also 
mentioned the "counter-racism" 


some blacks believe in. Farmer 
said he believes there is no 
justification for either. 

Finally, he discussed the 
"what I am" syndrome among 
American non-whites. He said 
people are confused about 
whether they arc different- 
colored people who happen to be 
Americans, or Americans who arc 
just a different color. Farmer 
ended his speech with a poem he 
had written on that subject: 

Mirror, mirror on the wall. 

What am I when I stand tall? 

Child of this land, hued black 
by chance? 

Or a black here put by 
happenstance? 

I know what I am when I stand 
tall - 

Of human kind, with heart so 
bold 

rU never let race define my 
soul.

Student speaks out against war in the Guif 


Trevor Woolf is a junior pre¬ 
professional biology major at 
Bradley. 


I am against this war. We are 
not there to defend freedom or 
democrac}, and "our way of life" 
is not threatened. The Kuwaitis' 
way of life is threatened. 

The Bush administration has 
sent our young men and women 
to stabilize the price of oil.

Swimmers dominate Eureka Invitational

Superiority is relative in the 
sports world. That is, until it can 
be proven. 

The Eureka Invitational was 
the proving ground as Bradley's 
swim team sotmdly defeated six 
other teams, outscoring the 
nearest competitor, IIT, by 98 
points. 


Bradley scored 619 points in 
the meet. The order of finish 
from first to last was Bradley, 
nr, Principia College, Rockford 
College, Knox College, 
Cambellsville College, and 
Eureka College. 

The team placed Erst in 15 of 
the 18 swimming events, 
including all of the freestyle, 
individual medleys, and butterfly 
events. Bradley also won all the 
"elay events. Leading the team to 


victory were seniors Chris 
Brennan and Keith Krueger. 

Brennan won the 500 yard 
freestyle (5 minutes, 3.75 
seconds) and the 1650 yard 
freestyle (17:34.82), and he 
placed second in the 200 yard 
freestyle. Brennan also swam in 
three freestyle relays, all of 
which were won by Bradley. 

Kroeger won the 200 
individual medley (2:08.49) and 
placed second in the 400 


individual medley. He also 
placed second in the 200 
breaststroke and swam on three 
relay teams. 

Kroeger said he plans to drop 
five seconds from his present 
times in the individual medleys 
due to tapering. 

In the Indianapolis meet, 
Kroeger will be swimming his 
last college meet.

At halftime Delta Upsilon 
coach Pat Davis said, "We're 
getting the good shots, but we're 
just aot hitting them." 


DU's fortune didn't change, 
and the second half belonged fo 
Pike. Thanks to the shooting of 
Brad Sullivan and Brian Mattson, 
Pi Kappa Alpha went on a twelve 
to no^ng run to start the second 
half. Eleven minutes went by 
before DU scored a basket in the 
second half. DU finished the 
game shooting under fifteen 
percent from the field. Pike went 
on to post an easy 52-37. 

With the win. Pi Kappa Alpha 
moves to a three and one record, 
while Delta Upsilon falls to three 
and one. Dan Snyder led all 
scorers with 17 points. Brad 
Sullivan also added 12 for Pike.

At least 14 student jobs will 
be created along with the 
potential for many other Bradley 
students to earn money, if 
administrators accept Student 
Senate’s proposal for a campus- 
wide recycling program.

recycling plan at Bradley," 
Anker, a freshman public 
relations major, said.

Fraternities poised to strike up the band

An initial decision to 
prohibit live bands in fraternity 
houses may be overruled on 
Sunday. 

Dr. Alan Gaisky, associate 
provost of studoit affairs, said he 
will announce a decision at the 


Interfratemity Council meeting. 

"I have looked into the matter 
from a variety of perspectives," 
Gaisky said. He said^ he has 
spoken with Greeks, non- 
Greeks, faculty and 
administration. 

He said he thinks there are 
many benefits to bringing live 
bands to campus, though he said 


there were still other factors that 
needed to be reviewed. 

"In the short run, this will 
help bring a social life back to 
campus," Gaisky said. "I think 
students are entitled to have a 
social life on campus." 

The proposal to bring back 
bands on a trial basis was 
originated by Michael Sperling, 


president of Alpha Epsilon Pi, 
and was approved by every 
fraternity president. It was 
presented to Ed King, executive 
director of housing, residential 
life and the student judicial 
system, who said he was initially 
against the idea because of

proposal passed by Senate on 
Feb. 11, students will form units 
voluntarily to collect aluminum 
cans, and a recycling company 
will be chosen to participate in 
the program with Bradley. 
Collection of glass and paper 
may be added to the program 
later. Anker said. 

"Any group of students may 
form a unit — residence hall, 
individual floors, clubs, 
organizations, etc.," Anker said. 
Cans will be collected from each 
unit every other week. 

"The cans will then be 
brought to a central location, 
where a local recycling company 
will pick them up, weigh them as 
a whole and haul them away," 
according to Senate's proposal. 

The money collected by each 
unit, deposited in their own 
account at Swords Hall, can be 
used as it wants. Anker said. 

The facilities and custodial 
departments would supervise the 
program.

Sig Ep decision upheid by arbitration board

The student arbitration board 
upheld the Interfraternity 
Council's ruling on the charges 
brought against Sigma Phi 
Epsilon fraternity last fall, but 
Sig Ep plans to appeal the 
decision. 

Sig Ep was charged with 
breaking silence (talking with 
rushees), hosting parties and 
inviting and serving rushees 
alcohol. The charges were 
brought by Delta Upsilon, Sigma 
Chi and Sigma Nu fraternities 

The board decided Sunday Sig 
Ep would not be able to rush in 
this spring, pay a $500 fine, be 
restricted to 10 formal bids and 
no informal bids for fall rush, do 
three hours of community service 
per man, receive no award for 


excellence this year and lose all 
of its sports points for tlie sports 
trophy. 

Sig Ep also will be on sports 
probation for spring and fall of 
'91 and have two years of rush 
probation. If Sig Ep serves 
alcohol to rushees in the fall 
again, its formal rush privileges 
will be revoked for the following 
year. 

Ken Giordano, president of Sig 
Ep, said the fraternity plaimed to 
appeal the board's decision with 
Dr. Alan Gaisky, associate 
provi)st for student affairs. 
Giordano said he had no 
comment until the hearing with 
Gaisky is over. No date has been 
set for the hearing as of yet. 

Gaisky docs have the power to 
reverse the Arbitration Board 
decision. He said, "Matters that 
deal with student affairs through 


any process end in my office." 
However, Gaisky said he had not 
been contacted by anyone about 
the Sig Ep case. 

R.C. San Jose, IFC president, 
said he was glad the board 
favored IFC with its decision. 

"I hope it gives a* good 
example of how IFC will be run," 
he said. "It shows that IFC is not 
a joke, and will deal seriously 
with serious problems." 

Craig Niebur, vice-president of 
Delta Upsilon fraternity, said Sig 
Ep deserved the punishment it 
got. 'They knew what the rules 
were, and they broke them," he 
said. 

Doug Sanford, who was 
president of Sigma Chi last 
semester, said he thought the 
board's decision was very fair 
because everything IFC, Sigma 
Chi, DU and Sigma Nu asked for

was approved. 

"They (Sig Ep) blatantly 
violated the obligations of 
rush," he said. 

Sanford said the decision will 


not have much of an effect on the 
Greek system itself, but will 
make rush a lot cleaner. 

"Other frats have made 
mistakes, but not the way they 
(Sig Ep) did. It was a pre¬ 
meditated thing,” he said. 

Andy Razeghi, chairman ot the 
Arbitration Board, said SLig Ep 
requested before the hearing that 
its results not be released. 
Razeghi refused to comment on 
the decision. The other board 
members. Dr. Sandra Henry, 
Scott Stone and Eric Fader, were 
unavailable for comment. 

Ray Zarvell, executive director 
of educational development and 
head of the Arbitration Board, 
refused to go on record about the 
decision.

I realize we do have a problem, but it is a lot worse at other campuses 
across the country. 

After reading The New Republic’s Feb. 18 special issue on Race on 
Campus.”

WilHam Gray (D-Penn.), the 
first black Congressmen to serve 
as majority whip in the U.S. 
House of Representatives, spoke 
Monday about the need for 
ieadership in the 102nd 


Congress. 

Gray said Republican and 
Democratic leaders must work 
together to solve the nation's 
problems, both foreign and 
domestic. 

Education and the economy 
arc problems that need to be 
addressed, said Gray. "Now we 
sell Japan rice, wheat, fruit and 


timber. They sell us VCRs, 

T. V.s. cars and CD players.” he 
said. 

Gray stressed the need for the 

U. S. to improve the quality of 
education so the work force will 
be technologically stronger. He 
said the number of high school 
drop-outs is too high and the 
number of college graduates is

too low. 

’’The money to pay for [the 
budget deficit] won’t come just 
out of my pockets or Bob’s 
(Michel) pockets. It will come 
out of the pockets of our 
children, out of your pockets,” 
he said. 

He said approximately 40 
percent of every tax dollar is used 
to pay the interest on the 
national debt. 

”We will not do better if we 
keep having enormous deficits,” 
Gray said. 

Gray was introduced by 
Congressman Robert Michel (R- 
111.), a former Bradley graduate. 
Michel said of his colleague. ”I 
don’t know of any more rapid rise 
in the ranks than has been 
exhibited by Bill Gray.” 

Michel, quoting the Almanac 
of American Politics, said. ”He 
(Gray) has the potential to be a 
national leader and not just in the 
House. It has occurred to more 
than one national strategist that 
it might be advantageous to have 
Gray on a national ticket.” 

Gray compared his No. 3 
position in the House to the 
original Star Trek television 
series. ”There was Captain Kirk, 
call him Speaker Foley, there 
was Mr. Spock, call him Dick 
Gephart (House majority leader). 
Do you remember a guy in 
engineering named Scotty? 
That's me,” said Gray. The 
majority whip "keeps the 
members in line” and finds out 
how they will vote on pending 
legislation, he said. 

Both Congressmen answered 
questions following Gray's 
remarks. Questions ranging from

the budget to the Persian Gulf 
War, to candidates for the 1992 
presidential election were mainly 
directed toward Gray, but Michel 
added his point-of-view as well 
as the view of the Republican 
party. 

Gray was brought to Bradley 
in a joint effort by the 
University and the Dirksen 
Congressional Center of P6kin. 
Dr. John Komacki, executive 
director of the Dirksen Center, 
said the Dirksen Leadership 
Lecture Series was designed to 
help students understand the U.S. 
Congress and its leaders. 

Komacki said the series, 
which used to be called the 
American Government 
Leadership Series, was renamed 
this year in honor of the late 
Everett McKinley Dirksen (R- 
111 .) 

Dirksen served in both houses 
of Congress. Komacki said 
Dirksen's involvement and 
interest in government caused 
the name of the lecture series to 
be changed.

Full Speed Ahead. 
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Student committee protests for peace in Gulf

Members of the Committee 
for a Non-Violent Resolution to 
the Crisis in the Gulf gathered at 
11:45 a.m. Friday near Bradley 
Hall to express their feelings on 
the war. 

Oddly enough/ while the 
committee rallied on Friday, 
Saddam Hussein led the world to 
believe for a moment he would 
comply with the United Nations' 
Resolution 660. 

Despite a frigid windchill 
factor and little attention from 
passersby, committee members 
stood outside for one-half hour 
and held sigs that read, "Bush, 
take your naked aggresssion 
home to Barbara," "Bush is Pro- 
Life?," "Nobody wins a war, 
especially dead Ixjdies.” 

Susan Tankersly, president of 
the committee and a freshman 
English major, said she doesn’t 
know any close relatives or 
friends fighting in the Gulf. She 
said her motivation for 
demonstrating in sub-zero 
temperatures Friday comes from 
her doubt in the American 
involvement. "I don’t think 
Hussein should be in Kuwait, but 


I question our motives," 
Tankersly said. 

"I just don’t want to see the 
U.S. turn into the world’s rent-a- 
cop," said committee member 
Craig Kijanowski, a freshman 
theatre major. 

Sociology professor Dr. Zeev 
Gorin said he serves as a faculty 
advisor to the committee. "As a 
professor, I think what they’re 
doing is a search for truth. I fully 
support them," Gorin said. 

Gorin said he identifies with 
the committee. He said he went 
through a similar experience as a 
radical in New York City at 
Columbia University in 1968 
during the height of the Vietnam 
conflict. 

Ten people, some past 
Progressive Student Alliance 
members, organized the 
committee last November, said 
committee member Rick 
Hammel, sophomore religious 
studies major. Tankersly said 
aroimd 15 to 20 people actively 
support the committee.

Mark Struss, director of 
facilities management, is 
mailing a, letter of bid to three or 
four recycling companies, 
although Senate has not received 
final approval from Anna. 

"I think it (the

I. Erlichman Co., Inc., a 
Peoria recycling company, has 
not received a letter of bid but is 
"interested in supporting a 
recycling program with 
Bradley," Joel Erlichman, 
president of I. Erlichman said. 

I. Erlichman pays $.40 per 
pound of cans. Erlichman said 
27 to 29 cans usually constitute a 
pound. 

Don Kincade, general 
manager of IBS Inc., another 
Peoria recycling company, has 
not received a letter of bid either 
but said he "would like to sit 


down and go through the 
proposal with Bradley." IBS 
also pays $.40 per pound of 
cans. 


Senate is requesting ' a 
constant, tiered payment rate for 
the cans and payment by check 
within five business days 
following the collection. It also 
requests the company come to 
pick up the cans and that they are 
weighed at a central Bradley 
location. 


I. Erlichman and IBS said they 
would probably accept Senate’s 
conditions but they would also 
weigh the cans at their 
companies. 


Pat Dempsey, director of 
custodial service, said, "I think 
it’s (the program) very timely . . 
. an excellent idea." 

Thirteen of the 14 student 


workers would work every other 
Saturday for four hours at 
minimum wage collecting cans 
from campus units. The student 
coordinator would work every 

other Saturday for five hours at 
$.25 over minimum wage. Anker 
will serve as student coordinator 
this semester. 

Students interested in 
working as student workers 
should contact Anker at the 
Student Senate office. The first 
collection date would be April 6.

Job hunting provides chaiienge for seekers

This is part one of a three-part 
series about the job market. 

For some of the 1,454 seniors 
at Bradley, the prospect of job¬ 
hunting during the past few 
months has become a full-time 
job in itself. 

With a tight job market because 
of the recession and the Persian 
Gulf War, the search requires more 
time, flexibility and in some 
cases, more imagination, 
according to placement directors. 

Susan Woodhouse, assistant 
director of career resources for the 
Center for Career Development, 
said she has no idea of how long 
the recession will last. 'The 
students that will be successful are 
the ones who will be the risk- 
takers." 

Recent surveys conducted by 
Michigan State and Northwestern 
Universities show a very 
depressing outlook for college 
graduates. A decline in hiring 
represents the highest since 
Michigan began the survey 20 
years ago. This survey is based on 
549 employers, which include 
small and large businesses, 
government agencies and 
schools. 

Jane Linnenburger, executive 
director for the CCD, said, "It's a 
tight job market. According to 
recruiting trends, they project a 
9.8 decrease in opportunities. — 
Getting a job now will take more 
work and a longer period." 

The Center was notified as early 
as November about recruiting 
cancellations. "So we had an idea. 
that it was going to be tight. 
There is a 30 percent decrease of 
companies on campus this year," 
Linnenburger said. 

She said what contributed to 


this was the state of the economy, 
fear of recession and war — the 
latter two which have now become 
reality. Linnenburger said this 
stiff market is felt more here 
because of Bradley's size versus 
larger public schools. 

She said they have contacted all 
the companies that did not come 
back to campus this year to Bnd 
out why. "It was nothing with 
dissatisfaction. Many of them just 
can't come, but they will come 
back when they can." 

One of the companies that is 
not recruiting this semester at 
Bradley is Inland Steel Industries 
Inc. in Chicago. The steel 
manufacturing company is under a 
hiring freeze. " ^ •* . ^. 

Craig Lamm, human xesources 
analyst, said the recession is 
terrible. "With it starting three to 
four months ago, it looks like we 


will still be in it in three to four 
months from now. The industrial 
market is falling." 

He said Inland may begin hiring 
again in December. 

Proctor and Gamble Co. based 
in Cincinnati does not look as 
bad. According to Terry Loftus of 
the public relations department, 
the company had successful fall 
recruiting results and expects 
equal results this spring. 

"In terms of Proctor and 
Gamble, the job market is about 
the same. While we are not 
recession-proof, we are not a 
company that is effected as 
badly." 

Producers of products such as 
soaps, detergents, cleaners and 
disposable diapers, Loftus said 
people continue to use these items 
during recessions, as opposed to 
big purchases like automobiles 


and other expensive purchases. 

"In terms of hiring, we will be 
hiring about 1,000 for the U.S. 
branches." He said this is a slight 
decrease from last year. 

When asked how placement will 
be this year, Woodhouse said she 
thinks it will be down as 
compared to years in the past. 

Bradley's graduate placement 
rate has averaged 94 percent over 
the past 5 years. For 1987-88, the 
rate was at 95 percent for both 
graduates and undergraduates. In 

1988- 89, it dropped to 94 percent 
and then again to 93 percent in 

1989- 90. These placement rates 
are based on information gathered 
from graduates, faculty, alumni 
records and employers. 

On the positive side, 
Linnenburger said this decline 
looks worse than it really is 
because there has been an increase

in the number of companies 
recruiting at Bradley in the past 
the five years. 

The College of 
Communications and Fine Arts 
had the biggest drop of 7 
percentage points from 94 percent 
in 1988-89 to 87 percent in 1989- 
90. The College of Business 
Administration was at 93 percent 
placement for 1989-90 compared 
, to 90 percent for the year before. 

Woodhouse said the key for 
graduating students is flexibility. 
"They need to be open to other 
options, such as taking a less 
professional job at first so they 
can get their foot in the door." 
She also said job seekers need to 
be open in geographic region. 

"I think the students are finally 
starting to be more flexible in 
their searches, but I know of 
students who have turned down 
second interviews and jobs 
because of location or salary — it's 
something they can't afford to 
do." 

Many people need to consider 
smaller businesses with 
employees of 100 or less. 
Linnenburger said, "Studies show 
that these businesses will 
generate over half of the new jobs 
in the next decade." 

Woodhouse said many of the 
December and May graduates are 
unrealistic in their job searches. 
"Maybe the future graduates will 
learn from their mistakes." 

Nevertheless, she said the 
Center has been "very pro-active 
and aggressive" during this time 
for placing students. For the 
companies that are not coming to 
campus, the Center is mailing 
resumes out to them. 

Next week the Scout will 
explore what options are 
available to Job-seekers 
and what majors are in 
demand.

Speaker attacks U.S. racism

Topics including the African- 
American perspective on the Gulf 
and the historical damages done 
to Africans hy Americans were 
discussed Tuesday evening in 
Neumiller Lecture Hall by Ron 
Daniels, theoretician of 
independent black politics. 

Daniels said transatlantic 
slave trade was the beginning of 
racism. This slave trade was "the 
greatest holocaust of all time," 
he said. Millions of slaves were 
brought to the New World for the 
economic purpose of cheap 
labor. 

"Blacks at this time were 
considered to be at the bottom of 
th^ races,” said Daniels. The 
white man used the rationale that 
he was doing the blacks a favor 
by giving them another chance. 

De-Africanization was 
another major topic of the 
evening. Daniels said slaves, 
when coming to the U.S., were 
de-Africanized. This process 
involves the Africans coming 
from diverse lifestyles, where 
they may have little or nothing 
in common, other than color, to 
a limited hostile society, he said. 

Daniels said racism is an 
absence of knowledge. It is an 
internal struggle not just to teach 
whites about blacks, but also to 
teach blacks about blacks. 

The image of "white is right" 
and "black is bad” has been 
portrayed throughout history, 
Daniels said.. An example of this 
could be seen in the movie The 


Empire Strikes Back, Darth Vader 
is Messed in all black, while the 
good guys are in lighter colors. 

Another example used by 
Daniels is the difference between 
Angel Food cake (white) and 
Devil's Food cake (black). This 
and the previous example show 
the color white has been 
portrayed as superior to other 
colors. 

The Gulf Crisis is very 
disturbing, said Daniels. He said 
he wonders how the U.S. can 
spend billions of dollars over in 
Kuwait while there are still so 
many problems in our own land. 
These problems range from lack 
of housing to many drug related 
crimes and other forms of 
violence. 

Daniels said the many 
problems in the Reconstruction 
and Post Reconstruction period 
after the Civil War stemmed from 
the emancipation of the slaves, 
and, later, the Jim Crow laws. 
These problems included 
segregation of public 
transportation, public schools 
and restaurants. Wage differences 
between blacks and whites also 
presented a problem. Blacks were 
paid less than whites for doing 
the same job. 

Daniels said the rise of 
affirmative action was a step in 
the right direction for blacks and 
other minorities. However, 
during the Reagan 
administration, affirmative 
action was slowed down in order 
to increase other areas of the 
budget such as defense. 

"America cannot become the

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society that it must because of 
racism," said Daniels. "One way 
to solve the problem is the 
development of a curriculum of 
improvement that would force 
people to learn about multi¬ 
lingual and cultural societies." 

Daniels said America as a 
society must become more 
politically knowledgeable. He 
said, "We are always subject to 
be lied to and we are always 
subject to be victimized." 

Daniels is president of the 
Institute for Community 
Organization and Development 
in Youngstown, Ohio. He served 
as the president of the National 
Black Political Assembly from 
1974 to 1980. Daniels was the 
executive director of Jesse 
Jackson's National Rainbow 
Coalition in 1987 and in 1988. 
He served as southern regional 
coordinator and a deputy 
campaign manager for Jesse 
Jackson's presidential campaign. 

Daniels said he is also 
entertaining the idea for running 
in the 1992 presidential 
elections under a new 
independent party. He said. "An 
independent black presidential 
campaign in 1992 must be seen 
as part of the process of 
organizing and 

institutionalizing an 
independent progressive third 
force or new political party to 
perpetually and permanently 
advance the struggle for a new 
society." 

He addressed about 125 
people.

Exhibit from Keys, 
Everglades in library

Lazy alligators, tangled 
mangrove trees, Jimmy Buffet 
and seven Bradley students 
participated in a photo safari in 
Florida’s Everglades National 
Park and the Florida Keys last 
January. The exhibit "In the 
Jungle" is currently on display in 
the Cullom-Davis Library 
Gallery.

Irishman Seamus Reilly has 
found his pot of gold at the end of 
the rainbow and it happens to be 
here in Peoria. 

Reilly, who came to the U.S. in 
July to get married, is teaching 
part-time at Bradley and Illinois 
Central College, in addition to 
lecturing throughout Peoria. 

"I never plan ahead. I take 
things by chance. Things happen 
in the future that ^you really can 
not plan for,” Reilly, who said he 
did not think he would end up 
living in Peoria, said. 

’’When you are moving from 
one country to another, you're 
living in suitcases,” Reilly said. 
He said his wife's family is from 
Peoria so it was a very easy move 
for him, once he got past his 
cultural shock. The size of the 
country was the most difficult 
thing for Reilly to accept. 

"The immensity of the coimtry 
is kind of hard to deal with.” 
Reilly, said. "Illinois is three 
times the size of Ireland.” 

Originally from a small town in 
County Louth, Ireland, Reilly said 
"America is vast. It is 
humongous. For a person from a 
tiny little town in Ireland it is 
difficult to come to terms with , 


this place.” 

Reilly had been living in Spain 
prior to moving to Peoria. 

"I always wanted to go to 
Europe, but I never thought I 
would end up in Spain,” Reilly 
said. 

He said he had a variety of jobs 
while living in Spain, including 
teaching English to the head of 
the country's Royal Mint 
department. He also taught 
English at high schools and at 
several companies. 

While he worked his way through 
school, Reilly said he also held a 
variety of odd jobs, one of which 
was undressing dead bodies in a 
hospital. 

"It was a pretty gruesome job, 
but it gets you in touch with 
reality,” Reilly said. 

Even though he has not lived in 
Ireland for more than two years 
now, Reilly said his Irish heritage 
is always close to him. It cannot 
go far with a name like Seamus. 

Seamus is common Irish/Gaelic 
name, that translates to James in 
English. He said people call him 

both, but he usually prefers 
Seamus. 

"It [the name Seamus] is a 
family thing,” Reilly said. "It's 
my dad's name and my 
grandfather's name.” 

He also does a lot of writing, 
which he says reflects the Irish 


ight Futures' for children and students 


Part of a $68 million effort by 
the Illinois State Board of 
Education, a $350,000 grant 
funds programs to work with 
children before they get to 
kindergarten, reducing such 
problems as failure, truancy and 
dropping out, said Hunt. The 
grant is administered by the 
Peoria Heights School District. 

This program is a 
collaboration between area 
schools and Bradley. One of 
Bright Futures' biggest 
responsibilities is overseeing a 


developmental pre-school 
program for 148 children in the 
Brimfield, Chillicothe, Dunlap, 
Elmwood, mini Bluffs. 
Norwood, Pleasant Hill, Pleasant 
Valley, and Peoria Heights 
school districts. 

Each of these districts offers a 
pre-school class for 3-5 year olds 
who qualify for the program 
based on family history and 
diagnostic tests. The children 
must be one to six months 
delayed in development. 
Children who are delayed more 


than six months are referred to 
more specialized help. 

Hunt stressed the children are 
in the program to become ready 
for a successful school 
experience. Bright Future 
educators help children who 
might have problems in school 
by preventing them in the first 
place. 

The center helps the school 
districts hire and train teachers 
and aides for the program. They

tradition, as does his teaching. 

"I've always been interested in 
writing; creative and otherwise,” 
Reilly said. "It is something you 
could possibly do as a career in 
America. You would only do it if 
you were a failure in Ireland.” 

"Every Irish person you meet is 
a writer, but i^is something you 
don't want to admit to doing,” he 
added. 

He said he has always enjoyed 
writing, but never thought he 
would end up teaching. 

"I like teaching,” Reilly said. 
"As a kid I said I would never teach 
because various members of my 
family are teachers.” 

Reilly, who is teacliing English 
literature courses at Bradley, said 
he wants his students to get a 
"spark” out from his class. He 
wants them to remember and feel 
what they are studying. 

"I think good teaching is about 
being encouraging and getting 
people enthusiastic about the 
subject,” Reilly said. 'Tm there to 
lead people out into the particular 
field of beautiful flowers. They 
can pick their own once they get 
there.” 

Reilly, who emphasized his 
love for teaching, said he would 
like his students to develop an

interest in the material rather then 
learn it just to pass the course. 

"I am not going to teach 
everything about a subject,” 
Reilly said. "I would like them to 
get the same feeling of interest 
that I have and look into after I 
have introduced them to it.” 

His Irish tradition is also 
revealed in his writing. He said 
there is a dislocation between man 
and society.

that is given at the Center. 

Last week, I went to the Health 
Center to inquire about what I should 
do about being checked for the 
meningitis bacteria since I had been 
down to U of I over the weekend. I 
told the head nurse, Betty 
Hasselbacher, exactly why I thought 
I might have been exposed, and they 
were reasons such as meeting a girl 
who had just been taken to the 
hospital because she suffered from 
the symptoms for meningitis, being 
violently ill the previous two days 
since I returned, and visiting my 
sister who rode the same bus as the 
boy who had died. I might mention 
that the only connection between the 
original boy who died and the other 
person who died was that they rode 
the same bus. After explaining my 
reasons for concern about getting the 
disease. Nurse Hasselbacher simply 
told me that until I knew for certain if 
I had been in contact with the 
bacteria, the Health Center would 


neither treat me nor help me in any 
way. Since there was no way for me 
to know for certain if I had been in 
contact, I had to leave feeling 
confused and a little scared. 

The following day, I read in the 
Peoria Journal Star a completely 
different version of what the Health 
Center is doing about the situation. 
Betty Hasselbacher was quoted as 
saying, ”We arc putting the word out 
for anyone who was down there over 
the weekend to come in." Now this is 
certainly not the kind of 
encouragement I received from her. In 
fact, she gave me the distinct 
impression I was wasting her time 
with my concerns. 

So, what is it? Arc they encouraging 
people to come in, or would they 
consider inquiries about the situation 
a nuisance? 

This is not the only time I have had 
trouble getting help from the Center, 
either. Last semester I was sick with 
an infection, and fought a fever for 
an entire week. When I went to the 


Health Center, they would only give 
me Sudafed and Actifed, and they 
wouldn't refer me to the doctor to see 
if I was really sick or if I just had a 
cold. I finally had to pay for a private 
physician in order to get the 
medicine that I needed, and by that 
time, the infection was so bad that I 
had to take the antibiotic twice in 
order to get rid of the infection. 

It seems to me that since we students 
pay a fee for that Health Center, we 
shouldn't have to pay more to see a 
private doctor when there is supposed 
to be one available to us at the Health 
Center. The Center is not there to 
simply distribute Sudafed and Actifed 
to the student body. It should be there 
to help us when we need it. I needed 
some medical information and advice 
when I went to the Health Center. I 
did not have a cold; I may have had a 
deadly disease, and I would expect 
something like that to be taken 
seriously by the medical persotmel of 
this University.

A new five meal plan will be 
introduced next semester in an 
attempt to give students more 
flexibility in choosing their 
menus. 

The new plan is projected to 
cost $580 a semester and will 
exist alongside the existing 10 
($670), 15 ($760) and 20 ($850) 
meal plans. None of the prices 
are definite yet, though the 
projected costs are higher than 
last year’s. 

Robert Byczynski, director of 
food services, said the new plan 
had been introduced to cater to 


students who ate less than ten 
meals a week already and did not 
want to pay for every meal as 
they ate.

Everyone gets homesick at 
one time or another. Fortunately 
for Bradley's Jewish students, 
Hillel can provide a Jewish home 
away from home. 

Hillel, 1410 W. Fredonia, was 
named after the rabbi 
philosopher Hillel. The first 
Hillel group was foimded at the 
University of Illinois. Since 
then, there have been 450 Hillel 
groups started throughout the 
world. 

* Hillel president Rich 
Maxwell, sophomore 
composition and percussion 
music major, said he sees the 
function of Hillel as a place for 
Jewish college students to go to 
discuss topics such as racism or 
the crisis in the Persian Gulf. 

"We provide the religious 
services members need, as well 
as addressing things about 
campus life we feel are 
important," he said. Hillel is 
now preparing for Passover and 
planning discussions. 

Maxwell said the group has 
around 100 members. He said it 
is hard for him to give an exact 
number because members come 
and go. Membership dues are 
$30, which covers the entire 
year. 

Edye Roffman, junior AEP 
major, has been a member of 
Hillel since her freshman year. 
She said, "Hillel allows me to 
share my experiences with other 
people of a similar background 
.nd heritage, so that I don't lose 
my touch with my faith." 

Jana Baskin, junior early 
childhood education major, said,

while being at school." 

Maxwell said, "Hillel has 
.been on the campus of Bradley 
for at least 20 years, but it did 
not become active until Dr. 
(Alan) Gaisky arrived." 

Gaisky, associate provost for 
student affairs, has been the 
Hillel advisor for* 17 years. He 
said he tries to make sure Hillel 
is active, well-publicized and 
meets the demands of Jewish 
students. He said the student 
leaders have become really 
involved in Hillel in recent years 
due to his increasing campus 
involvement. 

"Hillel helps students 
because it is their Jewish home 
away from home," Gaisky said. 

He said there are three types 
of Hillel students; the kind that 
are really involved, the kind that 
show up for the holidays and the 
kind that realize it is there. 

Gaisky said the toughest 
thing Hillel has to face is "trying 
to be responsive to the changing 
needs of Bradley's Jewish student 
population." 

Gaisky said he estimates the 
Jewish population of Bradley at 
12 percent to 15 percent. He also 
said, "Jewish parents of 
prospective students are 
comforted by the fact that there 
is a Hillel; many parents even 
ask if we have one."

problems that had occurred in the 
past. 

”I recognize this is part of a 
learning experience,” King said. 
He later said "It is not fair for me 
to say, because of what happened 
in the past that we are not going 
to do this." 

He said noise and crowd 
control were his initial concerns. 

"A band is a curiosity that 
people want to hear and see," 
King said. "I am worried about 
people creating problems if they 
are not let in the party." 

King said the University has 
unsuccessfully tried to bring 
bands to campus on several 
occasions, but he said the final 
decision is not his, but Gaisky's. 

Gaisky said he still needs to 
speak with the neighborhood 
associations about the effect 
bringing bands to campus will 
have on the neighborhood. 

"I have a very good feeling 
that this is going to pass on a 
trial basis," R.C. San Jose, IFC 
president, said.

San Jose said the 
administration questioned IFC's 
need to have bands in fraternity 
houses, rather then in a central 
location, such as the Field House 
or the Student Center. He said the 
atmosphere in a fraternity house 
is better for parties. 

He also said he thought if 
people are more aware that it is 
sponsored by a fraternity and not 
the University, it would improve 
attendance. 

In a survey of Bradley's top 
10 competitors and top 10 
private competitors, Bradley is 
the only University with a Greek 
system that does not allow live 
bands. 

Gaisky said he has also talked 
with city officials regarding 
Peoria's noise policy. The pol|cy 
states that between-the hours of 
10 p.m. and 6 a.m. music should 
not be audible at a distance of 50 
feet from the building or 
structure. 

Gaisky said if bands are 
approved he will set very strict 
guidelines to eliminate as many 
problems as possible, but he 
thinks Bradley students are 
mature and responsible enough 
to follow the set guidelines. 

"Dr. Gaisky is working with 
suggestions of restrictions for 
the way IFC will handle bands," 
San Jose said. "If and when this 
is passed IFC will be very strict 
with the policies." 

Since Bradley changed to a 
"bring your own beer" policy at 
parties Gaisky and San Jose said 
there has been a decrease in 
campus nightlife and an increase 
in students traveling to off- 
campus parties and the bars.

"Having bands on campus 
will increase the interest to stay 
on campus for entertainment," 
San Jose said. "We are not using 
live bands as an attraction for 
people to come and drink. I'm 
hoping that this might cut down 
on the alcohol." 

San Jose said bands would be 
regulated by IFC's risk reduction 
monitors in the same manner as 
alcohol. 


"I believe, given the talks 
I've had with IFC, that this will 
work," Gaisky said. "What 
happened in the past is 
irrelevant I will make a decision 
based on today." 

Gaisky said if live bands are 
permitted, and they are not 
successful and beneficial for the 
campus they will be eliminated 
instantaneously. 

If approved, bands will be 
permitt^ immediately.

Many other great players 
didn't get the opportunity to play 
at the Field House because their 
teams wouldn't visit because of 
the great home court advantage 
for Bradley.

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Swimmers prepare for meet

Absolute dedication to one's 
sport can make an athlete do 
strange things. Such is the case 
with Bradley's swim team during 
these last 14 days. 

The team is preparing for the 
last and most important meet of 
the season, the Heartland Classic 
Invitational in Indianapolis this 
weekend. This preparation 
ranges from diet alterations to 
shaving their entire bodies. 

Senior Tim Delaney, in 
explaining the degree of 
dedication it takes to be 
successful in swimming, said. 
"We will do whatever it takes to 
achieve our absolute best." 
Delaney also said, "It is a huge 
investment to put in four hours 
per day [of practice time] into 
something for six months. We 
want to get to Saturday night and 
be able to say 1 did my best. I 
left nothing behind.'" Such 
dedication is what makes these 
athletes follow strict diets and 
shave their bodies. 

Last week, the team could not 


eat foods rich in carbohydrates 
(like bread, pasta, and potatoes). 
This results in the body using up 
stored carbohydrates, which 
causes the body to rid itself of 
stored fat while maintaining 
muscle tone. This aspect of the 
diet ended Simday. 

The second part of the diet 
allows a tremendous intake of 
carbohydrates. This causes their 
energy levels to rise 
dramatically. Added to this is an 
energy drink called Exceed, 
which the swimmers drink a quart 
of per day. Exceed contains 940 
calories per quart, and its 
carbohydrate content is 
equivalent to 11 baked potatoes 
or 14 slices of bread. 

The most bizzarre aspect of 
training is shaving. Most other 
college teams have similar 
rituals for preparing for big 
meets. 

Delaney said. "Everyone 
through the season has been 
directed toward this meet. Every 
swimmer has time standards they 
are shooting for, and they will do 
whatever they have to do to 
attain this god." 

In all reality, shaving the 


body only cuts off twc-tcnths of 
a second p(?r hundred, ynrds of 
swunmingr Buf the larger effect 
is purely psychological. 
Freshman Adam Spector 
explains, "If you think you can 
swim your best time by shaving, 
then you probably will. It's, 
psychological." 

This will be the last meet for 
eight seniors: Jay Hines, Andy 
Dean, Tim Delaney, Scott 
Nieman, Chris Brennan. Paul 
Duchild, Keith Kroeger and Jeff 
James. Coach Vern Eroh, 
commenting on his senior class, 
said, "Three years ago when I 
took over, they lacked 
conHdence in their abilities. 
Now they have the confidence, 
and they are better swimmers. 
Many have achieved lifetime 
best times this year." 

Eroh also said the seniors are 
'’mature individuals with whom I 
have developed friendships and 
will keep in touch after the 
season is over. They are quality 
individuals because they 
continue to work hard even after 
tlie scholarships were taken away 
from them."

Other achievements in

Wancket has compiled 745

BU confronts Gulf war's end

Although military officials 
are saying the Gulf War is over, 
there are still many reservations 
about the aftermath of the war on 
Bradley’s campus. 

Wednesday night. President 
Bush announced a cease-fire 
beginning at midnight that 
night. He said Iraq must meet the 
following conditions before a 
formal cease-fire begins: 

1. Iraq must release all 
prisoners of war, third country 
nationals and remains of those 
who died during the war. 

2. Iraq must release all 
Kuwaiti detainees 

3. Iraq must inform Kuwaiti 
officials of the location of all 
land and sea mines. 


4. Iraq must fully comply 
with all 12 relevant United 
Nations resolutions. 

At the end of his address. 
Bush said Secretary of State 
James Baker was already on his 
way to talk with other coalition 
countries to decide what will 
happen now that peace in the 
Gulf was a reality. 

He added,"TTiis war is now 
behind us. Ahead of us is the 
difficult task of securing a 
potentially historic peace." 

Gen. H. Norman Shwarzkopf, 
commander of allied forces in the 
Gulf war, said the United States 
has had 79 soldiers killed in 
action, 213 wounded and 44 
missing in action. 

He said Arab forces, have had 
13 killed, the British have lost 
13 and two French soldiers have 
died. 


"... casualties of that order 
and magnitude, considering the 
job that’s been done and the 
number of forces involved, is 
almost miraculous as far as the 
light number of casualties. 

"The loss of one human life is 
intolerable to any of us who are 
in the military," he said. 

On campus, many people are 
still unsure of what the cease-fire 
really means. 

Susan Tankersley, head of the 
Committee for a Non-Violent 
Resolution of the Crisis in the 
Persian Gulf, said she is glad the 
killing has stopped, but she is 
not sure the United States should 
be involved in the peace talks. 

"The trend for situations like 
this is the U.S. will put someone

'That will be the 
end of the policy." 

The first live band to appear 
on campus, since the decision, 
performed at the Alpha Epsilon 
Pi fraternity house Friday night. 

"It reminded me of the parties 
we had when there were kegs," 
Michael Sperling, president of 
AEPi, said. He said there were no 
problems, but there was a large 
crowd. 

"AEPi did a really good job 
Friday night. They kept the 
noise down," Keith Butcher, IFC 
vice-president, said. Butcher, 
who is responsible for 
monitoring live bands, said 
guest lists are the only way to 
control large crowds. 

The proposal to bring back 
bands after a five-year hiatus was 
originated by Sperling and was 
approved by every fraternity 
president. 

It was presented to Ed King, 
executive director of housing, 
residential life and the student 
judicial system and Greek 
adviser, who denied the request 
because he said he was concerned 
with possible noise and crowd 
problems that had occurred when 
bands were permitted in 
fraternity houses. 

"The whole question is if they 
can keep the noise down so the 
neighbors are happy," King said. 
"I am not optimistic that it will 
work," King said. 


Gaisky's opinion differed from 
King’s. "I’m optimistic based on 
talks with IFC and other groups 
that this can be successfully 
implemented," he said. "There 
should be no cause for complaint 
and if there is, we will stop it." 

Butcher said if everything 
goes as well as it did this 
weekend, the policy should be 
implemented permanently. "If 
everything goes well there is no 
reason they should take them 
[bands] away, because we would 
be fulfilling our end of the 
bargain," he said. 

Dave Wentworth, president of, 
the Moss-Bradley Residential 
Association, was not aware that 
the issue of live bands was being 
debated. 

"We've had an ongoing noise 
problem, but responsible 
activities by responsible people 
have never been a problem," 
Wentworth said. "I would be 
surprised if there was a problem 
resulting from live bands." 

Both Gaisky and R.C. San 
Jose, IFC president, said they 
plan to speak with Wentworth to 
avoid any possible problems. 

Gaisky said he hopes the new 
policy will encourage students to 
remain on campus for social 
activities to help eliminate 
problems in the neighborhood. 
He said since IFC implemented a 
"bring your own beer policy" for 
parties there has been an increase 
in off-campus parties and 
students traveling to the bars. "I 
am convinced this is a short-term 
solution to students going off 
campus [for social activities]," 
Gaisky said. 

"There will be a crowd 
problem, but I hope IFC will be 
able to control it," San Jose said. 
"By what means I don’t know at 
this point." 

Gaisky established guidelines 
and said he will let IFC enforce 
them. 

"The only time I plan to get 
involved again is if we are

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Police cut BYOB proves successful at Bradley 

back under 
21 drinking

The court rulings on the seven 
local Peoria taverns who were 
ticketed three weeks ago for 
"serving alcohol to a minor" are 
in, leaving many local groups 
and police unhappy. 

Each of the seven taverns 
received a $150 fine along with 
six months supervision. Many 
local groups, along with Bradley 
University, concerned parents 
and county police, feel this is 
only a "slap on the wrist," 
allowing the taverns to continue 
serving to individuals under 21. 

The seven taverns ticketed 
include Rocky's Rocks, The 
Lucky Lady, Owl's Nest, 
Monkey's Lounge, Parkway, 
Freedom Oil and the Jukebox 
Comedy Club and Lounge. 

Each of the taverns involved 
has a Class-B license, which 
allows individuals to come in and 
eat at the bar, even if they are 
under 21. "[People] come in and 
eat, then stay at the bar to 
drink," Gerontes of the Peoria 
county police said. 

Gerontes said he doesn't 
believe it's just the underage 
drinker who's breaking the 
law."The responsibility for 
making sure that everyone 
drinking in the bar is of legal age 
rests on the tavern operator," 
Gerontes said. 

"It's not as if we are out to put 
these taverns out of business. We 
just want them to comply with 
the law," he said. 

Gerontes said before the

It has been just over a year 
since Bradley’s Interfratemity 
Council banned kegs and went to 
a "bring your own beer," policy 
for fraternity parties — and 
everyone seems to be satisfied 


with the results. 

"We've done very well on the 
no keg policy and the general 
concept of BYOB," Ed King, 
director of housing, residential 
life and the student judicial 
system, said. King said there 
have been a few minor problems, 
but he said that was to be

expected. 

During the spring semester 
last year, IFC voted 9-6 to 
implement the policy 
prohibiting chapters from 
purchasing alcohol with chapter 
funds,from purchasing bulk 
alcohol and from having a tapper 
system. 

The changes were a direct 
result of risk reduction plans in 
insurance policies, especially 
the Fraternity Insurance 
Purchasing Group, which covers 
10 fraternities at Bradley. The 
purpose of banning kegs was to 
reduce the fraternities' liability. 

"The fraternities pulled 
together and developed a 
solution to one of our biggest 
, challenges in years," David 
Mainella, past president of IFC, 
said. Mainella was president 
when the policy went into effect. 

R.C. San Jose, IFC president, 
said last semester there were 
fewer fraternity parties compared 
with other semesters, and more 
students travelling to off campus 
parties and bars. He said this was 
a direct result of the new BYOB 
policy. 

"Anytime you make a policy 
change it is going to take some 
time to adjust," Mainella said. 
"Students need to understand that 
there is no going back — BYOB 
is something that is here to 
stay." 

Last semester there were 97 
fraternity social functions 
registered with IFC. So far this 
semester there have been 57 
social functions and 16 are 
scheduled for this weekend. 

"I think it has improved 
greatly since last semester. The 
houses went through a semester 
of not knowing what to do," San 
Jose said, "It was a transition 
stage. Students are now educated 
on the BYOB policy, and they 


are cooperating with it." 

King said he was not surprised 
with how few social events there 
were last semester. 

"Change by its nature is 
different, but social change can 
be very slow," King said. 

Keith Butcher, IFC vice 
president, is responsible for 
IFC's risk reduction committee. 

"They kind of had the attitude 
if campus life dies, then we are 
going back to kegs. They 
realized this is not going to 
happen, so they are making the 
best of it.," Butcher said. 

He said there have been a lot 
more minor problems, but the 
major problems have been 
almost completely eliminated. 

"I have cracked down really 
hard on people because this has 
to work. Iowa is .going totally 
dry and we don't want that to 
happen to our campus," Butcher 
said. "There is no reason for 
them to be making' any mistakes. 
They had a semester to work 
things out." 

The parties are monitored by 
the risk reduction committee, 
which consists of two members 
from every fraternity. They 
circulate to all of the parties and 
look for violations. 

Butcher said if he sees 
something wrong he will tell the 
host of the party and leave. He 
said he returns about 15 minutes 
later and if the problem is not 
taken care of, a fine is then 
issued. He said usually fining 
fraternities is not necessary. 

"The reason BYOB is working 
is because its being totally 
administered by the students," 
King said. 

"BYOB has had positive 
affects — it has increased 
involvement between the

"Sanctions don’t only 
involve money,” Woods said. "A 
psychological blow is more 
devastating than a financial 
blow.” 

Strong leadership is 
important to overcome racial 
problems. 

"Leadership consists of 


moving ahead of that advertising 
talk,” Woods said. 

He said an imaginative leader 
must be brave and move the 
group toward its goal. 

For several years, he loured 
American campuses urging 
economic divestment to end 
apartheid, and has testified 
before Congressional and Senate 
committees on the subject.

Author, lecturer and activist 
Donald Woods spoke about his 
banishment, the present affairs 
and the future of South Africa 
Tuesday night. 

Woods, author of "Biko,” 
"Asking for Trouble,” and "Black 
and White,” was arrested in 1977 
for publishing the details of the 
killing of his friend, young 
black leader Steve Biko. 

Woods,a fifth generation 
white South African descended 
from British and Irish pioneers, 
was editor-in-chief of the South 
African newspaper. Daily 
Dispatch, when he was arrested. ^ 

His five year banishment 
forbid him from writing, public 
speaking and from speaking with 
or being in a room with more 
than one person at a time. 

After the first three months of 
his sentence and threats to his 
family. Woods escaped to 
London with his family. 

"By July there is going to be 
no apartheid," Woods said. 

He said when parliament goes 
into session. Nelson Mandella 
and other black leaders will 
negotiate the abolishment of the 
remaining three of the original 
317 laws regarding color. These 
include land acts, group area and 
race classification.

taverns were ticketed uniformed 
officers made periodic checks. He 
said he believes this really didn't 
accomplish anything because 
anyone drinking who was under 
21 would just set down their 
drink.

"Riddance of racial laws 
doesn't mean an end to racism,” 
Woods said. "It only ends racial 
laws." 

Woods compared the racism 
in South Africa to that in the 
U.S. He said although laws 
segregating blacks were 
abolished in the U.S., the 
problems were far from over. 
Woods said there were many 
people who still resented the 
blacks. 

"Blacks in South Africa will 
have an easier time than blacks 
in America,” Woods said. "They 
[blacks] are a majority. Now 
actuality of equality must be 
addressed.” 

Woods said there must be hard 
work and practice to overcome 
the racial problems. He also said 
all children must have the 
opportunity for an education. 

Woods said without 
knowledge there will be 
continuing suffering. He said 
black children are at a 
disadvantage without knowledge 
of the past. Woods said he thinks 
this is a common problem of 
youngsters in the world today. 

Woods said divestment and 
economic sanctions, official 
economic boycotts of a country 
that defies international law,* 
cause 50 percent of the anti¬ 
apartheid demonstrations. 

Woods said these sanctions 


provost of student affairs, said he 
believes Bradley students make 
up a good portion of the under 21 
population drinking at the 
Farmington taverns. "The 
administration is not pleased 
with the fact that our under 21 
year old students are drinking at 
these bars," said Gaisky. 


Gaisky said the recent 
adoption of the "bring your own 
beer" policy by Bradley's 
fraternities has driven students to 
the Farmington bars in greater 
numbers. 

"Currently, the University is 
trying to promote more on- 


campus activities, including an 
increase in the number of 
nationwide speakers and a 

nightclub act featuring 
comedians every other Friday," 
Gaisky said. "TTie University is 
also tentatively allowing live 
bands on campus to draw the 


students away from the 
Farmington taverns." 

"We will continue to 
investigate these taverns until 
they stop serving under-age 
drinkers," Gerontes said. "All we 
want is for these people to clean 
up their act."

Job search requires alternative methods

This is part two of a three-part 
series about the job market. 

A prediction of a hiring decline 
of college graduates this year will 
require more work on the part of 
job seekers. 

According to a report from 
Michigan State University, 
employers overall expect to hire 
about 10 percent fewer employees 
this year than in 1990. 

"You can't be *shy," Jane 
Linnenburger, Center for Career 
Development executive director, 
said. "Make use of every resource. 
This is the year all majors should 
use the center. We have been 
working very hard to increase 
communications, fine arts and 
liberal arts opportunities. These 
majors have the perception that 
only business (majors) get help." 

Bob Pardiek, career resources 
director, said his principle 
suggestion is creativity. "That is 
not in the cutesy type of 
approach, but using every, 
possible job resource." 

He said job seekers need to get a 
good handle on where the jobs are 
at. "For example, the electrical 
engineer doesn't have to just 
design electric circuits but they 
can go into radio or television." 

He said job seekers also must be 
assertive. "Get a good handle on 
yourself and what you have to sell 
' — the job search strategy must be 
’ treated like a job." 

Linnenburger said students also 
need to have first-rate resumes and 


letters. "You don't get a second 
chance to make a good first 
impression." 

CCD suggests that job seekers 
try a variety of approaches in 
their searches, not just one 
option. This includes networking, 
making cold contacts, searching 
newspaper classifieds, attending 
career fairs, using resume 
databases, etc. 

Pardiek said employers are not 
reaching out through on-campus 
recruiting and advertising like in 
the past because of the economics 
involved. He said many 
employers are still hiring through 
different ways. 

Pardiek said he^recommends^^'to 
start your job search no later than 
your freshifian year." He said co¬ 
oping and summer jobs also are 
very beneficiaL 

Mike J. May, section manager 
for college relations at 
McDonnell Douglas in St. Louis, 
agreed. He said the student that 
will succeed in their job search is 
the one with some type of 
experience relating to their 
chosen field, either a co-op 
position or a summer job. "Those 
who get their feet wet are looked 
favorably upon." 

McDonnell Douglas was one of 
the companies scheduled to come 
to campus this semester but 
canceled. May said this is because 
the company has had "a change of 
needs." 

He said they are still looking 
for top technical people but they 
are being very selective. 
"Everyone is being impacted by 
the recession. Right now we are 
just assessing our needs. In the 


long run, things will get better for 
the defense industry." 

Susan Woodhouse, career 
resources assistant director, said 
the job seekers need to explore 
the smaller businesses for job 
opportunities. The recession will 
hurt bigger companies, rather 
than the smaller ones. 


"The larger companies are 
having hiring freezes right now, 
so when people leave and retire, 
those companies are stuck. The 
smaller companies have no choice 
but to hire for those who quit," 
she said. 

Majors that look good right 
now include engineering. 


computer science and nursing, or 
anything relating to medicine. 


Next week the Scout will 
explore what regions of 
the country look good for 
job seekers.

BU achieves higher retention rate

Enrollment at Bradley is 
following an upward trend, both 
next year and this semester. 

A report from the registrar’s 
office said the number of 
undergraduate students dropped 
from 5255 in fall 1990 to 4979 
for the spring semester. The 
number of freshman and 
sophomores decreased, while the 
number of juniors and seniors 
increased. 

Gary Bergman, executive 
director of enrollment 


management, said it is normal 
for Bradley to lose 300 to 400 
students between semesters of a 
given academic year. He said this 
year's loss of only 276 students 
is below average, and indicates a 
good retention rate. 

’’One reason (for the decrease 
in students between semesters) is 
the number of students who 
graduate at mid-year,” Bergman 
said. The registrar's office said 
that 322 seniors graduated last 
December, an increase from last 
year. 

Bergman said the increases at 
the junior and senior levels were 


because many students have 
enough hours to be reclassified 
between semesters. For example, 
a sophomore may earn enough 
hours first semester to become a 
junior second semester. 

Bergman said the unusually 
high second semester enrollment 
was partially due to transfer 
students. One hundred and fifty 
eight new students, a majority of 
them juniors, enrolled at Bradley 
this semester. 

"The real positive thing with 
all this is second semester 
enrollment is 8.3 percent higher 


than last year," Bergman said. He 
said the fall enrollment is at a 22 
year high, and the second 
semester enrollment seems to 
correspond with this trend. 

Dr. Alan Gaisky, associate 
provost for student affairs, said 
the enrollment figures show "a 
very good situation in a market 
in which most schools' 
enrollments are decreasing. 
There are fewer students out 
there, but we still showed an 8.3 
percent increase over last year. 
We feel very good about that," he 
said. 
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Student suspended for attack

A student charged with 
assaulting a resident adviser is 
appealing a Monday decision by 
the University Arbitration Board 
that led to his suspension for the 
remainder of the semester. 

Terrence Wright, a junior 
electrical engineering 
technology major, was found 
guilty of attacking Dayna 
Brown, Harper resident adviser, 
on Feb. 9 after she escorted him 
off of her floor for causing a 
disturbance. 

Wright pleaded no contest to 
the charge, though he said the 
attack was totally provoked by 
Brown. 

According to the police report 
on the attack, Wright initially 
swung at Brown on the floor 
where the disturbance was 
reported. Then, when she was 
escorting him out of the 
building, he punched her on the 
left temple when they reached the 
first floor. 

The suspension goes into 
effect immediately. Wright said 
he plans to appeal the board's 
decision to the Office of Student 
Affairs. 

Andrew Razeghi, board 
chairman, said if the student 
affairs office upheld the board's 
decision, then Wright would still 
have the option of going to the 


University president and finally 
to the University Board of 
Directors. 

Dr. Alan Gaisky, associate 
provost of student affairs, said, 
"I think in theory, I am the last 
resort of appeal for this. The 
appeals process ends in my 
office. Anyone is free to take the 
appeal to the President, but that 
is not part of the system." 

If the ruling is not overturned, 
Wright can petition to the office 
of housing, residential life and 
the student judicial system to 
return to Bradley next semester, 
Razeghi said. 

"I'm satisfied with the 
decision. It was obvious the 
Arbitration Board could tell what 
really happened, so I think 
justice was served. By the 
arbitration board suspending 
him, it shows how seriously they 
take the RA position," Brown 
said. 

Wright claims the security 
reports filed on the case were 
inaccurate. 

He said he was on Brown's 
floor at 10:30 p.m. and went into 
the floor's restroom with an 
escort. He said he was confronted 
by Brown when he left the 
restroom. Brown told him he was 
not allowed in the restroom 
without a female escort. 

While they were speaking, 
Wright's escort left and Wright 
decided to leave the floor. He said 


Brown never asked him to leave. 

Wright said Brown then 
started to follow him. She asked 
him if he had a Bradley ID, which 
he did noL 

He said when he started to 
leave the building. Brown 
grabbed his jacket, at which 
point he pushed Brown. 

He said he is leery about 
people coming up behind him 
after being attacked with a knife 
two years ago — an attack which 
left him with a spinal cord injury 
and a semi-paralyzed left arm. He 
said this is a condition which 
would prevent him from 
punching Brown, as was stated in 
the security report. 

"I don't feel the punishment 
bestowed fit the crime. I don't 
feel wrong. I'm trying to avoid 
the whole conflict. Although 
they (the Arbitration Board) may 
have felt I was guilty, they 
totally disregarded the fact that it 
was provoked by her (Bjown)," 
Wright said. 

Wright also said a petition is 
being circulated on campus 
requesting he be allowed ta return 
to class. 

"I would like to be a student 
here because I don't feel I was 
treated fairly,,” he said. 

Brown said, "The entire 
situation could have been 
avoided. He was out looking for a 
problem, and I'm sure he now 
regrets the decision."

•Three term City Council incumbent Leonard Unes led the primary 
Tuesday night to secure one of 10 at large slots, for a City Council seat, 
in the April 2 consolidated election. Unes received 18 percent of the 
votes cast, which was a third more than given to his closest 
competitor, Camille Gibson who received 6,080 votes. 

Also winning a chance to compete in the upcoming election were: 
Edward Glover; Nathaniel LeDoux; William Spears; Joyce Banks; Janet 
Allen; Joseph Johnson; William O'Brien; and Kenneth Casper. 

Only 19 percent of the city’s registered voters cast ballots. This was 
the first time Peoria implemented the cumulative voting process, by 
which a voter could divide five votes between one to five candidates. 
This was implemented to increase female and minority representation. 
With the exception of one female candidate, every minority and female 
candidate made the first cut in the election. 

•A class-action lawsuit was filed in Peoria County Circuit Court on 
behalf of the 18 people who contracted Salmonella after eating at the 
Hotel Pere Marquette earlier this month. 

The suit is seeking unspecified damages in each of the five counts 
against the hotel and its owners. 

Only 18 salmonella cases were confirmed, but there are 26 other 
suspected cases. 

Every kitchen in the hotel was closed Feb. 13, after the first cases of 
salmonella were diagnosed. 

•East Peoria liquor license holders are prohibited from presenting 
sexually-oriented entertainment according to a City Council ordinance 
adopted Tuesday. 

Lawmakers said this ban also applies to the floating casino that will 
dock next year off Illinois Route 116. Dennis Triggs, city attorney, 
said the ordinance was a step by the Council to mitigate any possible 
problems from Riverboat gambling. _

The officer notices a student 
standing by a car, as she puts it, 
"drunk as a skunk" She thinks 
about asking him if he needs 
help and as she turns the squad 
car around, he speeds down 
Bradley Avenue in a small white 
car. The police officer radios to 
the other squad car, reporting the 
student. She watches him weave 
down the street that students are 
crossing on foot. 

"Follow the light with your 
eyes," another officer tells the 
student, now standing on a 
sidewalk. He asks the student to 
walk slowly, putting one foot in 
front of the other. The student 
takes a couple of steps, stumbles 
and says he hasn't been drinking 
-- he's just nervous. To finish the 
field sobriety test, the student is 
asked to put his arms at his sides, 
lift one leg in front of him and 
count to 30. 

"One one-thousand, two one- 
thousand..." Before the student 
counts to 10, he loses his 
balance and slurs his numbers. 

The underage drinker is 
ticketed for "driving under the 
influence" by a Bradley police 
officer and taken to the Peoria 
County Jail for a breathalizer 
test. The same officer who makes 
the arrest administers the test. . . 

That arrest is just part of a 
Friday night’s work for Bradley 
police officers, also called 
campus security. 

"A lot of people don't realize 
the stuff we do get into," Sgt. 
Rick Hutchison, 32, says as he 
drives by a student who calls him 
"Robo Cop." 

"Yeah, Robo Cop," 
Hutchison said. "I don’t think the 
college students are educated in 
what our position is or our 
authority is. The only difference 
between us and Peoria (police) is 
that they’re one agency and we’re 


another. But we’re doing the 
same job in the same town." 

Bradley police oTHcers, who*.^ 
have full arrest power .and are 
commissioned through the State 
of Illinois, train for 10 weeks at 
the State Police Academy. 

One night during Hutchison's 
four to midnight shift, he helped 
break up two or three fights, was 
called to a couple of suicide 
attempts and helped a girl who 
sliced her arm open. 

When the weather is nice, he 
estimates he is called to about 
four or five non-routine incidents 
on a weekend night. The most 
routine problem he sees is theft. 

"We're talking silly stuff (that 
is getting stolen) ... currently in 
U-Hall we’ve got girls that are 
constantly getting their laundry 
stolen. We’re talking underwear," 
Hutchison said. 

"The only difference 
between us and 
Peoria (police) is 
that they're one 
agency and we're 
another. . . ."

He once was called to chase a 
ferret off somebody’s y^ndow. 

The student wanted Hutchison to 
climb on a ledge and get it. 

He also said he sees a lot of 
sexual acts, in cars and on the 
grass. "You see it all," he said. 

While some students see 
campus police as "Rent-a-cops" 
who give out parking tickets, the 
10 Bradley police officers do a 
lot to "make sure people abide by 
the law, people are safe," 
Hutchison said. 

One night Hutchison helped 
break up a fight he said he thinks 
involved gangs with about a 
hundred people blocking part of 
University Street Another night, 
when he was arresting someone, 
people across the street threw 
bottles at him. 


Like Hutchison, Cpl. Bonnie 
Merriman said she doesn't think 
students realize what campus 
police deal with. 

As she drives by a group of 
students, Merriman notices one 
is having trouble. She 
approaches the group and makes 
sure that someone will stay with 
the student who is sick from 
drinking. She doesn’t ask if they 
are 21. 

"We give a ton of breaks," 
Hutchison said. "When I train my 
officers, I tell them, 'Let the 
person you’re talking to 
determine how you're going to 
handle the situation.”’ 

If a student has a bad attitude 
towards an officer or runs when 
being stopped, the student is in 


trouble, Hutchison said. But if 
the student cooperates, officers 
may be more lenient unless harm 
can result, like driving under the 
influence of alcohol. 

"A lot of the students don’t 
realize how fortunate they 
are that we’re here to intercept 
them from the city. We give 
them the option. We let them 
determine how they're going to 
act and what we’re going to do 
with them," Hutchison said. The 
officers don’t have to give 
tickets like city police do 
because of the residential life 
process. 

"One of my biggest pet 
peeves is to see a girl injured, 
hit, sexually assaulted ... I tell 
her, 'I will help you as much as I 


can within my power,”’ 
Hutchison said. 

Hutchison said he has worked 
at Bradley for five years because 
he likes working with younger 
people. He said he wants to gel 
involved in administrative 
police work and in the Drug 
Abuse Resistance Education 
program. 

Merriman, 40, came to 
Bradley four years ago after she 
raised her four children. 

When she patrols, Merriman 
reports burned out lights to work 
control. She doesn’t wait for 
crime.to happen. 

"If I see a single female 
walking by herself, ... I may just

Mojo stews up the blues

Bordering on success and 
acceptance is the best way to sum 
up Mojo Stew’s debut album 
"Little Brother." This . five 
person band rocks with the best 
of them in its own unique, 
original way. 

Lead singer Monica Morris 
has a powerfully dynamic yet 
distinctive voice. She has 
developed a style of singing that 
not only sounds great, but 
sounds the same both live and on 
the album (unlike the technique 
of some lipsiync rock stars 
today). 

Chicago native and lead 
guitarist Bill Porter plays 
tastefully throughout the album. 
There aren’t any mega-distorted- 
blistering-blow-your-brains-out 
solos here. With ego in check, 
he consciously combines jazz, 
rock, funk and blues into a style 
all his own, which in turn takes 
Mojo Stew from basement bar 
band to class act. 

Michael Hill, playing a heavy 
funky groove on bass, and John 
Maier on some powerful drums 
are the rhythm section of the 
band. Garard Montague plays a 


mean saxophone and flute which, 
along with a strong stage 
presence, hones this band into 
one rocking unit. These guys are 
tight and keep a killer beat both 
on the album and on stage. 

Billing themselves as a blues 
band doesn’t do Mojo Stew 
justice. I went into this 
expecting a couple of Bo Diddley 
or Johnny Lee Hokker wanna 
be’s — was I surprised. From the 
first cut, "Love Workout," until 
the last one, "Truth," Mojo Stew 
plays their style their way. My 
favorite cut on the album is the

upbeat rocker and title track 
"Little Brother." Not only does it 
sound great, it makes sense and 
carries a message within the 
song, something unheard of in 
the majority of rock-n-roll 
today. In any event, it makes 
"Little Brother" a stronger, more 
meaningful debut album. 

The three-year-old band has 
played with quite a few top-notch 
blues acts including Koko 
Taylor, Kinsey Report, Albert 
Collins, Lonnie Mack and 
Johimy Winter just to name a 
few. If playing with some of the 
blues’ greatest doesn’t give this 
band credibility, maybe the fact 
there was a line to see them long 
after the first set started will. 

Mojo Stew puts on an 
exciting and emotional show. 
They know how to play for their 
audience. Whether it’s getting 
the house up dancing or telling 
jokes and stories between songs, 
Mojo Stew has a show worth 
seeing. 

I honestly recommend Mojo 
Stew’s debut album "Little 
Brother." Also, catch this new 
act the next time they’re in 
Peoria — it won’t be long before 
they’re playing big arenas at 
$18.50 per ticket.

slow down and pull to the curb to 
make sure she gets into a 
building OK," she said. 

Merriman prepares the work 
schedule for campus police, 
helps train officers, sits on a 
committee for campus safety and 
is involved with the Date and 
Acquaintance Rape committee. 

Bradley police officers 
accumulated 2,200 hours of 
training last year, Merriman 
said. 

Neither Hutchison nor 
Merriman think Bradley police 
get the respect they deserve. 
Hutchison said he could save a 
person's life one day but the next 
night an intoxicated student 
treats him like he’s "a joke." 

While being called "security" 
does not offend Merriman, she 
said all the officers prefer being 
called "campus police".

shocked when she found out she 
had to move. "I transferred from 
ISU and I didn’t even know they 
had problems in the past with the 
building." 

She said, "I thought they 
(Newman) handled it the best they 
could considering the situation. 
They helped everybody find a 
place to live." 

Rosemary McDonnell, junior 
criminal justice major, said she 
found out about the situation on 
Monday. "I knew the building had 
problems, but I didn't know that 
we would have had to move out so 
soon. The University was to let us 
know about housing by Tuesday — 
they took a little bit longer 
though. I just think Newman 
handled it a lot better than the 
University." 

Gary Anna, vice president for 
business affairs, said the 
University wanted to help 
accommodate the needs of those 
students as best as they could. 

Mike Murphy, director of 
housing, said when they were 
approached by the Center, they 
were able to produce some 
scattered housing for the 
interested students. 

Pillon said, "The University 
has been very helpful considering 
they didn't have to help us." 

Albina Aspell, communications 
director for the Diocese, said it 
has not been decided yet what to 
do with the building. Their top 
concern at the moment is 
relocating the residents. 

Financially, Pillon said he is 
uncertain how the Center will be 
affected. He said hopefully the 
shutting down of the building will 
equal the cost of having to refund 
the students. 

The residents were offered two 
options when they were informed 
of the situation. If the resident 
was able to find their own 
housing, they received a full 
refund of what they had paid this 
semester because of the 
inconvienence. It cost $980 a 
semester to live there. The other 
option was to move onto campus. 
Tlie Center is paying for meal 
tickets and housing for these 
students.

houses, reduced liability and 
made social events something to 
look forward to again,” Mainella 
said. 

King said there are both 
positives and negatives to the 
BYOB policy. 

’There is less people drinking 
more alcohol,” King said. He 
also said he is concerned with 
what he considers an increase in 
the consumption of hard alcohol 
and drinking in the residence 
halls. 

San Jose said he thinks 
education is the key to further 
improvements in the policy. He 
said by sponsoring speakers on 
the topic of alcohol and by 
working individually with 
fraternity presidents he thinks 
policy will be even more 
successful. 

’’There will always be 
necessary improvements,” 
Mainella said. ’’Additional 
programming, continual 
education and workshops for 
social chairmen are just part of 
the solution.” 

The new band policy (see 
page 1> is also an effort to help 
the success of BYOB and 
encourage to bring their social 
lives back on campus. 

* King said he thinks the 
fraternities were experiencing a 
sense of frustration because of 
the change, but he thinks they 
have been very cooperative this 
semester. 

Mary Peterson, Greek adviser 
at University of Iowa, who came 
to Bradley to speak about 
alcohol, said as of July 1 no 
alcohol will be allowed in the 
public area of any fraternity 
house at Iowa.

Author Maya Angelou, a poet, 
educator, historian, actress, 
playwright, civil rights activist, 
producer and director is speaking 
at 7:30 p.m. Monday in the 
Student Center Ballroom. 

Angelou intended to pursue a 
stage career, studying drama and 
dance. In 1952, she received a 
scholarship to study dance with 
Pearl Primus in New York. She 
joined the European touring 
company of Porgy and Bess, 
sang the role of ’’Ruby” and was 
the lead dancer. 

Angelou lived in Africa and 
became the associate editor of 
the Arab Observer in Cairo. She 
also was the assistant 
administrator of the School of 
Music and Drama at the 
University of Ghana. 

She concluded her stay in 
1966 as feature editor of the 
African Review in Accra. 

In the '60s, at the request of 
Dr. Martin Luther King Jr., 
Angelou became the northern 
coordinator for the Southern 
Christian Leadership 
Conference. 

She also was appointed by 
President Gerald Ford to the 
Bicentennial Commission, and 
by President Jimmy Carter to the 
National Commission on the 
Observance of International 
Women's Year. 

Angelou has been a groimd- 
breaker for black women in the 
film industry. She wrote the 
screenplay for**Georgia, Georgial' 


the first original script by a 
black woman to be produced. She 
has written numerous musical 
scores for films. 

Angelou’s autobiographical 
account of her youth, ”I Know 
Why the Caged Bird Sings,” was 
made into a television special in 
1979. She wrote and was 
executive producer for the five- 
part mini-series "Three Way 
Choice.” Angelou received the 
Golden Eagle Award for "Afro- 
American in the Arts.” 

Angelou has been honored in 
many fields. ”I Know Why the 
Caged Bird Sings''eamed her a 
National Book Award 
nomination in 1970. 

Angelou was nominated for a 
Pulitzer prize in 1972 for "Just 
Give Me a Cool Drink of Water 
'Fore I Die," a Tony Award in 
1973 for her performance in 
Look Away, and an Emmy Award 
in 1977 for her role in "Roots.” 

Angelou was named Woman 
of the Year in Communications 
in 1976 and one of the Top 10 
Most Influential Women in 1983 
by Ladies Home Journal. She's 
been awarded over 30 honorary 
doctorate degrees.

Swimmers tie for first at Heartiand

Hard work and dedication 
resulted in success as the Bradley 
swim team, along with 
Indianapolis, won the Heartland 
Classic Invitational last 
weekend. 

Originally, Indianapolis was 
named the winner of the meet. 
Bradley coach Vem Eroh noticed 
a scoring error, which resulted in 
meet officials subtracting two 
points from Indianapolis' score. 
This created a tie between 
Bradley and Indianapolis, 
resulting in the two schools 


sharing the victory 

The order of finish was 
Bradley and Indianapolis 568.5, 
U.M.-St. Louis 491.5, 
Vincennes 433.5, U.M-Rolla 
342.5, Luther College 263.5, 
N.E. Missouri St. 243, El

college 36, and N.E. Illinois 3. 

Bradley swimmers set five 
pool records and eight meet 
records, most of which in relay 
events. The relay teams won 
three freestyle relays and one of 
two medley relay events. In the 
200 yard freestyle relay, the team 


of Jeff James, Andy Dean, Jay 
Hines and Chris Brennan won 
with a time of 1 minute, 24.81 
seconds, setting a new Bradley 
record for the event 

Although no Bradley 
swimmer finished first in an 
individual event, most swinuners 
posted season-best times. 
Outstanding performances by 
James and Dean were essential 
to overall team success at this 
meet. 

James placed second in the 
100 yard breaststroke (1:00.01), 
third in the 200 yard breaststroke 
(2:13.58), and fourth in the 50 
yard freestyle (21.67). 


James said he is "very 
satisfied" with his performance. 
He also said, "We were the 
strongest team there. The team 
that wins the relays is the 
strongest, and we won four out of 
five." 

Because this was the last meet 
of his career, James said he is 
both "sad and happy that it’s 
over. I've been swimming since I 
was five years old, so I will miss 
it." 

Dean finished second in the 
100 yard butterfly (53.29) and 
fifth in the 200 yard butterfly 
(2:03.58). Dean said, "I'm very 
happy with my performance.

A.J.'s son. Corky, said the 

Field House being named after 
his father means a great deal to 
the family. 

"It's a tremendous tribute to a 
peat man," Roberston said. 
"Every time I walk into the Field 
House it brings back many 
memories, so when the team left 
the Field House, there was a 
feeling that an era had passed," 
he said. 


The proposal of the Field 
House was brought up because 
Bradley consistently played in 
front of tumaway crowds at the 
Peoria Armory, which seated 
only 4,500. 

With season ticket demands 
exceeding the ticket supply, 
Bradley decided to build the Field 
House with the support of 
Central Illinois fans. 

The Bradley fans throughout 
Central Illinois came up with 
$327,000 for a five-year ticket 
plan to show University officials 
the support they would receive in 
the community. 

The Field House was built and 


ready for use by the 1949-50 
season, and when the first game 
was played against the 
University of Houston, the 
Braves won 73-57. The Braves' 
luck didn't last for the Dedication 
Game as Bradley fell to Purdue, 
71-65. 

"Every game in the 50's was a 
sellout," Robertson said. "If you 
could And a seat in the upper 
bowl (above the catwalk), it was 
a miracle." 

Teams rushed in to play the 
Braves in their new elaborate 
home, but not many could leave 
smiling. 


Braves would suffer in their 
inaugural year at the Field House 
as All-Americans Paul Unruh and 
Gene (Squeaky) Melchiorre 
helped the Braves to a 18-1 
record at home and 27-3 record 
overall. 

The Braves played in the NTT 
and NCAA tournaments their 
inaugural year in the Field House 
and finished second to the City 
College of New York both times, 
establishing themselves as the 
only team to finish second in 
both tournaments in one year 
(the rule was changed later so a 
team could play in one or the 


The Braves continued their 
home domination the following 
year as they posted a 16-2 mark 
under coach Forddy Anderson and 
hosted the National Campus 
Basketball Tournament. 

TTie Field House was packed 
for every game as the Liberty 
Broadcasting system, which was 
the most popular sports station 
at the time, broadcasted all the 
games, including Syracuse's 76- 
65 victory over the Braves in the 
championship. 

In Anderson's five years as 
Bradley coach, the Braves won 
60 times, while losing just 19 in

Baseball team lo oks to co mpete in Missouri Valley

With no pressure from the 
media and enthusiastic young 
players (17 freshmen and 
sophomores), the Bradley 
baseball team could surprise 
many people in '91. 

Not very much is expected 
from the Bradley Nine ... at least 
that's how the experts look at it. 
A last place finish in the 
Missouri Valley Conference is 
what they forecast. 

There are two reasons this is 
predicted. First, three MVC 
schools (Wichita State, 
Creighton and Southern Illinois) 
are ranked in Baseball America's 
Top 25. Second, the Braves, with 
only four seniors, lack 
experience. 

Head Coach Dewey Kalmer,

who enters his 11th year at the 
helm of the team, said he 
believes anything is possible. 
"On paper we are picked to finish 
last, but as you know, they don’t 
play games on paper, so 
anything can happen." 

A good example of this 
occurred last year, when the 
Braves beat nine nationally 
ranked teams. They also beat 
Iowa, the Big Ten regular season 
champion, in two out of three 
meetings. 

In 1990, Bradley finished 31- 
32, their first losing season 
since 1982. In conference play, 


they had a record of 6-13 and 
finished fifth.’’ 

Captains Rob Wilkinson, 
Lyle Martin and Dave Gevee will 
lead the team on the field in 
1991. Kalmer said he also 
expects sizeable contributions 
from Mike Grace, Bruce Smollen, 
Dennis Stachura, Phil Caplis and 
Pat Graham. 

Kalmer said he looks for more 
support from the offense this 
year. "Traditionally, our teams 
have had good pitching and 
defense, but this year we hope for 
a better balance with a more 
effective offense." 

On the field, a platoon system 
will be used at two positions. 
Freshmen Chris Allison and 
Jason Mrowicki will play at 
shortstop. The other platoon is 
at first base, where Wilkinson 
and Doug Sholtis will split time. 

The remaining infield slots 


will be filled with Smollen at 
third base, Martin playing at 
second base and Stachura 
catching. Two of the three 
outfield positions are occupied 
by Graham and Jeff Jenco. The 
remaining position is being 
contested among Pal Quinn, 
Larry Hudson and Craig Tucker. 

The pitching staff will be led 
by Gevee and Grace, with help 
from Joe Pecka and newcomer 
Bryan Rekar. Coming out of the 
bullpen will be Sholtis, who 
went 4-0 last year in 13 
appearances as a relief pitcher. 

The season begins on March 
2, with games against Eastern 
Michigan and Memphis State. 
The games will be played in 
Evansville, Indiana. 

The team begins its 
conference play on March 30 
when it faces Creighton 
University.

After three consecutive losing 
seasons, Bradley Basketball 
Head Coach Stan Albeck resigned 
Tuesday morning. 

Albeck said in a prepared 
statement, "The decision was 
extremely difficult. Bradley, the 
Peoria community and, most 
importantly, the players have 
made my tenure as a coach of the 
Bradley Braves a very positive 
and rewarding experience." 

Athletic Director Ron Ferguson 
and Bradley President Martin G. 
Abegg announced Albeck’s 
resignation and briefed the press 
on the future situation of the team 
at Robertson Memorial Field 
House Tuesday afternoon. 

Ferguson said he will cjiair a 
committee to search for Albeck’s 
replacement. Representatives of 
the committee will include the 
Chiefs Club, Alumni "B" Club, 
the Alumni Association, the 
Faculty Athletic Committee, the 
administration. X the student body 
and the faculty. 

An announcement of the open 
position will be distributed 
nationally today. Ferguson said 
he hopes to find a replacement

Vandalism mars 
Bradley campus

Whether it is BB holes in 
Williams, a dismantled desk in a 
residence hall or garbage on the 
Harper/Wyckoff skylight, 
vandalism is prevalent at 
Bradley. 

Vandalism repair occupies 
two to three man hours a week of 
the 12 member maintenance 
staff, John Bockler, maintenance 
supervisor, said. The staff 
handles everything from graffiti 
to repairing holes in the walls, 
he said. 

"It would probably astound 
you — the amount of money we 
spend on vandalism." 

Mark Struss, director of 
facilities management, said the 
amount of time spent on 
vandalism is even higher. 
"Looking at man hours spent on 
general maintenance — a good 
percent, 40 to 50 (of residence 
hall workers), is spent on 
addressing the problems that are 
a result of vandalism" 

Custodians also take on the 
burden of vandalism, Pat 
Dempsey, director of custodial 
services, said. "They're more 
affected by deliberate messes," 


she said. 

Cases of vandalism used to be 
more localized in under classmen 
dorms, but now seem to 
correspond more to the time of 
year, she said. 

"It's a significant problem," 
Struss said. He said 
approximately $25,000 is spent 
by Bradley each year on 
vandalism manpower alone. 

Last year, the security office 
reported 31 cases of off-campus 
criminal damage, 70 cases on 
campus and 54 cases involving 
cars. This is a total of 155 cases, 
up more than 100 percent from 
70 cases in 1989. 

Dave Baer, director of 
security, said this does not 
necessary mean new cases 
appeared on campus. "Statistics 
are so flexible," he said. 

In some cases, the same sort 
of vandalism was repeated many 
times in a short period. He said 
during February when Matt Hale 
first posted fliers on campus, 
maintenance had to remove racist 
graffiti from bathrooms on a 
regular basis, which increased 
the number of reports filed at 
security. 

"It takes something stupid

Villanueva seeks 
end to oppression

The United States government 
should be as concerned about the 
rape of women as it was about the 
rape of Kuwait the last seven 
months, the -president of the 
Illinois chapter of the National 
Organization for Women said 
Wednesday. 

Kim Villanueva, who also 
chairs the Illinois NOW Political 
Action Committee, spoke to an 
audience of about 120 people at 
Bradley University's Student 
Center in observance of 
Women's History Month and 
International Woman's Day this 
week. 

Speaking on NOW's 
perspective on the Persian Gulf 
War, Villanueva said the United 
States basically supported sexual 
discrimination during the 
conflict by allying itself with 
nations that openly oppress 
their women. 


"Some people say it doesn't 
matter how women are treated in 
these countries because it's part 
of their culture - part of their 
religion," Villanueva said. "I'm 
sorry. That's just a bogus 
argument. 

"If we're going to defend 
cultures that limit civil rights 
and oppress their citizens, then 
we should also support apartheid 
in South Africa, because 
discrimination is part of 
Afrikaaner culture. And we should 
support the Soviet invasion of 
Lithuania, because domination is 
part of Russian culture." 

Villanueva said since the war 
began, she has worn a white 
ribbon for peace intertwined with 
a yellow ribbon for the American 
troops. Unlike most people, 
Villanueva wears the ribbons in 
protest of the United States' 
involvement and the American 
dollars spent on the Gulf War,

Underage drinking 
needs curbing 

Concerned about college-age drinking, especially with those 
under 21, the alcohol industry came under attack this week by U.S. 
Surgeon General Antonia Novello. 

She announced that she wants beer companies to discontinue 
sponsoring activities, such as contests and concerts during spring 
break festivities. Beer industry representatives said they are not 
targeting underage drinkers and they will not have their traditional 
activities this year at spring break vacation spots. 

This is a big step in trying to curb a problem among college 
students, both 21 and younger. There are numerous accidents and 
sometimes a death(s) during spring break every year. 

The key word here is curb, not eliminate the problem. The latter 
is an unrealistic notion that both the government and the alcohol 
industry seem to finally realize. Prohibition did not work in the 
'20s and would not now. 

Novello also has attributed excessive drinking to the increase of 
sexually transmitted diseases. She said a University of Iowa study 
reported about 29 percent of the undergraduates had engaged in 
unplanned sexual activity during or after drinking. 

A 1990 survey by the National Institute on Drug Abuse reported 
that about 41 percent of college students drink heavily, which is 
defined as having five or more drinks in a row within the last two 
weeks. This would probably be at least 80 percent of Bradley's 
undergraduate body. 

It's no secret that underage drinking goes on at college campuses 
- even at Bradley. Granted, no matter how hard you try, underage 
drinking will always exist. 

The University has taken the correct steps in trying to make this 
less of a problem by acknowledging that this does happen though. 
With the passing of BYOB last year in order to reduce the 
fraternities’ liability, many people were leaving campus for 
socializing last semester - many of those who were underage 
drinkers. 

Since that first semester is over with, things should improve. It 
was a smart step for Bradley to bring bands back to the fraternities. 
This will bring people on campus again and thus there will be 
fewer problems when it comes to underage drinking and drinking 
overall. 

Accidents are never good, but a student stumbling back to his/her 
room is a lot more safer and responsible than getting behind the 
wheel after spending an evening on Farmington Road.

minority.

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Administrators chat, answer students questions

"Let’s Chat," sponsored by 
Bradley's Student Senate, gave 
125 students the opportunity to 
ask faculty members questions 
they might not otherwise get a 
chance to ask. 

Fourteen faculty members, 
including Gary Anna, vice- 
president of business affairs, 
Ellen Watson, director of the 
library. Dr. Alan Gaisky, 
associate provost for student 
affairs and Robin Kelly- 
Hamilton, director of minority 
student services, were at the 
meeting. 

Areas of student concern 
included residence hall 
renovation, washer and dryer 
problems, food service 
information, health center 
complaints, credit transfers from 
other universities and wheelchair 
accessibility to all buildings. 

Watson fielded questions 
about the difficulty in finding 
information and help in the 
library. She said although

be looking for a coach who will 
best serve the needs of Bradley 
University and move our 
basketball program to most 
competitive position possible 
under current NCAA legislation, 
always keeping in mind the 
academic mission of the 
University." 

With a decrease in attendance of 
2,600 per game and a decline of 
25 percent in funds raised for the 
athletic program, the 11th coach 
in Bradley's history will have his 
work cut out for him. 

"I'm sorry to see Stan leave, but 
with the attendance at the games 


distinguishing between 
professional and student 
help is a problem, reference 
librarians almost always wear 
their name tags. 

Many students said they 
thought the number of computers 
and laser printers is insufficient 
for the number of students. 

Also, many said one CD-ROM 
station is inadequate for the 
number of Bradley students. 
Watson said the computers were 
supposed to be a resource only.

Watson also said AT&T was' 
trying to rework the CD-ROM 
network.

Some students said the 
residence hall computers took 
too long to boot up. Gaisky said 
the computers will be updated 


according to when they were first 
installed. He said this meant 
Geisert Hall will get new ones 
next year, then University Hall 
the year after. 

Others, including off-campus 
students, said they would be 
interested in a central computer 
room. Although it is unlikely 
there will be a particular building 
just for computer use, the 
University is trying to increase 
the number of computers in 
existing labs. 

It was suggested that students 
moving into the Residence Halls 
of the Future be told how much 
the computer system costs. 

Students complained about 
the high prices at the bookstore. 
Markups through Barnes and 
Noble, Bradley's supplier, are 
about 40 percent, compared to 
about 25 percent with other 
companies. 

Anna said although he wasn't 
directly responsible for the 
prices, he was hoping Barnes and 
Noble would consider a 


renegotiation. 

Another question raised was 
billing. Bills are only refigured 
when something significant 
happens with a student's 
schedule, Anna said. 

Bills are not automatically 
sent every period because of a 
problem with the computer. 
Anna said this keeps costs down 
but can cause confusion and the 
need for many follow-ups. He 
said he hopes this problem will 
be solved in the future. 

A final area of interest was 
racism. Kelly-Hamilton said 
focus has shifted from the topic 
because there is no present 
crisis. 

The apparent exploitation of 
blacks was also discussed. The 
recent incident of a student 
hitting an R.A. was addressed and 
Ed King, executive director of 
housing, residential life and the 


student judicial system said the 
arbitration board made the 
decision to suspend the student. 
He said he had nothing to do with 
that decision. 

The final area Kelly-Hamilton 
discussed was the intermingling 
of students on campus. She said 
some progress has been made to 
combine the Greek systems in 
Greek Week, but she thinks much 
more can be done to promote 
integration on campus. 

Other faculty members at the 
meeting were Ken 
Goldin, business manager, Dave 
Baer, director of security, Mike 
Murphy, director of housing. 
Bob Byezynski, director of food 
services, Gary Bergman, 
executive director of enrollment 
management, Mark Struss, 
director of facilities 
management. Dr. Suzanne 
Anderson, registrar, David 
Pardiek, financial assistance 
director and Greg Killoran, 
executive director of co-curricular 
development.

Albeck, a native of Chenoa, Ill., 
played for Bradley under Coach 
Bob Vanatta in 1955. 

The foilwing year, Albeck 
began his coaching career at 
Adrian College. He then moved to 
the University of Northern 
Michigan in 1957, where he 


served as head coach for 11 years. 
In 1968, he became head coach at 
the University of Denver. 

The next year he joined the 
Denver Nuggets of the old 
American Basketball 
Asscociation. In 1979, he moved 
to the Cleveland Cavaliers of the 
National Basketball Association. 
He also coached the San Antonio 

Spurs, New Jersey Nets and the 
Chicago Bulls. He left the Bulls in 
1986 to join Bradley. 

"Stan Albeck came to us in 
1986 and helped us through a 
most difficult period of our 
basketball program," Abegg said.

This is the last part in a three’ 
part series on the job market. 

Even though the Persian Gulf 
War is over, the job market for 
college graduates still remains 
uncertain. 

”I think it's too soon to tell. 
Lots of optimism is being shown. 
... Maybe by April and May, we 
will see some bright spots. 
Hopefully, employers will show 
less caution and lift hiring 
freezes," Majorie Springer, Center 
for Career Development's 
associate director of placement, 
said. 

She said there has been 
indication that the recession will 
be short since the war is over. 

Jane Linnenburger, the center's 
executive director, said it is still 
too early to tell what will happen 
now in regard to jobs. 

Nevertheless, the Center said 
jobs are available. Springer said 
flexibility is still the key word in 
regard to the type of job and 
locale. "Good jobs are out there." 

Springer said some companies 
are still coming on campus, such 
as smaller retail businesses. 
"They may not be a first or second 
choice, but they are a starting 
point." 

Linnenburger said the Center 
was contacted last week about 
employment opportunities for 
graduating students from the 
Middle East region to work in 
those countries. 

Many Bradley students are 
approaching their job searches in 
a variety of ways. 

Tom Mudlaff, senior business 
management major, said, "I 
haven't had problems getting 
interviews, but I don't know how I

stand on the whole thing." 

Searching for a position in 
technical sales or management 
training, Mudlaff has used the 
Career Center and networking for 
job leads. He said he has not 
altered his job search strategy 
since beginning it, but he is 
going to start mailing out letters 
to companies. "I am going to be 
doing more on my own." 

Chris Janus, senior business 
computer systems major, said, 
"Everybody told me that it 
[finding a job] would be hard." He 
went to two job fairs, which he 


said did not look very promising. 
He has been job hunting for four 
months for a computer systems 
analyst position. 

Both seniors said they are 
flexible in location and are 
willing to go anywhere. Mudlaff 
said, "I really think the job 
market depends on the 
individual." 

The outlook for locations is 
just as hazy as the market itself. 

Chuck Williams, college 
relations manager for Caterpillar 
Inc., said, "All regions have a 
problem right now." 

He said he has talked to many 
placement directors across the 
country and has been told that 
many companies are in 
curtailment or are dropping 
recruiting schedules. "I don't 
think there is any region right 
now that is better than any other." 

The Center is more optimistic 
about the overall picture. Springer 
said the East Coast is very 
depressed. "I have read in the 
press and East Coast students have 
reported that it's bad." 

Linnenburger said a Michigan 
Stale University report said the 
Northeast has been hit the 
hardest. "It has been very tight 
there for the past year." 

Other uncertain regions include 
the West Coast because of 
industry cutbacks, especially in 
California. Springer said, "There 
are mixed signals in the 
Southwest." 

Promising areas are the 
Northwest, including the Seattle 
area and the Midwest, including 
Peoria and Chicago. She said St. 
Louis is looking bad because of 
McDonnell Douglas' cutbacks.

Dawn Oberman, statistical 
services specialist with the 
College Placement Council, Inc., 
disagreed and said the availability 
of jobs is really dependent on the 
industry itself and not the region. 
"It's unpredictable at this point. 
It's good in some places and bad 
in some places." 

CPC compiles reports from 450 
career planning and placement 
offices in the country, including 
Bradley and reports on salary 
trends. Oberman said, "Salaries 
are looking mixed." 

According to the survey, 
salaries increased for most 
engineering positions, except for 
aerospace engineering because of 
employer cutbacks. Business 
salaries have dropped effecting 
accounting, economics and 
finance.

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Angelou discusses self worth

Author, actress, poet, dancer 
and songwriter Maya Angelou 
spoke about "ways of looking at 
oneself Monday night in the 
Student Center Ballroom. 

Angelou walked on stage and 
was greeted by a standing 
ovation from the packed house 
before beginning her lecture. 
Angelou said she would use black 
American poetry in her lecture 
because "it’s so beautiful, so 
cherished, so rarely taught." 

Angelou challenged her 
audience to ask a crucial question 
of themselves; "Am I worth 
asking of myself the very best?" 
Speaking to students, Angelou 
said, "Adults do not tell you 
often enough how desperately we 
need you." 

Angelou told the audience to 
look into their families to find 
out about themselves. She said 
because of the hardships their 
ancestors went through, they 
"paid for" the generations to 
come. "You (the students) are all 
paid for," she said. Students are 
in college so "you can go out and 
pay for who is to come," she 
said. 

Education is important and 
learning never stops, Angelou 
said. From seven and a half to 
13, she said she was mute. 
During the years she could not

Speak, she said she road authors 
like Poe, Shakespeare and 
Langston Hughes. 

She encouraged students to go 
to the library and read all types 
of literature because literature 
makes "something happen to 
you." Angelou told the audience 
to read the literary works of all 
races because, she said, 
paraphrasing the Roman 
playwright Terence, "I am a 
human being. Nothing human 
can be alien to me." 

Angelou, the author of many 
best-selling books including "I 
Know Why the Caged Bird 
Sings," even spoke of her own 
writing. She said she just 


finished a screenplay for Harry 
Belafonte and a one woman show 
for Oprah Winfrey. Angelou also 

said she hopes to begin her sixth 
autobiography this summer. 

Angelou shared her poem, 
"The Phenomenal Woman" with 
the audience. She said the poem 
is for all women, regardless of 
race or appearance. "This is to 
the men in the audience, you 
have to write your own poem," 
she said. 

"How you write poetry, the 
Lord knows," she said, "I ask the 
Lord all the time 'How do you 
write poetry?'" 

Angelou said she looks at 
herself through her work. Aside 
from her writing, she has worked 
in many aspects of the 
entertainment business. 

She said she played the role of 
Kunta Kinte's grandmother in the 
television mini-series "Roots," 
based on Alex Haley’s novel. She 
was nominated for an Emmy for 
her role. 

Angelou is also a dancer and 
singer. She said she danced and 
sang the role of "Ruby" in a 
touring company’s rendition of 
"Porgy and Bess." 

Angelou’s appearance was 
sponsored by the Activities 
Council of Bradley University. 
Sophomore history major Cindy 
Spector, ACBU’s lecture 
coordinator, said more than 450 
people attended the event.

• The Peoria League of Women Voters said, Peoria must build a 
new police station, even if it requires a tax increase to fund it.

she said. 

"Every dollar spent on this 
war is a dollar not spent on 
education, a dollar not spent on 
student aid, a dollar not spent on 
child care, health care or 
housing," Villanueva said. 

Those issues are among the 
issues George Bush should 
address when constructing his 
new world order, she said, 
wondering aloud what the world 
will be like "now that its 
testosterone level is down." 

Goals such as equal rights, 
health care, child care and 
reproductive freedom are among 
Illinois NOW's goals for 1991, 
and are the same goals NOW had 
when it was established in 1966. 
"And they're things that should 
have been written into the 
Constitution in 1791, but I guess 
someone forgot," Villanueva 
said. 

Villanueva elaborated on 
NOW's 1991 political agenda in 
Illinois, emphasizing women's 
reproductive rights and access to 
family planning services as 
major issues facing Illinois 
women and the state legislature. 

Illinois NOW members are 
also lobbying the state to factor 


sexual orientation into the 
Illinois Human Rights Act, 
which prohibits discrimination 
on the basis of race and age but 
allows discrimination against 
homosexuals and lesbians. 

Another of the organization's 
focuses this year is violence 
against women by pressuring 
local state attorneys to prosecute 
perpetrators of violent crimes, 
she said. 

Villanueva called 
acquaintance rape on college 
campuses a "major, major 
problem" and reminded the 
audience of a state law passed last 
year that required colleges and 
universities to compile on- 
campus rape and sexual assault 
statistics. 

"We need to make sure that 
places like Bradley, Western and 
Illinois State are actually 
compiling those statistics and 
making them available," 
Villanueva said. "They have to 
make them available to potential 
students and the parents of 
students. It's controversial, of 
course, because the college 
officials don't want it getting out 
that there are rapes on their 
campuses." 

Villanueva talked about 
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NOW's image as a radical 
feminists' organization. She 
defmed a feminist as "a person 
who believes that women should 
have political, economic and 
social rights equal to those of 
men ... one who believes the 
implementation of feminist 
principles will create a more 
humaije type^ of political power." 

Villanueva said, "Now 
listening to that, that doesn't 
really sound like the zenith of 
radical feminism to me." She said 
people need to realize they 
already support the feminist 
movement by such standards. 

"To get people to join the 
women's movement, we have to 
convince them they're already a 
part of it, even if they don't 
know it yet," she said. 

"Things are changing and 
we're winning some victories," 
she said. "We're proving there's a 
time we can stop asking and start 
acting. And if we're not heard in 
Congress or the courts, then we 
will be heard in the streets. We 
must never stop taking action to 
make our homes, the streets, 
campuses and work 
environments safe and equitable 
places to live."

The Progressive Student 
Alliance at Bradley has received 
the annual Betty Osborne 
Feminist Award for its dedication 
to women's rights ^and social 
issues. 

The award will be presented 
by Dolores Klein, the press 
representative for the Peoria 
Chapter of the National 
Organization for Women. 

Dave Berry, president of the 
PSA, said its fight for abortioh 
rights and push for sexual 
education on campus are among 
reasons for receiving the award. 
For instance, last year the PSA 
organized a group to attend a pro- 
choice rally in Washington D.C. 

"Last semester was very busy, 
we were kind of absorbed by the 
war," Berry said about the anti¬ 
war rallies. 

"To work on an issue is to 
work on all issues," Berry said. 
They all relate to the rights of 
the individual, he said. 

Last fall the PSA also attended 
a rally promoting condoms in 
the residence halls. 

"The PSA is a very rare group 
of young men and women, they 
have gone out of their way to 
support women," Klein said. 

The award has been given since 
1986. Another Bradley recipient 
of the award was Dr. Zeev 
Gorin, chairman of the sociology 
department. Klein said Gorin 
also received the award for his 
promotion of women's equality. 

The PSA has been on campus 
for 10 years. Berry said there are 
approximately 25 to 30 active 
members. 'We are a very liberal 
group, our members are really 
intertwined with art and theater 
communities," he said. 

Betty Osborne, whom the 
award was named for, was an 
activist who died in 1985 after a 
struggle with cancer. She was a 
role model for women's rights 
issues and until her death she 
counseled those more sick than 
herself.

Berry said racism has been a 
good opportunity for the group.

The group is also concerned 
with apartheid and divestment of 
assests in South Africa. Berry 
said one tactic used was a "die 
in." Members of the group 
played machine gun noise 
pretending to be shot, ^he scene 
finished with one member 
standing up and explaining the 
purpose of the rally. 

"There is not much funding 
for our group," Berry said. 'We 
do what we need to skin by." 
Most PSA funding comes from 

the school and the few 
fundraisers held by the group, 
such as selling buttons and T- 
shirts. 

"People always need to be 
educated about racism, sexism, 
and many controversial issues," 
Berry said. 

He said the future is unknown, 
but the United States still 
dominates Latin America. He 
also said the abortion issue 
might come up again since it was 
recently outlawed in Utah. 

He said these issues are often 
the cause of much hostility 
toward the group. For instance, 
during the racism problems on 
campus last year, threats were 
made on the lives of the members 
of PSA However, this did not 
stop the group's progression. 

"The big issue last week was 
where do we go from here," Berry 
said. 

One event coming up in the 
near future is a speech by Dr. 
Donna Shalala, provost of 
students at the University of

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Darkroom magic 


Students exposed to Craig Stevens’ 'Three Portfolios' exhibit, lecture

Magic of photography is not just 
created in the darkroom but also from 
within the photographer. 

Craig Stevens, a Bunn lecturer, 
discussed his photography career Feb. 28 
in Neumiller Lecture Hall, and conducted a 
workshop all day March 1 for advanced 
photography students. 

"My first camera was a Polaroid I 
bought my senior year in college to take 
embarrassing pictures of my roommates,” 
he confessed. 

Earning his bachelor's degree in 
sociology from Colby College in 1969, 
Stevens said the first time he took photos 
"like (he) meant it" was in graduate 
school. 

One year after his graduation in 1972 
he attended a workshop by Emmet Gowin 
which fixed his decision to go on in 
photography. 

Stevens said the first job which gave 
him the opportunity to Hake serious 
photographs was teaching second grade. 
There, he taught all subjects except, "with 
good reason", singing. During that time 
he photographed his students, and he said 
he has not done anything but take 
photographs since. 

Stevens, who teaches at the Savannah 
College of Art and Design, still runs 
workshops at the Maine Photographic 
Workshop where he was the associate 
director from 1974 to 1988. 

Stevens is quick to point out the 
difference between teaching photography 
and being a photographer. He said the two 
are separate and he would not want 
teaching to become the sole supjxirt of his 
photography. Stevens said he realizes he 
is extremely lucky his photography has 
been self-supportive through the sale of 
work, gallery showings and workshops. 

Stevens said he does not work in series, 
as his Three Portfolios exhibit in the 
Heuser Art Center Gallery would lead one 
to believe. Rather, he said he works 
through an idea. 

He said he has no favorite collection. 


but rather one image in each collection he 
believes crystallizes the idea he is trying 
to portray. 

Stevens, who is now working with 
landscapes, said his latest project aims to 
depict not what is around him but what is 
within himself. He said he can accomplish 
this because, "photos are made by the 
energy of the individual which literally 
goes out of the lens, bounces off the 
object and onto the film." 

He said as he progresses, his work 
becomes "less pictorial and more and more 
complex." 

Stevens said he believes the idea of 
"resonance," what exists between an 
individual and reality, is key in 
photography. He said his prints are a 
translation of what was going on inside 
himself when he took the picture. When 
others look at the photos they attach their 
own perceptions to them, creating their 
own personal resonance. 

If he could do anything he wanted, 
without restrictions, Stevens said his two 
fantasies involve photography. 

First he said he would like to live in 
Provence, an area in southern France, and 
spend a couple years doing black and white 
landscape photography. 

"Getting up each, day, breathing the air, 
and taking time to think" would be his 
primary concern. Stevens described the 
French landscape as being "manipulated", 
a concept he defined as "no big wide open 
spaces" and said the French have no 
concept of the scale of the open 
countryside in the United States. 

He said his second dream trip would be 
to Tierra Del Fuego, the southernmost 
point in South America. Stevens said he 
believes this area is "warm and embracing" 
and would give him the opportunity to 
focus on what is inside his mind. He said 
he is confident he will someday take these 
trips. 

During Friday’s workshop, Stevens 
introduced the technique of mordancage , a 
process that turns black and white 
photographs into negative, relief images. 
Students who participated in the workshop 
described mordancage as "fascinating", 
"incredible" and "intriguing."

Dyche estimates she makes an $8 
profit on an $18 sweatshirt.

It 
probably pays 15 percent (of school)," 
she added. 

Advertising for her business is done 
mainly through word-of-mouth. "I 
usually put up one poster per year," she 
said. 

Dyche said she learned the basics of 
sewing from her mother, but she really 
mastered it while she was a member of a 
4-H Club back home. She said she 
developed a love for many arts and 
crafts. 

Dyche joined 4-H at eight and stayed 
in until she was 18. She said she was 
even a leader of a 4-H group in Peoria 
while attending Bradley.

Whether it is a tribute to John 
Lennon or Led Zeppelin or a 
down and dirty blues act 
sponsored by the Peoria Blues 
Society, Wet Willies has it. 
Owner Dan Rambke said, "We 
like to do bands that other clubs 
won't do." 

This is true, but they are also 
quality bands, many of which 
have recording contracts and 
established names. You won't 
find any two bit garage bands 
playing electric twangers here. 
That's the advantage of going to 
Wet Willies, Rambke loves 


music and brings it to his 
customers. 

Generally there's a $2 or $3 
cover charge on weekends, not 
bad when you consider the cost 
of the average concert ticket. 
Shows start between 7 and 8 at 
night. 

Other clubs in the Peoria area 
providing live entertainment are: 
DR's Blues Lounge, a small blues 
bar with some pretty good acts; 
City Limits, which books bands 
with a more upbeat rock tempo; 
The Judges Chamber, with your 
basic weekend bar bands, and 

Sullivan's, which books fun- 
loving. good-for-drinking rock 
bands. There are a few other bars 
that occasionally book live 
bands, but they don't provide 
them on a regular basis.

involved with helping a 4-H group. 

"A jack of all trades and a master of 
few” is how Dyche labeled herself. In 
addition to her sweatshirt business, she 
runs a miniature business. She said 
miniatures are her first love. 

Dyche said her interest in doll house 
miniatures began when she received a 
punch-out A-frame doll house from her 
parents. "When I was a freshman in high 
school, I bought my first doll house 
myself, and it was $3000," she added. 

Dyche said she had originally 
intended to buy a doll house for $196 
when she was in sixth grade, so she 
raked yards, washed windows and mowed 
lawns to earn money. She said just about 
the time she had enough money, the 


store discontinued that particular doll 
house. She went back to work and 
eventually had enough money to 
purchase a limited edition doll house. 

In fifth grade Dyche began to design 
and put together some of her own 
miniatures. She said she sold them to a 
local dealer for 25 to 50 cents each. 

"It was kind of my way to support my 
hobby because with the money that I 
made through miniatures, I could buy 
miniatures," said Dyche. "Through the 
years I've increased the number of 
things I make, and the quantity and the 
quality," she added. 

Now Dyche sells her miniatures to 
about two dozen shops in the Midwest 
and about a dozen shops on the East 
Coast. Most of her miniatures are doll 
house decorations like Christmas 
packages, paper chains for Christmas 
trees or floral wreaths for doll house 
doors. 

Dyche said her miniatures sell for 
anywhere between 25 cents and $50. 
The $50 item is an ultra-suede teddy bear 
with movable parts that takes Dyche 15 
or 16 hours to make. 

Dyche said she works on her 
miniatures or sweatshirts as a study 
break. Between those two businesses 
and her various summer jobs, she is able 
to pay 50 percent of her tuition. She 
said the rest is covered by financial aid 
and student loans. 


Transfers make transition

With unfamiliar faces, new 
surroundings and mixed feelings 
about the decision to come here, 
the first day of classes can be 
unsettling and just a little scary 
for some students. 

Returning students, though, 
appear confident as they walk 
around the campus. They seem to 
know where they are going and 
have made friends already. 

Likewise, there is a somewhat 
cohesive quality to the freshmen 
class. Though the students are 
diverse, they are all "in the same 
boat" so to speak; the university 
experience is new for all of them. 

But there is another group of 
students who fall somewhere in 
between. Transfer students aren’t 
new to college life, but they are 
new to Bradley University. 

The number of transfer 


students varies each year, but 
approximately one-third of the 
new students at Bradley are 
transfers, said Nickie Roberson, 
associate director of enrollment 
management. 

Bradley admitted 416 transfer 
students last fall and 156 in the 
spring. There has been a slight 
increase in the number of transfer 
students in the last years, 
Roberson said. 

To facilitate the adjustment to 
Bradley, a day is set aside during 
the summer for transfer student 
orientation. Roberson said the 
exact date is not set, but will be 
sometime in July. "A student 
who waits to apply until even the 
first of August will have missed 
that opportunity," she said. 

"Some students can’t always 
make it if they work or come in 
later," Roberson said. These 
students may attend an 
orientation with freshmen held 
just before classes. 'There' are 
often more transfers than 
freshmen in these sessions." 

However, this isn’t an 
attractive option for every 
student. "I would not combine 
both very late freshmen and 
transfer students in the same 
orientation session because, as a 


transfer, you have this hybrid 
feeling. It was like a catch-all 
thing. It wasn’t like 'Welcome 
transfer students.’ It was 
'Welcome transfer students, late 
freshmen, freshmen said

in fall 1988 from Millikin 
University.

"I can’t blame them. As a 
transfer student, I didn’t expect a 
three-day orientation where you 
get in groups, play games and 
get to know each other. There are 
not enough of us," said Rick 
Groeninger, a sophomore 
finance major who transferred 
this semester from Lincoln Land 
Community College. 

There hasn’t been a need to 
add another day for orientation 
because the current orientations 
have not been overcrowded. "We 
call people and remind them to 
come," Roberson said. 

The transfer orientation day is 
attended mainly by traditional 
transfer students, although close 
to 10 percent of transfer students 
are non-traditional, Roberson 
said. 

"Transfer students are usually 
more specific with their 
questions. They want to know, 
how can I get my degree as 
quickly as possible and as least 
expensively?" Roberson said. 

Students with special needs or 
additional questions are welcome 
to ask questions anytime, she 
said. "We assume transfers will 
be comfortable with the 
educational process and ask 
questions." 

"I felt Bradley University’s 


problem was that they looked at 
transfers as sophomores or 
juniors already attending 
Bradley. They assume you know 
everything and you’ll be fine. 
But you don’t. 

"It’s a new environment ... if 
they could have something the 
first couple of weeks for just 
transfer students to meet each 
other," said Rita LaDere, a junior 
business management and 
administration major who 
transferred from University of 
Evansville in fall 1989. 

Barb Sampson, a junior 
nursing major who transferred 
from MacMurray College, 
suggested adding a program to 
help transfer students meet 
students already at Bradley. 

"The staff seemed to help out 
quite a bit But it took a while to 
meet people," she said. 

Roberson said she liked the 
idea of doing something socially 
for transfer students. 

Part-time students 
participating in the special 
degree completion program were 
able to attend a two-and-a half 
hour orientation started in the 
spring. Roberson said the 
orientation was most helpful to 
those students and would be 
continued. 

Transfer students may also 
take part in the Transfer 
Enrollment Program. To do so, a 
student must schedule an 
appointment, then send in a 
completed application, 
transcripts from all colleges 
attended, a description of course 
work in progress and a completed 
Preliminary Financial Aid Form 
(dependent students only) or 
Financial Aid Form within 10 
days. 

During the campus visit, the 
student will receive confirmation 
of acceptance, an evaluation of 
previous and remaining course 
work, an opportunity to register 
for classes, an appointment with 
a faculty adviser and an estimate 
of costs and financial aid. 

Bradley University also offers 
community college scholarships 
for qualified students who 
transfer from two-year 
institutions.

Peoria economic outlook down 


Aikman to discuss

Peoria’s economy is 
declining, but not as much as the 
nation's, if the sentiments of 
201 tri-county residents are 
correct. 

Consumer pessimism for the 
future drove Peoria, Tazewell and 
Woodford counties' confidence in 
the economy down 23 points 
since last March or April, 
according to a study conducted by 
Bradley University business 
faculty and students. 

"Consumer confidence is a 
measure of how people feel about 
this particular economy," Nat 
Brammer, a graduate business 
administration student, said. 
Points are relative and are used to 
compare consumer sentiment to 
previous years. 

He said the Index for 
Consumer Sentiment was 
between 50 and 55 in 1982, 
about 102 in 1988 and is now at 
72.4. 

Peoria Metropolitan 
Statistical Area sentiment is 
higher than the nation's by about 
six index points. 

"People in this area feel this 
economy is better than others. 
People have better faith in our 
economy for some reason," 
Brammer said. 

The study reported increased 


consumer worries about the 
outlook for business conditions 
were the largest source of 
decline, with 54 percent of 201 
people surveyed worried 
unemployment levels may 
increase in the year ahead. 

"I had two [job] offers and I 
didn't look hard," Matt Schebler, 
senior electrical engineering 
major, said. "My fiance [also an 
electrical engineering major] 
didn't have any problems either. 
I’ve heard it's worse for liberal 
arts majors. We're [engineers] 
not going to have the multiple 
offers we used to." 

Reports of favorable attitudes 
toward car buying declined to 48 
percent from 64 percent six 
months earlier. 

It's [car sales] definitely 
declined," Edward Troxell, owner 
of E.T.'s Quality Used Cars on 
Farmington Road, said. 
"Consumers are going for the 
cheaper cars between S 1,000 and 
$3,000." 

Favorable attitudes toward 
buying conditions for homes 
were reported by 59 percent of 
area households, down from six 
months earlier. 

"I would say we have not had a 


change in attitude at all," said an 
agent from Gwen Phillips and 
Associates Property 
Management Appraisals in 
Morton who did not want to be 
identified. She said more people 
are looking at homes than are 
available. 

Brammer said the decline in 
consumer confidence points to a 
relatively modest reduction in 
discretionary purchases in early 
1991. A decline in automobile 
sales is expected by this spring. 

Brammer assisted Bernard 
Goitein, associate professor of 
business management and 
administration, director of the 
Center for Business and 
Economic Research and director 
of Survey Research, in 
conducting the study for the 
fourth quarter of 1990. 
Undergraduates called people 
randomly chosen from a 
telephone book and asked them 
their feelings about the area's 
economy. Brammer and Goiten 
then analyzed the data. 

Survey results are based upon 
telephone interviews completed 
during evenings and weekends 
between Nov. 3 and Dec. 6, 
1990. Bradley's college of 
business administration center 
for business and economic 
research conducted this study.

Campustown creates parking pressure

Parking on Bradley's campus, 
with the new Campustown 
shopping complex and 
additional University buildings, 
has become a pressing problem 
in the last few years. 

Business Manager Ken Goldin 
said Bradley has been meeting 
with local neighborhood groups 
during the past months to solve 
Bradley's parking problems.

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Bradley dieticians 
plan nutrition day

They may not be well known 
on campus yet, but the Bradley 
Student Dietetic Association 
plans to change that with next 
week’s Nutrition Fair. 

Tusday's fair in the Student 
Center Ballroom will run from 3 
to 7:30 p.m. in recognition of 
National Nutrition Month. 

'T think based on my 
experience and the courses I 
teach, most everyone is 
interested in health and physical 
fitness," Dr. Mohammed 
Shayesteh, dietetics professor 
and advisor of the group, said. 

"They are choosing the wrong 
way of dieting or exercise 
program," he said. 

Displays at the fair will 
include a blood pressure check, a 
body composition test, a diet 
analysis, a cholesterol reading 
booth sponsored by the St. 
Francis Medical Center, a table 
manned by the Central Illinois 
Dietetic Association and other 
booths manned by various health 
organizations. 

Amy Taylor, president of 
BSDA, and Maureen Muehler, 
spokesperson, said the fair would 
be a chance to get medical tests 
at a lower cost than at hospitals. 

"If you went to a hospital and 
had a cholesterol test, it could 
cost $30 to $50," Muehler said. 
The test at the fair will cost $3. 

"So many people are not 


aware of their diet," Taylor said. 

"The diet affects so many 
body systems. It affects the well 
being," Muehler said. 

Free refreshments, including 
vegetables, frozen yogurts, fruit 
and juices, will also be served at 
the fair. Muehler said all 
refreshments are nutritionally 
sound and were chosen by the 
dietetics association. 

"I think this is an excellent 
opportunity for students. It is 
also an excellent opportunity to 
get information for a diet plan," 
Shayesteh said. 

"There is only one right way 
to lose weight and if you do it 
right you won't have to do it 
again," he said. 

The BSDA has been on 
campus for a while, but only 
recently became active when it 
provided assistance at the 
Wellness Fair last year. 

The group has 21 members, 
all dietetics majors. Future plans 
for the group include publishing 
a diet information newsletter in 
May and getting an office for 
next year where students can go 
to ask diet questions, Muehler 
said. 

The group also hopes to help 
the cafeterias provide more well- 
balanced diets, Taylor said. 

Until the BSDA opens an 
office, Shayesteh said he will be 
available to answer any 
questions.

1 
like that [to increase 
vandalism]," Baer said. 

Ed I^g , executive director of 
housing, residential life and the 
student judicial system, said he 
thinks cases of vandalism have 
actually decreased in recent 
years. The increased number of 
reports are due to a more efficient 
security department, he said. 

The dollar amount of 
vandalism damage has decreased 
in recent years, he said. 

King said vandalism had 
decreased over the years with 
more relaxation in residence hall 
regulations and different housing 
methods. 

He said vandalism increased 
when students had curfews. "We 
forced people into the halls and 
some of them obviously weren't 
ready to come back," he said. 

In the 1970's, with curfews 
dropped and more co-ed housing 
introduced, cases of vandalism 
dropped dramatically. King said. 

Vandalism is taken care of in 
many ways. Residence hall staff 
or custodians usually report it to 
work control, and the job is 
dispatched to the general 
maintenance staff. Whether the 
incident is reported to security 
depends on the nature of the 
vandalism. 

Vandalism in Greek houses is 
reported to the office of student 
life and the student judicial 
system if the problem is 
internal. If any ordinances are 
broken, a report is filed with 
security. 

"Certainly, most of what is 
related to me [in terms of 
vandalism] is alcohol related — 
when students’ judgement is 
impaired," King said. 

A large amount of vandalism 
cases referred to work control are 
fairly routine. 

"We get calls from a head 
resident who says the toilet 
paper holder fell off the wall. 
Well, it didn't fall off the wall - 
somebody knocked it off the 
wall. Some cases maybe it's even 
incidental, but it's still misuse," 
Struss said. 

He said cases range from 
broken windows to a student 


putting a stack of papers in a 
microwave, starting a fire. 

Bodder said the problem he 
finds most prominent is ceiling 
tiles, which must be fixed almost 
daily. "Ceiling titles just don't 
fall out." 

"It only takes one person — a 
lot of damage can be done by one 
person," Struss said. 
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Halberstam explores 20th century

When the country changed its 

agenda, David Halberstam 
changed his too. 

Instead of only speaking about 
the political and economic future 
of the United States, Halberstam 
lectured on Persian Gulf war issues 
Tuesday in Neumiller Lecture Hall. 

’The age of hegemony is over. 
We are in political paralysis. We 
are living as if we are still rich and 
the rest of the world hasn't caught 
up," Halberstam, a Pulitzer Prize 
winning journalist and best¬ 
selling author, said. 

’The danger is reading too 
much into our [Persian Gulf] 
victory,” he said. 'The military 
part is the easy part. The political 
ramifications are the difficult 
part." 

Halberstam said the agenda we 
face at home is serious. He said we 
need to increase student test 
scores and rebuild the country’s 
tired infrastructure. 

Although Halberstam was 
critical of some press coverage of 


the Gulf war, he asked the audience 
to consider limited access of the 
press. 

"There was no draft, no 
rationing, no increase in gas 
prices. The only sacrifice we 
made was of freedom of the press,” 
Halberstam said. 

Good commanders like having 
reporters on the battlefield for 
morale, ego and a reflection of the 
people at home who are listening, 
he said. 

"Reporters are in fact your 
proxies. There is a powerful 
belief in the defense department 
and in this administration that the 
press cost us a victory in 
Vietnam. That is not true. It was 
not a bad press corp, it was a bad 
policy," he said. 

Halberstam gained national 
prominence when he reported that 
the Vietnam war was being lost. 

Now that war is over, 
Halberstam urged the public to 
consider the future of the 
American agenda. 

"We've got to move into the 
future. The easy, affluent life 
when we were rich is over," he 


said. 

Reluctance to accept that the 
United States is no longer the 
powerful nation it was after World 
War n is one of two weaknesses 
Halberstam sees of the country. 

"It's not so much we've 
declined, it’s that others have 
begun to catch up and they’re 
hungry," he said. "TTie rest of the 
world is coming." 

Basic education, the second 
weakness, needs to be improved 
to raise national test scores of 
children he said. 

’It's all about education. ... I 
don’t want a child to miss 
childhood but there's a medium 
between a half hour of homework 
and six hours." 

He said the president needs to 
connect education to jobs and 
national security. Parents need to 
be aware of their children's 
academic future by monitoring 
homework. Connection between 
the private sector and educational 
system must occur, Halberstam 
said.

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Field House was the site for 400 Bradley victories

Part three in a 
three-part series 

After two mediocre years 
under Bob Vanatta, the Braves 
winning percentage at the Field 
House finally began to improve 
under the most successful coach 
in Bradley history. Chuck 
Orsborn. 

In Orsbom's first four years at 
the Field House, the Braves won 
57 games while losing just three 
for an astounding .950 winning 
percentage. In Orsborn's nine 
years, the Braves were 124-12 at 
home (.911). 

In Orsbom's fourth year at the 
helm, the Braves traveled and 

lost to Cincinnati by 15 points, 
setting up the rematch weeks 
later. With 8,000 fans at the 
Field House, Oscar Robertson 
scored 46 points and Cincinnati 
scored 90 points, but the Braves' 
91 won the game. 

During Oscar's three great 
years at Cincinnati, when they 
were ranked number 1,2, or 3 in 
the national polls, he could not 
come away with a win at the Field 


House. 

Three years later, the Braves 
played Wichita State, ranked first 
in the Missouri Valley 
Conference as well as fourth 
nationally. The Braves played 
the Shockers tough and when 
Leon Hall scored with two 
seconds left, the Braves had a 76- 
74 upset win. 

S to well took over for Orsborn 
and had equal results. In his first 
three years, Stowell won 41 
games at home and lost just four. 

"One of my many memories 
was when we played U.S.C. and 
Joe Allen scored something like 
45 points and we beat them 102- 
97." Stowell said. "Then there 
was the game when Louisville 
had won 15 straight to open the 
season and we beat them." 

Another game, that has been 
called one of the best games at 
the Field House, was against the 
University of Nevada at Las 
Vegas. The two teams played up 
tempo basketball throughout the 
game, with UNLV prevailing at 
the end, 107-106. 

The Field House results aren't 
just numbers, they are results of 
hard work by teams that provided 
some of the best games ever. 

There was the time the Braves

took a 28-0 lead over New 
Mexico State, only to lose the 
game 117-109. 

There was a game in 1954 at 
the Field House because of a flip 
of a coin over the phone. The 
Braves' first opponent in the 
NCAA was Oklahoma City The 
site was to be determined by a 
coin flip over the phone, which 
Bradley won and then won the 
game, 61-55. 

Through all the games and 
seasons, the best was saved for 
last, 1981-82. The Braves won 
their first three games of the year 
at home, but lost to Murray State 
in overtime. That was the first of 
14 overtimes the Braves played 
in the season. 

Half of those 14 OT's occurred 
two nights later against 
Cincinnati as the Braves and 
Bearcats battled seven 
overtimes,an NCAA Division I 
record, before Cincinnati won. 
Doug Schloemer's jump shot 
with three seconds remaining 
gave the visitors a 75-73 win. 

Later that year, Mitchell 
Anderson broke the Bradley 
career scoring mark with his 
2,065th point to top Roger 
Phegley's old mark. 

TTie Field House finale had to 


be one of the best games every 
played there. The Braves were to 
battle Tulsa, with the winner 
receiving the opportunity to 
host three games in the Valley 
post season tournament. 

The game was televised 
nationally on NBC and a sellout 
crowd watched the Braves defeat 
Tulsa 82-79 in overtime. 
Freshman Voise Winters scored a 
then, career high 18 points while 
playing all 45 minutes to lead 
the Braves. 

David Thirdkill's jump shot 
with 39 seconds to go tied the 
game in regulation and Kerry 
Cook's two free throws iced the 
game in overtime as the Braves 
took the home court advantage in 
the MVC. 

After being snubbed by the 
NCAA, the Braves won their first 
two NTT games easily and were 
one victory from the Final Four 
at New York. The Braves defeated 
Tulane 77-61 in that third game 
as the Braves outscored the Green 
Wave 46-28 in the second half 
and the celebration began. 

Frank Sinatra's "New York, 
New York" was blasting through 
the loudspeakers as fans mobbed 
the floor to celebrate with their 
team. That was the 500th game 


played at the Field House, with 
the Braves winning 400 and 
losing 1(X). 

"The move to the Field House 
has gotten more money to the 
athletic fund and it certainly is 
progress," Stowell said. "But it 
holds a special place in my heart 
'cause it is a one-of-a-kind place 
and there are no bad seats. 

The close of the 1982 season 
left many great memories, but 
the thought of no more home 
games in the Field House left 
many broken hearts.

As for next year, Steger said 
he believes the team should be 
better, even though it's tough to 
get many players out for the 
team.

of their last eight. Stuckey led 
the MVC in scoring for the 
second consecutive season and 
Albeck finished his career with 
his players earning the Valley 
scoring title in all five.seasons. 

The 20 losses marked the first 
time the Braves had consecutive 
20-loss seasons. The losing 
record was the third in a row, 
which hadn't happened since 
1933-36. The eight wins were 


the fewest since 1942-43 when 
the Braves went 8-11. For the 
first time since 1954-55, the 
Braves had a losing record (6-7) 
at home. 

Add to this a slip in 
attendance of more than 3,000 
per game from the 1987-88 
season and it’s apparent why the 
heat may have been too much for 
Albeck, who finished his Bradley 
career with a 7.^-7! mark.

Drake ends Lady Braves season

The Lady Braves Basketball 
team came within five points of 
qualifying for the Gateway 
Conference tournament last week 
as it lost at Drake 70-66 on 
Saturday. 

This game was a showdown 
between two Gateway Conference 
teams on the bubble for the 
conference tournament. A win 
would ensure the victor the final 
play-off spot. 

"I don't think we could have 
painted a better picture with the 
scenario that we had," Lady 
Braves Head Coach Lisa Boyer 
said of the confrontation. 

Drake improved to 13-16 
overall and 10-8 in the Gateway 
as they defeated Bradley and 
qualified for the final spot. 
Bradley finished the season 13- 
14 overall and 8-9 in the 
conference. 

Boyer said she felt her team 
gave it their best effort. 

"I don’t think the kids could 
have played harder," Boyer said. 
"I think they gave it a 110 
percent." 

Boyer said her team had to 
work extra hard to make up for 
the absence of senior forward 
Heidi Nelson, who suffered a 
knee injury in the first minute of 
the game. 


"That (Nelson's injury) really 
affected our team, not from an 
emotional standpoint, but it also 
upset the rotation of the 
lineups," Boyer said. 

The Lady Braves were able to 
take a 33-32 lead into half time 
thanks to Val Wancket’s 15 
points. 

In the second half, Drake 
came back and took a 46-39 lead 
on Adrienne Clark’s two free 
throws at the 12 minutes, 39 
seconds mark. 

The Lady Braves fought back 
and built a six-point lead of their 
own on Eileen Yerkes three- 
pointer at the 4:44 mark. 

The Bulldogs then recaptured 
the lead for good on Jan Jensen's 
two free throws with 48 seconds 
to play to make the score 67-66. 
Jensen made six consecutive free 
throws in the last minute and a 
half to pull the team back in 
the game. 

Jensen, an All-American 
candidate, led Drake with 30 
points and 12 rebounds. Bradley 
was led by Wancket, who scored 
19 points and grabbed 12 
rebounds. Sheila Jenkins and 
Eileen Yerkes each contributed 
15 points and nine and seven 
rebounds respectively. 

Last Thursday, the Lady 
Braves traveled to Cedar Falls 
Iowa to face the University of 
Northern Iowa Panthers. Boyer 


was able to clear tlie bench as 
Bradley routed UNI 90-50. 

LADY BRAVES NOTES: 
Val Wancket was named to the 
10-member 1991 All-Gateway 
Conference team for the second 
consecutive season. Wancket 
became the first Bradley player, 
male or female, to lead her team 
in scoring (14.5 ppg.), rebounds 
(8.9 rpg.), and assists (4.8 apg) 
in a single season. 

Wancket finished her Bradley 
career as the all-time rebound 
leader (788), number six in 
scoring (1048) and third in both 
assists (338) and steals (223).

It was almost five years ago 
when Stan Albeck returned to his 
alma matter to try resurrecting a 
program in disarray. 

Last Saturday, his Braves 
finished the season with an 8-20 
mark, the first time the school 
had ever seen back-to-back 20- 
loss seasons. 

Three days later. Albeck was 
gone. 

At an afternoon press 
conference. Athletic Director 
Ron Ferguson announced Albeck 
had turned in his resignation 
earlier that morning. 

Thus, his five-year tenure was 
done, but not before Albeck had 
returned the program to two years 
of good times, only to see it fall 
from the top over the past three. 

When he arrived on campus in 
1986. Albeck inherited one of 
the most difficult situations any 
Bradley coach ever faced. 

Due to National Collegiate 
Athletic Association sanctions, 
the Braves were banned from 
post-season play in 1987. The 
program was also faced with the 
additional dilemma of losing key 
players to other schools because 
of the sanctions. 

The NCAA report said the 
violations "involved unethical 
conduct by the men’s head 


basketball coach (Dick Versace), 
improper recruiting inducements, 
entertainment, and extra benefits 
to a student-athlete and his 


family." 

One of those players was 
junior Hersey Hawkins. When 
Albeck was hired. Hawkins 


stayed in spite of the sanctions, 
and the Braves were ready to 
prepare for the 1986-87 season. 

Coming off a 32-3 season, 
which included a loss to eventual 
National Champion Louisville in 
the NCAA Tournament. Albeck 
was faced with the challenge of 
replacing point guard Jim Les 
(now with the Sacramento Kings) 
and center Mike Williams. 

Albeck accepted the 
challenge, and with his run-and- 
gun offense intact, the Braves 
finished 17-12. 10-4 in the 
MVC. Hawkins finished fifth in 
the nation with a 27.2 points per 
game average. 

'Tm very, very proud of this 
team," Albeck said following the 
season, "Because they were dealt 
a bad hand and really made the 
most of it in a mature manner." 

The next year, the team was 
definitely mature and the roster 
proved it. Seven seniors graced 
Albeck's lineup and the coach 
made the most of their leadership 
by guiding the Braves to a 26-5 
season. 

With Player of the Year 
Hawkins and his 36.3 ppg 
leading the way, the Braves 
recorded a school record of 92.5 
ppg and a berth in the NCAA 
Tournament. Despite a loss to 
Auburn in the first round. 
Albeck's .717 winning 
percentage tied for second with 


Forddy Anderson on Bradley’s 
all-time coaching list. 

Albeck began his third year 
on the Hilltop with seven 
seniors, gone and many unproven 
players. 

After a mid-season six-game 
losing streak, the Braves won 
seven in a row to improve their 
record to 13-12. But losses to 
Tulsa and Drake gave the Braves 
their first losing season since 
Dick Versace’s first year in 1978- 
79. 

Albeck was faced with the 
challenge of using his own 
recruits to improve results on the 
Hilltop. 

The results were mostly bad. 
Bradley dropped nine of its first 
10 games and then lost the last 
seven of the year to record the 
first 20-loss season (11-20) 
since 1954-55. 

Despite transfer Curtis 
Stuckey leading the Valley with 
his 23.7 ppg, the record showed 
that for the first time in 43 years, 
the Braves had two consecutive 
losing seasons. 

This year was one of rumors 
from the start about Albeck’s 
status as he began the fmal year 
of his contract. 

The Braves started 3-4 before 
dropping eight of their next 
nine, and finished losing seven

Becker outlook 
seems uncertain

Seven months after 
construction, the bugs are still 
being worked out of Becker Hall. 

Becker Hall, built as a 
temporary three year facility in 
August to accommodate this 
year's large student population, 
requires the attention of at least 
one maintenance worker a week 
to make repairs caused either by 
vandalism or maintenance 
problems, John Brockler, 
director of general maintenance, 
said. 

Residents report problems 
ranging from nonstop fire alarms 
at the beginning of the first 
semester to frequent restroom 
floods that exist now. 

"We're very concerned about 
the ability to maintain Becker 
even for three years," Mark 
Struss, director of facilities 
management, said. 

"If we're not able to get a 
handle on some of the problems 
we've been experiencing over 
there [Becker Hall and the Mini- 
Dorms], our ability to maintain 
them in a reasonable appearance 
is in question," Struss said. 

Struss said he does think the 
University will be able to 
maintain the building. "It's still 
quite viable. There have been a 
number of things that weren't 
vandalism-related that weren’t 
quite right initially. Of course, 
the contractor has come back in 
and fixed those things," Struss 
said. 

Some of the initial problems 
with the buildings included a 
forgotten heater in a restroom 
and faulty door frames, Struss 
said. The faulty doors resulted in 
several students becoming 
locked inside their rooms, Mike 
Murphy, director of housing, 
said. 

"We have been able to arrest 
those [problems] as they have 
arisen," Struss said. 

Vandalism has not been as 
easy to curb in Becker Hall, 
Struss said. 

We are able to go in and 
patch those and repair those so 
it's livable. If we don't stay right 
on those things though, the 
building would be apt to 
deteriorate faster than we would 
care for, even though it's a 
temporary facility." 

There has been a reduction in 
the number of vandalism 
occurrences in Becker as students 
are fined for damages they cause. 


Struss said. 

Struss said one of the major 
factors in Becker's vandalism 
problem is the construction of 
the hall. Becker is a dry wall 
construction building, with 
double wooden walls, as opposed 
to the cement brick walls in most 
other residence halls on campus. 
The singles, the mini-dorms and 
the Student Apartment Complex 
also have dry wall construction. 

"We've had a lot of problems 
with holes being punched in the 
walls and such. That’s a function 
of the construction of the 
building. You don't punch a 
block wall, but when it's stud 
walls with dry walls on them, 
people do," Struss said. 

"The construction of the 
building lends itself to kicking 
in walls," Struss said. 

Brockler said Becker Hall 
requires a great deal of his staffs 
time. He said the maintenance 
crew often must fix problems 
repeatedly. One hole in the wall 
in Becker had to be patched four 
times, he said. 

Becker residents have mixed 
feelings about the residence hall. 

"I don't like it. It's too loud., 
you hear everything. They 
(residents in other halls) get 
more services, too. Our maid 
hasn't visited for a week," Lou 
Ferrigno, sophomore pre¬ 
professional biology major, 
said. 

"I like the fact I know 
everyone in the hall, and it was 
new when I got it," Andrea Mott, 
freshman news major, said. 

Murphy said approximately 
50 percent of the current Becker 
residents will be using their 
squatter’s privileges to stay in 
the residence hall next year. 

"I was initially very sensitive 
to students living over there ... 
since then I've talked to students 
who live over there and have 
heard no complaints," Dr. Alan 
Gaisky, associate provost of 
student affairs,, said. 

Gaisky said he has received 
no complaints from parents 
either. 

Despite any problems the 
University has had with the 
building, officials said they are 
generally pleased with it. 

"Frankly, it's a nice facility. 

It has some advantages that other 
places don't have," Struss said. 
"We’ve had lots of good 
comments. I wouldn't say 
anybody is being cheated there at 
all.’’ 

"We know that eventually 
Becker is going,’* Murphy said.

Senate seeks academic changes

Student concerns ^bout mid¬ 
term grades and problems with 
academic advisers have prompted 
Bradley's Student Senate to 
propose several academic 
changes. 

Calvin Butler, all-school 
president, said several students 
were dissatisfied with the quality 
of academic advisers, which is 
why Senate submitted a proposal 
to Dr. Kalman Goldberg, provost 
of academic affairs, requesting 
changes. 

The proposal is on the agenda 
for today’s Dean’s Council 
meeting, which consists of the 
deans of all the colleges and the 
registrar. 

Goldberg said he is looking to 
the Dean’s Council as well as to 
University Senate for advice on 
the practicality of both 
proposals, although he said he 
has the final decision. 


In its statement. Senate said 
because of student dissatisfaction 
it recommends requiring advisers 
to attend a scheduled training 
session and requests formal 
adviser evaluations be made 
available to students. 

"We’ve been hearing a lot of 
complaints that advisers aren't 
doing a proper job," Tony 
Banasiak, Student Senate 
academic affairs chairman, said. 
He said these problems include 
students being advised to take the 
wrong classes and not being 
informed of missing requirements 
until second semester senior year, 
when it is too late for a student to 
fit it into the curriculum. 

"I don't do these things 
unilaterally," Goldberg said. "I 
want to be sure it is a good idea 
and a workable idea." 

He said in the past there has 
been a problem with students not 
going to their academic advisers. 
"You can’t advise students if they 


don't come for advice," Goldberg 
said. 

Banasiak said he thinks 
requiring students to meet with 
their advisers prior to registration 
will eliminate misunderstandings 
and help build the student/adviser 
relationship. 

Goldberg said he thinks some 
students would resent being 
required to meet with their adviser. 

‘"We have to find ways to 
bringing students and faculty 
together to talk about important 
counseling matters," Goldberg 
said. 

Butler said a lack of trust causes 
several students to not look to 
their academic advisers with 
problems. "A lot of students think 
their advisers are incompetent so 
there is really no reason to go to 
them for advice," Butler said. 
"Some advisers don’t request to 
see students until second semester

After more than a year of a 
virtual monopoly on Bradley 
students’ food and medicine 
dollars, the Walgreen's Drug 
Store at the comer of Main Street 
and Bourland Avenue is bracing 
for some competition from a 
hungry rival. ‘ 

Cincinnati-based Hook- 
SupeRx, Inc., will open its sixth 
SupeRx Drug Store location in 
the Peoria area during the first 
week of April in the Campustown 
complex. 

Although local and regional 
Walgreen's managers were unable 
to comment on how the 
competition could affect sales 
and advertising strategies for the 
Main Street location, Walgreen’s 
spokeswoman Mary Ellen

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between-store on-line computer 
network, the service does 
transfer prescription records to a 
main corporate computer. 

Palmiter said under the 
RxWatch program, customers 
receive a card with a toll-free 
telephone number, which 
emergency personnel can call to 
get a full prescription history. 

The Campustown SupeRx will 
retain the services of fofmer 
Knight and Tobin owner and 
pharmacist Bob Knight, said 
Palmiter. Since Knight and 
Tobin was demolished, Knight 
has run a pharmacy-only SupeRx 
Thielen said the SupeRx opening 
"isn’t going to change marketing 
strategy. 

"We offer service like other 
competitors do not." 

Thielen said Walgreen’s offers 
a nationwide pharmacy computer 
network which ties the seven 
Peoria pharmacy locations into 
Walgreen’s 1,600 stores 
throughout the nation.

senior year.” 

Goldberg said. 'There are 
always problems with advising. It 
is never as good as we would like 
it to be.” 

Banasiak said he partially 
blames academic advisers for an 
increased number of students 
taking longer than four years to 
graduate. 

"If you are not right on track, 
you are going to be here extra 
time,” Banasiak said. 

Senate also proposed that 
students of sophomore standing, 
24-56 credit hours, receive mid¬ 
term grades beginning next 
semester, to help achieve 
academic success. 


Butler said senators, as well as 
residence hall staff members, 
thought it was in the best interest 
of the students that sophomores 
receive mid-term grades, in 
addition to freshmen and transfer 
students. 

Butler and Banasiak said 
benefits for sophomores 
receiving mid-term grades include 
improving student awareness of 
grades, improving Bradley's 
retention rate and helping 
departments evaluate students 
more often. 

"If students get a concrete 
standing at mid-terms it could 
give them a driving force to do 
better,” Banasiak said. "It will 
make more people aware of 


problems.” 

Butler said, "The whole issue is 
to bring about a better academic 
environment for the students. 
With midterms for sophomores 
we're hoping to keep students 
informed as far as their status.” 

Goldberg said he will not know 
if it is feasible to implement mid¬ 
terms for sophomores next 

semester until he knows more 
about it. 

This proposal also is scheduled 
to be discussed at today's Dean's 
Council meeting. 

"From our [the registrar's 
office] standpoint doing it is 
feasible, but it takes more work," 
Suzanne Anderson, registrar, said. 


Baraka concerned 

for U.S. education

School is politics said poet, 
playwright and political activist 
Amiri Baraka (LeRoi Jones) said 
in his lecture Tuesday. 

Today, educators stress 
European history more than 
American history, he said. 

"We know more about 
European writers, rather than 
American writers. We have 
become so Europeanized that we 
think the only good things are 
dead,” he said. 

"In order to build a society, 
we must accept our own society,” 
Baraka said. This was another 
point stressed in the lecture. 

Baraka said this country will 
not see progress tmtil we realize 
we are one country with a very 
diverse culture. 

"For us to develop, we must 
understand what our culture is 
about.” He said it is important to 
demand true self consciousness. 

"Begin wondering about 
thing's you've never wondered 
about before. Do something that 
you want to do with your life,” 
Baraka said. If people only 
pursue the interests of their 
parents, they will be hateful, he 
said. 

"Instead of working on smart 
bombs, we should work on smart 
people,” Baraka said. He also 
said without art there is no 
education. 

Another focus of the evening 
was music. Baraka said music 
contains both happy and sad 
messages. "Poetry is a musical 
art,” he said. He also said poetry 
should begin with a beat. 

Baraka emphasized that 
music and beat are essential to 


poetry by beating the podium 
like a drum. 

Baraka read some of his 
poetry selections, including 
"Three Minutes.” "Venture into 
American Psyche” and "Mind of 
the President.” He said, "I always 
think of myself as a poet, 
fundamentally.” 

One selection of the evening, 
"I Love Music,” is about a 
Newark, N.J. rebellion at a time 
when many cities in the 
Northeast were burned down. The 
first quote from this selection is 
from John Coltrane. 

Baraka described Coltrane as a 
radical musician who changed the 
concept of jazz. He put more fire 
into music, and was a parallel to 
Malcolm X, Baraka said. 

"The whole society is 
subjugated by money. We must 
share the wealth of this planet, 
otherwise we will kill each 
other,” Baraka said. He said 
everything is traced directly to 
money, including education and 
politics. 

Baraka is editor of Black 
Nation and a professor at the 
State University of New York at 
Stony Brook. He has taught 
poetry at Columbia University, 
University of Buffalo and many 
others. 

Baraka has received many 
awards, including the Whitney 
Fellowship in 1963 and another 
from the New Jersey Council for 
the Arts for Poetry, in 1982. 

The lecture was sponsored by 
the Intellectual Cultural 
Activities Committee and Black 
Awareness Magazine.The lecture, 
in Neumiller Lecture Hall, was 
attended by approximately 250 
people.

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Journalist discusses Gulf War

Time magazine correspondent 
David Aikman discussed ”what 
reporters do when things get 
kind of strange or tense 
internationally.” 

In his lecture Monday in the 
Student Center Ballroom Aikman 
drew upon his personal 
experiences as a foreign 
correspondent, and cited specific 
examples from history to show 
the impact the media has had 
internationally. 

Aikman explained the 
differences between the reality of 
being a foreign correspondent 
and what he called the ’’Banana 
Republic” image of a foreign 
correspondent. ”He (the Banana 
Republic correspondent) has an 
Indiana Jones hat. He frequents 
bars in exotic places, dodging 
bullets every now and then,” 
Aikman said. 

In contrast, Aikman defined a 
real television foreign 
correspondent as ”a graying, 
good-looking fellow or a good- 
looking thirtyish woman with an 
entourage and a six figure salapr.” 

”The print journalist foreign 
correspondent ... is a graying, 
balding male usually; (who is) 
rumpled, rushed, scruffy, sweaty 
and late,” Aikman said. 

Aikman went on to desribe 
how correspondents have 
affected the course of world 


events. ’’Individual reporters and 
the media collectively, have had 
an increasingly important role 
impacting world events in the 
twentieth century,” he said. 

Aikman pointed to the 
proliferation of wars as 
contributing to the influence 
reporters have today.’’Because 
wars are events that move very 
fast, people who report those 
events have a disproportionate 
impact upon the societies to 
which they report,” Aikman said. 

Aikman also highlighted how 
technological advances have 
changed how the news is 
reported. He said a story which 
used to take seven to eight hours 
or more to file, can now be filed 
instantaneously thanks to 
computer and satellite 
technology. 

Aikman said a prime example 
of the impact the media can have 
upon global events is the 1989 
student demonstrations in China. 
’’What might otherwise have 
been an interesting but 
ultimately doomed 

demonstration captured the 
admiration and interest of the 
entire world,” Aikman said. 

Aikman addressed the effect 
the media had upon events during 
the Persian Gulf War. He also 
compared the role the media 
played in this war with its role in 
Vietnam. 

In the Gulf War, Aikman said, 
journalists were restricted to 


reporting from media pools, and 
their reports were supervised by 
the military. Due to this 
situation, the military was able 
to regulate the image portrayed 
by the media. 

But, he said, ’’Vietnam was 
the easiest war ever to report” 
because correspondents had 
basically free reign to report 
what they wished. The result of 
this, he said, was the projection 
of an image of failure to the 
American public. 

Aikman said the way the 
media portrayed the Vietnam War 
led directly to the 
administration’s policy for 
dealing with journalists in the 
war against Iraq. He called this 
policy ’’the most repressive 
since World War I.” 

Aikman said his own view of 
military censorship during war is 
reflected in the words of 
President Dwight Eisenhower. 
’’Journalists should be allowed to 
talk freely and (be allowed) to see 
the war in operation,” 
Eisenhower said. 

Aikman, 46, has been a 
foreign affairs correspondent for 
Time for 18 years, and is based in 
Washington D.C.. Aside from 
reporting, he has authored and 
co-authored a number of books. 

His lecture was sponsored by 
the International Affairs 
Organization. More than 35 
people attended the event.

Students get check-up 
at nutrition celebration

Contrary to popular belief, not all 
university students survive on a diet of 
beer and candy bars. 

Despite a hectic week of midterm 
exams and rainy weather, several 
hundred students turned out for the 
Bradley Student Dietetic Association’s 
Nutrition Day Celebration Tuesday in 
the Student Center Ballroom. n 

'The turnout has been excellent. 
We've had more students and faculty 
than expected. I'm very happy with it. 

I just wish the weather would have been 
better," Amy Taylor, president of 
BSDA and junior dietetics major, said. 

"Our students are extremely health 
conscious and we are happy about that. 
And they definitely enjoyed our 
refreshments," said Dr. M. Reza 
Shayesteh. director of the dietetics 
program and advisor for BSDA. 

In addition to fresh fruit and 
vegetables, apple juice and orange 
juice (donated by Thompson Food 
Basket, Haddad's Super Market and 
Randall's Foods), frozen yogurt 
(donated by MacPhail’s Yogurt) was 
available at no charge. 

Other booths at the fair included a 
body composition test, a blood 
pressure check, a diet analysis, a 
weight loss/exercise plan, a blood 
cholesterol reading sponsored by St. 
Francis Medical Center and 
information from the Central Illinois 
Dietetic Association. 

"The blood cholesterol reading, 
body composition and diet analysis 
were the busiest," Natalie Bartusek, a 
freshman dietetic major, said. She 
worked at the diet analysis station. 

Students entered information about 
a full day’s diet into the Pillsbury Eat 
Smart Nutrition Program on a 
computer. In turn, they received a 
print-out of the sodium and cholesterol 
totals in their diet, the percentage of 
calories in their food from fat and 
suggestions to improve their diet. 

"I'll go through the menu and break 
down the fat, cholesterol and sodium 
content in each food selection, 
Bartusek said. Most people's food

really need, she said. 

'The American diet is overloaded 
with protein. Protein carries a lot of 
fat. The higher the protein, the higher 
the fat and the higher the amount of 
calories," Shayesteh said. 

For the person concerned about 
body fat, the body composition test 
was available for $3. A low level of 
electricity was introduced into the 
body to determine the percentage of 
body fat. Less energy passes through 
. fat than muscle tissue. 

The results recommended target 
percentage of body fat. target weight 
and the amount of weight to lose based 
on the age and sex of the person. 

Trish Bussone, assistant director of 
financial aid, said she was interested in 
body composition. "I wanted to see my 
percentage of body fat after working 
out for so many years," she said. 

Matt Montgomery, a freshman 
business major, said he came to the to 
to see if he was healthy. He said he had 
a normal amount of body fat and his 
blood pressure rate was also in the 
normal range. "They told me to 
remember my rate so I can compare it 
to future tests," he said. 

Future concern for nutrition is 
stressed by Shayesteh. "What you eat 
today has a significant impact on your 
well being throughout your lifetime. 
Most students think about their health 
today. They need to think about 15 
years from now. We are what we eat. If 
we eat the wrong things, our bodies 
will pay the price," he said. 

"Stay away from deep-fat-fried 
foods and eat more baked, low-fat, low- 
cholesterol and high-fiber foods," 
Shayesteh said. 

Food needs to be sensibly selected. 
An apple contains 60 calories, a 
doughnut contains 250 calories, 
Shayesteh said. 

People who eat nutritiously well- 
balanced meals don't need to take 
supplements. However, no diet works 
if not combined with routine exercise, 
he said. 

BSDA consists of 21 dietetic 
majors. The members planned the 
Nutrition Day Celebration to celebrate 
National Nutrition Month.

When it’s cold it tends to cover 
up most of the flavor. That's kind 
of the American way to drink it. 
Sometimes it's a little better 
when it’s slightly warmer," he 
said. 

Sikorski has no worries about 


producing beer at age 19, twb 
years short of the legal age for 
drinking in Illinois. The legal 
age to produce beer is 18. 

"If I wanted, I could buy yeast 
and grape juice, put it in a j^, 
mix it up, let it go and you'll 
have ale. It might not taste good, 
but what are you going to do? 
Card people every time they buy 
yeast?" Sikorski asked. 

The average cost of one case 
of beer is $50, Sikorski said. The

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Stressed students find relief at Center for Wellness and Counf

Your boyfriend just broke up 
with you, and you can't seem to 
function normally anymore. You 
are so busy and stressed you can't 
stand it. Your roommate is 
unbearable. It is hopeless. 

Not so, says Ann Jones, 
director of the Center for 
Wellness and Counseling, which 
offers free counseling to Bradley 
students experiencing any 
number of problems. The Center 
encompasses two complimentary 
aspects of helping students 
through their problems. 

"We are now the Center for 
Wellness and Counseling. Our 
primary mission is counseling 
right now, but we work under a 
wellness model,” said Jones. 

Jones explained the wellness 
model as encompassing 
physical, emotional, spiritual, 
social, vocational, intellectual 
and environmental aspects. She 
said these aspects of wellness are 
crucial to the programming done 
at the Center. 


"It just makes sense to feel 
better. You and I have a right to 
be better than just 'not sick.' 
Everyone has a right to feel 
healthy, good and strong," Jones 
said. 


If a student finds they are 
in need of counseling at 
the Center, the first step is to 
call the secretary at 677-2408 to 
arrange for an intake 
appointment. The intake 
appointment is generally made 
on the same day of the call or by 
the next day. 


A student entering the office 
can expect to fill out forms 
giving background information. 
During the intake interview, the 
services the Center provides are 
explained. 

"They discuss what we do, 
what their problem is, what our 
resources are and then we bring 
them all together to decide 
mutually what the best 
programming is for that 
individual," Jones said. 

The student/counselor 
relationship at the Center is one 
of mutual benefit, said Jones, 
because, "The student is an 
expert on themselves and the 
counselor is an expert on 
technique. Together they work to 
both get a good experience." 

From the intake interview, it 
is explained to the student the 
counselor they are speaking to 
may not be the counselor they 
are immediately assigned. 

For example, said Jones, a 
female student dealing with a 
pregnancy or date rape may feel 
more comfortable speaking with 
a woman counselor or even a 
specific person they may know 
on the counseling staff. The 
student makes an appointment to 
begin counseling sessions with 
an appropriate counselor. 

Through the counseling 
process, the counselors, working 
under the wellness model, address 
the entire person rather than just 
the problem they are facing. 

"If a student says he is 
depressed, he is probably not 
eating, getting exercise or 
studying properly and this just 
adds stress to the problem," 
Jones said. 

The counselors discuss all of 
these aspects as part of the big 
problem during their 50 minute 


weekly sessions with students, 
and ask questions to learn more 
about the students' needs. 
Questions dealing with the 
students' support groups, social 
environment and spiritual lives 
may be discussed. 

"Many times, a student's 
support group can be more 
harmful than helpful, and we will 
acknowledge that. Sometimes it 
helps to just get away from 
campus for awhile, and that can 
be suggested," Jones said. 

A student can expect all of the 
interaction explained by Jones, 
but, she said, "They can't expect 
to be told what to do. We don't 
live in their shoes. We help them 
look at options, resources and 
the impact of some of their 
choices." 

Sometimes, but very rarely, 
the Center sees students that are 
so distraught and unable to care 
for themselves they do have to 
become more involved. 

"We take over and get them to 
the Health Center or the hospital 
to make sure they are OK and 
won't hurt themselves or other 
people," Jones said. 

The Center for Wellness and 
Counseling found their previous 
system of simply signing 
students up for counseling 
sessions inefficient, and last 
semester implemented the intake 
interview. Jones said the 
counselors were "swamped with 
the previous system. This gives 
us more organization." 

The Center now offers group 
counseling sessions as well as 
one-on-one counselor/student 
sessions. 

The Center also offers stress 
management workshops, has a 
new peer counseling group, a 
Wellness Task Force and a

lifestyles group. Jones said all of 
the groups and counseling 
sessions are strictly 
confidential. 

"We won't disclose any 
information to your parents or 
friends, ihe only exception to 
this rule is if we believe in our 
professional judgement that the 


student is likely to harm 
themselves or someone else, and 
that rarely happens," Jones said. 

Jones also said there seemed 
to be no negative reason for the 
increase in students using the 
facility last semester. 

"The Center is just known 
better on campus now. We want

Common 
care for 
the cold

It may be hard to avoid, but 
students do have weapons to 
fight the common cold. 

About 75 percent of 
students seen in the Health 
Center have upper respiratoiy 
problems (head colds, 
bronchitis etc.), Betty 
Hasselbacher, nursing care 
coordinator, said. 

"I think it’s hard to keep 
from getting it [an upper 
respiratory infection], 
especially with dorm living," 
she said. 

If a student does get sick, 
Hasselbacher recommends 
drinking a lot of fluids, resting 
in bed if running a fever, 
taking Tylenol for a fever and 
aches and using steam if the air 
is dry. 

Ways to stay healthy 
include: 

at least eight hours of 
sleep a night 
a good diet 
exercise 
relaxation. 

Hasselbacher said students 
should go to the Health Center 
if they have a history of strep 
throat, a fever that lasts longer 
than two days or an injury with 
a lot swelling. 

She said, "Any time a 
student is concerned about 
anything, no matter how small 
they think it seems, they 
should come in." 



Actress portrays Schweitzer's story

Her husband once described 
her as "Parisian in style, German 
in spirit and Jewish in intellect.” 

Style, spirit and intellect are 
not only words Albert Schweitzer 
used to describe his wife, but also 
describe German-American 
actress Lilly Lessing's one- 
woman dramatized portrait of 
Helene Schweitzer. 

Lessing not only performed 
in "I Am His Wife,” but also co¬ 
wrote the docu-drama with Harold 
Watts. 

"I Am His Wife” is set in 
1949 in the Schweitzer's home in 
Koenigsfeld, Germany. Nobel 
Prize winner Albert Schweitzer — 
humanitarian, philosopher, 
musicologist, theologian, and 
medical doctor — is 74 years old 
and in Africa. 

Helene is alone, 
contemplating an offer from an 
American publisher to write an 
autobiography. As she reminisce 
about her and Albert's lives 
together, the audience is drawn 
into a world both fascinating and 
painful, a life full of 
contradiction.

Throughout the play, Helene 
tries to decide if she will write 
the book. As she thinks up 
various angles from which to 
write the book, she reveals 
different aspects of her life. This 
is an effective device employed 
by Lessing to keep the story 
moving. 

Lessing begins her 
performance as Helene by 
addressing the audience; she 
invites us into her parlor to

listen to her predicament. At 
once we believe Lessing is 
Helene. 

When she speaks of Albert, 
we see genuine love in her eyes. 
We see a woman completely 
devoted to her husband. We see a 
love so true it cannot be faked, 
which leaves us all the more 
suspended in the belief that 
Lessing is Helene. 

At times we see the pain of 
loneliness as she must stay 
behind, because of her failing 
health, as Albert goes back to 
Africa where they had built a 
hospital together in 1913 in 
Lambarene. "Albert belongs to 
the whole world, no longer just 
to me and our child,” she says. 

We see the frustration of 
being recognized only in the 
shadow of Albert, as his humble 
companion. While she has great 
reverence for him, she insists he 
did not create her need to help 
others. That need existed before 
him. With him, it reached a 
crescendo, she says. 

Lessing's remarkable 
performance makes the play 
much more interesting than 
attending a lecture or reading a 
history lesson about the 
Schweitzers. The play is 


intermixed with anecdotes and 
readings from diaries. 

The story is not so slick as to 
lose believability. When Helene 
remembers something, she tells 
us. Unfortunately, as sometimes 
happens when sitting in 
someone's living room and 
listening to their life story — no 
matter how fascinating the life, 
the tale becomes a bit lecturish 
and boring at times.

Fortunately, this does not 
occur often enough to spoil the 
performance. I enjoyed this 

glimpse into the life of the 
woman who not only stood 
behind Albert Schweitzer, but 
also beside him. 

The question remains, did she 
write the book? She thanks the 
audience at the end for helping 
her make her decision. "The 
story of my life is not just a 
tapestry of events; my true story 
lies in the fact that I gave my 
story to him. More will be 
written, but not by me,” she 
says.

only expenses are several large 
containers for mixing and 
boiling the different malts, 
yeasts and hops necessary for the 


efforts (all made off-campus) 
come from store-bought kits, 
though Sikorski said only two 
cans are necessary to make a 
truly good beer. 

One kit makes five gallons of 
beer, roughly equal to 48 bottles 


of import-quality beer for $7- 
$12, as compared to the average 
store-bought six pack, which 
costs the same price, Sikorski 
said. 

Sikorski said his method of 
brewing is much cheaper and 
easier than buying higher quality 
import beers. 

The average beer brewing 
process takes a maximum of four 
hours, though settling the beer 
before it can be bottled can take 
between a month to six weeks to 
fmish, depending on how much 
mix was used. Other ventures 
have taken longer periods of 
time. 

'Tve tried making wines, but 
you've got to let them sit for a 
long time. Beer you let sit for 
two weeks after bottling and you 
can drink it." 

Other drinks Sikorski said he 
has tried to brew include Russian 
Stout, which must sit for two 
years, and mead (alcohol made 
from fermented honey), which 
takes six months to a year to 
settle after bottling. 

"I’ve tried it [mead made last 
year] — it’s getting drinkable." 

Sikorski’s hobby is quite 
popular at parties. 

"Everyone wants to try it," 


Sikorski said, ’Two cases of beer 
take one night to get through, 
depending on the number of 
people." 

Sikorski also said he is 
interested in starting a brewing 
club at Bradley and would be 
willing to teach others how to 
brew their own alcohol. Sikorski 
already belongs to a brewing 
club in Bloomington. 

The club is for alcohol 
appreciators, where lectures and 
demonstrations on making 
alcohol are given. 

"It's not like a bunch of 
people going too a bar to get 
smashed. It’s a civil thing. Very 
rarely is it a drunk fest," he said. 

Right now, Sikorski said he 
considers brewing a hobby, 
though he is not ruling out the 
possibility of starting his own 
mini-brewery. 

"They’re a big thing and 
they’re a good business to go 
into," he said. 

Sikorski said there is an 
incredible variety of beer, ale and 
lager mixes to choose from when 
one home brews. "There’s an 
infinite number of beers. People 
don’t realize the variety in beer. 
There’s no comparison between 
beers at all," Sikorski said.

It's been three years since the 
release of his last solo album, 
Nothing Like The Sun, a 
platinum double-disk package 
and six years since his solo 
debut. The Dream of the Blue 
Turtles, Now it's 1991 and Sting 
is back, embarking on yet 
another solo adventure. The Soul 
Cages. 

The Soul Cages is different 
from any previous work Sting 
has done. Unlike the pop rock 
sounds of the Police, or the 
sounds of the more jazz oriented 
solo debut. The Soul Cages is 
slow, mature, uncommercial 
mood music. 

Besides the second track, first 
single, "All This Time" and the 
title track, "The Soul Cages," 


this album is extremely mellow.

The Soul Cages, although 
short - eight songs in total — is 
a mood enhanced album. The first 
song on the album, "Island of 
Souls," opens with "Billy was 
bom within sight of the shipyard 
company." Incidentally, this is a 
parallel of Sting’s life, who hails 
from Newcastle, England. Many 
of the songs on The Soul Cages 
tell of Sting's past; I guess Sting 
is uncaging his soul on this 
album. 

Probably my favorite song on 
the album is "Mad About You." 
It's about a love tangled in anger 
and passion, but a love not quite 
as possessive as the Police's 
"Every Breath You Take." 

All songs on the album are 
good and have deep rooted 
messages. Maybe that's why this 


commercial 
success. If you want to he^r these 
songs you will probably have to 
buy the album. 

In any event, it's good to see 
Sting back with a new album. I 
was beginning to think he was 
going to stay in the circle of 
charity events forever, going 
from Live-Aid, to Amnesty 
International, to saving depleted 
tropical rain forests, to who 
knows what else. 

If you’re looking for 
something along the lines of 
Police's old sound, buy their 
greatest hits. If you’re looking 
for that jazzy pop, like Blue 
Turtles, forget it.

Despite a sudden snow storm

These students did not need to 
worry because they were tanning 
inside, lying under lights that 
emit ultraviolet rays. 

Peoria area tanning salons have 
reported a drastic increase in 
students tanning at their 
establishments, which they credit 
to students wanting to get a base- 
tan prior to spring break. 

Area businessmen said this

She said by using tanning 
booths students reduce the 
possibility of burning when they

The amount of time someone 


spend in a taiming bed varies 
depending on their skin tone. 
Lane said most people tan 
between 15 and 30 minutes. She 
does not recommend tanning 
everyday. 

Tanning beds are equipped with 
bulbs that emit UV-A or UV-B 
rays. Until a few years ago all 
sunlamps emitted only UV-B, 
which not only tanned, but burned 
people as well. Manufacturers 
developed UV-A rays, which were 
thought to be a weaker, but safer, 
means of tanning. Research 
showed the UV-A and the UV-B 
rays cause the same damage to the 
body. Some experts have even 
said UV-B rays may be the safer of 
the two. 

All of the beds are regulated by 


Food and Drug Administralion 
requirements. 

Mary Cox, owner of Hair 
Today, said about 15 Bradley 
students have been coming in 
each day to tan in her two tanning 
beds. She does not let anyone tan 
for longer than 30 minutes either 
and encourages people not to tan 
everyday. 

There has been a 90 percent 
increase in student tanning prior 
to break at Ultimate Tan, 4325 N. 
Sheridan, Manager Kendra Malone 
said. She said students now 
comprise about 30 percent of all 
her customers. Ultimate Tan beds 
are certified to be used for as long 
as 60 minutes, although M,alone 
said most people only tan for 
about 30 minutes. 

"I don't recommend that people 
tan everyday," Malone said. She 
said people tan better if they 
space out their tanning. 

"The skin produces more 
melanin [the pigment in the skin] 
if you space out your tanning," 
Malone said. 

Dr. Henry Gross, Bradley’s 
health center physician, said he is 
against students getting tans in 
beds or in the sun. 

"Dermatologists and the entire 
medical profession frown on 
tanning booths," Gross said. 
'Tanning, whether in booths or in 
the sun, exposes skin to harmful 
radiation." 

He said tanning increases the * 
possibilities of skin cancer, 
wrinkling, eye problems and 
other skin conditions. 

"Using a tanning booth is for 
cosmetic purposes, to make 
someone look better on a short 
term basis," Gross said. "On a 
long term basis it does irreparable 
damage to the skin." The danger 
involved in tanning is dose 
related. The more one tans, the 
greater the danger of problems. 

Despite Gross' and the FDA's 
precautions, most students said 
they were not concerned with the 
dangers of tanning. 

Freshman Paul Lee, who has 
tanned in a salon four times, said

The map of Bradley 
University recently underwent 
another change as street signs 
along a section of North 
University Street reflected the 
naming of a new thoroughfare 
called Duryea Place. 

The areas affected by this 
change are the 600, 700, 800, 
and 900 blocks of North 
University said Paul Trimble, 
supervisor of delivery service for 
the 61604-61606 zip codes for 
the U.S. Post Office in Peoria. 

The mailing addresses for 
students who live in Williams 
Hall or Geisert Hall will reflect 
the change from North 
University to North Duryea 
Place, but the address numbers of 
the buildings will remain the 
same. 

As far as mail delivery is 
concerned the transition from the 
name University to Duryea will 


be gradual. "If mail is addressed 
to University Street, it will be 
honored at least throughout the 
1991-92 school year," Trimble 
said. 

The need to rename a section 
of University was brought on by 
the construction of the 
Campustown S-curve. Gene Lear, 
Peoria urban planner said, "This 
(the S-curve) will become a newer 
section of University Street. 
That section from St. James to 
Moss will be cut off. So, it will 
have to receive a new name." 

Lear also said a proposal to 
officially rename the S-curve and 
a part Bourland Street 
"University" will go to the 
Peoria City Council March 19. 
"University Street will go from 
Moss Avenue out to Pioneer 
Park," he said. 

Lear said the process for 
renaming University -began late 
last year. "We mailed a letter to 
the property owners (who would 
be affected) and one of the 


property owners, was of course, 
Bradley University." 

The University responded 
with a suggestion for a new name 
for the street. "We thought the 
name Duryea would be 
appropriate," said Gary Anna, 
vice president of business 
affairs. Anna cited the 
significance of the name Duryea 
in the Peoria community, and the 
fact there used to be an academic 
building on campus named 
Duryea Hall. 

The presence of the Duryea 
name in Peoria dates back to the 
late 1890s when Charles E. 
Duryea produced an automobile 
built in a bam behind his home 
on Barker Avenue. Previously, 
Charles and his brother, Frank, 
had started the first corporation 
in America which produced cars. 

After the Duryea name was 
submitted, Lear said research was 
done to see if the proposed street 
name would cause any problems, 
particularly in the area of 


emergency service response. All 
affected parties and govenunent 
agencies were notified. 

Finally, the proposal was 

sent to the City Council on Jan. 
15, and was passed the same day. 
Property owners affected were 
notified of the name change, and 
the street signs indicating the 
name change were erected. 

Despite the fact students in 
Williams Hall and Geisert Hall 
now live on a newly named 
street, the University has not 
sent out any letters notifying 
them of the change. Anna said, 
"Effective next fall, all 
publications will reflect the 
change in street name. Students 
will know when they register or 
sign up for the facility what the 
proper address is." 

When asked if the University 
planned to send anything out to 
affected students any sooner, 
Anna responded, "I don't see it as 
being very practical."

Schaeffer Hall, a liberal arts 
building. 

Hoffman would not comment 
about the incident and Casey was 
unable to be reached for 
comment. They both have a court 
date set for Tuesday in Iowa City, 
Goins said. 

“They are doing their best to 
take responsibility for their 
action and the house is trying to 
be supportive of them,” Wade 
Baughman, Sigma Nu president, 
said. 

Baughman said Bradley’s 


chapter notified Sigma Nu 
National Headquarters and issued 
an official apology to Iowa’s 
chapter. He said Hoffman and 
Casey were the only two 
involved in the incident. 

He would not cpmment if 
Sigma Nu is taking disciplinary 
action against Hoffman and 
Casey. 

Mo Littlefield, Sigma Nu 
National executive director, said 
the incident will be investigated 
immediately. 

If determined that Hoffman 
and Casey committed the alleged 


felony without their chapter’s 
knowledge, a Sigma Nu trial will 
be conducted to determine if or 
what action is to be taken 
against them. Littlefield said. 

Bradley’s Sigma Nu’s charter 
could be suspended or revoked if 
the house sanctioned or 
encouraged Hoffman and Casey 
to commit the alleged crime, he 
said. 

David Sours, treasurer of 
Iowa’s Sigma Nu, said the Iowa 
chapter does not think the 
incident was fraternity-related. 

“We were upset and surprised 


to say the least. They didn’t give 
our campus equal respect as 
they’d give their own,” he said. 

He said Bradley’s Sigma Nu is 
a strong chapter and Hoffman and 
Casey put their chapter, the 
whole fraternity and the Greek 
system in a bad light. 

Ed King, executive director of 
housing, residential life and 
student judicial system and Greek 
adviser, said he will have to wait 
until the outcome of the Iowa 
City trial to determine if any 
action will be taken against the 
students.

Other teams to 
win an NCAA championship and 
finish the season undefeated are 
San Francisco in '56 and UCLA 
in '64. '67. '72. and '73 (in 1939. 
Long Island went undefeated and 
won the NTT). UNLV could also 
be the first team to repeat as 
NCAA champs since UCLA in 
1973. 

UNLV arguably has the 
hardest road to the final four of 
all the number one seeds. They 
could p)ossibly face Georgetown. 
Michigan State and Arizona in 
the West bracket before they 
reach Indianapolis. 

I think Arizona has probably 
the best chance to defeat the 
Runnin' Rebels. The Wildcats 
boast a formidable front line of 
Brian Williams (6-11, junior, 
13.8 ppg, 7.7 rpg), Ed Stokes (7- 
0, sophomore, 6.0 ppg, 4.3 rpg) 
and Chris Mills (6-6, 
sophomore, 15.5 ppg, 6.1 rpg). 
The Wildcats also feature seven 
footer Sean Rooks, who comes 

off the bench.

This year several teams are 
making their first appearance in 
• the Tournament. Coastal 
Carolina, Georgia State, St. 
Peters, St. Francis and 
Wisconsin-Green Bay are all in 
the NCAA field for the first time 
thanks to their respective 
conference tournament 
championships. 

St. Francis is the smallest 
school (1,200 students) in the 
tournament, while Texas (50,000 
students) is the largest. Talk 
about David and Goliath.

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Ditka reveals his 
philosophy on life

"Success is not a destination, 
it is a journey. It is something 
you have to do all of the time," 
Head Chicago Bears Coach and 
former NFL player, Mike Ditka, 
said. 

Ditka, who spoke Wednesday 
evening about his philosophy of 
life, said successful people can 
never be truly satisfied. He said 
you can't wish success upon 
yourself. You must have a will; 
"the greatest thing going for us 
is the human will. The human 
will can move mountains," he 
said. 

Ditka also said success should 
be the golden rule; "Do unto 
others as you would have others 
do unto you." Ditka said he 
believes success is how many 
limes you help your fellow man. 

"The greatest satisfaction at 
my age is helping other people," 
he said. 

"It is important to know who 
you are," he said. He also said 
you must know what your 
purpose is on this earth. Ditka 
said he was put on this earth to 
be a football player. 

He said he believes it was his 
destiny to attend the University 
of Pittsburgh and play for the 
Bears. He also said destiny also 
took part in his becoming head 
coach. 

"It is important to recognize 
youth," he said. As a father, he 
said he recognizes today's youth 
must be encouraged and must 
have self esteem in order to be 
successful to themselves. 

Ditka said there were positive 
results of the Persian Gulf 
conflict. "The pride and 
leadership of our country during 
the war was outstanding." 

Ditka said Abraham Lincoln is 
at the top of his list of heroes. 
He said Lincoln stood up for what 
he knew was right and never 
compromised on what was 
correct. Ditka said he personally 
tries to live by this statement. 

A few of Ditka's other heroes 
include ex-Chicago Bear running 
back Walter Payton, Roger 
Slaubach, Tom Landry and Vince 
Lombardi. 

Ditka also said Lombardi 
provided hope. With hope there 
is nothing that can't be 
accomplished, said Ditka. 

Lombardi also said we should 
stand up for the doers and the 
achievers in the world, rather 
thstn looking to the 


underachievers of the world. 

Ditka said we live in a 
negative society and don't hear 
much about the positives in the 
world. "We must be positive 
about things that we see and do," 
he said. He said Michael 
Milliken and Donald Trump were 
achievers who, at one time, could 
do nothing wrong. Now, after 
their fall, they arc ridiculed by 
the public. 

Ditka said his main 
philosophy was one word, 
A.C.E., which stands for attitude, 
character and enthusiasm. He said 
attitude is the most important. 
You must have a positive 
personal attitude about yourself, 
your job, etc. 

Ditka said character is the 
foundation upon which you are 
built. "When you lost your 
character, you lost everything," 
he said. 

Ditka said enthusiasm 
involves somebody who really 
appreciates what they are doing. 

Ditka said self-worth is also 
important. There were many 
problems with the Bears during 
the 1989 season. Ditka said his 
own self worth was at question, 
and his own lack of confidence 
reflected on the performance of 
his team. 

He said his inspiration for 
helping himself came in the form 
of a poem from a concerned fan. 
The poem briefly said you should 
not cheat yourself. You must be 
able to look yourself in the eyes 
and have control over your own 
life before being able to take 
control of the lives of others. 

Ditka said salary negotiations 
become a hindrance to 
professional athletes. He said 
loyalty has gone out of the 
sport, and many people are now 
just playing for money. Ditka 
said he thinks salary regulations 
could occur in the future, for 
teams fear of bankruptcy. 

Ditka was born in Carnegie, 
Pennsylvania and raised nearby 
in a town called Aliquippa. He 
was an All-American his senior 
year at the University of 
Pittsburgh in 1960 as a defensive 
end/linebacker and tight end. 

Ditka's career in the NFL 
began in 1961 when the Bears 
selected him in the first round, 
and he was named NFL Rookie of 
the Year. He also played for the 
Philadelphia Eagles and the 
Dallas Cowboys. 

On Jan. 20, 1982, Ditka was 

see Ditka pg.

Health Center considers changes 

students register complaints

A greater number of complaints than usual has 
led the University to take a look at the Health Center — 
one that may lead to changes in that office. 

"We have come to the conclusion this year that 
we have had more complaints about the Health Center 
than what we consider within reason," Dr. Alan 
Gaisky, associate provost of student affairs, said. 

"This year we had complaints beyond what we 
would normdly expect. We wouldn't have done what 
we're doing if the complaints were not legitimate," he 
said. 'The Health Center should respond to students* 
needs — just as any other Bradley office would — to its 
best ability." 

"I can't call it an inordinate number of 
complaints. There are more complaints than before, 
but the quality of health care remains pretty strong. I 
think students are just more vocal than before," Ray 
Zarvell, executive director for educational 
development, said. 

No plans have been implemented yet. though 
several ideas are under consideration. Zarvell said. 

Some ideas include: having an ambulance 
stationed on campus, later afternoon/early evening 
hours manned by a physician assistant, an increase in 
physician's hours at the Health Center, more 
physicians and more facilities. 

Zarvell said the center has already decided to 
make efforts to educate students about illnesses so 
they can know what to expect when they go to the 
Health Center. A staff member has already been added 
to educate students on health issues. 

"It could be our operation is really fine and we 
just need to work on interfacing with students," 


Zarvell said. 

No other plans will be instituted until a 
committee from the American College Health 
Association visits campus later this semester to 
review the Health Center and compare it to other 
universities of Bradley's size and situation, Zarvell 
said. 

This report will come too late in the semester 
for any changes to be implemented for the fall 
semester. 

"I think we stack up competitively in 
comparable University settings. A university with no 
hospital nearby will have more doctors or an 
infirmary, but then we’re talking about - sending 
students 50 miles away (for treatment)," Dr. Henry 
Gross, medical director of the Health Center, said. 
"There are colleges the size of Bradley with a single 
nurse." 

"We're not the U. of I. We're not Harvard 
University or even Knox University. We're Bradley 
University, located in the city of Peoria with that 
distance from two very fine hospitals," Gross said. 

Gross said he is interested in getting an 
outsider's opinion on the Health Center. This is the 
first time the Center has been reviewed. 

Betty Hasselbacher, nursing care coordinator for 
the Health Center, said she is satisfied with the work 
the Center is doing. 

"My feeling is, if we are doing a bad job - not 
so many would come in," she said. "Usually, I think 
(any problems) are in understanding the problem." 

Hasselbacher said 2,275 students visited the 
Health Center in February, compared to 1,992 in the 
same month last year. She said she does not think the

I am writing this letter to respond to 
the Name Withheld letter in the Scout 
dated March 15. I am an employee of 


Barnes and Noble, and I am a student 
at this University. I wanted to 
express my dismay at that person’s 
opinion about how exploitive and 
horrible the bookstore was for 
selling the works of David 
Halberstam after his lecture in 
Neumiller Chapel on March 5. 

It is customary for a campus 
bookstore to make available to the 
public works of an author who has 
come to speak. The works of 
Halberstam were available in the 
bookstore. At the request of Dr. 
Robert Fuller, one of the people 
responsible for bringing David 
Halberstam to the campus, the 
bookstore set up a special display of 
his work for the public. 

This display was not an attempt by 
the bookstore to steal or take money 
from anyone. It was an attempt to 
make the body of David Halberstam’s 
work available to people attending 
the lecture. This was done so anyone 
who was interested in Halberstam’s 
works could obtain a copy. 
Purchasing a book at a lecture or a 
poetry reading affords the buyer the 
oppportunity to get the work 
autographed. 

In answer to your question about what 
goes through the mind of a Peorian 
when he/she sees this table of 
Halberstam’s work, I offer the 
following. When I was in high 
school, I attended many such lectures 
and readings at Bradley. I enjoyed 
many of the ideas and the poems I 
heard and looked for many of these 
authors at the public library. 

It would have been nice to have been 
able to buy the works of those 
authors and have them autograph 
their works, but at that time there 
were no such displays. I would not 
have interpreted such a dispaly as an 
attempt to take my money then, and I 
certainly do not see it as such now. 

I also want to respond to your 
allegation that the bookstore will be 
relocating to Campustown. The 
bookstore, which is leased and 
operated by Barnes and Noble, will 
be opening an annex store in 
Campustown. It will not be 
relocating to Campustown. The main 


bookstore will remain open at its 
present sight. 

The Annex store is to be a 
Professional Bookstore for area 
doctors, lawyers, engineers, 
psychologists, etc. The bookstore is 
relied upon by these people for many 
technical, medical, and specialty 
books which arc simply not 
available to them at other area 
bookstores. This annex store is 
designed to more fully meet the needs 
of the growing professional 
community of Peoria. 

As for your complaints about how 
expensive the bookstore is; perhaps 
you should take a look at how 
expensive Bradley is. In the 1984-85 
catalog, the expenses for tuition and 
room and board were $7,650. Tuition 
was $5,140 for the entire school 
year. Now the expenses for a student 
at Bradley University are $4,250 for 
a single semester of tuition, $8,500 a 
year for a full time student That’s an 
increase of 63 percent for tuition 
alone. The total expenses for tuition 
and room and board for the 1990-91 
school year are $10,762. Textbook 
prices have increased over the pai. 
10 years, but they have not increased 
as dramatically as the cost of a good 
education. 

I also want to address those students 
who are unhappy during the buy-back 
at the end of the semester. When the 
bookstore does not take a book back 
that you are tiying to return, it is 
because the department has decided 
not to re-adopt the title, not because 
the bookstore has some personal 
vendetta against students. 

You should also remark about the 
expense of an unused textbook on 
your student evaluation form. 
Remarking on the student evaluation 
fornis may not save you money, but 
it will cause the department to notice 
the problem. Sometimes the 
bookstore cannot take a textbook 
back because there has been a new 
edition published. New editions are 
published so new information can be 
put into the textbook, and students 
do not become anachronisms.

Several students have had less 
than satisfactory experiences 
with the Health Center. 

Rachel Urich, junior biology 
teaching/environmental science 
major, went to the Health Center 
paer two students died of 
meningitis at the University of 
Illinois the same weekend she 
was visiting there. 

’’They said they would not 
help me until they were 
absolutely sure I was exposed. I 
really just went in for 
information. I didn't ask for 
drugs or anything. They wouldn't 
even give me information," she 
said. 

She said she finally called her 
family doctor at home to get the 
information she wanted. 


Afterwards, Dr. Henry Gross, 
medical doctor of the health 
center, called and apologized. 

She said he told her the Center 
would not release any 
information until it was certain 
of the symptoms of the disease. 

"I just think they didn't care," 
Ulrich said. 

Cheryl Harris, sophomore 
marketing major, has a friend 
who went through a similar 
experience. 

Harris said her friend had cold 
symptoms and went to the Health 
Center, where he was tested for 
strep (the result was negative) 
and given penicillin. However, 
within a few days he was sick 
again and had to visit the Health 
Center once more. 

She said this happened one 
more time, when the friend was 


given a stronger medication, but 
he still felt ill again within a few 
days. 

At this point, Harris called 
the Health Center on her friend’s 
behalf. She said she believed her 
friend had mononucleosis and 
asked if her friend had that 
disease. 

Harris said the employee she 
spoke to told her the person did 
not have mononucleosis but had 
not received any test for the 
disease. However, when she 
asked for symptoms of 
mononucleosis, the employee 
refused to tell her the symptoms. 

Harris then suggested a 
mononucleosis test for her 
friend, at which point she said 
the employee told her, "Oh, we 
don't tell the doctor what to do, 
honey." 

The next time the friend went

to the Health Center, a 
monoculeosis test was finally 
run, when he was finally sent to 
St. Francis Hospital. 

"He just believed them 
because he had no reason not to," 
Harris said. "They did not listen 
to anything he said." 

Dr. Gross said most of the 
complaints received ^bout the 
Health Center can be split into 
four groups: those concerning 
services not offered, inaccurate 
diagnoses, students not getting 
what they want and individual 
patient-doctor interaction 
problems. 


"If you have any type of 
health service — there are 
complaints," Gross said. 

As far as services offered, 
Gross said, "the University has 
to look at what is a reasonable 
expense." 

The University can do some 
limited lab work at no cost, 
including pregnancy tests, urine 
tests and cultures. Gross said. 
Blood tests and X-i .ys are not 
offered. 

Gross said most problems 
with inaccurate diagnoses come 
from students who expect doctors 
to be able to diagnose a problem 
in the first days of the disease, 
which is almost impossible for 
any doctor. Other problems can 
occur when students are used to 
treatment received at home and 
expect the same at the Health 
Center, he said. 


The same applies to students 
not getting what they want. 
Gross said. He said some students 
become used to getting one thing 
at home. Gross said he often 
feels these things are 
unnecessary and can cause 
communication problems 
between students and staff.

increased number of students 
visiting the Center has hurt the 
service offered there. 

"Full time coverage by a 
doctor is wonderful - it's very 
unusual for colleges. Compared 
to similar sized schools - some 
only have a nurse — this is good 
coverage for a school this size," 
Hasselbacher said. 

"Student’s don't have much of 
a wait here. Maybe they have to 
for a doctor, but that's 
specialized." 

Gross said students are 
becoming more aware of their 
health, which can also lead to 
more complaints. 

"I think this is good. Students 
are more sensitive to services 
they expect to receive. They 
chose to come to Bradley for a 
variety of reasons. If services 
fall short of expectations, they 
are more likely to complain," 
Gaisky said. 

"In effect, this has been a 
positive situation. The only way 
we can tell if students are not 
getting what they expect is if 
they tell us," Gaisky said. 

The Health Center is 
contracted through the St. 
Francis Hospital. All employees 
are St. Francis employees. The 
Center employs three full time 
registered nurses, one full time 
doctor and two part time doctors. 
The University reimburses the 
center for all services given. 

St. Francis has run the Health 
Center since 1976.

2nd year 
students to 
get midterms

Sophomores will receive 
midterm grades as of next 
semester, after Kalman Goldberg, 
provost of academic affairs, 
approved a Student Senate 
proposal. 

”1 don’t make these decisions by 
myself,” Goldberg said. ”We 
, [Dean's Council] concluded that 
the students were right in their 
observations and that this 
[offering midterm grades to 
sophomores] would benefit 
them.” 

The proposal originated in 
Student Senate when several 
senators and resident advisers said 
providing sophomores with 
midterm grades would be 
beneficial. 

'This is a good example of how 
the students, through their own 
government, come up with good 
ideas, helpful ideas,” Goldberg 
said. ”We are very happy to 
oblige.” 

The request was presented to 
Goldberg, who. although he had 
the final decision, discussed the 
proposal with Dean's Council and 
University Senate. Goldberg said 
he thought it was a good idea, he 
was only concerned with the 
feasibility. 

Suzaime Anderson, registrar, said 
it will cause a minimal increase of 
work for her office. 

'There is no major cost involved 
except for another task for faculty 
and the registrar's office,” 
Goldberg said. 

Senate also requested that 
academic advisers be required to 
attend training sessions to help 
improve the quality of advising. 
The request was supposed to be 
presented to the Dean’s Council 
last Friday, but will be discussed 
at today's Council meeting. 

"We are as deeply concerned as 
the students are about academic 
advising,” Goldberg said. "We 
[the Dean's Council] meet all 
summer and with the end of the 
academic year we can't implement 
this immediately, so we decided to 
postpone it until this week.” 

Steps have been taken to 
improve advising, Goldberg said. 

A workshop is plaimed for faculty 
members who meet with 
orientation students during the 
summer. 

The University also completed a 
degree audit system. Goldberg said 
this is one of the steps the 
University has taken to improve 
academic advising. This program, 
which he said is already 
implemented in many 
departments, will make a printout 
for every student showing 
completed requirements and ones 
that still need to be filled. 

Once the student has completed 
90 academic credit hours, the 
student will be required to meet 
with an academic adviser and 
review the degree audit printout. 
Both parties will then sign it with 
the knowledge of what needs to be 
done for the student to graduate. 
Goldberg said this is one way to 
insure students and academic 
advisers meet, as well as 
eliminating many last minute 
graduation-related problems. 

An incumbency will be placed on 
the student's registration until 
meeting with academic advisers. 

"Faculty members are mainly 
concerned with teaching their 
classes and with their 
disciplines,” Goldberg said.

The future for Bradley's 
Residence Halls of the Future is 
rapidly taking shape as the 
University works out glitches in 
a pilot program slated to begin 
campuswide expansion this 
summer. 

Most students in Harper Hall 
and the university residence hall 
at 1524 W. Bradley — the two 
halls where the new computer 
system StarLAN has operated 
since August — agree the system 
is convenient but recommend 
solutions to several ongoing 
problems before the program 
expands. 

StarLAN is a high-powered, 
high-speed computer network 
that downloads software 
programs to any room terminal 
upon request. Instead of 
accessing software through disks 
in their rooms, students request 
programs through one of two 
system servers that download the 
programs to their room 
terminals. 


Lynette Woefle, a Harper 
resident adviser and student 
computer consultant, said 
students had problems with the 
servers going down nearly every 
week last semester. 

"The system now is still trial 
and error, but it's much better 
now compared to last semester,” 
she said. "It's a fabulous system 
because it gets rid of a lot of 
software disks.” 

Freshman business major 
Melanie Kleckner agreed the 
system goes down a lot less 
often this semester than last, 
although it has been inaccessible 
several times already since 
January. 

"I find the system very 
convenient — but only when it's 
working,” she said. "There's 
been several times I've needed to 
use the software for class work 
and it's not working. And when 
it's down, we lost everything 
because we don't have any 
software disks.” 

Joel Hartman, associate 
provost for information 


technology and resources, said 
the University has been 
continually working with AT&T 
to remedy problems with 
StarLAN software, including the 
system program that recognizes 
software requests. 

Last semester, that program on 
both servers frequently "went to 
sleep” and would not recognize 
new software requests from users 
trying to get onto the system, he 
said. The program glitches would 
not affect users already on the 
system. 

StarLAN was reconfigured 
during Christmas break so the 
two servers can serve as back-ups 
to each other — should one 
server's access program fail, a 
user’s software request is 
automatically reverted to the 
other server, Hartman said. 

Hartman said the University 
may have to consider 
supplementary software options 
alongside that expansion to 
offset StarLAN;s occasional 


shutdowns. 

Kleckner suggested stocking 
residence hall offices with disk 
copies of the programs available 
on StarLAN. 

"Then we could borrow them 
and use them in our A drives 
when the system goes down,” 
she said. 

Another inconvenience is the 
computers' three and a half inch 
drives when most other 
computers on campus take only 
five and a quarter inch disks, she 
said. 

Meanwhile, Woefle maintains 
the biggest problem now is 
many students' ignorance of how 
to use the system and computer 
machinery. 

“People don't take the time to 
learn how to use the computers or 
their printers,” she said, adding 
computer hotlines, booklets and 
television instruction are 
available for students to learn.

Moments before he was to speak about 
his autobiography "Wonderland Avenue; 
Tales of Glamour and Excess" and his 
relationship with the late Jim Morrison, 
Doors spokesperson Danny Sugerman sat 
calmly, smoking a cigarette and drinking 
coffee, as he fielded questions. 

"I'm holding on to these last two 
addictions," he said. 

Addiction is something Sugerman 
knows well. He first saw the Doors 
perform when he was 12 and started 
opening mail for the group at age 14. 
Similar to Morrison's turbulent lifestyle, 
Sugerman went "at the good life 
nonstop" and almost killed himself with 
a heroin habit. 

Sugerman said he had some regrets, but 
not about getting involved with 
Morrison. "It was a mixed blessing. I 
wish I never did heroin. I wish I walked 
away from it." 

He said he thought Morrison was a 
good friend. "The movie [Oliver Stone's 
"The Doors"] is not quite balanced. He 
had a Jeckyl and Hyde personality. He 
could be a raging alcoholic asshole. But 
he was also the sweetest, most gentle, 
best human being. He was my hero. I 
don't know how much I meant to him." 

"The Doors were much more of a band 
than the movie indicates," he said. 
However, he said he thought Morrison 
would have approved of the movie. "It's 
about time we had a serious rock n* roll 
movie." 

"I think he’d like it. I don't know if the 
other Doors would agree. It showed his 
outrageous nature, but it also showed him 
as a poet and a shaman. Oliver Stone 
established Jim as a poet a lot faster than 
I could. It was Jim's dying wish to be 
taken seriously as a poet." 

Sugerman said the movie had other 
implications as well. "The film's 


popularity is testimony to the fact that 
not as many people are saying no. Jim 
said yes to everything. People want 
someone to look up who did that ... Life 
is too safe and predictable in this 
computer age. People want a hero 
willing to stand up to corporate America. 
It's good to test authority." 

A couple years after Morrison died, 
Sugerman and Doors keyboardist Ray 
Manzarek decided they "wanted to keep 
the Doors' name and legend alive." So 
began the books and lectures. 

However, Sugerman is ready to move 
on to other subjects. "I've written 
everything I have to say about the Doors. 
Jim is still an important influence in my 
life." 

Sugerman has managed the careers of 
Iggy Pop and Door’s keyboardist Ray 
Manzarek. He co-authored "No One Here 
Gets Out Alive" and authored "The Doors: 
An Illustrated History." 

He has written a book about Guns n' 
Roses, a group he likes to listen to. 
Other groups he said he listens to are 
INXS, The Jesus & Mary Chain and Jesus 
Jones. 

Sugerman's autobiography is the 
subject of Oliver Stone’s upcoming film. 

Sugerman was Morrison's friend, but 
could he clear up the speculation about 
how Morrison really died? 

"It really doesn’t matter how he died. It 
could have happened any night from any 
thing [because of the way he lived.] It 
just happened to be in Paris from taking 
heroin and being drunk," he said. 

Sugerman said he did not think 
Morrison had a death wish. "He 
constantly tempted death in an attempt to 
enhance life." 

A comeback, had he lived, was not in 
the cards either. "When Morrison went 
to Paris at age 27 he was done 
performing." 

As for himself, Sugerman said, "I want 
to go the way Jim did." 


Stone breaks on through 'The Doors'

I couldn't help but think the 
good aren’t the only ones who 
die young — so do the 
irresponsible, the mean and the 
self-destructive. 

After seeing Jim Morrison 
magnetically portrayed by Val 
Kilmer in Oliver Stone's latest 
film, those three words are the 
first to come to mind. Morrison 
was 27 when he died of an 
apparent heart attack in 1971 in 
his bathtub in Paris. 

Kilmer not only bears a 
striking resemblance to 
Morrison in the movie, he has 
also managed to nail down many 
of Morrison’s stage mannerisms. 
Kilmer, who sings many of the 
songs in the film, even sounds 
like Morrison. 

Kyle MacLachlan, as 
keyboardist Ray Manzarek; 
Frank Whaley, as guitarist 
Robbie Krieger; and Kevin 
Dillon, as drummer John 
Densmore also turn out great 


performances as the other three 
Doors. They take somewhat of a 
backseat to Kilmer's Morrison — 
a supporting role one is led to 
believe they were relegated to in 
real life. 




While it was somewhat 
disheartening to see Morrison 
portrayed as such a jerk. Stone's 
almost reverential treatment of 
him is even more disturbing. 

Throughout the movie. Stone 
interjects several absurd scenes 
in which American Indian spirits 
visit Morrison, providing the 
links that supposedly connect 
him to the deeper, spiritual world 
he is seeking. Stone also seems 
to be rationalizing Morrison's 
excessive drinking and drug 
experimentation as paths 
through which Morrison can 
"break on through to the other 
side." 

Early in the movie, Morrison 
meets girlfriend Pamela Courson 
(Meg Ryan). After following her 
home from the beach, he climbs 


through a window to visit her. 
“Don't you believe in doors?" 
she asks him. “No," he responds 
in a classic play on words, 
“they're a waste of time.” 

Stone attempts to use 
Morrison's frustration with the 
Doors to show a man wasting his 
time in rock'n’roll, all the while 
trying to release his repressed 
spirituality. 

Sure, Morrison was a talented 
lyricist. He even wrote some 
pretty decent poetry. He knew 
how to turn his fascination with 
death into some pretty powerful 
imagery. 

But I have a real problem 
buying that he was some kind of 
martyr to his own intense talent. 

I can’t believe his 
irresponsibility (he convinced 
another girlfriend, Patricia 
Kennealy, played by Kathleen 
Quinlan, to have an abortion), 
his mean-spiritedness (he set fire 
to Courson's closet with her in 
it) and his sclf-distructivcness (it 
is widely rumored his death 
resulted from an overdose of 
heroin and alcohol) was all in the 
name of art. 

And I don't believe 
Morrison's life deserves to be 
romanticized.

Student choreographs ’Phantom' 

ballerina balances dance and studies

Tama Norman has to stay on 
her toes to balance her time 
between school and her creation 
and choreography of a ballet set 
to music from ’’Phantom of the 
Opera.” 

Norman, a 20-year-old from 
Valparaiso, Ind., is teaching her 
creation based on the London 
Opera version of Andrew Lloyd 
Weber’s ’'Phantom of the Opera” 
to a cast of about 33 students at D 
and D Productions. 

The students, Norman, and 
other instructors at D and D 
Productions will perform the 
ballet at their spring dance 
recital May 17-18 at the Shrine 
Mosque. 

’’One of the guys (a student) 
said he would only dance if it was 
to "Phantom of the Opera” and I 
was trying the get the guys to 


dance so I started putting it 
together,” Norman, public 
relations major, said. 

She started putting ideas 
together in June and her classes 
started rehearsing in August. 

Norman began ballet when 
she was five and not willing to 
start at the bottom of anything. 
"My mom decided that maybe 
dancing was a way to teach me 
that you have to start somewhere 
and work your way up,” she said. 

Norman continued taking 
lessons in Valparaiso until her 
last two years of high school, 
when she attended the 
Interlocken Academy for the 
performing arts in Michigan. Her 
senior dance concert was her own 
original work. 

She came to Bradley because 
she was impressed with the 
public relations program. 
Norman said she wants to work 
with a dance or art company after 
graduating but doesn't want to 


perform. 

Teaching ballet and pointe 
about 14 hours a week keeps 
Norman busy, but she said she 
loves it. 

"It sort of became part of my 
daily routine,” she said. ”It’s not 
really bad because my boss will 
teach my classes for me if I have 

a test. They know that my 
studying comes first.” 

Norman used music from Act I 
of "Phantom of the Opera” and 
added a group of core dances. She 
used some of the same characters, 
modified others and added a dance 
solo character. 

Next year Norman said she 
might teach "West Side Story” if 
she doesn’t transfer. She's 
considering leaving to relieve 
stress and health problems. 

'Tve been away now for four 
years. My body's tired,” she said. 

Whether she decides to stay or 
leave, Norman said she will 
continue teaching ballet. "It’s 
part of me, it always will be.”

viewfinder in a camera could reveal. The 
angle of view in a conventional camera is 
40 to 50 degrees. These photographs 
show approximately 360 degrees. 

The effect is similar to what you’d get 
if you were able to take a picture of 
everything you see in front of you, as 
well as peripherally. 

The result, in most cases, is a wide, 
extremely horizontal photograph. A few 
of the photographs shown are extreme 
verticals. Panoramic photographs are 
able to show wide landscapes, large 
groups and long buildings. 

Because the photographs show so 
much, the natural question arises, how did 


he gpt the whole scene in one shot? 
Included in the exhibit is information 
about panoramic photography provided 
by Charles Frey, librarian, and Kim Ault, 
a junior art major. 

Panoramic photographs can be 
achieved different ways. Traditionally, 
the photographer, using a tripod, could 
rotate the camera after each exposure to 
produce a series of overlapping images, 
which would be joined together to 
produce a 360 degree view. 

According to the information at the 
exhibit, there are three groups of cameras

which can make panoramic photographs: 
short-rotation cameras with swinging 
lenses and fixed plates or film; rotation 
cameras in which the camera body and the 
plate or film both move; and cameras 
with fixed, wide-angle lenses. 

As far as determining which camera to 
use. Decker said it depends “partly on 
what you’re photographing, partly on 
what you have with you at the time.” 
Unless he sets out to take a certain kind 
of photograph, he said he doesn’t know 
which camera will be best suited for what 
he wants. 


Most of the photographs in the 
exhibit were shot with a Globuscopc. a 
360 degree rotation camera and some 
with a Fugi, a non-rotation camera. 

Both types of cameras, as well as 
others, are on display. 

Decker is a practicing psychiatrist 
who photographs in his spare time. “I’ve 
only started to take photography more 
seriously in the past couple of years.’’ 
Decker said. 

“Taking panoramic photographs 
requires looking more individually at the 
parts of the picture. It draws you in to 
look closely to get all the details. It is a 


different vantage point,” he said. 

Developing the photographs is not a 
problem, but he said printing them 
himself can be cumbersome, especially if 
the negative is 15 inches long. 

Some of Decker’s panoramic 
photography is part of a travelling 
exhibit, currently in Virginia, which may 
also show in Chicago. 

Decker said it is very likely he will 
have photographs ready for another 
exhibit next year. Decker attributes the 
current interest in panoramic 
photographs to their attention-getting 
quality.

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Political incorrectness a smart choice 


Lynne Cheney is the chairman of 
the National Endowment for the 
Humanities, This article is based 
on her remarks made at a 
conference sponsored by the 
Madison Center for Educational 

Much of what has happened in 
the world lately has demonstrated 
the long-term wisdom of 
"politically incorrect" actions. 
One of the tenets of that position 
is an affirmation of the 
importance of Western 
civilization. 

The history of the West is not 
a narrative of unbroken progress. 
We have monumental failures to 
our credit; bringing those 
failures to light, holding them up 
and looking at them is one of our 
finest traditions. The West is not 
perfect, but we do have some 
glorious accomplishments on 
our record. 

In 1989,^before Tiananmen 
Square, Fang Lizhi, scientist and 
dissident, spoke of the aims of 
China's democracy movement. 
"What we are calling for is 
extremely basic," he said, 
"namely, freedom of speech, 
press, assembly and travel. 

"Concepts of human rights 
and democracy, although the 
founding principles of the U.S. 
government, should not be 
viewed as something exclusively 
Western. Actually, they are a 
legacy to the world." 

These ideas are no small gift 
to have brought to humankind. 
They are gifts of such worth that 
people go into exile or prison or 
even die for them, as they did 


less than two years ago in 
Tiananmen Square, and last 
month in Vilnius and Riga. 

But concepts of human rights 
and democracy, though they 
embody longings buried deep in 
every soul, can be suppressed. 

As Charles Krauthammer has 
observed, the will to freedom is a 
constant of human nature, but so 
is the will to power. Tyrants 
have risen up before and will 
again, ruthless despots bent on 
substituting their ambitions for 
the rule of law. 

Recently, brave Americans in 
the Persian Gulf joined 
courageous men and women from 
more than two dozen nations, to 
engage in battle with such a 
despot. They demonstrated to 
history and the world that while 

freedom may not be inevitable, 
free societies can organize 
themselves to turn back tyranny. 

We live in remarkable times, 
times our grandchildren will ask 
us about. They will want to know 
about Eastern Europe, about the 
men and womai who gathered by 
the thousands in the Lenin 
Shipyard at Gdansk, at the Berlin 
Wall, in Wenceslas Square. 

When we explain what 
motivated these people to come 
together and defy dictatorship, 
we shall have to speak not only 
of the horrors of communist 
oppression, but also of the 
promise offered by freedom and 
the alternative vision offered by 
countries where elections and 


economies are free. 

Our grandchildren will ask us 
about the Soviet Union, too. I 
was in the Soviet Union three 
months ago, and it was a place 
amazingly changed from the last 
time I had been there, seven 
years before. 

St. Basil's, the onion-domed 
cathedral on Red Square, has been 
consecrated. Danilov Monastery, 
in ruins when I visited before, 
has been restored. Masses were 
being held there every Sunday, 
and Saturdays as well. 

Another striking change is it 
is now possible to have frank 
conversations with Soviet 
citizens. When I ^ visited 
Leningrad and Moscow several 
years ago, I seldom had the sense 
anyone was speaking candidly. 

But now Soviets are willing 
to talk about the challenges they 
face. For scholars in the Soviet 
Union the biggest challenge is 
depoliticizing, or 

deideologizing, both the 
teaching and learning of history. 

Perhaps the most reticent 
scholarly group with which I 
met, at least initially, were 
historians at the Military 
History Institute in Moscow You 
have to understand I bring a 
little baggage with me to a 
meeting like that. No one is 
unaware of my spouse's 
occupation, so there was some 
reticence. 

When the subject of 
depoliticizing of history came 


up. J"' statement was very 
cautious. "We can never 
completely remove politics from 
the study of history," one 
colonel said, "because we cannot 
remove ourselves from politics." 

"True enough," I agreed, "but 
shouldn’t we try to minimize the 
effect of politics on our 
scholarship?" 

There were some careful nods 
around the table. "If we don't 
work to minimize it," I said, 
"don't we become horses wearing 
blinders?" 

This was not a particularly 
imaginative metaphor, but it had 
astonishing cross-cultural 
resonance. It changed the tone of 
the meeting. 

Hardly was it translated when 
it elicited the most positive 

response, not just caretui nods, 
but enthusiastic stories about 
projects it was now possible to 
work on that had been 
impossible to pursue before. 

One colonel, a scholar, was 
working on the question of how 
many people were killed in the 
Bolshevik Revolution - hardly a 
politically correct problem to 
pursue. Another scholar, the head 
of the Institute, is writing a 
biography of Trotsky and using 
Trotsky's papers to do so, a 
project that would have been 
unheard of a few years ago. 

There is no neat conclusion to 
this story, no nice happy 
ending. One has to wonder, to 
worry about the course of events 


in the Soviet Union. How long 
can the effort to deideologize 
scholarship continue when 
President Gorbachev is seeking 
to limit freedom of the press? 
Still, what I observed in the 
Soviet Union does prompt some 
important questions. 

Shouldn’t the goal of scholars 
everywhere be to make art and 
inquiry as free as possible of 
political bias and influence? Of 
course, we are political creatures, 
but shouldn't we try to raise 
ourselves up and acquire a broader 
perspective? 

If we insist that all literature, 
all art, be run through a single 
political prism, whether it be 
Marxist or capitalist or feminist 
or European or Third World, 
aren’t we creatures of diminished 
vision? Indeed, if we insist that 
culture and all its creations are 
everywhere congruent with 
political struggle, isn’t that the 
most diminished and 
diminishing perspective of all? 

There was an inescapable 
irony about being in the Soviet 
Union and hearing again and 
again about the importance of 
depoliticizing and 

deideologizing the study of. 
culture. 

So often in the United States I 
read or hear about the importance 
of using the arts and humanities 
as instruments of politics.

Three weeks after Stan 
Albeck’s resignation, the search 
for the 11th Bradley basketball 
coach continues. To date, 64 
coaches have applied for the 
vacancy. Athletic Director I^on 
Ferguson said. 

The nine member search 
committee hopes to begin 
narrowing the list of candidates 
after the April 1 application 
deadline. Hopefully, the 
interviewing process will begin 
next week, Ferguson said. 


Since Albeck's departure, the 
two assistant coaches, whose 
contracts don’t expire until May 
31, have maintained contact with 
prospective recruits. However, 
the bulk of the recruiting process 
has been postponed until a new 
coach has been named, Ferguson 
said. 

Bradley can offer one 
remaining basketball 
scholarship during the two-week 
April signing period. Ferguson 
said he expects to fill that 
scholarship position, but not 
until after the new coach has 
been named. 


Most of this year’s players 
have not expressed any 
preferences on who the new 
coach should be. Some have 
expressed support for former 
Albeck assistant. Mo McHone, 
Ferguson said. 

Bradley signed incoming 
players David Winslow and Chad 
Kleine during the November 
signing period. 

Should they want to be 
released from their letters of 
intent. Assistant Athletic 
Director Dewey Kalmer said,

In an effort to promote healthy 
eating habits Geisert cafeteria 
officially became the first 
Wellness cafeteria at Bradley.

years if we did not release them.

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A twist in the interpretation of racism

The latest Scout debate 
concerning racism was sparked 
by an editorial (2/22/91) penned 
by Lynda L. Schmitz, the paper's 
editor. James V. Fitzpatrick's 
critical response to this editorial 
(3/1/91) was followed by a letter 
(3/9/91) in which Trevor Woolf 
challenged Fitzpatick's views 
and assumptions. 

Coincidentally, one of Matt 
Hale's standard letters appeared 
in the 2/22/91 issue. 

A careful reading of the pieces 
by Schmitz. Woolf, and Hale 
strongly suggests a common 
underlying theme, namely, that 
racism is a two-way street. 
Openly stated by Hale, and only 
implicit in the statements of the 
two other authors referred to 
above, one finds an even more 
cruel message — the idea that 
racism in our society is 
perpetrated by people of color 
rather than by the white 
majority. 

Schmitz reports to her readers 
that racism is rampant in 
colleges, and that its 
manifestations on various 
campuses are often more 
horrendous and more 
preposterous than those 
experienced at Bradley. So far so 
good. 

Few of us who read, even 
occasionally, the press, or listen 
to the news, could have missed 
the multitude of reports of 
escalation in acts of physical and 
verbal abuse directed toward 
African-Americans, Jews, 
women, and gays and lesbians 
since the mid-80s. 

The clincher comes when 
Schmitz identifies as the case 


that "appalled (her) the most" an 
incident at Oberlin College 
where, allegedly, two African- 
American women students saw 
racism where there is none. 

Consequently, I am 
bewildered and bothered by the 
fact that Schmitz was most 
appalled by this case of potential 
mislabeling of a situation by two 
members of a minority group 
rather than by any of the 
countless acts of hostility and 
discrimination commonly 
perpetrated against members^ 

Moreover, baseless 
accusations of racism, sexism, ad 
homophobia by people of color, 
women, and gays and lesbians, 
respectively, are very rare. The 
bigger problem, by far. is the 
opposite one -- too often 
members of an oppressed group 
do not recognize and or do not 
stand up against prejudice and 
discrimination. 

The second salvo Schmitz 
fires is directed at Ron Daniels' 
presentation, one of the most 
systematic, sophisticated, and 
brilliantly delivered lectures on 
origins and dynamics of racism I 
ever witnessed. Basing her 
evaluation on a brief summary of 
the presentation in the Scout 
(she did not attend the lecture), 
which she completely 
misunderstood, Schmitz felt free 
to attack, rather severely , a most 
thoughtful, accomplished, and 
prominent African-American. 

She stated, "I am glad I did not 
go (to see Ron Daniels after all." 

It is a pity she did not. I want to 
believe that had she attended the 
lecture and had she understood it, 
she would have learned a lot and 
like his call for coalition 
building and unity among all 
races and ethnic groups in order 
to create a more just, humane.

and peaceful society (a video of 
his presentation is available). 

Finally, addressing her third 
and last issue in this editorial 
(identification of the fraternity 
student accused of assault), here, 
too, although more subtly, 
Schmitz seems to imply the 
problem is located widiin the 
minority group (they might have 
misread the intentions of the act, 
they seem to be too sensitive...). 

Thus, while the title of the 
editorial is "Open 
communciations can eliminate 
racism" implying an equivalency 
of flaws on both sides, a two-way 
street, dynamic, the content of 
the editorial, by focusing 
exclusively on alleged faults of 
people of color and putting the 

burden of change on them, 
presents us with a version of 
what W. Ryan labeled, some 25 
years ago, "blaming the victim." 
This new version, however, is 
particularly twisted — it paints 
the aggressor as the victim and 
the oppressed as the tormentor. 

Fitzpatrick deserves 
appreciation for being the only 
one from the Bradley community 
to put in the time and effort to 
respond to this editorial. There is 
no doubt that most African- 
Americans who read the editorial 
found it misleading and 
insulting, as did some indivduals 
of non-African ancestry (I would 
like to believe that there were 
more than a ‘ 


the root of racism is located in 
those who have less power defies 
reason; it represents an 
Orwellian twist. 

The second element 
Fitzpatrick's letter consisted in 
taking to ask Schmitz for her 
uninformed, misconceived, and 
hostile comment on a lecture she 
did not attend. 

Lastly, addressing the issue of 
identification of the fraternity of 
the student accused of assault, 
Fitzpatrick made some 
observations which seem fair and 
most perceptive. Indeed, an 
expression of a mild apology, in 
the context of a general critique 
of African-Americans for 
screaming racism without 
reason, does seem to turn into a 
"I don’t understand what is all 
this fuss about" type of a 
statement. 

Woolf's response to 
Fitzpatrick's letter is rather 
disappointing and saddening. 
From an analytical point of 
view, the problem is that Woolf 
chose to read the letter 

microscopically rather than 
macroscopically. 

He took advantage of the fact 
that Fitzpatrick’s letter does not 
stand out as an example of 
systematicness, precision, and 
elegance of expression. His 
response reads like a cocky 
exercise in formal logic. 

Woolf is right in quite a 


humble. He concludes the letter 
by suggesting that Schmitz 
"..talk the minorities and get a 
better understanding of their 
perspective." He is merely 
defending the validity and 
importance of the minority 
perspective. Nowhere does he 
suggest its superiority. 

Woolf ends up, like Schmitz 
(and, no need to mention, I 
presume, like Hale), turning 
things upside down. "Americans 
(whites) are really 
conscientious...land of the free 
and equal.." The one labelled as 
having an "extremely racist 
attitude." and an "offensive, 
derogatory, a prejudged" opinion 
is Fitzpatrick, who stood up and 
argued against a contorted 
interpretation of racism. 

How can we explain such 
phenomena? How ca-i one 
account for two obviously 
intelligent, well-educated, and 
well-intentioned individuals 
falling into the trap of the most 
convoluted racist notions? Those 
familiar with the literature on 
ideology and its functions would 
not be surprised. 

The blindness of these 
persons is not simply due to 
individual failure, lack of 
communication, ignorance, or 
lack of education. To borrow a 
phrase from an author, this 
blindess is an indication of how 
pervasive certain biases are 
society.

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Violations result 
in Pike probation

Pi Kappa Alpha fraternity was 
penalized by Bradley's 
Interfratemity Council after 
charges of an iUegal party were 
brought against them. 

Keith Butcher, IFC vice 
president responsible for the risk 
reduction committee, and Eric 
Netzel, risk reduction scheduler, 
filed the complaints. They 
charged Pike with having a party 
without a guest list, late party 
and live band registration and 
open alcohol distribution. 

"We arc not happy about 
paying the fine, but I guess we 
have to because we broke the 
rules,” Neal Niiunann, Pike 
president, said. 

Pike's penalties, which were 
decided upon at a March 28 
informal hearing, include 
ineligibility for the fraternity 
award of excellence, loss of live 
band privileges for the remainder 
of the semester, 20 hours of 
commimity service, a $5 fine per 
member (94 members), a $30 late 
registration fee, one year social 
probation and a verbal apology 
to all fraternity presidents. 

"We admitted our mistakes 
and chose to settle it this way [in 
an informal hearing],'' Ninmann 
said. "We felt had we gone any 
farther we would have been made 
an example of.” 

The party was approved by 
Netzel, who was imaware he did 
not have the authority to 
approve parties. Only Butcher, 
who was away at an IFC national 
conference, has the ability to 
approve parties after the 
registration deadlines. 

"We would not have had the 
party if IFC did not say it was 


okay," Ninmann said. 

Butcher, a Pike member, said 
the fraternity should not have 
gone to Netzel because it is 
stated in the risk reduction 
policy that five day pre¬ 
registration is needed for live 
bands and three days for social 
functions. 

Questions arose as to 
Butcher's knowledge of the party 
and whether he was in 
attendance. He said he had no 
idea the party occurred until he 
arrived home from the conference 
at about 1:30 a.m. Sunday. He 
said the band and all the alcohol 
was gone by the time he arrived. 

"He [Butcher] knew nothing 
of the party. He did not condone 
the party," Ninmaim said. "It 
[the party] was a last minute 
decision." 

"I think the penalties were 
pretty fair," Butcher said. "I 
wasn't there so I didn't get to see 
what happened." 

"Pike made a mistake so they 
were penalized just as if anyone 
makes a mistake they will be 
penalized." 

Netzel said Pike received less 
harsh penalties because there was 
confusion in the approval of the 
party. 

"This shows we are taking 
this very seriously," Netzel said. 
"Even the houses represented on 
the committee and going to be 
charged if they do something 
wrong." 

Ed King, executive director of 
housing, residential life and the 
student judicial system, did not 
attend the informal hearing 
because he did not want to have 
any influence on the decision. He 
said he is very satisfied with how

Answers not always 
found in success 

A Gallup poll released on Monday reported 6 percent of this nation's 
teenagers say they have tried to commit suicide, while 15 percent say 
they have come close to trying. 

The reasons include family problems or problems at home (47 
percent), depression (23 p^cent), problems with friends (22 percent) 
feeling worthless (18 percent) and relationships (16 percent). More than 
one reason was given in some cases. 

According to the Chicago Tribune, the poll was conducted between 
November and January of 1,152 people from ages 13 to 19^ 

So what does this have to do with us? Most of us have gotten 
through those tumultuous times, which are otherwise often referred to 
as the best years of our lives. And the rest of us are just about to 
complete this phase to enter the "twenty-something" generation. 

But just like us, these teenagers are the future. And if they are not 
here, then the future will not be here either. 

My sister is 14, and she is attending the same inner-city high school 
that I went too, which has the same problems with drugs, gangs, teen 
prcgnancies, etc. 

A few weeks ago her best friend tried to commit suicide because of 
family problems. This is when it hit me that being a teenager is not as 
easy as I thought or remember. As young adults we easily forget how 
tough those times can be even though it was not that long ago for 
many of us. 

This is a case, like many, where things are not getting better. As the 
years go on, it becomes harder to be a member of this age group 
because of the constant changes in society (increasing numbers of 
unstable family units, rising unemployment, etc.). 

When I went to high school, my best friend at the time, tried to 
commit suicide when we were 15 and then again our senior year. Both 
times were for family reasons. 

What makes these cases more pathetic is the way these girls were 
treated by their families after their attempts. Instead of trying to 
understand what was going on, their parents punished them while their 
siblings avoided them. The Gallup poll reported that more than 80 
percent surveyed said communities, schools and religious institutions 
should offer programs to help. 

As the brothers and sisters, aunts and uncles, and friends of today's 
teens, there is a great need for understanding. Take out the time to find 
out what is on their minds. 

Six percent doesn't sound a like a lot, but it is when these attempts 
turn into "successes."

Notwithstanding the fact that I am 
identified as the author of the Bradley 
Forum piece which appeared in the 
last issue of the Scout p/29/91), this 
printed version is very different from 
the commentary .1 submitted for 
publication. 

I forwarded two versions for 
consideration. One was short, within 
the space limits specified by the 
Scout (three pages), while the other 
one was much longer. My cover letter 
to the editor indicated preference for 
the longer one, in case she decided to 


make an exception and lift the space 
restriction. 

My request was not honored. Rather 
than printing the shorter version, 
somel^y in the Scout (the editor?) 
decided to shorten the longer 
version. The column in the Scout 
represents a chopped up rendition of 
my essay, arrived at by spljeing 
selected paragraphs. No wonder ^rts 
of it make little sense. 

More important, the “editing** 
resulted in a marked transformation 
of the content and overall message of 
my essay. Perhaps the Scout*s 
version represents what the 
individual who “edited** it thought 1 
wished to express. Unfortunately, it 
diverges significantly from my 
commentary. 

Moreover, the intelligibility of the 
column was further reduced due to 
quite a number of mysterious 
metamorphoses which took place in 
terms of specific sentences, words, 
and punctuation — part of a sentence 
disappeared, a “was** turned into an 
“is,** the term “taking to task** was 
changed to “taking to ask,** commas 
were misj^aced, etc. 

This unpleasant incident could have 
been averted had the editor exhibited 
the courtesy of discussing the matter 
with me instead of taking unilateral 
action. 

The readers interested in the essay I 
did write may obtain a copy from 
Bradley Hall 128A or by calling 
extension 2388. 

I hope this letter will not be “edited.**

Bookstore 


Dear Editor: 

I am the bookstore manager and I 
work for a professional college 
bookstore management firm. We 
were contracted by the University to 
operate the Bradley store and our 
contract outlines the financial, 
academic obligations and 
responsibilities to the University 
community. 

Approximately 850 or 25 percent of 
the college bookstores in this 
country are leased. As lessors, we 
return a portion of our profit back to 


the universities we serve and pay a 
rental fee to help maintain the 
bookstore property. Barnes and 
Noble contributes $6,000 per year to 
the Bradley Scholarship Fund. We 
employ students and this summer we 
will be a part of the co-op work 
program. 

Having just completed a major 
renovation, we will not be moving 
the main store to Campustown. We 
intend to operate a bmkstore that 
will sell medical books, computer 
books and software, engineering, 
educational, business handbooks and 
other merchandise that will be geared 
to the professional occupations. 

As we are already serving the U. of 
Illinois, Peoria S^ool of Medicine, 
the removal medical books from 
the main store will allow us to 
expand product selection and provide 
added space for textbooks. This 
professional bookstore will fill a 
void in the Peoria community and 
will not deprive local Bradley 
contributors of business. 

Nor will it negatively impact the 
financial operation of the main store. 
In fact, evening and weekend hours 
will allow us to better serve the 
continuing education or non- 
traditional student and provide an 
additional outlet to serve traditional 
student needs when the main store is 
closed. 

The college bookstore is a unique 
asset for a reading public who buys 
and orders books. We are a resource 
for the academic scholar and we 
supply many local businesses with 
books. The Campustown store will 
allow us to expand our available 
stock and caimot hurt the image of a 
nationally ranked regional liberal 
arts university. 

At our main bookstore we will 
continue to do what we have always 
done ... buy back your used books, 
cash your checks, sell stamps at cost 
for the greeting cards you buy, even 
offer advice on how to wash that new 
sweatshirt you just bought... and my 
staff is justifiably proud of the 
service they give you. 

Finally we will continue to do book 
displays and sell books by visiting 
authors, because that is just one of 
many services of a bookseller.

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Campustown led long, troubled path

Campustown, which has been 
in the making since 1987, has 
had an eventful history. 

There have been ups and 
downs to the Campustown 


project, said Heidi Herold, 
property manager for the Joseph 
Co. 

First, the city of Peoria had to 
secure the land for the 
Campustown complex from 
property and business owners. 
This included all the land from 


4^' 


University Street to Bourland 
Avenue and from Main to St. 
James. 

Some property owners were 
cooperative in tal^g the amount 
of money the city would pay for 
their land. 

One particular problem was 
the removal of the LaGondola 
restaurant located on the comer 
of University and Main where the 
S-curve now begins. 

Richard LaHood, owner of 
LaGondola, wanted $428,000 for 
the building and property. The 
property was actually valued at 
$71,940. 

LaHood reopened LaGondola 
in February 19% in time to slow 
down progression on the project. 
It had been closed since May of 
1988. 

LaHood received $400,000 
for the building and the property, 
which ended the eminent domain 
suit he had brought against the 
city. 

Another glitch in the 
Campustown project was 
plumbing. The city of Peoria 
does not have its own plumbing 
inspector, so when the state 
inspector came to evaluate the 
plumbing, there were still many 
things that needed to be done, 
said Herold. 

Herold said weather has also 
held up the project. “Those 
things you can*t control are the 
most frustrating,” she said. 

The Campustown project was 
done in two phases, llie first was 
the rerouting of University Street 
into an S-curve. The S-curve was 
opened to traffic on Nov. 19. 

Phase II. the actual 
construction of the Campustown 
complex, was scheduled to be

The five new Peoria City 
Council members were selected 
in the first election to use 
cumulative voting last Tuesday. 

A federal civil rights law suit 
in 1987 introduced cumulative 
voting, in which each voter has 
five votes they may divide 
however they wish. The suit also 
caused the introduction of two 
new at large City Council seats. 

Leonard Unes won the City 
Council race by almost 7,000 
votes, according to the Peoria 
Journal star. He said he attributes 
his victory to his previous three 
terms on the council. 

William Spears, who is new 
on the political scene, came in 
second with 10,753 votes. His 
campaign emphasized a return to 
the basics in city government.

of experience. 

Jones, who is also on 
University Senate, said, 
"Experience is important. It's 
like anything else. If you've seen 
it before, it's easier to do. I've 
had a chance to establish a 
rapport with the administration. 
I'm comfortable with them." 

Geoff Norcross, Jay Stewart 
and Scott Rosen, candidates for 
vice-president, secretary and 
treasurer on the same platform as 
Pomerantz, do not have Student 
Senate experience. 

"Am I not a studait? Am I not 
concerned?" asked Norcross. 

"It [experience] helps, but it 
is not essential," Pomerantz 
said. 

Pomerantz said he'd like to 
move basketball to the 
Robertson Memorial Field 
House, so the team could "play 
for us." Norcross said he'd like to 
develop an all-campus test file. 

Banasiak said his ticket plans 
to look to the future. 
"[Basketball games in the Field 
House and a campus test file] 
have already been tried. It didn't 
work, so let's put it behind us." 

All the candidates agreed that 
expanding the Senate newsletter 


would improve communication 
and motivation. They also hope 
to improve community relations. 

Another issue, directed to the 
candidates for vice president, was 
extending the campus phone 
system, Julie Anne Witkowski 
and Julie Anne Clowes said they 
thought there would be benefits 
to extending the system. 

Norcross said he was 
undecided. "I see advantages and 
disadvantages. ... it will be up to 
the fraternities and sororities." 

The issue of minority 
involvement was also brought 
up. Pomerantz said, 
"Communication is the key. You 
can't force anyone to do 
something they don't want to." 

Banasiak said, "We can invite 
formally these organizations to 
Senate. Hopefully we could push 
minorities to get more involved 
in Senate itself." 

Jones said, 'We want to work 
hard to educate our senators so 
they can bring back the views of 
all the people." 

In addition to questions from 
the audience, the candidates also 
answered questions from a panel 
of representatives from various 
campus organizations.

Geoff Pomerantz, the 
presidential candidate, will run 
on a ticket with Geoff Norcross 
for vice president, Scott Rosen 
for treasurer, and Jay Stewart for 
secretary. 

Pomerantz, sophomore 
political science major, said, ‘‘If 
the president of the University 
should be [visible], then it’s 
even more imperative the student 
body president should be.

He 
said he would also like to check 
the possibility of installing a 
cash machine on campus and 
holding fund-raisers for the 
Senate. 

Pomerantz said the Senate 
works on a $2,000 budget for 
each school year, q)proximately 
$1,000 of which goes towards 
the executive board elections. 
‘That’s pathetic. There’s no 
reason the Student Senate can’t 
do a fund-raiser,” he said. 

Jay Stewart, sophomore pre¬ 
law major, said he doesn’t feel 
his lack of experience on the 
Senate will detract from his 
ability to perform. ‘‘At some 
point, everyone is a rookie [on 
Senate].”

Peoria 

Update 


• Tri-county voters rejected the formation of a Heartland River 
Conservancy District by a margin of almost five to one, losing by a 
vote of 49,010 to 10,716. 

Opponents of the conservancy district said the Illinois River needs 
attention, but central Illinois' most important natural resource is not in 
greater jeopardy because of the loss. 

The Heartland River Conservancy District would have been 
empowered to levy a tax of 8.3 cents per $100 of assessed value of 
property. 

Studies have found increasing sedimentation and decreasing water 
depth in the river. 


• Voters in Metamora Township High School District 122 approved a 
68-cent education fund tax rate hike. The increase was approved by more 
than 700 votes. The district School Board cut all extracurricular 
activities from the 1991-92 school year due to funding shortages, but 
promised to reinstate those programs if the referendum passed. 

This is the second tax-hike request for district offrcials, who 
previously saw a request for 50-cents per $100 defeated by 134 votes. 


• Of the 14 police brutality allegations against Peoria police between 
1988 and 1990, only one was found to have merit. Police Chief Kevin 
Rippy said. He said this is not unusual, considering the amount of 
people and interaction involved with the job. 

Rippy suspended two city officers in March for using excessive force 
during an arrest in February. The last time a city officer was punished for 
brutality was in April 1989. 

• U.S. Rep. Robert Michel (R-Ill.) said he will be unable to meet his 
original goal of sending a nominee for the newly created federal district 
judgeship of central Illinois to the White House. 

Michel said he originally hoped to have a nominee for President Bush 
by the end of March, but he does not see this happening before the end 
of April. 

The White House looks to Michel, the House Republican Leader, for 
judicial nominations since both U.S. Sens. Alan Dixon and Paul Simon 
.are Democrats.

"The nice thing is that IFC 
handles the penalties," King 
said. "I will assist them any way 
1 can, but I will not make the 
decisions." 

Court justice Mark Weaver, 
who was in charge of the 
informal hearing, said alcohol 
distribution, rather than late 
registration, was his main 
concern. 


"The problem was in the way 
the alcohol was being 
distributed," Weaver said. "It 
didn't look like an intentional 
thing.” 

This offense will not affect 
the probationary status of bands.

Campustown isn’t the only 
construction going on at 
Bradley. The current work being 
done on Jobst, Baker, and 
Lovelace halls is running 
smoothly. 

The only question is what to 
do with the barren part of the 
quad that will be exposed once 
the trailers and workmen leave. 

"That’s another story,’’ Ron 
Doerzaph, facilities planning 
administrator said. "We’ll have 
to worry about that once all of 
the construction is completed." 

Doerzaph said the project 
should be completed by late 
December 1992. 

The first step in this $7 
million project is the 
completion of an addition to 
Lovelace Hall. 

Employees who work in 
Baker and Lovelace will be 
shifted between the buildings to 
allow construction to take place. 
Lovelace employees who were 
moved to Baker will be returning 
as early as May 20, although 
work is not scheduled to be 
completed until June 1. 

The College of Electrical 
Engineering will be among the 
first to move into Baker by 
Christmas of this year. 

The final phase of 
construction, scheduled to begin 
next summer, is to complete a 
second floor crossover and build 
laboratories in Jobst Hall. 

Completion of work in Jobst 
is targeted for the end of next 
year. 

"Things are pretty much on 
schedule, give or take a week,’’ 
Doerzaph said. "We built in a 
little bit of float just in case.’’ 


He said the project will cost 
both additional time and money 
due to the constant moving of 
people and building around 
schedules. 

He also said moving so many 


people around two or three times 
isn’t easy. 

"Knock on wood, things have 
been running as smoothly as 
they have,’’ he said.

Workshop to focus on grief/loss

The Center for Wellness and 
Counseling is planning a 
workshop to help students deal 
with feelings of grief or loss. 

Mr. Terrance Nighswanger, a 
counselor at the Center, said, 
‘The Worlwhop involves trying 
to educate the participants on the 
aspects of loss, grief and 
mourning.” 

Nighswanger said the 
workshop will discuss the 
purposes of these feelings and 
processes. He said the 
information is being presented 
to help students learn normal and 
healthy ways of dealing with 
loss. 

Nighswanger said most of the 
information will be provided 
through lectures, although 
feedback will be encouraged. He 
said the counselors will work 
with the participants in the 
workshop in small groups as 
well. They may try to develop 
small support networks for 
people suffering the same type of 


loss, he said. 

“It is important to remember 
that loss entails more than just 
death,” Nighswanger said. He 
said people also suffer loss 
through divorces, moving, job 
loss and other experiences. He 
said there are also anticipated 
losses and competency losses. 

Nighswanger said many 
students who will be graduating 
experience anticipated loss or 
losses they expect to occur in the 
future. He said, “Students have 
mixed feelings about graduating, 
because it means the loss of 
their support systems at school.” 

Nighswanger described 
competency losses as a reduction 
in eye-sight, hearing or other 
physical capabilities. He said 
sometimes these losses affect 
students* self-esteem and are hard 
to deal with. 

Nighswanger said, “The 
workshop is for people who are 
dealing with a loss.” He said the 
loss doesn’t have to be recent. 
He said the loss could be from 


three or four years ago, if it 
hasn’t been dealt with. 
Nighswanger said people 
interested in working in the field 
of psychology or counseling 
may also be interested in 
attending the workshop. 

The Center for Wellness and 
Counseling decided to provide 
the workshop to rill the needs of 
students who have come to the 
Center looking for support. 
Nighswanger said they have 
several students come to the 
Center looking for support 
because of break-ups, death due 
to disease or suicide, and 
divorces. He said students 
preparing for graduation 
comprise a large number of those 
seeking support for anticipated 
loss. Nighswanger said the 
Center wants to help students 
adapt to these losses by teaching 
them the natural sequence of 
emotions. . 

The Grief and Loss Workshop 
will be April 10 in the Garret 
Center from 3 to 5 p.m.

Welcome to a world where 
imagination rules. A world where 
creations range from candy- 
striping the Gateway Arch, to 
alien invaders who try to cut off 
the Florida Penninsula.

Champions, and Dungeons and 
Dragons to name just a few, the

is known as the Society for 
Creative Anachromisms, but a 
large percentage of the games are 
carried out in real world terms. 

Williams said a different, 
imaginative view on things is 
what it’s all about. "Our 
principle is to become the center 
for people interested in Medieval 
things.” 

So just what is role playing? 
Unlike traditional games like 
chess or poker where the object 
is to win, the object of a role 
playing game is to have fun and 
be creative with friends. 

"It’s a tension release,” said 
Williams. “You can’t take your 
characters too seriously 


In a role playing game, one 
player is selected as the Game 
Master, (GM for short), who 
decides the basic plot of the 
adventure and describes the 
settings to the players. Each 
player then acts out his 
developed, imagined character 
(often comic book heroes or 
super heroes) in response to the 
hypothetical situation the GM 
created. 

Williams said the real fun 
comes from the characterization. 

"Much of the fun is playing a 
Hctional creation and watching 
that character develop,” he said. 
"Being somebody else.” 

When combat occurs, the GM 


assumes the role of referee, and 
rolls dice to determine the 
outcome of fights. A player tells 
the GM if he wishes to “hit” his 
opponent and, of course, strange 
things have been known to 
happen. “We often add our own 
house rules to the games,” 
Williams said. “It’s possible to 
critically ’hit' yourself, like a 
gunfighter shooting his foot.” 

All in good fun. 

The main problem now, said

Students immersed 
in Mexican culture

Study abroad has been part of 
many Bradley students’ 
curriculum, but until now they 
went through Central College or 
on specialized, short trips, such 
as to the USSR. 

This summer, Bradley is 
introducing a summer study 
program in Guadalajara, Mexico. 
Guadalajara, the capital of the 
state of Jalisco, is over 400 
years old, yet offers the comforts 
of a modem city. 

Students would attend the 
Foreign Student Study Center at 
the University of Guadalajara. 
The university, founded in 1792, 
boasts 220,000 students today. 

The Center has two purposes: 
helping foreign students learn 
Spanish and offering an 
opportunity to learn about Latin 
American life. There are twelve 
different levels of language study 
and a wide variety of culture 
courses. 

Courses planned for this 
session include: Mexican 


Political System, Hispanic 
American Literature, Crisis in 
Central America, History of 
Mexico, Mexican Culture, 
Relations Between Mexico and 
the United States, and Mexican 
Art, 


Cultural activities and 
workshops will supplement 
these courses. The Center’s 
program stresses inunersion in 
the culture as the best way to 
learn a language. 


The program starts June 17 
and ends July 19. The cost is 
$995 which includes: tuition (six 
credit hours), full room and board 
with a Mexican family, a 3-day 
excursion to Puerto Vallarta and a 
Bradley Student Abroad fee. 
Students must pay for air fare 
separately. Roundtrip excursion 
air fare is about $350.

(Michael Walsh Purchase Award) 
and, particularly interesting, A 
Typical Day: Willendorf 
Birthing Clinic (Award of Merit) 
by Chuck Richards. 

Richards’ colored pencil 
drawing depicts a birthing clinic 
as a factory or assembly line, so 
to speak. This brightly-colored 
piece with odd, human-like 
creatures contains such aspects

Also of interest in this piece 
is the wallpaper in each room, 
which ranges from baseball 
pennants, td tile, to DNA 
molecules, to hearts to 
male/female symbols, to eggs 
and sperm.

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milk. The band included 
"Shivers” because of the effect 
of the drink and the effect they 
want people to get from their 
music. 

This isn’t a statement,” 
John Jenson, lead singer, said. 
"It is just a name that hopefully 
introduces an alternative 
aspect.”

R.E.M is back with their new 
album Out of Time. It's been 
three years since the Green 
album, but they haven’t 
forgotten how to make great 
music. 

I learned 
the term in a high school 
psychology class, but it wasn’t 
until my freshman year of 
college I realized it was a musical 
group. I was at a party and "It’s 
the End of the World" was 
blasting on 10.

roles.” 

Norton said he’d like to see 
the society serve as a contact 
point for people in the 
University, to bring people 
together. 

The society would eventually 
like to branch out. “We’d like to 
get a network where we can 
reserve rooms for other people," 
Williams said. “But you have to 
have the members before you can 
reserve the rooms.” 

Williams said much of the 
lack of involvement is because 
of the large number of members 
who graduated last year, and also 
because of a general 
misinterpretation of what the 
society is all about. “One 
problem,” he said, “is that 
people don’t think of an 
organization when they think of 
role palying.” 

At any rate, the burnout factor 
of those who are enrolled is low, 
and getting invovled is more 
than just games, but a way to 


socialize. “People who came here 
were strangers when they 
started,” said Williams. “It’s a 
way to meet people.”

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Senate focuses on students 


BSA plans week of 
events for Garrett

Although Student Senate 
executive officer elections are 
coming up, few students realize 
the impact Student Senate has on 
this campus. 

Peggy Sassorossi, director of 
student activities and advisor to 
Student Senate since August 
1984, said Student Senate was set 
up as an advocate for Bradley 
students. 

**Student Senate has chosen to 
operate in a service capacity. 
Student Senate works as a 
catidyst for change,** Sassorossi 
said. 

‘‘(Student Senate) makes sure 
students have a genuine 
representation about what goes 
on on-campus,’* Calvin Butler, 
all-school president, said. 

“Student Senate is the direct 
contact with the administration 
that regular students can’t get,** 
Mike Santoro, first-year senator 
from Williams Hall, said. “We 
are the liasons between the 
administration and the students.** 

“Students don’t know the full 
power of Student Senate,** Butler 
said. 

“Few students except for the 
senators themselves come to 
Student Senate meetings. They 
(students) would be surprised at 
what they can get done if they 


would utilize student Senate.** 
Sassorossi said. 

Revision of the academic 
advisor ^ogram is now being 
considered due to pressure from 
Senate. A multicultural awareness 
class and the issuing of 
sophomore midterm grades are 
some other academic policies 
instituted as a result of the 
Student Senate. 

“The power that 30 people 
(senators) have when they get 
together and have a heated debate 
over an issue forces the 
administration to reevaluate an 
issue,** Bulter said.. 

Student Senate is able to 
initiate such on-campus changes 
because it is respected by the 
administration. “It is the offrcial 
group as far as communicating 
student views (to the 
administration),’* Sassorossi 
said. 

“There have been no 
problems relating with the 
administration,** Sassorossi said. 
“The senators are sharp, 
responsible individuals who 
handle their roles 
professionally.** 

“The admistration knows that 
I am objective and will sit down 
and listen to me,** Butler said. 
“They give me the time to 
express the opinions of the 
campus.** 

“Senators are goal and issue 


driven. Some organizations have 
a tendency to work on one issue 
at at time. This year they 
(Senate) have dealt with many 
issues at once,** Sassorossi said. 

“They are really dedicated to 
the ideals of Student Senate. 
Sometimes within an 
organization ideas are self 
defeated by such phrases as ‘It’ll 
never work*. When they (senate) 
hear that they get this gleam in 
their eyes and say ‘You wanna 
bet!*,** Sassorossi said. 

“Senators feel that they make 
a difference. They know they 
have an impact,** Butler said. 
“When they go back to their 
constituents, they feel proud that 
they are senators.** 

Santoro feels Student Senate 
is a good experience. “This 
group has accomplished a lot and 
has really developed a name on 
campus.** 

Annette Danek, one of the 
five Greek senators, said, “If 
students have a complaint they 
can do something about it. Even 
if it's a simple problem, they 
should know that they can come 
to Senate for help.*’ 

Sassorossi said she feels 
Student Senatee needs an 
ongoing public awareness 
campaign to make students aware 
of what the organization can do

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University, Saint Mark’s 
discuss parking soiutions

The future of the old Newman 
Center is still uncertain, but 
Bradley administrators met with 
St Mark's Church parishioners 
to discuss possibilities on 
Monday night 

The property at 1203 W. 
Bradley, which is owned by the 
Peoria Catholic Diocese, has 
growth potential for both the 
University and St. Mark's at 
1113 W. Bradley Ave. 

In February, the Newman 
Center offered a proposal to 
Bradley of using the property for 
parking spaces with the option 
open to St Mark's to make use of 
it when and if needed in the 
future, for additional parking or a 
hall. 

"We are not negotiating right 
now. We don't want to do 
anything that's not satisfactory 
to the Church, the University and 
Newman," Gary Anna, vice 
president for business affairs, 
said to about 25 people. 

Anna and Ken Goldin, 
business manager, explained to 
the audience, including city 
coimcil members Camille Gibson 
and Gary Sandberg, that the 
University is interested in the 
jwoperty for future use. 

Anna said the University 
wants to know how the parish 
itself views the Center. "We want 
the best solution for the parish, 
as well as the University and the 
Newman Center," he said. 

"The University has had 
problems in residential facilities 
and parking," Anna said. 

Goldin agreed and said the 
University does need more 


housing. "Underhill (apartments) 
is not what we want for a number 
of reasons, especially for safety. 
... There are two more years on 
Becker. The sooner we get it 
down, the better," he said. 

Goldin said the University 
would like to take over the 
property with the probable use of 
underground and surface parking. 

Nevertheless, the University 
is not prepared to share any of its 
Institutional Plan with the 
parish. This plan, which outlines 
an institution's future, must be 
submitted to the city before any 
additional construction can 
occur. 

Goldin said releasing this 
information is how rumors begin 
and the University does not want 
this to occur. But the University 
is definitely interested in 
building another residence hall 
and increasing parking even 
though they plan to curb 
enrollment. 

The Rev. Gordon Pillon, 
director of the Newman Center, 
said, "I thought the meeting was 
an excellent oj^rtunity for St. 
Mark parishioners to express 
their concerns and hopes for the 
future." 

Pillon said Bishop John 
Myers is concerned that St. 
Mark's be involved in the plans 
since they may need that 
property in the future. 

Myers was unavailable for 
comment because he was out of 
town. 

The Rev. James F. Campbell, 
vicar general, said there are no 


questions of negotiations at this 
time and that the Diocese is under 
the impression that the 
University is just exploring 
options. 

Anna said of the meeting, "I 
thought it was very worthwhile." 
The University has not made any 
decisions yet based on the 
meeting's outcomes. "I think 
they (St. Mark's Parish) need to 
have some conversations 
amongst themselves and get 
back to us." 

The Rev. Robert Schladen, 
pastor of St. Mark's, said the 
meeting was worthwhile. "No 
decisions have been made by us 
yet. They (Bradley) need to have 
some conversations to get back 
to us." 

Goldin said he was surprised 
by how smoothly the meeting 
went. "Through the grapevine I 
had heard that they were very 
upset. It was not as controversial 
as I was led to believe." 

He said he did not sense any 
vote of confidence though. 

The building housed female 
residents until last month when 
it was determined unsafe because 
of structural problems. The main 
frame of the 78-year-old building 
was shifting. 

Before that the Newman 
Catholic Community had its 
offices located there. ^ 

Concerned about the safety of 
the 15 residents, they were 
immediately moved out to on- 
and off-campus housing. The 
Newman Center offices moved 
out of the building last year and 
into the building at 1116 W. 
College.

Numerous rumors 
focus on new coach

No, folks, Hershey Hawkins 
will not be Bradley’s next head 
basketball coach. 

This was the rumor passed 
along by local Peoria radio 
station KZ 93, but it is untrue. 

Hawkins has no prior 
coaching experience. Experience 
is a vital qualification for the 
next head coach, said Athletic 
Department secretary Gloria 
Kelly, speaking for Athletic 
Director Ron Ferguson. 

Hawkins did earn a degree 
from Bradley, which is sufficient 
to be considered a candidate for 
the job. However, his degree was 
not in sports management or 
sports medicine. A degree in one 
of these Helds would serve him 
much better if he wanted to enter 
the coaching profession. 

Here are the updated facts on 
the coach issue. 


The interviewing process has 
yet to begin. To date, 75 
applications have been received 
by the Athletic Department. 
Kelly said, ‘‘Applications will be 
taken until Bradley ofHcially 
names a new head coach, even 
though an April 1 deadline was 
announced," 

The target date for naming the 
new coach is still April 15, but 
Ferguson said he will not be 
disappointed if the deadline is 
not met, Kelly said. If waiting 
means the right person will be 
hired, then deadlines are 
irrelevant, she said. 

During the past week, 
Ferguson was in Indianapolis 
attending the Final Four. The 
Journal Star speculated Ferguson 
was there talking to prospective 
coaches to fill the Bradley 
vacancy. Kelly said “Ferguson 
was definitely not there to 
interview any coaches."

hasn’t changed at all. 

Joe Dalfonso, sports 
information director, said, “We 
used to get 600 to 700 a game. 
That doesn’t seem like a lot — 
everyone always thinks they 
remember large hordes of 
students in the Field House. 

‘There were never more than 
800, because that’s all the seats 
that were allotted for them. When 
we’re down in the Civic Center 
with the teams, we’re getting the 
same 700 to 800,” Dalfonso said 

“You’re always going to get a 
percentage of rabid fans and then 
there are those who don’t care 
whatever happens,” he said. 

William Robertson, Field 
House ticket office manager, said 
more students are buying season 
tickets today than before. 

He said between 1984 and 
1987, students could buy season 
tickets for $1 a game. In 1987, 
793 tickets were sold, yet fewer 


than 200 students attended the 
games, he said. 

In 1988, season ticket prices 
were increased to $3 a game, in 
hopes students would start 
buying tickets when sales 
opened up the day before the 
game. Season ticket sales 
dropped and more students 
actually attended the games when 
they bought tickets the day 
before the game, Robertson said. 

Robertson said last year’s 
average attendance at games was 
468 students. Season tickets 
sales were also increasing, 
despite the increased price. 

Butler said there were 
approximately 5,000 season 

ticket holders total, including 
non Bradley students. 

Kalmer said he thought 
students would be more likely to 
come to games if they were on 
campus. The only games played 
on campus are volleyball, 
swimming and women's 


basketball. 

“I know when we had baseball 
games on campus, we certainly 
had larger crowds. Actually, 
students would drop by between 
classes,” he said. Baseball was 
moved off campus when the 
library was built on the baseball 
field. 


“I’m sure if we had a baseball 
diamond on campus, attendance 
would rise astronomically,” 
Kalmer said. 

Dalfonso said he agreed 
location of events was a deterrent 
for students who want to attend 
games.

Condom issue to 
be decided upon

One of the most controversial 
issues at Bradley this year will 
finally be resolv^ at the Student 
Senate meeting Monday. 

Alan Gaisky, associate 
provost for student affairs, will 
announce his response to the 
Senate resolution suggesting 
condoms be made available on 
campus. 

Two weeks ago, Gaisky 
reported progress made on the 
issue to the senators, and said he 
would return in two weeks to fill 
them in further. 

"I have talked to a number of 
University constituents about it - 
- student committee, parents' 
groups, alumni, students, the 
Board of Trustees. Based on these 
discussions and research about 
how other universities handled 
the issue, we made a decision 
which we will announce 
Monday," Gaisky said. 

Gaisky refused to comment 
further on his announcement 
until after the meeting. 

The final decision on the 
issue is President Martin 
Abegg's, but Gaisky said he and 


Abegg have discussed the 
problem. 

Five resolutions were passed 
by Student Senate this year on 
issues the Senate thought 
important to the students and the 
University. The resolutions 
discuss academic advisement, 
mid-term grades for sophomores, 
a general education requirement 
to promote multi-cultural 
awareness and recycling, as well 
as bringing condoms on campus. 

Of these five resolutions, two 
have already been implemented. 
The recycling program was 
approved and mid-term grades 
will be distributed to 
sophomores beginning next fall. 

Two of the resolutions, those 
addressing academic advisement 
and a new general education 
requirement, are being discussed 
by committees. 

The condom issue is the last 
to be acted upon. Gaisky said his 
announcement at the meeting 
Monday will set things in 
motion one way or the other. 

The Student Senate meeting is 
at 3:30pm in the Student Center 
Ballroom. The meeing is open to 
all interested students.

University address confronts campus issues

This year's "State of the 
University" address highlighted 
admissions, fundraising, faculty 
salaries. University housing and 
parking problems and the 
progress on the president and 
basketball coach searches. 

This was the final "State of 
the University" address for Dr. 
Martin Abegg, who announced 
his resignation last October after 
a 20-year tenure as Bradley's 
president. 

"The State of Illinois is in 
serious financial 

problcms,"Abegg said. He said a 
state-implemented sur tax would 


help all institutions, public and 
private, but Bradley will survive 
regardless. "If the sur tax does 
not hold we will suffer some, but 
not to the extent state 
institutions will," he said. 
Abegg also addressed the 
basketball coach search, which 
began in early March with the 
resignation of Stan Albeck. 

"I would anticipate that 
within the next week or 10 days 
we will have a [coach] candidate 
to announce," Abegg said. He 
said the University is being 
secretive about this to protect 
the identity of the candidates. 

Also speaking at the "State of 
the University" were: Dr. Kalman 


Goldberg, provost and vice 
president for academic affairs; 
Dr. Alan Gaisky, associate 
provost for student affairs; Dr. 
Les Smith, vice president for 
development and University 
relations; and Gary Anna, vice 
president for business affairs. 

Gaisky spoke about Bradley's 
admission standings (see 
Admission story, page 17). He 
said considering the depressed 
economy and fewer college age 
students, Bradley is doing well 
with receiving applications and 
deposits. 

Anna addressed the parking 
and housing problems the 
University had, but did not give 


specifics as to possible 
solutions. "This campus has 
historically been short on 
parking," Anna said. He said 27 
other college towns across the 
U.S. also identified housing and 
parking as major problems. 

Anna said a committee has 
been meeting since October to 
discuss possible considerations, 
but nothing is definite yet. He 
said underground or deck parking 
is being discussed, and that the 
University had difficulty in 
meeting city and personal 
deadlines.

All the candidates said no new 
campaign strategies will be 
implemented in the next few 
days. 

"I just need to be visible and 
talk to as many people as I can in 
the next week," said Clowes. 

"Publicity is the key," said 
Banasiak. "We need to get the 
same people who voted the first 
time out as well as the others for 
the nmoff election." 

When asked how she felt 
about winning the secretary 
election, Oden said she was 
"overwhelmed. I was shocked. It 
was good that so many people 
came out. It felt good to receive 
support from so many." 

"I am qualified for the 
position. I relate (to the student 
body) and have the 
communications skills necessary 
to get across the problems that 
students want solved. The 
students agreed," Oden said. 

Witkowski said, "We (the 
Jones ticket) were very friendly 
with the Banasiak ticket.

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What is the purpose of a college newspaper? The Bradley Scout views 
itself as a medium that is to inform the community about newsworthy 
items and events in a facmal, unbiased and timely manner. 

The Scout is not a public relations extension of this University. 
Hilltopics, the bi-monthly publication that goes out to alumni, families 
and fiiends, serves this purpose. 

The Scout came out last week, like it always does on Friday mornings, 
and was distributed on campus. Last week also was Seniors' Weekend on 
Bradley's campus. 

The front page featured an article about a fraternity violation, the all¬ 
school debate and a lawsuit against the University. These were the top 
news stories and thus, these stories were placed on front page. This is 
how journalism operates. 

Some people expressed their concerns to the Scout about our news 
judgment. Some people felt we portrayed the University in a bad light and 
should have not run those "negative” stories on front page. One person 
even suggested that we should have ran the update about the Baker-Jobst 
construction on the front page. 

First of all, we did not make the University look bad, the actions of 
others did. We just report the news, we do not create it. The Scout did not 
make the Pikes violate party rules. The Scout did not make the former CIA 
agent, David Whitehead, bring a lawsuit against the University. 

Second of all, we do not base our news coverage on what week it is. 
This is Parents Weekend, but the Scout still ran a condom update on front 
page today even though it may raise a few eyebrows amoiig the more 
conservative faction of parents. A story is covered because it is a story. 

To even suggest that we "bury” these "negative" stories in the 
newspaper is a form of censorship that does not belong in journalism, 
whether it be at the college level or the professional level. 

I have been involved with the Scout since my freshman year and 
during this entire time the newspaper has always had a very good 
relationship with the University. Administration is not always happy 
with us, but it understands that there is "good news,” as well as bad 
news.” 

The Scout is not a puppet of this University, unlike other 
organizations on this campus. It is the staff that decides what stories get 
covered and where those stories are placed in the newspaper, not 
administration. Administration does not see the Scout until Friday 
morning like everyone else who picks one up on their way to class. 

The 1990-91 Bradley Student Handbook states that the Scout is 
"Bradley's student newspaper, created and distributed by students... The 
Scout offers journalism and non-journalism majors the opportunity to 
inform, entertain and provoke." 

The Scout is a member of the Communications Council, which 
supervises all student media on campus. This Council is made up of 
students, faculty and administrators that approve staff selections, 
production costs, etc. This body does not select the material that goes 
into these media. 

The Scout has two advisers, Nancy Trueblood from the Journal Star and 
Howard Goldbaum from the conmiunications department. Both of these 
people are critical to the newspaper as advisers, which is exactly what 
they do. The Communications Council Constitution states that these 
advisers "shall offer adyice and suggestions ... but he or she shall not act 
as a censor." 

We are not here to make everyone happy and portray this University 
as a little utopia, because it's not. Just like any situation in life there is 
the good and the bad and we are fair by reporting on both. 

This is how a college newspaper should be run and this relationship 
between the University and the Scout should continue to operate in this 
fashion. Anything less than this would not fit the definition of a free 
press.

Not once did he mention 
how R.E.M. played a major part in 
changing radio's attitudes towards 
their formats, making it possible for 
people like him to hear the few 
overkilled Top 40 songs R.E.M. has. 
Even worse than this, though, is 
when he compares the Athens quartet 
to Bon Jovi and Poison. There is no 
comparison between R.E.M., one of 
college radio's founding fathers, and 
these groups, who rely on spandex 
and Dial MTV to sell their records. I 
agree that Out of Time is amazing. 
But it's amazing because of how far 
they've come since their days of 
Murmur and Reckoning (early R.E.M. 
records). 

These early guitar brooding LP s with 
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Michael Stipe's (the lead singer) 
undecipherable and sometimes 
improvisational lyrics molded the 
post-punk movement of the early 
80s. And now 10 years later they arc 
still a leading innovator of 
alternative music. 

But Rob chose to tell us more about 
other bands and whether there will be 
too many songs about religion than 
he did about the latest achievement of 
a band that is an integral part of the 
progressive movement. Tm sure Out 
of Time will be R.E.M.'s biggest 
selling LP, what with the success of 
Green, and deservedly so, but best 
selling does not equal best record. If 
this is the most informative review 
the Scout can offer, it just shows 
their ignorance towards alternative 
music and Bradley's dire need for a 
progressive scene. 

And also. R.E.M. did not choose 
their name because it stands for rapid 
eye movement

This letter is addressed to the black 
students. 

Contrary to popular belief, there isn't 
any black leadership in many of our 
communities or on the campus of 
Bradley. If you are a skeptic then 
provide your curiosity with detailed 
research. This is because many of our 
priorities are misplaced. We might 
talk, walk and look black, but arc we 
really black? Do we know we are the 
proud descendants of Afrika? 

From what I understand, the term isn't 
black or African-American but the 
title is minority. The word minority 
implies that we arc less than the total 
amount, but arc we really? This way 
of characterizing and limiting 
ourselves may be viewed as part of 
our mental captivity. This is 
evidenced by the fact that we arc out 
of touch with what's happening 
around us.

Therefore, as leaders, we must stop 
worrying about the threat we seem to 
pose to each other's personal 
prestige and concentrate our united 
efforts toward solving the unending 
hurt, that is being done daily to our 
people everywhere, especially in 
America. There can be no Black- 
White unity until there is black 
unity." 

In closing, we must decolonize our 
minds by facing tnith for what it is.

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Communications, Fine Arts remain without dean

Students and faculty in the 
College of Communication and 
Fine Arts are facing their second 
year without a permanent dean. 

Two men were recommended 
for the position by a search 
committee. Dr. Kalman 
Goldberg, provost and vice 
president for academic affairs, 
said he offered the position to 
one of the candidates, who turned 
it down. 

Goldberg said he did not offer 
the other candidate the position 
because the candidate lacked the 
’’vision” necessary to lead the 
college. 

"I need a dean who can 
articulate a vision for a college 
... I don’t want a dean who says, 
’You tell me what you want and 
I’ll take it to the provost.’ That’s 
not leadership,” Goldberg said. 

He defined vision as 
sufficient insight, experience 
and enthusiasm. 

This is the second time 
Goldberg has rejected the 
committee’s recommendations 
for a new dean. Last year 
Goldberg rejected candidate Dr. 
Joe Misiewicz, former director of 
the commimication division. 

Although he listens to the 
committee’s recommendations, 


Goldberg said the selection 
process is not an election and he 
makes the final decision. 

”I understand your anger,” 
Goldberg told faculty members. 
”I don’t have it in for you. It 
would have been easier for me (to 
hire the dean).” 

”I respect the faculty’s 
decision and judgement in the 
appointment of a dean. You’re 
asking me to say, ’Anyone who 
is OK with you is OK with me,” 
Goldberg said. 

”I do not wish to be autocratic 
in selecting a dean,” Goldberg 
told faculty members, some of 
whom objected to his decision 
and the process of selecting a 
dean. 

Jack Fought, associate 
professor of communication, 
said the hiring process has an 
’’incongruity that needs 
addressing.” 

Ed Lamoureux, assistant 
professor of communication, 
said the administration should 
start the search earlier in the 
school year and articulate what 
they are looking for in a dean. 

Acting dean Donald Koller 
said he agrees with Goldberg that 
the candidate does not have the 
vision needed for the position. 
He said vision is seeing what is 
good for the college and Bradley 
and working well within the 


structure. 

He would not specify for 
’’confidentially reasons” why he 
thinks the candidate did not have 
vision. 

Koller said the 
communications and fine arts 
faculty is strong and docs have 
vision for the school. ”We have 
to go ahead and work on our 
goals and objectives,” he said. 

Acting music director David 
Vroman said he is optimistic 
about the situation. He said, 
’’You get your job done anyway. 
Take what you have to work with 
and go with it. It’s a difficult 


situation to fill those (dean) 
roles nowadays but it (waiting to 
select a permanent dean) can pay 
off down the road.” 

Acting communication 
director Neal Claussen said he 
spoke with Goldberg privately 
and sees his point of view. But 
the candidate not chosen may 
have been suitable for the 
position, he said. 


”Of 


course that’s 


disappointing to us,” Claussen 
said. Without a new dean, 
Claussen said leadership in the 


college will be delayed for 
another year. 

He said the communication 
department needs the 
cohesiveness and direction 
provided by a dean. 

Claussen said he thinks both 
candidates have vision for 
Bradley and excellent 
backgrounds. 

The candidate who rejected 
Goldberg’s offer for the position 
decided to stay at the school he is 
at because he received a 
temporary promotion. 
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Added SAC spaces to ease parking crunch

An additional 25 spaces will 
be added to the parking lot 
behind the Student Apartment 
Complex, reducing the problem 
of insufficient student parking 
on campus. 

Bradley received city zoning 
approval for the lot last week, 
Gary Anna, vice president of 
business affairs, said. 

”My goal is to see some 
(construction) activity within 
the next couple of weeks,” he 
said. Construction of the lot at 
the comer of new University 
Street and College Street will 
begin after the city finalizes its 
plans for sidewalks, Anna said. 

Area neighborhood 
associations do not object to the 
lot, he said. "It is not intended to 
solve our parking problem.” 

Although Uplands 
Residential Association 
president Mike Savoie said one 
lot will not relieve lack of 
parking spaces, he added, 
"Anything they'll (Bradley) do 
for starters will help.” 

He said the problem is created 
more by faculty and staff than by 
students. 

If no progress is made within 
a month, Savoie said the Uplands 
Residential Association may 
require permits for parking in the 


area north of Main Street. 

Parking could be restricted, 
possibly between 5 a.m. and 5 
p.m., if the permit plan is 
approved by the city council and 
the city traffic division. 

Anna said he will support 
restricted parking in 
neighborhoods but only when 
the University has enough 
spaces. 

. "Restrictions now would only 
be shifting the problems to some 
other streets,” he said. 

David Wentworth, president 
of the Moss-Bradley Residential 
Association, said the association 
does not want to restrict parking 
on public streets. 

"I think there is a lot of 
progress being made with 
Bradley and the associations,” he 
said. 

Peter Dusenbery, president of 
Bradley West neighborhood 
association, was not aware of the 
plan to build the lot behind SAC. 
He said he is optimistic that 
plans to alleviate the problem 
will be implemented within the 
next few months. 

Anna would not comment 
about tentative plans for other 
parking lots. "We are committed 
to provide good parking at 
Bradley... I'm satisfied we're 
continuing to make progress,” 
he said. 
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Substance abuse continues as BU problem

Drug abuse is a problem on 
campuses across the United 
States, and Bradley is no 
exception. 

Two students have already 
been suspended this semester for 
majirjuana possession, Ed King, 
executive director of housing, 
residential life and the student 
judicial system, said, and the 
problem may be increasing. 

”We*re concerned there is a 
problem coming back with use of 
marijuana and LSD,** he said. **It's 
hard to know, but our feeling is 
there has been a slight increase 
[in drug use on campus].'* 

King said drug usage on 
campus had been decreasing for 
the last decade. 

Dr. Ann Jones, director of the 
Center for Wellness and 
Counseling, said, "I'm aware of 
people using drugs. I would say I 
have a lot of concern about the 
amoimt of marijuana that is used. 

"Especially this spring 
semester we are getting a number 
of reports of students who have 
gotten into trouble and are 
getting caught. They themselves 
report repeated use," she said. 

"It's enough that we are 
concerned," Jones said. 

Dr. Alan Gaisky, associate 
provost of student affairs, said he 
is pleased with Bradley's system 


of dealing with students* who 
have substance abuse problems. 

"I don't think there are any 
perfect systems, but ours is 
pretty good," he said. 

"From what I can tell, the 
situation on Bradley is better 
than other universities because 
this is a smaller campus. There 
are no campuses devoid of this 
problem," Gaisky said. 

King said Bradley aims more 
for prevention of substance 
abuse than at trying to punish 
students. 

"The whole idea is to try to do 
this thing as much as a 
counseling sort of thing, 
through persuasion, not 
regulation, as possible," he said. 
"I don't see ourselves as a police 
agency — I sec ourselves as a 
helping agency. We're not trying 
to catch people." 

King said the first step taken 
in cases of potential substance 
abuse is when a resident adviser 
notices peculiarities in a 
resident's behavior, and reports 
them to the housing office. The 
student is then called in for a 
counseling session with one of 
the staff members of that office 
to see if a problem exists. King 
said. 

If there is a problem, the 
student is usually referred to the 
Center for Wellness and 
Counseling, he said. 

Ptmishments for illegal drug 
possession or use vary 
depending on the amount of 
drugs present and on prior drug 
offenses, and could range from a 
warning to a dismissal. King 
said. 

The larger the amount of 
drugs or the more offenses, the 
more likely a students is to be 
dismissed or suspended from the 
University. A dismissal is a 
permanent removal from the 
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the Office of Residentiai Life 
and the Student 

Judiciai System. 1987-88

University. Suspensions arc 
temporary dismissals. 

A student charged with a drug 
offense has the choice of going 
before the University Arbitration 
board, a group of faculty and 
students which decide on 
controversies involving 
students, or the student judicial 
system. King said. 

He said Peoria police only get 
involved with illegal substance 
cases if the amount in 
possession is sizable. Cases 
dealing with smaller amounts 
stay within the University 
justice system. 

Jones said many patients who 
visit her office have been referred 
by the housing office or by 
friends. Students entering the 
Center with a substance abuse 
problem are usually sent to 
George Armstrong, the 


University substance abuse 
counselor. 

If Armstrong thinks the 
student needs more professional 
help, he or she is sent for outside 
help, usually at the White Oaks 
Residential project, a part of the 
human service center, or the 
Proctor Chemical Dependency 
Program, Jones said. 

Jones said students' parents 
are never informed of problems a 
student has. If the University 
does not refer the student to the 
office, officials are not informed 
either, she said. Sometimes the 
office is asked to look out for 
students the University believes 
has substance abuse problems 
already, though. 

Dr. Henry Gross, medical 
director of the Health Center, 
said the Center is sometimes 
asked to watch for students. 


Though he said he has never 
treated a student for a drug 
problem, he suspects several 
students have come in with drug 
related problems. 

"We occasionally see student 
with problems that can be tied to 
drug use, but I think most of the 
time students with drug problems 
are avoiding the Health Center," 
he said. 

Bross said he felt Bradley's 
drug consumption was 
comparable to similar sized 
universities. 

Jones also said she thinks 
Bradley's problems are average. 
"I hesitate to say we have a 
problem, because that labels it as 
a problem. But I think we'd just 
be plain stupid if we closed our 
eyes and said we don't have any 
problems and said 'No, it's not 
happening here,'" she said. 
"We've got concern."

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Coach search nearing end

The spring signing period for 
new basketball recruits comes at 
a bad time for Bradley, that is 
without a basketball coach, but 
the search committee is drawing 
nearer to a decision. 

"We will make a decision as 
soon as convenient. We are 
reasonably close right now,” 
Athletic Director Ron Ferguson, 
chairman of the search 
committee, said. 

Ferguson is having follow up 
discussions with the candidates 
to answer questions not 
addressed in earlier interviews. 

Ferguson would not reveal 
how many people were 
interviewed or who they were for 
confidential reasons. 

’’Basketball is unique because 
of recruiting and the loyalty of 
fans,” Ferguson said. ”We 
cannot reveal who is applying 
for the job because if a person 
applied, didn’t get the job and 
everyone knew about it, then the 
applicant would not get the fan, 
financial, and recruit support 
needed. 


”By being confidential, we 
may get better candidates,” he 
said. 

Rudy Kneeling, head coach of 
Maine, applied for the job, buf 
withdrew because the decision 
was taking too long. The delay 
was caused because the 
committee had close to 100 
applications to review, which is 
more than they expected. 

’’The committee in the 
beginning went through the 
applications thoroughly. After 
the rest came in we felt that the 
same treatment should be given 
to all,” Ferguson said. 

To expedite decision making, 
the committee evaluated a 
number of applicants. They then 
discussed the applicants and 
ranked them based on their 
strengths and weaknesses. 

”I believe all candidates were 
given an honest shake,” 
Ferguson said. 

The committee is looking for 
a coach who is interested in the 
academic affairs of the student 
athlete. They would like the 
coach to have a background in 
the Chicago area and be a good 


recruiter. They want someone

and would be responsive to the 
community, fans, students and 
alumni. The committee is 

looking for a coach who can 
coach defense, uses a quick 
offensive style and can teach the 
fundamentals of the game. 

When the coach is chosen, a 
contract, the details of 
commercials, radio broadcasts, 
salary and the duration of the 
contract will be determined. 

"The head coach will be able 
to pick his own assistant 
coaches. They must first be 
approved by me, but I will most 
likely approve his choice 
because of the needs for unity and 
loyalty,” Ferguson said. 

Members of the committee 
include Gary Anna, vice- 
president for business affairs; 
Joe Frank, B-Club president; Ray 
Picl, Chiefs Club president; 
Calvin Butler, student body 
president; Ron Koperski, 
communications professor; Dr. 
Joe Emmanuel; and women’s 
basketball coach Lisa Boyer.

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Speaker calls for blacks to learn about selves

Part of Garret Week activities 
was speaker Akeem Farrakhan- 
Muhammed who spoke on 
"Stress, Black Unity and Race" 
Tuesday in the Student Center 
Ballroom. 

The main idea of Farrakhan- 
Muhammed's speech was finding 
oneself. He said, 'The duty of the 
civilized person is to civilize the 
uncivilized. 

"The black community has a 
problem in civilizing today's 


society because they don't 
respect themselves, therefore 
they are not civilized. They don't 
love the self because they don't 
know how. There isn't a teacher 
to teach that," he said. 

Muhammed's focus was the 
study of ourselves. He used a 
college degree as an example. 
"The degree doesn't make us but 
we do. The majority of those that 
get a job using the degree doesn’t 
end up getting a job in what they 
had studied. Education gets us tl^ 
job and that is the only thing it 
gets us. It is not an education 



unless it develops character and 
desire," he said. 

Muhammed lives in Chicago 
and represents the Islamic faith. 
He travels around college 
campuses in an effort to educate 
the young black community on 
how to respect and find 
themselves. 

The first step in finding 
oneself is to study black history 
and its roots. "As the blacks 
came from Islam in the holes of 
ships they were robbed of the 
names and knowledge of who and 
what they were." 

He used the word disciplme as 
an example He said the root of 
the word is disciple, one who 
follows. As one traces roots, one 
finds out who one is through the 
knowledge of self, he said. 

He said, "God made man, but 
white made nigger.” A nigger is a 
savage or a dead person who 
doesn't know self. Farrakhan- 
Muhammed said, "Blacks 
continue to fall as victims 
because their actions aren't in 


correspondence in time." 

Blacks still have an 
inferiority complex. They are on 
• the bottom everywhere, 
Farrakhan-Muhammed said. 

He compared black people to 
a pool table to illustrate this 
point. All colors form a pyramid. 
"The black is in the center and 
from the blacks all colors came. 
The white ball is used to knock 
other colors off the board. The 
last man to win is the black ball, 
he said." 

Blacks have been 
subliminally abused, Farrakhan> 
Muhammed said. They have been 
killed and attacked for money. He 
said, "what is wrong is that the 
blacks still think something is 
wrong and they act like it" 

Farrakhan-Muhammed also 
touched on the subject of ethnic 
relationships by saying no black 
man should be with a white 
woman. Blacks have to love the 
self first, next integrate with self 
and then they will integrate with 
other colors, he said. 


Farrakhan-Muhammed said 
blacks have conquered and won 
by showing they can succeed. If 

it wasn't for blacks, public 
transportation, glasses and stop 
lights would not be here today, 
he said. 

Chaucey Chandler, freshman 
industrial engineering major, 
said, "The presentation was very 
enlightening. It had’ bad and 
good points. However, the 
majority were good points. 

"It had a positive response, 
and I learned lots of how whites 
and blacks should work together 
to be equal. It enlightened on 
how things should be of history. 
We should unionize and cultivate 
our culture," he said. 

Approximately 100 students 
attended the lecture, which was 
sponsored by the Black Student 
Alliance. The program was 
dedicated to Romeo B. Garrett, 
the first black professor at 
Bradley.

Speaker Daly explains feminism

Feminist philosopher Mary 
Daly lectured to a full house 
Tuesday night in Neumiller 
Lecture Hall, taking the audience 
along on the "Voyage of a 
Radical Feminist Pirate." 

She began her presentation 
with an invitation to a journey to 
an "Otherworld" beyond a world 
dominated by the male 
patriarchy. Along the course of 
this journey, Daly described what 
radical feminism was, and what it 
means to be a radical feminist in 
a male dominated world. 

Daly said there are four 
criteria for being a radical 
feminist. "First of all," Daly 
said, "If I say that I am a radical 
feminist, this implies an ecstatic 
sense of otherness from what it 
is to be a patriarchal, mamby- 
pamby, wimpy woman." 

Second, Daly said calling 
oneself a radical feminist means 
knowing full well the 
consequences of doing so. "I go 
on anyway," Daly said, "because 
I know I will be punished just as 
much for being an itty-bitty 
feminist, as for going the whole 
way." 

Third, Daly said a radical 
feminist harbors a "moral 
outrage on behalf of women" 
who have been oppressed. "I 


bond with the women who are 
being raped and murdered right 
now," Daly said, as she referred 
to an incident where a man killed 
14 women at the University of 
Montreal because they were 
engineering students. 

Finally, Daly said being a 
radical feminist means having a 
sense of constancy. She said, 
"Constancy means that whether 
it is popular or not ... I will be a 
radical feminist because I am a 
woman." 

Daly said she recognizes 
feminism is not as popular now 


as it was in the '60s and '70s. 
Today, Daly said few strong 
women have a voice. Daly urged 
feminists to extol the virtue of 
rage. 

"Rage," said Daly, "is 
beautiful, creative strength. It is 
transformative, focusing force 
that awakens transcendent 
emotion." 

Daly said feminists should 
not only express this rage, but 
also experience what she calls

American policy in the 
Middle East, which has had more 
of an influence there than most 
people realize, will determine 
whether or not there will be a 
peaceful solution for the region's 
problems, said Dr.. Ibrahim Abu- 
Lughod. 

Abu-Lughod, who spoke 
Monday night in the Student 
Center Ballroom, is a member of 
the Palestine National Council 
and chairman of the political 
science department at 
Northwestern University. 

The United States has been a 
political and cultural influence in 
the Middle East for a long time, 
but most people do not realize 
this, Abu-Lughod said. American 
influence dates back to the 
founding of such schools as the 
American University of Beirut 
and the American University of 
Cairo. These institutions 
promoted western values such as 
secularism and materialism, he 
said. 

To the people of the Middle 
East, the United States represents 
the principle of self- 
determination, Abu-Lughod said. 
He said one reason why the 
Middle Eastern people are angry 
with the United States is because 
it is not promoting self- 
determination now. 

Instead, the United States 
seems to want control of the 
region for its own interests. 
Since oil has become such a vital 
resource, the Middle East is 
strategically important if the 
United States wishes to remain a 
superpower, Abu-Lughod said. 


Bush explained the United 
States involvement in the Gulf 
War by saying Iraq had violated 
international law by invading 
Kuwait. While Abu-Lughod said 
he agrees with this, he said, "... 
this is a lot of rhetoric; a lot of 
(the United States involvement) 
is explained on the basis of 
something else." 

He said the people of the 
Middle East do not believe in 
Bush's "new world disorder." 
They do not accept his 
explanation because Israel is 
now occupying the Gaza Strip 
and the West Band and the United 
States is supporting Israel. Abu- 
Lughod said they believe there is 
another reason, namely oil, the 
United States felt strongly 
enough about Kuwait to send 
troops to the Middle East. 

Abu-Lughod compared the 
effects of the war on Iraq with the 
effect of the Mongol invasion of 
Iraq thousands of years ago. He 
said, "Iraq has been pushed back 
into the Middle Ages in terms of 
its infrastructure." 

Abu-Lughod said this 
"apocalyptic" destruction of Iraq 
by American troops is worsened 
by the unrest in Iraq now, and 
will probably take hundreds of 
years to overcome. 

"The challenge American 
policy (in the Middle East) is 
going to confront is related to its 
intentions," Abu-Lughod said. 

The only way to end the 
violence in the Middle East is for 
the United States to get Israel and 
Palestinian people to reach a 
compromise, Abu-Lughod said. 

About 32 people attended the

The scene is typical of a 
weekend evening at a local bar — 
the music is blaring, the drinks 
are flowing and the crowd is 
growing as the night goes on. 

This description could apply 
to one of the many places in 
Peoria that is popular with 
Bradley students, but it doesn't. 

Instead it applies to 
Chantilly Lace at 7802 N. 
University Ave. — a popular 
hangout for that other portion of 
the population that calls Peoria 
its home all-year round. 

It's a world that one tends to 
forget about after frequenting the 
"college bar" scene. Opening the 
dark door, the senses are 
bombarded by a trip through 
popular American culture of 
mostly the '50s and the '60s and 
some of the '70s and '80s within 
5,000 square feet. 

The decor is a mixture of 
movie posters, oversized 
fishtanks, airbrush paintings and 
even a small airplane that is used 
as the disc jockey booth. 

Joe Hobbick, the owner, 
started Chantilly Lace in 
Springfield five years ago. 

Originally from Peoria and a 
Bradley graduate, he decided to 
open one here because it has 
become so popular. 

He says it was difficult at first 
to acquire all the memorabilia 
inside Chantilly Lace. When 
they opened up on March 17, 
1990, there was $250,000 worth 
of merchandise. Hobbick has no 
idea how many items there are in 
the establishment. 


"People now come to me with 
stuff. I get a lot of stuff in 
Chicago and St. Louis, 
especially at antique stores and 
such," he says. 

Dave Reynolds, manager, 
says their first year of business 
has been great. "What makes 
Chantilly so neat is that you see 
the stuff here, you just don't only 
hear the music. Lots of people 
will come in and see a poster and 
associate it with something in 
their past. The people come in a 
lot of times and notice things 
they never did before," he says. 

There is even a Bradley 
element present here. It is in the 
form of six employees out of a 
staff of 23. 

Kimberly Linehan, a non- 
traditional education major, was 
the first Bradley student to start 
working there. Last summer she 
met some women in a summer 
class that were looking for a job 
and she told them about 
Chantilly Lace. "Then they knew 
someone who needed a job and so 
on — and that's how we got here," 
she says. 

"The decor here is what makes 
it different [from other bars in 
Peoria]," she says. 

As the waitresses come up to 
the bar to order their customers' 
drinks, it is evident that there is 
a genuine friendliness there that 
is not always found among 
fellow employees. "The work 
environment is great," Linehan 
says. 

Tiffany Morthole, junior 


Linehan and the two begin a light 
conversation. “We’re all pretty close 
here. It’s a job that you don’t mind 
going to because it’s in a totally 
relaxed environment,*’ she says. “It’s 
exciting place to be. There’s always 
something different that happens 
every night.’’ 

All the employees agree that there 
is definite “atmosphere’’ to Chantilly 
Lace that makes it unique. 

Chris Marsh, sits in a portion of a 
pink airplane with “Chantilly Lace’’ 
in blue painted on the side. The senior 
communications major has been a D J 
there since May usually woiidng on 


Saturday nights. A smile appears on 
his face as he welcomes the patrons 
there and then begins playing a song. 

“It’s one of the most crowded 
bars I have seen in Peoria and it’s not 
like any other. It’s the nicest crowd 
you can find in Peoria because of its 
atmosphere,’’ he says. 

“It’s aplace where you don’thave 
to dance to enjoy the music,’’ Marsh 
says. Chantilly Lace has its own music 
library, but the DJs also can bring in 
their own stuff. “It’s pretty much ’50s 
and ’60s, but now we have some ’70s 
and ’80s,’’ he says. 

He puts on a slow song and a 


up to me and say, ‘Could you play 
that “Ghost” song?’” (which is

He says a lot of the favorites 
include “old-time staples,” such as

Tom Richmond graduated 
from Bradley in 1988, but, 
because of the admissions office, 
is still here. 

Richmond was looking for a 
public relations job his senior 
year when his adviser told him to 
send his resume to the 
admissions office. He was hired 
by Bradley and has been working 
as an admission counselor and 
media specialist ever since. 

"I always imagined I'd be an 


account executive in St. Louis, 
but Bradley got me first," he 
said. 

Admission counselors 
interview students interested in 
Bradley and review files.

Richmond said. 

Although not all counselors 
and representatives are Bradley 
graduates, Richmond said the 
training is easier for graduates. 

"If you graduate from Bradley, 
you're an expert," he said.

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Bradley takes the Cafeteria Challenge 

Students taste-test next year's entrees

Embarking on a culinary 
f adventure, food services 

T presented 57 possible entrees to 

approximately 20 students to get 
c opinions on next year's menu. 

Possible menu items 
[T- presented ranged from Pollocks 

^ to Matadors and from Shrimp 

Creole to Cheddarwurst. All in 
all, eight breakfast items, six 
Italian items and three different 
pepp>er steaks were presented to 
the students. 

Reviews were mixed. 

Robert Byczynski, director of 
food services, said the food 
tasting has been conducted every 
semester for as long as he 
remembered. He said more 
students attended this year's 
testing than usual and that he 
plans to continue the event every 
semester. 

"Students get the say so (in 
their menus) and that's the way it 
should be." he said. 

The votes for each item are 
still being tabulated, but just in 
case these dishes make it to the 
cafeterias next semester, here are 
some ones to look out for. 

THE PUFF 

PASTRY/POLLOCK: As one of 
the judges said, "It looks like an 
apple fritter," but it is actually 
pastry and fish all in one. Yes, it 
sounds strange, but it actually 
tastes very good — something 
like Bsh and popcorn all at once. 
I'd try it, if it makes it on the 
list. 

THE VEAL BIRD: First off. I 
don't care much for veal since I 
found out how it was made, and 
this doesn't make me want to go 
against my moral res^on for not 
eating the stuff. It looked bad, 
tasted slimy and left such an 


incredibly bad taste in my mouth 
it managed to block out the taste 
of sausage that had been building 
up after the last fifty items or so. 

THE SAUSAGE (OR HAM) 
EGG/CHEESE LINK: The quotes 
from the judges should just about 
cover this one. "You just couldn't 
ask anybody to have that for 
breakfast," and "You'd have to 
hide it," were the two that stand 
out the best The cafeteria should 
try to stay a little more 
traditional with its breakfast items 
and definitely avoid sausages 
that look like they have 
dermatological problems. 

FETTUCCINI WITH 
PRIMAVERA SAUCE: Now this 
is something to look forward to. 
It tasted incredible, and did not 
have the mass-produced taste so 
many other cafeteria items have. 
There was absolutely nothing 
wrong with this entree. Even the 
sauce was perfect. 

THE PEPPER STEAKS: Once 
again the producers scored with 
these two. They come from 
different producers, but no matter 
which one is chosen, the food 
selectors couldn't go wrong with 
these. Nice and juicy with good 
red and green peppers. They also 
managed to get the right amount 
of spice in, so it didn't bum your 
tongue. 

SOY PROTEIN BURGER: It 
has no cholesterol and no fat, but 
after tasting it, one of the judges 
commented that he was very 
happy with fat after all. It smells 
good and looks like a regular 
hamburger, but I'd imagine this 
is what cat food tastes like. It's 
just too mealy to enjoy the taste 
of the stuff. I guess it should be 
added for the vegetarians on 
campus, but don't try it imless 
you absolutely cannot stand the 
meat entree. 

THE CLIPPER: It's fish, so a 


lot of you probably won't like it, 
but it is really a good idea. Fish 
served in the shape of a hot dog, 
with a bun and all. Really nice 
and tender. If you like fish, it's 
just great coming from the 
cafeteria. It's breaded, but that 
doesn't detract from it at all. 

SHRIMP CREOLE: I was not 
too impressed with this one. I 
know it is shrimp and we rarely 
see that in the cafeterias, but I 
like mine to have a little taste to 
it. Salt, anything, just so I know 
I'm not eating a TV dinner. Other 
people on the judging staff want 
this listed as a tcp-notch meal 
though, so there are both sides to 
it. 

BURGERS. OLD FASHIONED 
AND LITE: Believe it or not, 
burgers were reintroduced at the 
testing Friday. I thought we had 
them all along, but hey. They 
were both very good, but this 
time the lite one tasted better. 
The old-fashioned one was just 
too bland for me. I guess ketchup 
could fix that, but why not start 
off with your food tasting right. 

PANCAKE/SAUSAGE ON A 
STICK: Once again, people are 
trying to spice up breakfast and 
scaring most of us half to death 
in the process. It looks like a 
com dog, but it's a breakfast 
sausage wrapped in pancake 
batter. It might be good to pull 
an April Fool's Day prank on 
that friend who's expecting a 
com dog for lunch, but I'll have 
my pancakes and sausage on a 
plate, thank you very much.

Pomerantz ticket) counted on the 
Greek vote and it just didn't come 
out,” he said. 

A small percentage of the 
student body cast their votes in 
the elections. Nine hundred and 
forty-one students, about 17 
percent of the full-time 
undergraduate body, voted, an 
increase of about two percent 
compared to last year. 

The elections were touched by 
accusations of campaign 
violations. Students who felt 
they had witnessed a campaign 
violation were required to submit 
their complaint in writing to the 
Senate election committee. 
Sassorossi said five written 
complaints were received. 


"Three of the written 
complains were determined to 
not be valid complaints,” she 
said. "Two of the complaints 


w arranted 


additional 


investigation.” 

Student Senate prohibited 
candidates from campaigning 
door-to-door in the halls. The 
two complaints involved such 
violations, also referred to as 
charges of solicitation and 
harassment. 

"The committee felt that 
nothing wrong happened,” 
Sassorossi said. "An. action 
occurred, but what transpired (as 
a result of the action) was not 
wrong.” 

Several minor posting 
complaints also were received. 


"These complaints were handled 
over the phone by calling the 
candidate in question and asking 
him or her to correct the 
(posting) situation,” Sassorossi 
said. 


She said all the candidates for 
the four offices are strong. "All 
are willing to implement change. 
Sometimes there exists a 
tendency not to take risks. These 
candidates are willing to do so,” 
Sassorossi said. 

She also encouraged all of the 
non-wiimers to stay involved in 
Senate, adding that with the 
experience they have gained 
during this campaign, they could 
play a major factor in Senate 
during the next year.

Haussler thefts cause concern 

Mike Conners to propose new security measures

There will be a proposal offered 
to Greg Killoran, executive 
director of co-Curricular 
development, to improve security 
at Haussler Hall, Mike Connors, 
director of intramural and 
recreational sports, said. 

Last semester, eight thefts were 
reported in Haussler Hall 
compared to seven thefts reported 
in January and February this 
semester. The statistics for March 
are not yet available. 

Dave Baer, director of security, 
said many of the reported thefts 
occured in the main gym area, 
with wallets and jackets being the 
common items stolen. He said 
there has not been many reports 
of theft in the locker rooms. 

Conners said he encourages 
people to leave valuables at home 
or kept in a locker. "We also put 
out a general disclaimer that says 
we're not responsible for lost, 
stolen or damaged items. This 
facility is not unique to that," he 
said. 

Conners said Haussler Hall 
relies mainly on Bradley students 
as security monitors. "We 
monitor the front door pretty 
much through the day and 
evening," Conners said. "When 
we have two people on duty at the 
front door, I ask one to sit in the 
back. I have a monitor in the 
locker room and an alarm door in 
the back of the weight room." 

Conners said there is 
sometimes a problem with 
scheduling monitors. "We have 
some time periods when we have 
no students here because of 
conflicts with class." He also said 
he instructed the monitors to be 
more strict in checking Bradley 
ID's this semester. 

"It's, good they've made the 
attempt to beef up the security, 
but there still seems to be a 
problem of non-Bradley students 


getting into Haussler Hall, and 
that leads to frustration and 
animosity among Bradley 
students," said Tim Burkhalter, 
senior math major. 

Burkhalter said he once noticed 
there were a lot of non-Bradley 
students playing basketball in the 
gym. "I told the monitor, but he 
refused to check ID's because there 
were no problems reported." 

Conners said one of his main 
objectives in improving security 
at Haussler Hall is having a 
monitor at the door at all times. 

"I would like a lot of other 
things to be done, but because of 
budgetary constraints and 
availability of materials it is not 
easy to do," Conners said.’Tm 
mal^g up a proposal to go to my 
supervisor, Greg Killoran." 

This proposal, which covers 
every facet of Haussler Hall, will 
have several pages of security 
improvement. In addition to 


around the clock monitoring, 
Conners said his proposal will 
include: 

♦A system that will tie in all of 
the doors into a security alarm. 
This would include the doors in 
the main gym, the pool area and 
side doors. 

♦Adding more long lockers in 
the locker rooms that could be 
rented or used on a daily basis. 

♦A supervisor's desk or room in 
the front entrance of Haussler with 
security doors. This doors could 
only be opened if the monitor 
"buzzes" or opens the doors. 

Conners said that these security 
improvements could be very 
costly. The alarm doors could cost 
around $10,000, he said. "If I had 
that much money I might buy 
more equipment. In general, I 
would like to make the building 
look better instead instead of 
security, because I think that is a 
necessary part of this facility," 
Conners said.

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Academic advice begins improvement

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Both the Student Senate and 
the Dean's Council are taking 
steps to improve the quality of 
academic advising on Bradley's 
campus. 

A resolution, presented by 
the Senate, stated several 
concerns about the quality of 
academic advising. 

Possible solutions were 
recommended by the Senate, 
including scheduling training 
sessions for advisers and 
requiring all advisers to attend, 
and making formal evaluations 
available to students to help 
determine where improvements 
can be made. 

"Students were receiving an 
inadequate and inconsistent 
quality of advising," Calvin 
Butler, all-school president. 


said. He said if proper training 
was given then students would go 
to the advisers for guidance. 

The Dean's Covmcil formed a 
joint committee including 
administration, faculty and 
students from each of the college 
advisory committees to discuss 
. the resolution. 

Dr. Kalman Goldberg, 
provost and vice president for 
academic affairs, said he wanted a 
committee to plan to review and 
evaluate regular advising during a 
student's college career. "I am 
confident that positive changes 
will be the result of the academic 
advising issues," he said. 

Dr. Alan Gaisky, associate 
provost for student affairs, said 
the committee will be formed 
today or by the beginning of 
next week. The first committee 
meeting will be held next week. 


"I think what will happen 
when students and administrators 
get together is that there will be 
a better understanding of 
potential problems," Gaisky 
said. He also said he is certain 
there will be better understanding 
and needed improvements will be 
made. 

Dr. Donald Koller, acting 
dean of the College of 
Communications and Fine Arts, 
said he thinks it is the student's 
responsibility to see their 
academic adviser, which is stated 
in the student handbook. 

KoIIct said the student may be 
better off contacting advisers 
later to make sure all graduation 
requirements are fulfilled. 

The policy, already 
introduced in each college, states 
every student with 90 or more 
credit hours must review a degree 


audit with his or her adviser, after 
which both people would sign it. 
This audit contains completed 
courses and remaining 
requirements. "The degree audit 
will eliminate a last minute 
problem with graduation," 
Gaisky said. 

There is a voluntary training 
session offered at the end of 
April for advisers under a summer 
contact with the University. 

"We hope that students will 
discuss this [degree audit] with 
their advisers," Goldberg said. 

"Some of the complaints of 
students have been wide ranged," 
Gaisky said. He said he received 
legitimate dissatisfactions as 
well as misunderstandings. "We 
must resolve the 
misunderstandings and agree 
upon ways to solve the 
problems," Gaisky said. 


Bjorklund named BU distinguished professor 


Richard G. Bjorklund has 
been named Distinguished 
Professor of Biology. He is only 
the third person in Bradley's 
history to receive this rank. 

Bjorklund served his entire 
professional career at Bradley. 
He began in 1957 as a biology 
instructor and spent the first year 
finishing his dissertation. He 
was awarded his doctorate in 
1958 from the University of 
Michigan after completing his 
bachelor's and master's degrees 
from the University of Montana. 

Six years later he became 
chairperson of the biology 


department and faced the 
monumental task of rebuilding 
it. 

The first thing he did was 
prepare a long range plan for the 
growth and development of the 
department. 

He decided a contemporary 
department had to move from a 
purely descriptive approach to an 
analytical approach and set out 
to hire faculty in the various 
subdisciplines of biology. The 
department is still based on that 
model today. 

For three consecutive years. 
1964-66, he wrote successful 


equipment grant proposals to the 
National Science Foundation to 
obtain modem instrumentation. 
He was actively involved in the 
planning and building of the 
Olin Hall of Science in 1968. 

Bjorklund was awarded the 
Putnam Award in 1972, Bradley's 
highest teaching award. 

In 1973, he was named Dean 
of the College of Liberal Arts and 
Sciences. At that time, the 
college consisted of 21 
departments and was the largest 
at Bradley. 

He served in that capacity for 
five years, returning to full-time 
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teaching and research in 1978. 

Most of the five years he 
served as dean were devoted to 
preparing long range plans for 
each department on campus. 
Those early ideas carry over to 
today; the University has a 
sophisticated Strategic Planning 

Document which has contributed 
to the university stability 

Bjorklund maintained a 
modest research program. He 
holds the accomplishment of 
receiving an average of one or 
more externally funded grants for 
more than 30 consecutive years.

"pure lust." She describes pure 
lust as the "cosmic accord of 
those women who choose to 
escape, to follow their heart's 
deepest desire and botmd out the 
state of bondage." 

Daly also read portions from 
"Webster's First New 
Intergalactic Wickedary of the 
English Language," a book she 
wrote with Jane Caputi. "It (the 
Wickedary) is a dictionary for 
wicked women," said Daly. One 
example Daly gave of an entry in 
the "Wickedary" was 
"patriarchy." She defined it as a 
"society in which every 
legitimate institution is entire in^ 
the hands of males and a few 
selected henchwomen." 

Daly also previewed her next 
book, "Outercourse: The 
Bedazzling Voyage." In 
"Outercourse," Daly details her 
evolution as a feminist thinker 
and explains how her 
experiences have affected her 
present day outlook. 

Daly said she understands her 
feminist point of view is not 
held by many women or men. "I 
am the lunatic fringe," she said. 
"Not only that, I am on the 
fringe of the lunatic of the 
lunatic fringe." 

It is this "lunatic" attitude 
which led her to being fired by 
Boston College. Daly said her 
dismissal spawned protests, and 
she was eventually rehired. 

Daly concluded the lecture by 
fielding questions from women 
in the audience. As a policy, 
Daly said she would not 
recognize any man who wished 
to ask a question. She said this is 
because for thousands of years, 
women have not been allowed to 
ask questions. 

Mary Daly is associate 
professor of theology at Boston 
College. When she is not 
teaching feminist ethics at 
Boston, she writes books. Her 
works include: "The Church and 
the Second Sex," "Gyn/Ecology: 
The Metaethics of Radical 
Feminism," and "Pure Lust: 
Elemental Feminist 
Philosophy."

It would create real differences in how 
a slate of officen would go about the 
task of running student government, 
allowing the student body an 
opportunity to make an informed 
decision. When the student body has 
more to vote for than a name on a 
ballot, then the Editor’s cry of apathy 
will have greater credibility.

Cultural events soon to equal credits

Next semester, Bradley 
students will have the 
opportunity to earn credit by 
attending certain University 
sponsored events. 

CFA 100, titled Intellectual 
and Cultural Events, will be 
offered beginning Fall 1991. The 
one-hour course will be 
sponsored by the University’s 
Intellectual and Cultural Affairs 
Committee, said ICAC 
Committee Chairman Robert 
Fuller. 

Fuller said the course was 
passed last fall by the 
University’s Curriculum and 
Regulations Committee. “I 
thought it would be more 
controversial,” he added. 


Lee Hyman, student 
representative on the Curriculum 
and Regulations Committee, said 
he voted in favor of CFA 100 
because “it sounds as if it could 
be interesting if it’s done well. 
The idea behind it [CFA 100] is 
that the students go (to events) 
and learn and enjoy.” 

The course was designed to 
promote student attendance at 
University sponsored plays, 
musical performances and 
lecttires. Fuller said. He said a 
calendar will be available for 
enrolled students indicating 
which events are approved, and it 
will be up to each student to pick 
up a copy of the updated calendar 
in Bradley Hall 140. 

Fuller said, “Lecturers from 
off-campus speaking on 
intellectual or academic issues. 


social causes or political 
events.” would be acceptable 
events in addition to certain 
musical performances or plays. 
Many of the activities will be 
sponsored by ICAC, but some 
will be sponsored by the Student 
Activities Budget Review 
Committee or the Activities 
Council of Bradley University, 
he said. 

CFA 100 will be a pass/fail 
course based solely on 
attendance. Fuller said. He said 
eventually he would like the 
class to be expanded to having 
students write reviews of the 
events. “We would like to do 
that, but [now] there is no one to 
grade the reviews.” 

Fuller said attendance will be 
strictly monitored at events. 
“I’m going to hire a team of 


students who will show up 20 
minutes before an event,” he 
said. The monitors will hand out 
tickets to students enrolled in 
CFA 100. Students will have to 
write their name and ID number 
on the back of the tickets and 
turn them in to a monitor 
immediately following the 
event. 

Eighty reserve cards will be 
available this spring on a first- 
come first-serve basis for 
students wishing to enroll in 
CFA 100 next semester Fuller 
said. Students may take the 
course twice during their Bradley 
career. 

"We’re (ICAC) very anxious 
to see this succeed. My biggest 
fear is that students will be 
impolite attenders.”

Neither student could be 
reached for comment 

The student’s were on the 
Iowa campus for walk-out with 
Bradley's Sigma Nu chapter. 

Mo Littlefield, Sigma Nu 


National executive director, said 
he is coming to Bradley on 
Thursday to finalize national's 
investigation of the iacident. 

He will determine if the 
alleged robbery was encouraged 
by a majority of Bradley Sigma 
Nu's. Based on current 
information, Littlefield said he 
does not think it was fraternity- 
related. 

Valued at about $500 each, 
the paintings were allegedly 
taken from a dean's office in a 
liberal arts building.

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BU performs well in admissions

If Bradley continues at the 
same rate it is moving now, there 
should be no problem meeting 
the goal for a freshman class of 
1050, Dr. Alan Gaisky, associate 
provost of student affairs, said. 

"We have been more 
competitive then we have been 
in the past in dealing with these 
students," Gaisky said in his 
"State of the University" address, 
Wednesday night. 

"There are fewer high school 
graduates then in years before," 
Gaisky said. 

"Enrollment will continue to 
go down until 1994." 

Gaisky said Bradley's 
deposits are up about 1 percent in 
Illinois, 42.8 percent in the 
Western states, 31.4 percent in 
the Northeastern states and 4.2 


percent in bordering states. 

Gaisky said the University is 
trying to improve its 
geographical market, "to make 
Bradley a nationally known 
University." 

The place in the U.S. where 
deposits are down the most is in 
the Mid-Atlantic states, which 
consists of Maryland, Virginia, 
and Washington D.C. 

To date, deposits in that 
region are 77.8 percent down 
from last year. Also suffering are 
the Southeastern states, down 
23.2 percent, and the Ohio 
Valley states, down 10.5 
percent. 

"The pool, while smaller, is 
even more competitive," Gaisky 
said. 'To date, the quality of the 
class is up a little bit." 
Applications for Bradley's 
scholarship programs are up 
12.20 percent from last year. 
Because there are less college age 


students, Gaisky said many 
schools are lowering admission 
standards. 

"It is very seldom that we nm 
into a student that hasn't been 
accepted to at least one school 
they want to go to," Gaisky said. 
"So, students are not in a hurry to 
make up their minds." 

Gaisky said he thinks the 
reputation the University has 
developed from its special 
programs, including the 
Academic Exploration Program 
and the Residence Halls of the 
Future. Although, "the USA 

Today crime report probably 
didn't do us any good," he said. 

"As long as we have the same 
percent of admits to last year we 
should be in really good shape. 
We must remain strong for the 
next few weeks," Gaisky said.

"We know we will never have 
enough space for all of the 
campus needs," Anna said "But 
we continue to look for 
options." 

He said the University is 
required to submit an 
institutional master plan to the 
city, marking any changes they 
may be making. He said this 
should be completed and ready 
for public review soon. 


"I committed to the 
neighborhood that we would use 
the best plan and not use cost as 
an excuse," Anna said. "I owe it 
to myself, as well as to the 
administration, to involve you 
[in the planning] more than we 
have in the past." 

A permanent replacement for 
Becker Hall and more housing 
facilities are also among the 
University's goals, Anna said. 

He said he will be previewing 


the plan with the neighborhood 
prior to submitting it to the city. 

The progress of the president 
search was addressed by 
Goldberg, who said the 
committee was completing its 
final interviews, but refused to 
release any of the names being 
considered. 

He also talked about the 
search for a dean for the College 
of Fine Arts and 
Communications. Goldberg 
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rejected the committee's 
selection for a dean earlier this 
week. 

"Our standard for deans is no 
lower then it is for faculty," 
Goldberg said. "We are looking 
ahead and we need the leadership 
that imderstands the potential for 
this institute." 

Smith, who was speaking at 
his first "State of the 

University," spoke on the 


University's fundraising efforts. 

"Our fundraising picture is 
very, very healthy," Smith said. 


He said the University needed 
to raise an additional $1.5 
million in two years for the 
Baker/Jobst project, which 
exceeded initial cost projections.

One of the major problems 
with attendance at games comes 
from the fact that very few ot 
them are played on campus. 

Most activities were moved 
off campus for various reasons. 
Men’s basketball has been 
played in the Civic Center since 
1982 when it was decided to 
move the team there for better 
accommodations and better 
facilities. 

“Quite a few of the more 
competitive teams across the 
country weren’t going to come to 
the Field House and play. There’s 
a distinct home court advantage. 
The big name teams are more 
likely to be attracted to coming 
down to the arena,’’ John Butler, 
director of athletic development 
and promotions, said. 

“Obviously it’s more 
attractive for students to walk out 
of the library or dorm and come 
to a game, but the University 
provides free transportation and 
makes it as comfortable and 
easily accessible as possible,’’ 
he said. 

“I don’t think we can go bac^ 


and take a look at the Field House 
and say we should be there 
because we do have a nice facility 
in the Civic Center Arena.’* 

Roger Phegley, former Braves 
basketball player, said he hoped 
the basketball team would never 
move back ta the Field House. 
“You can’t move to the Field 
House. I hope they never do. 
That’s a major step in the wrong 
direction,’’ he said. 

Phegley said students get 
better seating at the Civic 
Center. 

Butler has been working on 
ways to draw more students to 
games since he was hired last 
semester. “It’s just a matter of 
getting students involved,’’ he 
said. 

“John Butler has made 
tremendous inroads with getting 
interest there,’’ William 
Robertson, Field House ticket 
office manager, said. “There’s a 
lot of enthusiasm there and I 
think it will be better next year.’’ 

One major component of 
persuading students to become 
more involved in school sports 
is communication between the 
students and the coaching and 
sporting staffs. 

“A lot of people feel it’s 
Peoria’s team, and not Bradley’s 
team,’’ Butler said. 


“You’re more likely to 
support a program when you 
know the coach by the first 
name,*’ he said. 

“Stan (Albeck), I don’t think, 
hit it off very well with students. 
He didn’t really take an active 
role in trying to get support,’* 
Butler said. 

Butler said the new coach will 
be introduced to as many student 
organizations as possible. “If we 
can establish that, it will be a 
much easier transition,’’ he said. 

He said he is trying to 
develop a package whereby 
students will receive food or 
souvenirs when they attend 
games. He said he plans to have 
free food at every home Lady 
Braves basketball game next 
year. Free food was already 
distributed, to students once this 
year. 

“I thought attendance this 
year went up dramatically at 
women’s games for the first 
time,’’ Joe Dalfonso, sports 
information director, said. “Of 
course, John (Butler) was given a 
green light to do some things 
never done before.’’ 

Dewey Kalmer,assistant 
athletic director, said he thought 
the right atmosphere would draw 
students to games. 

“I think if you can create that 


atmosphere at Bradley where it’s 
a social thing to go or the place 
to be then I think they (students) 
will be there and imtil it happens 
they’re not going to be there,’’ 
he said. “I think convenience and 
social setting have a lot to do 
with what students prioritize.’’ 

“I think you have to find the 
way to get them down there 
initially and if they like what 
they see they should come back 
on their own,’’ Dalfonso said. 

Such incentives are not the 
only answer, Butler said. “You’re 
not going to decide to purchase 
season tickets because of a T- 
shirt.’’ 

“People come because they 
want to see you win. Having 
giveaways and different mascots 
is fine. The bottom line is 
winning or making it into the 
NCAA tournament,’’ he said. 
“When people come to a 
basketball game, the majority 
aren’t coming to get a free set of 
basketball cards — they’re 
coming to see their team win.’’ 

“When teams lose, you’re 
going to get less than {the usual 
audience) and that’s when people 
think it’s a problem because 
there are more empty seats 
downtown,’’ Dalfonso said. 

Kalmer said he does not think 
the number of students attending 


games shows any lack of spirit. 
He said Bradley was on par with 
other schools as far as 
attendance. “I don’t see it as a 
spirit problem at all. I see us 
being like everyone else,’* he 
said. 

Butler said many other 
universities do programs with 
their sporting events similar to 
the ones Bradley had this year. 

“In actuality, support for the 
teams is on par with most 
schools,’’ Kalmer said. “I know 
in some schools where they do 
have facilities right on campus, 
for instance. Western Illinois 
University, with a student 
enrollment of probably 10,000 
people can’t get 2,000 people at 
basketball games. That includes 
students and adults.’’ 


“I think the only difference 
between now and 25 years ago is 
there’s a lot more things to do. 
People have cars. They have 
jobs. They’ve got more activity. 
They’ve got more involvement. 
Everybody seems to be in the 
fast lane,’’ Kalmer said. ‘Twenty- 
five years ago, that wasn’t the 
case. There weren’t as many 
choices to be made.’’

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Bradley students skate with the times 

Rollerblading provides exercise and entertainment for spring

After existing for more than a 
decade in-line skates have finally 
arrived in Peoria and are showing 
their presence on Bradley’s 
campus. 

In-line skating, better known 
as rollerblading, offers the glide- 
ability of ice skating, the wheel 
action of roller-skating and, with 
the addition of ski poles, the 
upper-body swing of skiing. 

Several Bradley students have 
. recently purchased rollerblades 
' for entertainment, transportation 
and as a cross-training exercise. 

David Schmidt, junior track 
team member, bought his skates 


last weekend for $300. ’’The 
more you spend the better skates 
you are going to get," Schmidt 
said. He said he plans to use them 
three or four afternoons a week. 

The skate gets its name from 
Rollerblade Inc., the company 
that introduced the first hybrid 
ice/roller skate and monopolizes 
75 percent of the in-line skate 
market. It is considered a low- 
impact aerobic sport and between 
300 and 500 calories can be 
burned an hour. 

Modem blading began 10 
years ago when Minneapolis 
natives Scott and Brennan 
Olson, avid hockey players who 
were looking for summer 
conditioning, developed a roller 
skate in which the wheels are 



lined up under the center of the 
boot rather than side by side. 

"I saw a lot of people on 
campus with them and they 
looked like fim," Schmidt said. 
"It is also good training for 
track. The cross training helps 
work different muscles in my 
legs." 

The skate motion is linear 
(straight ahead) and lateral (side 
to side), so it tones the inner and 
outer thighs, the calves and the 
hips. 

Matt Bush, junior 
construction engineering major, 
received his skates as a 
Christmas gift. "I think it is a 
real trendy thing," Bush said. 
"More and more people are 
getting them all of the time." He 
said he uses them primarily for 
fun, but also for exercise. 

"Until other people I knew 
got them I did not use them very 
often," Bush said. "It is more fun 
to skate with other people. I hate 
running so this was a good way 
to get exercise." 

Eric Suender, senior 
geological sciences secondary 
education major, bought his 
skates last year, but he said he 
rented them in downtown 
Chicago prior to purchasing his 
own. 

Stores throughout Peoria 
have been selling in-line skates 
for several years, although they 
said interest in the skate has just 
begun to peak. Bushwhacker 


Ltd., 4620 University, stocks 
three styles of in-line skates, 
ranging in price from about 
$84.95 to $229.95. 

Sally Brown, manager, said 
the Zetra 303, manufactured by 
Rollerblade, is the most popular 
brand and costs about $140. 

"It [Zetra 303] has got the 
good components with a good 
inner base, but it is not nearly as 
expensive as the higher one, 
which has even better 
components," Brown said. "The 
cheaper skates are not as 
comfortable and not as fast." 

Brown said, "It took a long 
time to hit Peoria, but it has 
filtered its way here finally." 

Mike Whetstone, Manager 
MC Sporting Goods, 131 
Northwoods Mall, said the store 
stocks two models, which cost 
$99 or $139. 

"We have had a few more 
people in looking at them," 
Whetstone said. "I don't think 
the interest in that type of a 
skate has peaked yet." 

He said they have carried 
them for three years. "I think it 
is primarily a college thing. 
Most of the people we have 
looking at them are students,” 
Whetstone said. 

Suender said '1 think a lot of 
the people are using them as a 
fad. It is the new thing of the 
•90s." 

"They [rollerblades] are the 
best conditioning since

bicycling," Suender said. 

Students also thought they 
were a good means of 
transportation. "This is a good 
way to get around town," 
Sclunidt said. "It is a lot easier 
then it looks." 

Suender said he has traveled 
more than 300 miles on his 
skates. 

Bush said he is concerned 
about Bradley security banning 
them on campus, but Dave Baer, 
director of security, said 
rollerblading has not been a 
major concern of his department. 

"I have seen the kids 
rollerblading, but we haven't 
taken that on yet," Baer said. "It 
is still too insignificant." 

"They [students 

rollerblading] were dressed so 
psychedelically that you couldn't 
miss them," Baer said. "If we 
start getting complaints from the 
public we will deal with it then." 

Carol Williamson, 
information department 
representative for the Peoria 
Police Department, said it is 
legal to skate on the sidewalk, 
but not in the street. 

"It is just to dangerous to 
skate in the street," Williamson 
said. 

Suender said he had been 
pulled over by the Peoria police 
twice. 

None of the men have been 
seriously injured while 
rollerblading, although they all 
admitted to occasionally falling.

The runoff Student Senate 
elections resulted in victory for 
Jodie Jones as all-school 
president and Julie Witkowski as 
all-school vice-president.

The search for a new men's 
basketball coach came to an end 
when Jim Molinari was named 
the Braves' new coach.

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Condom resolution 
is not the solution 

Finally after years of debate, the University has come up with a 
solution to the campus condom issue that only Bradley could reach. 
The University has solved the problem while at the same time not 
offending anyone. 

Since Dr. Alan Gaisky, associate provost for student affairs, 
said the decision was based on considering the feelings of everyone 
and the positions involved, SupeRx in Campustown has become 
the "official Bradley University condom distributor." 

This solution seems to be pretty lame for a number of reasons. 
A 25 pocent discount is being offered on condom purchases with a 
validated ID. People are going to buy condoms wheth^ or not there 
is a discount offered, even though it does help. But the fact remains 
that buying a condom is intimidating (for most) in itself, and 
showing one's ID is going to be even more embarrassing. 

Most of the students I spoke to said they would feel weird 
whipping out their "validated" ID and requesting their discount. 
Most say just buying condoms is uncomfortable and this would add 
insult to injury. Many people want to get this part of the process 
over with as soon as possible. 

Granted, this is a very sensitive issue, but this solution is not 
going to have great results. I cannot imagine people lining up at 
SupeRx to get their discount. Buying condoms is a very private 
thing. Another problem with this "partnership" is that SupeRx is 
cloi-ed during most of the active hours of Bradley students' other 
activities. 

The University stresses that this is a health concern against 
sexually transmit!^ diseases, not a birth control issue. It is a good 
idea that the University plans on increasing awareness of this issue 
through programs and classes. 

According to the American College Health Association, about 
one in SOO college students seeking health care is infected with 
HIV, The Centers for Disease Control reports even more 
frightening information that says if mortality trends continue 
through 1991, AIDS will become one of the five leading causes of 
death among American women of reproductive age. 

This is serious and it is obvious that college-age students are 
not taking statistics about STDs to heart. The numbers keep rising 
and for this reason the University should have taken a more active 
stance on the condom issue. 

Nevertheless, at least the University acknowledges the fact that 
this is sexually active campus, but perhaps this on-campus issue 
will someday be considered in that way again.

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Help given to those with chemical dependencies

Though Bradley University is 
not considered a problem school 
in terms of drugs, many different 
avenues exist for those with 
substance abuse problems. 

And there are problems ... 

”We have students who 
definitely have an addiction 
problem,” George Armstrong, 
communications professor and 
substance abuse counselor, said. 

The Bradley situation is not 
as full blown as at /other 
universities, Armstrong said. 
”Many students I see I don't see 
as addicts, but as just having a 
problem,” he said. 

Armstrong works as the 
substance abuse counselor with 
the Center for Wellness and 
Counseling. He said he could not 
estimate how many ^students with 
substance abuse problems use the 
Center. 

Ann Jones, director of the 
Center, said several students are 
currently being counseled by her 
and Armstrong. 

Students in counseling at the 
Center either come in on their 
own or are referred by a friend or 
University official. 

Jones said students 
sometimes come in with 
problems related to drug use, but 
do not actually admit their usage. 

”A student will be having 
trouble with relationships, 
classes, grades and family and 
everybody and it's become 
apparent to them that their 
drinking (or other drug) behavior 
is out of hand,” she said. 

"It isn't really hard to put two 
and two together,” Jones said. 
"You can usually tell by reports 
of slipping classes, probation, 
reports by friends, etc." 



Armstrong said most referrals 
he received from the University 
came through the office for 
housing and residential Hfe. 

"I think the dorm staff does 
an excellent job policing (for 
drugs), at least for pot. It's 
impossible to police the non¬ 
smelling drugs," he said. 

Armstrong also said he has 
seen an increase in referrals from 
within the Greek system. 

Students entering the 
Wellness Center who are 
suspected to have a chemical 
dependency problem are first 
asked to fill out a test form which 
asks questions about lifestyles to 
help determine if there is a drug 
problem or not. 

"Sometimes we just get a 
recreational drinker needing 
better time management,” Jones 
said. 

If a drug problem is 
determined to exist, students are 
first referred to Armstrong. If the 
student needs further help, he or 
she is referred to an off-campus 
institution such as the White 
Oaks Chemical Dependency 
Center or the Proctor Chemical 
Dependency Program. 

Jones said parents are not 
informed of the process. 
University officials are not told 
either, unless they are the ones 
who referred the student 
originally or if they have 
specifically asked the Center to 


look out for one student they are 
concerned about. 

Jones also said when a 
student is referred to the 
Wellness Center for a substance 
problem, they are not required to 
go the Center, but can 
immediately go to an off campus 
institution if they wish. 

Students have been sent to 
the other institutions "more than 
once" according to Jones. No 
numbers are kept. "It probably 
happens more than once a month 
that we actually go into the 
community for fhe people that 
provide the treatment," Jones 
said. 

Armstrong said he thinks the 
number of students sent off 
campus for treatment are much 
lower, though he has no 
numbers. He said he knows of 
only one student currently in a 
program at White Oaks. 

Armstrong works at the 
White Oaks Center part time. He 
described the Center as offering 
intense treatment with both in- 


and out-patient programs. 

”I can give students the basic 
tools to work with [a drug 
problem], but [White Oaks] is a 
crash course," he said. 

* Bonnie Enter, nursing 
professor, has worked at the 
White Oaks Center and now 
works at the Proctor Center. She 
said she knows of students 
having been enrolled in the 
White Oaks programs, but could 
not say if students were at the 
Proctor Center. 

She said students are free to 
register with either Center and do 
not need a referral from the 
Wellness Center before they can 
enter. 

Dr. Henry Gross of the Health 
Center said the Center rarely sees 
any students with drug problems. 

"The bottom line is that the 
students who are regular or 
experimental drug users, etc. 
have nothing to do with the 
health center in coimection with 
drugs," he said. 

"They use the health center 


for other things and many times 
they are totally able to hide the 
information from being 
discovered because we don't do 
drug testing here. 

"Now in some circumstances 
where somebody has an accident 
that seems like it could be clearly 
related to drugs or alcohol we can 
identify that problem, but unless 
the students are having a 
problem that you can clearly 
suspect drugs with, like an 
accident of some kind... 
particularly if the circumstances 
seem questionable, that's about 
the only time we'll know," he 
said. 

Gross said the Health Center 
can also be asked to look out for 
students the University suspects 
may be using controlled 
substances. 

"What I usually see is when 
somebody has a problem with 
drug use or alcohol usage to the 
point where it is definitely

"We want to show that they 
can live a chemical free 
lifestyle," he said. 

"We're not getting together 
to play Bingo either," Murray 
said. The group has gone to 
concerts, hockey games and has 


had several dances, he said. 

"The whole premise behind 
Y.E.S. is being in an 
environment away from drugs 
and alcohoL** Murray said. 

"We don't tell people what to 
do. We just encircle them with 
healthy choices. We tell them 
about Alcoholics Anonymous 
and the treatment centers," he 
said. "Lots of times people don't 
know they have healthy 
choices." 

Murray said the organization 
started when a group of people 
realized there were few activities

Military organization celebrates 75th birthday

President George Bush may 
have been "too booked up" to 
visit Peoria this week, but 
Bradley ROTC thinks it can carry 
off the ROTC Week ceremonies 
just as well without him. 

Bradley ROTC faculty and 
students recognize the 75th 
anniversary of the national 
ROTC organization today with a 
military display and presentation 
in front of Holmes Hall. Gov. 
Jim Edgar also has declared the 
third week of April ROTC Week. 

"This week is to recognize 
the achievements of those 
individuals who came before us 
in ROTC and those who have 
gone on to become our nation's 
leaders," Capt. Anthony J. Rojek 
of the Bradley ROTC said.

Rojek said he does not expect 
protest to the military display 
and ceremony.

U.S. government and military 
action came imder Hre on campus 
two months ago during several 
rallies sparked by student and 
faculty peace advocates. The 
activists did not target Bradley's 
ROTC in their protests though. 

Today's activities include a 
stationary display of military 
vehicles, weapons and equipment 
from noon to 4 p.m. today in the 
parking area in front of Holmes 
Hall. 

More than $300,000 worth of 
utility vehicles, mortars, 
grenades, chemical-resistant 
protective clothing and 
automatic and semi-automatic 
weapons will be featured, Rojek 
said. 

The equipment comes through 


local Army Reserve and National 
Guard imits including the 475th 
Field Artillery, the 900th 
Medical Surgical Hospital and 
the 724th Transportation 
Company, members of which are 
still returning home from active 
duty in the Persian Gulf War. 




The day's highlight will be a 
1 p.m. ceremony honoring eight 
three-year cadets for their 
dedication and service to the 
ROTC program. The students will 
be presented with special 75th 
anniversary regimental coins 
produced through cadet command 
headquarters at Fort Monroe, W. 
Va. for ROTC cadets in advanced 


ROTC informational posters 
and brochures will also be 
available during the afternoon. 
"This is the last chance for 
sophomores who want to get 
involved in ROTC to take 
advantage of scholarships," 
Rojek said.

Construction widens opportunities

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Construction will be 
^ invading Bradley's campus again 
starting Monday morning, in 
.accordance with the new 
Campustown S-curve and new 
campus entryway. 

Tlie construction will include 
the closing of St James between 
Duryea (formerly University) and 
Elmwood, Mark Struss, director 
of facilities management, said. 
The three entrances to Williams 
parking lot will also be closing 
Monday morning. 

Construction will include 


removing some of the brick from 
St James and laying down new 
storm sewers. Also involved in 
this construction is the widening 
and re-paving of St. James, 
which will start approximately 
April 29. 

’’All of this construction will 
affect a total of about six or eight 
parking spaces,” Struss said, 
however, only three parking 
spaces in Williams lot will be 
closed. Struss said the Northern 
sidewalk on St. James is also 
closing. 

"There have been no 
problems in the past with our 
storm sewers,” Struss said. "The 


[current storm sewers] are now 
inadequate, but this is all just 
part of our new widened road and 
entrance project,” he said. 

Gary Anna, vice president of 
business affairs, said, ”We 
should expect at least four weeks 
for the construction. 
Optimistically, the project will 
be concluded by 
commencement. ” 

The general contractor for 
this project is P.J. Hoerr. N.E. 
Finch will be doing some of the 
work on the storm sewer project 
The approximate cost of the 
total project will be more than 
$ 100 , 000 .

Molinari met with the 
Bradley players on Friday before 
the press conference in Neumiller 
Lecture Hall.

Program sends students abroad for study

Uespite a nationwide setback, 
caused by the Persian Gulf crisis, 
Bradley's study abroad is larger 
then ever. 

Bradley has been operating a 
study abroad program for more 
than 20 years, but two years ago 
Bradley President Martin Abegg 
decided to place more emphasis 
on internationalization and off- 
campus study abroad. 

Abegg named Dr. Elmo 
Roach, chairman of the history 
department, director of Bradley’s 
study abroad program. 

There are 15 "Bradley 
directed" study abroad programs 
sponsored in conjunction with 
approved universities throughout 
the United Sutes. The programs 
are located primarily in Western 
Europe. 

"We will slowly and surely 
add names to the list [of Bradley 
directed study abroad programs]," 
Roach said. "It is an ongoing 
process." 


Roach said the primary 
difference between a Bradley 
directed program and a non- 
Bradley program is the ability to 
use financial aid and the type of 
credit received. 

If the program is Bradley 
sponsored, financial aid can be 
used to cover one semester or the 
entire year. The grades are listed 
on the transcript as Bradley 
credit, but they do not affect the 
grade point average. 

They can count toward 
general education and major 
requirements. 

Non-Bradley sponsored 
programs are also accepted, 
although they must be approved 
by the study abroad department. 

"Only programs Aat fulHll 
the academic mission of Bradley 
will be approved," Roach said. 
"If they choose an acceptable 
program we will indicate so," 
Roach said. 

"But, that is strictly transfer 
credit and they may not use 
financial aid." 

More than 45 schools were 


visited by a team of Bradley 
faculty before the final schools 
were selected. 

More than 40 students are 
involved in Bradley's study 
abroad program, which includes 
programs in Denmark, Sweden, 

Ireland, the Netherlands, the 
Soviet Union and Japan. 

Roach said the European 
Summer Semester has been 
operating for 20 years and is 
Bradley's most popular program. 
"It [European Summer Semester] 
has been our most successful 
thing," Roach said. 

Jennifer Siegel, sophomore 
education major, said she is 
looking forward to spending the 
summer in Europe. 

‘T’ve heard that it [Bradley’s 
European Summer program] is a 
really good experience and it 
looks good on the resume,” 
Siegel said. 

She said she will be earning 
12 hours for the program. Siegel 
said her parents are concerned 
because of the recent war in the 


Persian Gulf, but they are still 
allowing her to go. 

“The education source and 
seeing how their schools are 
different from the schools here,” 
she said. Siegel said she is 
looking most forward to about 
the trip. 

Bradley will be offering a new 
program during winter interim is 
BIO 300, which will be taught in 
Jamaica. 

"As opportunities present 
themselves we will increase our 
program," Roach said. 

He said other short-length 
programs include a Spanish 
intensive trip to Mexico and a 
combined trip with DePaul 
University to the Soviet Union, 
which is supervised by Dr. 
Charles Bukowski, international 
studies professor, and is offered 
every two years. 

Teresa Foxworthy, 
sophomore theater major, is 
attending Bradley’s program in 
Mexico. 

“I think it would be a good 
experience to see another 


country and learn the language,” 
Foxworthy said. “It will be neat 
to see how they live their lives 
compared to our family unit 
here.” 

Foxworthy said she will 
receive six hours of credit for the 
program. 

Roach said there has been a 
20 percent decline in study 
abroad programs because of 
difficulties in the Persian Gulf. 
"Those schools that have 
programs in the Middle East is 
100 percent down," he said. 

He said Bradley did not have 
any students in Israel this past 
semester, where they operate a 
program in conjunction with 
Hebrew University in Jerusalem, 
"We didn't have a problem 
because we didn't have any 
students there," Roach said. 

The price for study abroad 
programs varies from less than a 
semester at Bradley to several 
thousand more a semester. 

Roach said security is not a 
major concern. He is linked with

becoming a problem. Most 
people deny it and won't admit it 
to themselves," Gross said. 

"They refuse to accept the fact 
they may have a drug or alcohol 
problem until it has caused a 
number of problems in their 
lives," he said. "Drinking so 
much it's tearing up their 
stomach, spitting up blood — it 
takes those kinds of things for 
most people to even be willing 
to consider the fact they might 
be having an alcohol problem. 

"When confronting a 
substance abuse problem maybe 
half will admit they do. The other 
half deny any problem," he said.

People always say a first 
impression means a lot, and at a 
job interview it could help to 
make or break a career move. 

The clothes and accessories 
an applicant chooses for an 
interview are important. Of 
course, everything comes down 
to qualifications, but "a neat 
well-groomed look” is 
important, said Jane 
Linnenburger, executive director 
of the Center for Career 
Development. 

Linnenburger said she 
recommends all students who are 
beginning the interview process 
buy a suit, "because then they'll 
have something to start their 
career with." 

Rona Ramage, a licensed 
employment counselor at Peoria 
Employment Service, said the 
traditional navy blue or gray suit 
with a white long-sleeve dress 
shirt is preferred for men. 
Women have a little more 
variety. They can change the 
color of their blouse to better 
match a suit. 

Ramage recommends women 
stick with a traditional color of 
suit with a scarf or a pin to add a 
little color. "You can change the 
look of a beige, navy blue or 
gray suit by changing your 
accessories," she said. 

Linnenburger agreed 
traditional is the way to go for 
women, especially if they can 
only afford one nice suit. She 
said sometimes a slightly 
different color that is not too 
bold can help an applicant get 
noticed. 

"When we were at a job fair in 
Chicago, one of our students 
chose a celery green suit which 
helped to set her apart," 
Linnenburger said. 

She said white or cream 
blouses are generally preferred 
for suits, but in the summer other 
light colors like light blue or 
yellow are often acceptable. 

Linnenburger said a nice 
thing about interview appearance 
in the '90s is that women can 
dress feminine. "Women do not 
have to tiy and dress as much like 
men as they had to in the early 
'80s." 

Ramage said skirts can come 
to the knees, but cautioned 
applicants not to wear skirts that 
are too short. "Slacks are 
definitely out of place," she said. 

If a woman does not have or 
cannot afford a suit, a tailored 
skirt and a white blouse are 
acceptable, but a suit is preferred 
for professional interviews said 
Ramage. 

Ramage reconunended women 
with conservative majors like 
accounting or business 
administration closely follow 
the traditional rules for interview 
attire, but other majors are not as

limited. "Bright suits with fitted 
jackets are [often] fine if you’re 
in a creative field like marketing 
or graphic arts," she said. 

Ramage cautioned students 
with creative majors to look at 
the company they are applying 
to and the appearance of its 
employees before straying away 


from a traditional look. 

As for women's accessories, 
both Ramage and Linnenburger 
agreed moderation is the key. 
Linnenburger said. Try not to be 
gaudy [with make-up or 
jewel^]." 

"Real heavy pieces of jewelry 
and big, dangly earrings are not 


acceptable," she added. 

Ramage said, "You don't want 
your jewelry to be 
. overpowering.' 

Both recommended make-up 
should be minimal. Ramage 
added "You’re always better with 
less (make-up) than more in an 
interview."

Men have an easier time than 
women because traditional is 
almost always the way to go. For 
men, Liimenburger said, "I think 
it is still appropriate to wear dark 
colors even in spring and 
summer interviews." 

She said she prefers suits to 
blazers because Aey look more 
professional. Although a suit is 
generally more expensive than a 
blazer and dress slacks, she said, 
"Quality suits can be purchased at 
a reasonable price if people 
watch for the sales." 

Ramage said if a man is 
shopping on a tight budget, he 
should look for a suit with a 
fabric that can be worn year 
round. 

Ramage and Linnenburger 
both said men should stick with 
white long-sleeve dress shirts 
and fairly conservative ties for 
the actual interview. 
Linnenburger said, "If they are 
going on an interview that' 
involves dinner, they can take 
along a different (color of) shirt 
or a less conservative tie." 
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Fashion thrift pays off 


A new look is possible 
even without a new 
wardrobe. 

Dr. Chang-Ok Choi, 
assistant professor of home 
economics, said, "The 
ultimate goal in shopping is 
to spend less money for 
higher quality." 

While that may sound 
contradictory, some tips she 
suggested are: 

1. Evaluate what you 
already have. You may 
have Mdden treasures in 
your wardrobe. Write out an 
inventory of everything. 
Then rarik your needs and 
decide how much you can 
spend. Bring the list with 
you when you shop. 

2. Make a good plan 
ft'om your list and stick 
to it. Set aside money for 
important purchases. Avoid 
last minute, impulsive 
shopping because you are 
mote likely to spend mote on 
unplanned purchases. 
Window shop and think 
before buying. Anybody can 
become a compulsive 
shopper. 

3. Change something 
you already have. You 
can dye it, cut it, or sew 
something on it. This way 
you can minimize your 
spending and still get what 
you want. Accessories can 
also change something. Take 
a simple, black dress, for 
instance, and add some wild 
jewelry to liven it up. 

4. Make your own 
clothes. Sewing only pays 
off if your work looks good, 
but the price difference can 
be big. For example, a 
sweatshirt with Greek letters 
could cost from $20-30. You

little as $10. A student of 
Choi's made a wool skirt for 
$23 that would have been 
about $45 in a store. 

5. Where to buy is 
another important 
factor. That $45 wool skirt 
might be found in a discount 
store for the $23 it cost to 
make it. There are many 
places' to find reasonably 
priced clothes in Peoria. It 
may take more time, but 
treasures are there, too. For 
example, Choi bought an 
orange jacket at an outlet 
clearance sale. It would 
normally cost $150, but she 
got it for $20. She gets 
complimented on it every 
time she wears it 

6. Don't overlook 
more expensive stores, 
because they can have 
very good sales. Since 
they usually bring in the next 
season’s clothes very early, 
you can get good deals on 
what is left from the current 
season. 

7. Buy classic 


designs, because they 
will always be in style. 
They have a longer life than 
trendy, "faddish" clothes. 

8. Seek versatility in 
what you buy. You can 
transform your clothes into 
quite different things. Sixties 
inspired mini-dresses are 
popular now. If you buy one 
make sure you can get many 
looks out of it. A scarf or a 
shawl may be all that is 
needed to dress it up for the 
evening. 

9. Ask yourself, 
'What is in my closet 
now that would go with 
it?' Think about style, color 
and fabric. Always keep 
mixing and matching in 
mind. 

10. Get together with 
your friends. Share 
information about your 
favorite places to shop and 
consider swapping clothes 
with them. Nfost people have 
clothes they never wear. If 
you recycle these items, 
someone else can use them. 

Choi said exceptions to 
these rules exist. High- 
quality clothing, such as an 
interview suit, is worth the 
extra money. In this case, 
price is not the most 
important factor. The suit 
wiU eventually be worth the 
investment 

Likewise, bargain 
purchases may not be a 
bargain at all if the quality is 
so poor that the item doesn't 
fit properly or last very long. 
What you buy should be 
worth what you pay. 

"Above all," Choi said, 
"be creative, take some 
risks, and experiment, 
because your clothes say a 
lot about you."

• Peoria outranked most U.S. cities in a new national index of 
environmental quality. With an environmental stress index score of 
2.4, Peoria tied for tldrd place with 12 others in a list of the 204 of the 
largest American cities 

Peoria’s score of 2.4 ranks it between the “good” and “warning” 
level. Only three cities similar in size to Peoria scored higher. 

• With Pekin’s new administration refusing to take a stand on the 
plaimed federal prison, supporters and opponents of the facility are 
planning to present their case with new Mayor Donald Williams. 

On Monday, the outgoing City Council voted to move toward 
deeding the prison land, 247 acres near the intersection of Illinois 
Route 29 and Koch Street, to the federal govemmait. 

The 1,100 imnate prison is scheduled to open in 1993. The new City 
Council voted to repeal the old council’s vote on the prison and all 
other ordinances the old council members passed before adjournment. 

• A widow is being barred from her dead husband’s estate, estimated at 
at least $500,000, pending an investigation of whether she neglected 
her much older husband prior to his death. 

Wendelin Mclntosh-Kauffman was housekeeper and caretaker for 
Russell E. Kauffman Sr. for 14 years before she married him in 
November 1989. Kauffman died in January. 

Mclntosh-Kauffman declined to speak on the investigation on advice 
of her attorney. The investigation of the death coincides with an 
investigation into the value of Kauffman’s estate and the whereabouts 
of some of the money. 

• Radon tests will be done at all Peoria School District 150 schools 
at the reconunendation of the Illinois Department of Nuclear Safety. 

The tests are part of a survey to test radon levels in schools. Peoria 
was chosen because of the high radon levels in this area of the state.

will work with residence hall 
staff, the Health Center and 
other University officials to 
increase sexul awareness. 

“With respect to education 
there will be greater emphasis,” 
Gaisky said. 

He said he discussed the 
issue with several 
organizations on campus, 
including the Council of 
Deans, the Board of Trustees, 
the Parents Board and Gaisky’s 
student advistxy committee. 

“This is a very sensitive 
issue,” Gaisky said. “This 
[working out a deal with 
SuperX] is the best way we can 
respond to the issue. They 
[Super X] feel strongly about 
this issue as well. They were 
glad to do it” 

Several rumors circulated as 
to why the University rejected 
the decision to distribute 
condoms on campus and chose 
to work with SuperX instead. 
“The decision was not based on 


St. Francis [a Catholic 
affiliated hospital] running the 
Health Center,” Gaisky said. 

Many senators said they 
were displeased with the 
decisions. “I feel the buck was 
kind of passed,” Sharon Oden, 
newly elected all-school 
secretary, said. 

“The social life [at Bradley] 
doesn’t even start until after 
those [SuperX’s] hours,” 
Michael Buss, all-school 
secretary, said. 

‘We talked to just as many 
students who didn’t want 
condoms as students who did,” 
Gaisky said. 

Darin Jaske, student 
senator, said he did not think 
distributing condoms on 
campus would solve any 
problems.“If they are going to 
engage in sex they are going to 
use a supply they have,” Jaske 
said.

in Peoria free from alcohol and 
drugs. 

After that, the group 
organized into a bureaucracy with 
a president, vice president and 
treasurer and began taking trips 
as a drug-free alternative, he said. 

Since then, the group has 
become incorporated and has 
sent members to speak at high 
schools as far away as 
Bloomington. 


”Wc could be in Bloomington 
right now. Outside communities 
have all shown interest in 
Y.E.S.,” Murray said. 

Murray said the group is 
determined to set up in Peoria 
first. "If it plays in Peoria, itll 
play anywhere." 

Peoria has shown interest in 
the organization, Murray said, 
and is willing to offer support. 
Support is also coming from 
private benefactors. 


Murray said the group’s goal 
is to build its own headquarters 
where people can relax in a drug- 
free environment. The meeting 
place would offer crafts and other 
activities. 

"K a person decides not to use 
alcohol, they need a place to go 
and not worry about it," he said. 

Besides the board of 
directors, the group has 42 
"helpers" who have filled out 


shareholder certificates to act 
with the group. Murray estimates 
the regular attendance at Sunday 
meetings to be as high as 200.

Cawelti to speak at President’s breakfast 


More than 100 central 
Illinois school offrcials are 
expected to attend the annual 
President’s Breakfast hosted by 
Bradley President Martin G. 
Abegg and the College of 
Education and Health Sciences on 
Wednesday. 

Dr. Gordon Cawelti, executive 
director of the association for 
supervision and curriculum 
development, is the featured 
speaker during the event. It 
begins at 8 a.m. in the Student 
Center Ballroom. His topic will 
be ’’Site-Based Manajgement.” 

In his over 30-year career in 
education, Cawelti has served as 


a teacher, principal, 
superintendent, author and 
consultant. He has served in his 
current position since 1973. 

Cawelti’s career began in his 
native state of Iowa, where he 
worked as a science teacher and 
high school principal for seven 
years before completing his 
doctorate at the University of 
Iowa in 1962. 

For the next seven years he 
served as head of the North 
Central Accrediting Association 
in Chicago, where he helped 
initiate the school evaluation 
program still employed by all 
member schools. 


He directed studies on student 
attitudes toward schools and on 
the educational innovations of 
7,000 high schools. He also was 
a consultant to the Department of 
Defense Dependent Schools in 
Europe and the Far East. 

In Tulsa, Okla., Cawelti 
served a four-year tenure as the 
superintendent of an 80,000 
student school system. He 
oversaw the construction of 
several new schools, initiated an 
administrator development 
program and directed a 
desegregation process to 
eliminate all racially identifiable 
schools.

Speaker 
to discuss 
minority 
talent 

A black physicist will discuss 
the development of black and 
minority talent in science and 
engineering in his lecture on 
Tuesday. 

Dr. Steven L. Richardson, 
associate professor of electrical 
engineering and physics and 
associate director of the 
Materials Science Research 
Center lecture on “Reflections on 
the Development of an American 
Black Physicist,” is at 4:30 p.m. 
in Olin Hall Room 159. 

Richardson will review some 
of the important elements and 
factors that helped shape his 
career as a theoretical physicist 
in academe, government and 
industry. 

Richardson did his 
undergraduate work in chemistry 
at Columbia University and his 
graduate studies in theoretical 
condensed matter physics at MIT 
and Ohio State University, where 
he received his doctorate in 
1983. 

After three years as a 
Chancellor’s Postdoctoral Fellow 
and a Ford Foundation 
Postdoctoral Fellow at Berkeley, 
he joined the Corporate Research 
Labs of Eastman Kodak in 
Rochester, New York. 

From 1987 through 1988, 
Richardson was on sabbatical 
leave from Kodak and served as a 
program director for the 
condensed matter theory program 
of the National Science 
Foundation in Washington, D.C. 
He joined the faculty of Howard 
University in 1989. 

The lecture is named for 
Major Robert H. Lawrence, Jr., a 
Bradley alumnus who was chosen 
to be the flrst black astronaut. 

The Lawrence Visiting 
Lectureship has been established 
to bring visiting scholars who 
have a special affinity for 
members of minority groups and 
who can serve as educational 
models for all students to 
Bradley. 

Lawrence served as cadet 
commander of the Air Force 
ROTC while at Bradley. He was 
awarded a bachelor's degree in 
chemistry in 1956. After active 
duty in the Air Force in West 
Germany, he returned to the 
United States and did graduate 
work at Ohio State, earning a 
doctorate in physical chemistry 
in 1965. 

In June 1967, he was chosen 
to be an astronaut in the United 
States Air Force Manned 
Orbiting Lab Space Program. He 
was killed in a jet plane crash on 
Dec. 8, 1967.

Wednesday night's "Money 
Matters-Unravelling the 
Mysteries Surrounding Financial 
Assistance" was a forum for 
students to ask questions about 
anything ranging from billing to 
financial aid. 

The four person panel 
included: Michele Richey, 
controller, David Pardieck, 
director of financial assistance, 
Trish Bussone, assistant director 
of financial assistance and Dr. 
Alan Gaisky, associate provost 
for student affairs 

The major question concerned 
how much tuition will increase 
next year. Pardieck said, ^’The 
amount of increase will not be 
formally announced until after 
the Board [of Trustees] meeting." 
The Board of Trustees meeting 
will be sometime this month. 
"The Board is considering a 
recommendation for a 6 percent 
cost increase," he added. 

Pardieck said this would bring 
the cost of tuition to "about 
$9050 and housing to about 
$4000." He said in order to ease 
the crunch caused by the 
increase, his office will receive a 
10 percent increase in the 
amount of financial aid 
available. 

Pardieck explained how 
presently enrolled students will 
be handled due to the tuition 
increase. "Continuing students 
should feel their financial aid 
package will be equal to or better 
than they have been in the past," 
he said 

A question was asked if merit- 
based scholarships would reflect 
the proposed tuition increase. 
Gaisky said, "Our policy is that 
those scholarships are not need- 
based, so they stay the same, 
unless they specify a percentage 
such as half tuition." 

Scholarships such as the 
Dean's Scholarship or the 
Valedictorian's Scholarship will 
not receive a proportional 
increase because they are specific 


dollar amounts, Gaisky said. 

Richey said athletic 
scholarships generally adjust to 
tuition increases because they 
come directly from the athletic 
department's budget. She said, 
"We expect something in return 
from the athletes." 

The question of minority 
student assistance was discussed. 
No additional minority 
scholarship programs will be 
formed for next year to 
supplement existing programs 
like the Garrett Scholarships 
Pardieck said. 

Pardieck added part of the 
tuition increase will go toward 


financial aid for some students. 
"We reach a point where the only 
way we can offer more financial 
aid is by literally increasing 
tuition for everybody and then 
giving some of that tuition away 
[to those students who need 
financial aid]." 

Bussone said the best advice 
she could give to students is, "If 
you get your financial aid form in 
on time, you will be considered 
for as much financial aid as you 
are eligible to receive." 

The topic quickly switched to 
a discussion of the endowment 
fund. Gaisky said presently 
Bradley is "80 percent tuition 


dependent which is far too high. 

Gaisky said soliciting 
donations for the endowment 
fund is easier when the 

University has a specific purpose 
in mind such as construction or 
the establishment of new 
scholarship programs. However, 
when the University wants to put 
donations in the bank to earn 
interest which increases revenue 
Gaisky said, "It takes a more 
educated donor." 

Approximately 20 people 
attended the forum which was 
sponsored by Student Senate in 
conjunction with the Office of 
Financial Assistance.

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Attacks spur 
campus alert

An 18-year-old Bradley freshman was allegedly attacked 
and cut on the shoulder afrer leaving Olin Hall early 
Tuesday morning. 

This was the second time in the past two weeks a female 
student has been attacked on campus. 

InTuesday *s attack the student received nine stitches at 
Saint Francis Medical Center to close the wound before 
being released. 

The woman said she was studying in the basement of 
Olin Hall until about 4:30 a.m. when she left to return to 
University Hall to get something to eat She exited the north 
Olin doors when someone approached her from behind and 
put his hand over her mouth. 

She told police she did not get a good look at the 
assailant who pushed her into the bushes and tried to pul his 
hand under her shirt. 

She rqx>rtedly broke free and ran to a friend’s room in 
University Hall. Upon reluming to the to the residence hall 
she had a cut on her leit shoulder and was bleeding. Her 
friend applied pressure to the cut and called the police. 

The women told officers the attacker did not say anything

BU enrollment depends on next few weeks

Although Bradley’s fall 
enrollment appears to be slightly 
ahead of what it was last year at this 
time, the next three to four weeks are 
crucial. 

Dr. Alan Gaisky, associate provost 
for student affairs, said the goal for 
the freshman class is 1,050 students. 

Tuition deposits are an indication 
of the number of students whoplan to 
attend school in the fall. Some 
students who make the deposit may 
later choose not to attend Bradley. 


Starting this week 
the Scout has made 
the step into full 
desktop publishing. 
This entire issue 
was typed, edited 
and produced on 
Apple Macintosh 
computers following 
the latest trend in 
newspaper 
production. 


Tuition deposits are slightly ahead 
of the number received last year at 
this time. 

“We are cautiously optimistic. It’s 
too early to make many predictions, 
but based on the data and the numbers, 
we feel conf ^dent we can enroll 1,050 
students,’’ Gaisky said. 

May 1 is the official registration 
deadline for colleges and universities 
across the United Sutes. Gaisky said 
the weeks before and after May 1 are 
critical because many high school 
students are making final college 
choices. 


’There ’ s so much activity that the 
numbers fluctuate. April 1 through 
June 1 are capable of having greatly 
changing numbers,’’ Gaisky said. ’ 
Fewer graduating seniors means 
intense competition among colleges 
for students. The number of high 
school seniors has declined 18 percent 
to 22 percent over the past three years. 

Despite a decrease of 9 percent in 
the number of high school seniors 
graduating this year, Bradley has 
managed to keep enrollment steady. 

‘The main reasons [Bradley’s 
enrollment is steady] is that Bradley 


understands its niche in higher 
education. Bradley knows what it 
does well and does it,’’ Gaisky said. 

He said Bradley has also managed 
to buck the trend of sinking enrollment 
by continuing to emphasize its 
undergraduate program and interest 
in parents. 

Last year Bradley enrolled 37 
National Merit Scholars, high school 
seniors ranking in the top tenth of one 
percent of students acros s the country. 

“Up until last year we had a fair 
number, 14 to 18 National Merit 
Scholars a year. That’s a respectable 


Kuwaiti alumnus remembers

Walking past neighbors and 
collecting garbage were not in Ahmad 
Dasti ’splans when he graduated from 
Bradley in December 1989. 

After receiving degrees in news 
and photogrq)hy, Dasti returned to 
his native Kuwait He was working 
as a journalist for the media 
department of the Ministry of 
Communications in Kuwait when the 
Persian Gulf crisis began last August 

He said he quit working as a form 
of resistance, when Iraq invaded 


Kuwait. For months, Dasti said, he 
“lived for the moment.’’ Dasti, who 
was at Bradley this week visiting 
some friends, said he needed to leave 
“stricken” Kuwait for awhile. 

“It is not the normal life. People 
were scared to go out. You don’t 
know what your future is going to 
be,” he said. 

During the first week of the crisis, 
Dasti said he was waiting for his 
brother to get off work at a fire station 
when Iraqi soldiers arrested Dasti, 
his brotlier and about 35 firefighters. 

‘They said we had some weapons. 


We said we didn’t but they searched 
the place and didn’t find any. They 
took us to headquarters,” Dasti said. 

“I thought we’d be dead, honestly. 
I didn’t think I’d see my parents 
again,” he said. But all of them were 
freed, unharmed. 

Dasti said he and his immediate 
family were lucky, but some of his 
friends and second cousins were kil led 
during the war. 

A body was dropped by Dasti’s 
home one morning. ‘They [Iraqi 
soldiers] did that to let people know 
to be careful, to follow the rules,” he 


number that put us maybe in the top 
75 to 80 private institutions in the 
United States. Last year, 37 enrolled 
at Bradley. That places us among the 
top 25 in the United States and the top 
50 total,” Gaisky said. 

Comparing the number of 
National Merit Scholars is a good 
way to rank schools because it is a 
standard measure across the country, 
he said.

Ahmad found work as a garbage 
collector. 

“People [Kuwaitis] are sharing. 
That’s surprising to some,” he said. 

“I think the government is strong 
enough to handle it [the damage in 
Kuwait],” Ahmad said. “It is learning 
to compromise with others—having 
more democracy and respect for 
Kuwait citizens.” 

Ahmad wants to return to his job 
at the media department, but plans to 
stay in the United States for about 
two months. 

He said, “It’s really good to be 
free. You cannot feel that unless it 
happens to you.”

It could take as little as five 
minutes, one studentonce told George 
Armstrong, substance abuse 
counselor. 

“It all depends on what's 
available, who's got it and who you 
know,''John, a Bradley student, said. 
‘The more people you know, the 
easier it is to get it" 

“You almost always need to wait 
some period of time. That's kind of 
normal wh«i you're dealing with a 
black market,” he said. 

Mike, another student, said he 
could get marijuana in a matter of 
hours. “[Getting drugs] might be hard 
for someone who has no contacts,” 
he said. 

“I think lots of people would be 
surprised if they knew how many 
people had tried pot,” he said. 

Bill, who said he sometimes 
obtains drugs for other students, said 
marijuana is relatively easy to find. 
Cocaine would be harder to find. 

‘There's no problem with hard 
drugs here. People can *t afford them,” 
he said. 

‘There's never been a period of 
time we wanted drugs and didn't get 
them eventually,” John said. 
“Eventually you'll get it if you try 
hard enough.'* 

He said the price of an eighth of

an ounce of marijuana goes for $25- 
$30. "It all depends on scarcity and 
quality. I've heard of it costing $58 in 
Seattle. It's basically supply and 
demand. 

“I don't care about spending 
[money on drugs]. Just however much 
I'm able to spend without dying. We *11 
do anything we can get our hands 
on,” John said, 

Mike estimated the price of an 
eighth of marijuana closer to $20, 
with a quarter ounce costing $40. He 
also said a dose of acid should cost 
between four to five dollars. 

“You take one of those and you *re 
set for 12 hours,” he said. 

Mike saidhe knew of some people 
who spend $ 160 a month on drugs. 

John said, “You have to be a little 
careful. There have been people who 
ended up on a permanent trip.” 

“Usually,.you have some level of 
assurance and don *t have to worry if 
you know the source, "he said. “It's a 
really good idea to generally know 
the dealer.” 

Mike said, ‘The drug culture, 
being pretty small, is pretty well 
linked.” People know what is bad. 

“If someone wants it bad enough, 
they'll get it,” Ted, an ex-drug user, 
said. “Where there's people who

want drugs, there will be peq>le to 
sell drugs.” 

Students, both current and ex¬ 
users, give a variety of reasons for 
using these illegal c^gs. 

“It's more for the experience than 
anything,” John said. “More for the 
fun of it” 

Mike said the use of drugs had a 
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history largely rooted in religious 
rituals. ‘Tou find in the drug culture 
quite a lot of rituals, whether the 
users are conscious or not, that are 
ages old.” 

He said there were religious 
overtones to current drug use, such as 
some LSD users speaking of feelings 
of a communion with the world. 


Other drugs are more social, he 
said, such as alcohol and marijuana, 
and are used primarily for recreational 
purposes. “Music sounds better on 
drugs. It frees up the body. Alcohol 
does the same. Both alcohol and pot 
free up your inhibitions,” Mike said.

As the end of the semester draws 
near, the Bradley Student BookS wap 
is also approaching. 

This year, the swap will be from 
10 ajn. to2p.m. on May 2 outside the 
Yankee Inn. 

The book swap, which is 
organized by the Student Senate 
academic affairs committee, was 
revived last spring for the first lime 
since the‘70s. Lasiyear, nearly 1,000 
books were exchanged in the sw^. 

To participate in the book sw^, 
students fill out the form in last week‘s 
Scout with the names of the books 
they wish to sell and the courses the 
books are used for. They also list the 
classes and professors they will be 
taking next sonester,Tony Banasiak, 
chairperson of the acadonic affairs 
committee, said. 

These forms are collected and the 
information plugged into a conputer, 
he said. Participants will then be given 
a list of the students who need the 
books they have, or have the books 


they need. Lists are delivo'ed to 
students who live in the residence 
halls or Greek houses. Students who 
live off-campus can pick up their lists 
on May 2. 

“We just give the information. 
It’s up to the two people to agree on 
whether they’re going to swap or 
give money or whatever,” Banasiak 
said. 

Ann Marie Morgan, co-chair of 
the book swap, said, “Participation is 
not really big, but I think that’s mostly 
due to the publicity problem we’ve 
been having. 

“We put an ad in the Scout and 
are getting help from ARH and IFC 
and Pan-Hel, and I think that’ll help 
let people know about it,” she said. 

Saiate is provided with the book 
list by the bookstore, which is as 
accurate as possible at this point in 
time, Anita Lafferty, bookstore 
manger, said. She said students need 
to understand there is a little risk 
involved in sw^ing books. 

“Students need to be aware that 
when they do swap books, it’s 


between them and the seller. We’re 
not responsible to give them a refund 
if they drop the class,” Lafferty said. 

“We are being much more careful 
to get sales receipts from students 
who want refunds to show they 
purchased the book from us. We’re 
really tightening up in that area,” she 
said. 

“We don’t place orders with the 
publishers until July, and we may 
find out then that a book is 
unavailable. When we tell the 
professor that, he may decide to 
change the book. We don’t have that 
information until late,” she said. 

Lafferty said, though sales do 
fluctuate every year, she hasn’t 
noticed the swap affecting bookstore 
business. 

Jodie Jones, new all-school 
president, said she plans to continue 
the book swap. ‘The book swap has 
been successful and we’ll definitely 
continue it and are hoping to even 
expand.

Carter reaches goal as English department head

I 
would like to serve the entire 
program,” she said. “I am proud of 
the English department Itisrespected 
on campus. I want to promote it as the 
center of intellectual ideas.” 

After being nominated for the 
position. Carter submitted a position 
paper to beconsideredfortheposition. 
Ordinarily, several candidates are 
considered for this position; however, 
Carter was the only applicant. 

After a rigorous interview session, 
the English dq)artment faculty voted 
Carter the new chairperson. 


Carter said she feels there will be 
few problons in her transition to 
chairperson due to the experience she 
has had administering the English 
Graduate Program and the Division 
of Composition. She has also received 
continuing help from Kent while 
learning about the chairperson job. 

Carter received her Bachelor of 
Arts degree from the University of 
Vermont, her masters from Bradley, 
and her doctorate from the University 
of Illinois. She has taught and 
administered at Bradley since 1%3. 

Carter said a chairperson’s duties 
c«iter around the faculty, the students 
and the alumni. 

“We need to support the efforts of 
the faculty at teaching and being 
creative ... and in their scholarly 
production,” Carter said. “Creativity

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should be very much emphasized.” 

Other roles involving the faculty 
include scheduling teaching 
assignments, assigning travel money 
and making arrangements for release 
time for faculty to work on individual 
projects. 

Carter said she feels there is a 
“need to encourage students to take 
English courses. They are useful, 
exciting, and informative. We also 
need to support the English majors 
and make them feel a part of the 
department The English majors are 
good with peq)le and they have good 
communications skills.” 

She said part of this supporting 
action is implementing a revised 
curriculum for the department of 
English. Such revision will include 
an expansion of the list of writers 
taught in the department Cultural 
diversity and a change in the format 
of some classes are other revisions. 

‘This expansion will affect both 
general education English classes as 
well as major Englishclasses,” Carter 
said. “[Change] has been needed for 


a while. We need to expand African- 
American literature and also place 
more emphasis on women writers.” 

The department is also looking 
into making creative writing a major 
instead of just a minor. 

A newsletter was implemented 
last fall to keep the alumni informed 
about the English department “We 
haven ’i done enough to keep in touch 
with the alumni,” Carter said. 

One of Carter’s goals as 
departmentchairperson is an increase 
in the coherence and continuity of the 
English dq>artmenL “We arc in a 
continuous flux, as many departments 
are. People are retiring and new 
faculty are starting. I need to provide 
the unifying presence that the 
department needs. *' 

Carter said she still has research 
projects, such as a 19th century novel 
project, she is working on. “My final 
goal is to complete the research 
projects,” Carter said. “However, this 
is something that never stops.”

JcxJie Jones, recently elected All-School President, relaxes in her 
room in Harper Hail where she is a Residence Hali staff member, photo by Staci Treiber 

Parking seminar provides ideas 


Jones sees room

New innovations, including a 
hand-held ticket-writer and building 
an effective parking deck, were 
discussed at the Second Annual 
Midwest Traffic Engineering and 
Parking Seminar. 

The seminar was March 21-22 at 
Bradley, and was sponsored by the 
DepaitmM of Civil Engineering and 
Construction, the Department of 
Continuing Education and the city of 
Peoria. 

Dr. Rathi Bhalacharya, professor 
of civil engineering and construction, 
created and began conducting the 
seminar last year with the help of 
James B aumann, traffic engineer for 
the city of Peoria. 

Bhatacharya said he created the 
seminar because, 'Traffic engineering 
and parking is a major issue all over 
the nation, including Bradley 
University.” 

TheUniversity’s parking problem 


was not specifically discussed, but 
Bhatacharya saidUniversity officials 
who attended the programs may have 
picked up some ideas. 

Approximately 128 professionals 
from local, state and federal 
governments universities, and 
consulting firms participated in the 
seminar, Bhatacharya said. 

Representing Bradley at the 
seminar were: Gary Anna, vice- 
president for business affairs; Dave 
Baer, director of security; Ron 
Doerzaph, facilities planning 
administrator; and Jan Stringer, 
business management and 
administration instructor. 

The seminar was open to students, 
but because it was during spring break, 
many students could not attend, 
Bhatacharya said. 

He said, ‘The purpose of this 
[seminar] is to interact with ingenious 
[people] and people knowledgeable 
in parking and traffic engineering so 


that we can solve problems in this 
field.” 

Topics discussed include parking 
trends of the future, work-zone safety 
and hand-held ticket writers. 

Bhatacharya said hand-held 
ticket-writers arc “a new concept” 
Parking violations would be entered 
into a hand-held computer which 
would print out the tickets on the 
spot He said the day's information 
would be entered into the mainframe 
at night to keep track of persons with 
park^g violations. 

Baer said Bradley has looked at 
hand-held ticket writers before. 
‘There are pluses to it and some 
minuses. The cost would be a minus, 
butkeeping track of violations would 
be a plus. They [hand-held ticket 
writers] are expensive.” 

Bhatacharya said he would like to 
conduct the seminar again next year. 
He said he would, ‘‘... notmakemany 
changes. It went very well.”

Teleconferencing technology finds home at Bradley

In a time when the economy is 
declining and concerns about 
transportation safety are rising, more 
and more people are substituting 
travel with video teleconferencing. 

Bradley University also has 
caught this wave of technological 
innovation. Meetings, speeches and 
other communication are broadcast 
on television screens, and viewers 
can participate using a telephone. 

The University provides 
approximately one to two dozen 
teleconferences a year, said Guy 
Serumgard, television services 
production manager at the Center for 
Learning Resources. 

“We [at Bradley] are not into it in 
a big way. You could almost do one 
every day with the number of sources 
and different topics available. We 
respond to requests as we get them 
from college groups or community 


groups,” Senimgard said. 

JoelL. Hartman, associate provost 
for information technologies, said, 
“We are mainly facilitators at Bradley. 
We do a very good job and we will 
continue to participate in video 
teleconferencing, but we are not 
aggressively pursuing it” 

“Our mission at Bradley is to serve 
the students and faculty. [Aggressively 
pursuing video teleconferencing] 
diverts our resources outside of that,” 
Hartman said. He said most requests 
came from the engineering college. 

“Video teleconferencing is 
becoming more and more cost 
effective.The technology is improving 
and the costs are coming down,” 
Hartman said. 

Convenience makes video 
teleconferencing an attractive option. 
“You can assemble a lot of people 
together over a great distance without 
a great loss of time or money. You can 
share information on a widespread 
basis andyou’ve only lost two hours,” 
he said.

Serumgard said keeping up to 
date on a variety of subjects is also a 
benefit of video teleconferencing. 

‘ *You can hear an expert in a field 
who you may not be able to bring to 
your campus or who does not have 


the time to come,” he said. 

“Anytime you receive material 
from a variety of sources, it is 
beneficial to the University. You get 
another point of view, another source 
of infonnalion,” he said.

While watching a video 
teleconference live, there is an 
opportunity to interacL Participants 
can call each other and ask questions. 

When permissible, some video 
conferences are recorded. Although 
the opportunity to interact is not 
available, viewers can still receive 
important information, Serumgard 
said. Depending on what is recorded, 
some tapes are kept in the library, 
while others are only run on closed 
circuit television. 


Video teleconferencing also 
provides an opportunity to make 
money. However, Hartman said, 
“We’re not doing this to make 
money.” The purpose is to provide 
resources for the University and 
community, he said. 

Consequently, Bradley only 
makes enough money to cover the 
costs of video teleconferencing, 
Hartman said. A two to three hour 
viewing site costs somewhere in the 
hundreds of dollars, seldom over 
$ 1,000, he said. Meals and other extras 
cost more. 

Serumgard said four satellite 
dishes with teleconferencing 
capabilities are available on campus. 
The dish used most often for 
teleconferences is on the north end of 
JobstHall. 

It is a steerable dish, which means 
it is not locked on any one satellite. It 
is controlled by a remote control unit 
which accesses any satellite, thus 
providing more flexibility in 
programming, Serumgard said.

S.O.S. 
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Arbitration board strives for fair, safe BU

The Student Arbitration Board is 
an entity students hear about a lot, but 
many do not know its functions, its 
members or its purpose. 

The Arbitration Board was 
designed to be a judicial entity that 
decides cases brought forth by 
students and faculty members, Ray 
Zarvell, adviser and member of the 
Arbitration Board, said'*We’ve dealt 
with everything from traffic ticket 
appeals to very serious offenses of 
University policies.” 


The Arbitration Board has five 
voting members (three students and 
two faculty members) and three 
student alternates, Andy Razeghi, 
chairman of the Arbitration Board, 
said 

The five voting members of the 
Arbitration Board include: Zarvell; 
Raz^hi Junior international business 
major; Scott J. Stone, sophomore 
political science major; Eric Fader, 
senior accounting major, and E)r. 
Sandra Henry, professor of business 
management and administration. 

Razeghi said studentmembers are 
chosen by a representative of Student 


Senate (usually the all-school 
president), the chairman of the 
Arbitration Board and another board 
member. 

‘The interview process is very 
rigorous. We put them [applicants] in 
a lot of hypothetical situations to test 
their values system,” said Razeghi. 
He added that applicants must be 
analytical, objective andmustbe able 
to think quickly. 

Zarvell said, ‘Theroute is actually 
that an alternate member moves into 
a regular board position when a 
vacancy occurs and then there is a 
vacancy with an alternate member. 


so that position is replaced.” 

He said faculty members are 
appointed to the Arbitration Board by 
the associate provost for student 
affairs. 

Student members can remain on 
the Arbitration Board until they 
graduate as long as they remain in 
good standing with the University, 
Razeghi said. 

He said members go through an 
orientation to learn the Arbitration 
Board’s policies, procedures and 
specific responsibilities. 

Zarvell said most of the learning 
comes from ‘‘on-site training.” 

He said the best training comes 
with being an alternate because “they 
normally sit in on all the meetings of 
the board.” 

As for types of cases heard by the 
Arbitration Board, Zarvell said, most 
of their work centers around traffic 
ticket appeals. However, the Board 
has heard cases which include: 
students who set off false fire alarms, 
attacks by one student on another, 
theft, Greek system violations and 
other behavioral disruptions of the 
University climate. 

He cited an unusual case the 
Arbitration Board heard several yean 
ago. *‘A long time ago we had an 
international student who cast an evil 
spell on a faculty member. He had 
some voodoo water,” Zarvell said. 
The Arbitration Board heard this 
unusual case to ensure the student 
would not become a physical threat 

A student or a faculty member 
makes the initial decision to take a 
case to the Arbitration Board or have 
itheardby EdKing, executive director 
for housing, residential life, and die 
student judicial system, Zarvell said. 

‘‘It can get a little more 
complicated in a criminal matter 
because not only would the case be 
heard here on campus, but a stud^t 


may also choose to go through the 
civil court system,” Zarvell said. 

The Arbitration Board is equipped 
to sentence a student, Razeghi said. 
Sentences can range from censure, a 
step below disciplinary probation, to 
suspension and, ultimately, 
expulsion. He said in special cases, 
the Arbitration Board will fme the 
guilty party or require individuals to 
do community service. 

Razeghi was appointed chairman 
by Dr. AlanGalsky, associate provost 
for student affairs, upon 
recommendation by Zarvell. As 
chairman, he is responsible for the 
administrative duties of the 
Arbitration Board. 

Zarvell said as chairman, Razeghi 
is responsible for setting the date of a 
case, notifying the parties involved, 
keeping tape recordings of the 
hearings, leading discussion of case 
results and writing the board's 
decision. 

Razeghi saidhe spends an average 
of‘‘four to five hours per week doing 
administrative work, but the hours 
really vary when there is a case.” 

This semester, Razeghi said the 
Arbitration Board has heard three 
cases, not including the 
approximately 150 traffic appeals 
Bledby students. ‘This semester, two 
of the three cases have been appealed 
to Dr. Gaisky,"he said.This is unusual 
because most cases are not 2 q)pealed. 

Gaisky usually complies with 
decisions of the Arbitration Board, 
buthe does nothave to, Razeghi said. 

Razeghi said he would like to 
clear up a misconception students 
have about the Board. ‘‘Students often 
think the Arbitration Board will be 
more lenient than Ed King.” 

‘‘We do have sympathy for 
students, but we also have a 
responsibility to Bradley.”

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Class gives perspective on 

various international affairs

Students enrolled in a class listed 
as IS 305, Diplomacy and 
International Affairs, are learning to 
look at world relations from an 
entirely new perspective. 

The 18 students taking IS 305 are 
part of a computer simulation which 
models the world diplomatic 
community. The simulation originates 
from a system at the University of 
Maryland, and involves 22 teams 
from 15 schools around the world, 
each representing a particular nation 
in the international realm. Students 
in IS 305make up two of those teams, 
representing Spain and India. 

Each team communicates the 
concerns and policies of their 
individual countries to other teams 
participating in the simulation. *The 
teams try and mimic what they feel 
their countries would try to say and 
do. They exchange messages in real 
time through electronic mail. It is 
kind of like a big party line,” said Dr. 
Charles Bukowski, the instructor for 
IS 305. 

Since each team’s messages have 
to reflect the situations existing in the 
country that team represents, students 
had to go through extensive 
preparations before the simulation 
began. 


“The first half of the class,” 
Bukowski said,” was to prepare 
students for the simulation. Each 
person was not only assigned a 
country, but a particular job on that 
team. 

Meg Keller, senior international 
studies major, is a member of the 
India team and India's expert on 
domestic issues. Keller said, “I had to 
pretty much know the whole domestic 
situation in India.” 

As part of the exercise, each team 
member had to prq)are a report on 
their own specific area of expertise. 
The iiiformation from these individual 
pi^s was compiled into one large 
national study. 

The actual simulation began Apr il 
5 with thefrrstof several international 
conferences. These scheduled 
conferences consist of invited nations 
corresponding through electronic 
mail as they try to reach agreements ' 
on such issues as human rights, 
nuclear proliferation and trade. 

These conferences attempt to 
model the communication between 
nations as realistically as possible. 
The program can even generate a 
crisis scenario for the teams to deal 
with. 

“It (the program) can create 
catastrophes, but we haven't 
encountered that yet,” said Amanda 


Hubbard, a junior international 
studies major. 

However, the India and Spain 
teams did encounter the aftennath of 
a real catastrophe. They received a 
message from the Costa Rica team at 
the University of Cosu Rica. The 
message read: “Costa Rica is sad to 
inform you that we have suffered 
from a big earthquake two days ago. 
THIS IS NOT A SIMULATION ... 
We will try to continue with the 
simulation. However, we also have 
to help our people at the east coast. 
Should you be ^le to get some help 
for them we will greatly appreciate 
it” 

Bill Pilat, a sophomore 
international studies major and 
member of the Spain team, said the 
teams are trying to strike agreements 
before the simulation ends in a few 
weeks. “Right now, in human rights 
issues and drug issues there is a wide 
difference of opinion. We are trying 
to narrow it down to some sort of 
agreement,” Pilat said. 

Bukowski said he would like to 
see the class offered again soon, but 
the simulation is expensive. 'What I 
hope to do is to set it up as having a 
lab fee students would have to pay to 
take the class,” Bukowski said. He 
said he hopes it will be off^ed again 
in the fall of '92.

Are you or are you notgraduating 
into a recession? Everyone fears it 
Let's talk about what that really means 
in terms of economic activity. 

In a great growth year the U.S. 
Gross National Produa rises maybe 
three percent In a recession year, 
we're looking at something just shy 
of no growth at all or a GNP drop of 
as much as half of one percent. So 
we're not talking about major 
shutdowns in economic activity. 

The first thing to realize is not to 
be terrified by the word recession. 
Secondly, a recession affects some 
industries and companies much more 
than others. One of the special twists 
in a recession is keep your general 
* business reading up to date, and 
listening for themes. Turn on 


Financial News Network, the 
business segment of CNN, and listen 
for the messages of those who will be 
affected by recession. 

What do you look for in general 
business reading? First, you look for 
layoffs and signs of contraction. The 
general rule is, the smaller the 
business and the older the industry, 
the more it'll be affected by a 
downturn. 

A 50>person globe manufacturer 
might only have six professional 
positions. Noneof them are for recent 
college grads anyway. Oh the other 
hand, there are some industries that 
do just fine in recessions: public 
utilities, food companies, 
pharmaceuticals. In this recession, it 
looks like international trade will be 
doing just fine. 


Companies that might scale back 
a bit might be in the technology areas 
and the steel industry. 

But you must be careful of even 
general rules. A big U.S. car maker 
may say, “We're idling a plant for a 
we^ and we've laid off 6,000hour ly 
workers.” But because of retirem^ts 
and management ranks, they may not 
only be still hiring, but may be hiring 
on campus. 

Which leads to the next point 

The recession's had more of an 


impart on who comes to campus to 
recruit, than on who's hiring. You 
will sec a greater drop in the number 
of arriving interviewers and the 
number of companies visiting canpus 
than you'll see of companies not 
hiring at all. 

For example, most United States 
telecommunication companies are 
hiring, evoi in the recession. 

Where does that leave you? 

More on that next time.

Coalition hopes to 

ddd requirements

If things go the ay the 
Multicultural Awareness Coalition 
would like, general education 
requrements at Bradley might soon 
differ. 

At issue are the requirements for 
Social Forces and Institutions. 
Currently, students are required to 
complete two of 29 ^>proved courses 
in order to satisfy university 
requirements. 

Cindy Spector, president of the 
Multicultural Awareness Coalition, 
wants to take these requirements a 
step further. 

Spector said that the goal of the 
coalition is to subdivide the existing 
six hours of Social Forces cour sework 
into a general and a multicultural 
skills category. 

These requirements, in turn, will 
be weighed as three semester hours 


apiece towards fulfilling general 
education requirements 

Currently, the proposal is being 
evaluated by the college of Libo’al 
Arts and Sciences. Until a decision is 
reached, on e can only speculate. 

Dr.Alan Gaisky, associaieprovost 
for student affairs, expressed his 
desire to a quick resolution of the 
issue. 

*This is an issue that Ibelieve has 
to be discussed and it has to be 
resolved,” Gaisky said. “Ithas a lot of 
support fro mmany different areas 
and hopefully it will get some 
resolution.” 

Support groups in favor of the 
social forces split include the Student 
Senate and theTask Force on Human 
Relations. 

Dr. Gaisky also expressed his 
desire to see at least an initial decision 
by the end of the semester as well as 
Jmplemenution shortly thereafter.

cynicafly. ‘‘Why do people get high 
but to g^ away from themselves? I 
didn’t get high to get high. I got high 
to get away from what was around 
me. 

“If apersonfoundnothing wrong 
with himself, he wouldn*tuse drugs.” 

Ted said he first tasted alcohol at 
age eight and first tried marijuana at 
age twelve. He became addicted to 
several prescription and non¬ 
prescription drugs and alcohol before 
he finally stopped using drugs. 

‘*We*re looking for that escape,” 
he said. “I didn’t use drugs and alcohol 
to feel good. I used drugs so 1 didn’t 
feel bad.” 

Chris, who used drugs several 
times amonth ago but has since stayed 
away from drugs, said he first tried 
drugs out of a “combination of 
curiosity and peer pressure and a 
f***ed up viewpoint on life.” 

Hedoesnotruleoutthepossibility 
of further drug use, but says he does 
not plan to aggressively hunt drugs. 

He said he had never tried drugs 
before because of society’s prejudice 
against them and a lack of access. 

“I really don’t care what society 
thinks any more. I ’ve decided what I 
think is more important than what 
everybody else thinks,” Chris said. 

John said, “If someone told me I 
couldn’t use drugs. I’d be depressed 
because they arc fun, but there arc 
plenty of other buzzes to be found.” 

Students who use drugs say the 
situation on campus is not one that 
would be considered bad by officials. 

They arc not worried about being 
caught by University officials either. 

“You’dbc an idiot to get caught,” 
John said. “That just takes a little 
brains. You can go to places you 
won’t get caught Some drugs like 
acid you can’t get caught with.” 

Some students imply it is safer to 
avoid the residence halls while using 
drugs. ’To be honest, I usually avoid 
the campus. I would never do drugs 
in the dorms. I just wouldn’t,” Mike 
said. 

He did say he would come on 
campus after using drugs though. 
“How are they going to catch you if 
you ’re just walking through campus 
— if you’re just walking and 
laughing?” 

Armstrong said he diought many 
students eventually moved off 
campus so they could be free to use 
drugs without campus officials 
around. 

Bill said if he was ever caught he 
thought he would probably be sent to 
counseling. “I’d just laugh at them.” 


T take diem seriously enough 
that I don’t keep anything here [in 
hisroom], but I’mnot worried about 
them. I think it’s none of the 
University’s business.” 

Students have few fears about 
using drugs and generally favor 
legalization of the drugs. 

“Only the people whodon*t know 
what they’re doing concern me — 
the people who don’t know what 
they’re doing,” Bill said. 

John said, ‘The only drug I’m 
addicted to is smoking. It’s like with 
other drugs — you get bored. It’s 
more of a hedonistic thing. It gives 
you a totally different way of seeing 
things. 

“After the last time I used acid I 
was even more motivated to go to 
class.” 

“People usually know what 
they’re getting into. The problems 
comes when the drug become the 
only thing they care about As long 
as you know your life isn’t revolving 
around drugs, you ’re O.K.,” he said. 

Ted said, “I believe there are 
people out there who can handle 
booze and drugs. The fine line is if 
they have to do drugs to go out or to 
meet people — then they have a 
dependency.” 

Despite any possible dangers, 
many still rally for legalization of 
drugs. 

“Marijuana should be legalized 
or alcohol should be illegalized. 
Alcohol is far for dangerous than 
drugs. Nicotine is far more addictive 
than marijuana,” Bill said. 

Mike said, “Learn about the stuff 
before you take it Talk to people 
who have u sed it and read about it In 
a way, health classes are a source of 
information. People know the 
dangers of cigarettes and alcohol 
and that doesn’t stop diem from using 
those.” 

University officials find the drug 
use troublesome. 

T think every student who drinks 
or uses drugs is at risk for [a drug 
related death],” Ann Jones, director 
of the Center for Wellness and 
Counseling, said. 

“As director of the Center I quake 
in my boots every week thinking 
about [a drug related death]. It could 
happen to us,” she said. 

Armstrong said he finds the lack 
of education concerning. “Nothing 
has been written in the last twenty 
years on acid or any psychedelic 
drug and I’m starling to sec more 
students using them. 

“People stay away from coke 
and crack because they are read

The information in this article is 
compiledfrom pamphlets found in the 
Bradley Health Center. 

Though many drug users want to 
legalize them, most iUegal drugs carry 
effects just as harmful or even more 
dangerous than legal drugs. 

Almost every drug available 
causes numerous physical and 
psychological problems. 

Cocaine use can cause changes in 
blood pres sure and heart and breathing 
rates. Other effects include nausea, 
vomiting, body temperature changes, 
insomnia, tremors and convulsions. 

Long term effects can include 
hallucinations, breaks with reality, or 
possible death from cocaine poisoning 
or impure mixes of the drug. 

Marijuana depresses the immune 
system and can cause decreases in 
sperm count in men or irregular 
ovulation in women. It irritates the 
throat and lungs and can result in lung 
cancer, bronchitis or emphysema. 
Heart rate is also inaeased and reaction 
is impaired when on the drug. 

LSD or acid can cause 
hallucinations and flashbacks. There 
is a possibility of birth defects in user’s 
children and tolerance to the drug can 
be built up. Other hallucinogens, 
including PGP and mescaline, carry 
similar effects. 

Cigarettes contain nicotine, a drug 
with great physical and psychological 


[about]. Nothing has been written 
negatively to inform young pec^le 
about the dangers of using psychedelic 
drugs. 

“When was the last time you read 
something about psychedelic drugs? 
There arc a lot of misconceptions and 
that worries me. Psychedelic drugs 
are not habit forming, but what they 
do to your mind is really bad.” 

Tim Wendle, director of residential 
life, said students caught on campus 
with drugs will be tried on campus by 
the arbitration board for 
misdemeanors. Felonies are sent to 
the city courts. 

Waidle said the University was 
allowed to try students on campus due 
to an agreement between the state’s 
attorney, the PeoriaPolice and Bradley 


addiction potential. Cigarette 
smoking is linked to emphysema, 
lung cancer and heart disease. 

Alcohol can also create 
psychological and physical 
dependencies, and increased use can 
result in increased tolerance. Long¬ 
term heavy drinking is linked to 
cancer and heart and liver damage. 

Depressants, which include 
barbiturates, tranquilizers and 
methaqualone, cause reactions of 
confusion and loss of coordination. 
Overdoses can result in comas and 


security. 

“I think we would overwhelmthe 
(Peoria Police) if we reported every 
case,” Wendle said. 

In the 1984-85 school year, 22 
students received disciplinary action 
through the University. In the 1988- 
89schoolyear 103 students received 
discipline from Bradley. 

Discipline can range from a fine 
to a censure (not serious enough for 
probation, but results in a lack of 
good standing) to dismissal from the 
University. 

Officials at two other univeristies 
in the Midwest with approximately 
the same size school body as Bradley, 
DePaul and Drake universities, said 
they had no figures on drug usage or 
disciplinary action taken because of 
drugs. 


death, and these drugs are especially 
dangerous when mixed with alcdiol. 
This drug can also build up 
dependencies and cause the user to 
build up a tolerance. 

Narcotics such as heroin, 
morphine, codeine and opium result 
in lethargy, apathy and loss of 
judgement and self-control. These 
too can result in dq)endencies and 
tolerance build-ups. Ovo^doses can 
cause convulsions, comas and death. 
Risks associated with these drugs 
include malnutrition, infectionfrom 
unclean needles and hepatitis. 


Possession of more than 30 grams 
of marijuana, trafficking drugs and 
possession of harder drugs are 
considered felonies which would be 
sent immediately to thePeoria courts. 

Misdemeanors are reported, but 
are tried on campus. Students caught 
off campus are not subject to 
University jurisdiction, Ed King, 
executive director of housing, 
residentiallifeandthestudentjudicial, 
said. 

Incompliance with the DrugFree 
School andCommunitiesAaof 1989, 
Bradley employees are forbidden to 
manufacture, distribute or possess 
intoxicants or controlled substances 
on campus. 

A breach of this rule could result 
in loss of federal funds to the 
University.

Molinari made a major roster 
adjustment, last week as he cut three 
walk-ons from the men’s basketball 
team. 

The three players cut were Mark 
Dietrich, Paul Lee and Adam Carl. 
Dietrich and Lee. The players were 
freshman who earned letters last 
season. 

“I just felt with the cutback on 
scholarships to 14 and then 13, it 
would be better to let them go at this 
point,” Molinari said. ’’It wasn't an 
easy decision, but I felt it was for the 
better.” 

Molinari said he released the 
players at this point so they could 
transfer to another school. ‘They 
didn’t fit heavily into our plans so 
hopefully they can transfer and play 
at another school,” Molinari said. 


All three players said they were 
offered a partial scholarship for this 
semest^, but were advised not to 
take it “I was told there was going to 
be money second semester. I could 
have taken it, but I was advised not to 
because I was assured of being on the 
team (in the fall),” Lee said. 

Carl said the dismissal came as a 
shock to him, especially since 
Molinari had not evaluated their 
talent “It just doesn’t equate, that we 
would be off the team without getting 
looked at,” Carl said. ‘‘Its upsetting, 
especially after being a sixth man.” 

Dietrich, who turned down 
football scholarships at Iowa and 
Brigham Young to play basketball at 
Bradley, said he felt he was ‘‘short 
changed.” 

‘‘He did what he had to do. I don’t 
think it was fair because we didn’t get 
a chance to prove ourselves. He never 
saw us play,” Dietrich said. 

He said “the chances are pretty 


high” he will transfer, but he does not 
know where. ‘‘I would like to go to a 
small school and play football and 
basketball both.” 

Lee said he was planning on 
transferring, but also did not know 
where. He said it would depend on if 
he had to sit out a year. 

Carl, who played the most out of 
the three, said he is probably going to 
transfer and hang up his basketball 
sneakers. He said he probably would 
not pursue basketball since he would 
have to sit out a year. 

Carl, a 5-11 guard, played in 21 
games, started in two and averaged 
17.1 minutes, 4.8 points and 1.3 
rebounds per game. His 50 assists 
were third on the team. 

Lee, a 6-1 guard, played in 14 
games and averaged 1.4 points and 
0.3 rebounds. 

Dietrich averaged 1.3 points and 
0.4reboundsagame. He played in 13 
contests.

This has been a year of peaks and 
valleys for the Bradley baseball 
team,who have lost six in a row, and 
are 20-22 on the year. 
BRADLEY VS. ILLINOIS 
The Braves traveled to 
Champaign on Wednesday to take on 
the Fighting lllini. The game was a 
battle as the Braves fell 13-9. 

With both starting pitchers at the 
mercy of the hitters, the scoreboard 
l it up early as the two schools 


combined for five homeruns, 26 hits 
and one bench-clearing brawl. 

Starter Mike Grace (1-6) 
struggled, as he was allowed eight 
runs in just three innings. lllini first 
baseman Bubba Smith was the hitting 
hero, as he went 4-for-5 with three 
homers and six runs batted in. 

The Bradley bats were successful 
as they pounded 13 hits. Mike Buike 
and Doug Sholtis had homeruns and 
Dennis Stachura knocked in three 
runs. 

The game look a turn for the worst 
in the bottom of the eighth inning 


when Bradley pitcher Tim Johnson 
threw a pitch behind Scott Spiezio. 
The benches cleared, resulting in 
several ejections. 

Head coach Dewey Kalmer said 
he was “proud” of the way his team 
played despite the fight. 
BRADLEY VS. VALPARAISO 
OnTuesday afternoon, the Braves 
traveled to Valparaiso to make a game 
that was previously rained out The 
Hilltoppers fell 8-5 as Matt Weisbruch 
(2-2) took the loss.

Entering last weekend’s series. 


the Braves had hopes of tightening 
the race in the Missouri Valley 
Conference. But, disappointment 
prevailed, as the Braves were swept 
in the four-game series. 

In the first game Mike Grace was 
on the short end of an 8-4 decision. 
The game was tied 4-4 entering the 
bottom of the fifth, when the 
Sycamores tallied four mns to take 
the game. Five errors by the BU 
defense aided the loss. 

Game two proved to be a pitchers 
duel, but ISU prevailed 4-0. Joe 
Petcka (3-2) surrendered just three 


hits, but his teammates could only 
muster two hits against ISU starter 
Casey Whitten. 

Whitten was near-perfect as he 
walked none and struck out 10 to 
raise his mark to 6-1. 

The results of games three and 
four were the same, as Indiana State 
completed the sweep. 

Game three featured Dave Gevee, 
who going into the game had pitched 
29 consecutive shutout innings (16 
scoreless in MVC play). 

Gevee (^4) carried a 1-0 lead

Bradley pitcher Sharon Kempf 
from Floris sant. Mo. has beenplay ing 
softball since she was five years old. 

Kempf has two older brothers who 
played baseball and got her into the 
swing of things. 

At Hazelwood West High School, 
Kempf, or Shakey, a nickname given 
to her in high school, earned many 
honors. In her four year career there 
she was named Most Valuable Player 
all four years and best offensive player 
two years. 

She is not only athletic but 
intelligent. She earned the female 
Scholar Athlete award from 
Hazelwood and was featured on 
ESPN for being a scholastic athlete. 

Kempf, cunently one of the team 
captains, then received a full athletic 
scholarship to attend Bradley. 

“In college as an athlete, 1 have 
had to put in a lot more time into only 
one sport, unlike high school where I 
participated in volleyball and track as 
well as softball. It’s a big difference 
time-wise and level-of-play-wise 
between high school and college,” 


Kempf said. 

Kempf not only helps Bradley 
with her pitching, but also with her 
batting. She batted .389 her freshman 
season, and sophomore season 
increased her average to .409. 

Along with having the best batting 
average for a softball player, Kempf 
has made Bradley’s record books for 
being among the best in overall 
hitting, hitting doubles, and for a low 
earned run average. 

Head Coach Clint Wilson said, 
“Her play hasn’t changed at all from 
the start of her college career. The 
reason her batting average isn’t as 
high is she has been hitting the ball 
right to people or she has been robbed 
by great defensive plays.” 

Kempf was chosen All- 
Conference utility player for the 
Missouri Valley Conference in which 
the coaches of the conference select 
the winners. 

She also received the Midwest 
All American award where the 
Midwest coaches vote for the 
recipients. 

Wilson said, “Sharon definitely 
has a good chance to be inducted in 
Bradley’s Hall of Fame.”

This was the third criminal act 
against a female Bradley student 
within the past three weeks. Dave 
BaCT, director of security, said he 
thinks these are all isolated incidents. 

"I do not think these are the same 
people,” Baer said. "Opportunities 
oftm present themselves and people 
are going to take advantage of those 
opportunities.” 

The first incident occuned April 
13 next to the construction sight 
outside of the W.E.S. Complex 
residence halls. Afemale student was 
grabbed and knocked to the ground 
and the suspect repeatedly grabbed 
h^ breasts. 

She began to scream when he told 
her to be quiet because he had a gun. 
Someone heard the screaming and 
yelled for him to leave her alone. The 
attacker immediatley took off 
running. 

The second attack, on April 23, 
involved an attack onafemale studait 
leaving Olin Hall. She was returning 
to her residence hall when a man put 
his hand over her mouth, pushed her 


in the bushes and tried to put his hand 
under her shirt She received a wound 
on her left shoulder that required nine 
stitches. 

Baer said the security officers are 
aware of what is happening around 
campus. He said security, as well as 
the student escort program, are trying 
to oisure students* safety. 

‘These are things that happen,** 
Baer said, "We do all we can. We 
share the information with the city 
and we question, re-question and 
question again the victims for 
information that will be beneficial.” 

He said they have made some 
changes as to how security is looking 
for things. 

Adam Thome, a student escort, 
said the escort service received more 
calls since the third incident than any 
other evening. "It was basically 
created for girls because people want 
to send a girl home with someone 
they trust,” Thome said. 

Thome said there is never any 
reason for a student to walk alone on 
campus. 


Tuition increases 
again at Bradley

Bradley’s tuition will be raised 

again for the 1991-92 school year. 

Tuition thisyear was $8,500. Gary 
Anna, vice president of business 
affairs, said for the next school year 
tuition will increase by 6.47 percent 
or $550. This will make the tuition 
$9,050. 

Along with the tuition increase 
room and board will also increase 
approximately 5.1 percent. This 
increase varies, depending on where 
you live. This increase is needed to 
cover the increased cost range. 

"We think we are a very fair- 
priced school,” Anna said. 

’T. 


Bradley’s annual 5.5 percent to 
6.5 percent increase has been below 
the national average of 7 percent to 9 
percent increases of other universities. 

Anna said the Bradley board of 
directors approved the guidelines to 
be followed in the tuition increase. 
One provision in these guidelines is a 
percentage increase in fmancial aid 
equaling the percentage amount of 
increase of tuition. 

"We are always sensitive to any 
tuition increase,” said Anna, "But the 
University is a not-for-profit 
corporation. We ultimately re-invest 
money back to the support systems 
that students are here for. 

Anna said Bradley has had annual 
tuition increases since 1974. 


Tuition has increased 
by 6.47% from last year.

Professor Stein to 
recieve poetry grant

Kevin Stein, professor of the 
Department of English and Foreign 
Languages, will take a year-long leave 
after being awarded a National 
Endowment for the Arts FeJ lowship. 

Stein was notified in January that 
he had won the $20,000 NEA poetry 
fellowship. He wfll begin his leave 
May 26. 

‘The fellowship is an award to 
writers who show promise and who 
may benefit from a sustained period 
of time to write,” he said. 

Each year, 40 NEA poetry 
fellowships are awarded throughout 
the United States. Stein said a new 
jury of poets is selected each year to 
judge the entries. The identities of the 
jurists are not revealed until after the 
selections. 

Stein submitted his manuscript to 
the committee in March, 1990. 

He has already completed a few 


poems which will be included in the 
new collection. In the past, his poetry 
has dealt with people in everyday 
situations and people in nature. Stein 
saidhis recent workhas become more 
political. 

"Writing for me is just a process 
of discovery... to discover what you 
didn’t know you knew about,” Stein 
said. He also said writing was an 
"adventure.” 

"It’s been said that a poem is 
never finished. It’s merely 
abandoned,” Stein said. ‘‘It’s hard to 
ever feel totally satisfied.” 

Stein has had work published in 
several literary magazines. 

Some of Stein’s favorite poets are 
James Wright, William Mattie ws aiKi 
Maura Stanton. 

Stein has taught American 
literature and creative writing at 
Bradley since 1984. In 1989, he was 
presented with the teacher of the year 
award by Mortarboard, one of 
Bradley’s honor societies.

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Construction irritates students

Construction is under way on the 
$350,000 Bradley University 
entranceway project 

West St James has been blocked 
off and tom up, paving the way for 
the street to be redone. The project 
will take four to six weeks, Mark 
Struss, director of facilities 
management at Bradley, said. The 
road will then be opened, but 
landsc^ing will continue during the 
summer and into fall. 

Landscaping will cost $60,000. 

Recycling 


Pine and spruce trees, evergreen 
shrubs and flower beds will run the 
length of St James from the entrance 
to the intersection with Elmwood 
Avenue. Some landscaping will also 
be done along the S-curve. An 
additional $60,000 will be spent on 
irrigation. 

Two limestone walls with the 
University *s name and logo will cost 
approximately $65,000. 

Additional costs are associated 
with parking lots, sidewalks and 
paving the street 

Hilltopics, Bradley’s newspaper 
for parents and alumni, reported 


approximately $37,000for the project 
was donated by parents, alumni and 
others. 

“When the city decided to create 
an S-connector, it gave us the 
opportunity to connect campus with 
an entrance and landscaping. It*s 
pleasing appearance will help in 
recruiting,’* Struss said. 

Construction began last week 
because of the city’s schedule, Struss 
said. He said go^ weather and the 
fact the contractors were ready also 
led to the decision.

Bradley University is missing 840 
pounds of aluminum thanks to the 
Student Senate campus recycling 
program. 

The Erst aluminum can pickup 
was between 9 a.m. and 12:30 p.m. 
last Saturday. It is still not definite if 
there will be another pickup this 
semester. 

‘Tt depends on whether people 
want to work and if people will be 
around, withfmals andall,’’ said John 
Anker, acting student coordinator for 
the program. 

He said if there is another one, it 
will be next Saturday. The program 
will resume next semester. 

Anker said he “started getting 
nervous’’ but was happy to get the 
program started this semester. 

Theprogram was due to start April 
6 but was delayed because of 
problems with employee payment 
forms and getting enough employees 
to work. 

“It wasn’t as successful as I 


originally dreamed it would be, but 
given the problems of late. I’m 
counting it as a success,’’Anker said. 

At least one floor from every 
residence hall participated, with close 
to 100 percent participation in Heitz 
Hall, he said. 

IBS Inc. recycling center will pay 
the students 5 cents more per pound 
than the going rate for aluminum. 
The rate at the time of pickup was 
between 40 and 45 cents per pound. 

Anker and three other students 
picked up cans from the residence 
halls and Pi Kappa Phi, Delta Tau 
Delta and LCA. Bags of cans were 
transported to the IBS Inc. bin located 
at Macmillan. 

IBS Inc. wants to weigh the cans 
and take them to its recycling center 
by noon. Anker said, “We started 
running a little behind. We didn’t 
expect as many bags. It took us so 
long to label each bag.’* Each bag was 
labelled to identify which floor the 
cans came from. 

Instead of collecting cans from 
one building at a time. Anker said 


he’d like to send students out in pairs 
or groups of three. 

However, there aren’t enough 
employees to do that now. Anker said 
he originally anticipated the program 
requiring 14 student workers, but now 
thinks the number of employees “will 
be closer to about eight or 10.’’ 
En^loyees earn $4.25 an hour. 

‘Tf four can do the work in four 
hours, 10 can do it just as well in two 
hours,’’ he said. 

In the future. Anker said he’d like 
a pair of students to suy at the bin to 
faciliute the process. Also, off- 
campus and Greek houses will have 
to bring their own cans to Macmillan.

Alcohol: the forgotten college drug choice?

Whether in pills or vials, on tabs 
of paper or in a pipe, any illegal drug 
can cause damage when misused. 

But many campus officials agree 
the drug causing the most damage on 
Bradley's campus is the legal one... 
alcohol. 

“I see more alcohol abuse [on 
can:^>us] than what we consider the 
othCT illegal drugs — to me they're 
both drugs,” George Armstrong, 
substance abuse counselor, said. 

“I think there is a miscQncq>tion 
that more people probably perceive 
the illegal drugs being the more 
harmful,” he said. 

Dr. Henry Gross, medical director 
of the Health Center, also said he 
thinks alcohol is a larger problem on 
campus than other drugs. “By far, my 
impressionisthatthebiggest problem 
drug is alcohol,” he said. 

One of the major concerns of 
alcohol abuse is the accidents that 
can stemfromiL “I think every student 
who drinks or uses drugs is at risk [for 
a drug-related death],” Dr. Ann Jones, 
director of the Center for Wellness 
and Counseling, said. 

“Accidents are the No. Ikillerfor 
people between 18 and 24 — it's 
really risky,” she said. 

According to “What Everyone 
Should Know About Alcohol,” by 
the Channing L. Bete Co., Inc., 
alcohol use can increase the 
possibility of accidents. 

The pamphlet says, “Even small 
amounts of alcohol can reduce 



coordination, slow reflexes and lead 
to overconfidence. Drinking drivers 
may drive too fast, pass at the wrong 
time, andmakeother poor decisions.” 

The pamphlet also repoits that 50 
percent of highway deaths, about 
25,000 a year, are alcohol related. 

Armstrong said he had several 
fears about the alcohol situation since 
kegs wm banned at fraternity parties 
last fall. 

“When Bradley abolished the keg 
policy, I was afraid students would 
turn to... hard alcohol first and then 
drugs secondly,” he said. 

He said he has seen more use of 
hard liquor but has not seen any 
increase in the use of hard drugs, 
though he said the anti-keg policy 
encourages students to get high. 

Armstrong also said he thought 
the policy encouraged more off- 
campus drinking. He said he thinks 
many Greek houses have other off- 
campus houses besides their official 
ones where students are now going to 
drink. ‘T think here is where you're 
seeing the partying taking place,” he 
said. 


“We're leaving campus to go 
drinking and once you 're doing that, 
people are driving,” he said. “If 
they're going to drink, I'dratherhave 
than do it on campus.” 

He also said the local bars wae 
not doing enough to make sure 
underage drinkas were staying out 
of them. “We could do a better job in 
checking,” he said. 

One of his goals is to remove the 
Gass B license which allows an 
establishment to serve food and 
alcohol and to admit people under 18, 
as long as only those people 21 and 
over were allowed to drink alcohol. 

Of the two closest bars to Peoria, 
Rocky's andtheLucky Lady Saloon, 
only the Lady has the Gass B license, 
but does not actively use it Both said 
they do iK>t allow people under 21 
into their esublishinents. 

Stiir, no matter what the rules are, 
underage drinkers say they have no 
problem finding alcc^ol when they 
want some. 

'There are a couple of places that 
sell [alcohol], a couple of places 
without very good ID checks and 
there are always people over 21 who 
will buy for you,” one Bradley 
freshman said. 

Another underage student said, 
“I just go down to the local liquor 
store. It takes about five minutes. 
Sometimes they card, sometimes they 
don't. If they card, I go back and get 
some ID and then they don't ask me 
for another month,” she said. 

“It's just easier in a town that has 
a college,” she said. “Inmy hometown 


we can't buy it, with or without cards. 
Here, they know they 're getting their 
money from the college.” 

“I just hope we can keep the mood 
[of Bradley] responsible,"Armstrong 
said.

Education is one of the major 
goals of the staff of the Center for 
Wellness and Counseling. 

Plans are already being made for 
next year's National Collegiate 
Alcolwl Awareness Week, an event 
which Bradley only actively 
participated in for the first time last 
autumn, Jones said. 

Jones said the Center has already 
received the Choices grant from the 
National Collegiate Athletic 
Association with the help of 
Anheuser-Busch Companies. The 
grant is designed to help universities 
work on programs to eliminate illegal 
and excessive alcohol use on 
campuses nationwide. 

Jones said some of the grant will 
go towards next year's alcohol 
awareness week, though no specific 
plans have been made yet 


The Center is already working on 
programs which include: the Learning 
to Live Again program, which brings 
recovering alcoholics back to school; 
the Adult Children of Alcoholics 
group, to help people deal with abuse 
received at the hands of an alcoholic; 
and the Students in Recovery group, 
which helps students adjust to life 
without alcohol. 

Jones said the Center also hopes 
to institute peer counselors for the 
alcohol/substance abuse program. 

Jones said the hardest part of 
making students aware of the 
problems of alcohol is low student 
interest “We know we're supposed 
to do these [healthy] things, but when 
people keep telling us, we block it 
out,” she said. 

One of the frequent complaints 
on evaluation for the University 
Experience class last semesta was 
that the alcoholism part was too 
repetitive, she said. 

“Alcohol programming on the 
grand scale is hard,” Jones said. “It's 
easy to schedule a night in the 
ballroom. It's easy to schedule a 
speaker. It's easy to make a poster, 
but it's hard to make the event 
meaningful for the people there. 

“I don'ifeel discouraged. It's hard 
to make contact with people. It's hard 
to move someone from a state of 
awareness to a sute of action. 

“We 're having one heck of a time 
getting anybody out [to events],” 
Jones said.

Seniors get 'real' world experience

As graduation approaches, many 
students are completing senior 
projects to use all the knowledge they 
have gained ovct the past four years. 

All business and theater majors 
must complete a required senior 
project to graduate. Mary Derbas, 
senior finance major, is completing 
hCT project for BMA 452 (Strategic 
Management and Business Policy). 

She said busines s majors work in 
groups to do consulting for real 
business owners through the Small 
Business Institute. 

Derbas said. ‘There were six of 
us [in the group]. We were working 
with two women who wanted to start 


a women's accessories business.” 

The group includes: Derbas; Joel 
Levington and Leaiui Bahl. both 
accounting majors; Heather Green, 
marketing major; and Sandy Kuth, 
international business major. It has 
been working on the project since 
spring break. 

Derbas said the group prepared 
financial statements and 
recommended marketing strategies 
to the clients. Since there were 
representatives from several different 
majors, each person had different 
responsibilities. 

Since Derbas is a finance major, 
she said she had to help with 
operational strategies — what the 
business could do on a day to day 
basis to become more competitive.

to the course instructor and the clients 
during finals, Derbas said. She said 
each group member had planned 
approximately five hours per week to 
work on the project, but added, “I 
think we 've q)entnK)re time than that.” 

Dr. Charles Stoner, professor of 
business management and 
administration, is one of the instructors 
for BMA 452 this semester. He said 
this type of project began 17 to 18 
years ago, and students have “always 
been working with real clients.” 

Stoner said the first two-thirds of 
the course involves learning various 
business strategies. The last one-third 
is the project 

“It's a heavy work load,” he said. 
“For the students who can organize 
their time well and work on the project 
a little each wedc. they should have no 
problems completing the project” 

Derbas said she liked working with 
real clients instead of a hypothetical 
case. “Itmakes you work a little harder 
because you're working with real 
people in real situations. 

“It really puts everything you've 
learned into practice,” she said. 

Senior theater major Pip Lilly also 
said a senior project is “a practical 
application of what you've learned 
over the last four years.” 

Lilly is completing THE 410 
(Senior Seminar) which is required 
for all senior theater majors. He said 
the two major components of the 
course are a performance project and 
a research paper. 

The performance project is chosen 
by the student but must be approved 
by the instructor, Lilly said. “I directed 
and acted in scenes from a short play 
called ‘Home' by Samm-Art

He said theato- majors base their 
performance projects on their area 
of expertise. Technical students may 
work with lighting, directing, sound 
or design. Lilly said, “Acting majors 
usually end up putting on some 
scenes from a play.” 

James Ludwig, acting director 
for the division of theato- arts, said 
the performance project is “highly 
individualized.” He said, “Students 
are challenged to use the various 
areas of theater they have learned at 
Bradley.” 

Lilly said, “We actually only had 
two weeks of actual rehearsal [but] I 
started working on it last semester 
because I knew it [the performance 
project] was coming up this 
semester.” 

The performance project is like a 
recital, Lilly said. Theater students 


can invite their families and friends 
to see the finished product

The research paper has to be on

Catdier in the Rye,The Grapes 
of Wrath, Huckleberry Firm, 
Macbeth, The MerchantofVenice, 
To Kill a Mockingbird, anda 1986 
edition of Webster's Dictioiuuy 
are in the case. Author Judy 
Blume, a frequent target for 
censors, is well represoited with 
three books: Deenie, Blubber, and 
Then Again, Maybe I Won't 

Hansen has also compiled 
several newspq>er articles about 
Peoria School District 150's 
attempt to ban these three Judy 
Blume books in the fall of 1984. 

The di stria harmed the books 
because of language and sexual 
content which they deemed 
inappropriate. Some parents 
objected, and after much 
argument, the books were nuule 
available to older students with 
parental permission. 

On April 10 Bradley 
sponsored a panel discussion 
about censorship. Dr. Ed 
Lamoureux, a speech 
communication professor, 
moderated the discussion. 

Hansen said librarians tend to 
agree with the American Library 
Association's view that every 
bookhas arighttobe inthelibrary. 
She said ideally the only 
censorship would be practiced by 
individuals who choose not to 
read something.

Elvis Lives! 

(through Wojahn's poetry)

Everything from Elvis Presley to 
Tibetan monks came to Bradley 
through the unusual poetry of David 
Wojahn.on April 25. 

Wojahn, 38, is a Ruth Lilly 
Professor of Poetry at Indiana 
University. He has published three 
books of poetry, including “Mystery 
Train,” ‘Xilassworics,” and “Icehouse 
Lights,” the last of which won die 
Yale Series of Younger Poets 
competition and the William Carlos 
Williams Book Award. 

Wojahn was brought to Bradley 
University by Dr. Kevin Stein, 
director of the'^siting Writers Series. 

“Ibeganreading his woric as early 
as 1981,” Stein said. “His poems are 
smart, and they’re full of feeling.” 

The poet read 12 of his works to 
an audienceof about l(X)inNeumiller 
Lecture Hall. He began the evening 
with *‘No Gesture Ceremony,” apoem 
about the cremation of a Tibetan 
Buddhist monk. 

Eventually, Wojahn got to his 
“rock and roll sonnets,” poems Stein 
said are full of “wit, humor and 
toughness.” Wojahn said he has 
written 100 such poems. 

The poet read aloud his work 
“Elvis Moving A Small Cloud, The 
Desert Near Las Vegas, 1976,” apoem 
dealing with the King’s power and 
forcefulness. 

Wojahn continued with sonnets 


about James Brown, the Doors, The 
Rolling Stones and John Lennon. 

One of Wojahn’s most moving 
workswas entitled “Extinctions.”The 
four-part poem placed the speaker in 
an oivironment of a now-extinct 
creature, describing it’s actions and 
beauty. 

Tlie last part of the poem places 
the speaker in a 1963 grade school 
air-raid drill. “That’s a true story,” 
Wojahn told his audience. “I heard 
about the Kennedy assassination in 
the middle of an air-raid drill.” 

Visiting Writers Series 

Stein said the Visiting Writes 
Series attracts two to three authors a 
year. 

He said the program attempts to 
mix writers, being sensitive to race, 
gender and writing styles, in addition 
to inviting both established and 
emerging authors. 

In the past, the series received 
most of its financial support from the 
Illinois Arts Council, Stein said. 

Now, the bulk of the funding 
comes from the University. “I think 
we’ve proven the program is 
successful,” he said. 

Stein said although no visiting 
writers for next year have been 
guaranteed, fiction write- Cornelia 
Nixon may participate in next year’ 
Visiting Writes Series.

A former Bradley track star wants Bradley Park 
and Newman Golf Course as part of the University 
because he said the Peoria Park District violated the 
terms of Lydia Moss Bradley’s will. 

Jack Heintzman said he wants Bradley Park to 
become a part of Bradley University because the Park 
District serves alcohol atMeinenField. Apart ofLydia 
Moss Bradley’s December21,1897 will instructs the 
park district not to ’’license or permit the sale or other 
distribution of intoxicating drinks of any kind...” 

If the conditions of her will were violated, Lydia 
Bradley wrote, the land would revert to the Bradley 
Fund, whose income is given to Bradley University, 
formerly Bradley Polytechnic Institute. 

Heintzman said the U.S. Northern Regional 
Research Center should also belong to Bradley. He 
said a portion of Bradley Park was leased to the United 
States Department of Agriculture for 99 years in 1939. 
In 2039 the facility will belong to Bradley for $ 1, he 
said. 

Heintzman said the parking area of the research 
center is used for parking at I^oria Chiefs baseball 
games. Because the land has be^ used for purposes 
other than agricultural research, he said Lydia Bradey’s 
will has been violated. 

Gary Anna, vicepresident of business affairs, said, 
’’Bradley University continues to hold Lydia Moss 


Bradley’s vision and ideals in the highest regard and 
aspires to their fulfillment 

’’Bradley, however, does not believe it is practical 
or in the best interests of the community, park district 
or the University, to subscribe that Bradley has legal 
rights to Bradley Park, the Newman Golf Course or 
the Meinen baseball field,” he said. 

Heintzman said other violations of Lydia 
Bradley’s will include: 

1. Laura Bradley Paric shall remain forever a free 
and open public park. 

2. Alcoholic beverages are served at Newman 
Golf Course in Bradley Park. 

3. The $490,000the Peoria Park District received 
from the Peoria Airport Authority for land gained 
from the trust of Laura Bradley Park belongs to 
Bradley University, as well as any matching funds 
available from the State of Dlinois at that time. 

According to an article in the Journal Star, Peoria 
Park District attorney Phillip Lenzini said a 40-year 
reverter clause for property conveyances exists. He 
said the law ’’doesn’t allow dead people to control the 
property after 40 or 50 years.” 

But Heintzman disagrees. ‘The point is Lydia 
Moss Bradley made a trust—Laura Bradley Park. I 
don’t want anything out of this. I ’ ve got a soft spot in 
my soft heart for Bradley Park and Bradley 
UnivCTsity.”

New coach chosen by administration is not what members had in mind

New people will be pulling the 
Merri-n-ettes’ strings next year, as 
the dance troupe gets a new coach, 
name, style and members. 

“I was informed through the 
Merri-n-ettes and through members 
of the administration that there 
needed to be some type of coach,” 
John Butler, director of athletic 
development and promotions, said. 

He said he conducted an intensive 
background search and hired the 
person he thought was most qual ified 
for the position, Tanya Jenkins, who 
has an extensive dance backgound. 

Jenkins, who has performed with 
several professional groups and is a 
past Dallas Cowboy’s cheerleader, 
said the new dance troupe will 
perform atmorebasketballgamehalf- 
times. University sponsored 
luncheons and at several community 
functions. 

“We are going with a whole new 
image and a whole new look, so a 
whole new name seemed 
appropriate,” Jenkins said. “I do not 
want to get zeroed in on one sty le. We 
will use a lot of different styles.” 

There is no official name for the 
new dance troupe, although Jenkins 
said she has some ideas. 

Some members of the old Merri- 
n-ettes said they are dissatisfied with 
the coach selection and the goals of 
the new dance troupe. 


“I knew we were going to get a 
coach,” said Sue Silberman, captain 
of the Merri-n-ettes. “I wasn’t aware 
the name or the dance style was going 
to change.” 

“Any time there is a change in 
any program some people will be 
very upset,” Butler said. 

Silberman, who has been a 
member of the Merri-n-ettes for three 
years, did not tryout for the new dance 
troupe. She said she attended the two 
organized workshops, but decided her 
goals were different fi-om that of the 
new squad. 

“We had a very technical style,” 
Silbennan said. “What she [Jenkins] 
showed us at tryouts was a lot of 
personal interpretation. What she was 
showing us for her goals were contrary 
to the goals we set as Merri-n-ettes.” 

Silberman said the Merri-n-ettes 
had no part in selecting the coach, 
which she thought would be the case. 

Michelle Kolet, also a three-year 
member of the Merri-n-ettes, did not 
try out for the new squad either, 
although she did attend the 
worieshops. 

Both Kolet and Silberman said 
they were dissatisfied with the 
workshops. 

“We didn't feel we should be 
taught by high school students when 
we were in college,” Silberman said. 
‘They are less experienced than us.” 

Kolet said, “It is too drastic a 


change. She treated us much more 
immature then we were. It is very 
different from a high school squad 
where everything is cute.” 

Jenkins said she was confident in 
the abilities of the girls she brought in 
for the workshops. ‘The girls that I 
brought along had formal training in 
dance, which many of the Merri-n- 
ettes did not have,” Jenkins said. 
‘They didn’t stick around long 
enough to find out my goals. The 
girls who feel they could be in line 
with my ideas have stuck around and 
are very excited.” 

Silberman said her not trying out 
had nothing to do with the new coach. 

“We were the ones who wanted a 
new coach,” Silberman said. “We 
wanted to be on athletic status, 
improve on our image and what we 
wanted to do. 

“Why it went to these extremes 
I’m not sure, unless they [University 
officials] were unhappy with us.” 

The type of girls Jenkins said she 
is looking for are ones who “knows 
how to animate themselves andlmows 
what showmanship and entertaining 
is all about. Anyone can do the steps, 
that is where the formal training 
comes in.” 

Jenkins has a degree in dance 
from the Texas Women’s University. 
Shehas her master’s in administration 
as well as many master’s hours in 
dance. She is working at Woodruff 
high school where she teaches as 
well as coaches dance.
